You  are  jumping  through  hoops  attempting  to  explain  the  unexplainable.  It  is  indefensible  to  run 
a campaign  on  sheer  hope.  And  I'll  say  again,  what  seem  right  now  like  large  crowds  won't  seem 
so  large  anymore  once  the  Repubs  get  started  if  he  doesn't  convince  more  people  that  he's  able  to 
comprehend  and  articulate  the  concerns  of  the  masses. 

I also  have  a vested  interest  in  NOT  seeing  millions  of  folk  who  support  him  get  their  faces  and 
their  hearts  broken. 

AND  THAT  is  why  it's  important  to  raise  questions  - and  dig  and  dig  some  more. 

I can't  say  it  any  plainer  than  that.

The  question  is  problematic,  using  your  example,  because  you  would 
have  to  answer  for  yourself  how  could  there  be  predestination  in  a realm 
with  no  time?  How  could  there  have  been  a choice  made  prior  to  our 
existence  as  we  know  it,  if  to  make  a choice,  you  would  have  to  do  it  in  a 
realm  of  time?  There  would  have  to  be  you  before  the  choice  is  made  and 
you  making  the  choice.  One  precedes  the  other,  thus  a time  lapse. 


So  now  the  issue  becomes  purpose.  Does  life  have  inherent  meaning?  If 
so,  is  it  given  to  us,  or  do  we  develop  meaning  for  ourselves.  And  also, 
there  is  the  problem  of  justice.  For  if  I chose  to  come  to  this  life  and  be  a 
mass  murderer,  or  I was  "given  that  assignment"  from  someone  higher 
up,  am  I in  this  life  really  responsible  for  my  actions?  I am  just  following 
protocol.  These  are  the  fundamental  questions  you  must  ask. 

I don't  claim  to  have  the  answer  to  this.  I only  point  out  these  examples  to 
show  just  how  the  very  crux  of  a given  culture's  cosmology  sometimes 
can  not  be  compatible  with  others.  So  the  system  of  Ifa,  at  its  core,  cannot 
be  compatible  with  that  of  the  Kongo  system  in  Zaire.  This  is  because 
they  have  two  different  reasons  for  us  humans  being  here.  And  all  of  the 
rituals,  laws,  taboos,  etc.  would  be  set-up  based  on  that  premise. 

There  are  some  African  nations  that  don't  create  ancestor  shrines.  They 
don't  feel  it  necessary.  Whereas  there  are  others  where  that  is  the  basis  of 
all  rituals.  This  is  why  you  can't  always  blanket  African  philosophies  in 
one  lump  sum  because  the  core  cosmologies  may  conflict.  So  you  have  to 
study  a wide  variety  of  cosmologies  to  see  where  they  differ.  For 
instance,  the  Bantu  people  in  Rwanda  say  their  God  is  a Smith,  not  a 
potter  (like  Knum  in  the  Egyptian  cosmology).  So  they  have  a 
fundamental  difference  in  explaining  the  process  of  human  creation.  But 
at  the  core,  they  are  speaking  about  "God"  creating  man  from  the 
elements  of  the  earth  (the  potter  from  dust,  and  the  smith  from  metals). 
And  both  from  a heating  process.  The  basic  premise  is  the  same,  although 
using  different  elements  and  occupations.

Thursday,  February  14,  2008 


By  now  many,  if  not  most  of  you,  have  either  read  or  heard  about  the  letter  faxed  to  me 
by  Senator  Barack  Obama  yesterday  to  officially  inform  me  that  he  would  not  be 
attending  the  State  of  the  Black  Union  symposium  next  Saturday,  February  23,  in  New 
Orleans,  live  on  C-SPAN.  The  letter  was  apparently  made  public  on  the  Internet  by  the 
Obama  campaign. 

This  morning  a few  thoughts  now  about  the  letter,  about  Senator  Obama  and  for  that 
matter,  about  Michelle  Obama. 

First,  I want  to  thank  Senator  Obama  for  his  letter,  although  I regret  his  decision.  I said 
on  Tuesday  and  I reiterate  today,  that  I believe  that  this  is  a critical  miscalculation  and  a 
missed  opportunity. 

Having  said  that,  I also  feel  that  should  Senator  McCain  or  Governor  Huckabee,  like  Mr. 
Obama,  end  up  denying  our  invitation  to  appear  at  this  annual  Black  think  tank,  it  would 
also  be  for  them  as  well,  in  the  long  run,  a critical  miscalculation  and  a missed 
opportunity. 

Particularly  for  Senator  John  McCain,  who  appears  to  now  be  the  presumptive 
Republican  nominee  and  who  decided,  as  you  recall,  not  to  appear  last  year  before  Black 
America  in  Baltimore. 

Indeed,  I personally  expressed  that  sentiment  to  Senator  McCain  earlier  this  week.  Don?t 
think  that  in  the  general  election,  should  he  be  the  nominee,  that  he  ain?t  going  to  get 
reminded  frequently  that  he  kept  passing  on  opportunities  to  speak  to  Black  and  Brown 
audiences.  That?s  pretty  much  Political  Science  101.  That?s  going  to  happen,  trust  me. 
Two.  For  the  record,  with  regard  to  this  letter  and  the  statements  made  therein,  my  office 
was  never  contacted  by  the  Obama  campaign  offering  Michelle  Obama  as  a proxy 
speaker.  It  never  happened.  No  letter.  No  fax.  No  e-mail.  No  phone  call.  No  document 
whatsoever  from  the  Obama  camp  to  my  office,  ever,  regarding  Michelle  Obama.  She 
was  never  offered,  it  was  never  discussed. 

Three.  While  I have  great  admiration  and  affection  for  Michelle  Obama,  had  she  been 
offered  to  us  I would  have  respectfully  declined.  Just  as  we  would  have  declined  had 
Hillary  Clinton  offered  Bill  Clinton;  had  John  McCain  offered  Cindy  McCain;  had  Mike 
Huckabee  suggested  Janet  Huckabee. 

By  any  measure,  by  any  measure,  Michelle  Obama?s  personal  story  is  empowering  and 
inspiring.  I am  moved  by  her  personal  story,  as  I have  been,  since  I first  met  her.  From 
the  South  side  of  Chicago  to  Princeton,  to  Harvard  Law,  it  is  a quintessential  American 
story  of  overcoming. 

That  said,  last  year  at  Howard,  live  on  PBS,  we  spoke  to  candidates  only.  And  that?s 
what  we  intend  to  do  next  Saturday,  February  23,  in  New  Orleans,  live  on  C-SPAN, 
speak  to  candidates  only,  with  all  due  respect. 

And  speaking  of  Howard,  point  number  four.  When  we  invited  Senator  Obama  last  year 
to  Howard,  with  all  of  the  other  announced  Democratic  candidates  at  the  time,  so  many 
people,  so  many  people,  said  publicly,  that  Tavis  is  stacking  the  deck  in  Obama?s  favor. 
Black  college.  Black  book.  Black  audience.  Black  journalists.  Black  moderator.  ?Smiley 
is  stacking  the  deck  for  Obama,?  they  said. 

The  Washington  Post  Editorial  Board  said  that  to  me  to  my  face.  ?Aren?t  you  stacking 
the  deck  for  Mr.  Obama??  Now,  eight  months  later,  another  simple  invitation,  along  with 
all  the  other  remaining  viable  candidates,  and  now  he?s  being  boxed  in  by  me? 


Respectfully,  that  dog  just  won?t  hunt.  Because  by  that  logic,  at  this  point  in  the 
campaign,  any  gathering  of  Black  thought- leaders,  opinion-makers  and  influencers  who 
invite  Senator  Obama  to  appear  on  stage  at  a nationally  televised  event,  that  invitation  — 
in  and  of  itself,  given  that  logic  — would  be  tantamount  to  ?boxing  him  in.? 

This  was  simply  an  invitation,  nothing  more.  There  has  not  been,  there  is  not  now,  nor 
will  there  be,  any  effort  on  my  part  to  snap  on  the  Obama  campaign,  or  the  McCain 
campaign  or  the  Huckabee  campaign,  if  they  choose  not  to  attend.  It  was  just  an 
invitation  to  him  and  every  other  candidate.  Accept  or  reject.  An  invitation,  nothing 
more,  nothing  less. 

I?ve  lost  count  now  of  how  many  debates  the  Democrats  have  had  to  address  other 
issues  that,  in  fact,  do  matter  to  us.  But  I can  tell  you  exactly  how  many  times  they?ve 
gathered  to  specifically  address  our  issues.  There  is  no  comparison. 

Point  number  five.  Senator  Obama  is  on  a mission.  As  he  suggested  in  his  letter,  his 
mission  is  to  become  the  next  President  of  the  United  States.  And  I ain?t  mad  at  him.  As 
I?ve  said  before,  and  I?ll  say  it  again,  I revel  in  his  historic  run  for  the  White  House.  As 
a Black  man,  I celebrate  his  past  accomplishments.  I celebrate  his  future  aspirations. 
Respectfully,  I knew  Barack  Obama  long  before  most  of  us  learned  to  pronounce  his 
name  correctly.  So  long  ago,  in  fact,  that  years  ago  Barack  Obama  was  working  with  the 
kids  in  my  Foundation,  speaking  to  them  about  leadership  development  way  back  when. 

I have  no  personal  animus  toward  Barack  Obama. 

To  quote  that  great  philosopher,  George  Wallace,  ?I  love  him  and  there  ain?t  nothing  he 
can  do  about  it!?  That  said,  I love  Black  people,  too.  And  I have  a vocation.  I have  a 
calling.  I have  a purpose.  And  since  this  ain?t  just  about  me,  you  have  a purpose  too. 


You  have  a calling,  you  have  a vocation  as  well. 


And  I would  hope,  this  morning,  that  at  the  center  of  our  collective  calling,  is  an 
unconditional  love  for  Black  people.  His  job  right  now  is  to  get  elected.  Our  job  is  to  do 
our  part  to  ensure  that  whoever  gets  elected  will  be  held  accountable  to  the  issues  that 
matter  most  to  Black  people. 

And  in  that  regard,  all  that  I have  ever  tried  to  do,  with  the  media  platforms,  including 
this  one,  that  I have  been  blessed  to  have  access  to,  is  to  attempt  to  speak  a love 
language,  to  ask  critical  questions,  to  engage  in  sober  assessment  and  to  counsel  wise 
enthusiasm. 

If  Barack  Obama  is  your  candidate,  I ain?t  mad  at  you!  If  Hillary  Clinton  is  your 
candidate,  I ain?t  mad  at  you!  I am  not  personally  in  the  endorsement  business.  My  small 
part  is  to  engage  in  Socratic  questioning.  As  a Black  person,  a member  of  the  media, 

I?ve  said  many  times  on  this  program,  my  job  is  to  ask  questions,  raise  issues,  address 
topics,  and  profile  people  that  otherwise  wouldn?t  get  that  kind  of  air  play. 

Now,  as  the  old  folk  used  to  say,  ?I  done  spoke  my  piece.? 

Senator  Clinton  has  decided  to  join  us.  Senator  Obama  has  decided  not  to.  Senator 
McCain  and  Governor  Huckabee,  we  shall  see. 

But  once  again,  it  has  never,  ever  been  about  them.  It  has  always  been  about  us.  We 
cannot  confuse  candidates  with  the  cause.  The  cause  of  suffering  Black  people  who  are 
catching  hell  every  day. 


So,  I personally;  I can  only  speak  for  Tavis,  I personally  have  no  intention,  no  interest  in 
discussing  this  matter  beyond  this  commentary  no  matter  what?s  said  about  me.  Except 
to  promote  the  Symposium,  which  I?ve  done  every  year  for  almost  10  years  now. 

I?m  told  by  the  folk  in  the  Lt.  Governors  office  in  Louisiana  that  it  looks  like  we  will 
have  the  largest  gathering  of  volunteers  for  a single  day  next  Friday  on  our  Day  of 
Service,  since  Katrina  hit  back  in  2005.  That?s  what  matters.  Loving  and  serving 
everyday  Black  people. 

Our  conversation  next  Saturday  promises  to  be  spirited,  soulful  and  inspiring. 

Finally  this  morning,  as  I always  say?today,  more  than  ever?love  wins.  Love  wins.  Love 
wins.

MISRI  were  not  themselves  Egyptians  but  distributors  of  a highly  prestigious  Egyptian  cloth. 

Hence  Misri  refers  to  cloth  from  Egypt  which  one  could  argue  as:  'Egypt  being  the  land  of  the  cloth',  this  is 
not  surprising  as  present  day  Egypt  produces  fine  quality  cotten  and  linen. 

Perhaps  another  clue  might  lie  in  the  word  KALASIRIS.I  wonder  if  there  might  be  a connection  to  cloth? 
The  robes  worn  by  both  sexes  in  Egypt  were  called  kalasiris  by  Herodotus. See  articles  of  dress 
in  the  following:

By  now  many,  if  not  most  of  you,  have  either  read  or  heard  about  the 
letter  faxed  to  me  by  Senator  Barack  Obama  yesterday  to  officially 
inform  me  that  he  would  not  be  attending  the  State  of  the  Black  Union 
symposium  next  Saturday,  February  23,  in  New  Orleans,  live  on  C- 
SPAN.  The  letter  was  apparently  made  public  on  the  Internet  by  the 
Obama  campaign. 

This  morning  a few  thoughts  now  about  the  letter,  about  Senator  Obama 
and  for  that  matter,  about  Michelle  Obama. 

First,  I want  to  thank  Senator  Obama  for  his  letter,  although  I regret  his 
decision.  I said  on  Tuesday  and  I reiterate  today,  that  I believe  that  this  is 
a critical  miscalculation  and  a missed  opportunity. 

Having  said  that,  I also  feel  that  should  Senator  McCain  or  Governor 
Huckabee,  like  Mr.  Obama,  end  up  denying  our  invitation  to  appear  at 
this  annual  Black  think  tank,  it  would  also  be  for  them  as  well,  in  the  long 
run,  a critical  miscalculation  and  a missed  opportunity. 

Particularly  for  Senator  John  McCain,  who  appears  to  now  be  the 
presumptive  Republican  nominee  and  who  decided,  as  you  recall,  not  to 
appear  last  year  before  Black  America  in  Baltimore. 

Indeed,  I personally  expressed  that  sentiment  to  Senator  McCain  earlier 
this  week.  Don?t  think  that  in  the  general  election,  should  he  be  the 
nominee,  that  he  ain?t  going  to  get  reminded  frequently  that  he  kept 
passing  on  opportunities  to  speak  to  Black  and  Brown  audiences.  That?s 
pretty  much  Political  Science  101.  That?s  going  to  happen,  trust  me. 

Two.  For  the  record,  with  regard  to  this  letter  and  the  statements  made 
therein,  my  office  was  never  contacted  by  the  Obama  campaign  offering 
Michelle  Obama  as  a proxy  speaker.  It  never  happened.  No  letter.  No  fax. 
No  e-mail.  No  phone  call.  No  document  whatsoever  from  the  Obama 
camp  to  my  office,  ever,  regarding  Michelle  Obama.  She  was  never 
offered,  it  was  never  discussed. 


Three.  While  I have  great  admiration  and  affection  for  Michelle  Obama, 
had  she  been  offered  to  us  I would  have  respectfully  declined.  Just  as  we 
would  have  declined  had  Hillary  Clinton  offered  Bill  Clinton;  had  John 
McCain  offered  Cindy  McCain;  had  Mike  Huckabee  suggested  Janet 
Huckabee. 

By  any  measure,  by  any  measure,  Michelle  Obama?s  personal  story  is 
empowering  and  inspiring.  I am  moved  by  her  personal  story,  as  I have 
been,  since  I first  met  her.  From  the  South  side  of  Chicago  to  Princeton, 
to  Harvard  Law,  it  is  a quintessential  American  story  of  overcoming. 

That  said,  last  year  at  Howard,  live  on  PBS,  we  spoke  to  candidates  only. 
And  that?s  what  we  intend  to  do  next  Saturday,  February  23,  in  New 
Orleans,  live  on  C-SPAN,  speak  to  candidates  only,  with  all  due  respect. 
And  speaking  of  Howard,  point  number  four.  When  we  invited  Senator 
Obama  last  year  to  Howard,  with  all  of  the  other  announced  Democratic 
candidates  at  the  time,  so  many  people,  so  many  people,  said  publicly, 
that  Tavis  is  stacking  the  deck  in  Obama?s  favor.  Black  college.  Black 
book.  Black  audience.  Black  journalists.  Black  moderator.  ?Smiley  is 
stacking  the  deck  for  Obama,?  they  said. 

The  Washington  Post  Editorial  Board  said  that  to  me  to  my  face.  ?Aren?t 
you  stacking  the  deck  for  Mr.  Obama??  Now,  eight  months  later,  another 
simple  invitation,  along  with  all  the  other  remaining  viable  candidates, 
and  now  he?s  being  boxed  in  by  me? 

Respectfully,  that  dog  just  won?t  hunt.  Because  by  that  logic,  at  this  point 
in  the  campaign,  any  gathering  of  Black  thought-leaders,  opinion-makers 
and  influencers  who  invite  Senator  Obama  to  appear  on  stage  at  a 
nationally  televised  event,  that  invitation  — in  and  of  itself,  given  that 
logic  — would  be  tantamount  to  ?boxing  him  in.? 

This  was  simply  an  invitation,  nothing  more.  There  has  not  been,  there  is 
not  now,  nor  will  there  be,  any  effort  on  my  part  to  snap  on  the  Obama 
campaign,  or  the  McCain  campaign  or  the  Huckabee  campaign,  if  they 
choose  not  to  attend.  It  was  just  an  invitation  to  him  and  every  other 
candidate.  Accept  or  reject.  An  invitation,  nothing  more,  nothing  less. 
I?ve  lost  count  now  of  how  many  debates  the  Democrats  have  had  to 
address  other  issues  that,  in  fact,  do  matter  to  us.  But  I can  tell  you 
exactly  how  many  times  they?ve  gathered  to  specifically  address  our 
issues.  There  is  no  comparison. 

Point  number  five.  Senator  Obama  is  on  a mission.  As  he  suggested  in  his 
letter,  his  mission  is  to  become  the  next  President  of  the  United  States. 
And  I ain?t  mad  at  him.  As  I?ve  said  before,  and  I?ll  say  it  again,  I revel 
in  his  historic  run  for  the  White  House.  As  a Black  man,  I celebrate  his 
past  accomplishments.  I celebrate  his  future  aspirations. 

Respectfully,  I knew  Barack  Obama  long  before  most  of  us  learned  to 
pronounce  his  name  correctly.  So  long  ago,  in  fact,  that  years  ago  Barack 
Obama  was  working  with  the  kids  in  my  Foundation,  speaking  to  them 
about  leadership  development  way  back  when. 

I have  no  personal  animus  toward  Barack  Obama. 


To  quote  that  great  philosopher,  George  Wallace,  ?I  love  him  and  there 
ain?t  nothing  he  can  do  about  it!?  That  said,  I love  Black  people,  too.  And 
I have  a vocation.  I have  a calling.  I have  a purpose.  And  since  this  ain?t 
just  about  me,  you  have  a purpose  too.  You  have  a calling,  you  have  a 
vocation  as  well. 


And  I would  hope,  this  morning,  that  at  the  center  of  our  collective 
calling,  is  an  unconditional  love  for  Black  people.  His  job  right  now  is  to 
get  elected.  Our  job  is  to  do  our  part  to  ensure  that  whoever  gets  elected 
will  be  held  accountable  to  the  issues  that  matter  most  to  Black  people. 
And  in  that  regard,  all  that  I have  ever  tried  to  do,  with  the  media 
platforms,  including  this  one,  that  I have  been  blessed  to  have  access  to, 
is  to  attempt  to  speak  a love  language,  to  ask  critical  questions,  to  engage 
in  sober  assessment  and  to  counsel  wise  enthusiasm. 

If  Barack  Obama  is  your  candidate,  I ain?t  mad  at  you!  If  Hillary  Clinton 
is  your  candidate,  I ain?t  mad  at  you!  I am  not  personally  in  the 
endorsement  business.  My  small  part  is  to  engage  in  Socratic  questioning. 
As  a Black  person,  a member  of  the  media,  I?ve  said  many  times  on  this 
program,  my  job  is  to  ask  questions,  raise  issues,  address  topics,  and 
profile  people  that  otherwise  wouldn?t  get  that  kind  of  air  play.

It  has  always  been 
about  us.  We  cannot  confuse  candidates  with  the  cause.  The  cause  of 
suffering  Black  people  who  are  catching  hell  every  day. 

So,  I personally;  I can  only  speak  for  Tavis,  I personally  have  no 
intention,  no  interest  in  discussing  this  matter  beyond  this  commentary  no 
matter  what?s  said  about  me.  Except  to  promote  the  Symposium,  which 
I?ve  done  every  year  for  almost  10  years  now. 

I?m  told  by  the  folk  in  the  Lt.  Governors  office  in  Louisiana  that  it  looks 
like  we  will  have  the  largest  gathering  of  volunteers  for  a single  day  next 
Friday  on  our  Day  of  Service,  since  Katrina  hit  back  in  2005.  That?s  what 
matters.  Loving  and  serving  everyday  Black  people. 

Our  conversation  next  Saturday  promises  to  be  spirited,  soulful  and 
inspiring.

My  belief  in  the  migrations  to  and  from  the  Nile  Valley  are  various.  1)  you  have  to  wonder  how 
all  of  these  different  groups,  linguistically,  recall  the  same  events  and  all  claim  to  come  from  this 
area  of  Africa?  It's  one  thing  for  one  or  two  groups  of  people  to  mention  such  migrations,  but 
when  you  have  people  of  Yoruba,  Igbo,  Dagara,  Wolof,  Dogon,  Lou,  Zulu  and  Bakongo  descent 
all  claiming  the  same  story,  you  have  to  pay  attention.  Did  these  groups  have  a secret  meeting 
and  decided  we  all  are  going  to  come  from  the  Nile  Valley? 

Secondly,  the  signs  and  symbols  used  to  represent  the  philosophy  of  the  priesthoods  in  these 
respective  areas  are  practically  the  same.  I argue  that  you  actually  can't  begin  to  understand  any 
Egyptian  symbolism  without  understanding  these  African  groups'  cosmologies. 

Thirdly,  you  have  Mdw  Ntr  writing  amongst  the  Mande  and  the  Igbo.  Some  of  the  same 
Egyptian  signs  and  symbols  are  found  in  South  Africa.  I spoke  with  an  individual  in  Tanzania 
who  says  there  are  women  in  Arusha  who  write  Mdw  Ntr  in  the  sand  to  this  date.  Diop  notes  a 
statue  of  Asar  escavated  in  Zaire.  Also  the  sacred  writings  among  some  bantu  groups  is  called 
Tu-SoNa  (or  simply  SoNa).  Dr.  George  GM  James  mentions  in  Stolen  Legacy  a sacred  writing 
in  Egypt  by  the  name  of  SeNzar.  The  cognates  (CVC)  match  and  both  are  a sacred  writings.  The 
suffix  -zar  (to  my  knowledge)  derives  from  the  so-called  Afro-Asiatic  group  of  languages.  In  the 
Persian  language  the  -zar  suffix  derives  new  nouns  which  show  a place  characterized  by  the  old 
noun. 


Fourthly,  the  languages  itself  is  a testament  to  migrations.  Obenga  has  given  extensive  examples 
of  not  only  the  Egyptian  language  structure  matching  that  of  some  bantu  languages,  but  that  of 
the  Dagara  and  Dogon  groups. 


Fifthly,  taking  a look  at  some  of  the  deities  and  their  functions  show  a history  together.  For 
instance,  the  Netcher  A(i)TEN  of  the  Egyptians  is  really  a Bantu  deity  by  the  name  of  ITON-GO. 
The  "A"  in  the  Egyptian  is  really  an  "I"  (and  which  is  still  debated  to  this  day).  The  -go  is  a 
relative  suffix  (in  northern  Sotho  for  example).  To  break  down  ITON  would  be  an  article  itself. 

And  lastly,  because  of  my  conversations  with  African  priests.  Most  stuff  really  can't  be  discussed 
in  an  open  forum  such  as  this.  What  Egypt  is/was  will  remain  a mystery  for  the  majority  of  the 
world.  That's  just  how  Africans  like  it. 

One  thing  we  have  to  realize  is  that  the  names  of  the  places  of  Ta-Meri  was  not  uniform  amongst 
the  people.  And  the  records  you  do  have  of  Egypt  is  from  the  priest  class.  Also,  Ta-Meri's 
civilization  spanned  more  than  4000  years  and  the  names  are  bound  to  change  at  various  times. 
Egypt  has  had  many  names  From  Ta-Hnw,  to  Ta-Meri,  to  Kami,  to  Misri,  and  a host  of  other 
names.  The  people  of  Rwanda  called  Egypt  I-Kami  and  the  people  of  Egypt  Abanyakami.  What 
was  known  as  Somalia,  Ethiopia  and  Eritrea  was  known  as  I-Bwega.  This  could  be  the  name  of 
place  Budge  pg  981  in  a Hieroglyphic  Dictionary  writes  as  Beg-shaga  which  he  says  is  a 
'Sudani"  country  whose  situation  is  "unknown."  May  be  a stretch,  but  it's  worth  investigating. 


It's  really  too  much  to  address  in  an  email  and  the  more  and  more  I keep  investigating  Bantu 
culture,  the  more  comes  out  about  Egypt's  philosophy  deriving  from  these  people  (at  least 
partially).

Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a war  zone  that's  not  Iraq.  And  not 
Afghanistan  either. 

I'm  checking  in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working  with  women  in  three 
neighboring  countries,  all  recently  torn  apart  by  civil  wars:  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone, 
and  CD  □ d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq  debacle  has  monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these 
"lesser"  wars  - now  officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are 
struggling  to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at  all,  not  by  a long  shot. 
This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly  told.  Let  me  explain. 

Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in  three  successive 
waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to  2003.  Sierra  Leone's  war  started 
in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the  Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone, 
trained  in  Liberia,  invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and 
lasted  until  January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CPC  d'Ivoire,  a civil  war  started  in 
2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President  Laurent  Gbagbo, 
but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had  decided  to  act  to  prevent  any 


further  destabilization  of  the  region.  French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers 
stepped  in  and  a treaty  was  signed  in  2003. 

So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no  longer  "war  zones."  Accords  have  been 
signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are  on  duty  or  close  at  hand.  The  UN  and 
international  aid  agencies  are  assisting  "recovery."  Some  arms  have  been 
surrendered;  some  refugees  have  returned  from  exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud 
bricks  and  building  huts  to  replace  the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and 
tile  that  once  graced  towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region.  Officially,  Liberia, 
Sierra  Leone,  and  CTi  d'Ivoire  are  now  designated  "post-conflict  zones,"  but  they 
are  so  fractured,  so  traumatized,  and  - especially  in  the  cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra 
Leone  - so  devastated  and  impoverished  that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  securely  at 
peace  either.  Sierra  Leone  has  replaced  Afghanistan  as  the  poorest  country  on  the 
planet  and,  like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a nation  of  widows. 

Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for  yourself  that,  at  best,  real  peace  will 
take  a long,  slow  time  to  come.  The  destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun 
District,  for  instance,  is  as  shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated 
Afghan  capital,  Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid 
organizations  like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in  such  moments. 
It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a desperate  place  embarked  on  a 
difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may  or  may  not  be  recognizable  after  a decade 
or  two,  or  even  a generation  or  two,  as  peace. 

That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother  to  mention  (possibly  don't  even  grasp)  when 
they  talk  blithely  about  war  and  peace  as  if  they  were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the 
same  coin,  attained  with  equal  ease  with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can  start  a 
war  swiftly  with  a shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did  from  the  air  in  Iraq 
or  the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - but  peace  is  no  sudden 
acquisition. 

Just  last  month,  the  Special  Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The  Hague  resumed 
proceedings  begun  last  June  against  Charles  Taylor,  the  charming  American- 
educated  sociopath  and  former  president  of  Liberia.  Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for 
war  crimes  related  to  matters  including  terrorizing  civilians,  murder,  rape,  sexual 
slavery,  amputations,  and  enslavement.  These  atrocities  were  committed  not 
against  his  own  country  but  against  his  neighbor.  It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF 
rebels  as  they  terrorized  the  populace  and  augmented  their  numbers  by  abducting 
civilians. 

Both  Taylor  and  RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received  tactical  training  in 
Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to  disrupt  the  West  African  region. 

Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about  ideology  or  even  politics.  They  were  about 
greed,  about  the  power  to  control  and  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - 
Liberia's  primal  rain  forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood  diamonds." 
Political  scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually  advance  other  theories 


to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard  pressed  to  find  any  redeeming 
features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West  Africans  will  tell  you  that  they  took  place 
simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad  men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday 
Sankoh's  RUF  forces  invaded  Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150 
men,  but  what  they  started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country. 

Here's  what  I want  to  remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think  about  these  men 
who  start  wars,  remember  what  they've  done  not  to  soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to 
civilian  populations  - especially  to  women.  Today,  it  is  civilians  who  are  by  far 
the  most  numerous  casualties  of  war.  Each  successive  conflict  of  recent  times  has 
recorded  a greater  proportion  of  civilians  displaced,  exiled,  assaulted,  tortured, 
wounded,  maimed,  killed,  or  disappeared.  In  every  modern  war,  most  of  the 
suffering  civilians  are  women  and  children. 

In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead  civilians  are  counted  (if  at  all)  merely  as 
"collateral  damage"  - like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent  citizens  who  died  in  the 
initial  American  bombing  of  Afghanistan  in  2001.  In  the  West  African  wars, 
civilians  became  the  designated  targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to  conquer  Sierra 
Leone,  but  having  only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to  forcible  recruitment.  Like 
Charles  Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia,  Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages,  murdering 
most  of  the  residents  and  taking  away  only  those  who  might  serve  them  as 
soldiers,  porters,  cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many  of  the  dead  and  most  of  the 
abducted  were  women  and  children. 

And  here's  a little -known  reality:  When  any  conflict  of  this  sort  officially  ends, 
violence  against  women  continues  and  often  actually  grows  worse.  Not 
surprisingly,  murderous  aggression  cannot  be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men 
stop  attacking  one  another,  women  continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in 
West  Africa,  as  in  so  many  other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of  war, 
it  has  become  a habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post-conflict"  era.  Where 
normal  structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice  have  been  disabled  by  war,  male 
soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey  upon  women  and  children  with  impunity. 

And  they  do. 

So  I'm  writing  to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa,  from  an  active  war 
zone.  I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war  against  women  and  children. 

Counting  Casualties 

Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty  International.  It  describes  the  least  of  the  West 
African  wars,  the  relatively  short  civil  war  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire: 

"The  scale  of  rape  and  sexual  violence  in  CM  □ d'Ivoire  in  the 
course  of  the  armed  conflict  has  been  largely  underestimated. 

Many  women  have  been  gang-raped  or  have  been  abducted  and 
reduced  to  sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape  has  often  been 


accompanied  by  the  beating  or  torture  (including  torture  of  a 
sexual  nature)  of  the  victim?  All  armed  factions  have  perpetrated 
and  continue  to  perpetrate  sexual  violence  with  impunity." 

Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse  may  be  significantly 
underreported,  " because  women  fear  "the  possibility  of  reprisals  by  perpetrators? 
ostracism  by  families  and  communities,  and  cultural  taboos." 

The  Amnesty  report  documents  case  after  case  of  girls  and  women,  aged  "under 
12"  to  63,  assaulted  by  armed  men.  The  more  recent  and  thoroughgoing  report  by 
Human  Rights  Watch  records  the  rape  of  children  as  young  as  three  years-old. 
During  the  civil  war,  women  and  girls  were  seized  in  their  village  homes  or  at 
military  roadblocks,  or  were  discovered  hiding  in  the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in 
public.  Some  were  raped  in  front  of  their  husbands  and  children.  Some  were 
forced  to  witness  the  murder  of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they  were  taken  away 
to  soldiers'  camps  to  be  held  along  with  many  other  women.  They  were  forced  to 
cook  for  the  soldiers  during  the  day  and  every  night  they  were  gang-raped,  in 
some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They  were  also  beaten  and  tortured.  They  saw 
women  who  resisted  being  beaten  or  killed  by  a simple  slicing  of  the  throat. 

Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - with  sticks,  knives,  gun 
barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died.  Many  others  were  left  with  injuries  and 
pain  that  still  linger  long  after  the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by 
"excision"  or  FMG  (female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart. 

The  Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape  frequently  causes  serious 
physical  injuries  that  require  long-term  and  complex  treatment  including  uterine 
prolapses  (the  descent  of  the  uterus  into  the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to 
wonder  what  lies  "beyond"  the  vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal  fistulas 
and  other  injuries  to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often  accompanied  by 
internal  and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It  notes  that  such  women  usually 
can't  "access  the  medical  care  they  need."  Some  still  find  it  hard  to  sit  down,  or 
stand  up,  or  walk.  Some  still  spit  up  blood.  Some  have  lost  their  eyesight  or  their 
memories.  Some  miscarried.  Many  contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and 
HIV.  No  one  knows  how  many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result. 

And  many  are  still  missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders  when  rogue  militias 
from  a neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps  slaughtered  along  the  way. 

War  and  Its  Sequel 

Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted  among  "the  spoils  of  war,"  free  for 
the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time,  women  in  large  numbers  have  also  been  pawns 
in  deliberate  military  and  political  strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to 
whom  they  "belong"  and  to  exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of  Bosnia.) 
The  Amnesty  report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against  women  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire 


to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were  arrested,  raped,  and  tortured  at 
the  government's  Police  Training  School  in  Dioula  - because  their  presumed 
ethnicity  and  political  affiliation  allied  them  with  the  opposition.  According  to 
Human  Rights  Watch,  this  was  but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by 
government- sponsore  d propaganda  before  the  civil  war  even  began. 

No  man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been  brought  to  justice. 

Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002,  1.4  million  Liberians 
had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a million  others  had  fled.  In  a 
country  of  three  million  people,  that's  one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000 
people  died.  That's  nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets 
were  women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 
staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual  violence; 
three  out  of  four  had  been  raped. 

Typically,  ending  the  war  did  not  end  the  violence  against  women.  A study  in 
preparation  by  the  International  Rescue  Committee  - the  organization  for  which  I 
currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and  Columbia  University's  School  of  Public 
Health  concludes,  "While  the  war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the  war  on  women 
continued." 

Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in  two  Liberian  counties,  including  the 
capital  city,  Monrovia,  had  survived  at  least  one  violent  physical  attack  during  an 
18-  month  period  in  2006-2007,  years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended.  Well 
over  half  the  women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault  in  the  same 
period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had  forced  them  to  have  sex 
against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among  Liberian  refugees  in  Sierra  Leone 
found  that  75%  of  the  women  had  been  sexually  violated  before  they  fled  their 
country;  after  they  fled,  55%  were  sexually  assaulted  again. 

For  women,  war  is  not  over  when  it's  over. 

Women  Like  Me 

Countless  women  will  never  recover  from  the  assaults  they  suffered  during  the 
war.  I met  many  such  women  in  Liberia. 

On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where  fighting  had  been  heavy,  one 
showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of  parallel  horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one 
ear  and  moving  toward  the  throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had 
locked  this  whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch,  laid 
open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't  all.  Taylor's  men 
had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that  they  now  point  backwards  at 
seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed  her  back  so  forcefully  with  rifle 
butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the  one  with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed. 


She  can  still  walk,  leaning  on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her 
without  a good  arm,  and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the 
ability  to  balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by  rape.  The 
soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she  cannot  say. 

In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people  refer  to  only  as  "the  sick 
lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one-room  mud-brick  house.  As  I came  in,  she 
managed  to  sit  up  with  great  difficulty,  using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her 
swollen,  useless  legs.  Her  sister  says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting 
against  Charles  Taylor  and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say 
how  long  they  kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - evidently  a 
common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk.  They  smashed  her 
hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or  comb  her  hair.  Her  mother  and 
two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the  war,  feed  her  by  hand,  their  lives  too  now 
dominated  by  the  consequences  of  the  violence  done  to  this  woman. 

Recently  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC)  and  the  UN  Fund 
for  Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed  surviving  women  in  Lofa  County, 
the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations.  More  than  98%  said  that,  during  his  war 
(1999-2003),  they  lost  their  homes;  more  than  90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than 
72%,  at  least  one  family  member.  Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one 
violent  physical  assault;  more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault.  No  one 
inquired  about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for  the  permanently  disabled. 

In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population  was  the  main  tactic  of 
war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children  was,  as  Human  Rights  Watch  has 
reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties  to  the  conflict  committed  countless 
atrocities.  Official  reports  document  appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their 
own  daughters;  brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers  gang-raping  old 
women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women  eviscerated  alive  and  the 
living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to  satisfy  soldiers  betting  on  its  sex.  A 
brother  is  hacked  to  death  and  eviscerated;  his  heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the 
hands  of  his  18-year-old  sister  who  is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is 
taken  to  a place  where  other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is  her  sister.  She 
sees  her  sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads  are  placed  in  her  lap. 
These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim  to  destroy  not  just  individual 
victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well;  yet  the  individual  victims  are  important  in 
their  own  right,  and  in  most  cases  they  are  women  and  children. 

Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has  been  turning  children  - mostly 
boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as  themselves.  In  his  bestselling  autobiography 
A Long  Wav  Gone,  Ishmael  Beah  vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier. 
Separated  from  his  family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of 
Sierra  Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers  were),  and  forced 
to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder  girls  and  women  willingly  at 
the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has  collapsed. 


Crimes  Against  Women 


In  recent  years,  every  kind  of  horror  has  been  inflicted  on  girls  and  women  in 
Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  because  they  are  female.  If  females  were 
a particular  ethnic  group  - Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if  they  espoused  a 
particular  religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could  recognize  what  goes  on  as  a 
kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass  femicide.  But  we  don't  speak  of  crimes  against 
women  in  that  way.  When  did  you  last  hear  someone  speak  of  "crimes  against 
women"  at  all? 

Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made  love"  to  many  women.  The  interviewer 
asks  if  all  the  women  were  willing,  and  he  laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him, 
and  he  says  - still  grinning  - "If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me." 
Despite  his  use  of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When  the 
interviewer  labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists  that  rape  happens  in 
wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't  do  it  anymore.  The  state  of  war 
excuses  men's  crimes  against  women  because  rape  - so  the  claim  goes  - is 
something  that  just  naturally  occurs  in  war. 

The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere  is  different  from  other  wars 
- whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics,  greed,  or  personal  ambition  - in  that  every 
faction,  every  side , makes  war  on  women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force 
women  to  labor.  They  all  murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense 
Forces  (CDF)  in  Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from  rape.  They 
were  traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to  defend  their  own  areas 
from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from  sexual  intercourse,  believed  to 
deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they  operated  close  to  home,  where  they  were 
known;  but,  as  the  war  went  on,  they,  too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters. 
Their  initial  restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape  does 
not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is  instead  an  elective, 
wildly  popular  choice. 

After  war,  in  the  "post-conflict"  era,  even  some  international  peacekeepers  have 
joined  the  war  against  women.  Human  Rights  Watch  and  others  have  documented 
cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers  in  West  Africa,  but  none  have  been 
prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are  simply  repatriated  or  moved  to  a new  post.  Human 
Rights  Watch  also  reports  on  the  widespread  practice  among  peacekeepers  of 
using  children  who  have  turned  to  prostitution  to  survive.  (There  are  few  other 
options  for  girls  who  have  been  orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families,  and  many 
of  these  child  prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex  slaves  during  wartime.)  But 
apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many  girls  themselves. 

Here  in  Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone  war  started  and 
ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual  exploitation  of  their 
adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part  of  the  country  - many  of  them  war 


widows  - take  seriously  the  advice  to  send  their  daughters  to  school,  which  costs 
more  than  most  can  easily  afford.  If  a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is 
required  by  law  to  drop  out.  (Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to 
recover  from  war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers,  nurses,  or  social 
workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child  is  a fellow  student,  he  can  continue 
his  studies,  denying  all  responsibility.  Often,  however,  it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to 
blame.  Many  still- virginal  girls  drop  out  of  school  early  to  escape  predatory 
teachers,  and  women  report  that  the  incidence  of  teen  pregnancy  drops  when 
peacekeeping  forces  leave  town. 

Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue,  largely  unabated.  It's  hard  to 
tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this  is,  because  raped  women  and  girls  are 
normally  too  shamed  by  the  crime  to  report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat 
easier  because  they  had  so  clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war 
"over,"  rape  once  again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents 
in  this  region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to  authorities.  Here  in 
Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force  the  local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case 
of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim.  The  magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted 
perpetrator,  had  prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again. 

Domestic  violence  - wife -beating,  marital  rape,  emotional  abuse,  torture, 
economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common.  Impoverished  women  with  many 
children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but  to  endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as 
in  wartime,  habitual  violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man 
in  Moyamba  District  killed  his  wife  and  cut  off  her  head. 

Bad  Men  Make  Good 

For  bad,  bad  men,  terrorizing  civilians  holds  advantages  - beyond  the  immediate 
gratification  of  the  rush  of  power.  Such  acts  can  land  them  important  posts  in 
government.  When  atrocities  become  sufficiently  conspicuous  and  horrific  - such 
as  the  notorious  amputations  of  arms  and  legs  in  Sierra  Leone  - the  international 
community  steps  in  to  initiate  a peace  process.  Usually  they  bring  to  the 
negotiating  table  all  the  bad,  bad  men  who  have  been  causing  so  much  trouble  and 
buy  them  off  with  positions  of  power  in  a new  "interim"  or  "transitional" 
government.  Witness,  in  another  part  of  the  world  where  women  are  notoriously 
badly  treated,  all  those  well-known  warlords  the  Afghan  people  wanted  tried  for 
war  crimes  who  somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - 
after  elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament. 

Foday  Sankoh  had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when  he  was  summoned 
to  just  such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he  emerged  as  the  head  of  the 
government  commission  in  charge  of  managing  Sierra  Leone's  natural  resources, 
including  the  diamonds  that  financed  his  war.  Charles  Taylor,  while  committing 
mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee  camps  for  displaced  persons,  was  elected  president 
of  Liberia.  Voters  seemed  to  figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way 


to  stop  the  man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this  is  a path  to 
certain  disaster. 

Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  learn  from  the  rapid  advancement  of  their  brothers 
elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC),  widely 
recognized  as  a prime  candidate  for  trial  before  a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said 
to  be  jockeying  for  a high  position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in  exchange  for 
laying  down  his  arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya  into  "tribal  warfare" 
owes  much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo,  having  lost  a clearly  suspect 
presidential  election,  exploits  genocidal  violence  with  good  reason  to  hope  that 
international  intervention  will  usher  him  into  office  by  the  back  door. 

Although  UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for  women  to  be  included  in 
all  peace  processes,  they  are  rarely  invited  to  the  table.  With  men  in  charge  of 
governments  almost  everywhere,  the  fearful  fascination  with  bad,  bad  men 
continues  and  the  perverse  preference  for  predators  trickles  down.  In  Sierra 
Leone,  ex-combatants  were  rewarded  with  motorcycles.  The  theory  was  that 
violent  young  men  would  be  less  dangerous  if  they  could  serve  a useful  purpose 
and  make  some  money  carrying  passengers  on  brand  new  highly-chromed  bikes 
in  a country  where  most  cars  had  been  torched.  The  result?  Every  public  square  in 
the  dodgiest  districts  of  Sierra  Leone  is  now  dominated  by  a motorcycle  gang 
consisting  mainly  of  young  men  already  surely  skilled  in  the  sexual  exploitation 
of  girls.  Perhaps  in  the  end,  the  transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in  Sierra 
Leone  most  women  and  girls  still  walk. 

Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - possibly  apocryphal  - of  an  old 
woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook  fire  when  RUF  rebels  entered  her  village. 
She  was  frying  some  tasty  frogs.  Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to 
see  what  she  was  cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the  government." 
The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must  go  to  the  capital.  The 
government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun  District  tell  that  story  over  and 
over,  and  they  laugh  every  time.  They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman 
who  told  those  rebel  men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them, 
though  they  must  know  that  the  rebels  probably  shot  the  woman  and  ate  her  frogs.

But  according  to  Tudor  Parfitt,  a real  life  scholar-adventurer,  Raiders  of 
the  Lost  Ark  had  it  wrong,  and  the  Ark  is  actually  nowhere  near  Egypt.  In  fact,  Parfitt  claims  he 
has  traced  it  (or  a replacement  container  for  the  original  Ark),  to  a dusty  bottom  shelf  in  a 
museum  in  Harare,  Zimbabwe.

A wooden  box,  roughly  4 ft.  x 2 ft.  x 2.5  ft.,  perhaps  gold- 
plated  and  carried  on  poles  inserted  into  rings,  it  appears  in  the  Good  Book  variously  as  the 
container  for  the  Ten  Commandments  (Exodus  25:16:  "and  thou  shalt  put  into  the  ark  the 
testimony  which  I shall  give  thee");  the  very  locus  of  God's  earthly  presence;  and  as  a divine 
flamethrower  that  burns  obstacles  and  also  crisps  some  careless  Israelites.  It  is  too  holy  to  be 
placed  on  the  ground  or  touched  by  any  but  the  elect.  It  circles  Jericho  behind  the  trumpets  to 
bring  the  walls  tumbling  down.  The  Bible  last  places  the  Ark  in  Solomon's  temple,  which 


Babylonians  destroyed  in  586  BC.  Scholars  debate  its  current  locale  (if  any):  under  the  Sphinx? 
Beneath  Jerusalem's  Temple  Mount  (or,  to  Muslims,  the  Noble  Sanctuary)?  In  France?  Near 
London's  Temple  tube  station? 

Parfitt,  63,  is  a professor  at  the  University  of  London's  prestigious  School  of  Oriental  and 
African  Studies.  His  new  book,  The  Lost  Ark  of  the  Covenant:  Solving  the  2,500  Year  Mystery  of 
the  Fabled  Biblical  Ark  (HarperOne)  along  with  a History  Channel  special  scheduled  for  March 
2 would  appear  to  risk  a fine  academic  reputation  on  what  might  be  called  a shaggy  Ark  story. 
But  the  professor  has  been  right  before,  and  his  Ark  fixation  stems  from  his  greatest  coup.  In  the 
1980s  Parfitt  lived  with  a Southern  African  clan  called  the  Lemba,  who  claimed  to  be  a lost  tribe 
of  Israel.  Colleagues  laughed  at  him  for  backing  the  claim;  in  1999,  a genetic  marker  specific  to 
descendents  of  Judaism's  Temple  priests  (cohens)  was  found  to  appear  as  frequently  among  the 
Lemba's  priestly  cast  as  in  Jews  named  Cohen.  The  Lemba  ? and  Parfitt  ? made  global  news. 

Parfitt  started  wondering  about  another  aspect  of  the  Lemba's  now-credible  oral  history:  a 
drumlike  object  called  the  ngoma  lungundu.  The  ngoma,  according  to  the  Lemba,  was  near- 
divine, used  to  store  ritual  objects,  and  borne  on  poles  inserted  into  rings.  It  was  too  holy  to 
touch  the  ground  or  to  be  touched  by  non-priests,  and  it  emitted  a "Fire  of  God"  that  killed 
enemies  and,  occasionally,  Lemba.  A Lemba  elder  told  Parfitt,  "[It]  came  from  the  temple  in 
Jerusalem.  We  carried  it  down  here  through  Africa." 

That  story,  by  Parfitt's  estimation,  is  partly  true,  partly  not.  He  is  not  at  all  sure,  and  has  no  way 
of  really  knowing,  whether  the  Lemba's  ancestors  left  Jerusalem  simultaneously  with  the  Ark 
(assuming,  of  course,  that  it  left  at  all).  However,  he  has  a theory  as  to  where  they  might 
eventually  have  converged.  Lemba  myth  venerates  a city  called  Senna.  In  modern-day  Yemen,  in 
an  area  with  people  genetically  linked  to  the  Lemba,  Parfitt  found  a ghost  town  by  that  name.  It's 
possible  that  the  Lemba  could  have  migrated  there  from  Jerusalem  by  a spice  route  ? and  from 
Senna,  via  a nearby  port,  they  could  have  launched  the  long  sail  down  the  African  coast.  As  for 
the  Ark?  Before  Islam,  Arabia  contained  many  Jewish-controlled  oases,  and  in  the  500s  AD,  the 
period's  only  Jewish  kingdom.  It  abutted  Senna.  In  any  case,  the  area  might  have  beckoned  to 
exiled  Jews  bearing  a special  burden.  Parfitt  also  found  eighth-century  accounts  of  the  Ark  in 
Arabia,  by  Jews-turned-Muslims.  He  posits  that  at  some  undefined  point  the  Lemba  became  the 
caretakers  of  the  Ark,  or  the  ngoma. 

Parfitt's  final  hunt  for  the  ngoma,  which  dropped  from  sight  in  the  1940s,  landed  him  in 
sometimes-hostile  territory  ("Bullets  shattered  the  rear  screen,"  of  his  car,  he  writes).  Ark  leads 
had  guided  him  to  Egypt,  Ethiopia  and  even  New  Guinea,  until  one  day  last  fall  his  clues  led  him 
to  a storeroom  of  the  Harare  Museum  of  Human  Science  in  Zimbabwe.  There,  amidst  nesting 
mice,  was  an  old  drum  with  an  uncharacteristic  burnt -black  bottom  hole  ("As  if  it  had  been  used 
like  a cannon,"  Parfitt  notes),  the  remains  of  carrying  rings  on  its  corners;  and  a raised  relief  of 
crossed  reeds  that  Parfitt  thinks  reflects  an  Old  Testament  detail.  "I  felt  a shiver  go  down  my 
spine,"  he  writes. 

Parfitt  thinks  that  whatever  the  supernatural  character  of  Ark,  it  was,  like  the  ngoma,  a 
combination  of  reliquary,  drum  and  primitive  weapon,  fueled  with  a somewhat  unpredictable 
proto-gunpowder.  That  would  explain  the  unintentional  conflagrations.  The  drum  element  is  the 


biggest  stretch,  since  scripture  never  straightforwardly  describes  the  Ark  that  way.  He  bases  his 
supposition  on  the  Ark's  frequent  association  with  trumpets,  and  on  aspects  of  a Bible  passage 
where  King  David  dances  in  its  presence.  Parfitt  admits  that  such  a multipurpose  object  would  be 
"very  bizarre"  in  either  culture,  but  insists,  "that's  an  argument  for  a connection  between  them." 

So,  had  he  found  the  Ark?  Yes  and  no,  he  concluded.  A splinter  has  carbon-dated  the  drum  to 
1350  AD  ? ancient  for  an  African  wood  artifact,  but  2,500  years  after  Moses.  Undaunted,  Parfitt 
asserts  that  "this  is  the  Ark  referred  to  in  Lemba  tradition"  ? Lemba  legend  has  it  that  the  original 
ngoma  destroyed  itself  some  400  years  ago  and  had  to  be  rebuilt  on  its  own  "ruins"  ? 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  what  I found  is 
the  last  thing  on  earth  in  direct  descent  from  the  Ark  of  Moses."

"You  have  to  make  tremendous 
leaps."  Those  who  hope  to  find  the  original  biblical  item,  moreover,  will  likely  reject  Parfitt' s 
claim  that  the  best  we  can  do  is  an  understudy.  Animating  all  searches  for  the  Ark  is  the  hope  ? 
and  fear  ? that  it  will  retain  the  unbridled  divine  power  the  Old  Testament  describes.  What  would 
such  a wonder  look  like  in  our  postmodern  world?  What  might  it  do ? Parfitt' s passionately 
crafted  new  theory,  like  his  first,  could  eventually  be  proven  right.  But  if  so,  unlike  the  fiction  in 
the  movies,  it  would  deny  us  an  explosive  resolution.

> Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a war  zone  that's  not 
Iraq.  And  not  Afghanistan  either. 

> I'm  checking  in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working  with 
women  in  three  neighboring  countries,  all  recently  torn  apart  by 
civil  wars:  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq 
debacle  has  monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these  "lesser"  wars  - 
now  officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are 
struggling  to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at  all, 

not  by  a long  shot.  This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly  told. 

Let  me  explain. 

> Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in 
three  successive  waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to 
2003.  Sierra  Leone's  war  started  in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone,  trained  in  Liberia, 
invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and  lasted  until 
January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CD  □ d'Ivoire,  a civil  war  started 

in  2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President 
Laurent  Gbagbo,  but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had 
decided  to  act  to  prevent  any  further  destabilization  of  the  region. 
French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers  stepped  in  and  a treaty 
was  signed  in  2003. 

> So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no  longer  "war  zones." 

Accords  have  been  signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are  on  duty  or  close  at 
hand.  The  UN  and  international  aid  agencies  are  assisting  "recovery." 
Some  arms  have  been  surrendered;  some  refugees  have  returned  from 
exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud  bricks  and  building  huts  to  replace 
the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and  tile  that  once  graced 
towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region.  Officially,  Liberia,  Sierra 
Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  are  now  designated  "post-conflict  zones," 
but  they  are  so  fractured,  so  traumatized,  and  - especially  in  the 
cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone  - so  devastated  and  impoverished 
that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  securely  at  peace  either.  Sierra  Leone 
has  replaced  Afghanistan  as  the  poorest  country  on  the  planet  and, 
like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a nation  of  widows. 

> Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for  yourself  that, 
at  best,  real  peace  will  take  a long,  slow  time  to  come.  The 


destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun  District,  for  instance,  is  as 
shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated  Afghan  capital, 

Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid  organizations 
like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in  such  moments. 

It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a desperate  place 
embarked  on  a difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may  or  may  not  be 
recognizable  after  a decade  or  two,  or  even  a generation  or  two,  as 
peace. 

> That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother  to  mention  (possibly  don't 
even  grasp)  when  they  talk  blithely  about  war  and  peace  as  if  they 
were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the  same  coin,  attained  with  equal  ease 
with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can  start  a war  swiftly  with  a 
shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did  from  the  air  in  Iraq  or 
the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - but  peace  is  no  sudden 
acquisition. 

> Just  last  month,  the  Special  Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The 

Hague  resumed  proceedings  begun  last  June  against  Charles  Taylor,  the 
charming  American-educated  sociopath  and  former  president  of  Liberia. 
Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for  war  crimes  related  to  matters  including 
terrorizing  civilians,  murder,  rape,  sexual  slavery,  amputations,  and 
enslavement.  These  atrocities  were  committed  not  against  his  own 
country  but  against  his  neighbor.  It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF  rebels 
as  they  terrorized  the  populace  and  augmented  their  numbers  by 
abducting  civilians. 

> Both  Taylor  and  RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received 
tactical  training  in  Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to  disrupt 
the  West  African  region.  Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about 
ideology  or  even  politics.  They  were  about  greed,  about  the  power  to 
control  and  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - Liberia's 
primal  rain  forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood  diamonds." 
Political  scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually  advance 
other  theories  to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard  pressed 

to  find  any  redeeming  features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West  Africans 
will  tell  you  that  they  took  place  simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad 
men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday  Sankoh's  RUF  forces  invaded 
Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150  men,  but  what  they 
started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country. 

> Here's  what  I want  to  remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think 
about  these  men  who  start  wars,  remember  what  they've  done  not  to 
soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to  civilian  populations  - especially  to 
women.  Today,  it  is  civilians  who  are  by  far  the  most  numerous 
casualties  of  war.  Each  successive  conflict  of  recent  times  has 
recorded  a greater  proportion  of  civilians  displaced,  exiled, 
assaulted,  tortured,  wounded,  maimed,  killed,  or  disappeared.  In 
every  modern  war,  most  of  the  suffering  civilians  are  women  and 
children. 


> In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead  civilians  are  counted  (if  at  all) 
merely  as  "collateral  damage"  - like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent 
citizens  who  died  in  the  initial  American  bombing  of  Afghanistan  in 
2001.  In  the  West  African  wars,  civilians  became  the  designated 
targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to  conquer  Sierra  Leone,  but  having 
only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to  forcible  recruitment.  Like  Charles 
Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia,  Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages, 
murdering  most  of  the  residents  and  taking  away  only  those  who  might 
serve  them  as  soldiers,  porters,  cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many  of 

the  dead  and  most  of  the  abducted  were  women  and  children. 

> And  here's  a little-known  reality:  When  any  conflict  of  this 
sort  officially  ends,  violence  against  women  continues  and  often 
actually  grows  worse.  Not  surprisingly,  murderous  aggression  cannot 
be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men  stop  attacking  one  another,  women 
continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in  West  Africa,  as  in  so  many 
other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of  war,  it  has  become  a 
habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post-conflict"  era.  Where  normal 
structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice  have  been  disabled  by  war, 
male  soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey  upon  women  and  children 
with  impunity.  And  they  do. 

> So  I'm  writing  to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa, 
from  an  active  war  zone.  I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war 
against  women  and  children. 

> Counting  Casualties 

> Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty  International.  It  describes 
the  least  of  the  West  African  wars,  the  relatively  short  civil  war  in 
CD  □ d'Ivoire: 

> "The  scale  of  rape  and  sexual  violence  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire  in  the 
course  of  the  armed  conflict  has  been  largely  underestimated.  Many 
women  have  been  gang-raped  or  have  been  abducted  and  reduced  to 
sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape  has  often  been  accompanied  by  the 
beating  or  torture  (including  torture  of  a sexual  nature)  of  the 
victim?  All  armed  factions  have  perpetrated  and  continue  to 
perpetrate  sexual  violence  with  impunity." 

> Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse  may 
be  significantly  underreported,"  because  women  fear  "the  possibility 
of  reprisals  by  perpetrators?  ostracism  by  families  and  communities, 
and  cultural  taboos." 

> The  Amnesty  report  documents  case  after  case  of  girls  and 

women,  aged  "under  12"  to  63,  assaulted  by  armed  men.  The  more  recent 
and  thoroughgoing  report  by  Human  Rights  Watch  records  the  rape  of 
children  as  young  as  three  years-old.  During  the  civil  war,  women  and 
girls  were  seized  in  their  village  homes  or  at  military  roadblocks, 
or  were  discovered  hiding  in  the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in  public. 

Some  were  raped  in  front  of  their  husbands  and  children.  Some  were 
forced  to  witness  the  murder  of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they  were 


taken  away  to  soldiers'  camps  to  be  held  along  with  many  other  women. 
They  were  forced  to  cook  for  the  soldiers  during  the  day  and  every 
night  they  were  gang-raped,  in  some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They  were 
also  beaten  and  tortured.  They  saw  women  who  resisted  being  beaten  or 
killed  by  a simple  slicing  of  the  throat. 

> Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - with 
sticks,  knives,  gun  barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died.  Many 
others  were  left  with  injuries  and  pain  that  still  linger  long  after 
the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by  "excision"  or  FMG 
(female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart. 

> The  Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape 
frequently  causes  serious  physical  injuries  that  require  long-term 
and  complex  treatment  including  uterine  prolapses  (the  descent  of  the 
uterus  into  the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to  wonder  what 

lies  "beyond"  the  vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal  fistulas 
and  other  injuries  to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often 
accompanied  by  internal  and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It  notes 
that  such  women  usually  can't  "access  the  medical  care  they  need." 

Some  still  find  it  hard  to  sit  down,  or  stand  up,  or  walk.  Some  still 
spit  up  blood.  Some  have  lost  their  eyesight  or  their  memories.  Some 
miscarried.  Many  contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  HIV.  No 
one  knows  how  many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result. 

> And  many  are  still  missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders  when 
rogue  militias  from  a neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps 
slaughtered  along  the  way. 

> War  and  Its  Sequel 

> Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted  among  "the  spoils  of 
war,"  free  for  the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time,  women  in  large 
numbers  have  also  been  pawns  in  deliberate  military  and  political 
strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to  whom  they  "belong"  and  to 
exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of  Bosnia.)  The  Amnesty 
report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against  women  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire 

to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were  arrested,  raped,  and 
tortured  at  the  government's  Police  Training  School  in  Dioula  - 
because  their  presumed  ethnicity  and  political  affiliation  allied 
them  with  the  opposition.  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  this  was 
but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by  government-sponsored  propaganda 
before  the  civil  war  even  began. 

> No  man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been 
brought  to  justice. 

> Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002,  1.4 
million  Liberians  had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a 
million  others  had  fled.  In  a country  of  three  million  people,  that's 
one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000  people  died.  That's 
nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets  were 
women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 


staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual 
violence;  three  out  of  four  had  been  raped. 

> Typically,  ending  the  war  did  not  end  the  violence  against 

women.  A study  in  preparation  by  the  International  Rescue  Committee  - 
the  organization  for  which  I currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and 
Columbia  University's  School  of  Public  Health  concludes,  "While  the 
war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the  war  on  women  continued." 

> Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in  two  Liberian  counties, 
including  the  capital  city,  Monrovia,  had  survived  at  least  one 
violent  physical  attack  during  an  18-  month  period  in  2006-2007, 
years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended.  Well  over  half  the 
women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault  in  the  same 
period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had  forced  them  to 
have  sex  against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among  Liberian  refugees 
in  Sierra  Leone  found  that  75%  of  the  women  had  been  sexually 
violated  before  they  fled  their  country;  after  they  fled,  55%  were 
sexually  assaulted  again. 

> For  women,  war  is  not  over  when  it's  over. 

> Women  Like  Me 

> Countless  women  will  never  recover  from  the  assaults  they 
suffered  during  the  war.  I met  many  such  women  in  Liberia. 

> On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where  fighting 
had  been  heavy,  one  showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of  parallel 
horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one  ear  and  moving  toward  the 
throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had  locked  this 
whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch,  laid 
open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't  all. 

Taylor's  men  had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that  they 
now  point  backwards  at  seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed  her 
back  so  forcefully  with  rifle  butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the  one 
with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed.  She  can  still  walk,  leaning 

on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her  without  a good  arm, 
and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the  ability  to 
balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by  rape.  The 
soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she  cannot  say. 

> In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people  refer  to 
only  as  "the  sick  lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one-room  mud-brick 
house.  As  I came  in,  she  managed  to  sit  up  with  great  difficulty, 
using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her  swollen,  useless  legs.  Her  sister 
says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting  against  Charles  Taylor 
and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say  how  long  they 
kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - evidently  a 
common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk.  They  smashed 
her  hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or  comb  her  hair. 

Her  mother  and  two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the  war,  feed  her  by 
hand,  their  lives  too  now  dominated  by  the  consequences  of  the 


violence  done  to  this  woman. 

> Recently  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC) 

and  the  UN  Fund  for  Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed  surviving 
women  in  Lofa  County,  the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations.  More 
than  98%  said  that,  during  his  war  (1999-2003),  they  lost  their 
homes;  more  than  90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than  72%,  at  least  one 
family  member.  Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one  violent 
physical  assault;  more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual 
assault.  No  one  inquired  about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for  the 
permanently  disabled. 

> In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population  was 

the  main  tactic  of  war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children  was, 
as  Human  Rights  Watch  has  reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties  to 
the  conflict  committed  countless  atrocities.  Official  reports 
document  appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their  own 
daughters;  brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers  gang- 
raping  old  women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women 
eviscerated  alive  and  the  living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to 
satisfy  soldiers  betting  on  its  sex.  A brother  is  hacked  to  death  and 
eviscerated;  his  heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  his  18- 
year-old  sister  who  is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is 
taken  to  a place  where  other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is  her 
sister.  She  sees  her  sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads  are 
placed  in  her  lap.  These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim  to 
destroy  not  just  individual  victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well;  yet 
the  individual  victims  are  important  in  their  own  right,  and  in  most 
cases  they  are  women  and  children. 

> Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has  been  turning 
children  - mostly  boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as  themselves. 

In  his  bestselling  autobiography  A Long  Way  Gone,  Ishmael  Beah 
vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier.  Separated  from  his 
family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of  Sierra 
Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers  were), 
and  forced  to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder  girls 
and  women  willingly  at  the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has 
collapsed. 

> Crimes  Against  Women 

> In  recent  years,  every  kind  of  horror  has  been  inflicted  on 

girls  and  women  in  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  because 
they  are  female.  If  females  were  a particular  ethnic  group  - 
Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if  they  espoused  a particular 
religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could  recognize  what  goes  on  as 
a kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass  femicide.  But  we  don't  speak  of 
crimes  against  women  in  that  way.  When  did  you  last  hear  someone 
speak  of  "crimes  against  women"  at  all? 

> Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the  Democratic 


Republic  of  Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made  love"  to  many 
women.  The  interviewer  asks  if  all  the  women  were  willing,  and  he 
laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him,  and  he  says  - still  grinning  - 
"If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me."  Despite  his  use 
of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When  the  interviewer 
labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists  that  rape  happens 
in  wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't  do  it  anymore.  The 
state  of  war  excuses  men's  crimes  against  women  because  rape  - so  the 
claim  goes  - is  something  that  just  naturally  occurs  in  war. 

> The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere  is  different 
from  other  wars  - whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics,  greed,  or 
personal  ambition  - in  that  every  faction,  every  side,  makes  war  on 
women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force  women  to  labor.  They  all 
murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense  Forces  (CDF)  in 
Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from  rape.  They  were 
traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to  defend  their  own 
areas  from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from  sexual 
intercourse,  believed  to  deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they  operated 
close  to  home,  where  they  were  known;  but,  as  the  war  went  on,  they, 
too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters.  Their  initial 

restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape  does 
not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is  instead 
an  elective,  wildly  popular  choice. 

> After  war,  in  the  "post-conflict"  era,  even  some  international 
peacekeepers  have  joined  the  war  against  women.  Human  Rights  Watch 
and  others  have  documented  cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers  in 
West  Africa,  but  none  have  been  prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are  simply 
repatriated  or  moved  to  a new  post.  Human  Rights  Watch  also  reports 
on  the  widespread  practice  among  peacekeepers  of  using  children  who 
have  turned  to  prostitution  to  survive.  (There  are  few  other  options 

for  girls  who  have  been  orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families,  and 
many  of  these  child  prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex  slaves 
during  wartime.)  But  apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many  girls 
themselves. 

> Here  in  Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone  war 
started  and  ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual 
exploitation  of  their  adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part  of 

the  country  - many  of  them  war  widows  - take  seriously  the  advice  to 
send  their  daughters  to  school,  which  costs  more  than  most  can  easily 
afford.  If  a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is  required  by  law  to 
drop  out.  (Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to 
recover  from  war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers, 
nurses,  or  social  workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child  is  a 
fellow  student,  he  can  continue  his  studies,  denying  all 
responsibility.  Often,  however,  it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to  blame. 

Many  still-virginal  girls  drop  out  of  school  early  to  escape 


predatory  teachers,  and  women  report  that  the  incidence  of  teen 
pregnancy  drops  when  peacekeeping  forces  leave  town. 

> Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue,  largely 
unabated.  It's  hard  to  tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this  is, 

because  raped  women  and  girls  are  normally  too  shamed  by  the  crime  to 
report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat  easier  because  they  had  so 
clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war  "over,"  rape  once 
again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents  in  this 
region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to 
authorities.  Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force  the 
local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case  of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim.  The 
magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted  perpetrator,  had 
prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again. 

> Domestic  violence  - wife-beating,  marital  rape,  emotional 
abuse,  torture,  economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common. 
Impoverished  women  with  many  children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but  to 
endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as  in  wartime,  habitual 
violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man  in 
Moyamba  District  killed  his  wife  and  cut  off  her  head. 

> Bad  Men  Make  Good 

> For  bad,  bad  men,  terrorizing  civilians  holds  advantages  - 
beyond  the  immediate  gratification  of  the  rush  of  power.  Such  acts 
can  land  them  important  posts  in  government.  When  atrocities  become 
sufficiently  conspicuous  and  horrific  - such  as  the  notorious 
amputations  of  arms  and  legs  in  Sierra  Leone  - the  international 
community  steps  in  to  initiate  a peace  process.  Usually  they  bring  to 
the  negotiating  table  all  the  bad,  bad  men  who  have  been  causing  so 
much  trouble  and  buy  them  off  with  positions  of  power  in  a 

new  "interim"  or  "transitional"  government.  Witness,  in  another  part 
of  the  world  where  women  are  notoriously  badly  treated,  all  those 
well-known  warlords  the  Afghan  people  wanted  tried  for  war  crimes  who 
somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - after 
elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament. 

> Foday  Sankoh  had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when  he 
was  summoned  to  just  such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he  emerged 
as  the  head  of  the  government  commission  in  charge  of  managing  Sierra 
Leone's  natural  resources,  including  the  diamonds  that  financed  his 
war.  Charles  Taylor,  while  committing  mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee 
camps  for  displaced  persons,  was  elected  president  of  Liberia.  Voters 
seemed  to  figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way  to 

stop  the  man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this  is  a 
path  to  certain  disaster. 

> Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  learn  from  the  rapid  advancement  of 
their  brothers  elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
Congo  (DRC),  widely  recognized  as  a prime  candidate  for  trial  before 
a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said  to  be  jockeying  for  a high 


position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in  exchange  for  laying  down  his 
arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya  into  "tribal  warfare"  owes 
much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo,  having  lost  a clearly  suspect 
presidential  election,  exploits  genocidal  violence  with  good  reason 
to  hope  that  international  intervention  will  usher  him  into  office  by 
the  back  door. 

> Although  UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for  women  to 
be  included  in  all  peace  processes,  they  are  rarely  invited  to  the 
table.  With  men  in  charge  of  governments  almost  everywhere,  the 
fearful  fascination  with  bad,  bad  men  continues  and  the  perverse 
preference  for  predators  trickles  down.  In  Sierra  Leone,  ex- 
combatants were  rewarded  with  motorcycles.  The  theory  was  that 
violent  young  men  would  be  less  dangerous  if  they  could  serve  a 
useful  purpose  and  make  some  money  carrying  passengers  on  brand  new 
highly-chromed  bikes  in  a country  where  most  cars  had  been  torched. 

The  result?  Every  public  square  in  the  dodgiest  districts  of  Sierra 
Leone  is  now  dominated  by  a motorcycle  gang  consisting  mainly  of 
young  men  already  surely  skilled  in  the  sexual  exploitation  of  girls. 
Perhaps  in  the  end,  the  transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in  Sierra 
Leone  most  women  and  girls  still  walk. 

> Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - possibly 
apocryphal  - of  an  old  woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook  fire  when 
RUL  rebels  entered  her  village.  She  was  frying  some  tasty  frogs. 

Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to  see  what  she  was 
cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Lront.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the 
government."  The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must  go  to 
the  capital.  The  government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun 
District  tell  that  story  over  and  over,  and  they  laugh  every  time. 

They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman  who  told  those  rebel 
men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them,  though 
they  must  know  that  the  rebels  probably  shot  the  woman  and  ate  her 
frogs.

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Pyramid  Architect's  Final  Resting  Place? 


The  Saqqara  Geophysical  Survey  Project  may  be  on  the  verge  of  discovering  the  remains  of 
Imhotep,  the  architect  of  the  Step  Pyramid. 

Project  Director  Ian  Mathieson  said,  'We've  now  found  two  large  tombs  where  we  think  Imhotep 
could  be.  The  largest  tomb  is  around  90  metres  long  by  50  metres  wide.  The  walls  are  more  than 
five  metres  thick. 

'The  second  tomb  is  next  to  it,  and  is  about  70  metres  long  by  50  metres  wide.  It  has  a 
complicated  internal  structure  which  suggests  a courtyard  or  temple. 

'The  tombs  dwarf  everything  in  the  area.  A person  of  Imhotep's  importance  could  have 
commanded  the  artisans  and  labour  needed  to  build  his  own  tomb  on  this  kind  of  scale. 

'All  the  information  we  have  points  to  this  being  the  most  probable  place  he  could  be.' 


Before  releasing  this  information,  Ian  had  to  present  it  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Antiquities 
(SCA).  The  SCA  is  responsible  for  the  conservation,  protection  and  regulation  of  all  antiquities 
and  archaeological  excavations  in  Egypt. 

Imhotep  held  many  court  titles  but  is  usually  referred  to  as  King  Djoser's  builder,  sculptor  and 
architect.  Djoser  was  a king  in  the  Third  Dynasty  (268672613  BCE). 

In  later  years  Imhotep  was  deified  and  associated  with  wisdom,  writing  and  medicine.  The 
Greeks  identified  him  with  Asclepius,  their  god  of  medicine. 

The  Saqqara  Project  has  been  working  since  1990  and  has  uncovered  a large  number  of 
important  finds.  But  this  could  be  the  most  important  of  them  all. 

'Many  archaeologists  consider  finding  Imhotep's  tomb  as  the  next  great  discovery  after  the  tomb 
of  Tutankhamun,'  said  Ian. 

The  tomb  of  Tutankhamun  was  discovered  by  Howard  Carter  in  1922  and  has  been  the  highest 
profile  discovery  in  Egypt  to  date. 

Saqqara  has  been  an  important  archaeological  site  for  many  years.  In  the  1890s,  French 
archaeologists  A E Mariette  and  J de  Morgan  carried  out  excavations.  British  archaeologists  J E 
Quibell,  C M Firth  and  W B Emery  excavated  there  during  1912  to  1956. 

The  next  step  should  be  an  excavation  to  look  for  Imhotep's  mummy.  However,  due  to  the 
sensitive  nature  of  the  area,  there  is  a ban  on  excavation  work  for  the  next  five  years. 

'But  who  knows,'  says  Ian.  'These  discoveries  could  prompt  the  Egyptian  authorities  to  change

With  the  ignition  of  post-election  violence  in  Kenya,  came  the 
traditional  themes  from  the  Western  press:  tribal  hatreds,  ethnic 
enmity,  and  almost 

joyous  reporting  of  the  spasms  of  violence  wracking  the  country. 

Joyous,  because  such  violence  was  useful  in  convincing  Western 
readers, 

viewers  and  listeners  of  the  inherent  wildness  of  foreign  lands,  and 
by 

implication,  the  peaceful  and  civil  nature  of  the  West.  Tribal  has 
become  a kind 

of  journalistic  shorthand  for  Black  or  brown  people. 

As  usual,  the  real  story  is  a bit  more  complex.  And  Americans 
don't 

really  do  complex  very  well. 

The  violence,  while  admittedly  breathtaking,  is  (as  most  mass 
violence 

is),  the  result  of  political  elites  directing  the  poor  and  the  young 
to  stir 

the  cauldron  of  conflict,  for  their  political  ends. 

Kenya,  like  most  post-colonial  states,  was  saddled  at  the  dawn  of 
independence  with  pressures  from  colonial  powers  to  keep  economic 
systems 

essentially  unchanged.  Thus,  many  independence  leaders  became  junior 
partners  with 

international  capital,  and  therefore  became  individually  wealthy, 
while  the 

poor  and  working  classes  of  their  countries  became  more  ruthlessly 
exploited. 

When  the  Western  media  writes  of  Kenya's  'stability',  they 
actually  mean 

the  ease  with  which  Western  capital  can  exploit  profits  from  the 
nation. 

Over  a generation  ago,  the  brilliant  Kenyan  writer  Ngugi  wa  Thiong'o, 


in  the 

novel  Devil  on  the  Cross,  penned  a passage  featuring  Western 
businessmen 

training  their  Kenyan  partners  in  crime.  These  European  and  Kenyan 
business  leaders 

meet  in  a dark,  subterranean  cave,  and  like  demons  in  hell,  they 
rejoice  in 

their  abilities  to  fleece  the  poor,  and  empty  the  coffers  of  the 
nation. 

The  boss  of  bosses  was  an  American  businessman,  who  lectured  his 
assembled  throng  on  the  real  meaning  of  "free  trade": 

...We  believe  in  freedom,  the  freedom  that  allows 
one  to 

rob  and  steal  according 

to  one's  abilities.  That's  what  we  call  personal 

initiative  and  individual 

enterprise.  And  that's  why  we  have  always  stated 
that 

we  belong  to  the  Free 

World,  a world  where  there  is  absolutely  no 
barriers  to 

stealing  from  others.... 

[p.  173] 

Kenya  has  experienced  spasms  of  truly  mind-numbing  violence,  but 
the 

hidden  hands  behind  the  violence  hasn't  been  written  about  in  most  US 
media 

sources.  That's  too  complex;  and  it  doesn't  fit  the  corporate  media's 

favored 

pattern. 

But  a brief  reading  of  several  articles  in  the  influential 
African 

Times/USA,  a bi-monthly  printed  in  Hawthorne,  California,  provides  us 
with  a 

nuanced,  politically  savvy,  informed  and  historical  picture  of  the 
Kenyan  crisis. 

African  journalists,  writers  and  scholars  provide  an  important 
insight  into 

Kenyan  life  that's  woefully  absent  in  most  of  the  Western  press. 

Several 

articles  stressed  the  violence  and  corruption  of  the  reign  of  Daniel 
arap  Moi, 


whose  presidency  has  been  almost  ignored  in  the  Western  and  Kenyan 
news 

accounts.  Others  focused  on  elite  wheeling  and  dealing  among  the 
wealthy.  They 

unite  in  telling  us  that  political  power  is  about  who  will  get  the 
privilege  of 

milking  the  nation  for  foreign  capital. 

That  kind  of  violence,  no  less  tragic  than  that  of  recent  weeks, 
is 

invisible  to  us  as  we  are  lost  in  the  mists  of  tribes.

> the  wealthy  who  subsist  upon  low  paid  workers  and  cheap  reasources 
to 

> build  their  wealth  and  monopolize  the  land.  Better  living 
conditions 

> for  a society  leads  to  a more  manageable  way  of  dealing  with  their

> > Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a war  zone  that's  not 

> Iraq.  And  not  Afghanistan  either. 

> > I'm  checking  in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working 
with 

> women  in  three  neighboring  countries,  all  recently  tom  apart  by 

> civil  wars:  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq 

> debacle  has  monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these  "lesser"  wars  - 

> now  officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are 

> struggling  to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at  all, 

> not  by  a long  shot.  This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly  told. 

> Let  me  explain. 

> > Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in 

> three  successive  waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to 

> 2003.  Sierra  Leone's  war  started  in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the 

> Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone,  trained  in 

Liberia, 

> invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and  lasted 
until 

> January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CD  □ d'Ivoire,  a civil  war 
started 

> in  2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President 

> Laurent  Gbagbo,  but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had 

> decided  to  act  to  prevent  any  further  destabilization  of  the 

region. 

> French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers  stepped  in  and  a treaty 

> was  signed  in  2003. 

> > So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no  longer  "war  zones." 

> Accords  have  been  signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are  on  duty  or  close 

at 

> hand.  The  UN  and  international  aid  agencies  are 
assisting  "recovery." 

> Some  arms  have  been  surrendered;  some  refugees  have  returned  from 

> exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud  bricks  and  building  huts  to  replace 

> the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and  tile  that  once  graced 


> towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region.  Officially,  Liberia, 

Sierra 

> Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  are  now  designated  "post-conflict  zones," 

> but  they  are  so  fractured,  so  traumatized,  and  - especially  in  the 

> cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone  - so  devastated  and  impoverished 

> that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  securely  at  peace  either.  Sierra 

Leone 

> has  replaced  Afghanistan  as  the  poorest  country  on  the  planet  and, 

> like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a nation  of  widows. 

> > Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for  yourself 

that, 

> at  best,  real  peace  will  take  a long,  slow  time  to  come.  The 

> destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun  District,  for  instance,  is 

as 

> shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated  Afghan  capital, 

> Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid  organizations 

> like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in  such 

moments. 

> It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a desperate  place 

> embarked  on  a difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may  or  may  not  be 

> recognizable  after  a decade  or  two,  or  even  a generation  or  two,  as 

> peace. 

> > That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother  to  mention  (possibly 
don't 

> even  grasp)  when  they  talk  blithely  about  war  and  peace  as  if  they 

> were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the  same  coin,  attained  with  equal 

ease 

> with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can  start  a war  swiftly  with  a 

> shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did  from  the  air  in  Iraq  or 

> the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - but  peace  is  no  sudden 

> acquisition. 

> > Just  last  month,  the  Special  Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The 

> Hague  resumed  proceedings  begun  last  June  against  Charles  Taylor, 

the 

> charming  American-educated  sociopath  and  former  president  of 


Liberia. 


> Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for  war  crimes  related  to  matters  including 

> terrorizing  civilians,  murder,  rape,  sexual  slavery,  amputations, 

and 

> enslavement.  These  atrocities  were  committed  not  against  his  own 

> country  but  against  his  neighbor.  It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF 

rebels 

> as  they  terrorized  the  populace  and  augmented  their  numbers  by 

> abducting  civilians. 

> > Both  Taylor  and  RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received 

> tactical  training  in  Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to 

disrupt 

> the  West  African  region.  Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about 

> ideology  or  even  politics.  They  were  about  greed,  about  the  power 

to 

> control  and  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - Liberia's 

> primal  rain  forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood  diamonds." 

> Political  scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually  advance 

> other  theories  to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard 

pressed 

> to  find  any  redeeming  features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West 
Africans 

> will  tell  you  that  they  took  place  simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad 

> men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday  Sankoh's  RUF  forces 

invaded 

> Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150  men,  but  what  they 

> started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country. 

> > Here's  what  I want  to  remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think 

> about  these  men  who  start  wars,  remember  what  they've  done  not  to 

> soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to  civilian  populations  - especially 

to 

> women.  Today,  it  is  civilians  who  are  by  far  the  most  numerous 

> casualties  of  war.  Each  successive  conflict  of  recent  times  has 

> recorded  a greater  proportion  of  civilians  displaced,  exiled, 

> assaulted,  tortured,  wounded,  maimed,  killed,  or  disappeared.  In 

> every  modem  war,  most  of  the  suffering  civilians  are  women  and 

> children. 

> > In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead  civilians  are  counted  (if  at 


all) 

> merely  as  "collateral  damage"  - like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent 

> citizens  who  died  in  the  initial  American  bombing  of  Afghanistan  in 

> 2001.  In  the  West  African  wars,  civilians  became  the  designated 

> targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to  conquer  Sierra  Leone,  but  having 

> only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to  forcible  recruitment.  Like 

Charles 

> Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia,  Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages, 

> murdering  most  of  the  residents  and  taking  away  only  those  who 

might 

> serve  them  as  soldiers,  porters,  cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many  of 

> the  dead  and  most  of  the  abducted  were  women  and  children. 

> > And  here's  a little -known  reality:  When  any  conflict  of  this 

> sort  officially  ends,  violence  against  women  continues  and  often 

> actually  grows  worse.  Not  surprisingly,  murderous  aggression  cannot 

> be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men  stop  attacking  one  another,  women 

> continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in  West  Africa,  as  in  so 

many 

> other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of  war,  it  has  become 
a 

> habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post-conflict"  era.  Where  normal 

> structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice  have  been  disabled  by 

war, 

> male  soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey  upon  women  and  children 

> with  impunity.  And  they  do. 

> > So  I'm  writing  to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa, 

> from  an  active  war  zone.  I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war 

> against  women  and  children. 

> > Counting  Casualties 

> > Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty  International.  It 
describes 

> the  least  of  the  West  African  wars,  the  relatively  short  civil  war 
in 

> CD  □ d'Ivoire: 

> > "The  scale  of  rape  and  sexual  violence  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire  in  the 

> course  of  the  armed  conflict  has  been  largely  underestimated.  Many 

> women  have  been  gang-raped  or  have  been  abducted  and  reduced  to 

> sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape  has  often  been  accompanied  by  the 

> beating  or  torture  (including  torture  of  a sexual  nature)  of  the 


> victim?  All  armed  factions  have  perpetrated  and  continue  to 

> perpetrate  sexual  violence  with  impunity." 

> > Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse  may 

> be  significantly  underreported,"  because  women  fear  "the 

possibility 

> of  reprisals  by  perpetrators?  ostracism  by  families  and 

communities, 

> and  cultural  taboos." 

> > The  Amnesty  report  documents  case  after  case  of  girls  and 

> women,  aged  "under  12"  to  63,  assaulted  by  armed  men.  The  more 

recent 

> and  thoroughgoing  report  by  Human  Rights  Watch  records  the  rape  of 

> children  as  young  as  three  years-old.  During  the  civil  war,  women 

and 

> girls  were  seized  in  their  village  homes  or  at  military  roadblocks, 

> or  were  discovered  hiding  in  the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in  public. 

> Some  were  raped  in  front  of  their  husbands  and  children.  Some  were 

> forced  to  witness  the  murder  of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they  were 

> taken  away  to  soldiers'  camps  to  be  held  along  with  many  other 

women. 

> They  were  forced  to  cook  for  the  soldiers  during  the  day  and  every 

> night  they  were  gang-raped,  in  some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They 

were 

> also  beaten  and  tortured.  They  saw  women  who  resisted  being  beaten 
or 

> killed  by  a simple  slicing  of  the  throat. 

> > Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - with 

> sticks,  knives,  gun  barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died.  Many 

> others  were  left  with  injuries  and  pain  that  still  linger  long 

after 

> the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by  "excision"  or  FMG 

> (female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart. 

> > The  Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape 

> frequently  causes  serious  physical  injuries  that  require  long-term 

> and  complex  treatment  including  uterine  prolapses  (the  descent  of 


the 


> uterus  into  the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to  wonder  what 

> lies  "beyond"  the  vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal 

fistulas 

> and  other  injuries  to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often 

> accompanied  by  internal  and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It 

notes 

> that  such  women  usually  can't  "access  the  medical  care  they  need." 

> Some  still  find  it  hard  to  sit  down,  or  stand  up,  or  walk.  Some 

still 

> spit  up  blood.  Some  have  lost  their  eyesight  or  their  memories. 

Some 

> miscarried.  Many  contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  HIV. 
No 

> one  knows  how  many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result. 

> > And  many  are  still  missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders 

when 

> rogue  militias  from  a neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps 

> slaughtered  along  the  way. 

> > War  and  Its  Sequel 

> > Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted  among  "the  spoils 
of 

> war,"  free  for  the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time,  women  in  large 

> numbers  have  also  been  pawns  in  deliberate  military  and  political 

> strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to  whom  they  "belong"  and 

to 

> exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of  Bosnia.)  The  Amnesty 

> report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against  women  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire 

> to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were  arrested,  raped,  and 

> tortured  at  the  government's  Police  Training  School  in  Dioula  - 

> because  their  presumed  ethnicity  and  political  affiliation  allied 

> them  with  the  opposition.  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  this  was 

> but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by  government-sponsored 

propaganda 

> before  the  civil  war  even  began. 

> > No  man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been 

> brought  to  justice. 

> > Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002,  1.4 


> million  Liberians  had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a 

> million  others  had  fled.  In  a country  of  three  million  people, 

that's 

> one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000  people  died.  That's 

> nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets  were 

> women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 

> staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual 

> violence;  three  out  of  four  had  been  raped. 

> > Typically,  ending  the  war  did  not  end  the  violence  against 

> women.  A study  in  preparation  by  the  International  Rescue 

Committee  - 

> the  organization  for  which  I currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and 

> Columbia  University's  School  of  Public  Health  concludes,  "While  the 

> war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the  war  on  women  continued." 

> > Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in  two  Liberian 

counties, 

> including  the  capital  city,  Monrovia,  had  survived  at  least  one 

> violent  physical  attack  during  an  18-  month  period  in  2006-2007, 

> years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended.  Well  over  half  the 

> women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault  in  the  same 

> period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had  forced  them  to 

> have  sex  against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among  Liberian 

refugees 

> in  Sierra  Leone  found  that  75%  of  the  women  had  been  sexually 

> violated  before  they  fled  their  country;  after  they  fled,  55%  were 

> sexually  assaulted  again. 

> > For  women,  war  is  not  over  when  it's  over. 

> > Women  Like  Me 

> > Countless  women  will  never  recover  from  the  assaults  they 

> suffered  during  the  war.  I met  many  such  women  in  Liberia. 

> > On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where  fighting 

> had  been  heavy,  one  showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of  parallel 

> horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one  ear  and  moving  toward  the 

> throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had  locked  this 

> whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch,  laid 

> open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't 

all. 

> Taylor's  men  had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that 


they 


> now  point  backwards  at  seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed 
her 

> back  so  forcefully  with  rifle  butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the 
one 

> with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed.  She  can  still  walk, 
leaning 

> on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her  without  a good 
arm, 

> and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the  ability 
to 

> balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by  rape.  The 

> soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she  cannot  say. 

> > In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people  refer 

to 

> only  as  "the  sick  lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one -room  mud-brick 

> house.  As  I came  in,  she  managed  to  sit  up  with  great  difficulty, 

> using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her  swollen,  useless  legs.  Her 

sister 

> says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting  against  Charles  Taylor 

> and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say  how  long  they 

> kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - evidently  a 

> common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk.  They 

smashed 

> her  hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or  comb  her 
hair. 

> Her  mother  and  two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the  war,  feed  her 
by 

> hand,  their  lives  too  now  dominated  by  the  consequences  of  the 

> violence  done  to  this  woman. 

> > Recently  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC) 

> and  the  UN  Fund  for  Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed 

surviving 

> women  in  Lofa  County,  the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations. 


More 


> than  98%  said  that,  during  his  war  (1999-2003),  they  lost  their 

> homes;  more  than  90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than  72%,  at  least 

one 

> family  member.  Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one  violent 

> physical  assault;  more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual 

> assault.  No  one  inquired  about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for 

the 

> permanently  disabled. 

> > In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population 
was 

> the  main  tactic  of  war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children 
was, 

> as  Human  Rights  Watch  has  reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties 
to 

> the  conflict  committed  countless  atrocities.  Official  reports 

> document  appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their  own 

> daughters;  brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers  gang- 

> raping  old  women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women 

> eviscerated  alive  and  the  living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to 

> satisfy  soldiers  betting  on  its  sex.  A brother  is  hacked  to  death 

and 

> eviscerated;  his  heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  his  18- 

> year-old  sister  who  is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is 

> taken  to  a place  where  other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is 

her 

> sister.  She  sees  her  sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads 
are 

> placed  in  her  lap.  These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim 
to 

> destroy  not  just  individual  victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well; 
yet 

> the  individual  victims  are  important  in  their  own  right,  and  in 
most 

> cases  they  are  women  and  children. 

> > Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has  been  turning 


> children  - mostly  boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as  themselves. 

> In  his  bestselling  autobiography  A Long  Way  Gone,  Ishmael  Beah 

> vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier.  Separated  from  his 

> family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of 

Sierra 

> Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers  were), 

> and  forced  to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder 

girls 

> and  women  willingly  at  the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has 

> collapsed. 

> > Crimes  Against  Women 

> > In  recent  years,  every  kind  of  horror  has  been  inflicted  on 

> girls  and  women  in  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  because 

> they  are  female.  If  females  were  a particular  ethnic  group  - 

> Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if  they  espoused  a particular 

> religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could  recognize  what  goes  on 

as 

> a kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass  femicide.  But  we  don't  speak 
of 

> crimes  against  women  in  that  way.  When  did  you  last  hear  someone 

> speak  of  "crimes  against  women"  at  all? 

> > Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the 

Democratic 

> Republic  of  Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made  love"  to 
many 

> women.  The  interviewer  asks  if  all  the  women  were  willing,  and  he 

> laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him,  and  he  says  - still 

grinning  - 

> "If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me."  Despite  his 
use 

> of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When  the  interviewer 

> labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists  that  rape 

happens 

> in  wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't  do  it  anymore. 


The 


> state  of  war  excuses  men's  crimes  against  women  because  rape  - so 


the 

> claim  goes  - is  something  that  just  naturally  occurs  in  war. 

> > The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere  is 

different 

> from  other  wars  - whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics,  greed,  or 

> personal  ambition  - in  that  every  faction,  every  side,  makes  war  on 

> women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force  women  to  labor.  They  all 

> murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense  Forces  (CDF) 

in 

> Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from  rape.  They  were 

> traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to  defend  their 

own 

> areas  from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from  sexual 

> intercourse,  believed  to  deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they 

operated 

> close  to  home,  where  they  were  known;  but,  as  the  war  went  on, 
they, 

> too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters.  Their  initial 

> restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape  does 

> not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is  instead 

> an  elective,  wildly  popular  choice. 

> > After  war,  in  the  "post-conflict"  era,  even  some 

international 

> peacekeepers  have  joined  the  war  against  women.  Human  Rights  Watch 

> and  others  have  documented  cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers 

in 

> West  Africa,  but  none  have  been  prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are  simply 

> repatriated  or  moved  to  a new  post.  Human  Rights  Watch  also  reports 

> on  the  widespread  practice  among  peacekeepers  of  using  children  who 

> have  turned  to  prostitution  to  survive.  (There  are  few  other 

options 

> for  girls  who  have  been  orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families,  and 

> many  of  these  child  prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex  slaves 

> during  wartime.)  But  apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many  girls 

> themselves. 


> > Here  in  Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone 


war 

> started  and  ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual 

> exploitation  of  their  adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part  of 

> the  country  - many  of  them  war  widows  - take  seriously  the  advice 

to 

> send  their  daughters  to  school,  which  costs  more  than  most  can 
easily 

> afford.  If  a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is  required  by  law 
to 

> drop  out.  (Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to 

> recover  from  war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers, 

> nurses,  or  social  workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child  is 

a 

> fellow  student,  he  can  continue  his  studies,  denying  all 

> responsibility.  Often,  however,  it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to  blame. 

> Many  still-virginal  girls  drop  out  of  school  early  to  escape 

> predatory  teachers,  and  women  report  that  the  incidence  of  teen 

> pregnancy  drops  when  peacekeeping  forces  leave  town. 

> > Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue,  largely 

> unabated.  It's  hard  to  tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this  is, 

> because  raped  women  and  girls  are  normally  too  shamed  by  the  crime 

to 

> report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat  easier  because  they  had  so 

> clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war  "over,"  rape  once 

> again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents  in 

this 

> region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to 

> authorities.  Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force 

the 

> local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case  of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim.  The 

> magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted  perpetrator,  had 

> prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again. 

> > Domestic  violence  - wife-beating,  marital  rape,  emotional 

> abuse,  torture,  economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common. 

> Impoverished  women  with  many  children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but  to 

> endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as  in  wartime,  habitual 

> violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man  in 


> Moyamba  District  killed  his  wife  and  cut  off  her  head. 

> > Bad  Men  Make  Good 

> > For  bad,  bad  men,  terrorizing  civilians  holds  advantages  - 

> beyond  the  immediate  gratification  of  the  rush  of  power.  Such  acts 

> can  land  them  important  posts  in  government.  When  atrocities  become 

> sufficiently  conspicuous  and  horrific  - such  as  the  notorious 

> amputations  of  arms  and  legs  in  Sierra  Leone  - the  international 

> community  steps  in  to  initiate  a peace  process.  Usually  they  bring 

to 

> the  negotiating  table  all  the  bad,  bad  men  who  have  been  causing  so 

> much  trouble  and  buy  them  off  with  positions  of  power  in  a 

> new  "interim"  or  "transitional"  government.  Witness,  in  another 

part 

> of  the  world  where  women  are  notoriously  badly  treated,  all  those 

> well-known  warlords  the  Afghan  people  wanted  tried  for  war  crimes 

who 

> somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - after 

> elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament. 

> > Foday  Sankoh  had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when  he 

> was  summoned  to  just  such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he  emerged 

> as  the  head  of  the  government  commission  in  charge  of  managing 

Sierra 

> Leone's  natural  resources,  including  the  diamonds  that  financed  his 

> war.  Charles  Taylor,  while  committing  mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee 

> camps  for  displaced  persons,  was  elected  president  of  Liberia. 

Voters 

> seemed  to  figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way  to 

> stop  the  man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this  is 

a 

> path  to  certain  disaster. 

> > Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  learn  from  the  rapid  advancement  of 

> their  brothers  elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the  Democratic  Republic 

of 

> Congo  (DRC),  widely  recognized  as  a prime  candidate  for  trial 
before 

> a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said  to  be  jockeying  for  a high 

> position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in  exchange  for  laying  down 


his 

> arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya  into  "tribal  warfare"  owes 

> much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo,  having  lost  a clearly 

suspect 

> presidential  election,  exploits  genocidal  violence  with  good  reason 

> to  hope  that  international  intervention  will  usher  him  into  office 

by 

> the  back  door. 

> > Although  UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for  women 
to 

> be  included  in  all  peace  processes,  they  are  rarely  invited  to  the 

> table.  With  men  in  charge  of  governments  almost  everywhere,  the 

> fearful  fascination  with  bad,  bad  men  continues  and  the  perverse 

> preference  for  predators  trickles  down.  In  Sierra  Leone,  ex- 

> combatants  were  rewarded  with  motorcycles.  The  theory  was  that 

> violent  young  men  would  be  less  dangerous  if  they  could  serve  a 

> useful  purpose  and  make  some  money  carrying  passengers  on  brand  new 

> highly-chromed  bikes  in  a country  where  most  cars  had  been  torched. 

> The  result?  Every  public  square  in  the  dodgiest  districts  of  Sierra 

> Leone  is  now  dominated  by  a motorcycle  gang  consisting  mainly  of 

> young  men  already  surely  skilled  in  the  sexual  exploitation  of 

girls. 

> Perhaps  in  the  end,  the  transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in 
Sierra 

> Leone  most  women  and  girls  still  walk. 

> > Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - possibly 

> apocryphal  - of  an  old  woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook  fire 

when 

> RUL  rebels  entered  her  village.  She  was  frying  some  tasty  frogs. 

> Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to  see  what  she  was 

> cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 

> Revolutionary  United  Lront.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the 

> government."  The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must  go 

to 

> the  capital.  The  government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun 

> District  tell  that  story  over  and  over,  and  they  laugh  every  time. 

> They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman  who  told  those 


rebel 


> men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them,  though 

> they  must  know  that  the  rebels  probably  shot  the  woman  and  ate  her 

> frogs. 

> > 

> >

> With  the  ignition  of  post-election  violence  in  Kenya,  came  the 

> traditional  themes  from  the  Western  press:  tribal  hatreds,  ethnic 

> enmity,  and  almost 

> joyous  reporting  of  the  spasms  of  violence  wracking  the  country. 

> 

> Joyous,  because  such  violence  was  useful  in  convincing  Western 

> readers, 

> viewers  and  listeners  of  the  inherent  wildness  of  foreign  lands, 

and 

> by 

> implication,  the  peaceful  and  civil  nature  of  the  West.  Tribal  has 

> become  a kind 

> of  journalistic  shorthand  for  Black  or  brown  people. 

> 

> As  usual,  the  real  story  is  a bit  more  complex.  And  Americans 

> don't 

> really  do  complex  very  well. 

> 

> The  violence,  while  admittedly  breathtaking,  is  (as  most  mass 

> violence 

> is),  the  result  of  political  elites  directing  the  poor  and  the 


young 


> to  stir 

> the  cauldron  of  conflict,  for  their  political  ends. 

> 

> Kenya,  like  most  post-colonial  states,  was  saddled  at  the  dawn 
of 

> independence  with  pressures  from  colonial  powers  to  keep  economic 

> systems 

> essentially  unchanged.  Thus,  many  independence  leaders  became 
junior 

> partners  with 

> international  capital,  and  therefore  became  individually  wealthy, 

> while  the 

> poor  and  working  classes  of  their  countries  became  more  ruthlessly 

> exploited. 

> 

> When  the  Western  media  writes  of  Kenya's  'stability',  they 

> actually  mean 

> the  ease  with  which  Western  capital  can  exploit  profits  from  the 

> nation. 

> Over  a generation  ago,  the  brilliant  Kenyan  writer  Ngugi  wa 

Thiong'o, 

> in  the 

> novel  Devil  on  the  Cross,  penned  a passage  featuring  Western 

> businessmen 

> training  their  Kenyan  partners  in  crime.  These  European  and  Kenyan 

> business  leaders 

> meet  in  a dark,  subterranean  cave,  and  like  demons  in  hell,  they 

> rejoice  in 

> their  abilities  to  fleece  the  poor,  and  empty  the  coffers  of  the 

> nation. 

> 

> The  boss  of  bosses  was  an  American  businessman,  who  lectured 
his 

> assembled  throng  on  the  real  meaning  of  "free  trade": 

> 

> ...We  believe  in  freedom,  the  freedom  that 

allows 

> one  to 

> rob  and  steal  according 

> to  one's  abilities.  That's  what  we  call 


personal 

> initiative  and  individual 

> enterprise.  And  that's  why  we  have  always 

stated 

> that 

> we  belong  to  the  Free 

> World,  a world  where  there  is  absolutely  no 

> barriers  to 

> stealing  from  others.... 

> [p-173] 

> 

> Kenya  has  experienced  spasms  of  truly  mind-numbing  violence, 

but 

> the 

> hidden  hands  behind  the  violence  hasn't  been  written  about  in  most 
US 

> media 

> sources.  That's  too  complex;  and  it  doesn't  fit  the  corporate 

media's 

> favored 

> pattern. 

> 

> But  a brief  reading  of  several  articles  in  the  influential 

> African 

> Times/USA,  a bi-monthly  printed  in  Hawthorne,  California,  provides 
us 

> with  a 

> nuanced,  politically  savvy,  informed  and  historical  picture  of  the 

> Kenyan  crisis. 

> African  journalists,  writers  and  scholars  provide  an  important 

> insight  into 

> Kenyan  life  that's  woefully  absent  in  most  of  the  Western  press. 

> Several 

> articles  stressed  the  violence  and  corruption  of  the  reign  of 

Daniel 

> arap  Moi, 

> whose  presidency  has  been  almost  ignored  in  the  Western  and  Kenyan 

> news 

> accounts.  Others  focused  on  elite  wheeling  and  dealing  among  the 

> wealthy.  They 


> unite  in  telling  us  that  political  power  is  about  who  will  get  the 

> privilege  of 

> milking  the  nation  for  foreign  capital. 

> 

> That  kind  of  violence,  no  less  tragic  than  that  of  recent 

weeks, 

> is 

> invisible  to  us  as  we  are  lost  in  the  mists  of  tribes.

> > bad  living  conditions.  Of  course,  such  conditions  are  maintained 

> by 

> > the  wealthy  who  subsist  upon  low  paid  workers  and  cheap 

reasources 

> to 

> > build  their  wealth  and  monopolize  the  land.  Better  living 

> conditions 

> > for  a society  leads  to  a more  manageable  way  of  dealing  with 
their 

> > savagery  while  poor  living  conditions  deprives  people  of  the 
social 

> > resources  needed  to  effectively  deal  with  savegery  that  may  or 
may 

> > not  arise  from  within.

> > > Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a war  zone  that's 

not 

> > Iraq.  And  not  Afghanistan  either. 

> > > I'm  checking  in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working 

> with 

> > women  in  three  neighboring  countries,  all  recently  torn  apart  by 

> > civil  wars:  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq 

> > debacle  has  monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these  "lesser" 

wars  - 

> 

> > now  officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are 

> > struggling  to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at 

all, 

> > not  by  a long  shot.  This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly 
told. 

> > Let  me  explain. 

> > > Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in 

> > three  successive  waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to 

> > 2003.  Sierra  Leone's  war  started  in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the 

> > Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone,  trained  in 

> Liberia, 

> > invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and  lasted 

> until 

> > January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CD  □ d'Ivoire,  a civil  war 

> started 

> > in  2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President 

> > Laurent  Gbagbo,  but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had 

> > decided  to  act  to  prevent  any  further  destabilization  of  the 


> region. 

> > French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers  stepped  in  and  a 
treaty 

> > was  signed  in  2003. 

> > > So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no  longer  "war  zones." 

> > Accords  have  been  signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are  on  duty  or 

close 

> at 

> > hand.  The  UN  and  international  aid  agencies  are 

> assisting  "recovery." 

> > Some  arms  have  been  surrendered;  some  refugees  have  returned  from 

> > exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud  bricks  and  building  huts  to 

replace 

> > the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and  tile  that  once 
graced 

> > towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region.  Officially,  Liberia, 

> Sierra 

> > Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  are  now  designated  "post-conflict 
zones," 

> > but  they  are  so  fractured,  so  traumatized,  and  - especially  in 
the 

> > cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone  - so  devastated  and 
impoverished 

> > that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  securely  at  peace  either.  Sierra 

> Leone 

> > has  replaced  Afghanistan  as  the  poorest  country  on  the  planet 
and, 

> > like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a nation  of  widows. 

> > > Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for  yourself 

> that, 

> > at  best,  real  peace  will  take  a long,  slow  time  to  come.  The 

> > destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun  District,  for  instance,  is 

> as 

> > shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated  Afghan  capital, 

> > Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid 


organizations 


> > like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in  such 

> moments. 

> > It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a desperate 
place 

> > embarked  on  a difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may  or  may  not 
be 

> > recognizable  after  a decade  or  two,  or  even  a generation  or  two, 
as 

> > peace. 

> > > That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother  to  mention  (possibly 

> don't 

> > even  grasp)  when  they  talk  blithely  about  war  and  peace  as  if 
they 

> > were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the  same  coin,  attained  with  equal 

> ease 

> > with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can  start  a war  swiftly  with 
a 

> > shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did  from  the  air  in  Iraq 
or 

> > the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - but  peace  is  no 
sudden 

> > acquisition. 

> > > Just  last  month,  the  Special  Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The 

> > Hague  resumed  proceedings  begun  last  June  against  Charles  Taylor, 

> the 

> > charming  American-educated  sociopath  and  former  president  of 

> Liberia. 

> > Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for  war  crimes  related  to  matters 
including 

> > terrorizing  civilians,  murder,  rape,  sexual  slavery,  amputations, 

> and 

> > enslavement.  These  atrocities  were  committed  not  against  his  own 

> > country  but  against  his  neighbor.  It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF 

> rebels 

> > as  they  terrorized  the  populace  and  augmented  their  numbers  by 

> > abducting  civilians. 

> > > Both  Taylor  and  RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received 

> > tactical  training  in  Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to 


> disrupt 

> > the  West  African  region.  Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about 

> > ideology  or  even  politics.  They  were  about  greed,  about  the  power 

> to 

> > control  and  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - 
Liberia's 

> > primal  rain  forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood 
diamonds." 

> > Political  scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually 
advance 

> > other  theories  to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard 

> pressed 

> > to  find  any  redeeming  features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West 

> Africans 

> > will  tell  you  that  they  took  place  simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad 

> > men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday  Sankoh's  RUF  forces 

> invaded 

> > Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150  men,  but  what  they 

> > started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country. 

> > > Here's  what  I want  to  remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think 

> > about  these  men  who  start  wars,  remember  what  they've  done  not  to 

> > soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to  civilian  populations  - especially 

> to 

> > women.  Today,  it  is  civilians  who  are  by  far  the  most  numerous 

> > casualties  of  war.  Each  successive  conflict  of  recent  times  has 

> > recorded  a greater  proportion  of  civilians  displaced,  exiled, 

> > assaulted,  tortured,  wounded,  maimed,  killed,  or  disappeared.  In 

> > every  modern  war,  most  of  the  suffering  civilians  are  women  and 

> > children. 

> > > In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead  civilians  are  counted  (if  at 

> all) 

> > merely  as  "collateral  damage"  - like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent 

> > citizens  who  died  in  the  initial  American  bombing  of  Afghanistan 

in 

> > 2001.  In  the  West  African  wars,  civilians  became  the  designated 

> > targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to  conquer  Sierra  Leone,  but 

having 

> > only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to  forcible  recruitment.  Like 

> Charles 

> > Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia,  Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages, 

> > murdering  most  of  the  residents  and  taking  away  only  those  who 


> might 

> > serve  them  as  soldiers,  porters,  cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many 
of 

> > the  dead  and  most  of  the  abducted  were  women  and  children. 

> > > And  here's  a little -known  reality:  When  any  conflict  of 

this 

> > sort  officially  ends,  violence  against  women  continues  and  often 

> > actually  grows  worse.  Not  surprisingly,  murderous  aggression 

cannot 

> > be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men  stop  attacking  one  another, 
women 

> > continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in  West  Africa,  as  in  so 

> many 

> > other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of  war,  it  has 

become 

> a 

> > habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post-conflict"  era.  Where 
normal 

> > structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice  have  been  disabled  by 

> war, 

> > male  soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey  upon  women  and 
children 

> > with  impunity.  And  they  do. 

> > > So  I'm  writing  to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa, 

> > from  an  active  war  zone.  I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war 

> > against  women  and  children. 

> > > Counting  Casualties 

> > > Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty  International.  It 

> describes 

> > the  least  of  the  West  African  wars,  the  relatively  short  civil 

war 

> in 

> > C nfSi d'Ivoire: 

> > > "The  scale  of  rape  and  sexual  violence  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire  in  the 

> > course  of  the  armed  conflict  has  been  largely  underestimated. 


Many 


> > women  have  been  gang-raped  or  have  been  abducted  and  reduced  to 

> > sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape  has  often  been  accompanied  by 


the 

> > beating  or  torture  (including  torture  of  a sexual  nature)  of  the 

> > victim?  All  armed  factions  have  perpetrated  and  continue  to 

> > perpetrate  sexual  violence  with  impunity." 

> > > Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse 

may 

> > be  significantly  underreported,"  because  women  fear  "the 

> possibility 

> > of  reprisals  by  perpetrators?  ostracism  by  families  and 

> communities, 

> > and  cultural  taboos." 

> > > The  Amnesty  report  documents  case  after  case  of  girls  and 

> > women,  aged  "under  12"  to  63,  assaulted  by  armed  men.  The  more 

> recent 

> > and  thoroughgoing  report  by  Human  Rights  Watch  records  the  rape 
of 

> > children  as  young  as  three  years-old.  During  the  civil  war,  women 

> and 

> > girls  were  seized  in  their  village  homes  or  at  military 
roadblocks, 

> > or  were  discovered  hiding  in  the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in  public. 

> > Some  were  raped  in  front  of  their  husbands  and  children.  Some 

were 

> > forced  to  witness  the  murder  of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they 
were 

> > taken  away  to  soldiers'  camps  to  be  held  along  with  many  other 

> women. 

> > They  were  forced  to  cook  for  the  soldiers  during  the  day  and 
every 

> > night  they  were  gang-raped,  in  some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They 

> were 

> > also  beaten  and  tortured.  They  saw  women  who  resisted  being 

beaten 

> or 

> > killed  by  a simple  slicing  of  the  throat. 

> > > Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - with 


> > sticks,  knives,  gun  barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died.  Many 

> > others  were  left  with  injuries  and  pain  that  still  linger  long 

> after 

> > the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by  "excision"  or  FMG 

> > (female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart. 

> > > The  Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape 

> > frequently  causes  serious  physical  injuries  that  require  long- 
term 

> > and  complex  treatment  including  uterine  prolapses  (the  descent  of 

> the 

> > uterus  into  the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to  wonder  what 

> > lies  "beyond"  the  vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal 

> fistulas 

> > and  other  injuries  to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often 

> > accompanied  by  internal  and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It 

> notes 

> > that  such  women  usually  can't  "access  the  medical  care  they 
need." 

> > Some  still  find  it  hard  to  sit  down,  or  stand  up,  or  walk.  Some 

> still 

> > spit  up  blood.  Some  have  lost  their  eyesight  or  their  memories. 

> Some 

> > miscarried.  Many  contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and 

HIV. 

> No 

> > one  knows  how  many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result. 

> > > And  many  are  still  missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders 

> when 

> > rogue  militias  from  a neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps 

> > slaughtered  along  the  way. 

> > > War  and  Its  Sequel 

> > > Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted  among  "the 

spoils 

> of 

> > war,"  free  for  the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time,  women  in  large 

> > numbers  have  also  been  pawns  in  deliberate  military  and  political 

> > strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to  whom  they  "belong" 

and 

> to 

> > exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of  Bosnia.)  The  Amnesty 


> > report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against  women  in  CO  □ 


d'Ivoire 

> > to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were  arrested,  raped,  and 

> > tortured  at  the  government's  Police  Training  School  in  Dioula  - 

> > because  their  presumed  ethnicity  and  political  affiliation  allied 

> > them  with  the  opposition.  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  this 

was 

> > but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by  government- sponsored 

> propaganda 

> > before  the  civil  war  even  began. 

> > > No  man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been 

> > brought  to  justice. 

> > > Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002, 

1.4 

> > million  Liberians  had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a 

> > million  others  had  fled.  In  a country  of  three  million  people, 

> that's 

> > one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000  people  died.  That's 

> > nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets 

were 

> > women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 

> > staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual 

> > violence;  three  out  of  four  had  been  raped. 

> > > Typically,  ending  the  war  did  not  end  the  violence  against 

> > women.  A study  in  preparation  by  the  International  Rescue 

> Committee  - 

> > the  organization  for  which  I currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and 

> > Columbia  University's  School  of  Public  Health  concludes,  "While 

the 

> > war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the  war  on  women  continued." 

> > > Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in  two  Liberian 

> counties, 

> > including  the  capital  city,  Monrovia,  had  survived  at  least  one 

> > violent  physical  attack  during  an  18-  month  period  in  2006-2007, 

> > years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended.  Well  over  half  the 

> > women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault  in  the  same 

> > period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had  forced  them 

to 

> > have  sex  against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among  Liberian 

> refugees 


> > in  Sierra  Leone  found  that  75%  of  the  women  had  been  sexually 

> > violated  before  they  fled  their  country;  after  they  fled,  55% 

were 

> > sexually  assaulted  again. 

> > > For  women,  war  is  not  over  when  it's  over. 

> > > Women  Like  Me 

> > > Countless  women  will  never  recover  from  the  assaults  they 

> > suffered  during  the  war.  I met  many  such  women  in  Liberia. 

> > > On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where 

fighting 

> > had  been  heavy,  one  showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of  parallel 

> > horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one  ear  and  moving  toward 

the 

> > throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had  locked  this 

> > whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch, 

laid 

> > open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't 

> all. 

> > Taylor's  men  had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that 

> they 

> > now  point  backwards  at  seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed 

> her 

> > back  so  forcefully  with  rifle  butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the 

> one 

> > with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed.  She  can  still  walk, 

> leaning 

> > on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her  without  a good 

> arm, 

> > and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the  ability 

> to 

> > balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by  rape. 

The 

> > soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she  cannot  say. 

> > > In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people  refer 

> to 

> > only  as  "the  sick  lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one-room  mud-brick 

> > house.  As  I came  in,  she  managed  to  sit  up  with  great  difficulty, 

> > using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her  swollen,  useless  legs.  Her 

> sister 

> > says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting  against  Charles 


Taylor 

> > and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say  how  long 


they 

> > kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - evidently  a 

> > common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk.  They 

> smashed 

> > her  hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or  comb  her 

> hair. 

> > Her  mother  and  two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the  war,  feed 

her 

> by 

> > hand,  their  lives  too  now  dominated  by  the  consequences  of  the 

> > violence  done  to  this  woman. 

> > > Recently  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
(CDC) 

> > and  the  UN  Fund  for  Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed 

> surviving 

> > women  in  Lofa  County,  the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations. 

> More 

> > than  98%  said  that,  during  his  war  (1999-2003),  they  lost  their 

> > homes;  more  than  90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than  72%,  at  least 

> one 

> > family  member.  Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one  violent 

> > physical  assault;  more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual 

> > assault.  No  one  inquired  about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for 

> the 

> > permanently  disabled. 

> > > In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population 

> was 

> > the  main  tactic  of  war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children 

> was, 

> > as  Human  Rights  Watch  has  reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties 

> to 

> > the  conflict  committed  countless  atrocities.  Official  reports 

> > document  appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their  own 

> > daughters;  brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers 

gang- 

> > raping  old  women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women 

> > eviscerated  alive  and  the  living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to 

> > satisfy  soldiers  betting  on  its  sex.  A brother  is  hacked  to  death 

> and 


> > eviscerated;  his  heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  his 


18- 

> > year-old  sister  who  is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is 

> > taken  to  a place  where  other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is 

> her 

> > sister.  She  sees  her  sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads 

> are 

> > placed  in  her  lap.  These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim 

> to 

> > destroy  not  just  individual  victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well; 

> yet 

> > the  individual  victims  are  important  in  their  own  right,  and  in 

> most 

> > cases  they  are  women  and  children. 

> > > Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has  been 

turning 

> > children  - mostly  boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as 
themselves. 

> > In  his  bestselling  autobiography  A Long  Way  Gone,  Ishmael  Beah 

> > vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier.  Separated  from  his 

> > family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of 

> Sierra 

> > Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers 
were), 

> > and  forced  to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder 

> girls 

> > and  women  willingly  at  the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has 

> > collapsed. 

> > > Crimes  Against  Women 

> > > In  recent  years,  every  kind  of  horror  has  been  inflicted  on 

> > girls  and  women  in  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire 

because 

> > they  are  female.  If  females  were  a particular  ethnic  group  - 

> > Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if  they  espoused  a 

particular 

> > religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could  recognize  what  goes  on 

> as 

> > a kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass  femicide.  But  we  don't  speak 

> of 

> > crimes  against  women  in  that  way.  When  did  you  last  hear  someone 


> > speak  of  "crimes  against  women"  at  all? 

> > > Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the 

> Democratic 

> > Republic  of  Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made  love"  to 

> many 

> > women.  The  interviewer  asks  if  all  the  women  were  willing,  and  he 

> > laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him,  and  he  says  - still 

> grinning  - 

> > "If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me."  Despite  his 

> use 

> > of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When  the 
interviewer 

> > labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists  that  rape 

> happens 

> > in  wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't  do  it  anymore. 

> The 

> > state  of  war  excuses  men's  crimes  against  women  because  rape  - so 

> the 

> > claim  goes  - is  something  that  just  naturally  occurs  in  war. 

> > > The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere  is 

> different 

> > from  other  wars  - whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics,  greed,  or 

> > personal  ambition  - in  that  every  faction,  every  side,  makes  war 

on 

> > women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force  women  to  labor.  They 
all 

> > murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense  Forces  (CDF) 

> in 

> > Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from  rape.  They 
were 

> > traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to  defend  their 

> own 

> > areas  from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from  sexual 

> > intercourse,  believed  to  deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they 

> operated 

> > close  to  home,  where  they  were  known;  but,  as  the  war  went  on, 

> they, 

> > too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters.  Their  initial 

> > restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape 


does 


> > not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is 
instead 

> > an  elective,  wildly  popular  choice. 

> > > After  war,  in  the  "post-conflict"  era,  even  some 

> international 

> > peacekeepers  have  joined  the  war  against  women.  Human  Rights 
Watch 

> > and  others  have  documented  cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers 

> in 

> > West  Africa,  but  none  have  been  prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are 
simply 

> > repatriated  or  moved  to  a new  post.  Human  Rights  Watch  also 
reports 

> > on  the  widespread  practice  among  peacekeepers  of  using  children 
who 

> > have  turned  to  prostitution  to  survive.  (There  are  few  other 

> options 

> > for  girls  who  have  been  orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families, 
and 

> > many  of  these  child  prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex 
slaves 

> > during  wartime.)  But  apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many 
girls 

> > themselves. 

> > > Here  in  Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone 

> war 

> > started  and  ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual 

> > exploitation  of  their  adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part 

of 

> > the  country  - many  of  them  war  widows  - take  seriously  the  advice 

> to 

> > send  their  daughters  to  school,  which  costs  more  than  most  can 

> easily 

> > afford.  If  a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is  required  by 


law 


> to 

> > drop  out.  (Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to 

> > recover  from  war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers, 

> > nurses,  or  social  workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child 

is 

> a 

> > fellow  student,  he  can  continue  his  studies,  denying  all 

> > responsibility.  Often,  however,  it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to 

blame. 

> > Many  still- virginal  girls  drop  out  of  school  early  to  escape 

> > predatory  teachers,  and  women  report  that  the  incidence  of  teen 

> > pregnancy  drops  when  peacekeeping  forces  leave  town. 

> > > Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue,  largely 

> > unabated.  It's  hard  to  tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this  is, 

> > because  raped  women  and  girls  are  normally  too  shamed  by  the 

crime 

> to 

> > report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat  easier  because  they  had 
so 

> > clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war  "over,"  rape  once 

> > again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents  in 

> this 

> > region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to 

> > authorities.  Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force 

> the 

> > local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case  of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim. 

The 

> > magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted  perpetrator,  had 

> > prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again. 

> > > Domestic  violence  - wife-beating,  marital  rape,  emotional 

> > abuse,  torture,  economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common. 

> > Impoverished  women  with  many  children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but 

to 

> > endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as  in  wartime,  habitual 

> > violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man 

in

> > somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - after 

> > elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament. 

> > > Foday  Sankoh  had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when 

he 

> > was  summoned  to  just  such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he 
emerged 

> > as  the  head  of  the  government  commission  in  charge  of  managing 

> Sierra 

> > Leone's  natural  resources,  including  the  diamonds  that  financed 
his 

> > war.  Charles  Taylor,  while  committing  mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee 

> > camps  for  displaced  persons,  was  elected  president  of  Liberia. 

> Voters 

> > seemed  to  figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way 
to 

> > stop  the  man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this 

is 

> a 

> > path  to  certain  disaster. 


> > > Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  learn  from  the  rapid  advancement 
of 

> > their  brothers  elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the  Democratic 

Republic 

> of 

> > Congo  (DRC),  widely  recognized  as  a prime  candidate  for  trial 

> before 

> > a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said  to  be  jockeying  for  a high 

> > position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in  exchange  for  laying  down 

> his 

> > arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya  into  "tribal  warfare" 
owes 

> > much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo,  having  lost  a clearly 

> suspect 

> > presidential  election,  exploits  genocidal  violence  with  good 
reason 

> > to  hope  that  international  intervention  will  usher  him  into 

office 

> by 

> > the  back  door. 

> > > Although  UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for

> > Perhaps  in  the  end,  the  transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in

> > Leone  most  women  and  girls  still  walk. 

> > > Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - possibly 

> > apocryphal  - of  an  old  woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook  fire 

> when 

> > RUF  rebels  entered  her  village.  She  was  frying  some  tasty  frogs. 

> > Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to  see  what  she  was 

> > cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 

> > Revolutionary  United  Front.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the 

> > government."  The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must 

go 

> to 

> > the  capital.  The  government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun 

> > District  tell  that  story  over  and  over,  and  they  laugh  every 

time. 

> > They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman  who  told  those

> > men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them,

I'm  sick  to  death  of  people  like  FOX  News  host.  Bill  O'Reilly,  and  his 
ilk  thinking  that  he  can  use  a racial  slur  against  a black  woman  who 
could  be  the  next  First  Lady  of  the  United  States,  give  a half-assed 
apology  and  not  be  taken  to  task  and  called  on  his  crap. 

This  week  O'Reilly  gave  the  following  response  to  a caller  on  his  radio 
show  who  was  making  unsubstantiated  negative  charges  against 
presidential  candidate  Barack  Obama's  wife,  Michelle  Obama: 

"And  I don't  want  to  go  on  a lynching  party  against  Michelle  Obama 
unless  there's  evidence,  hard  facts,  that  say  this  is  how  the  woman 
really  feels.  If  that's  how  she  really  feels  — that  America  is  a bad 
country  or  a flawed  nation,  whatever  — then  that's  legit.  We'll  track 
it  down." 

What  the  hell?  If  it's  "legit,"  you're  going  to  "track  it  down?"  And 
then  what  do  you  plan  to  do? 

How  dare  this  white  man  with  a microphone  and  the  trust  of  the  public 
think  that  in  2008,  he  can  still  put  the  words  "lynch  and  party" 
together  in  the  same  sentence  with  reference  to  a black  woman;  in  this 
case,  Michelle  Obama? 

I don't  care  how  you  "spin  it"  in  the  "no  spin  zone,"  that  statement  in 
and  of  itself  is  racist,  unacceptable  and  inappropriate  on  every  level. 
O'Reilly  claims  his  comments  were  taken  out  of  context.  Please  don't 
insult  my  intelligence  while  you're  insulting  me.  I've  read  the  comments 
and  heard  them  delivered  in  O'Reilly's  own  voice;  and  there  is  no  right 
context  that  exists.  So,  his  insincere  apology  and  "out-of-context" 
excuse  is  not  going  to  cut  it  with  me. 

And  just  so  we're  clear,  this  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  2008 
presidential  election,  me  being  a Democrat,  him  claiming  to  be 
Independent  while  talking  Republican,  the  liberal  media  or  a 
conservative  point  of  view.  To  the  contrary,  this  is  about  crossing  a 
line  in  the  sand  that  needs  to  be  drawn  based  on  history,  dignity,  taste 
and  truth.

These  same  men  for  years,  instead  of  looking  at  what  changes,  should  and 
could  make  in  their  own  lives  that  might  remove  that  bitterness  born  of 
perceived  privilege,  these  white  men  take  all  of  that  resentment  and 
anger  and  decide  to  get  together  and  drag  the  closest  black  person  near 
them  to  their  death  by  hanging  them  from  a tree  — usually  after  violent 
beating,  torturing  and  violating  their  human  dignity.  Check  your  history 
books,  because  you  don't  need  a masters  or  a law  degree  from  Harvard  to 
know  that  is  what  constitutes  a "lynching  party." 

Imagine,  Michelle  and  Barack  Obama  having  the  audacity  to  think  that 
they  have  the  right  to  the  American  dream,  hopes,  and  ideals.  O'Reilly 
must  think  to  himself:  how  dare  they  have  the  arrogance  to  think  they 
can  stand  in  a front  of  this  nation,  challenge  the  status  quo  and 
express  the  frustration  of  millions?  When  this  happens,  the  first  thing 
that  comes  to  mind  for  O'Reilly  and  people  like  him  is:  "it's  time  for  a 
party." 

Not  so  fast. ..don't  order  the  rope  just  yet. 

Would  O'Reilly  ever  in  a million  years  use  this  phrase  with  reference  to 
Elizabeth  Edwards,  Cindy  McCain  or  Judi  Nathan?  I mean,  in  all  of  the 
statements  and  criticisms  that  were  made  about  Judi  Nathan,  the  one-time 
mistress  turned  missus,  of  former  presidential  candidate  Rudy  Giuliani, 

I never  heard  any  talk  of  forming  a lynch  party  because  of  something  she 
said  or  did. 

So  why  is  it  that  when  you're  referring  to  someone  who's 
African-American  you  must  dig  to  a historical  place  of  pain,  agony  and 
death  to  symbolize  your  feelings?  Lynching  is  not  a joke  to  off-handedly 
throw  around  and  it  is  not  a metaphor  that  has  a place  in  political 
commentary;  provocative  or  otherwise.  I admit  that  I come  from  a place 
of  personal  outrage  here  having  buried  my  90  year-old  grandfather  last 
year.  This  proud,  amazing  African-American  man  raised  his  family  and 
lived  through  the  time  when  he  had  to  use  separate  water  fountains,  ride 
in  the  back  of  a bus,  take  his  wife  on  a date  to  the  "colored  section" 
of  a movie  theater,  and  avert  his  eyes  when  a white  woman  walked  down 
the  street  for  fear  of  what  a white  man  and  his  cronies  might  do  if  they 
felt  the  urge  to  "party";  don't  tell  me  that  the  phrase  you  chose,  Mr. 
O'Reilly,  was  taken  out  of  context. 

To  add  insult  to  injury,  O'Reilly  tried  to  "clarify"  his  statements,  by 
using  the  excuse  that  his  comments  were  reminiscent  of  Supreme  Court 


Justice  Clarence  Thomas'  use  of  the  term  "high-tech  lynching"  during  his 
confirmation  hearing.  I reject  that  analogy.  You  see  Justice  Thomas  did 
mean  to  bring  up  the  image  of  lynching  in  its  racist  context.

What  annoys  me  more  than  anything  is  that  I get  the  feeling  that  one  of 
the  reasons  Bill  O'Reilly  made  this  statement,  thinking  he  could  get 
away  with  it  in  the  first  place,  and  then  followed  it  up  with  a lame 
apology  in  a half-hearted  attempt  to  smooth  any  ruffled  feathers,  is 
because  he  doesn't  think  that  black  women  will  come  out  and  go  after  him 
when  he  goes  after  us.  Well,  he's  dead  wrong.  Be  clear  Bill  O'Reilly: 
there  will  be  no  lynch  party  for  that  black  woman.  And  this  black  woman 
assures  you  that  if  you  come  for  her,  you  come  for  all  of  us.

Of  course  'some'  are,  just  as  'some'  of  the  UN  Peacekeepers  mentioned 
are,  and  'some'  Americans  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  and  other  places 
are,  and  'some'  people  in  Sudan  are,  and  'some'  people  in  any  place 
and  at  any  time  are.  But  when  other  people  do  such  things  whether  as 
Conquistadors,  or  as  American  calverymen,  or  as  Nazis,  they're  seldom 
if  ever  labled  as  being  savages.  Savagery  exists  throughout  humanity 
but  the  Euromedia  and  society  draws  special  attention  to  the 
attrocities  of  'some'  while  focusing  little  on  the  attrocities  of 
those  closer  to  their  self-identification  . Such  are  always  the 
excusable  "few  bad  apples"  to  be  convniently  forgotten  as  the 
exceptions  to  the  rule.

> Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a war  zone  that's  not 
Iraq.  And  not  Afghanistan  either. 

> I'm  checking  in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working  with 
women  in  three  neighboring  countries,  all  recently  torn  apart  by 
civil  wars:  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq 
debacle  has  monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these  "lesser"  wars  - 
now  officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are 
struggling  to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at  all, 

not  by  a long  shot.  This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly  told. 

Let  me  explain. 

> Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in 
three  successive  waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to 
2003.  Sierra  Leone's  war  started  in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone,  trained  in  Liberia, 
invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and  lasted  until 
January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CD  □ d'Ivoire,  a civil  war  started 

in  2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President 
Laurent  Gbagbo,  but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had 
decided  to  act  to  prevent  any  further  destabilization  of  the  region. 
French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers  stepped  in  and  a treaty 
was  signed  in  2003. 

> So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no  longer  "war  zones." 

Accords  have  been  signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are  on  duty  or  close  at 
hand.  The  UN  and  international  aid  agencies  are  assisting  "recovery." 
Some  arms  have  been  surrendered;  some  refugees  have  returned  from 
exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud  bricks  and  building  huts  to  replace 
the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and  tile  that  once  graced 
towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region.  Officially,  Liberia,  Sierra 
Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  are  now  designated  "post-conflict  zones," 
but  they  are  so  fractured,  so  traumatized,  and  - especially  in  the 
cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone  - so  devastated  and  impoverished 
that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  securely  at  peace  either.  Sierra  Leone 


has  replaced  Afghanistan  as  the  poorest  country  on  the  planet  and, 
like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a nation  of  widows. 

> Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for  yourself  that, 
at  best,  real  peace  will  take  a long,  slow  time  to  come.  The 
destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun  District,  for  instance,  is  as 
shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated  Afghan  capital, 

Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid  organizations 
like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in  such  moments. 

It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a desperate  place 
embarked  on  a difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may  or  may  not  be 
recognizable  after  a decade  or  two,  or  even  a generation  or  two,  as 
peace. 

> That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother  to  mention  (possibly  don't 
even  grasp)  when  they  talk  blithely  about  war  and  peace  as  if  they 
were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the  same  coin,  attained  with  equal  ease 
with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can  start  a war  swiftly  with  a 
shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did  from  the  air  in  Iraq  or 
the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - but  peace  is  no  sudden 
acquisition. 

> Just  last  month,  the  Special  Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The 

Hague  resumed  proceedings  begun  last  June  against  Charles  Taylor,  the 
charming  American-educated  sociopath  and  former  president  of  Liberia. 
Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for  war  crimes  related  to  matters  including 
terrorizing  civilians,  murder,  rape,  sexual  slavery,  amputations,  and 
enslavement.  These  atrocities  were  committed  not  against  his  own 
country  but  against  his  neighbor.  It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF  rebels 
as  they  terrorized  the  populace  and  augmented  their  numbers  by 
abducting  civilians. 

> Both  Taylor  and  RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received 
tactical  training  in  Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to  disrupt 
the  West  African  region.  Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about 
ideology  or  even  politics.  They  were  about  greed,  about  the  power  to 
control  and  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - Liberia's 
primal  rain  forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood  diamonds." 
Political  scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually  advance 
other  theories  to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard  pressed 

to  find  any  redeeming  features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West  Africans 
will  tell  you  that  they  took  place  simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad 
men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday  Sankoh's  RUF  forces  invaded 
Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150  men,  but  what  they 
started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country. 

> Here's  what  I want  to  remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think 
about  these  men  who  start  wars,  remember  what  they've  done  not  to 
soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to  civilian  populations  - especially  to 
women.  Today,  it  is  civilians  who  are  by  far  the  most  numerous 
casualties  of  war.  Each  successive  conflict  of  recent  times  has 


recorded  a greater  proportion  of  civilians  displaced,  exiled, 
assaulted,  tortured,  wounded,  maimed,  killed,  or  disappeared.  In 
every  modern  war,  most  of  the  suffering  civilians  are  women  and 
children. 

> In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead  civilians  are  counted  (if  at  all) 
merely  as  "collateral  damage"  - like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent 
citizens  who  died  in  the  initial  American  bombing  of  Afghanistan  in 
2001.  In  the  West  African  wars,  civilians  became  the  designated 
targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to  conquer  Sierra  Leone,  but  having 
only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to  forcible  recruitment.  Like  Charles 
Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia,  Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages, 
murdering  most  of  the  residents  and  taking  away  only  those  who  might 
serve  them  as  soldiers,  porters,  cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many  of 

the  dead  and  most  of  the  abducted  were  women  and  children. 

> And  here's  a little-known  reality:  When  any  conflict  of  this 
sort  officially  ends,  violence  against  women  continues  and  often 
actually  grows  worse.  Not  surprisingly,  murderous  aggression  cannot 
be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men  stop  attacking  one  another,  women 
continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in  West  Africa,  as  in  so  many 
other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of  war,  it  has  become  a 
habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post-conflict"  era.  Where  normal 
structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice  have  been  disabled  by  war, 
male  soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey  upon  women  and  children 
with  impunity.  And  they  do. 

> So  I'm  writing  to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa, 
from  an  active  war  zone.  I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war 
against  women  and  children. 

> Counting  Casualties 

> Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty  International.  It  describes 
the  least  of  the  West  African  wars,  the  relatively  short  civil  war  in 
CD  □ d'Ivoire: 

> "The  scale  of  rape  and  sexual  violence  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire  in  the 
course  of  the  armed  conflict  has  been  largely  underestimated.  Many 
women  have  been  gang-raped  or  have  been  abducted  and  reduced  to 
sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape  has  often  been  accompanied  by  the 
beating  or  torture  (including  torture  of  a sexual  nature)  of  the 
victim?  All  armed  factions  have  perpetrated  and  continue  to 
perpetrate  sexual  violence  with  impunity." 

> Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse  may 
be  significantly  underreported,  " because  women  fear  "the  possibility 
of  reprisals  by  perpetrators?  ostracism  by  families  and  communities, 
and  cultural  taboos." 

> The  Amnesty  report  documents  case  after  case  of  girls  and 

women,  aged  "under  12"  to  63,  assaulted  by  armed  men.  The  more  recent 
and  thoroughgoing  report  by  Human  Rights  Watch  records  the  rape  of 
children  as  young  as  three  years-old.  During  the  civil  war,  women  and 


girls  were  seized  in  their  village  homes  or  at  military  roadblocks, 
or  were  discovered  hiding  in  the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in  public. 

Some  were  raped  in  front  of  their  husbands  and  children.  Some  were 
forced  to  witness  the  murder  of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they  were 
taken  away  to  soldiers'  camps  to  be  held  along  with  many  other  women. 
They  were  forced  to  cook  for  the  soldiers  during  the  day  and  every 
night  they  were  gang-raped,  in  some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They  were 
also  beaten  and  tortured.  They  saw  women  who  resisted  being  beaten  or 
killed  by  a simple  slicing  of  the  throat. 

> Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - with 
sticks,  knives,  gun  barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died.  Many 
others  were  left  with  injuries  and  pain  that  still  linger  long  after 
the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by  "excision"  or  FMG 
(female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart. 

> The  Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape 
frequently  causes  serious  physical  injuries  that  require  long-term 
and  complex  treatment  including  uterine  prolapses  (the  descent  of  the 
uterus  into  the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to  wonder  what 

lies  "beyond"  the  vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal  fistulas 
and  other  injuries  to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often 
accompanied  by  internal  and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It  notes 
that  such  women  usually  can't  "access  the  medical  care  they  need." 

Some  still  find  it  hard  to  sit  down,  or  stand  up,  or  walk.  Some  still 
spit  up  blood.  Some  have  lost  their  eyesight  or  their  memories.  Some 
miscarried.  Many  contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  HIV.  No 
one  knows  how  many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result. 

> And  many  are  still  missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders  when 
rogue  militias  from  a neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps 
slaughtered  along  the  way. 

> War  and  Its  Sequel 

> Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted  among  "the  spoils  of 
war,"  free  for  the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time,  women  in  large 
numbers  have  also  been  pawns  in  deliberate  military  and  political 
strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to  whom  they  "belong"  and  to 
exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of  Bosnia.)  The  Amnesty 
report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against  women  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire 

to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were  arrested,  raped,  and 
tortured  at  the  government's  Police  Training  School  in  Dioula  - 
because  their  presumed  ethnicity  and  political  affiliation  allied 
them  with  the  opposition.  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  this  was 
but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by  government-sponsore  d propaganda 
before  the  civil  war  even  began. 

> No  man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been 
brought  to  justice. 

> Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002,  1.4 
million  Liberians  had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a 


million  others  had  fled.  In  a country  of  three  million  people,  that's 
one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000  people  died.  That's 
nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets  were 
women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 
staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual 
violence;  three  out  of  four  had  been  raped. 

> Typically,  ending  the  war  did  not  end  the  violence  against 

women.  A study  in  preparation  by  the  International  Rescue  Committee  - 
the  organization  for  which  I currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and 
Columbia  University's  School  of  Public  Health  concludes,  "While  the 
war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the  war  on  women  continued." 

> Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in  two  Liberian  counties, 
including  the  capital  city,  Monrovia,  had  survived  at  least  one 
violent  physical  attack  during  an  18-  month  period  in  2006-2007, 
years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended.  Well  over  half  the 
women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault  in  the  same 
period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had  forced  them  to 
have  sex  against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among  Liberian  refugees 
in  Sierra  Leone  found  that  75%  of  the  women  had  been  sexually 
violated  before  they  fled  their  country;  after  they  fled,  55%  were 
sexually  assaulted  again. 

> For  women,  war  is  not  over  when  it's  over. 

> Women  Like  Me 

> Countless  women  will  never  recover  from  the  assaults  they 
suffered  during  the  war.  I met  many  such  women  in  Liberia. 

> On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where  fighting 
had  been  heavy,  one  showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of  parallel 
horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one  ear  and  moving  toward  the 
throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had  locked  this 
whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch,  laid 
open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't  all. 
Taylor's  men  had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that  they 
now  point  backwards  at  seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed  her 
back  so  forcefully  with  rifle  butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the  one 
with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed.  She  can  still  walk,  leaning 

on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her  without  a good  arm, 
and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the  ability  to 
balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by  rape.  The 
soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she  cannot  say. 

> In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people  refer  to 
only  as  "the  sick  lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one-room  mud-brick 
house.  As  I came  in,  she  managed  to  sit  up  with  great  difficulty, 
using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her  swollen,  useless  legs.  Her  sister 
says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting  against  Charles  Taylor 
and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say  how  long  they 
kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - evidently  a 


common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk.  They  smashed 
her  hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or  comb  her  hair. 

Her  mother  and  two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the  war,  feed  her  by 
hand,  their  lives  too  now  dominated  by  the  consequences  of  the 
violence  done  to  this  woman. 

> Recently  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC) 

and  the  UN  Fund  for  Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed  surviving 
women  in  Lofa  County,  the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations.  More 
than  98%  said  that,  during  his  war  (1999-2003),  they  lost  their 
homes;  more  than  90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than  72%,  at  least  one 
family  member.  Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one  violent 
physical  assault;  more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual 
assault.  No  one  inquired  about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for  the 
permanently  disabled. 

> In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population  was 

the  main  tactic  of  war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children  was, 
as  Human  Rights  Watch  has  reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties  to 
the  conflict  committed  countless  atrocities.  Official  reports 
document  appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their  own 
daughters;  brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers  gang- 
raping  old  women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women 
eviscerated  alive  and  the  living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to 
satisfy  soldiers  betting  on  its  sex.  A brother  is  hacked  to  death  and 
eviscerated;  his  heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  his  18- 
year-old  sister  who  is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is 
taken  to  a place  where  other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is  her 
sister.  She  sees  her  sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads  are 
placed  in  her  lap.  These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim  to 
destroy  not  just  individual  victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well;  yet 
the  individual  victims  are  important  in  their  own  right,  and  in  most 
cases  they  are  women  and  children. 

> Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has  been  turning 
children  - mostly  boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as  themselves. 

In  his  bestselling  autobiography  A Long  Way  Gone,  Ishmael  Beah 
vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier.  Separated  from  his 
family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of  Sierra 
Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers  were), 
and  forced  to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder  girls 
and  women  willingly  at  the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has 
collapsed. 

> Crimes  Against  Women 

> In  recent  years,  every  kind  of  horror  has  been  inflicted  on 

girls  and  women  in  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  because 
they  are  female.  If  females  were  a particular  ethnic  group  - 
Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if  they  espoused  a particular 
religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could  recognize  what  goes  on  as 


a kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass  femicide.  But  we  don't  speak  of 
crimes  against  women  in  that  way.  When  did  you  last  hear  someone 
speak  of  "crimes  against  women"  at  all? 

> Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made  love"  to  many 
women.  The  interviewer  asks  if  all  the  women  were  willing,  and  he 
laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him,  and  he  says  - still  grinning  - 
"If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me."  Despite  his  use 

of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When  the  interviewer 
labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists  that  rape  happens 
in  wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't  do  it  anymore.  The 
state  of  war  excuses  men's  crimes  against  women  because  rape  - so  the 
claim  goes  - is  something  that  just  naturally  occurs  in  war. 

> The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere  is  different 
from  other  wars  - whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics,  greed,  or 
personal  ambition  - in  that  every  faction,  every  side,  makes  war  on 
women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force  women  to  labor.  They  all 
murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense  Forces  (CDF)  in 
Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from  rape.  They  were 
traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to  defend  their  own 
areas  from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from  sexual 
intercourse,  believed  to  deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they  operated 
close  to  home,  where  they  were  known;  but,  as  the  war  went  on,  they, 
too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters.  Their  initial 

restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape  does 
not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is  instead 
an  elective,  wildly  popular  choice. 

> After  war,  in  the  "post-conflict"  era,  even  some  international 
peacekeepers  have  joined  the  war  against  women.  Human  Rights  Watch 
and  others  have  documented  cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers  in 
West  Africa,  but  none  have  been  prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are  simply 
repatriated  or  moved  to  a new  post.  Human  Rights  Watch  also  reports 
on  the  widespread  practice  among  peacekeepers  of  using  children  who 
have  turned  to  prostitution  to  survive.  (There  are  few  other  options 

for  girls  who  have  been  orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families,  and 
many  of  these  child  prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex  slaves 
during  wartime.)  But  apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many  girls 
themselves. 

> Here  in  Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone  war 
started  and  ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual 
exploitation  of  their  adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part  of 

the  country  - many  of  them  war  widows  - take  seriously  the  advice  to 
send  their  daughters  to  school,  which  costs  more  than  most  can  easily 
afford.  If  a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is  required  by  law  to 
drop  out.  (Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to 
recover  from  war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers, 


nurses,  or  social  workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child  is  a 
fellow  student,  he  can  continue  his  studies,  denying  all 
responsibility.  Often,  however,  it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to  blame. 

Many  still-virginal  girls  drop  out  of  school  early  to  escape 
predatory  teachers,  and  women  report  that  the  incidence  of  teen 
pregnancy  drops  when  peacekeeping  forces  leave  town. 

> Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue,  largely 
unabated.  It's  hard  to  tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this  is, 

because  raped  women  and  girls  are  normally  too  shamed  by  the  crime  to 
report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat  easier  because  they  had  so 
clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war  "over,"  rape  once 
again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents  in  this 
region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to 
authorities.  Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force  the 
local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case  of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim.  The 
magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted  perpetrator,  had 
prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again. 

> Domestic  violence  - wife-beating,  marital  rape,  emotional 
abuse,  torture,  economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common. 
Impoverished  women  with  many  children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but  to 
endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as  in  wartime,  habitual 
violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man  in 
Moyamba  District  killed  his  wife  and  cut  off  her  head. 

> Bad  Men  Make  Good 

> For  bad,  bad  men,  terrorizing  civilians  holds  advantages  - 
beyond  the  immediate  gratification  of  the  rush  of  power.  Such  acts 
can  land  them  important  posts  in  government.  When  atrocities  become 
sufficiently  conspicuous  and  horrific  - such  as  the  notorious 
amputations  of  arms  and  legs  in  Sierra  Leone  - the  international 
community  steps  in  to  initiate  a peace  process.  Usually  they  bring  to 
the  negotiating  table  all  the  bad,  bad  men  who  have  been  causing  so 
much  trouble  and  buy  them  off  with  positions  of  power  in  a 

new  "interim"  or  "transitional"  government.  Witness,  in  another  part 
of  the  world  where  women  are  notoriously  badly  treated,  all  those 
well-known  warlords  the  Afghan  people  wanted  tried  for  war  crimes  who 
somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - after 
elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament. 

> Foday  Sankoh  had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when  he 
was  summoned  to  just  such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he  emerged 
as  the  head  of  the  government  commission  in  charge  of  managing  Sierra 
Leone's  natural  resources,  including  the  diamonds  that  financed  his 
war.  Charles  Taylor,  while  committing  mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee 
camps  for  displaced  persons,  was  elected  president  of  Liberia.  Voters 
seemed  to  figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way  to 

stop  the  man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this  is  a 
path  to  certain  disaster. 


> Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  learn  from  the  rapid  advancement  of 
their  brothers  elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
Congo  (DRC),  widely  recognized  as  a prime  candidate  for  trial  before 
a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said  to  be  jockeying  for  a high 
position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in  exchange  for  laying  down  his 
arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya  into  "tribal  warfare"  owes 
much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo,  having  lost  a clearly  suspect 
presidential  election,  exploits  genocidal  violence  with  good  reason 

to  hope  that  international  intervention  will  usher  him  into  office  by 
the  back  door. 

> Although  UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for  women  to 
be  included  in  all  peace  processes,  they  are  rarely  invited  to  the 
table.  With  men  in  charge  of  governments  almost  everywhere,  the 
fearful  fascination  with  bad,  bad  men  continues  and  the  perverse 
preference  for  predators  trickles  down.  In  Sierra  Leone,  ex- 
combatants were  rewarded  with  motorcycles.  The  theory  was  that 
violent  young  men  would  be  less  dangerous  if  they  could  serve  a 
useful  purpose  and  make  some  money  carrying  passengers  on  brand  new 
highly-chromed  bikes  in  a country  where  most  cars  had  been  torched. 

The  result?  Every  public  square  in  the  dodgiest  districts  of  Sierra 
Leone  is  now  dominated  by  a motorcycle  gang  consisting  mainly  of 
young  men  already  surely  skilled  in  the  sexual  exploitation  of  girls. 
Perhaps  in  the  end,  the  transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in  Sierra 
Leone  most  women  and  girls  still  walk. 

> Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - possibly 
apocryphal  - of  an  old  woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook  fire  when 
RUF  rebels  entered  her  village.  She  was  frying  some  tasty  frogs. 

Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to  see  what  she  was 
cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the 
government."  The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must  go  to 
the  capital.  The  government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun 
District  tell  that  story  over  and  over,  and  they  laugh  every  time. 

They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman  who  told  those  rebel 
men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them,  though 
they  must  know  that  the  rebels  probably  shot  the  woman  and  ate  her 
frogs.

Of  course  'some'  are,  just  as  'some'  of  the  UN  Peacekeepers  mentioned 
are,  and  'some'  Americans  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  and  other  places 
are,  and  'some'  people  in  Sudan  are,  and  'some'  people  in  any  place 
and  at  any  time  are.  But  when  other  people  do  such  things  whether  as 
Conquistadors,  or  as  American  calverymen,  or  as  Nazis,  they're  seldom 
if  ever  labled  as  being  savages.  Savagery  exists  throughout  humanity 
but  the  Euromedia  and  society  draws  special  attention  to  the 
attrocities  of  'some'  while  focusing  little  on  the  attrocities  of 
those  closer  to  their  self-identification  . Such  are  always  the 
excusable  "few  bad  apples"  to  be  convniently  forgotten  as  the 
exceptions  to  the  rule. 

Regardless,  the  situation  is  dire.  There's  corruption  in  all 
countries  and  at  all  levels  of  a society  but  it  seems  that  corruption 
in  impoverished  countries  and  at  the  impoverished  levels  of  wealthy 
societies  takes  on  a more  savage  nature  due  to  the  savage  effects  of 
bad  living  conditions.  Of  course,  such  conditions  are  maintained  by 
the  wealthy  who  subsist  upon  low  paid  workers  and  cheap  reasources  to 
build  their  wealth  and  monopolize  the  land.  Better  living  conditions 
for  a society  leads  to  a more  manageable  way  of  dealing  with  their 
savagery  while  poor  living  conditions  deprives  people  of  the  social 
resources  needed  to  effectively  deal  with  savegery  that  may  or  may 
not  arise  from  within.

> Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a war  zone  that's  not 
Iraq.  And  not  Afghanistan  either. 

> I'm  checking  in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working  with 
women  in  three  neighboring  countries,  all  recently  torn  apart  by 
civil  wars:  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CO  d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq 
debacle  has  monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these  "lesser"  wars  - 
now  officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are 
struggling  to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at  all, 

not  by  a long  shot.  This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly  told. 

Let  me  explain. 

> Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in 
three  successive  waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to 
2003.  Sierra  Leone's  war  started  in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone,  trained  in  Liberia, 
invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and  lasted  until 
January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CD  □ d'Ivoire,  a civil  war  started 

in  2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President 
Laurent  Gbagbo,  but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had 
decided  to  act  to  prevent  any  further  destabilization  of  the  region. 
French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers  stepped  in  and  a treaty 
was  signed  in  2003. 

> So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no  longer  "war  zones." 

Accords  have  been  signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are  on  duty  or  close  at 
hand.  The  UN  and  international  aid  agencies  are  assisting  "recovery." 
Some  arms  have  been  surrendered;  some  refugees  have  returned  from 
exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud  bricks  and  building  huts  to  replace 
the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and  tile  that  once  graced 
towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region.  Officially,  Liberia,  Sierra 
Leone,  and  C QO d'Ivoire  are  now  designated  "post-conflict  zones," 
but  they  are  so  fractured,  so  traumatized,  and  - especially  in  the 
cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone  - so  devastated  and  impoverished 
that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  securely  at  peace  either.  Sierra  Leone 
has  replaced  Afghanistan  as  the  poorest  country  on  the  planet  and, 
like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a nation  of  widows. 

> Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for  yourself  that, 
at  best,  real  peace  will  take  a long,  slow  time  to  come.  The 
destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun  District,  for  instance,  is  as 
shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated  Afghan  capital, 
Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid  organizations 


like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in  such  moments. 

It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a desperate  place 
embarked  on  a difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may  or  may  not  be 
recognizable  after  a decade  or  two,  or  even  a generation  or  two,  as 
peace. 

> That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother  to  mention  (possibly  don't 
even  grasp)  when  they  talk  blithely  about  war  and  peace  as  if  they 
were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the  same  coin,  attained  with  equal  ease 
with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can  start  a war  swiftly  with  a 
shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did  from  the  air  in  Iraq  or 
the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - but  peace  is  no  sudden 
acquisition. 

> Just  last  month,  the  Special  Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The 

Hague  resumed  proceedings  begun  last  June  against  Charles  Taylor,  the 
charming  American-educated  sociopath  and  former  president  of  Liberia. 
Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for  war  crimes  related  to  matters  including 
terrorizing  civilians,  murder,  rape,  sexual  slavery,  amputations,  and 
enslavement.  These  atrocities  were  committed  not  against  his  own 
country  but  against  his  neighbor.  It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF  rebels 
as  they  terrorized  the  populace  and  augmented  their  numbers  by 
abducting  civilians. 

> Both  Taylor  and  RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received 
tactical  training  in  Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to  disrupt 
the  West  African  region.  Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about 
ideology  or  even  politics.  They  were  about  greed,  about  the  power  to 
control  and  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - Liberia's 
primal  rain  forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood  diamonds." 
Political  scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually  advance 
other  theories  to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard  pressed 

to  find  any  redeeming  features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West  Africans 
will  tell  you  that  they  took  place  simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad 
men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday  Sankoh's  RUF  forces  invaded 
Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150  men,  but  what  they 
started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country. 

> Here's  what  I want  to  remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think 
about  these  men  who  start  wars,  remember  what  they've  done  not  to 
soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to  civilian  populations  - especially  to 
women.  Today,  it  is  civilians  who  are  by  far  the  most  numerous 
casualties  of  war.  Each  successive  conflict  of  recent  times  has 
recorded  a greater  proportion  of  civilians  displaced,  exiled, 
assaulted,  tortured,  wounded,  maimed,  killed,  or  disappeared.  In 
every  modern  war,  most  of  the  suffering  civilians  are  women  and 
children. 

> In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead  civilians  are  counted  (if  at  all) 
merely  as  "collateral  damage"  - like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent 
citizens  who  died  in  the  initial  American  bombing  of  Afghanistan  in 


2001.  In  the  West  African  wars,  civilians  became  the  designated 
targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to  conquer  Sierra  Leone,  but  having 
only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to  forcible  recruitment.  Like  Charles 
Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia,  Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages, 
murdering  most  of  the  residents  and  taking  away  only  those  who  might 
serve  them  as  soldiers,  porters,  cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many  of 
the  dead  and  most  of  the  abducted  were  women  and  children. 

> And  here's  a little-known  reality:  When  any  conflict  of  this 
sort  officially  ends,  violence  against  women  continues  and  often 
actually  grows  worse.  Not  surprisingly,  murderous  aggression  cannot 
be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men  stop  attacking  one  another,  women 
continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in  West  Africa,  as  in  so  many 
other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of  war,  it  has  become  a 
habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post-conflict"  era.  Where  normal 
structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice  have  been  disabled  by  war, 
male  soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey  upon  women  and  children 
with  impunity.  And  they  do. 

> So  I'm  writing  to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa, 
from  an  active  war  zone.  I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war 
against  women  and  children. 

> Counting  Casualties 

> Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty  International.  It  describes 
the  least  of  the  West  African  wars,  the  relatively  short  civil  war  in 
CD  □ d'Ivoire: 

> "The  scale  of  rape  and  sexual  violence  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire  in  the 
course  of  the  armed  conflict  has  been  largely  underestimated.  Many 
women  have  been  gang-raped  or  have  been  abducted  and  reduced  to 
sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape  has  often  been  accompanied  by  the 
beating  or  torture  (including  torture  of  a sexual  nature)  of  the 
victim?  All  armed  factions  have  perpetrated  and  continue  to 
perpetrate  sexual  violence  with  impunity." 

> Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse  may 
be  significantly  underreported,  " because  women  fear  "the  possibility 
of  reprisals  by  perpetrators?  ostracism  by  families  and  communities, 
and  cultural  taboos." 

> The  Amnesty  report  documents  case  after  case  of  girls  and 

women,  aged  "under  12"  to  63,  assaulted  by  armed  men.  The  more  recent 
and  thoroughgoing  report  by  Human  Rights  Watch  records  the  rape  of 
children  as  young  as  three  years-old.  During  the  civil  war,  women  and 
girls  were  seized  in  their  village  homes  or  at  military  roadblocks, 
or  were  discovered  hiding  in  the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in  public. 

Some  were  raped  in  front  of  their  husbands  and  children.  Some  were 
forced  to  witness  the  murder  of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they  were 
taken  away  to  soldiers'  camps  to  be  held  along  with  many  other  women. 
They  were  forced  to  cook  for  the  soldiers  during  the  day  and  every 
night  they  were  gang-raped,  in  some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They  were 


also  beaten  and  tortured.  They  saw  women  who  resisted  being  beaten  or 
killed  by  a simple  slicing  of  the  throat. 

> Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - with 
sticks,  knives,  gun  barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died.  Many 
others  were  left  with  injuries  and  pain  that  still  linger  long  after 
the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by  "excision"  or  FMG 
(female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart. 

> The  Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape 
frequently  causes  serious  physical  injuries  that  require  long-term 
and  complex  treatment  including  uterine  prolapses  (the  descent  of  the 
uterus  into  the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to  wonder  what 

lies  "beyond"  the  vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal  fistulas 
and  other  injuries  to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often 
accompanied  by  internal  and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It  notes 
that  such  women  usually  can't  "access  the  medical  care  they  need." 

Some  still  find  it  hard  to  sit  down,  or  stand  up,  or  walk.  Some  still 
spit  up  blood.  Some  have  lost  their  eyesight  or  their  memories.  Some 
miscarried.  Many  contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  HIV.  No 
one  knows  how  many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result. 

> And  many  are  still  missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders  when 
rogue  militias  from  a neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps 
slaughtered  along  the  way. 

> War  and  Its  Sequel 

> Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted  among  "the  spoils  of 
war,"  free  for  the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time,  women  in  large 
numbers  have  also  been  pawns  in  deliberate  military  and  political 
strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to  whom  they  "belong"  and  to 
exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of  Bosnia.)  The  Amnesty 
report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against  women  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire 

to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were  arrested,  raped,  and 
tortured  at  the  government's  Police  Training  School  in  Dioula  - 
because  their  presumed  ethnicity  and  political  affiliation  allied 
them  with  the  opposition.  According  to  Human  Rights  Watch,  this  was 
but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by  government-sponsore  d propaganda 
before  the  civil  war  even  began. 

> No  man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been 
brought  to  justice. 

> Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002,  1.4 
million  Liberians  had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a 
million  others  had  fled.  In  a country  of  three  million  people,  that's 
one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000  people  died.  That's 
nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets  were 
women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 
staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual 
violence;  three  out  of  four  had  been  raped. 

> Typically,  ending  the  war  did  not  end  the  violence  against 


women.  A study  in  preparation  by  the  International  Rescue  Committee  - 
the  organization  for  which  I currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and 
Columbia  University's  School  of  Public  Health  concludes,  "While  the 
war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the  war  on  women  continued." 

> Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in  two  Liberian  counties, 
including  the  capital  city,  Monrovia,  had  survived  at  least  one 
violent  physical  attack  during  an  18-  month  period  in  2006-2007, 
years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended.  Well  over  half  the 
women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault  in  the  same 
period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had  forced  them  to 
have  sex  against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among  Liberian  refugees 
in  Sierra  Leone  found  that  75%  of  the  women  had  been  sexually 
violated  before  they  fled  their  country;  after  they  fled,  55%  were 
sexually  assaulted  again. 

> For  women,  war  is  not  over  when  it's  over. 

> Women  Like  Me 

> Countless  women  will  never  recover  from  the  assaults  they 
suffered  during  the  war.  I met  many  such  women  in  Liberia. 

> On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where  fighting 
had  been  heavy,  one  showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of  parallel 
horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one  ear  and  moving  toward  the 
throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had  locked  this 
whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch,  laid 
open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't  all. 

Taylor's  men  had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that  they 
now  point  backwards  at  seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed  her 
back  so  forcefully  with  rifle  butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the  one 
with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed.  She  can  still  walk,  leaning 

on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her  without  a good  arm, 
and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the  ability  to 
balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by  rape.  The 
soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she  cannot  say. 

> In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people  refer  to 
only  as  "the  sick  lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one-room  mud-brick 
house.  As  I came  in,  she  managed  to  sit  up  with  great  difficulty, 
using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her  swollen,  useless  legs.  Her  sister 
says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting  against  Charles  Taylor 
and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say  how  long  they 
kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - evidently  a 
common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk.  They  smashed 
her  hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or  comb  her  hair. 

Her  mother  and  two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the  war,  feed  her  by 
hand,  their  lives  too  now  dominated  by  the  consequences  of  the 
violence  done  to  this  woman. 

> Recently  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC) 

and  the  UN  Fund  for  Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed  surviving 


women  in  Lofa  County,  the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations.  More 
than  98%  said  that,  during  his  war  (1999-2003),  they  lost  their 
homes;  more  than  90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than  72%,  at  least  one 
family  member.  Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one  violent 
physical  assault;  more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual 
assault.  No  one  inquired  about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for  the 
permanently  disabled. 

> In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population  was 

the  main  tactic  of  war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children  was, 
as  Human  Rights  Watch  has  reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties  to 
the  conflict  committed  countless  atrocities.  Official  reports 
document  appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their  own 
daughters;  brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers  gang- 
raping  old  women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women 
eviscerated  alive  and  the  living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to 
satisfy  soldiers  betting  on  its  sex.  A brother  is  hacked  to  death  and 
eviscerated;  his  heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  his  18- 
year-old  sister  who  is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is 
taken  to  a place  where  other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is  her 
sister.  She  sees  her  sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads  are 
placed  in  her  lap.  These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim  to 
destroy  not  just  individual  victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well;  yet 
the  individual  victims  are  important  in  their  own  right,  and  in  most 
cases  they  are  women  and  children. 

> Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has  been  turning 
children  - mostly  boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as  themselves. 

In  his  bestselling  autobiography  A Long  Way  Gone,  Ishmael  Beah 
vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier.  Separated  from  his 
family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of  Sierra 
Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers  were), 
and  forced  to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder  girls 
and  women  willingly  at  the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has 
collapsed. 

> Crimes  Against  Women 

> In  recent  years,  every  kind  of  horror  has  been  inflicted  on 

girls  and  women  in  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  because 
they  are  female.  If  females  were  a particular  ethnic  group  - 
Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if  they  espoused  a particular 
religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could  recognize  what  goes  on  as 
a kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass  femicide.  But  we  don't  speak  of 
crimes  against  women  in  that  way.  When  did  you  last  hear  someone 
speak  of  "crimes  against  women"  at  all? 

> Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made  love"  to  many 
women.  The  interviewer  asks  if  all  the  women  were  willing,  and  he 
laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him,  and  he  says  - still  grinning  - 


"If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me."  Despite  his  use 
of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When  the  interviewer 
labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists  that  rape  happens 
in  wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't  do  it  anymore.  The 
state  of  war  excuses  men's  crimes  against  women  because  rape  - so  the 
claim  goes  - is  something  that  just  naturally  occurs  in  war. 

> The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere  is  different 
from  other  wars  - whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics,  greed,  or 
personal  ambition  - in  that  every  faction,  every  side,  makes  war  on 
women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force  women  to  labor.  They  all 
murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense  Forces  (CDF)  in 
Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from  rape.  They  were 
traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to  defend  their  own 
areas  from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from  sexual 
intercourse,  believed  to  deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they  operated 
close  to  home,  where  they  were  known;  but,  as  the  war  went  on,  they, 
too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters.  Their  initial 

restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape  does 
not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is  instead 
an  elective,  wildly  popular  choice. 

> After  war,  in  the  "post-conflict"  era,  even  some  international 
peacekeepers  have  joined  the  war  against  women.  Human  Rights  Watch 
and  others  have  documented  cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers  in 
West  Africa,  but  none  have  been  prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are  simply 
repatriated  or  moved  to  a new  post.  Human  Rights  Watch  also  reports 
on  the  widespread  practice  among  peacekeepers  of  using  children  who 
have  turned  to  prostitution  to  survive.  (There  are  few  other  options 

for  girls  who  have  been  orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families,  and 
many  of  these  child  prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex  slaves 
during  wartime.)  But  apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many  girls 
themselves. 

> Here  in  Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone  war 
started  and  ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual 
exploitation  of  their  adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part  of 

the  country  - many  of  them  war  widows  - take  seriously  the  advice  to 
send  their  daughters  to  school,  which  costs  more  than  most  can  easily 
afford.  If  a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is  required  by  law  to 
drop  out.  (Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to 
recover  from  war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers, 
nurses,  or  social  workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child  is  a 
fellow  student,  he  can  continue  his  studies,  denying  all 
responsibility.  Often,  however,  it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to  blame. 

Many  still-virginal  girls  drop  out  of  school  early  to  escape 
predatory  teachers,  and  women  report  that  the  incidence  of  teen 
pregnancy  drops  when  peacekeeping  forces  leave  town. 

> Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue,  largely 


unabated.  It's  hard  to  tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this  is, 
because  raped  women  and  girls  are  normally  too  shamed  by  the  crime  to 
report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat  easier  because  they  had  so 
clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war  "over,"  rape  once 
again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents  in  this 
region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to 
authorities.  Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force  the 
local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case  of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim.  The 
magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted  perpetrator,  had 
prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again. 

> Domestic  violence  - wife-beating,  marital  rape,  emotional 
abuse,  torture,  economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common. 
Impoverished  women  with  many  children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but  to 
endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as  in  wartime,  habitual 
violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man  in 
Moyamba  District  killed  his  wife  and  cut  off  her  head. 

> Bad  Men  Make  Good 

> For  bad,  bad  men,  terrorizing  civilians  holds  advantages  - 
beyond  the  immediate  gratification  of  the  rush  of  power.  Such  acts 
can  land  them  important  posts  in  government.  When  atrocities  become 
sufficiently  conspicuous  and  horrific  - such  as  the  notorious 
amputations  of  arms  and  legs  in  Sierra  Leone  - the  international 
community  steps  in  to  initiate  a peace  process.  Usually  they  bring  to 
the  negotiating  table  all  the  bad,  bad  men  who  have  been  causing  so 
much  trouble  and  buy  them  off  with  positions  of  power  in  a 

new  "interim"  or  "transitional"  government.  Witness,  in  another  part 
of  the  world  where  women  are  notoriously  badly  treated,  all  those 
well-known  warlords  the  Afghan  people  wanted  tried  for  war  crimes  who 
somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - after 
elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament. 

> Foday  Sankoh  had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when  he 
was  summoned  to  just  such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he  emerged 
as  the  head  of  the  government  commission  in  charge  of  managing  Sierra 
Leone's  natural  resources,  including  the  diamonds  that  financed  his 
war.  Charles  Taylor,  while  committing  mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee 
camps  for  displaced  persons,  was  elected  president  of  Liberia.  Voters 
seemed  to  figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way  to 

stop  the  man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this  is  a 
path  to  certain  disaster. 

> Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  learn  from  the  rapid  advancement  of 
their  brothers  elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
Congo  (DRC),  widely  recognized  as  a prime  candidate  for  trial  before 
a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said  to  be  jockeying  for  a high 
position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in  exchange  for  laying  down  his 
arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya  into  "tribal  warfare"  owes 
much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo,  having  lost  a clearly  suspect 


presidential  election,  exploits  genocidal  violence  with  good  reason 
to  hope  that  international  intervention  will  usher  him  into  office  by 
the  back  door. 

> Although  UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for  women  to 
be  included  in  all  peace  processes,  they  are  rarely  invited  to  the 
table.  With  men  in  charge  of  governments  almost  everywhere,  the 
fearful  fascination  with  bad,  bad  men  continues  and  the  perverse 
preference  for  predators  trickles  down.  In  Sierra  Leone,  ex- 
combatants were  rewarded  with  motorcycles.  The  theory  was  that 
violent  young  men  would  be  less  dangerous  if  they  could  serve  a 
useful  purpose  and  make  some  money  carrying  passengers  on  brand  new 
highly-chromed  bikes  in  a country  where  most  cars  had  been  torched. 

The  result?  Every  public  square  in  the  dodgiest  districts  of  Sierra 
Leone  is  now  dominated  by  a motorcycle  gang  consisting  mainly  of 
young  men  already  surely  skilled  in  the  sexual  exploitation  of  girls. 
Perhaps  in  the  end,  the  transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in  Sierra 
Leone  most  women  and  girls  still  walk. 

> Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - possibly 
apocryphal  - of  an  old  woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook  fire  when 
RUL  rebels  entered  her  village.  She  was  frying  some  tasty  frogs. 

Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to  see  what  she  was 
cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Lront.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the 
government."  The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must  go  to 
the  capital.  The  government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun 
District  tell  that  story  over  and  over,  and  they  laugh  every  time. 

They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman  who  told  those  rebel 
men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them,  though 
they  must  know  that  the  rebels  probably  shot  the  woman  and  ate  her 
frogs.

> The  War  Against  Women:  A Dispatch  From  the  West  African  Front 
http://www.tomdispatch.com/post/174895  By  Ann  Jones  TomDispatch.com 
Sunday  17  February  2008  > Kailahun,  Sierra  Leone  - Greetings  from  a 
war  zone  that's  not  Iraq.  And  not  Afghanistan  either.  > I'm  checking 

in  from  West  Africa,  where  I've  been  working  with  women  in  three 
neighboring  countries,  all  recently  torn  apart  by  civil  wars: 

Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CO  □ d'Ivoire.  The  Iraq  debacle  has 
monopolized  attention  and  obscured  these  "lesser"  wars  - now 
officially  "over"  - but  millions  of  West  African  women  are  struggling 
to  recover.  For  them,  the  war  isn't  really  over  at  all,  not  by  a long 
shot.  This  is  the  war  story  that's  never  truly  told.  Let  me  explain. 

> Surely  you  remember  these  conflicts.  Liberia's  war  came  in  three 
successive  waves  lasting  14  years  altogether,  from  1989  to  2003. 

Sierra  Leone's  war  started  in  1991  when  guerillas  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF)  of  Sierra  Leone,  trained  in  Liberia, 
invaded  their  own  country.  The  war  drew  many  players  and  lasted  until 
January  2002,  a decade  in  all.  In  CD  □ d'Ivoire,  a civil  war  started 

in  2002  when  northern  rebels  attempted  a coup  to  oust  President 
Laurent  Gbagbo,  but  by  that  time  the  international  community  had 
decided  to  act  to  prevent  any  further  destabilization  of  the  region. 

French,  African,  and  later  UN  peacekeepers  stepped  in  and  a treaty 
was  signed  in  2003.  > So,  officially,  these  countries  are  no 
longer  "war  zones."  Accords  have  been  signed.  Peacekeeping  forces  are 
on  duty  or  close  at  hand.  The  UN  and  international  aid  agencies  are 
assisting  "recovery."  Some  arms  have  been  surrendered;  some  refugees 
have  returned  from  exile.  Some  men  are  making  mud  bricks  and  building 
huts  to  replace  the  spacious  houses  of  embossed  concrete  and  tile 
that  once  graced  towns  and  villages  throughout  the  region. 

Officially,  Liberia,  Sierra  Leone,  and  CD  □ d'Ivoire  are  now 
designated  "post-conflict  zones,"  but  they  are  so  fractured,  so 
traumatized,  and  - especially  in  the  cases  of  Liberia  and  Sierra 
Leone  - so  devastated  and  impoverished  that  they  cannot  be  said  to  be 
securely  at  peace  either.  Sierra  Leone  has  replaced  Afghanistan  as 
the  poorest  country  on  the  planet  and,  like  Afghanistan,  it  is  a 
nation  of  widows.  > Visit  one  of  these  countries  and  you'll  see  for 
yourself  that,  at  best,  real  peace  will  take  a long,  slow  time  to 
come.  The  destruction  in  Sierra  Leone's  Kailahun  District,  for 
instance,  is  as  shocking  as  anything  I ever  saw  in  the  devastated 
Afghan  capital,  Kabul.  UN  officials  and  an  array  of  international  aid 
organizations  like  to  use  the  term  "post-conflict"  for  such  places  in 
such  moments.  It  sounds  vaguely  hopeful,  even  if  it  designates  a 


desperate  place  embarked  on  a difficult  period  of  "recovery"  that  may 
or  may  not  be  recognizable  after  a decade  or  two,  or  even  a 
generation  or  two,  as  peace.  > That's  what  our  leaders  don't  bother 
to  mention  (possibly  don't  even  grasp)  when  they  talk  blithely  about 
war  and  peace  as  if  they  were  simply  opposite  sides  of  the  same  coin, 
attained  with  equal  ease  with  a heads-or-tails  flip.  Any  fool  can 
start  a war  swiftly  with  a shock  and  awe  assault  - as  George  Bush  did 
from  the  air  in  Iraq  or  the  RUF  did  on  the  ground  in  Sierra  Leone  - 
but  peace  is  no  sudden  acquisition.  > Just  last  month,  the  Special 
Court  for  Sierra  Leone  in  The  Hague  resumed  proceedings  begun  last 
June  against  Charles  Taylor,  the  charming  American-educated  sociopath 
and  former  president  of  Liberia.  Taylor  faces  1 1 charges  for  war 
crimes  related  to  matters  including  terrorizing  civilians,  murder, 
rape,  sexual  slavery,  amputations,  and  enslavement.  These  atrocities 
were  committed  not  against  his  own  country  but  against  his  neighbor. 

It  was  Taylor  who  backed  RUF  rebels  as  they  terrorized  the  populace 
and  augmented  their  numbers  by  abducting  civilians.  > Both  Taylor  and 
RUF  leader  Foday  Sankoh  reportedly  received  tactical  training  in 
Libya  from  Muammar  Gaddafi,  who  aimed  to  disrupt  the  West  African 
region.  Yet  these  wars  were  largely  not  about  ideology  or  even 
politics.  They  were  about  greed,  about  the  power  to  control  and 
exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  region  - Liberia's  primal  rain 
forests  and  especially  Sierra  Leone's  "blood  diamonds."  Political 
scientists  and  military  historians  may  eventually  advance  other 
theories  to  explain  these  wars  - though  they'll  be  hard  pressed  to 
find  any  redeeming  features,  any  "just  cause"  - but  West  Africans 
will  tell  you  that  they  took  place  simply  because  a few  "bad,  bad 
men"  craved  power  and  wealth.  When  Foday  Sankoh's  RUF  forces  invaded 
Sierra  Leone,  they  numbered  no  more  than  150  men,  but  what  they 
started  laid  waste  to  a promising  country.  > Here's  what  I want  to 
remind  you  of,  though:  When  you  think  about  these  men  who  start  wars, 
remember  what  they've  done  not  to  soldiers  on  either  side,  but  to 
civilian  populations  - especially  to  women.  Today,  it  is  civilians 
who  are  by  far  the  most  numerous  casualties  of  war.  Each  successive 
conflict  of  recent  times  has  recorded  a greater  proportion  of 
civilians  displaced,  exiled,  assaulted,  tortured,  wounded,  maimed, 
killed,  or  disappeared.  In  every  modem  war,  most  of  the  suffering 
civilians  are  women  and  children.  > In  many  wars,  maimed  and  dead 
civilians  are  counted  (if  at  all)  merely  as  "collateral  damage"  - 
like  the  estimated  3,000  innocent  citizens  who  died  in  the  initial 
American  bombing  of  Afghanistan  in  2001.  In  the  West  African  wars, 
civilians  became  the  designated  targets.  Foday  Sankoh  intended  to 
conquer  Sierra  Leone,  but  having  only  150  fighters,  he  resorted  to 
forcible  recruitment.  Like  Charles  Taylor's  forces  in  Liberia, 

Sankoh's  destroyed  whole  villages,  murdering  most  of  the  residents 
and  taking  away  only  those  who  might  serve  them  as  soldiers,  porters, 


cooks,  or  "wives."  Again,  many  of  the  dead  and  most  of  the  abducted 
were  women  and  children.  > And  here's  a little-known  reality:  When 
any  conflict  of  this  sort  officially  ends,  violence  against  women 
continues  and  often  actually  grows  worse.  Not  surprisingly,  murderous 
aggression  cannot  be  turned  off  overnight.  When  men  stop  attacking 
one  another,  women  continue  to  be  convenient  targets.  Here  in  West 
Africa,  as  in  so  many  other  places  where  rape  was  used  as  a weapon  of 
war,  it  has  become  a habit  carried  seamlessly  into  the  "post- 
conflict" era.  Where  normal  structures  of  law  enforcement  and  justice 
have  been  disabled  by  war,  male  soldiers  and  civilians  alike  can  prey 
upon  women  and  children  with  impunity.  And  they  do.  > So  I'm  writing 
to  you,  here  in  "post-conflict"  West  Africa,  from  an  active  war  zone. 

I'm  writing  from  the  heart  of  the  war  against  women  and  children.  > 
Counting  Casualties  > Listen  to  this  report  from  Amnesty 
International.  It  describes  the  least  of  the  West  African  wars,  the 
relatively  short  civil  war  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire:  > "The  scale  of  rape  and 
sexual  violence  in  CD  □ d'Ivoire  in  the  course  of  the  armed  conflict 
has  been  largely  underestimated.  Many  women  have  been  gang-raped  or 
have  been  abducted  and  reduced  to  sexual  slavery  by  fighters.  Rape 
has  often  been  accompanied  by  the  beating  or  torture  (including 
torture  of  a sexual  nature)  of  the  victim?  All  armed  factions  have 
perpetrated  and  continue  to  perpetrate  sexual  violence  with 
impunity. ">  Human  Rights  Watch  points  out  that  "cases  of  sexual  abuse 
may  be  significantly  underreported,"  because  women  fear  "the 
possibility  of  reprisals  by  perpetrators?  ostracism  by  families  and 
communities,  and  cultural  taboos."  > The  Amnesty  report  documents 
case  after  case  of  girls  and  women,  aged  "under  12"  to  63,  assaulted 
by  armed  men.  The  more  recent  and  thoroughgoing  report  by  Human 
Rights  Watch  records  the  rape  of  children  as  young  as  three  years- 
old.  During  the  civil  war,  women  and  girls  were  seized  in  their 
village  homes  or  at  military  roadblocks,  or  were  discovered  hiding  in 
the  bush.  Some  were  raped  in  public.  Some  were  raped  in  front  of 
their  husbands  and  children.  Some  were  forced  to  witness  the  murder 
of  husbands  or  parents.  Then  they  were  taken  away  to  soldiers'  camps 
to  be  held  along  with  many  other  women.  They  were  forced  to  cook  for 
the  soldiers  during  the  day  and  every  night  they  were  gang-raped,  in 
some  cases  by  30  to  40  men.  They  were  also  beaten  and  tortured.  They 
saw  women  who  resisted  being  beaten  or  killed  by  a simple  slicing  of 
the  throat.  > Many  women  were  raped  so  incessantly  and  so  brutally  - 
with  sticks,  knives,  gun  barrels,  burning  coals  - that  they  died. 

Many  others  were  left  with  injuries  and  pain  that  still  linger  long 
after  the  war.  Many  who  had  been  scarred  as  girls  by  "excision"  or 
FMG  (female  genital  mutilation)  were  literally  ripped  apart.  > The 
Amnesty  report  coolly  says:  "The  brutality  of  rape  frequently  causes 
serious  physical  injuries  that  require  long-term  and  complex 
treatment  including  uterine  prolapses  (the  descent  of  the  uterus  into 


the  vagina  or  beyond)"  - one  has  to  wonder  what  lies  "beyond"  the 
vagina  - "vesico-vaginal  or  recto-vaginal  fistulas  and  other  injuries 
to  the  reproductive  system  or  rectum,  often  accompanied  by  internal 
and  external  bleeding  or  discharge."  It  notes  that  such  women  usually 
can't  "access  the  medical  care  they  need."  Some  still  find  it  hard  to 
sit  down,  or  stand  up,  or  walk.  Some  still  spit  up  blood.  Some  have 
lost  their  eyesight  or  their  memories.  Some  miscarried.  Many 
contracted  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  HIV.  No  one  knows  how 
many  of  them  died,  or  are  dying,  as  a result.  > And  many  are  still 
missing,  perhaps  dragged  across  borders  when  rogue  militias  from  a 
neighboring  country  went  home.  Perhaps  slaughtered  along  the  way.  > 

War  and  Its  Sequel  > Historically,  women  have  long  been  counted 
among  "the  spoils  of  war,"  free  for  the  taking;  but,  in  our  own  time, 
women  in  large  numbers  have  also  been  pawns  in  deliberate  military 
and  political  strategies  intended  to  humiliate  the  men  to  whom 
they  "belong"  and  to  exterminate  their  ethnic  groups.  (Think  of 
Bosnia.)  The  Amnesty  report  traces  the  wholesale  violence  against 
women  in  C ft  d'Ivoire  to  December  2000  when  a number  of  women  were 
arrested,  raped,  and  tortured  at  the  government's  Police  Training 
School  in  Dioula  - because  their  presumed  ethnicity  and  political 
affiliation  allied  them  with  the  opposition.  According  to  Human 
Rights  Watch,  this  was  but  one  of  many  such  cases  incited  by 
government-sponsored  propaganda  before  the  civil  war  even  began.  > No 
man  responsible  for  any  of  these  crimes  has  ever  been  brought  to 
justice.  > Next  door  in  Liberia,  by  the  time  fighting  ended  in  2002, 

1.4  million  Liberians  had  been  displaced  within  the  country.  Almost  a 
million  others  had  fled.  In  a country  of  three  million  people,  that's 
one  in  three  citizens  gone.  At  least  270,000  people  died.  That's 
nearly  10%  of  the  population.  And  here  again  the  easy  targets  were 
women.  A World  Health  Organization  study  in  2005  estimated  that  a 
staggering  90%  of  Liberian  women  had  suffered  physical  or  sexual 
violence;  three  out  of  four  had  been  raped.  > Typically,  ending  the 
war  did  not  end  the  violence  against  women.  A study  in  preparation  by 
the  International  Rescue  Committee  - the  organization  for  which  I 
currently  work  as  a volunteer  - and  Columbia  University's  School  of 
Public  Health  concludes,  "While  the  war  officially  ended  in  2003,  the 
war  on  women  continued."  > Well  over  half  the  women  interviewed  in 
two  Liberian  counties,  including  the  capital  city,  Monrovia,  had 
survived  at  least  one  violent  physical  attack  during  an  18-  month 
period  in  2006-2007,  years  after  the  conflict  had  officially  ended. 

Well  over  half  the  women  reported  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault 
in  the  same  period.  Seventy-two  percent  said  their  husbands  had 
forced  them  to  have  sex  against  their  will.  A 2003  IRC  study  among 
Liberian  refugees  in  Sierra  Leone  found  that  75%  of  the  women  had 
been  sexually  violated  before  they  fled  their  country;  after  they 
fled,  55%  were  sexually  assaulted  again.  > For  women,  war  is  not  over 


when  it's  over.  > Women  Like  Me  > Countless  women  will  never  recover 
from  the  assaults  they  suffered  during  the  war.  I met  many  such  women 
in  Liberia.  > On  a visit  I made  to  Kolahun,  in  Lofa  County,  where 
fighting  had  been  heavy,  one  showed  me  her  scars:  a series  of 
parallel  horizontal  ridges  starting  just  below  one  ear  and  moving 
toward  the  throat.  Some  guerilla  in  Charles  Taylor's  army  had  locked 
this  whisper  of  a woman  against  his  chest  and  slowly,  inch  by  inch, 
laid  open  the  flesh  of  her  neck  in  ribbons  of  blood.  But  that  wasn't 
all.  Taylor's  men  had  broken  all  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  so  that 
they  now  point  backwards  at  seemingly  impossible  angles.  They  slammed 
her  back  so  forcefully  with  rifle  butts  that  one  leg  and  one  arm  (the 
one  with  the  useless  hand)  are  now  paralyzed.  She  can  still  walk, 
leaning  on  a homemade  wooden  crutch;  but  that  leaves  her  without  a 
good  arm,  and  she  can't  carry  anything  on  her  head,  having  lost  the 
ability  to  balance.  She  has  five  children,  some  of  them  fathered  by 
rape.  The  soldiers  held  her  a long  time.  How  many  raped  her  she 
cannot  say.  > In  the  tiny  village  of  Dougoumai  I met  a woman  people 
refer  to  only  as  "the  sick  lady."  She  lay  on  a bed  in  a one-room  mud- 
brick  house.  As  I came  in,  she  managed  to  sit  up  with  great 
difficulty,  using  her  twisted  hands  to  move  her  swollen,  useless 
legs.  Her  sister  says  she  was  captured  by  a militia  fighting  against 
Charles  Taylor  and  gang-raped  repeatedly  by  ten  men.  Nobody  can  say 
how  long  they  kept  her.  They  rammed  their  gun  butts  into  her  back  - 
evidently  a common  technique  - paralyzing  her  legs.  She  cannot  walk. 
They  smashed  her  hands.  She  cannot  hold  anything  or  feed  herself  or 
comb  her  hair.  Her  mother  and  two  sisters,  who  luckily  survived  the 
war,  feed  her  by  hand,  their  lives  too  now  dominated  by  the 
consequences  of  the  violence  done  to  this  woman.  > Recently  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC)  and  the  UN  Fund  for 
Population  Activities  (UNFPA)  surveyed  surviving  women  in  Lofa 
County,  the  center  of  Charles  Taylor's  operations.  More  than  98%  said 
that,  during  his  war  (1999-2003),  they  lost  their  homes;  more  than 
90%,  their  livelihoods;  more  than  72%,  at  least  one  family  member. 
Nearly  90%  of  them  survived  at  least  one  violent  physical  assault; 
more  than  half,  at  least  one  violent  sexual  assault.  No  one  inquired 
about  the  number  of  women  now  caring  for  the  permanently  disabled.  > 

In  Sierra  Leone,  where  terrorizing  the  civilian  population  was  the 
main  tactic  of  war,  the  violence  against  women  and  children  was,  as 
Human  Rights  Watch  has  reported,  even  more  brutal.  All  parties  to  the 
conflict  committed  countless  atrocities.  Official  reports  document 
appalling  crimes:  fathers  forced  to  rape  their  own  daughters; 
brothers  forced  to  rape  their  sisters;  boy  soldiers  gang-raping  old 
women,  then  chopping  off  their  arms;  pregnant  women  eviscerated  alive 
and  the  living  fetus  snatched  from  the  womb  to  satisfy  soldiers 
betting  on  its  sex.  A brother  is  hacked  to  death  and  eviscerated;  his 
heart  and  liver  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  his  18 -year-old  sister  who 


is  commanded  to  eat  them.  She  refuses.  She  is  taken  to  a place  where 
other  women  are  being  held.  Among  them  is  her  sister.  She  sees  her 
sister  and  other  women  murdered.  Their  heads  are  placed  in  her  lap. 
These  crimes,  which  violate  primal  taboos,  aim  to  destroy  not  just 
individual  victims  but  a whole  culture  as  well;  yet  the  individual 
victims  are  important  in  their  own  right,  and  in  most  cases  they  are 
women  and  children.  > Perhaps  the  worst  crime  of  the  bad,  bad  men  has 
been  turning  children  - mostly  boys  - into  armed  guerillas  as  bad  as 
themselves.  In  his  bestselling  autobiography  A Long  Way  Gone,  Ishmael 
Beah  vividly  describes  his  life  as  a boy  soldier.  Separated  from  his 
family  by  the  war,  he  was  captured  by  soldiers  in  the  army  of  Sierra 
Leone,  trained  to  fight,  kept  high  on  drugs  (as  all  soldiers  were), 
and  forced  to  kill.  When  boy  soldiers  begin  to  rape  and  murder  girls 
and  women  willingly  at  the  instigation  of  men,  civilization  has 
collapsed.  > Crimes  Against  Women  > In  recent  years,  every  kind  of 
horror  has  been  inflicted  on  girls  and  women  in  Liberia,  Sierra 
Leone,  and  Ct§P  d'Ivoire  because  they  are  female.  If  females  were  a 
particular  ethnic  group  - Albanians,  let's  say,  or  Tutsis  - or  if 
they  espoused  a particular  religion,  as  did  Bosnian  Muslims,  we  could 
recognize  what  goes  on  as  a kind  of  "gender  cleansing"  or  mass 
femicide.  But  we  don't  speak  of  crimes  against  women  in  that  way. 

When  did  you  last  hear  someone  speak  of  "crimes  against  women"  at 
all?  > Interviewed  for  a TV  documentary  on  mass  rape  in  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  Congo,  a smiling  guerrilla  says  he's  "made 
love"  to  many  women.  The  interviewer  asks  if  all  the  women  were 
willing,  and  he  laughs.  He  admits  that  many  fight  him,  and  he  says  - 
still  grinning  -"If  they  are  strong,  I call  my  friends  to  help  me." 

Despite  his  use  of  euphemisms,  he  knows  just  what  he's  doing.  When 
the  interviewer  labels  his  love-making  "rape,"  he  typically  insists 
that  rape  happens  in  wartime  and  that  when  the  war  is  over,  he  won't 
do  it  anymore.  The  state  of  war  excuses  men's  crimes  against  women 
because  rape  - so  the  claim  goes  - is  something  that  just  naturally 
occurs  in  war.  > The  war  against  women  in  West  Africa  and  elsewhere 
is  different  from  other  wars  - whether  driven  by  ideology,  politics, 
greed,  or  personal  ambition  - in  that  every  faction,  every  side, 
makes  war  on  women.  They  all  abduct  and  rape  and  force  women  to 
labor.  They  all  murder  women.  In  West  Africa,  only  the  Civil  Defense 
Forces  (CDF)  in  Sierra  Leone  refrained  for  a considerable  time  from 
rape.  They  were  traditional  hunters,  recruited  by  the  government  to 
defend  their  own  areas  from  the  rebels.  Their  customs  kept  them  from 
sexual  intercourse,  believed  to  deplete  a warrior's  power,  and  they 
operated  close  to  home,  where  they  were  known;  but,  as  the  war  went 
on,  they,  too,  began  to  act  like  all  the  other  fighters.  Their 
initial  restraint  was  important,  however,  offering  evidence  that  rape 
does  not  have  to  be  something  that  "just  happens"  in  war,  but  is 
instead  an  elective,  wildly  popular  choice.  > After  war,  in  the  "post- 


conflict"  era,  even  some  international  peacekeepers  have  joined  the 
war  against  women.  Human  Rights  Watch  and  others  have  documented 
cases  of  rape  by  peacekeeping  soldiers  in  West  Africa,  but  none  have 
been  prosecuted.  Perpetrators  are  simply  repatriated  or  moved  to  a 
new  post.  Human  Rights  Watch  also  reports  on  the  widespread  practice 
among  peacekeepers  of  using  children  who  have  turned  to  prostitution 
to  survive.  (There  are  few  other  options  for  girls  who  have  been 
orphaned  or  rejected  by  their  families,  and  many  of  these  child 
prostitutes  had  already  been  used  as  sex  slaves  during  wartime.)  But 
apparently  the  peacekeepers  recruit  many  girls  themselves.  > Here  in 
Kailahun  District,  the  place  where  the  Sierra  Leone  war  started  and 
ended,  women  are  upset  and  angry  about  the  sexual  exploitation  of 
their  adolescent  daughters.  Parents  in  this  part  of  the  country  - 
many  of  them  war  widows  - take  seriously  the  advice  to  send  their 
daughters  to  school,  which  costs  more  than  most  can  easily  afford.  If 
a girl  student  becomes  pregnant,  she  is  required  by  law  to  drop  out. 
(Consider  the  impact  on  a small  village  struggling  to  recover  from 
war  of  the  loss  of  even  a few  prospective  teachers,  nurses,  or  social 
workers.)  If  the  father  of  the  expected  child  is  a fellow  student,  he 
can  continue  his  studies,  denying  all  responsibility.  Often,  however, 
it's  not  the  boys  who  are  to  blame.  Many  still-virginal  girls  drop 
out  of  school  early  to  escape  predatory  teachers,  and  women  report 
that  the  incidence  of  teen  pregnancy  drops  when  peacekeeping  forces 
leave  town.  > Even  then,  however,  rape  and  child  rape  continue, 
largely  unabated.  It's  hard  to  tell  with  certainty  just  how  high  this 
is,  because  raped  women  and  girls  are  normally  too  shamed  by  the 
crime  to  report  it.  In  war  time,  it  was  somewhat  easier  because  they 
had  so  clearly  been  forced  by  armed  men;  with  the  war  "over,"  rape 
once  again  becomes  a woman's  own  fault.  Nonetheless,  angry  parents  in 
this  region  of  Sierra  Leone,  increasingly  report  child  rape  to 
authorities.  Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  mobilized  to  force  the 
local  magistrate  to  hear  the  case  of  a 7-year-old  rape  victim.  The 
magistrate,  apparently  related  to  the  admitted  perpetrator,  had 
prevented  prosecution  by  postponing  his  trial,  again  and  again.  > 
Domestic  violence  - wife -beating,  marital  rape,  emotional  abuse, 
torture,  economic  deprivation,  and  the  like  - is  common.  Impoverished 
women  with  many  children  to  feed  have  no  choice  but  to 
endure  "normal"  levels  of  violence.  But  as  in  wartime,  habitual 
violence  invites  the  thrill  of  excess.  Just  the  other  day,  a man  in 
Moyamba  District  killed  his  wife  and  cut  off  her  head.  > Bad  Men  Make 
Good  > For  bad,  bad  men,  terrorizing  civilians  holds  advantages  - 
beyond  the  immediate  gratification  of  the  rush  of  power.  Such  acts 
can  land  them  important  posts  in  government.  When  atrocities  become 
sufficiently  conspicuous  and  horrific  - such  as  the  notorious 
amputations  of  arms  and  legs  in  Sierra  Leone  - the  international 
community  steps  in  to  initiate  a peace  process.  Usually  they  bring  to 


the  negotiating  table  all  the  bad,  bad  men  who  have  been  causing  so 
much  trouble  and  buy  them  off  with  positions  of  power  in  a 
new  "interim"  or  "transitional"  government.  Witness,  in  another  part 
of  the  world  where  women  are  notoriously  badly  treated,  all  those 
well-known  warlords  the  Afghan  people  wanted  tried  for  war  crimes  who 
somehow  wound  up  in  President  Hamid  Karzai's  cabinet,  or  - after 
elections  advertised  as  democratic  - in  parliament.  > Foday  Sankoh 
had  been  condemned  to  death  for  treason  when  he  was  summoned  to  just 
such  peace  negotiations.  From  them,  he  emerged  as  the  head  of  the 
government  commission  in  charge  of  managing  Sierra  Leone's  natural 
resources,  including  the  diamonds  that  financed  his  war.  Charles 
Taylor,  while  committing  mayhem  and  rape  in  refugee  camps  for 
displaced  persons,  was  elected  president  of  Liberia.  Voters  seemed  to 
figure,  as  battered  women  often  do,  that  the  best  way  to  stop  the 
man's  violence  was  to  let  him  have  his  way,  though  this  is  a path  to 
certain  disaster.  > Bad,  bad  men  are  quick  to  leam  from  the  rapid 
advancement  of  their  brothers  elsewhere.  Laurent  Kunda  in  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC),  widely  recognized  as  a prime 
candidate  for  trial  before  a war  crimes  tribunal,  is  now  said  to  be 
jockeying  for  a high  position  in  the  government  of  the  DRC  in 
exchange  for  laying  down  his  arms.  The  current  rapid  descent  of  Kenya 
into  "tribal  warfare"  owes  much  to  the  same  theory.  Raila  Odingo, 
having  lost  a clearly  suspect  presidential  election,  exploits 
genocidal  violence  with  good  reason  to  hope  that  international 
intervention  will  usher  him  into  office  by  the  back  door.  > Although 
UN  Security  Council  Resolution  1325  calls  for  women  to  be  included  in 
all  peace  processes,  they  are  rarely  invited  to  the  table.  With  men 
in  charge  of  governments  almost  everywhere,  the  fearful  fascination 
with  bad,  bad  men  continues  and  the  perverse  preference  for  predators 
trickles  down.  In  Sierra  Leone,  ex-combatants  were  rewarded  with 
motorcycles.  The  theory  was  that  violent  young  men  would  be  less 
dangerous  if  they  could  serve  a useful  purpose  and  make  some  money 
carrying  passengers  on  brand  new  highly-chromed  bikes  in  a country 
where  most  cars  had  been  torched.  The  result?  Every  public  square  in 
the  dodgiest  districts  of  Sierra  Leone  is  now  dominated  by  a 
motorcycle  gang  consisting  mainly  of  young  men  already  surely  skilled 
in  the  sexual  exploitation  of  girls.  Perhaps  in  the  end,  the 
transport  scheme  will  work  out;  but  in  Sierra  Leone  most  women  and 
girls  still  walk.  > Here  in  Kailahun  District,  women  tell  the  story  - 
possibly  apocryphal  - of  an  old  woman  who  was  huddled  over  her  cook 
fire  when  RUF  rebels  entered  her  village.  She  was  frying  some  tasty 
frogs.  Rebels  surrounded  her,  peering  into  the  pot  to  see  what  she 
was  cooking,  and  one  of  them  said:  "We  are  freedom  fighters  of  the 
Revolutionary  United  Front.  We  have  come  to  save  you  from  the 
government."  The  old  woman  - unafraid  - replied:  "Then  you  must  go  to 
the  capital.  The  government  is  not  in  my  pot."  Women  in  Kailahun 


District  tell  that  story  over  and  over,  and  they  laugh  every  time. 

They  are  so  proud  of  that  lone,  bold,  old  woman  who  told  those  rebel 
men  off.  That's  the  spirit  of  survival,  still  alive  in  them,  though 
they  must  know  that  the  rebels  probably  shot  the  woman  and  ate  her 
frogs.  > > > Writer/photographer  Ann  Jones  is  working  as  a volunteer 
with  the  International  Rescue  Committee  (IRC)  on  a special  project 
for  their  Gender-Based  Violence  (read:  Violence  Against  Women)  unit 
called  "A  Global  Crescendo:  Women's  Voices  from  Conflict  Zones."

Three  false  doors  that  served  as  portals  for  communicating  with  the  dead  are  among  ancient 
burial  remains  recently  unearthed  in  a vast  Egyptian  necropolis,  an  archaeological  team 
announced. 


The  discoveries  date  back  to  Egypt's  turbulent  First  Intermediate  Period,  which  ran  roughly 
between  2160  and  2055  B.C.

The  period  is  traditionally  thought  to  have  been  a chaotic  era  of  bloodshed  and  power  struggles, 
but  little  is  known  based  on  archaeological  evidence. 

In  addition  to  the  false  doors,  the  Spanish  team  found  two  funerary  offering  tables  and  a new 
tomb  in  the  former  ancient  capital  of  Herakleopolis?today  referred  to  by  its  Arabic  name  Ihnasya 
el-Medina?about  60  miles  (96  kilometers)  south  of  Cairo. 


Previous  excavations  had  uncovered  tombs  that  had  been  deliberately  burned  and  ransacked  in 
antiquity,  but  experts  are  unsure  if  the  damage  was  done  by  military  conquerors  or  pillaging 
thieves. 

The  latest  finds,  along  with  the  team's  new  studies  of  the  site's  charred  remains,  could  offer  a 
fresh  look  at  the  poorly  understood  First  Intermediate  Period. 

The  necropolis  "is  a very  big  site  in  a town  that  was  very  important  in  Egypt,  but  there  is  a lot 
that  is  still  unknown,"  said  excavation  leader  Carmen  Pftfz  DDof  the  National  Archaeological 
Museum  in  Madrid,  Spain. 

"In  this  place  any  discovery  is  very  important,  and  I think  [our  excavations]  will  help  write  a new 
page  for  the  history  of  Egypt." 

Doorway  for  the  Soul 

Ihnasya  el-Medina,  known  among  historians  by  the  Greek  name  Herakleopolis  Magna,  was  the 
seat  of  the  9th  and  10th  dynasty  kings. 

These  rulers  held  a loose  grip  over  a fragmented  country  after  the  decline  of  Egypt's  Old 
Kingdom. 

Local  rulers  from  Thebes  eventually  defeated  the  Herakleopolitans  and  established  the  Middle 
Kingdom,  but  details  of  the  battles  and  power  transfer  are  scarce.

From  looking  at  the  spiritual  text  of  the  Kmtw,  it  seems  as  if  they 
followed  the  method  used  by  Ifa  practitioners.

Remember  among  the  Akan  you  have  your  Kra  Din  (Soul  Name)  based 
upon 

what  day  you  were  born.  The  names  are  embedded  with  a personality 
trait  that  follows  you  throughout  your  life.  Among  the  Dagara, 
depending  on  what  year  you  were  born,  your  personality  would  fall 
under  the  following  categories:  Nature,  Mineral,  Water,  Fire,  Earth.  I 
am  a Mineral  spirit  because  I was  bom  in  a year  that  ended  with  9. 
Mineral  deals  with  memory/history. 

From  looking  at  the  spiritual  text  of  the  Kmtw,  it  seems  as  if  they 
followed  the  method  used  by  Ifa  practitioners.  In  Ifa,  you  are 
governed  by  your  Ori  (head)  and,  by  law  of  opposites,  its  complement. 
My  Ori  in  Ifa  is  "Eshu"  and  my  complement  is  "Oshun."  When  you  go 
into 

the  priesthood  of  Ifa,  you  get  initiated  and  become  a priest  of  your 
Ori  (head).  You  see  this  in  the  Nile  Valley  when  people  become 
"Priests  of  Het-Heru"  or  "Priests  of  Djehuty."  It  is  all  based  on 
systems  and  patterns  in  Nature.  The  fact  that  in  Ta-Meri  the  primary 
dieties  would  change  depending  on  the  Zodiacal  age  is  testament  that 
they  followed  this  line  of  thinking. 

I think  it  gets  a bad  rep  because  the  Western  method  is  so  different 
than  the  African  approach  to  this  field  of  study.

Thislegend  is  still  believedby  the  local  Indian  inhabitants  to  this  day. 

The  geoglyphs  covering  this  area  also  exhibit  extreme  age.  Inareas  where  ice  age 
sediment  surrounding  hills  and  mountains  has  been  eroded  by  rain  and  wind,  patterns 
carved  into  the  bedrockunderneath  the  sedimenthas  beenexposed,  suggesting  their 
creation  sometime  before  the  last  glacial  meltnear  the  end  of  the  Pleistocene  era,  c. 
13,000  years  ago. 

Early  researchers  speculated  that  Inca  and  pre-Inca  farming  techniques  produced  the 
anomalous  patterns  on  the  ground  around  Lake  Titicaca,  especially  in  the  horizontal 
terracing  found  surrounding  the  lake  itself.  However,  the  altitude  of  the  Bolivian  high 
plain  presents  several  problems  with  a farming  related  explanation  for  the  majority  of 
the  geoglyphs  in  the  region. 

At  an  average  of  12,500  feet  above  sea  level,  most  of  the  shapes  and  patterns  are  located 
in  areas  that  have  not  been  conducive  for  growing  crops  forthe  lastio,ooo  years.  Their 
creation  would  have  required  an  immense  workforce  laboring  for  hundreds  of  years  in 
such  thin  air  that  altitude  sickness  was  a real  danger...  literally,  a super  human  effort.

Because  of  the  unprecedented  effort  and  resources  nessesary  forthe  creation  of  the 
patternsaround  Titicaca,  they  must  haveconveyed  incrediblesignificancein  the  minds 
oftheirbuilders.  In  our  time  theyexist  asone  of  the  greatest  remnants  of  any  ancient 
civilization?  a civilization  that  up  until  now,  has  been  overlooked.  In  this  light  these 
newly  discovered  geoglyphsmost  certainly  warrant  further  serious  scientific  study.

Datura  (Solanaceae)is  a small  genus  of  plants  that, for  long, was  thought  to  occur  naturally 
in  both  the  New  and  Old  Worlds. However, recent  studies  indicate  that  all  species  in  the 
genus  originated  in  the  Americas. This  finding  has  prompted  the  conclusion  that  no 
species  of  Datura  could  have  been  present  in  the  Old  World  prior  to  its  introduction  there 
by  Europeans  in  the  early  16th  century  CE.  Further, the  textual  evidence  traditionally 
cited  in  support  of  a pre-  Columbian  Old  World  presence  of  Datura  species  is  suggested 
to  be  due  to  the  misreading  of  classical  Greek  and  Arabic  sources.

and  Indie  1 texts  and  southern  Indian  iconographic  representations  to  show  that  there  is 
conclusive  evidence  for  the  pre-Columbian  presence  of  at  least  one  species  of  Datura  in 
the  Old  World. Given  the  systematic  evidence  for  a New  World  origin  of  the  genus, the 


most  plausible  explanation  for  this  presence  is  a relatively  recent  but  pre-Columbian 
(probably  first  millennium  CE)  transfer  of  at  least  one  Datura  species, D.metel  ,into  the 
Old  World.Because  D.metel  is  a domesticated  species  with  a disjunct  distribution, this 
might  represent  an  instance  of  human-mediated  transport  from  the  New  World  to  the  Old 
World, as  in  the  case  of  the  sweet  potato  (Ipomoea  batatas  ).

Howeverl  think  some 
were. I remain  convinced  that  the  pyramid  of  Kufu  has  or  initially  had  the  deceased  King  and  Queen 
hidden  somewhere  within  the  pyramid  complex.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  definition  of  the  word  I 
gave  for  entombment  orthe  tomb  which  points  to  a place  where  funerary  mourning  and  lamentation  took 
place,  in  similar  ways  to  the  wailing  wall  in  Jeruselam. 


With  regard  to  the  suffixes  youmentionedthere  might  bevague  connectionsbetween  (granary) 
food, stomach  and  womb  as  most  Bantu  languages  consider  the  stomach  as  a womb.  The  Kiswahili-Bantu 
word  LA  means  eat  or  consume  food,  and  MLO  means  food.

I will  attempt  to  address  my  perspective  on  how  potentially  the  /mr/  (pyramid) 
served  ritually  based  on  the  African  cosmological  world  view.  Some  of  the  issues 
we  will  address  are: 


• Bantu  Dingo  Dingo  (Dikenga,  cosmogram,  wheel  of  life) 

• The  concept  of  opposites  ? As  Above,  So  Below 

• What  is  Mdw  Ntr? 

• The  Dogon  Granary  and  its  possible  connections 

As  we  have  discussed  in  previous  message  posts,  all  (at  least  the  ones  l?ve 
encountered)  African  spiritual  systems  graphically  display  the  basic  tenants  of 
their  cosmology  using  3 basic  shapes:  the  square,  triangle  and  circle.  These  are 
used  to  visually  help  the  initiate  picture  various  different  biological  processes  in 
nature.  The  very  heart  of  the  African  philosophical  world-view  is  that  what 
happens  in  the  ?spiritual  realm?  also  happens  in  the  ?physical  realm.?  So  you 
will  often  hear  about  dual  processes  of  creation. 

The  below  image  is  my  rendition  of  the  Bantu  Dikenga  Cosmogram  (various 
different  graphs  from  Dr.  Fu-Kiau?s  Bantu  Cosmology  of  the  Bantu  Kongo).  The 
below  circle  is  broken  up  into  4 demarcations  and  each  section  is  represents  a 
different  stage  of  development  for  all  life  processes  (even  thoughts).  This  circle  is 
also  broken  down  into  two  hemispheres:  top  and  bottom.  The  top  represents  the 
physical  world  and  the  bottom  represents  the  ?spiritual?  realm. 


I won?t  attempt  to  break  down  every  stage  of  the  Dikenga  Cosmogram.  You  can 
read  it  in  Dr.  Fu-Kiau?s  book.  But  each  section  is  termed  a ?Vee?  because  the 
demarcations  resemble  a Vee  shape  (like  the  letter  V).  The  process  is  supposed 
to  mimick  the  seeming  travel  route  of  the  sun  around  the  earth.  So  to  the  Bantu, 
each  human  being  is  a living  sun  and  these  ?suns?  are  going  around  the  path  of 
the  center  of  the  Dikenga  cosmogram.  The  first  stage  (VI)  is  called  Vangama.  It 
is  the  spot  of  initiation.  It  is  the  formation  process  stage  of  life  or  ?Musoni?  stage 
in  the  Bantu  language. 

As  Dr.  Fu-Kiau  states  on  page  138: 


?At  this  starting  stage  of  the  formation  process  [mvangu-munu]  of 
biological  life,  all  genetic  codes  [tambukusu]  are  imprinted  [sonwa]  into  the 
future  ?living-sun?  to  be,  the  child.  The  function  of  Vangama  is 
accomplished  under  the  conception  action  [yakwa].  In  this  sense, 
ideologically,  we  all  get  pregnant.  And  all  pregnancies  begin  inside  the 
?V1 ,?  the  most  fertile  garden  of  all.? 

Notice  the  word  Munu  in  Mvangu-Munu.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  I asked  about 
the  suffix  ending  in  the  previous  response.  But  basically  the  Vangama  stage  is 
the  womb.  Each  stage,  graphically,  is  a pyramid.  Vangama/Musoni  is  where  the 
potential  of  anything  begins  to  take  form  (ideas,  people,  etc.).  Just  like  the 
?belly?  would  be  the  womb  the  condenses  spirit  into  a physical  body,  the  mind  is 
the  ?womb?  of  ideas  and  Musoni  represents  the  mind  as  well. 


The  Bantu  Dikenga  as  represented  by  the  Ta-Meri  priesthood 


As  Above,  So  Below 

Most  of  us  should  be  familiar  with  this  fundamental  African  concept.  Basically  it 
states  that  in  the  process  of  creation,  one  aspect  of  creation  cannot  exist  without 
its  polar  opposite  coming  into  existence  at  the  same  time.  So  if  this  theory  is  true, 
the  same  thoughts  and  processes  that  developed  the  physical  realm  also  would 
exist  in  the  spiritual  realm.  The  physical  realm  is  simply  just  an  extension  of  the 
spiritual  realm  and  vice  versa.  Keep  this  in  mind  when  we  talk  about  Mdw  Ntr  and 
the  Bantu  concept  of  the  ?Vee.? 


What  is  Mdw  Ntr? 


We  often  hear  about  the  surface  definition  of  the  Kemetic  term  Mdw  Ntr  (Medu 
Netcher/N?Chora).  In  Egyptology  it  is  translated  as  Divine  Speech  or  Gods 
Words.  This  in  essence  is  not  wrong,  but  there  is  a deeper  aspect  to  the 
meaning.  Mdw  Ntr  is  not  a ?written  language?  but  a process  of  understanding 
how  things  come  into  being.  I do  a whole  treaty  of  this  in  my  book  and  I won?t  go 
through  it  all  here.  But  I will  give  you  the  basic  break  down. 

Each  letter  in  Mdw  Ntr  represents  a concept.  You  can  read  Mdw  Ntr  forwards 
and  backwards.  There  are  many  different  levels  and  meanings  to  Egyptian 
words.  The  image  below  will  give  you  the  basic  breakdown  of  the  Mdw  Ntr. 


What  you  see  above  is  a process  of  creation.  Mdw  Ntr  means  ?The  laws  that 
guide  the  Nun  into  form.?  The  Nun  is  undifferentiated  matter  represented  by 
the  glyph  /n/  (water).  In  the  Ta-Merian  creation  stories,  the  Nun  or  Nu  is 
represented  as  a watery  substance  of  matter  that  hasn?t  formed  yet.  This  is  in  all 
African  creation  stories. 

I will  now  skip  to  the  /r/  (mouth)  glyph.  In  traditional  African  societies  you  didn?t 
have  written  laws.  Laws  were  adjudicated  through  speech  (through  proverbs  and 
taboos).  What  you  say  sets  the  parameters  on  how  things  will  be.  This  is  why  the 
mouth  is  used  to  mean  law  in  this  instance.  In  south  Africa  they  have  this  glyph  [ 
r]  superimposed  on  the  singular  Netcher  glyph  upside  down  and  it  means 
?silence?  and  ?wisdom.?  The  idea  is  the  less  you  speak,  the  more  wise  you  are, 
or,  the  more  discretion  you  use,  the  wiser  you  are.  This  is  why  the  Sphinx? 
mouth  is  closed. 


But  anyway,  the  /tj/  glyph  (rope)  means  binding  or  guide  (on  one  level).  It  actually 
represents  a kind  of  chasm,  a vortex  or  worm  hole  between  two  extremes.  The 
priests  see  the  universe  as  a binding  of  strings,  interwoven  to  create  form.  The 
Dogon  say  that  when  Amma  speaks,  she  weaves  creation  into  a cloth.  The  /tj/ 
process  in  quantum  mechanics  represents  what  they  call  the  Calabi-Yau  space 
and  tearing  of  space-time.  Laird  Scranton  treats  this  subject  in-depth  in  The 
Science  of  the  Dogon. 


What  we  see  here  is  that  Mdw  Ntr  actually  describes  the  quantum  process  of 
creation.  We  see  the  potentiality  of  the  nun  coming  together  and  going  down  the 
?fallopian  tube?  (the  /tj/  ? Calabi  Yau  space)  to  form  matter  ( the  /r/  glyph  ? 
waves  expanded). 

The  Dogon  Granary 

I don?t  have  enough  space  to  go  into  detail  about  the  Dogon  Granary  and  the 
science  behind  it.  I refer  you  to  Griaule?s  Conversations  with  Ogotemmeli.  I also 
refer  you  to  Scranton?s  Science  of  the  Dogon  pg  61 . 


The  image  above  depicts  the  plan  of  the  granary  for  the  Dogon.  It  also  resembles 
the  pyramid  mounds  found  in  the  Sudan  and  early  Kemetic  pyramids  before  the 
?true?  pyramids  were  built.  It  has  a circular  base  that  represents  the  Sun.  The 
square  base  at  the  top  represents  the  earth  and  the  circle  within  the  square  is 


symbolic  of  the  moon.  The  Dogon  say  that  the  earth  is  a woman  with  her  arms 
and  legs  stretched  out.  In  the  creation  myth  of  the  Dogon,  Amma  tries  to  enter 
the  earth?s  sexual  part  which  a ?Ant  Mound.?  The  first  time  it  didn?t  work  and 
this  is  how  we  get  the  famous  Pale  Fox  story. 

The  point  is  Amma  entered  this  ?mound?  on  the  ?earth?  sexually  in  an  attempt 
to  create  man.  The  mound  is  the  vagina  on  route  to  the  womb.  There  are  several 
apparent  implications  here,  but  the  basic  premise  we  should  get. 

Summary 

All  of  that  to  say  that  potentially  what  we  see  with  the  /mr/  (pyramid)  simply  is  the 
Bantu  ?V?  which  represents  the  passageway  to  the  womb.  What  the  Egyptians 
were  doing  were  preparing  the  deceased  spirit  to  start  the  process  of  being  born 
again  in  the  spiritual  realm,  just  like  in  the  Vangama  stage,  the  spirit  was  getting 
ready  to  be  born  in  the  earthly  realm. 

The  V?s  are  just  reversed.  Remember  in  African  traditional  societies,  women 
gave  birth  vertically,  not  horizontally  like  we  do  here  in  the  United  States.  So  the 
pyramid,  which  is  an  upside  down  V is  the  ?vagina?  of  the  earth.  Inside,  deep 
into  the  chambers  would  be  the  womb  (inside  the  earth).  See  images  below. 


The  pyramid  is  an  expanded  representation  of  Mdw  Ntr.  One  should  carefully 
read  the  Rau  Nu  Prt  M Hrw  (Book  of  Coming  Forth  by  Day).  Now  one  should  be 
able  to  understand  what  they  mean  by  coming  forth  by  day  (the  sun).  It  is  just  the 
Bantu  concept  of  the  sun  traversing  its  own  Dikenga.  It  is  a story  of  ?re-rebirths.? 
The  pyramid  simply  describes  one  aspect  of  this  creation  process  using  quantum 
mechanics  and  child  birth. 

I wish  I had  time  to  go  in-depth,  but  I hope  I explained  it  well  enough  so  you  get 
the  basic  idea  of  why  I don?t  think  the  pyramids  have  to  do  with  wailing.  Tell  me 
what  you  think.

On  pottery 

..It  is  likely  that  the  technology  of  pottery  production  was  independently  invented  in 
Africa  within  this  Mesolithic  tradition  (Arkeii  1949;  Roset  1987).  From  our  sites  the  oldest 
date  is  from  the  Abu  Darbein  site  8600  bp.  However,  pottery  from  the  site  of  Sarurab 
in  the  Khartoum  area  is  dated  to  9300  bp.  (Kabhir  1987).  Equally  early  dates  are  now 
emerging  from  areas  as  widely  separated  as  from  the  site  Ti-n-Torha  in  the  Libyan 
part  of  the  Sahara,  dated  to  9300  bp.(Barich  1987)  and  Tagalagal  in  Niger,  dated  to  9500 
bp.  (Roset  1987).  The  type  of  pottery  recovered  from  these  sites  belongs  to  the  same 
pottery  tradition,  the  Khartoum  Mesolithic,  with  an  emphasis  on  dotted  wavy-line 
decoration.  It  appears  that  there  are  similarities  not  only  in  decoration  but  also  in 
shape  of  the  vessels.  It  is  regarded  as  highly  unlikely  that  the  same  type  of  pottery 
was  independently  invented  within  these  different  areas.  I have  argued  elsewhere  that 
this  pottery  tradition  was  independently  invented  in  the  Nile  valley  within  a population 
which  relied  heavily  on  aquatic  resources  (Haaiand  1992)  Since  the  dates  from  the 
Sahara-Sahel  region  are  more  or  less  contemporary  with  the  dates  from  the  Nile  valley 
it  might  seem  strange  to  argue  for  this  area  as  the  place  of  origin.  However  aquatic 
resource  exploitation  has  a long  tradition  in  the  Nile  valley,  it  goes  back  25000  to 
40000  years  (Greenwood  1968;  Stewart  1989).  The  Sahara  , however,  did  not  open  up  for  this 
type  of  resource  exploitation  before  the  early  Holocene  humid  phase  in  the  tenth 
millennium  b.p.  (Hassan  1986).

The  economic  basis  of  both  of  the  pre-urban  and  urban  cultures  of  ancient

It  therefore  supplied  ancient  Egypt  with 

everything  from  tropical  animals  and  slaves  to  gold  and  precious 

hardwoods. 

Archaeologists  have  been  unearthing  truly  wonderful  works  of  art  in 
Kerma  ? everything 

from  model  hippopotami,  lions,  giraffes,  falcons,  vultures,  scorpions  and 
crocodiles  made 

of  faience,  mica,  ivory  and  quartz  to  bracelets,  ear  decorations  and 
necklaces  made  of 

gold,  shell  and  faience.  Kerma  ceramics  are  among  the  most  elegant  from 
the  ancient 

world  ? strikingly  modern-looking  with  simple  shapes  and  bold  geometric 
designs.  The 

kingdom's  capital  was  defended  by  substantial  city  walls, 
settlements  were  established.

Thanks  for  the  input,  much  appreciated. 

I am  in  agreement  with  your  statement  that  not  all  pyramids  were  burial  places. 

Howeverl  think  some  were. I remain  convinced  that  the  pyramid  of  Kufu  has  or 
initially  had  the  deceased  King  and  Queen  hidden  somewhere  within  the 
pyramid  complex.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  definition  of  the  word  I gave  for 
entombment  orthe  tomb  which  points  to  a place  where  funerary  mourning  and 
lamentation  took  place,  in  similar  ways  to  the  wailing  wall  in  Jeruselam. 

With  regard  to  the  suffixes  youmentionedthere  might  bevague 
connectionsbetween  (granary)  food, stomach  and  womb  as  most  Bantu 
languages  consider  the  stomach  as  a womb.  The  Kiswahili-Bantu  word  LA 
means  eat  or  consume  food,  and  MLO  means  food.  The  womb  or  stomach  is 
considered  as  an  inside  room  and  as  you  said  MUNO  means  here  inside. 

In  Shona-Bantu  the  interstine  or  bowels  is  given  as  URA.  This  fits  in  well  with 
the  suffix  you  required.  Moreover  the  Oshindonga-Bantu  language  gives  the 
word  eLA  as  belly,  stomach,  pregnancy,  room.  The  word  OMU-LA  derived  from 
eLA  means  big  belly,  pot-bellied.  Thus  the  consonant  L fits  in  with  what  you 
need. If  one  substitutes  the  consonant  L for  R then  one  arrives  at  OMU-RA,  or 
OMURA  which  gives  a good  fit  with  the  AE  word  for  pyramid  MR. 

I would  be  interested  for  your  cosmological  views  on  the  pyramids,  especially  in 
the  Sudan. I know  very  little  about  them  apart  from  the  steep  angualar  sides. 

What  did  they  contain  inside  them?

hence  also  a present  place,  in  which  one  now  is. 

I wonder  if  there  are  any  consonantal  correspondences 
with  words  such  as  "womb,"  "mound,"  "portal  / vortex,"  or 
"granary?"  To  me  it  wouldn't  seem  like  a place  of  wailing, 
especially  when  we  think  of  the  Great  Pyramid  which 
didn't  house  any  wi's  (mummies).  The  same  can  be  said  in 
all  of  the  mounds  found  in  Sudan.  I am  just  throwing  it  out 
there.  It  may  or  may  not  lead  somewhere.

As  we  have  discussed  in  previous  message  posts,  all  (at  least  the 
ones  l?ve  encountered)  African  spiritual  systems  graphically  display 
the  basic  tenants  of  their  cosmology  using  3 basic  shapes:  the 
square,  triangle  and  circle.  These  are  used  to  visually  help  the 
initiate  picture  various  different  biological  processes  in  nature.  The 
very  heart  of  the  African  philosophical  world-view  is  that  what 
happens  in  the  ?spiritual  realm?  also  happens  in  the  ?physical 
realm.?  So  you  will  often  hear  about  dual  processes  of  creation. 

The  below  image  is  my  rendition  of  the  Bantu  Dikenga  Cosmogram 
(various  different  graphs  from  Dr.  Fu-Kiau?s  Bantu  Cosmology  of 
the  Bantu  Kongo).  The  below  circle  is  broken  up  into  4 
demarcations  and  each  section  is  represents  a different  stage  of 
development  for  all  life  processes  (even  thoughts).  This  circle  is 
also  broken  down  into  two  hemispheres:  top  and  bottom.  The  top 
represents  the  physical  world  and  the  bottom  represents  the 
?spiritual?  realm.

I won?t  attempt  to  break  down  every  stage  of  the  Dikenga 
Cosmogram.  You  can  read  it  in  Dr.  Fu-Kiau?s  book.  But  each 
section  is  termed  a ?Vee?  because  the  demarcations  resemble  a 


Vee  shape  (like  the  letter  V).  The  process  is  supposed  to  mimick 
the  seeming  travel  route  of  the  sun  around  the  earth.  So  to  the 
Bantu,  each  human  being  is  a living  sun  and  these  ?suns?  are 
going  around  the  path  of  the  center  of  the  Dikenga  cosmogram.  The 
first  stage  (VI)  is  called  Vangama.  It  is  the  spot  of  initiation.  It  is  the 
formation  process  stage  of  life  or  ?Musoni?  stage  in  the  Bantu 
language. 

As  Dr.  Fu-Kiau  states  on  page  138:

Notice  the  word  Munu  in  Mvangu-Munu.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  I 
asked  about  the  suffix  ending  in  the  previous  response.  But 
basically  the  Vangama  stage  is  the  womb.  Each  stage,  graphically, 
is  a pyramid.  Vangama/Musoni  is  where  the  potential  of  anything 
begins  to  take  form  (ideas,  people,  etc.).  Just  like  the  ?belly?  would 
be  the  womb  the  condenses  spirit  into  a physical  body,  the  mind  is 
the  ?womb?  of  ideas  and  Musoni  represents  the  mind  as  well.

Most  of  us  should  be  familiar  with  this  fundamental  African  concept.

So  if  this  theory  is  true,  the  same 
thoughts  and  processes  that  developed  the  physical  realm  also 
would  exist  in  the  spiritual  realm.

What  is  Mdw  Ntr? 

We  often  hear  about  the  surface  definition  of  the  Kemetic  term  Mdw 
Ntr  (Medu  Netcher/N?Chora)  . In  Egyptology  it  is  translated  as 
Divine  Speech  or  Gods  Words.  This  in  essence  is  not  wrong,  but 
there  is  a deeper  aspect  to  the  meaning.  Mdw  Ntr  is  not  a ?written 
language?  but  a process  of  understanding  how  things  come  into 
being.  I do  a whole  treaty  of  this  in  my  book  and  I won?t  go  through 
it  all  here.

In  traditional  African  societies 
you  didn?t  have  written  laws.  Laws  were  adjudicated  through 
speech  (through  proverbs  and  taboos).  What  you  say  sets  the 
parameters  on  how  things  will  be.  This  is  why  the  mouth  is  used  to 
mean  law  in  this  instance.  In  south  Africa  they  have  this  glyph  [ r] 
superimposed  on  the  singular  Netcher  glyph  upside  down  and  it 
means  ?silence?  and  ?wisdom.?  The  idea  is  the  less  you  speak, 
the  more  wise  you  are,  or,  the  more  discretion  you  use,  the  wiser 
you  are.  This  is  why  the  Sphinx?  mouth  is  closed. 


But  anyway,  the  /tj/  glyph  (rope)  means  binding  or  guide  (on  one 
level).  It  actually  represents  a kind  of  chasm,  a vortex  or  worm  hole 
between  two  extremes.  The  priests  see  the  universe  as  a binding  of 
strings,  interwoven  to  create  form.  The  Dogon  say  that  when  Amma 
speaks,  she  weaves  creation  into  a cloth.  The  /tj/  process  in 
quantum  mechanics  represents  what  they  call  the  Calabi-Yau  space 
and  tearing  of  space-time.  Laird  Scranton  treats  this  subject  in- 
depth  in  The  Science  of  the  Dogon.

It  has  a 
circular  base  that  represents  the  Sun.  The  square  base  at  the  top 


represents  the  earth  and  the  circle  within  the  square  is  symbolic  of 
the  moon.  The  Dogon  say  that  the  earth  is  a woman  with  her  arms 
and  legs  stretched  out.  In  the  creation  myth  of  the  Dogon,  Amma 
tries  to  enter  the  earth?s  sexual  part  which  a ?Ant  Mound.?  The  first 
time  it  didn?t  work  and  this  is  how  we  get  the  famous  Pale  Fox 
story. 

The  point  is  Amma  entered  this  ?mound?  on  the  ?earth?  sexually  in 
an  attempt  to  create  man.  The  mound  is  the  vagina  on  route  to  the 
womb.  There  are  several  apparent  implications  here,  but  the  basic 
premise  we  should  get. 

Summary 

All  of  that  to  say  that  potentially  what  we  see  with  the  /mr/  (pyramid) 
simply  is  the  Bantu  ?V?  which  represents  the  passageway  to  the 
womb.  What  the  Egyptians  were  doing  were  preparing  the 
deceased  spirit  to  start  the  process  of  being  born  again  in  the 
spiritual  realm,  just  like  in  the  Vangama  stage,  the  spirit  was  getting 
ready  to  be  born  in  the  earthly  realm.

That's  understandable.  The  issue  is  going  to  come  for  you  is  finding  in  the  text  where  the  AE 
called  the  normal,  average,  everyday  burial  place  a /mr/.  Another  name  for  the  "pyramid"  is 
/khr/.  Notice  the  shape  of  the  Kher  in  the  following  image. 


The  overwhelming  majority  of  pyramids  were  not  for  burial.  They  were  schools  and  houses  of 
initiation.  Remember  my  earlier  discussion  on  aiding  the  deceased  body  to  journey  safely  into 
the  next  realm:  the  next  plane  of  existence.  In  the  ante-chambers  of  the  early  pyramids  you 
would  find  what  they  call  "The  Coffin  Text."  These  would  be  the  utterances  that  help  to  push  the 
soul  forward.  This  is  a whole  lecture  in  of  itself,  but  the  coffin  text  gave  way  to  the  Rau  Nu  Prt 
M Hrw  (book  of  coming  forth  by  day). 

One  of  the  major  aspects  of  the  Prt  M Hrw  was  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony.  Once  again 
Bantu  ceremonies  shed  light  on  this  ritual  and  its  purpose. 

?Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our  problems  among  the  dead:  be  our 
medium.?  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes 


the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead:  ?the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the  other  world. 
All  niombo  should  have  open  mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in  the  other  world.?  ?If  the 

open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages  of 
shared  concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up,  left  hand  down,  in  similarly 
significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is 
?the  crossroads  pose.?  ? The  niombo  gesture?also  marks  a person?s  transition  from  this  world  to 
the  next.  On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When 
you  die  you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being 
buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes  this  person  will  become  our  medium. 

Robert  Ferris  Thompson  - Four  Momen  ts  of  the  Sun 
All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs  themselves.  Take  for  instance  the 
above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather 
glyph.  Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this  name  and  glyph  (which  is  a 
name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto  bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an 
ostrich  feather. 

This  is  very  telling  for  those  familiar  with  African  cosmologies.  In  the  Ta-Meri  (and  all  African 
priesthoods),  your  initiation  is  kind  of  like  Masonry.  Instead  of  32  degrees  (33  for  Scottish  Rite), 
you  actually  had  to  complete  360  degrees.  Again  the  African  uses  a circle  divided  into  4 
quadrants  to  represent  this  process.  Technically  you  can  only  gain  in  your  life-time  359  degrees. 
The  last  degree  is  death.  360  represents  the  degrees  of  experiences  you  could  have  on  earth.  You 
can't  experience  "death"  while  you  are  "living,"  thus  why  you  have  "symbolic"  deaths  in  these 
rituals. 

The  ostrich  feather  is  used  as  a symbol  because  an  ostrich  can  turn  its  head  "360"  degrees.  So  it 
is  used  metaphorically  to  represent  being  able  to  "see"  completely.  Again,  this  is  why  Africans 
call  on  ancestors  (netchers,  abosom,  niombo,  orishas)  because  they  exist  in  a realm  where  they 
can  "see"  360  degrees  (everything).  This  is  the  secret  behind  divination. 

So  a pyramid  functions  as  a place  of  ritual  for  initiates  in  their  last  stages  of  their  priesthoodship, 
and  could  also  serve  as  a "meeting"  ground  for  ancestors.  Khers  (Mers)  are  located  at  strategic 
"vortexes"  where  they  believe  the  spiritual  realm  and  physical  realm  meet  for  "transport"  in  a 
sense. 

Another  reason  why  I think  the  Khers  (mers)  are  also  vaginas  or  wombs  is  because  of  the 
function  of  the  Tekkenu.  The  Tekkenu  is  a large  penis.  The  Mer  would  simply  be  the  counter 
part. 

The  Dogon  never  built  pyramids  (at  least  on  a large  scale).  Their  usage  of  the  shape  was  more 
reserved  for  teaching  quantum  mechanics  or  to  forge  metals.  To  understand  what  I speak  of  you 
should  read  The  Pale  Fox  pg  361  by  Griaule  and  Diertelen  (it  is  called  Amma's  egg).  Even 
pyramids  in  Egypt  were  consider  fire  houses.  The  word  pyramid  is  composed  of  the  Greek  word  "pyra" 
meaning  fire,  light,  or  visible  and  the  Greek  word  "midos"  meaning  measures.  This  would  go  perfectly  with  the 
Dogon  use  of  pyramids.  So  the  Greeks  understood,  on  some  level,  the  African  concept  of  fire  and  creation.  All 
metallurgical  societies  in  Africa  use  mounds  to  create  their  metals.  Remember  our  discussion  of  the  Rwandan 
concept  of  sex,  metallurgy  and  creation  of  man?  For  a recap  you  can  visit  this  link  here:

That's  understandable.  The  issue  is  going  to  come  for  you  is  finding  in  the  text  where  the  AE 
called  the  normal,  average,  everyday  burial  place  a /mr/.  Another  name  for  the  "pyramid"  is 
/khr/.  Notice  the  shape  of  the  Kher  in  the  following  image. 


The  overwhelming  majority  of  pyramids  were  not  for  burial.  They  were  schools  and  houses  of 
initiation.  Remember  my  earlier  discussion  on  aiding  the  deceased  body  to  journey  safely  into 
the  next  realm:  the  next  plane  of  existence.  In  the  ante-chambers  of  the  early  pyramids  you 
would  find  what  they  call  "The  Coffin  Text."  These  would  be  the  utterances  that  help  to  push  the 
soul  forward.  This  is  a whole  lecture  in  of  itself,  but  the  coffin  text  gave  way  to  the  Rau  Nu  Prt 
M Hrw  (book  of  coming  forth  by  day). 

One  of  the  major  aspects  of  the  Prt  M Hrw  was  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony.  Once  again 
Bantu  ceremonies  shed  light  on  this  ritual  and  its  purpose. 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our  problems  among  the  dead:  be  our  medium."  By 
similar  interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to 
the  dead:  "the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the  other  world.  All  niombo  should  have  open 
mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in  the  other  world."  If  the  open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings 
parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages  of  shared  concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the 
niombo,  right  hand  up,  left  hand  down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it 
identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the  crossroads  pose."  The  niombo  gesturealso  marks  a 
person's  transition  from  this  world  to  the  next.  On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens 


and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die  you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a 
niombo.  Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes  this  person  will  become  our 
medium.

All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs  themselves.  Take  for  instance  the 
above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather 
glyph.  Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this  name  and  glyph  (which  is  a 
name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto  bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an 
ostrich  feather. 

This  is  very  telling  for  those  familiar  with  African  cosmologies.  In  the  Ta-Meri  (and  all  African 
priesthoods),  your  initiation  is  kind  of  like  Masonry.  Instead  of  32  degrees  (33  for  Scottish  Rite), 
you  actually  had  to  complete  360  degrees.  Again  the  African  uses  a circle  divided  into  4 
quadrants  to  represent  this  process.  Technically  you  can  only  gain  in  your  life-time  359  degrees. 
The  last  degree  is  death.  360  represents  the  degrees  of  experiences  you  could  have  on  earth.  You 
can't  experience  "death"  while  you  are  "living,"  thus  why  you  have  "symbolic"  deaths  in  these 
rituals. 

The  ostrich  feather  is  used  as  a symbol  because  an  ostrich  can  turn  its  head  "360"  degrees.  So  it 
is  used  metaphorically  to  represent  being  able  to  "see"  completely.  Again,  this  is  why  Africans 
call  on  ancestors  (netchers,  abosom,  niombo,  orishas)  because  they  exist  in  a realm  where  they 
can  "see"  360  degrees  (everything).  This  is  the  secret  behind  divination. 

So  a pyramid  functions  as  a place  of  ritual  for  initiates  in  their  last  stages  of  their  priesthoodship, 
and  could  also  serve  as  a "meeting"  ground  for  ancestors.  Khers  (Mers)  are  located  at  strategic 
"vortexes"  where  they  believe  the  spiritual  realm  and  physical  realm  meet  for  "transport"  in  a 
sense. 

Another  reason  why  I think  the  Khers  (mers)  are  also  vaginas  or  wombs  is  because  of  the 
function  of  the  Tekkenu.  The  Tekkenu  is  a large  penis.  The  Mer  would  simply  be  the  counter 
part. 

The  Dogon  never  built  pyramids  (at  least  on  a large  scale).  Their  usage  of  the  shape  was  more 
reserved  for  teaching  quantum  mechanics  or  to  forge  metals.  To  understand  what  I speak  of  you 
should  read  The  Pale  Fox  pg  361  by  Griaule  and  Diertelen  (it  is  called  Amma's  egg).  Even 
pyramids  in  Egypt  were  consider  fire  houses.  The  word  pyramid  is  composed  of  the  Greek  word  "pyra" 
meaning  fire,  light,  or  visible  and  the  Greek  word  "midos"  meaning  measures.  This  would  go  perfectly  with  the 
Dogon  use  of  pyramids.  So  the  Greeks  understood,  on  some  level,  the  African  concept  of  fire  and  creation.  All 
metallurgical  societies  in  Africa  use  mounds  to  create  their  metals.  Remember  our  discussion  of  the  Rwandan 
concept  of  sex,  metallurgy  and  creation  of  man?

Another  thing  I forgot  to  mention  (and  I don't  know  how  I left  this  out  of  the  discussion)  is  that, 
in  relation  to  a /mr/  being  a house  of  fire,  the  word  in  Rwanda  for  fire  is  UMIRIRO.  So  in 
reality,  Ferg  is  right:  just  in  the  "wrong"  sense.  Remember  the  Greeks  named  a /mr/  a Pyramid 
which  consist  of  the  roots  "pyra"  meaning  "fire,  light,  or  visual,"  and  "midos"  meaning 
"measures."  They  were  going  off  the  African  understanding  of  the  functioning  of  what  this 
symbolism  represents. 

It  all  makes  sense  if  you  understand  how  the  Bantu  relate  heat  & fire  to  life  and  creation.  Fire  is 
vitalism  and  life.  For  instance,  in  the  Kongo  when  a young  man  has  a wet  dream,  they  call  it 
"lava  flow  streams  between  thighs."  Fava  is  a very  hot  substance  and  the  cooling  of  lava  is  how 
land  is  created.  The  same  relationship  exist  with  human  beings:  sperm  being  our  lava,  the  result 
of  the  fire  (passion)  from  within  (wanting  to  have  sex).  Thus  again  why  you  would  have  a "Mer" 
and  a "Tekken"  near  each  other  ( vagina  & penis  respectively). 

Bantu  people  are  always  talking  about  fire  and  creation.  Following  a logical  path  of  the 
metaphors  one  would  expect  that  within  their  language  and  in  their  art,  that  their  cosmologies 
would  reflect  the  association  of  fire  and  how  it's  used  in  everyday  life.  Ferg  made  this  point  clear 
in  his  discussion  of  KaaUma  (Km.t)  and  how  the  Uma  is  the  fireplace  of  the  Kaa  (charcoal  - life 
- people).  This  same  principle,  IMO,  applies  to  pyramids. 

In  the  Kongo  they  talk  about  Zikwa  (fireplace)  with  its  3 firestones  (makuku  matatu).  The  3 fire 
stones  are  the  3 stages  of  life,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  Dikenga  de  Kongo,  that  are  represented  at  the 
top  3 positions  of  the  "suns"  movement  around  the  center  (nseke  - the  earth  realm).  This  same  3 
positions  are  the  stages  of  Ra's  movement  around  the  earth  and  his  different  titles:  Khepri  (rising 
sun),  Ra  (sun  at  noon  time),  Atum  (setting  sun). 


The  Rwandan  story  illuminates  so  much  that  most  really  can't  make  the  connection,  but  as  the 
author  from  the  site  articulates  it,  we  can  put  the  pieces  together: 

"In  our  Wisdom  Tradition,  all  creative  processes  result  from  manipulation  of  fire  in 
one  form  or  another.  As  we  progress  in  the  study  of  our  oral  traditions,  we  shall  see  that 
fire,  umuriro,  is  energy  in  its  various  aspects.  Fire  is  the  agent  of  development  and 
evolution  at  all  levels,  and  creation  is  a fiery  process.  Inner  development  is  an  energy 
experience  involving  a "forging  process".  The  candidate  King  is  said  to  be  "forged  out  of 
(ordinary)  humanity"  through  the  agency  of  the  sacred  Hammer,  Ingabe-Nyundo  working 
that  pure  metal  that  is  the  heir  to  the  throne  of  Kigwa,  Son  of  Nkuba,  or  "Thunder",  the 
Heavenly  God  of  Fire  — the  God  that  is  Fire.  The  meaning  of  names  are  essential  to  the 
understanding  of  our  traditions  as  the  saying  indicates:  "Izina  ni  ryo  Muntu  (or  ni  ryo 
kintu"):  the  name  is  the  very  man  or  thing  named),  they  contain  in  themselves  much  of  the 
meaning  of  the  story." 


So  as  hinted  before  in  my  previous  reply,  a Pyramid  was  simply  a place  of  initiation.  The  fire 
/mr/  was  where  the  initiate  was  "forged"  into  an  Nganga  priest.  For  those  of  us  in  Black  Greek 
Lettered  Organizations,  or  Masons,  know  good  and  well  what  it  means  to  "cross  the  burning 
sands."  The  same  principle  applies.  After  someone  died,  this  same  structure  was  used 
ritualistically  to  aid  the  soul  back  into  the  spirtual  realm  for  new  instructions  before  his  return 
back  to  earth  (rising  sun). 

Another  thing  that  was  hinted  to  me  a time  back  from  a fellow  on  the  continent,  is  that  the 
pyramids  and  temples  were  used  as  hospitals  or  training  grounds  for  doctors  to  learn  anatomy. 
We  can  kind  of  associate  this  theory  with  the  /mr/  if  we  understand  the  African  concept  of  "fire" 
and  health  (vitality).  Where  else  would  you  go  to  be  revitalized?  May  be  a stretch,  but  who 
knows.

I did  make  the  connection  between  fire  and  pyramid,  but  did  not  mention  it.  More  specifically  the 
connection  between  fire  and  pyramid  is  that  the  Ancient  Egyptiansburnt  incense  and  usedcharcoal  tofire 
the  incence  so  that  the  smoke  of  incence  enabledevil  spirits  to  be  dispelled  beforefunerary  rituals  could 
take  place.  This  was  accompanied  byprayer  offerings,  wailing,  mourning  and  lamentationsto  the 
deceased.  Also  fire  was  used  to  lighten  up  the  place  so  that  one  could  observe  the  rituals  as  rituals 
always  take  place  in  the  night  when  darkness  descends. 

I see  you  used  the  word  UMURIRO.MORRO,  or  MOLLO  is  another  word  for  fire. In  Luvale-Bantu  the  word 
LILA,  weep,  wail,  to  weep  for  a dead  person  forms  the  word  Chi-LILA,  and  is  the  word  for  a death  or 
mourning  camp  which  involvesspreading  outthe  sleeping  fires  in  the  open  air. 

Here  is  an  interesting  word.  I don't  know  if  it  interests  you  and  could  it  fit  in  with  the  discussion.  The  word 
MULU,  MURU  in  Bemba-Bantu  means  heaven,  sky,  athmosphere,  the  top,  summit.  In  CHI-CHEWA 
MULU  means  a heap  or  a pile.  The  very  word  in  a different  form  is  the  word  ZULU  which  defines  a Zulu 
person  and  its  meaning  is  similar  to  the  Bemba-Bantu  word.  Thus  ZULU  means,  sky,  heaven,  lightning. 
ZULU  forms  a praise  name  for  a ZULU  king,  'the  heavens  above'. 


All  in  all  I think  the  word  MRIO  or  MARIRO  for  a pyramid  remaissound,  as  it  encompasesthe  very 

essence  of  the  ceremonies  ofinitiation  and  entombment.

As  we  progress  in  the  study  of  our  oral  traditions, 
we  shall  see  that  fire,  umuriro,  is  energy  in  its  various  aspects.  Fire  is  the  agent 
of  development  and  evolution  at  all  levels,  and  creation  is  a fiery  process.  Inner 
development  is  an  energy  experience  involving  a "forging  process".  The 
candidate  King  is  said  to  be  "forged  out  of  (ordinary)  humanity"  through  the 
agency  of  the  sacred  Hammer,  Ingabe-Nyundo  working  that  pure  metal  that  is  the 
heir  to  the  throne  of  Kigwa,  Son  of  Nkuba,  or  "Thunder",  the  Heavenly  God  of 
Fire  — the  God  that  is  Fire.  The  meaning  of  names  are  essential  to  the 
understanding  of  our  traditions  as  the  saying  indicates:  "Izina  ni  ryo  Muntu  (or  ni 
ryo  kintu"):  the  name  is  the  very  man  or  thing  named),  they  contain  in 
themselves  much  of  the  meaning  of  the  story." 


So  as  hinted  before  in  my  previous  reply,  a Pyramid  was  simply  a place  of 
initiation.  The  fire  /mr/  was  where  the  initiate  was  "forged"  into  an  Nganga 


priest.  For  those  of  us  in  Black  Greek  Lettered  Organizations,  or  Masons,  know 
good  and  well  what  it  means  to  "cross  the  burning  sands."  The  same  principle 
applies.  After  someone  died,  this  same  structure  was  used  ritualistically  to  aid  the 
soul  back  into  the  spirtual  realm  for  new  instructions  before  his  return  back  to 
earth  (rising  sun). 

Another  thing  that  was  hinted  to  me  a time  back  from  a fellow  on  the  continent, 
is  that  the  pyramids  and  temples  were  used  as  hospitals  or  training  grounds  for 
doctors  to  learn  anatomy.  We  can  kind  of  associate  this  theory  with  the  /mr/  if  we 
understand  the  African  concept  of  "fire"  and  health  (vitality).  Where  else  would 
you  go  to  be  revitalized?

I don't  understand  my  mother's  tongue:  Who  will  protect  Africa's  small 
languages? 

As  part  of  the  International  Year  of  Fanguages,  UNESCO  is  promising  a 
group  of  festivities  promoting  the  fact  that  within  the  next  few 
generations,  according  to  some  unnamed  experts,  more  than  half  the 
world's  7,000  languages  could  face  extinction. 

For  Africans,  who  often  migrate  from  one  language  to  another  during 
the  course  of  a single  day  ? and  often  speak  in  a colonial  tongue  ? a 
cultural  treasure  trove  could  be  lost  as  these  smaller  languages  face 
extinction.  It's  also,  in  my  mind,  a process  of  Modernization,  the 
capital  'M'  kind  where  disparate  peoples  become  subsumed  by  larger 
groups.  Think  of  how  Western  Europe  became  ethnically  more  homogenous 
over  the  past  few  centuries  as  powers  stamped  out  groups  they  thought 
were  apostates.  It  happens  in  Africa,  too,  as  smaller  ethnic  groups 
begin  learning  the  larger  languages  because  the  ease  of  getting  things 
done  during  the  course  of  a day. 

In  West  Africa,  as  education  rates  increase,  people  will  start 


speaking  more  often  in  the  colonial  tongue,  especially  in  rural  areas. 

Of  course,  one  way  to  improve  education  rates,  in  Burkina  Faso  at 
least,  is  to  have  children  begin  schooling  in  their  native  tongue 
first  and  then  slowly  introducing  French  over  the  years.  As  it  is, 
most  young  students  have  very  little  comprehension  of  French,  but 
still  have  to  learn  in  it  six  days  a week.  Of  course,  only  speakers  of 
the  country's  most  predominant  languages  will  be  able  to  profit  from 
such  (much  needed)  language  reforms. 

And  I guess  this  is  my  beef.  We  can  talk  all  day  long  about  dying 
languages,  but  whose  responsibility  is  it  to  keep  a language  alive?  It 
would  certainly  be  too  costly  for  the  government  of  Burkina  Faso  to 
provide  education  in  every  one  of  the  60  plus  languages  spoken  around 
the  country.  At  least  in  this  battle,  somebody  has  to  win  and  somebody 
has  to  lose,  writes  the  writer  in  his  native  English  tongue.  But 
seriously.  Other  than  education,  which  is  often  under  the  purview  of  a 
government  and  a few  cultural  institutions  that  could  keep  smaller 
languages  alive,  the  simple  realities  of  demographics  and  migration 
will  help  finish  off  some  smaller  languages.  It  is  not  pretty  nor  is 
it  right,  but  that  is  how  the  world  works. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  will  always  be  a market  for  great  languages 
Wolof  (more  on  this  in  a second)  and  Moore  and  Hausa  and  Swahili  and 
Djioula. 

Anyway  (I  am  going  somewhere  with  this,  I promise),  the  Senegalese 
novelist  Boubacar  Boris  Diop  wrote  his  most  recent  novel  in  his  native 
Wolof  language,  a first  time  for  the  author  of  many  books.  This  is  an 
interview  published  in  the  UNESCO  Courier. 

You  wrote  a dozen  books  in  French  before  choosing  Wolof,  your 
mother  language.  Why  this  reversion? 

Actually,  my  language  was  always  there,  inside  me.  The  only 
problem  I faced  was  the  ability  to  write  in  my  language.  I was 
"corrupted"  by  French.  I spoke  everyday  Wolof,  but  I didn't  possess  it 
intimately. 

Then  there  was  Rwanda.  A group  of  writers  I belonged  to  went  there 
after  the  genocide,  in  1998,  as  part  of  the  operation  "Rwanda:  writing 
as  a duty  to  memory".  I said  to  myself  that  if  we'd  let  10,000 
Rwandans  get  killed  per  day  for  three  months,  if  nobody  had  done 
anything,  this  conveyed  a certain  contempt  for  Africa? 


At  that  moment  I felt  even  more  strongly  the  desire  to  write  in  my 
mother  language.  It  became  essential.  Oh,  at  first  it  was  painful?! 


was  very  afraid  of  writing  a French  novel  in  Wolof.  I had  to  fight 
against  myself,  but  the  Diops  are  stubborn!  Then  I began  to  hear 
voices  ? voices  that  came  up  out  of  the  past.  And  writing  became  very 
easy.  I am  certain  that  my  first  novel  in  Wolof,  Doomi  golo  (the 
she-monkey's  young),  is  my  best  piece  of  writing. 

Often  when  one  travels  from  one  African  capital  to  another,  one 
has  to  stop  off  in  a European  capital.  Does  this  also  happen  in  the 
world  of  African  literature? 

It  would  be  fantastic  if  I could  translate  the  Kenyan  writer  Ngugi 
wa  Thiongo  directly  form  Kikuyu  into  Wolof,  without  going  through 
English  and  French?.

It  is  invisible  but  terrible  ? it 
separates  the  English-,  French-  and  Portuguese-speaking  countries  in 
Sub-Saharan  Africa. 

With  Moussa  KonatWMalian  writer  who  heads  the  French-speaking 
festival  "Etonnants  voyageurs"  (amazing  travelers)  in  Mali,  I've  often 
discussed  the  idea  of  organizing  a big  meeting  of  African  writers  who 
write  in  national  languages.  A way  of  at  least  making  cracks  in  this 
wall.

I first  must  preface  with  we  should  never  view  African  spiritual  concepts  in  one  light.  In  all 
African  systems  that  involve  a priest  class,  the  symbols,  concepts  and  stories  have  many 
meanings.  The  farther  along  in  your  initiation  you  go,  the  deeper  aspects  of  symbols  and  rituals 
are  revealed.  So  in  light  of  this,  in  the  final  analysis,  we  could  all  be  right. 

In  my  personal  comparative  studies,  I have  found  that  all  of  the  myths  and  symbols  used  to 
express  concepts  by  a priest  class  in  Africa  usually  fall  under  3 categories  in  which  that  one 
symbol  or  concept  will  express  itself  in  all  3 categories.  These  categories  are: 

• Science  (astronomy,  quantum  mechanics,  the  interaction  of  molecular  bonds, 
mathematics,  geology,  etc.) 

• Health  (anatomy,  medicine,  etc.) 

• Ethics,  Spirituality 

With  that  said,  as  Dr.  Theophile  Obenga  has  always  told  me,  your  issue  is  always  going  to  be 
your  conceptual  framework  and  your  method  (what  approach  did  you  take  to  come  to  your 
conclusions).  I think  we  should  develop  a process,  a framework  so  to  speak,  for  when  we  talk 
about  African  spiritual  symbols,  in  comparison  to  other  African  symbology,  that  connects  all  3 
aspects  of  African  symbolism  (science,  health  and  spirituality). 

In  this  case,  as  far  as  the  fire  connection  as  expressed  in  your  last  email,  I think  that  that  may  be 
a loose  connection.  The  pyramid  was  too  grand  a construction  to  simply  be  a funerary  place 
where  it  was  called  a "fire-place"  (basically)  because  of  incense  burning.  If  the  pyramids  took 
around  20  years  to  build,  by  some  estimates,  that  would  be  too  much  work  to  simply  bury  1 king 
and  his  family.  That's  like  building  the  Super  Dome  in  New  Orleans  to  only  have  the 
championship  football  game  and  never  use  it  again. 

So  we  have  to  look  for  the  practical  application  of  such  symbolism  and  architecture.  Remember, 
whatever  the  priesthood  was  doing  with  architecture  was  an  amplification  of  what  the  general 
population  was  doing.  So  in  the  case  of  MR  being  a place  for  funerals  in  which  people  lament 
their  loved  ones,  we  would  have  to  show  this  same  behavior  and  structures  of  some  sort  in  the 
general  population  on  a smaller  scale;  as  the  general  population  were  not  prevy  to  conduct  such 
rituals  at  the  pyramids. 


In  keeping  with  the  above  framework  of  Science , Health  and  Ethics,  we  know  that  the  MR's 
were  strategically  positioned  with  certain  constellations  in  the  night  sky.  What  purpose  would 
they  serve  being  aligned  with  star  constellations?  This  can  only  be  answered  when  reviewing 
their  cosmology  which  falls  under  the  Spirituality  component  of  our  comparative  study.  What 
has  always  helped  me  to  connect  things  is  to  start  with  a population's  cosmology  first.  That  will 
answer  any  and  all  questions  regarding  symbols  and  rituals.  What  we  see  as  expressions  in  the 
scientific  component  is  directly  derived  from  their  beliefs  of  the  spiritual  component  (although 
all  of  this  may  have  started  in  the  scientific  component,  then  masked  in  allegory  for  the  spiritual 
component). 

As  mentioned  before,  the  Greek  interpretation  can  shed  light  on  how  the  Africans  saw  and  used 
these  structures.  Everything  you  see  in  Ta-Meri  has  to  deal  with  science.  So  it  is  no  coincidence 
that  when  the  Greeks  came  into  the  knowledge  of  the  MR  that  they  called  it  a Pyramid.  The  root 
"pyra"  meaning  "fire,  light  and  visible"  lets  us  know  that  the  MRw  primary  dealings  had  to  do 
with  "fire."  As  I mentioned  before,  in  regards  to  Neter-Khert,  the  symbol  used  on  the  pyramid 
glyph  was  an  ostrich  feather  which  symbolizes  being  able  to  see  360  Degrees.  It  is  not  a 
coincidence  that  you  find  the  pyramid  (which  root  means  to  make  visible)  and  the  very  concept 
of  being  able  to  "see"  completely  ? represented  by  the  ostrich  feather  ? would  be  superimposed 
on  each  other. 

Anyone  who  is  in  a fraternal  order  knows  about  "seeking  the  light."  The  fact  that  in  the  pyramids 
you  find  nothing  but  symbolic  rituals  on  walls,  tells  us  this  was  a place  of  initiation.  You  have  to 
ask  yourself,  what  were  they  studying  when  they  arrived  at  these  complexes?  One  such  study  is 
the  study  of  creation,  the  formation  of  the  universe  and  matter.  All  African  concepts  I've  come 
across  deal  with  fire  being  the  causal  agent  of  creation  in  all  imaginable  spheres  of  creation 
(thought,  biological,  universal). 

So  if  you  are  talking  about  transforming  an  individual,  from  the  gross  impurities  of  an  earthly 
existence,  you  take  them  to  a place  where  they  can  get  "purged"  of  their  impurities.  In  the  story 
called  The  Virgin  of  the  World,  Aset  is  caught  by  the  Persian  Queen  initiating  the  queen's  son 
through  "fire."  Just  like  fire  is  used  in  the  grafting  process  to  forge  metals,  the  pyramid  was  used 
as  a place  of  initiation  to  graft  the  human  being.  The  early  pyramids  resembled  the  Dogon  stone 
representations  of  Amma's  Egg  which  they  use,  again,  to  forge  metals.  Here  we  see  a dual 
process  of  using  the  concept  to  explain  spiritual  matters  and  it  being  used  for  practical  matters  (to 
make  tools  ? the  science  component). 

A good  chapter  to  read  is  The  Dogon  Concept  of  Light  in  Laird  Scranton's  The  Science  of  the 
Dogon.  I think  this  will  illuminate  the  African  concept  of  light,  heat  and  creation  and  what 
methods  they  used  to  teach  these  concepts.  Again,  I say  we  used  the  framework  as  has  been 
suggested  due  to  the  fact  that  African  concepts  never  mean  just  one  thing.  In  order  to  ascertain 
(without  being  initiated  into  that  system  of  thought)  what  is  meant  by  the  symbols,  then  we  have 
to  look  at  the  cosmology  first,  and  then  see  how  that  cosmology  is  expressed  within  the  culture 
of  everyday  people.  That  will  bare  the  most  fruit.  A rereading  of  the  Rwandan  creation  story 
should  shed  light  as  well.  Fire  is  the  causal  agent  of  change  and  is  why  you  find  so  many 
fire/heat/light  references  in  ancient  Egyptian  cosmology  and  architecture.

> All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs 
themselves.  Take  for  instance  the  above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a 
truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather  glyph. 

Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this  name 
and  glyph  (which  is  a name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto 
bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an  ostrich 
feather.

> This  is  very  telling  for  those  familiar  with  African  cosmologies. 

In  the  Ta-Meri  (and  all  African  priesthoods),  your  initiation  is  kind 
of  like  Masonry.  Instead  of  32  degrees  (33  for  Scottish  Rite),  you 
actually  had  to  complete  360  degrees.  Again  the  African  uses  a circle 
divided  into  4 quadrants  to  represent  this  process.  Technically  you 
can  only  gain  in  your  life-time  359  degrees.  The  last  degree  is 
death.  360  represents  the  degrees  of  experiences  you  could  have  on 
earth.  You  can't  experience  "death"  while  you  are  "living,"  thus  why 
you  have  "symbolic"  deaths  in  these  rituals.

> The  ostrich  feather  is  used  as  a symbol  because  an  ostrich  can  turn 
its  head  "360"  degrees.  So  it  is  used  metaphorically  to  represent 
being  able  to  "see"  completely.  Again,  this  is  why  Africans  call  on 
ancestors  (netchers,  abosom,  niombo,  orishas)  because  they  exist  in  a 
realm  where  they  can  "see"  360  degrees  (everything).  This  is  the 
secret  behind  divination.

> So  a pyramid  functions  as  a place  of  ritual  for  initiates  in  their 
last  stages  of  their  priesthoodship,  and  could  also  serve  as 

a "meeting"  ground  for  ancestors.  Khers  (Mers)  are  located  at 
strategic  "vortexes"  where  they  believe  the  spiritual  realm  and 
physical  realm  meet  for  "transport"  in  a sense.

To  understand  what  I speak  of  you  should  read  The 
Pale  Fox  pg  361  by  Griaule  and  Diertelen  (it  is  called  Amma's  egg).

This  is  a whole 
lecture  in  of  itself,  but  the  coffin  text  gave  way  to  the  Rau  Nu  Prt 
M Hrw  (book  of  coming  forth  by  day).

> One  of  the  major  aspects  of  the  Prt  M Hrw  was  the  opening  of  the 
mouth  ceremony.  Once  again  Bantu  ceremonies  shed  light  on  this  ritual 
and  its  purpose.

> "Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our 
problems  among  the  dead:  be  our  medium."  By  similar  interpretation, 
the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes  the 
leader  speaking  to  the  dead:  "the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is 
talking  in  the  other  world.  All  niombo  should  have  open  mouths.  This 
means  there  is  speech  in  the  other  world."  If  the  open  mouth  of  the 
niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages 


of  shared  concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up, 
left  hand  down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be 
crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the 
crossroads  pose."  The  niombo  gesturealso  marks  a person's 
transition  from  this  world  to  the  next.  On  behalf  of  his  community, 
niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die  you 
automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo. 
Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community 

> believes  this  person  will  become  our  medium.

> Robert  Ferris  Thompson  - Four  Moments  of  the  Sun 

> All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs 
themselves.  Take  for  instance  the  above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a 
truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather  glyph. 

Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this  name 
and  glyph  (which  is  a name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto 
bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an  ostrich 
feather. 

> 

> This  is  very  telling  for  those  familiar  with  African  cosmologies. 

In  the  Ta-Meri  (and  all  African  priesthoods) , your  initiation  is  kind 
of  like  Masonry.  Instead  of  32  degrees  (33  for  Scottish  Rite),  you 
actually  had  to  complete  360  degrees.  Again  the  African  uses  a circle 
divided  into  4 quadrants  to  represent  this  process.  Technically  you 
can  only  gain  in  your  life-time  359  degrees.  The  last  degree  is 
death.  360  represents  the  degrees  of  experiences  you  could  have  on 
earth.  You  can't  experience  "death"  while  you  are  "living,"  thus  why 
you  have  "symbolic"  deaths  in  these  rituals.

> The  ostrich  feather  is  used  as  a symbol  because  an  ostrich  can  turn 
its  head  "360"  degrees.  So  it  is  used  metaphorically  to  represent 
being  able  to  "see"  completely.  Again,  this  is  why  Africans  call  on 
ancestors  (netchers,  abosom,  niombo,  orishas)  because  they  exist  in  a 
realm  where  they  can  "see"  360  degrees  (everything) . This  is  the 
secret  behind  divination.

> So  a pyramid  functions  as  a place  of  ritual  for  initiates  in  their 
last  stages  of  their  priesthoodship,  and  could  also  serve  as 

a "meeting"  ground  for  ancestors.  Khers  (Mers)  are  located  at 
strategic  "vortexes"  where  they  believe  the  spiritual  realm  and 
physical  realm  meet  for  "transport"  in  a sense. 

> 

> Another  reason  why  I think  the  Khers  (mers)  are  also  vaginas  or 
wombs  is  because  of  the  function  of  the  Tekkenu.  The  Tekkenu  is  a 
large  penis.  The  Mer  would  simply  be  the  counter  part. 

> 


> The  Dogon  never  built  pyramids  (at  least  on  a large  scale).  Their 
usage  of  the  shape  was  more  reserved  for  teaching  quantum  mechanics 
or  to  forge  metals.  To  understand  what  I speak  of  you  should  read  The 
Pale  Fox  pg  361  by  Griaule  and  Diertelen  (it  is  called  Amma's  egg). 

Even  pyramids  in  Egypt  were  consider  fire  houses.  The  word  pyramid  is 
composed  of  the  Greek  word  "pyra"  meaning  fire,  light,  or  visible  and 
the  Greek  word  "midos"  meaning  measures.  This  would  go  perfectly  with 
the  Dogon  use  of  pyramids.  So  the  Greeks  understood,  on  some  level, 
the  African  concept  of  fire  and  creation.  All  metallurgical  societies 

in  Africa  use  mounds  to  create  their  metals.  Remember  our  discussion 
of  the  Rwandan  concept  of  sex,  metallurgy  and  creation  of  man?

> I don't  think  I specifically  said  that  the  pyramid  has  to  do  with 
wailing  although  the  wailing  process  is  part  of  the  funerary 
process.  The  main  idea  derived  from  the  word  is  'funeral'  which 
means  entombment.  Wailing  was  part  of  the  religious  process.

> I do  agree  with  you  from  your  well  thought  out  analysis,  the 
Dikenga  diagram  is  a good  model  to  base  abstract  ideas  and  it  does 
reflect  rebirths  associated  with  the  abstract  structure  of  a 
pyramid.  However  in  reality  one  cannot  ignore  what  the  meaning  of 
Mariro,  Mlio  defines.  I wonder  why  the  Dogon  people  never  hurried 
their  dead  in  a pyrimidal  form,  correct  me  if  I am  wrong.

Like  I said  originally,  it  was  an  interesting  movie.  I liked  seeing  all  the  brown  and  black  people 
in  those  roles. 

Regarding  Dre's  comments  particularly  regarding  the  rate  of  movement  of  the  people  in  the  film,

> All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs 
themselves.  Take  for  instance  the  above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a 
truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather  glyph. 
Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this 
name 

and  glyph  (which  is  a name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto 
bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an  ostrich 
feather.

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Official  sees  September  unveiling  after  wrinkles  ironed  out 

(ANSA)  - Addis  Ababa,  March  6 - A holy  monument  returned  to  Ethiopia  after  years  of 
foot-dragging  is  to  be  re-erected  later  this  year  after  the  final  technical  wrinkles  are  ironed 
out,  the  Italian  ambassador  to  the  East  African  country  said  Tuesday. 


Raffaele  de  Lutio  told  ANSA  that  a concrete  slipway  leading  up  to  the  obelisk's  site  has  been 
completed  and  the  base  itself  has  been  reinforced  to  prevent  the  monument  causing  damage  to  a 
recently  discovered  necropolis. 


He  voiced  the  hope  that  the  official  ceremony  will  take  place  "within  the  first  week  of 
September,  just  before  the  Ethiopian  New  Year  which  falls  on  September  1 1". 


A delegation  from  the  United  Nations  cultural  heritage  body  UNESCO  is  expected  to  arrive  "by 
Easter"  to  give  the  go-ahead,  the  envoy  said.  The  revered  obelisk,  looted  by  Benito  Mussolini's 
Fascist  troops,  was  flown  back  and  re-assembled  amid  fanfare  at  the  holy  city  of  Axum  almost 
four  years  ago. 


Ethiopians,  who  consider  themselves  descendants  of  the  ancient  civilisation,  clamoured  for  it  to 
be  put  up  immediately. 


But  there  was  a last-minute  glitch  when  the  United  Nations'  cultural  body  UNESCO  - which  has 


nominated  Axum  a world  heritage  site  - warned  its  erection  might  damage  the  necropolis  found 
under  the  site. 

Work  on  the  obelisk  has  gone  forward  since  2005,  when  the  Italian  government  staged  a grand 
ceremony  to  restore  the  huge  stone  to  its  rightful  owners. 

Speaking  to  students  on  a recent  visit  to  Ethiopia,  Italian  Premier  Romano  Prodi  said  Italy's  act 
of  restitution  would  be  "unconsummated"  until  the  obelisk  was  back  in  its  rightful  place.  The 
necropolis  find  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  at  the  site  in  years. 

The  ancient  tomb  city  stretches  for  hundreds  of  square  metres  and  contains  invaluable  evidence 
of  the  ancient  kingdom  ruled  by  the  Queen  of  Sheba  which  dominated  the  Horn  of  Africa  2,000 
years  ago. 

When  the  monument  was  put  back  together  in  situ  in  April  2005,  Ethiopian  strongman  and 
premier  Meles  Zelawi  reiterated  his  country's  gratitude  to  Italy  for  returning  the  obelisk  after 
almost  70  years. 

Zelawi  wrote  to  then  Italian  premier  Silvio  Berlusconi  to  thank  him  for  his  "courage"  in  restoring 
to  Ethiopia  a potent  symbol  of  national  pride. 

He  said  the  gesture  would  "significantly  improve"  relations  between  the  two  countries. 

Thousands  of  Ethiopians  gathered  to  celebrate  the  return  of  the  third  and  final  section  of  the  24- 
metre-high  obelisk. 

TROUBLED  HISTORY. 

The  160-tonne  obelisk,  believed  to  be  some  1,700  years  old,  was  taken  from  Axum  in  1937  by 
the  invading  army  of  Mussolini,  eager  to  make  up  some  ground  on  the  European  imperial  powers 
and  send  home  symbols  of  conquest. 

It  was  originally  intended  as  the  centrepiece  for  EUR,  Rome's  model  Fascist  neighbourhood 
which  went  up  in  the  late  1930s. 

But  in  the  end  it  was  placed  in  front  of  the  Fascist  Ministry  for  African  Colonies,  which  today 
houses  the  United  Nation's  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  (FAO). 

The  obelisk  became  a source  of  contention  between  Italy  and  Ethiopia  for  decades,  with 
Ethiopian  governments  demanding  its  return  and  accusing  Rome  of  breaking  a 1947  pledge  to 
return  the  monument. 

Rome  signed  two  later  accords,  in  1956  and  1997,  to  repatriate  the  treasure. 


A final  deal  was  reached  in  2003  after  Ethiopia  threatened  to  sever  diplomatic  ties  with  Rome. 


Italian  authorities  had  trouble  finding  an  aircraft  able  to  carry  the  three  massive  blocks.  In  the 
end,  they  rented  an  Antonov,  the  world's  largest  civilian  cargo  plane. 

A special  runway  was  built  and  radar  installed  for  the  plane  to  land  safely  at  Axum  200m  above 
sea  level  and  some  800km  north  of  the  Ethiopian  capital  Addis  Ababa. 

Italy  sent  out  machinery  to  put  the  great  stone  in  place  but  it  was  later  decided  to  repackage  the 
sections  and  wait  for  the  rainy  season  to  end. 

As  well  as  being  a Coptic  (Egyptian  Christian)  holy  place,  Axum  is  a popular  tourist  venue 
littered  with  some  120  stones  like  the  obelisk,  some  half- standing  but  most  lying  on  the  ground. 

Made  of  dark  basalt,  the  Axum  obelisk  is  actually  a funeral  stele  - a stone  tower  that  was  used  to 
mark  graves. 

Unlike  most  surviving  steles,  which  are  blank,  it  is  decorated  with  carved  designs  of  windows 
and  doors  and  topped  with  a sort  of  stone  crest. 

Axum,  which  dominated  the  Horn  of  Africa  from  the  first  to  the  sixth  century  AD,  was  reputed 
one  of  the  four  great  powers  of  the  time  along  with  Rome,  China  and  Persia,  pouring  out  ivory, 
animals,  textiles,  gold,  jewels  and  spices  to  Roman,  Arabian  and  Indian  markets. 

It  declined  as  Arab  invaders  swept  in  from  the  north  but  retained  its  prestige  as  the  birthpace  of 
Christianity  in  Ethiopia. 

It  also  enjoys  a mythic  aura  thanks  to  a legend  that  Menelik  I,  son  of  King  Solomon  and  the 
Queen  of  Sheba,  brought  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  to  Axum  from  Jerusalem,  1,000  years  before 
Christ. 

Some  believe  the  Ark  - symbol  of  God's  covenant  with  the  Jews  - is  still  hidden  there  in  a small 
church  built  in  1965  by  Haile  Selassie,  last  Emperor  of  Ethiopia  and  a claimed  descendant  of 
Solomon.

Archeologists  Find  Ancient  Cemetery  in 
Egypt 


The  El  Hibeh  tell  ? a mound  of  ancient  human  architecture,  artifacts  and  debris  ? is  so  rich  with 
the  remnants  of  human  life  in  central  Egypt  that  shards  of  pottery  literally  crunch  under  a 
visitor's  feet.  Beads,  jug  handles,  and  even  bits  of  fabric  are  visible  to  the  naked  eye,  making 
collection  and  cataloging  both  an  exciting  and  daunting  task. 

Carol  Redmount,  a professor  of  Egyptian  archeology  and  chair  of  Near  Eastern  Studies  at  UC 
Berkeley,  has  led  a research  team  to  El  Hibeh  every  year  since  2001.  The  team  varies  from  year 
to  year  but  generally  includes  Hearst  Museum  Registrar  Joan  Knudsen,  archeologists, 
Egyptologists,  osteologists  (bone  specialists),  ceramologists,  Egyptian  inspectors,  and  other 
experts.  They  head  over  there  in  the  summer  ? when  school  is  out,  but  also  when  the  weather  is 
punishingly  hot. 

Last  year  they  made  a special  fall  expedition.  Funding  for  the  expensive  trip  was  covered  by 
GRB  Entertainment  for  the  Discovery  Channel.  In  February  the  excavation  on  the  banks  of  the 
Nile  was  featured  in  an  episode  of  The  Bone  Detectives,  a series  that  runs  until  April,  visiting 
archeological  digs  from  Central  America  to  the  outer  edge  of  the  Arctic  Circle. 

The  episode  "Violence  Along  the  Nile"  focused  on  a mummy  Redmount  and  her  team  found  in 
an  ancient  cemetery  at  El  Hibeh.  While  the  site  as  a whole  appears  to  have  been  inhabited  from 
eleventh  century  BCE  up  to  about  the  6th  century  CE,  the  mummy  that  stars  in  the  program  is 
relatively  young  ? probably  from  the  Coptic  period  of  the  5th  to  6th  centuries  CE.  True  to  the 
Christian  tradition  of  that  era,  this  mummy  was  not  encased  in  cartonnage  (like  paper  mache)  or 
placed  within  a coffin,  nor  was  it  buried  with  the  "grave  goods"  we  associate  with  Egyptian 
graves  ? beads,  jewelry,  gold.  But  it  did  come  out  of  a cemetery  the  team  had  just  discovered. 

"We  knew  there  were  bodies  there,  but  we  hadn't  actually  done  any  systematic  excavation  in  that 
specific  area  before,"  recalls  Redmount  on  a sunny  day  outside  the  Free  Speech  Movement 
CafMi'Thc  camera  crew  showed  up  after  we'd  been  working  only  two  days.  They  had  a tight 
timetable  and  wanted  to  limit  filming  to  three  days.  People  bent  over  backwards." 


The  mummy,  it  turned  out,  had  died  from  a blow  to  the  head.  He  was  dressed  in  embroidered 
tunic.  These  details  helped  fuel  a minor  tug  of  war  between  the  program's  producers  and  the 


scholars.  Where  researchers  tend  to  be  very  cautious,  the  Discovery  Channel  crew  is  intent  on 
entertaining  its  audience  ? with  education  as  a happy  by-product.  At  one  point  the  program's  host 
was  filmed  smashing  a clay  pot  (not  an  ancient  relic)  with  a mallet,  in  an  effort  to  dramatically 
re-enact  the  fatal  blow  to  the  mummy's  head. 

"They  want  details  that  are  attention-grabbing,  but  they  also  want  to  be  reasonably  accurate. 

They  do  stress  that,"  Redmount  says.  "We  had  some  interesting  discussions  and  some  of  their 
suggestions  just  wouldn't  go." 

One  had  to  do  with  naming  the  mummy.  As  part  of  developing  a loose  storyline  for  the  episode, 
the  producers  had  named  the  mummy  Hasani,  an  Arabic  name. 

"It  was  a complete  anachronism,  and  the  local  Coptic  community  would  probably  not  have  taken 
kindly  to  it,"  Redmount  recalls,  laughing.  The  crew  had  already  shot  some  film  with  Hasani  as 
the  name,  but  the  Egyptian  government  inspector,  the  official  Egyptian  Antiquities  Organization 
representative  and  a member  of  the  dig  team,  had  a creative  solution.  She  suggested  they  use  the 
Coptic  name  Arsani  for  the  remainder  of  the  program.  With  a bit  of  sound  editing  they  could 
salvage  the  footage  they'd  shot  while  producing  a historically  accurate  product. 

Redmount  is  enthusiastic  about  the  TV  coverage.  "The  project  gets  wonderful  publicity,"  she 
says.  "It's  good  and  has  broad  benefit  for  the  project  and  for  the  field  as  a whole." 

The  El  Hibeh  project  is  still  in  the  early  stages,  she  adds.  The  area  was  never  wealthy,  and  even 
to  this  day  it's  an  economic  backwater.  But  the  abundance  of  material  showing  how  middle-class 
people  lived  ? and  died  ? makes  the  site  a place  where  Redmount  expects  to  spend  many  more 
warm  summer  months. 

"We're  still  just  finding  out  quite  a lot  about  the  site,"  she  says.  "It  was  at  its  heyday  during  an 
underexplored  time  period  scholars  call  the  'Third  Intermediate  Period'  ? immediately  after  the 
glory  days  of  the  New  Kingdom  when  Egypt  controlled  the  largest  empire  in  the  eastern 
Mediterranean.  And  it  continued  to  be  occupied  for  the  rest  of  the  first  millennium  BCE  and 
beyond.  Egypt  is  regarded  as  in  decline  at  this  point,  but  there  was  a lot  of  cultural  mixing  going 
on  and  it's  a fascinating  time." 

There  are  graduate  student  researchers  on  every  annual  team.  They  get  basic  field  training, 
supervisory  experience,  and  overall  experience  helping  with  all  aspect  of  the  dig  ? from 
registration  to  actually  moving  dirt.  Students  can  explore  specialties  too,  including  osteology, 
lithics,  and  others. 

"This  site  will  provide  years  of  training  for  future  generations  of  archeologists,"  says  Redmount. 
"I  fully  expect  to  spend  the  rest  of  my  academic  career  working  on  it."

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Teaching  in  local  languages  good  policy 
Publication  date:  Thursday,  6th  March,  2008 
By  Geraldine  Bukenya 

The  idea  of  teaching  in  local  languages  in  lower  primary  school 
classes  followed  recommendations  from  a number  of  researchers.  The 
2004  Tony  Reed  report  on  the  review  of  primary  curriculum  pointed  out 
that  "generally  children  learn  faster  if  early  education  is  conducted 
in  a familiar  language".  This  report  was  made  more  relevant  by  the 
fact  that  its  predecessors,  the  1989  Kajubi  Report  and  the  National 
Assessment  of  Progress  in  Education  (NAPE)  had  confirmed  the  low 
levels  in  acquisition  of  literacy  by  primary  school  goers.  These 
findings  raised  concerns  that  the  Ministry  of  Education  had  to  address 


by  putting  in  place  an  education  language  policy. 


In  the  policy,  the  ministry  stipulated  that: 

- The  mother  tongue  be  used  as  a medium  of  instruction  in  education  up 
to  Primary  Four  ? although  it  has  been  modified  to  cover  only  P1-P3) 

- The  area  languages  ? Luganda,  Lwo,  Runyakitara,  Ateso/  Nakarimojon 
and  Lugbara  - whose  orthographies  were  ready  - be  taught  as  a subject 
in  primary  schools  and  be  examinable  in  PLE. 

- That  a National  Language  Advisory  Board  be  established  to  assist  in 
the  development  of  Uganda  languages. 

- The  language  policy  is  in  use  in  other  countries  like  Nigeria, 

Ghana,  South  Africa,  Zambia,  Malawi,  Lesotho,  Swaziland  and  Zimbabwe. 

In  rolling  out  the  policy,  the  ministry  envisages  a number  of  benefits: 

- Local  languages  promote  comprehension,  accuracy  of  expression, 
interest  in  nature  around  and  increases  appreciation  of  culture,  which 
is  important  for  one's  identity. 

- Local  languages  are  a tool  for  socialisation  that  helps  to  shape 
people's  compatibility  with  the  environment  around  them.  This  enhances 
the  participatory  methods  used  in  the  classroom  like  group 
participation  skills  that  are  effective  in  achieving  learning. 

- Local  languages  create  confidence  in  one's  language.  This  forms  the 
basis  for  learning  other  languages.  The  people  who  went  to  school  in 
the  1960s  and  used  this  system  have  a better  command  of  the  first  and 
second  languages  because  of  this  background. 

- Local  languages  are  a basis  for  the  formation  of  an  integral  part  of 
the  philosophy  of  an  individual,  which  is  an  important  factor  for 
future  learning  of  social  studies  and  other  humanities 

- Local  languages  are  a bridge  between  the  home  and  school  learning. 

This  enhances  the  philosophy  of  teaching  from  the  known  to  unknown. 

This  helps  the  child  to  relate  what  is  at  home  to  what  is  learnt  at 
school. 

In  implementing  the  language  policy,  the  ministry  is  closely  guided  by 
a broad-minded  and  a development-  oriented  approach  which  has  helped  to 
fulfill  the  ministry's  objective  of  increased  access,  equity,  quality 
achievement  and  retention  of  children  in  schools. 


Since  the  launch  of  the  White  Paper  on  Education  in  1992,  the  policy 
has  passed  through  a number  of  steps.  These  include  the  development, 
trial-testing  and  implementation  of  the  local  language  syllabuses  for 
both  Primary  Teacher  Colleges  and  primary  schools  and  the  preparation 
and  distribution  of  modules  to  support  it  in  the  teacher  colleges. 

The  National  Curriculum  Development  Centre  in  1999  requested  districts 
to  form  District  Language  Boards,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of 
Education.  In  2000,  the  ministry  sent  a circular  to  schools  asking 
them  to  forward  to  the  National  Curriculum  Development  Centre  the 
languages  which  were  ready  for  use  as  medium  of  instructions. 

Districts  which  were  ready  responded.  In  2002,  teachers  were  oriented 
in  the  use  of  the  Primary  School  Syllabus  Vol.  II,  which  has  the  local 
language  syllabus  content.  This  was  followed  by  dispatch  of  guidance 
on  local  language  time-tabling,  its  use  as  a medium  of  instruction  on 
all  subjects  except  English,  and  the  teaching  of  local  languages  as  a 
subject  after  P4. 

The  ministry  has  also  sent  circulars  to  schools  guiding  them  on  the 
implementation  of  the  literacy  hour,  medium  of  instruction  and  the 
importance  of  deploying  competent  teachers  who  are  fluent  in  the 
language  of  the  area  to  lower  primary  classes. 

After  laying  this  foundation,  the  National  Curriculum  Development 
Centre  with  the  intention  of  enhancing  learning  achievements  in 
literacy  and  numeracy,  revised  the  lower  primary  curriculum  to  make  it 
thematic.  This  curriculum  was  rolled  out  nationally  in  2007  for  PI  and 
in  2008  for  P2.  For  P3,  the  Thematic  Curriculum  is  being  pre-tested  in 
some  selected  districts. 

Teachers  and  pre-service  student  teachers  were  also  trained  on 
thematic  curriculum  materials.  The  curriculum  of  Primary  Teacher 
Colleges  has  been  harmonised  with  the  primary  curriculum  and  is  being 
piloted  in  preparation  for  launch  in  2009. 

We  therefore,  call  upon  writers  in  various  languages  without 
orthographies  to  develop  them  and  get  them  approved  by  the  language 
boards  for  submission  to  the  National  Curriculum  Development  Centre  . 
The  writers  are  also  encouraged  to  write  more  books  in  their 
respective  languages  to  support  the  teaching  in  vernacular  but  under 
the  guidance  of  the  appropriate  district  language  boards. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  considers  everybody's  contribution  in  this 
cause  valuable  and  important.  Achieving  quality  education  is  only 
possible  through  collaborative  efforts.  We  have  reached  this  far 


together  and  we  can  achieve  more.

On  behalf  of  his  community, 
niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die  you 
automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo. 
Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community 

> believes  this  person  will  become  our  medium.

> Robert  Ferris  Thompson  - Four  Moments  of  the  Sun 

> All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs 
themselves.  Take  for  instance  the  above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a 
truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather  glyph. 

Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this  name 


and  glyph  (which  is  a name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto 
bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an  ostrich 
feather. 

> 

> This  is  very  telling  for  those  familiar  with  African  cosmologies. 

In  the  Ta-Meri  (and  all  African  priesthoods) , your  initiation  is  kind 
of  like  Masonry.  Instead  of  32  degrees  (33  for  Scottish  Rite),  you 
actually  had  to  complete  360  degrees.  Again  the  African  uses  a circle 
divided  into  4 quadrants  to  represent  this  process.  Technically  you 
can  only  gain  in  your  life-time  359  degrees.  The  last  degree  is 
death.  360  represents  the  degrees  of  experiences  you  could  have  on 
earth.  You  can't  experience  "death"  while  you  are  "living,"  thus  why 
you  have  "symbolic"  deaths  in  these  rituals. 

> 

> The  ostrich  feather  is  used  as  a symbol  because  an  ostrich  can  turn 
its  head  "360"  degrees.  So  it  is  used  metaphorically  to  represent 
being  able  to  "see"  completely.  Again,  this  is  why  Africans  call  on 
ancestors  (netchers,  abosom,  niombo,  orishas)  because  they  exist  in  a 
realm  where  they  can  "see"  360  degrees  (everything) . This  is  the 
secret  behind  divination. 

> 

> So  a pyramid  functions  as  a place  of  ritual  for  initiates  in  their 
last  stages  of  their  priesthoodship,  and  could  also  serve  as 

a "meeting"  ground  for  ancestors.  Khers  (Mers)  are  located  at 
strategic  "vortexes"  where  they  believe  the  spiritual  realm  and 
physical  realm  meet  for  "transport"  in  a sense.

> Another  reason  why  I think  the  Khers  (mers)  are  also  vaginas  or 
wombs  is  because  of  the  function  of  the  Tekkenu.  The  Tekkenu  is  a 
large  penis.  The  Mer  would  simply  be  the  counter  part. 

> 

> The  Dogon  never  built  pyramids  (at  least  on  a large  scale).  Their 
usage  of  the  shape  was  more  reserved  for  teaching  quantum  mechanics 
or  to  forge  metals.  To  understand  what  I speak  of  you  should  read  The 
Pale  Fox  pg  361  by  Griaule  and  Diertelen  (it  is  called  Amma's  egg). 

Even  pyramids  in  Egypt  were  consider  fire  houses.  The  word  pyramid  is 
composed  of  the  Greek  word  "pyra"  meaning  fire,  light,  or  visible  and 
the  Greek  word  "midos"  meaning  measures.  This  would  go  perfectly  with 
the  Dogon  use  of  pyramids.  So  the  Greeks  understood,  on  some  level, 
the  African  concept  of  fire  and  creation.  All  metallurgical  societies 

in  Africa  use  mounds  to  create  their  metals.  Remember  our  discussion 
of  the  Rwandan  concept  of  sex,  metallurgy  and  creation  of  man?  For  a 
recap  you  can  visit  this  link  here:

Domestication  of  the  donkey  from  the  African  wild  ass  transformed  ancient  transport  systems  in 


Africa  and  Asia  and  the  organization  of  early  cities  and  pastoral  societies.  Genetic  research 
suggests  an  African  origin  for  the  donkey,  but  pinpointing  the  timing  and  location  of 
domestication  has  been  challenging  because  donkeys  are  uncommon  in  the  archaeological  record 
and  markers  for  early  phases  of  animal  domestication  are  hard  to  determine.  We  present 
previously  undescribed  evidence  for  the  earliest  transport  use  of  the  donkey  and  new 
paleopathological  indicators  for  early  phases  of  donkey  domestication.  Findings  are  based  on 
skeletal  data  from  10  {approx} 5,000-year-old  ass  skeletons  recently  discovered  entombed  in  an 
early  pharaonic  mortuary  complex  at  Abydos,  Middle  Egypt,  and  a concurrent  study  of  53 
modem  donkey  and  African  wild  ass  skeletons.  Morphometric  studies  showed  that  Abydos 
metacarpals  were  similar  in  overall  proportions  to  those  of  wild  ass,  but  individual  measurements 
varied.  Midshaft  breadths  resembled  wild  ass,  but  midshaft  depths  and  distal  breadths  were 
intermediate  between  wild  ass  and  domestic  donkey.  Despite  this,  all  of  the  Abydos  skeletons 
exhibited  a range  of  osteopathologies  consistent  with  load  carrying.  Morphological  similarities  to 
wild  ass  show  that,  despite  their  use  as  beasts  of  burden,  donkeys  were  still  undergoing 
considerable  phenotypic  change  during  the  early  Dynastic  period  in  Egypt.  This  pattern  is 
consistent  with  recent  studies  of  other  domestic  animals  that  suggest  that  the  process  of 
domestication  is  slower  and  less  linear  than  previously  thought.

Another  thing  I forgot  to  mention  (and  I don't  know  how  I left  this  out  of  the  discussion) 
is  that,  in  relation  to  a /mr/  being  a house  of  fire,  the  word  in  Rwanda  for  fire  is 
UMIRIRO.  So  in  reality,  Ferg  is  right:  just  in  the  "wrong"  sense.  Remember  the  Greeks 
named  a /mr/  a Pyramid  which  consist  of  the  roots  "pyra"  meaning  "fire,  light,  or  visual," 
and  "midos"  meaning  "measures."  They  were  going  off  the  African  understanding  of  the 
functioning  of  what  this  symbolism  represents. 

It  all  makes  sense  if  you  understand  how  the  Bantu  relate  heat  & fire  to  life  and  creation. 

Fire  is  vitalism  and  life.  For  instance,  in  the  Kongo  when  a young  man  has  a wet  dream, 


they  call  it  "lava  flow  streams  between  thighs."  Lava  is  a very  hot  substance  and  the 
cooling  of  lava  is  how  land  is  created.  The  same  relationship  exist  with  human  beings: 
sperm  being  our  lava,  the  result  of  the  fire  (passion)  from  within  (wanting  to  have  sex). 
Thus  again  why  you  would  have  a "Mer"  and  a "Tekken"  near  each  other  ( vagina  & 
penis  respectively) . 

Bantu  people  are  always  talking  about  fire  and  creation.  Following  a logical  path  of  the 
metaphors  one  would  expect  that  within  their  language  and  in  their  art,  that  their 
cosmologies  would  reflect  the  association  of  fire  and  how  it's  used  in  everyday  life.  Ferg 
made  this  point  clear  in  his  discussion  of  KaaUma  (Km.t)  and  how  the  Uma  is  the 
fireplace  of  the  Kaa  (charcoal  - life  - people).  This  same  principle,  IMO,  applies  to 
pyramids. 

In  the  Kongo  they  talk  about  Zikwa  (fireplace)  with  its  3 firestones  (makuku  matatu). 
The  3 fire  stones  are  the  3 stages  of  life,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  Dikenga  de  Kongo,  that 
are  represented  at  the  top  3 positions  of  the  "suns"  movement  around  the  center  (nseke  - 
the  earth  realm).  This  same  3 positions  are  the  stages  of  Ra's  movement  around  the  earth 
and  his  different  titles:  Khepri  (rising  sun),  Ra  (sun  at  noon  time),  Atum  (setting  sun). 


The  Rwandan  story  illuminates  so  much  that  most  really  can't  make  the  connection,  but 
as  the  author  from  the  site  articulates  it,  we  can  put  the  pieces  together: 

"In  our  Wisdom  Tradition,  all  creative  processes  result  from  manipulation  of  fire  in 
one  form  or  another.  As  we  progress  in  the  study  of  our  oral  traditions,  we  shall  see 
that  fire,  umuriro,  is  energy  in  its  various  aspects.  Fire  is  the  agent  of  development  and 
evolution  at  all  levels,  and  creation  is  a fiery  process.  Inner  development  is  an  energy 
experience  involving  a "forging  process".  The  candidate  King  is  said  to  be  "forged  out  of 


(ordinary)  humanity"  through  the  agency  of  the  sacred  Hammer,  Ingabe-Nyundo 
working  that  pure  metal  that  is  the  heir  to  the  throne  of  Kigwa,  Son  of  Nkuba,  or 
"Thunder",  the  Heavenly  God  of  Fire  — the  God  that  is  Fire.  The  meaning  of  names  are 
essential  to  the  understanding  of  our  traditions  as  the  saying  indicates:  "Izina  ni  ryo 
Muntu  (or  ni  ryo  kintu"):  the  name  is  the  very  man  or  thing  named),  they  contain  in 
themselves  much  of  the  meaning  of  the  story." 


So  as  hinted  before  in  my  previous  reply,  a Pyramid  was  simply  a place  of  initiation.  The 
fire  /mr/  was  where  the  initiate  was  "forged"  into  an  Nganga  priest.  For  those  of  us  in 
Black  Greek  Lettered  Organizations,  or  Masons,  know  good  and  well  what  it  means  to 
"cross  the  burning  sands."  The  same  principle  applies.  After  someone  died,  this  same 
structure  was  used  ritualistically  to  aid  the  soul  back  into  the  spirtual  realm  for  new 
instructions  before  his  return  back  to  earth  (rising  sun). 

Another  thing  that  was  hinted  to  me  a time  back  from  a fellow  on  the  continent,  is  that 
the  pyramids  and  temples  were  used  as  hospitals  or  training  grounds  for  doctors  to  learn 
anatomy.  We  can  kind  of  associate  this  theory  with  the  /mr/  if  we  understand  the  African 
concept  of  "fire"  and  health  (vitality).  Where  else  would  you  go  to  be  revitalized?  May 
be  a stretch,  but  who  knows.

DRUSILLA  DUNJEE  HOUSTON 

Race  woman,  teacher,  journalist  and  historian, 

Drusilla  Dunjee  Houston,  who  has  earned  a high-ranking 
place  in  the  struggle  to  redeem  Africa's  role  in  world 
history,  was  born  in  Winchester,  Virginia  in  1876.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  John  William  and  Lydia  Taylor 
Dunjee,  and  spent  most  of  her  life  in  the  American 
Southwest,  principally  Oklahoma  and  Arizona. 

Drusilla's  father,  John  William  Dunjee,  was  an 
educator,  church  building  missionary  and  fund  raiser 
for  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  He  is 
principally  credited  with  instilling  in  young  Drusilla 
a strong  sense  of  ethnic  identity  and  "race  pride." 

Visits  to  the  Houston  home  by  her  father's  close 
colleagues  included  such  luminaries  as  Frederick 
Douglass  and  Blanch  K.  Bruce.  As  a young  woman  she 
lived  with  her  family  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota  before 
settling  down  in  Oklahoma. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-two  Drusilla  married  Price 
Houston— a storekeeper  eleven  years  her  senior. 

Together  they  bore  a daughter.  In  McAlester,  Oklahoma 
she  opened  the  McAlester  Seminary— an  educational 
institution  which  she  maintained  for  a dozen  years.  In 
Oklahoma  City  Houston  worked  with  her  brother  Roscoe 
Dunjee  (1883-1965),  the  editor  of  The  Black 
Dispatch-an  Oklahoma  City  weekly  newspaper. 

As  a journalist,  Houston  aggressively  covered  numerous 
cases  of  white  atrocities  against  the  Black  citizens 
of  Oklahoma.  But  it  is  as  a bold  and  uncompromising 
historian  that  Houston  comes  to  our  attention  here. 
Reading  The  Negro  by  Dr.  W.E.B.  DuBois  (published  in 
1915)  inspired  her  to  research  African  people  and 
their  contributions  to  the  world's  civilizations. 

Indeed,  Houston  has  been  identified  as  "the  earliest 
known  Black  woman  to  author  a multivolume  study  of  the 


history  of  ancient  Africa  and  its  people." 

THE  WONDERFUL  ETHIOPIANS 

Houston's  crowning  achievment  was  the  publication  of 
the  Wonderful  Ethiopians  of  the  Ancient  Cushite 
Empire,  Book  I:  Nations  of  the  Cushite  Empire. 

Marvelous  Facts  From  Authentic  Records.  Wonderful 
Ethiopians  was  originally  published  in  1926  in 
Oklahoma  City  by  the  Universal  Publishing  Company,  and 
was  intended  as  the  first  volume  of  a three  volume 
set.  Wonderful  Ethiopians  is  a pioneering  work  that 
not  only  contains  comprehensive  chapters  devoted  to 
ancient  African  civilizations  along  the  Nile,  but 
continues  the  ethnographic  survey  into  Asia  where  it 
examines  and  illuminates  the  strong  African  influences 
on  classical  Asian  civilizations.  Houston  looks 
extensively  at  the  African  background  to  European 
civilizations  and  even  ponders  the  role  of  Africans  in 
ancient  America. 

Wonderful  Ethiopians  was  favorably  reviewed  in  a 
number  of  newspapers  by  Arthur  Alfonso  Schomburg,  in 
the  Amsterdam  News  by  Joel  Augustus  Rogers,  and  in  the 
Pittsburgh  Courier  by  Robert  L.  Vann.  Schomburg 
(1874-1938),  the  brilliant  bibliophile,  noted  that: 

"I  can  assure  everyone  that  the  author  must  have  used 
considerable  oil  in  her  lamp  represented  by  her 
exhaustive  research,  the  indefatigable  labor  that 
resulted  in  the  astonishing  compilation  before  me... We 
are  indebted  to  Drusilla  D.  Houston  for  this 
illuminating  and  comprehensive  book." 

Joel  Augustus  Rogers  (1883-1966),  himself  a tremendous 
historian,  journalist  and  scholar,  recommended  that 
"The  Wonderful  Ethiopians  be  placed  in  every  Negro 
home  and  school  in  the  land."  Robert  L.  Vann 
emphasized  that  "We  know  of  no  book  published  in  the 
last  25  years  which  offers  such  reputable  inspiration 
to  the  Black  people  of  the  earth."  A.  Philip 
Randolph's  newspaper  The  Messenger  commented  that: 

"Mrs.  Houston  has  done  what  few  other  Negro  authors 
have  had  the  necessary  patience  and  perserverance  to 
do. ..She  has  delved  deep  into  the. ..past  to  show  that 


the  literature,  art,  music,  religion  and  customs  of 
the  Greeks  and  the  early  torch  bearers  of  civilization 
were  all  permeated  and  influenced  by  the  Ethiopians." 

Houston  was  also  the  author  of  a syndicated  column 
entitled  the  "Wondrous  History  of  the  Negro"  and  for 
years  she  was  a feature  writer  for  the  Associated 
Negro  Press.  On  April  11,  1937  in  historic  St.  Paul 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  St.  Louis, 

Missouri,  before  a packed  audience  she  gave  an  address 
entitled  "The  Negro  Woman  in  a Changing  Social  Order." 
Her  presentation  was  described  as  "one  of  the  most 
profound  and  illuminating  addresses  ever  heard  in  St. 
Louis." 

After  a remarkable  life,  on  February  2,  1941,  in 
Phoenix,  Arizona  Drusilla  Dunjee  Houston  succumbed  to 
tuberculosis.  At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was  working 
on  another  book  on  African  history.  The  last  years  of 
her  were  spent  in  relative  seclusion,  and  until 
recently  Wonderful  Ethiopians  itself  seemed  destined 
for  obscurity.  Fortunately,  however,  in  1985  William 
Paul  Coates  of  Black  Classic  Press  in  Baltimore, 

Maryland  reprinted  Wonderful  Ethiopians  in  its 
entirety,  supplemented  with  an  excellent  introduction, 
afterword  and  commentary  by  Coates,  Asa  G.  Hilliard 
III  and  James  G.  Spady,  respectively.

Since  the  reporting  of  the  so-called  "hobbit"  fossil  from  the 
island  of  Flores  in  Indonesia,  debate  has  raged  as  to  whether  these 
remains  are  of  modem  humans  (Homo  sapiens),  reduced,  for  some  reason, 
in  stature,  or  whether  they  represent  a new  species,  Homo  floresiensis. 

Reporting  in  this  week's  PLoS  ONE  in  a study  funded  by  the  National 
Geographic  Society  Mission  Programs,  Lee  Berger  and  colleagues  from  the 
University  of  the  Witwatersrand,  Rutgers  University  and  Duke  University, 
describe  the  fossils  of  small-bodied  humans  from  the  Micronesian  island 
of  Palau.  These  people  inhabited  the  island  between  1400  and  3000  years 
ago  and  share  some  ? although  not  all  ? features  with  the  H. 
floresiensis  specimens. 

Palau  is  situated  in  the  Western  Caroline  Islands  and  consists  of  a main 
island  of  Babeldaob,  with  hundreds  of  smaller  rock  islands  to  the  south 
west,  colloquially  known  as  the  "rock  islands."  These  rock 
islands  contain  caves  and  rock  shelters,  in  many  of  which,  fossilized 
and  subfossilized  human  remains  have  been  found.  The  specimens  described 
by  Berger  and  colleagues  came  from  two  such  caves,  Ucheliungs  and 
Omedokel,  which  appear  to  have  been  used  as  burial  sites.  In  both  caves, 
they  found  skeletons  of  individuals  who  would  have  been  small  even 
relative  to  other  such  populations  and  are  approximately  the  size  of  H. 
floresiensis  or  small  members  of  the  genus  Australopithecus.  These 
fossils  were  radiocarbon  dated  to  between  1410  and  2890  years  ago.  The 
entrance  to  Omedokel  cave  also  contained  the  remains  of  larger 
individuals  dated  to  between  940  and  1080  years  ago. 

These  two  caves  have  provided  and  will  continue  to  provide  a wealth  of 
specimens,  which  will  need  more  intensive  study.  However,  preliminary 
analysis  of  more  than  a dozen  individuals  including  a male  who  would 
have  weighed  around  43  kg  and  a female  of  29  kg,  show  that  these 
small-bodied  people  had  many  craniofacial  features  considered  unique  to 
H.  sapiens.  These  include:  a distinct  maxillary  canine  fossa,  a clearly 
delimited  mandibular  mental  trigone  (in  most  specimens),  moderate 
bossing  of  the  frontal  and  parietal  squama,  a lateral  prominence  on  the 
temporal  mastoid  process,  reduced  temporal  juxtamastoid  eminences  and  an 
en  maison  cranial  vault  profile  with  the  greatest  interparietal  breadth 
high  on  the  vault.  Thus,  these  individuals  are  likely  to  be  from  a human 
population  who  acquired  reduced  stature,  for  some  reason. 

It  is  well  established  that  populations  living  on  isolated  islands  often 
consist  of  individuals  of  smaller  stature  than  their  mainland  cousins 
? a phenomenon  known  as  island  dwarfism.  This  is  true  not  just  for 


humans  but  for  many  animals  including  extinct  mammoths  and  elephants 
from  islands  off  Siberia,  California  and  even  in  the  Mediterranean. 
Alternatively,  the  island  may  have  been  colonized  by  a few  small 
individuals,  between  3,000  and  4,000  years  ago  who,  through  extensive 
inbreeding,  and  other  environmental  drivers,  produced  a small -bodied 
population,  which  continued  to  inhabit  Palau  until  at  least  1400  years 
ago. 

As  well  as  having  characteristics  of  H.  sapiens,  the  Palau  fossils  also 
have  features  seen  in  H.  floresiensis,  such  as  their  small  bodies  and 
faces,  pronounced  supraorbital  tori,  non-projecting  chins,  relative 
megadontia,  expansion  of  the  occlusal  surface  of  the  premolars,  rotation 
of  teeth  within  the  maxilla  and  mandible,  and  dental  agenesis.  Berger 
and  colleagues  do  not  infer  from  these  features  any  direct  relationship 
between  the  peoples  of  Palau  and  Flores;  however,  these  observations  do 
suggest  that  at  least  some  of  the  features  which  have  been  taken  as 
evidence  that  the  Flores  individuals  are  members  of  a separate  species, 
may  be  a common  adaptation  in  humans  of  reduced  stature. 

Detailed  analysis  of  the  Palau  specimens  is  unlikely  to  settle  arguments 
over  the  status  of  H.  floresiensis  as  there  are  features  of  Flores  man, 
such  as  small  brain  size,  not  found  in  the  people  of  Palau. 

Nevertheless,  they  do  suggest  that  at  least  some  of  the  unusual  features 
seen  in  Flores  are  a result  of  environment  rather  than  ancestral 
heritage.  Above  all,  the  skeletons  from  Palau  should  greatly  increase 
our  understanding  of  the  process  of  island  dwarfism  in  human  populations 
and  of  the  ancient  colonizations  of  Oceania.

> All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual  glyphs 
themselves.  Take  for  instance  the  above  image  of  Ntr  Khr.t.  It  is  a 
truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather  glyph. 

Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about  this  name 
and  glyph  (which  is  a name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is  a proto 
bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an  ostrich 
feather.

My  Comments 

This  ritual  deals  with  the  often  mentioned  "opening  of  the  mouth" 
of  the  deceased  executive  officer,  the  Hh  PrTY  (Aa  Perti).  Who  is 
Identified  as  WSR  (Ausar,  or  "Osiris"). 

The  profane  in  the  society  are  told  that  the  opening  of  he  mouth  of  the  deceased  is  to 
allow  the  release  of  the  deceased  Bh  and  Kh  (Ba  and  Ka).

A stolen  sum  totalling  $4.5  trillion  (four  and  a half  trillion  American  dollars) 
was  held  illegally  in  a suspense  account  at  Citibank's  offices  at  399  Park 

Avenue,  New  York,  USA,  at  the  end  of  October  2007  and  the  beginning  of  November  2007.  The 
money  returned  to  Citibank  on  the  16th  November  2007,  having  been  temporarily  concealed  at 
Morgan  Stanley. 


The  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Henry  Paulson,  was  centrally  involved  in  the 

administration  of  this  theft.  On  several  occasions  in  20  06  and  2007,  the 

Chinese  authorities  and  others  pressed  Paulson  to  instruct  release  of  the  $4.5 

trillion.  He  refused  to  do  this  and  was  assassinated.  His  shooting  took  place  on 

Friday  28th  December  2007.  He  died  on  Wednesday  2nd  January  2008.  The  Bush  White  House, 

after  some  initial  confusion  and  panic,  decided  to  conceal  the  fact  of  Henry  Paulson's  execution. 

This  inexpert  fiction  was  swallowed  uncritically  by  the  Western  mainstream  media.  More  details 

about  the  Henry  Paulson  assassination  and  the  Bush  White  House's  attempts  to  obfuscate  the 

issue  can  be  found  further  down  this  page,  and  on  this  separate  page  here. 


The  stolen  $4.5  trillion  originally  came  from  The  People's  Bank  of  China  in  May 
2006,  at  the  time  when  Henry  Paulson  took  over  as  USA  Treasury  Secretary  in 
Washington.  It  was  a private  transfer  of  funds  from  China  to  an  American  fina 
ncier  called  Lee  Wanta  of  AmeriTrust  Groupe.  Henry  Paulson  stole  this  $4.5 
trillion  in  June  2006.  The  provenance  of  the  funds  involved  has  been  described 
in  detail  by  the  UK-based  financial  journalist  Christopher  Story  here  (07.03.08) 
and  by  Don  Nicoloff  here  (19.01.07).  In  this  latter  piece,  Nicoloff  drew  most  of 
his  material  from  published  sources  written  by  Story. 


On  Tuesday  30th  October  2007,  the  Provost  Marshal  for  th  e USA  (Brigadier 
General  Rodney  Johnson),  visited  Citibank.  Everything  was  set  ready  for  payment  of  the  $4.5 
trillion  to  be  made  into  the  AmeriTrust  Groupe  securities  account  at  Morgan  Stanley  at  the  latest 
by  6.00pm  on  Wednesday  31st  October.  This  payment  was  not  made. 


Citibank  and  Morgan  Stanley  are  mired  in  a criminal  conspiracy  with  the  USA 
Treasury  and  the  USA  White  House  which  will  result  in  the  arrest,  in  the  USA,  of 
William  R.  Rhodes  (Chairman  of  Citigroup),  Robert  Rubin  (Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Citigroup),  John  Mack  (Chairman  of  Morgan  Stanley)  and  several 
senior  USA  Treasury  officials. 


Now  that  this  matter  is  in  the  public  domain,  it  is  possible  that  the  affair 
will  bring  down  not  just  Citibank,  Morgan  Stanley  and  their  auditors,  but  also 
the  American  Stock  Market  and  the  White  House. 


The  $4.5  trillion  has  become  tangled  up  with  banking  release  procedures  to  do 
with  the  much  larger  NESARA  global  prosperity  programme  shortly  to  be  announced. 


The  $4.5  trillion  is  referred  to  in  G8  Nation  memos  as  'The  Wanta  Plan'  funds. 

In  2007,  Queen  Elizabeth  II  of  England  conferred  special  diplomatic  status  upon 
Lee  Wanta  and  his  colleagues. 


On  Monday  26th  February  2007,  three  Special  Forces  te  ams  at  tempted  to  arrest  Vice  President 
Dick  Cheney  while  he  was  on  an  aircraft  parked  on  the  runway  at  Sydney  International  airport 
(Australia).  There  was  a firefight  and  three  deaths  were  reported. 


On  Sunday  4th  November  2007,  after  an  emergency  board  meeting,  the  chairman  and  chief 
executive  of  Citibank,  Charles  Prince,  resigned.  He  was  replaced  as 

chairman  by  former  USA  Treasury  Secretary  Robert  Rubin,  and  as  chief  executive  by  Sir  Win 
Bischoff.  The  reason  given  was  the  recent  losses  in  Citibank's  mortgage-backed  securities 


business. 


Now  relieved  of  his  duties,  Charles  Prince  is  a dangerous  man.  He  knows  about 
Citibank's  active  involvement  in  the  papertrail  which  used  the  $4.5  trillion 
Wanta  Plan  funds  to  lubricate  off-limits  stealth  trades.  And  he  knows  about  the 
covert  Citibank  accounting  strategies  which  kept  knowledge  of  the  Wanta  Plan 
funds  theft  from  several  major  shareholders. 


On  Tuesday  6th  November  2007,  it  was  reported  that  the  entire  Citibank  Board  of 
Directors  had  been  arrested  by  the  USA  Provost  Marshal.  This  report  was 
premature.  All  members  of  the  Citibank  Board  of  Directors  will  be  arrested  by 
the  Provost  Marshal  soon,  but  this  has  not  yet  taken  place. 


What  did  happen  was  that  three  thousand  American  banksters,  corporate  lawyers,  accountants 
and  others  were  taken  into  custody.  It  was  said  at  the  time  that  the  others  included  Bill  and 
Hillary  Clinton,  or  two  of  their  clones.  (More 

information  about  the  use  of  human  clones  in  American  political  management  can  be  found  here,

here.) 


Nine  aircraft  were  filled  with  handcuffed  prisoners.  Six  of  these  planes  were 
made  available  to  the  USA  Provost  Marshal  at  Dulles  International  Airport 
(Washington  DC).  Another  aircraft  came  from  the  UK  and  another  from  Germany.  The 
provenance  of  the  ninth  aircraft  used  is  not  yet  clear. 


The  prisoners  had  their  passports  and  mobile  telephones  confiscated,  and  after 

being  moved  to  a military  holding  area  were  flown  out  of  the  USA  to  face  the  due 

process  of  international  law  in  Eur  ope  and  elsewhere.  London  and  Frankfurt  were 

two  of  the  destinations.  The  miscreants  involved  are  now  beyond  the  reach  of 

Presidential  Pardons.  The  spouses  and  family  members  of  many  of  those  who  have  'disappeared' 

have  been  turning  up  at  police  departments  asking  for  information  about  their  loved  ones.  The 

police  are  reported  to  be  informing  such  people  that  the  banker  or  lawyer  concerned  has  been 

arrested  for  serious  offences  but  that  he's  in  good  health.  The  prisoners  are  now  under  systematic 

interrogation  in  multiple  locations.  Some  of  them  are  talking  volubly  about  instructions  received 

from  line-managers  above  them  who  have  yet  to  be  arrested. 


The  whole  operation  is  being  funded  and  authorised  by  the  World  Court.  This  is 
The  International  Court  of  Justice  based  in  The  Hague  (Netherlands).  European 
involvement  in  what,  at  surface  level,  appears  to  be  an  American  banking 
problem  seems  curious.  But  the  Citibank  scandal  is  about  international  financial  fraud. 


And  the  USA's  historical  connections  with  The  British  Crown  are  still  legally 

potent.  The  British  Crown  includes  the  Queen  of  England,  but  is  much  bigger  than  her.  It  is  a 

covert  financial  cartel  which  embraces  the  British  and  European 

aristocracy,  Rothschild  bankers  and  pan-global  Jewish  finance.  Based  in  the  City 

of  London  and  in  the  upper  echelons  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  (the 

mother  lodge  of  world  freemasonry).  The  British  Crown  is  sometimes  referred  to 

as  "The  Club  of  the  Isles"  or  as  "The  Crown  Temple".  The  foundation  documents  of  international 

law  indicate  that  the  USA  is  owned  by  The  Crown  Temple  in  London. 


All  American  attorneys  and  judges  work  for  The  Crown  Temple,  whether  or  not  they  aware  of 
this  technicality.  From  a modem  American  point  of  view,  therefore,  all  USA  attorneys  and 
judges  are  foreign  agents  and  cannot  lawfully  stand  for  public  office  at  any  level  of  government. 
But  they  do.  This  is  a dog's  breakfast  of 

such  legal  complexity  that  it  makes  the  Schleswig-Holstein  Question  look 
quaint. 


A team  of  British  specialist  bankers  from  the  UK  Citibank  HQ  in  London  has  flown  into  New 
York  to  take  charge  of  due  process  at  Citibank  USA.  This  will  include  expediting  the  release  of 
the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds. 


On  Monday  5th  November  2007,  an  attempt  was  made  by  President  George  W.  Bush  to  intercept 
the  delivery  of  papers  to  the  Provost  Marshal.  The  agents  sent  by  the  White  House  were  arrested 
at  gunpoint.  Also  on  Monday  5th  November  2007,  the  USA  Provost  Marshal,  by  Court  Order, 
nullified  the  electronic  codes  used  by  the  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Henry  Paulson,  and  took  over 
direct  control  of  the  United  States  Treasury  himself. 


A senior  USA  Treasury  official,  quoted  by  the  Hal  Turner  Show,  said:  "This  is  a 
financial  disaster  caused  by  willful  criminal  acts,  perpetrated  by  the  highest 
officials  in  the  U.S.  federal  government  during  the  course  of  several 
Presidencies.  This  ongoing  criminal  conspiracy  is  so  terrible,  so  enormous,  so 
far-reaching,  the  country  may  never  be  able  to  financially  recover.  It  appears 
that  officials  in  the  Administrations  of  Bush  I,  Clinton  I & II  and  Bush  II, 
along  with  thousands  of  their  closest  banker  buddies,  have  stolen  upwards  of  $27 
trillion  (twenty  seven  trillion  USA  dollars)  since  1988."  Another  source  states 
that  this  $27  trillion  was,  in  fact,  stolen  during  an  eight  day  period  up  to  and 
including  Wednesday  7th  November  2007. 


In  related  events  in  Sfi^Paulo,  Brazil,  on  Tuesday  6th  November  2007,  Brazilian 
police  arrested  twenty  people,  including  an  employee  of  UBS,  on  suspicion  of 


crimes  including  money  laundering,  tax  evasion  and  illegal  transfer  of  money 
overseas.  Those  arrested  included  thr  ee  ban  k employees  - two  foreign  and  one 
Brazilian  - six  or  seven  black  market  currency  traders,  and  several  wealthy 
private  Brazilian  citizens.  The  group  had  been  illegally  transferring  money 
overseas  at  a rate  of  $4m  (four  million  USA  dollars)  a month  for  at  least  the 
past  six  months.  The  police  operation  involved  280  federal  agents  and  44  search 
warrants. 


On  Thursday  8th  November  2007,  the  USA  State  Department  said  that  Lee  Wanta  was  collected 
in  a car  at  3.25pm,  driven  to  Morgan  Stanley  and  took  economic  receipt  of  his  $4.5  trillion 
Wanta  Plan  funds.  This  did  not  happen.  There  was  no  car.  Lee  Wanta  stayed  in  his  hotel  room  all 
day.  Morgan  Stanley  blocked  every  call  from  Lee  Wanta,  diverted  him  to  voicemail  and  failed  to 
respond.  Lee  Wanta  is  a major  private  client  of  Morgan  Stanley.  His  Morgan  Stanley  account 
manager  returned  no  calls. 


At  that  time,  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds  were  still  held  at  Citibank. 
Citibank  had  agreed  to  pay  Lee  Wanta  $352  billion  (three  hundred  and  fifty  two 
billion  USA  dollars)  in  interest  payments  on  the  $4.5  trillion  principal 
tranche.  It  is  not  clear  how  many  of  Citibank's  major  shareholders  are  aware  of 
this. 


On  Wednesday  7th  and  Thursday  8th  November,  George  Bush  Snr  attempted  to 
interfere  with  the  $4.5  trillion  payout.  His  collaborators  both  in  the  USA  and 
abroad  have  now  been  arrested.  These  included  six  bankers  in  Germany,  one  in 
Switzerland,  and  three  USA  Treasury  personnel  or  agents.  It  is  now  thought  unlikely  that  the 
USA  Provost  Marshal  will  be  able  to  safely  instruct  release  of  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds 
until  both  George  Bush  Jnr  and  George  Bush  Snr  have  been  arrested. 


Early  on  Saturday  10th  November  2007,  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds  were 

transferred  from  Citigroup  to  Morgan  Stanley.  The  money  was  paid  into  a 

fictitious  account  with  a name  very  similar  to  AmeriTrust  Groupe  Inc,  but 

subtly  different.  In  this  account  they  could  not  be  accessed  by  Lee  Wanta.  Shortly  afterwards, 

Christopher  Story,  the  investigative  financial  journalist  working  with  Lee  Wanta,  reported  that 

the  $4.5  trillion  were  transferred  out  of  Morgan  Stanley  to  an  undisclosed  account  elsewhere, 

thought  to  be  at  Bank  of  America. 


It  is  very  possible  that  the  only  way,  now,  that  the  USA  Provost  Marshal  will  be 
able  to  effect  the  final  purging  of  the  Augean  stables  in  the  USA  will  be  to 
impose  Martial  Law  for  a short  period  of  time  in  order  to  round-up  the 
malefactors.  It  is  the  USA  Provost  Marshal  who  is  Commander-in  Chief,  not  the 
President. 


Residing  in  hotels  and  diplomatic  residences  in  New  York  at  the  beginning  of 

November  2007  were  160  high-status  delegates  from  foreign  countries  waiting  to 

take  economic  delivery  of  funds  for  their  own  countries  which  would  be  released 

as  soon  as  Lee  Wanta  received  his  $4.5  trillion.  They  came  to  New  York  to 

receive  these  monies  on  Monday  5th  Novem  ber  2007.  The  fact  that  they  were  kept  waiting  by 

American  banking  fraud,  and  had  to  return  home  empty-handed, 

transformed  the  issue  into  an  international  crisis.  This,  rather  than  Iran,  was 

the  main  focus  of  the  talks  which  the  German  Chancellor  Angela  Merkel  held  with 

George  Bush  Jnr  and  George  Bush  Snr  on  Saturday  10th  November  2007  in  Crawford,  Texas. 


The  160  international  delegates  returned  to  New  York  during  the  weekend 

of  19th  and  20th  January  2008.  They  then  traveled  to  Connecticut  and,  at 

10.00am  on  Thursday  24th  January  2008,  were  sworn  in  en  bloc  at  the  operating 

location  of  a major  trustee  at  a local  branch  of  Bank  of  America.  Thus 

empowered,  the  delegates  could  proceed  to  perform  their  allotted  tasks  under  the 

mass  settlement  and  refinancing  schedule  connected  with  release  of  the  Wanta 

Plan  funds.  The  penalty  awaiting  these  international  delegates,  in  the  event  of 

their  failure  to  perform  their  duties  in  any  respect,  was  arrest  and  immediate 

deportation  to  the  World  Court  at  The  Hague  (Netherlands).  In  this  specific 

case,  the  arresting  authorities  acting  for  The  World  Court  were  Interpol  and  the 

UK's  Secret  Intelligence  Service  (SIS/MI6).  No  American  law  enforcement  powers  were  to  be 

involved. 


Christopher  Story's  view  was  that  the  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Henry  Paulson,  had  been  trying 

to  blackmail  the  USA  Provost  Marshal.  In  the  period  Monday  5th 

November  2007  to  Saturday  10th  November  2007,  Paulson  repeatedly  disobeyed 

orders  from  the  Provost  Marshal  to  cease  his  illegal  financial  transactions.  In 

effect,  the  USA  Treasury  Secretary  was  saying  to  the  Provost  Marshal:  "You  can't  touch  me,  and 

you  know  it.  If  you  arrest  me,  the  stock  market  and  the  dollar  will  collapse,  there  will  be  an 

uncontrollable  global  crisis,  and  you  will  be 

blamed  for  it.  So  go  to  hell." 


George  Bush  Senior's  concealed  Latin  American  bank  accounts  have  now  been  traced  and  frozen 
by  the  Provost  Marshal. 


On  Sunday  18th  November  2007,  it  was  reported  that  the  USA  Provost  Marshal  was  allowing 
himself  to  be  manipulated  by  the  White  House  conspirators  and  was  only  doing  half  his  job.  The 
key  task  - the  release  of  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan 

funds  - would  only  take  twenty  seconds.  The  Provost  Marshal  was  under  pressure  from  his 
political  controllers  to  stall  on  this  core  responsibility  in  order  to 


buy  time  for  the  major  conspirators  to  assemble  a cover-up.  The  USA  Army  Chief  of  Staff  was 
poised  to  file  formal  charges  against  The  Provost  Marshal, 

Brigadier  General  Rodney  Johnson,  because  he  was  in  contravention  of  his  oath  as  a 
commissioned  officer  in  this  matter.  Other  members  of  the  USA  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  were 
actively  discussing  this  issue  and  were  ready  to  urge  due  process. 


While  quick  to  arrest  many  of  the  middle -ranking  conspirators  in  the  banks  and 

the  law  firms,  The  Provost  Marshal  appeared  unwilling  to  confront  the  major 

conspirators  in  any  effective  manner.  (Late  note:  The  Provost  Marshal  has  now 

been  replaced  - see  below).  A large  number  of  extra  USA  Special  Forces  personnel  were  called 

up  for  an  undisclosed  mission  related  to  these  events.  These  Special  Forces  units  will  be 

operational  by  the  end  of  November  2007.  It  is  likely  that  they  will  be  involved  in  making,  or 

supporting,  high-level  arrests  of  prominent  public  figures. 


A probable  consequence  of  this  Wantagate  scandal  will  be  to  engulf  the  Bush  II 
Government  inO  a nexus  of  investigations  into  complicity  in  the  911  mass  murders  in  New  York 
on  the  1 1th  September  2001 . The  cover  story  here  had  to  do  with  a couple  of  hijacked  passenger 
planes  getting  crashed  into  the  World  Trade  Centre  by  Jihadist  patsies.  This  did  happen,  but  the 
permitted  terrorist  attacks  were  smoke  and  mirrors;  subsequent  studies  have  shown  that  the 
collisions  and  their  consequential  infernos  were  insufficiently  energetic  to  raze  the  buildings  to 
the  ground.  Something  else  that  had  been  strategically  positioned  inside  the  buildings  in  advance 
did  that. 


The  Bush  White  House  is  now  being  associated  with  possessing  prior  executive  knowledge  of 
this  controlled  demolition  of  the  WTC.

Both  main  political  parties  in  the  USA  (Republicans  and 
Democrats)  have  senior  figures  involved  in  the  911  cover-ups. 


On  the  morning  of  Tuesday  20th  November  2007,  Lee  Wanta  and  Michael  Cottrell,  Executive 
Vice  President  and  Treasurer  of  Lee  Wanta's  Commonwealth  of  Virginia-based  AmeriTrust 
Groupe,  turned  up,  as  officially  instructed,  at 

Citibank's  office  at  399  Park  Avenue,  i n Midtown  Manhattan,  to  sign  the 
relevant  documents  to  finalize  the  transfer  of  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan 
funds  to  Lee  Wanta's  corporate  securities  account  with  Morgan  Stanley,  New  York. 


The  two  men,  accompanied  by  several  others,  visited  the  bank  after  the  USA  State  Department, 
the  USA  Federal  Reserve  and  the  USA  Treasury,  had  each  separately  advised,  and  had 
subsequently  confirmed  on  Monday  19th  November  2007,  that  the  $4.5  trillion  was  on  the  books 
at  Citibank. 


Upon  arrival  at  399  Park  Avenue  on  the  20th  November  2007,  Wanta  and  Cottrell 
asked  to  see  William  Rhodes,  the  Chairman  of  Citibank.  They  were  told  that  he 
was  away  from  the  bank.  They  then  asked  to  see  William  Ferguson  and  were  told 
that  he  was  not  available.  Richard  Lava,  the  Securities  Chief,  and  other 
Citibank  officials,  stated  that  Wanta  and  Cottrell  had  no  business  with 
Citibank. 


Faced  with  this  refusal  by  Citibank  to  implement  the  instructions  of  the  USA 
State  Department,  the  USA  Federal  Rese  rve  an  d the  USA  Treasury,  Wanta  and 
Cottrell  informed  all  three  official  parties,  each  of  which  expressed  shock  at 
the  situation.  Wanta  and  Cottrell  then  requested  the  USA  Provost  Marshal, 

Brigadier  General  Rodney  Johnson,  to  come  immediately  to  Citibank  to  enforce  his  official  legal 
will  and  that  of  the  USA  State  Department,  the  USA  Federal 

Reserve  and  the  USA  Treasury.  The  USA  Provost  Marshal  did  not  comply  with  this  request  and 
has  now  been  replaced  (see  below). 


The  principal  criminal  conspirators  at  Citibank  appear  now  to  be  William  Rhodes, 

Robert  Rubin,  William  Ferguson,  and  Richard  Lava.  Shortly  after  the  above  events  on  the 
morning  of  Tuesday  20th  November  2007,  Lee  Wanta,  Michael  Cottrell  and  three  international 
diplomats  holding  diplomatic  passports,  were  ordered  off  the  Citibank  premises  by  the  owner  of 
the  building,  Boston  Properties. 


The  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  Boston  Properties  is  Edward  Lynde.  Armed  New  York  Police 
Department  personnel  were  summoned  by  Boston  Properties  in  connection  with  this  eviction. 
Boston  Properties  were  acting  on  the  instructions  of  Robert  Rubin  of  Citibank. 


It  became  apparent  on  Wednesday  21st  November  2007  that  there  had  been  a major  breach  of 

established  USA  Constitutional  practice.  Several  elements  of  the 

Executive  Branch  of  the  USA  Federal  Government  were  identified  to  have  been 

dividing  up  the  $1,575  trillion  windfall  tax  payable  by  Lee  Wanta,  even  though 

Citibank  had  blocked  its  disbursal  to  Wanta's  securities  account  at  Morgan 

Stanley.  The  USA  Constitution  provides  for  Congress  to  make  appropriations,  not 

the  Executive  Branch. 


Citibank  is  now  the  object  of  a comprehensive  Federal  investigation.  The  USA 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Code  invoked  is  STILLPOINT.  The  investigation  is 
involving  more  than  ten  responsible  USA  Federal  agencies,  including  the  Military.  This  scandal 
now  has  the  potential  to  evolve  into  a full-blown  American  constitutional  crisis  which  will  result 
in  the  permanent  closure  of  Citibank,  Morgan  Stanley  and  their  auditors. 


Christopher  Story  reports  that  de  facto  control  of  Citibank  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  British  authorities  representing  Queen  Elizabeth  II  of  England.  Major  changes 
of  personnel  at  the  top  of  Citibank  are  underway.  Four  separate  monitoring  teams 
equipped  with  transaction-tracing  packages  using  Inslaw/PROMIS  enhanced  software  are  now  in 
place  and  active.  Each  of  these  software  packages  is  capable  of  tracking  financial  provenances 
back  for  one  hundred  transactions.  The  software  is  at  work  twenty  four  hours  a day  investigating, 
tracking,  tracing  and  logging  the  whereabouts  of  all  Lee  Wanta's  converted,  diverted,  and  stolen 
funds. 


The  senior  Citibank  official  who  has  the  authority  to  finalize  the  Wanta 
transfer  of  $4.5  trillion,  and  to  expedite  the  agreed  in  terest  payment  of  $352 
billion  by  means  of  a 60-day  aval,  is  Catherine  Weir.  The  Master  Custodial 
Account  involved  here  was  originally  set  up  by  Brussels  (Europe). 

In  the  internal  Citibank  civil  war  which  is  now  raging  behind  the  scenes,  the 
former  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Robert  Rubin  (who  serves  the  personal  financial 
interests  of  the  Clintons),  is  actively  impeding  and  compromising  the  authority 
of  Catherine  Weir.  Rubin  was  recently  installed  as  the  temporary  Chairman  of 
Citibank. 


It  is  understood  that  on  Tuesday  20th  November  2007,  at  a round-table  conference  in 
Washington  DC,  Michae  1 Chertoff,  the  USA  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security,  may  have  been 
recorded  on  tape  explicitly  demanding  that  Citibank  refuse  to  pay  Lee  Wanta  the  $4.5  trillion  due 
to  him. 


Upstairs  at  Citibank  on  20th  November  2007,  while  Lee  Wanta  was  being  evicted 
downstairs,  George  Bush  Snr  was  engaged  in  an  operation  to  transfer  the  Wanta 
Plan  $4.5  trillion  to  bank  accounts  in  the  Middle  East  (thought  to  be  in  Dubai 
or  Saudi  Arabia).  He  was  working  on  this  with  Robert  Rubin.  Immediately 
afterwards,  Rubin  flew  to  the  Middle  East  to  take  economic  receipt  of  the  funds. 

He  failed.  The  Inslaw/PROMIS  software  (mentioned  above)  identified  the  attempted  transaction 
and  the  transfer  was  blocked. 


Towards  the  end  of  November  2007,  three  reports  from  credible  sources  indicated  that  the  USA 
Provost  Marshal,  Brigadier  General  Rodney  Johnson,  was  dismissed  and  arrested  (or  placed 
under  house  arrest)  at  5.00pm  Eastern  Standard  Time  on  Tuesday  20th  November  2007.  The 
Provost  Marshal  was  foun  d to  h ave  been  taking  unlawful  instructions  from  the  USA  Vice 
President,  Dick  Cheney.  The  Provost  Marshal's  Number  Two  was  said  to  have  taken  over.  The 
change  was  made  by  the  USA  Department  of  Defense  (Internal  Affairs)  with  International  Court 
of  Justice  backing  and  authority.  But  military  sources  declined  to  confirm  Johnson's  reduced 
status  and  some  reports  indicated  that  he  was  still  answering  his  office  telephone. 


In  the  second  week  of  December  2007,  a well- sourced  report  from 
inside  the  banking  industry  (here)  indicated  that  the  USA  Provost  Marshal, 

Brigadier  General  Rodney  Johnson,  was  fired  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday  6th 

December  2007.  He  had  been  taking  unlawful  instructions  from  both  the  USA 

President  and  the  USA  Vice  President,  and  substantial  bribes  from  George  Bush 

Senior.  His  unlawful  instruction  s had  been  given  in  the  form  of  USA  White  House  Executive 

Orders.  Over  152  (one  hundred  and  fifty  two)  different  national 

governments  around  the  world  had  protested  about  the  Provost  Marshal's  blocking  of  Wanta  and 
NESARA  committed  funds  at  Citibank  and  elsewhere.  The  World  Court  acted.  Brigadier 
General  Rodney  Johnson  was  dismissed  from  his  post  as  USA  Provost  Marshal  by  General 
George  Casey,  the  USA  Army  Chief  of  Staff. 


In  a very  unusual  measure,  the  Provost  Marshal's  telephone  numbers  have  been  deleted  from  all 
Federal  and  Military  databases  while  the  Wanta/Citibank  operation  continues. 


Multiple  high-level  military  personnel  are  now  performing  the  functions  of  the 
Provost  Marshal  and  are  operating  from  a number  of  different  offices  and 
locations. 


The  bribes,  hush  monies  and  fees  for  services  rendered  being  disbursed  by  George  Bush  Snr  to 
the  USA  Provost  Marshal,  and  many  others  inside  and  outside  the  USA,  were  not,  in  most  cases, 
handed  over  by  him  personally.  The  modus  operandi  was  for  George  Bush  Snr  to  close  the  deal 
verbally  through  an  intermediary,  and  then  get  a Texan  quartermaster  to  deliver  the  money.  The 
identity  of  this  itinerant  moneyman  was  a closely  guarded  CIA  secret  until  the  beginning  of 
January  2008,  when  several  sources  supplied  pertinent  information  to  the  UK-based  financial 
journalist,  Christopher  Story,  and  others.  George  Bush  Snr's  Texan  quartermaster  was  Houston- 
based  Marvin  Davis. 


The  CIA  had  killed  and  resurrected  this  paragon  on  more  than  one  occasion.  The  present 
incarnation  was  thought  to  be  working,  also,  for  George  Bush  Jnr  and  Dick  Cheney,  when  there 
was  urgent  largesse  to  be  distributed.  Marvin  Davis  was  said  to  have  historical  operating 
connections  with  the  Delmarva  Timber  Trust,  Suite  110,  7333  Harwin  Drive,  Houston,  Texas 
770042.  More  details  here  (11.01.08). 


However,  with  the  CIA  by  that  stage  so  comprehensively  penetrated  by  Israeli,  Chinese  and 
Russian  intelligence,  the  identity  of  Marvin  Davis'  primary  line  manager  was  enigmatic,  though 
he  was  reputed  to  keep  meticulous  records.  Marvin  Davis  was  thought,  also,  to  operate  under  the 
codenames  Marvin  Bush,  Joe  Bush  and,  when  dealing  with  BNP  Paribas  in  France,  Joe  Gross. 


According  to  Tom  Heneghan'  blog  here  (24.01.08),  another  shady  bagman  who  sometimes 

distributed  persuasion-money  for  George  Bush  Snr  is 

said  to  be  Marc  Rich.  Rich  was  one  of  the  beneficiaries  of  a Bill  Clinton 

Presidential  Pardon  in  2000.  His  American  attorney  is  Lewis  Scooter  Libby,  a 

close  spiritual  advisor  to  Dick  Cheney.  Marc  Rich  is  based  in  Switzerland  and 

has  sometimes  operated  internationally  under  the  alias  of  Hans  Brand. 


New  ATM  machines  have  been  installed  all  over  the  USA.  This  was  done  during 
October  and  November  2007.  ATMs  are  Automated  Teller  Machines  (hole-in-the-wall  cash 
dispensers).  The  new  ATMs  have  replaced  the  older  machines  to  accommodate  the  new  global 
banking  system  which  is  being  rolled  out  as  part  of  the  NESARA  world  prosperity  programmes. 
Bank  of  America  will  shortly  become  the  new  Treasury  Bank  of  the  United  States  and  will 
replace  the  Federa  1 Reserve  Board.  The  offices  and  buildings  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  will 
become  branches  of  The  USA  Treasury. 


Bank  of  America  now  has  the  clearance  and  the  capacity  to  operate  the  high-security  grey  screen 
money-wiring  system.  A new  American 

gold-backed  currency,  possibly  called  the  Amero,  will  be  introduced.  The  USA 
dollar  will  be  abolished.  In  order  to  facilitate  these  changes  smoothly,  a 
substantial  replacement  of  senior  staff  took  place  at  Bank  of  America  in  the 
last  two  weeks  of  November  2007. 


At  1.12pm  on  Friday  30th  November  2007,  President  George  W.  Bush  finally  decreed  that  Fee 
Wanta  was  to  be  paid  his  $4.5  trillion  immediately.  The  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Henry  M. 
Paulson  refused  to  comply  with  the  President's  direction.  For  some  time  Paulson  had  been 
proclaiming  at  meetings  that  he  would  never  pay  Fee  Wanta.  He  had  also  been  explicitly  stating 
that:  "President  Bush  cannot  sack  me." 


At  this  point,  Henry  Paulson's  position  became  operationally  untenable  within 
the  USA  Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA).  The  CIA  changed  sides  in  the  dispute  and 
demanded  that  Paulson  procured  the  $4.5  trillion  payment  and  released  it  for  economic  delivery 
to  Fee  Wanta.  As  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Paulson  had  sole  signatory  power  in  the  matter. 
Henry  Paulson  refused  to  sign  over  the  monies. 


Further  evidence  that  senior  elements  within  the  USA  intelligence  community  had 

turned  against  the  Bush  White  House  came  at  the  beginning  of  December  2007.  The  National 

Intelligence  Estimate  entitled:  Iran:  Nuclear  Intentions  and 

Capabilities  was  aggressively  leaked  to  the  mainstream  media.  The  information  in  this 
November  2007  document  was  notified  to  the  USA  Government  on  the  31st  October  2007.  It 
stated:  "We  judge  with  high  confidence  that  in  fall  (Autumn) 

2003,  Tehran  halted  its  nuclear  weapons  programme  ...."  This  leak  was 


particularly  damaging.  The  Bush  White  House  had  been  retailing  the 
disinformation  that  Iran  was  a nuclear  threat  to  the  region.  On  the  basis  of 
this  elite-led  lie,  the  USA  would  have  manufactured  the  pretext  for  another 
unnecessary  war  in  the  Middle  East.  Such  a conflict  would  rally  war  industry 
stocks,  create  the  environment  for  further  repressive  legislation  to  curtail 
individual  freedoms  under  the  expedient  war-on-terror  fiction,  and  support  the 
control  ambitions  of  the  White  House's  Zionist  bosses  in  the  region. 


A similar  manufactured  pretext  had  started  the  Iraq  War  in  March  2003. 

Non-existent  weapons  of  mass  destruction  were  said  to  exist.  These  weapons  were  an  occult 
security  threat  to  the  American  homeland.  In  the  years  which  followed,  it  became  apparent  that 
the  real  objectives  of  the  Iraq  War  were  rather 

different.  The  aims  of  the  invasion  were  to  stimulate  American  war-machine 

business,  avoid  a stockmarket  crash,  establish  permanent  American  military  bases  in  Iraq,  equip 

local  terrorist  insurgencies  to  undermine  Iraqi  democratic 

procedures,  get  American  hands  on  Iraqi  oil,  loot  and  take  over  the  Iraqi 

Central  Bank  with  its  gold,  and  USA  $ derivative  papers,  and  to  secure  the 

interdimensional  portal  at  the  ancient  Sumerian  site  of  Entemenanki  (the 

locality  of  the  ziggurat  of  Marduk  in  ancient  Babylon).  The  Iraq  war  was  a 

covert  business  venture  paid  for  by  the  blood  of  young  American  soldiers. 


Between  3.00pm  and  4.00pm  Eastern  Daylight  Time  on  Friday  30th  November  2007,  a USA 
Federal  Judge  issued  a writ  for  the  immediate  arrest  of  Henry  Paulson.  Several  law  enforcement 
and  military  special  forces  units  scoured  Washington  DC  and  New  York  looking  for  Paulson 
who  had  gone  into  hiding.  They  found  him  at  4.15pm  and  the  USA  Tr  easury  Secretary  was 
served  with  the  writ  for  his  arrest. 


He  stated  to  the  law  enforcement  team  who  confronted  him  that  he  "....  didn't 
realie  that  the  President  had  authorized  the  Wanta  payment'.  He  then  told  them 
that  he  would  immediately  order  the  release  of  the  Wanta  Plan  funds  from 
Citibank  to  Morgan  Stanley  by  the  Treasury  Direct  system.  On  the  basis  of  this 
verbal  undertaking,  he  was  allowed  to  walk  free.  The  legal  instrument  served  in 
this  case  was  probably  a performance  warrant.  It  was  a court  order  which  said: 
"If  you  do  not  take  this  prescribed  action  in  this  amount  of  time,  you  will  be 
arrested." 


By  10.00pm  on  Saturday  1st  December  2007,  no  evidence  was  forthcoming  that  the  $4.5  trillion 
payment  had  been  made.  Paulson's  whereabouts  were  unknown  and  he  was  being  actively  sought 
by  law  enforcement  teams,  DOD  Internal  Affairs  operatives  and  CIA  agents.  Paulson,  like 
Robert  Rubin,  appeared  to  be  on  the  run.  This  time  the  legal  instruction  was  that  Paulson  was  to 


be  arrested  if  he 

could  not  provide  immediate  concrete  documentary  proof  that  the  Wanta  payment  has  been 
made.  But  a week  or  so  later,  both  Paulson  and  Rubin  gave  every  impression  of  acting  freely 
again,  and  both  were  seen  in  public  and  at  meetings. 


At  10.00am  Eastern  Daylight  Time  on  Saturday  1st  December  2007,  the  new  Basle  II  Global 
Banking  System  was  activated.  This  was  a core  NESARA  preliminary.  Under  the  Basle  II 
system  no  off-balance  sheet  financial  operations  are  permitted.  Every  transaction  must  take  place 
on-balance  sheet.  All  banks,  everywhere  in  the  world,  are  required  to  adhere  to  this  new  rule,  and 
others,  if  they  are  to  continue  trading.  The  major  USA  money  centre  banks  came  into  compliance 
with  Basle  II  at  2.00pm  on  Tuesday  4th  December  2007.  However,  for  technical  accounting 
reasons  related  to  Basle  II,  it  is  possible  that  American  banks  such  as  Citibank,  Bank  of  America, 
Wachovia  and  JPMorganChase  may  very  soon  be  bankrupt  if  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds 
are  not  promptly  released  to  Lee  Wanta.  The  Citibank  Board  of  Directors  held  an  emergency 
meeting  in  New  York  on  Monday  10th  and  Tuesday  1 1th  December  2007  to  confront  this 
difficulty. 


On  Tuesday  1 1th  December  2007,  the  Citibank  Board  of  Directors  appointed  Sir  Win  Bischoff  to 
be  their  new  Chairman.  He  replaced  Robert  Rubin.  They  also  appointed  Vikram  Pandit  to  be 
their  new  Chief  Executive  Officer.  He  replaced  Charles  Prince.  Bischoff  was  British;  Pandit  was 
Indian.  Neither  man  had  any  experience  in  consumer  banking.  And  Pandit  had  never  before  run  a 
large  public  company  of  any  kind.  Robert  Rubin  returned  to  his  old  position  as  Chairman  of  the 
Citibank  Executive  Committee.  These  deckchairs  were  shifted  less  than  an  hour  before  a 
scheduled  Citibank  Board  Meeting  with  law  enforcement  agents. 


At  this  meeting  the  Citibank  Board  were  presented  with  documentary  evidence  of  the  existence, 
at  Citibank,  of  a series  of  illegal  secret  accounts  holding  colossal  sums  of  money.  The 
beneficiaries  were  said  to  include  George  Bush  Snr,  George  Bush  Jnr,  Dick  Cheney,  Henry 
Paulson,  Bill  Clinton  and  Hillary  Clinton.  Some  Directors  were  unaware  of  the  existence  of  these 
accounts,  and  anger  was  expressed.  Vikram  Pandit  said  that  everything  would  be  done  to  resolve 
the  Wanta  Plan  funds  problem  very  quickly,  and  that  steps  would  be  taken  to  effect  the  $4.5 
trillion  Wanta  payment  on  Wednesday  12th  December  2007.  This  was  not  done. 


The  USA  Treasury  blocked  the  transaction.  Legal  papers  from  a Federal  Judge  were  presented  to 
the  Citibank  Board  which  made  it  clear  that  they  must  implement  the  Wanta  Settlement  payment 
or  Citibank  and  its  assets  would  be  seized. 


On  Tuesday  11th  December  2007,  George  Bush  Snr  was  again  detected  trying  to 

steal  the  Wanta  funds  and  other  monies.  Hi  s intention  was  to  transfer  the 

funds  to  Bank  of  America,  for  onward  transfer  to  Dubai  and/or  Abu  Dhabi.  The 

stolen  funds  were  to  have  been  split  three  ways  between  George  Bush  Snr  himself,  Bank  of 


America  and  Iran.  The  assumption  here  was  that  the  Bush  circle  had  been  funding  Iran's  support 
of  the  Al-Qaeda  terrorist  insurgency  in  Iraq. 


The  missing  monies  were  recovered  within  the  space  of  two  hours.  Law  enforcement  agents 
informed  George  Bush  Snr  that  if  he  attempted  such  a theft  again,  he  would  be  shot  dead  on  the 
spot.  That  this  physical  threat  was  explicitly  made  has  been  confirmed  by  four  separate  inside 
sources.  Quite  why  such  a Wild  West  approach  was  adopted  when  documentary  evidence  was 
conveniently  at  hand  to  substantiate  an  arrest  is  not  clear. 


During  the  second  week  of  December  2007,  it  became  apparent  that  warring 
factions  within  Israeli  intelligence  were  beginning  to  interfere  in  due  process 
at  Citibank.  Robert  Rubin  received  a death-threat  from  one  Israeli  group  who 
wanted  the  Wanta  Plan  Funds  released  to  Lee  Wanta  without  further  delay. 
Post-Basle  II,  certain  Israeli  banks  were  on  the  verge  of  collapse  if  the  Wanta 
logjam  was  not  broken  very  soon.  Meanwhile,  another  Israeli  intelligence  faction 
was  also  issuing  death  threats  to  Robert  Rubin  if  he  did  release  the  Wanta  Plan 
Funds.  In  December  2007,  Zionist  control  of  the  USA  executive  was  becoming 
ragged  and  scattershot.  Rubin  was  reported  to  have  passed  on  the  Israeli  threats 
to  various  senior  colleagues  at  Citibank  and  the  USA  Treasury. 


At  9.15am  on  Wednesday  19th  December  2007,  in  Washington  DC,  a major  fire  broke  out  in  the 

Eisenhower  Executive  Office  building,  located  near  the  West  Wing  of  the  White  House.  The 

epicentre  of  the  flames  was  on  the  second  floor  in  the  vicinity  of  Vice  President  Dick  Cheney's 

ceremonial  office.  Firefighters  entered  the  building  to  tackle  the  blaze  and  were  seen  breaking 

windows  and  removing  furniture.  The  entire  building  was  evacuated,  including  those  parts  well 

away  from  the  fire.  The  Eisenhower  Executive  Office  accommodates  many  of  the  President's 

senior  military  and  security  staff.  The  White  House  itself  was  not 

evacuated.  No  injuries  were  reported.  Dick  Cheney  was  safely  in  his  West  Wing 

office  at  the  time.  The  incident  carried  the  unmistakable  hallmark  of  BlackOps 

arson.  Which  papers  and  computers  associated  with  the  Citibank  scandal,  if  any, 

were  destroyed  in  the  conflagration  remains  to  be  seen. 


The  carefully-targeted  fire  looked  like  a classic  intelligence  operation  frightener,  or  a 
diversionary  exercise  to  remove  data.  Against  this,  a Russian  security  source  stated  that  there  had 
been  a firefight  in  the  building  between  a USA  military  unit  and  a team  of  Secret  Service  Agents 
assigned  to  protect  Dick  Cheney.  During  the  exchange  of  fire,  a substantial  explosion  took  place. 
A US  Marine  was  seen  to  smash  a fifth-floor  window  and  had  to  be  rescued  from  the  ledge 
outside. 


A third  account  stated  that  Dick  Cheney  ha  d his  ceremonial  offices  wired  to  act 

as  a parallel  White  House.  A duplicate  and  unlawful  Emergency  Alert  System  (EAS)  was  in 


place.  The  EAS  is  designed  to  enable  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  initiate  an  Emergency 
Action  Notification  (EAN).  Here  the  President  speaks  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  via  all 
media  links  within  10  minutes  of 

anything  major  happening  - such  as  a real  or  fake  alien  invasion,  or  a tactical 
decision  to  impose  martial  law  and  close  down  public  information  flows  and 
due-process  media  and  legal  scrutiny.  The  EAS  has  never  been  used.  The 
fire/firefight  in  the  Eisenhower  Executive  Office  building  destroyed  Dick 
Cheney's  parallel  EAS.  Subsequent  security  and  health  and  safety  inspections 
were  likely  to  catalogue  the  existence  of  this  illegal  wiring. 


On  Friday  21st  December  2007,  it  was  reported  that  George  Bush  Snr  and  former 
President  Bill  Clinton  had  been  blackmailing  USA  President  George  Bush  Jnr  in 
connection  with  the  Citibank  scandal.  Als  o on  F riday  21st  December  2007,  the 
$4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds  were  transferred  out  of  Citibank  to  Morgan 
Stanley.  Morgan  Stanley  then  illegally  refused  to  accept  the  funds.  Lee  Wanta's 
securities  account  for  AmeriTrust  Groupe  had  existed  with  Morgan  Stanley,  New 
York,  since  August  2006. 


On  Saturday  22nd  December  2007,  three  senior  USA  administration  officials  were  arrested  and 

flown  to  The  International  Court  of  Justice  in  The  Hague 

(Netherlands). 


By  the  end  of  December  2007,  forensic  attention  was  shifting  towards  Citibank's 
auditors.  How  would  they  continue  to  rubber-stamp  the  concealment  of  the 
now-public  hidden  accounts  at  Citibank? 


Inside  reports  indicated  that  there  were  at  least  1600  (one  thousand  six  hundred)  of  these  off- 
balance  sheet  slush  fund  accounts.  These  were  being  used  to  make  illegal  payments  to  lawyers, 
politicians  and  military  personnel  to  retain  their  compliance  in  delaying  the  release  of  the  Wanta 
Plan  monies.  The  executive  signatories  to  these  accounts  were  said  to  be  Robert  Rubin  and  Anna 
Escobedo  Cabral  (Treasurer  of  the  USA). 


These  two  individuals  had  a two-hour  meeting  on  Friday  14th  December  2007  which  started  at 
12  noon.  They  each  signed  papers  to  release  monies  to  the  1600  slush  fund  beneficiaries.  In 
addition,  there  is  another  related  tranche  of  money  referred  to  as  the  Clinton/Burkle  funds  which 
is  being  held  off-shore  in  the  Cayman  Islands.  Exactly  when  this  was  transacted  through 
Citibank  is  unclear. 


Given  this  increasingly  public  profile  of  due  diligence  at  Citibank,  it  was  being 
asked  whether  the  Citibank  auditors,  for  the  first  time,  might  be  obliged  to 


decline  signing  off  the  company's  year-end  and  fourth  quarter  papers. 

In  the  days  before  Christmas  2007,  inside  sources  let  it  be  known  that  one 

reason  why  the  USA  Treasury  Secretary,  Henry  Paulson,  was  still  in  post  was  that  nobody  could 

be  found  to  replace  him. 


Towards  the  end  of  December  2007,  George  Bush  Snr  was  arrested  and  held  in  custody  f or  at 
least  three  days.  He  could  no  longer  trade,  move  money  or  access  his  major  bank  and  brokerage 
accounts  worldwide. 


The  43rd  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  George  Bush  Jnr,  spent 
Christmas  Day  2007  at  Camp  David  (Maryland,  USA).  On  returning  home  to  his  ranch  in 
Crawford,  Texas,  he  found  a severed  horse's  head  in  his  bed.  The  horse's  head  was  well  known  to 
George  Bush.  It  was  severed  from  one  of  his  most  cherished  horses,  worth  an  estimated 
$350,000. 


At  3.04am  on  Thursday  27th  December  2007,  George  Bush  Jnr's  childhood  home  in  Odessa, 
Texas,  (now  a museum)  was  set  on  fire  by  an  arsonist.  It  appeared  that  the  Chinese  Secret 
Society  described  by  Benjamin  Fulford  was  beginning  to  leave  its  calling  cards.  More  details 
here,  here  and  here.  An  alternative  security  reading  was  that  the  horse's  head,  at  least,  was  placed 
in  the  President's  bed  on  the  instructions  of  Russian  intelligence.  Russia,  like  China,  is  one  of  the 
major  countries  which  wants  immediate  release  of  The  Wanta  Plan  Funds  and  the  NESARA 
global  prosperity  funds.  George  Bush  Snr,  George  Bush  Jnr  and  Henry  Paulson  had  been 
obstructing  these  disbursements. 


At  the  end  of  December  2007,  Kommersant  News  Service  and  Komsomoskaya  Pravda  (a 
Russian  intelligence  outlet)  reported  that  three  Armenians  armed  with  knives,  pistols  and  a sabre 
were  detained  on  Sunday  23rd  December  2007  near  the  residence  of  the  Russian  President 
Vladimir  Putin  in  Novo-Ogarevo.  Under 

interrogation,  the  Armenians  revealed  that  they  were  paid  mercenaries  of  British 
MI5.  They  had  in  their  possession  travel  documents  linking  them  to  a recent 
visit  to  the  Vatican  where,  they  said,  they  had  been  paid  more  than  one  million 
USA  dollars  for  their  mission  to  assassinate  the  Russian  President. 


On  or  around  Friday  28th  December  2007,  Henry  Paulson,  the  USA  Treasury 
Secretary,  was  shot  at  close  range  in  the  chest,  by  an  assassin.  He  was  reported  to  be  in  a critical 
condition.  On  Tuesday  1st  January  2008,  Paulson  was  still  alive,  but  with  the  bullet  still  lodged 
in  his  chest.  He  was  too  weak  to  be 

operated  upon.  Henry  Paulson  died  on  Wednesday  2nd  January  2008.  During  2007,  Paulson  had 
illegally  conveyed  substantial  sums  of  money  to  Israel.  The  Bank  of  Israel  was  thought  to  be 
involved,  and  Henry  Paulson's  account  there  was  thought  likely  to  bear  his  Hebrew,  rather  than 


his  American,  name.  At  this  point,  like  the  American  CIA,  the  Israeli  intelligence  community 
was  in  a state  of  internal  civil  war  as  to  how  best  to  manage  the  Citibank  / Wanta  / NESARA 
affair. 


At  this  stage,  the  Bush  White  House  was  said  to  be  preparing  an  attempt  to 
represent  Henry  Paulson's  assassination  as  a heart  attack.  Other  heart  attacks 
were  expected.  On  Thursday  3rd  January  2008,  President  George  Bush  Jnr  was  confronted 
verbally  with  the  death  of  Henry  Paulson  at  a meeting. 


"That's  a lie,"  Bush  responded. 

"Well,  produce  him." 

"I  can't,  he's  sick." 

"Yes,  dead  men  are  usually  sick  before  they  die." 

"Can  you  produce  the  five  Cheney  assistants  who  have  been  shot?" 
"No." 


The  word  in  Washington  DC  was  that  Henry  Paulson  had  been  quietly  cremated  in  an  attempt  to 
conceal  the  nature  of  his  injuries  and  the  manner  of  his  death.

On  various  occasions  during  the  last  week  of  December  2007  and  the  first  two 

weeks  of  January  2008,  the  USA  State  Department  and  USA  Treasury  Compliance  confirmed 

Henry  Paulson's  shooting. 

A complicating  factor  for  PsyOps  analysts  was  that  three  of  the  Camp  David 

George  Bush  Jnr  clones  were  in  active  play  at  this  time:  Bush  41,  Bush  42  and 

Bush  43.  American  clone -handlers  took  one  or  two  of  these  mannekens  to  the 

Middle  East  for  the  USA  State  visit  to  Israel  in  the  second  week  of  January 

2008.  The  other(s)  remained  in  the  USA.  Follow  the  DNA.  It's  there  in  the 

lavatories,  the  handkerchiefs,  the  discarded  nasal  tissues,  the  cosmetics 

applicators,  the  bedroom  dust,  the  cutlery,  the  drinking  glasses  and  the  coffee 

cups.  - This  clone-data  is  not  the  assessment  from  the  Amexem-Moor-Empire:  Imperial- 

Investigation-Service. 


In  the  second  week  of  January  2008,  the  whereabouts  of  Henry  Paulson's  Number  Two,  Robert 
Kimmitt,  the  USA  Deputy  Treasury  Secretary,  began  to  be  questioned.  Has  anyone  seen  him 
recently?  Pictures  here  and  here.  Or  did  he,  too,  forget  to  duck?  More  information  please. 


Late  note:  Henry  Paulson  was  assassinated  by  a Russian  special  operations  unit,  whose  security 


colleagues  had  also  put  the  severed  horse's  head  in  George  Bush's  bed  at  Crawford.  By  the 
weekend  of  5th  / 6th  January  2008,  the  Bush  White  House  had  taken  a tactical  decision  to 
pretend  that  Henry  Paulson  was  not  dead,  and  to  prosecute  this  pretence  in  the  media.  A 
combination  of  library  video  footage,  computer-generated  imagery,  holographic  projection 
techniques,  Paulson  clones,  and  an  articulate  financial  lookalike  called  Edward  Lazear  would  be 
used  to  sustain  the  fiction  of  Henry  Paulson's  continued  public  presence.

white-house:  website-video-footage  of  a cabunet  meeting  with  'paulson'  seated  near  bush  jr 
and  'paulsons'  white  shirt  sleeve  repeatedly  disappears  and/or  fades/' paulsons'  hand 
suddenly  shows  through  the  white  sleeve  repeatedly.  In  one  of  these  occurrences  bushes 
hand  and  sleeve  are  in  the  same  frame/shot  and  only  'paulsons'  hand  and  shirt  are  having 
'technical-difficulties ' . 

One  of  the  five  Cheney  assistants  who  were  assassinated  met  his  death  on 
Saturday  29th  December  2007.  He  was  in  his  mid-forties  and  was  a close  aide  of 
the  American  Vice  President.  The  aide  was  shot  at  close  range  in  the  chest,  and 
died.  More  details  here. 


It  was  reported  that  a list  of  127  (one  hundred  and  twenty  seven)  senior  people 

in  the  USA  had  been  targeted  for  assassination.  Ben  Bernanke,  Chairman  of  the 

Federal  Reserve  Board,  and  Michael  Chertoff,  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  were  said  to 

feature  towards  the  top  of  that  list.  A second,  separate,  list  of 

assassination  targets  applicable  to  European  perpetrators  of  financial  theft  was 

also  said  to  exist. 


Late  on  Monday  7th  January  2008,  USA  President  George  Bush  Jnr  made  a final 
attempt  to  block  the  NESARA  world  prosperity  programme  disbursements.  In  res 
ponse,  on  Tuesday  8th  January  2008,  the  Global  Basel  II  Banking  authorities, 
China  and  other  nations  and  international  bodies,  ordered  the  closing  and  lock 
down  of  all  USA  banks  which  had  signed  onto  the  new  Basel  II  Global  Banking 
system.  Citibank  was  ordered  to  pay  the  $4.5  trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds  to  Lee 
Wanta  on  Tuesday  8th  January  2008  or  be  permanently  closed  down. 


Robert  Rubin  of  Citibank  and  President  George  Bush  Jnr  manufactured  further  delays.  The  $4.5 
trillion  Wanta  Plan  funds  were  not  paid  to  Lee  Wanta.  Shortly  before  2.12pm  on  Tuesday  8th 
January  2008,  Citibank  was  issued  with  a closure  order,  and  its  assets  and  gold  were  seized. 
Rightly  or  wrongly,  among  informed  international  banking  professionals,  Citibank  had  come  to 
be  seen  as  an  Enron-style  fake  money  mule  run  by  thieves,  treasoners  and  Zionist  sock  puppets. 


A radical  reorganisation  and  redistribution  of  Citibank's  personnel,  plant  and  assets  was 
underway.  A similar  reorganisation  was  reported  to  be  imminent  at  Bank  of  America.  In  each 
case  it  was  the  home  office  and  top  management  people  who  were  being  culled.  The 
management  teams  below  them  had  been  kept  expediently  unaware  of  the  high  end  corruption. 


Bank  of  America  had  been  an  active  player  in  moving  large  tranches  of  stolen 

money  to  offshore  accounts.  The  beneficiaries  of  these  accounts  included  George  Bush  Jnr  and 

Henry  Paulson. 


On  Tuesday  8th  January  2008,  USA  President  George  Bush  Jnr  was  informed  that  he  would  not 
be  able  to  access  his  personal  stolen  funds  in  Israel,  Dubai  and  two  other  Middle  East  locations. 
To  engineer  access  to  these  accounts  was  the 

primary  purpose  of  his  projected  trip  to  the  region  that  week.  The  trillions  of 
dollars  of  personal  stolen  funds  referred  to  here  were  mostly  held  in  Henry 
Paulson's  name  in  Israel  and  in  Laura  Bush's  name  in  Dubai. 


Back  in  the  USA,  by  the  end  of  the  second  week  of  January  2008,  China  was  in 
control  of  all  major  American  banking  operations,  and  was  quietly  taking 
fire  sale  stakes  in  strategic  places  such  as  Citibank.  China  now  owned  America. 

This  was  the  de  facto  achievement  of  nineteen  years  of  Bush-Clinton-Bush 
stewardship  of  The  American  Dream.  They  had  sold  America  abroad  and  were  left  holding 
nothing  but  handfuls  of  fiat  paper,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  foreclosure  notices  and  millions  of 
war  dead. 


On  Sunday  13th  January  2008,  Nicolas  Sarkozy,  the  French  President,  visited  the  Middle  East 

for  his  third  trip  to  the  area  in  three  weeks.  He  was  in  the  region 

at  the  same  time  as  George  Bush  Jnr.  Sarkozy's  points  of  call  on  this  occasion 

were  Saudi  Arabia,  Qatar  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates.  Ostensibly,  his  visit  was 

to  sign  papers  in  connection  with  a French  contract  to  build  nuclear  reactors  in 

UAE,  and  to  cont  inue  b ilateral  talks  on  terrorism,  the  Iraq  war,  and  the 

establishment  of  a 500-man  French  naval  base  in  Abu  Dhabi. 


The  hidden  agenda  was  to  solicit  funds  to  prop  up  failing  French  banks,  said  to  include  BNP 
Paribas,  Social  Gftffrale  and  Banque  Saudi  Fransi.  He  was  also  in  the  region  in  a last  attempt  to 
access  some  of  his  own  private  money  which  had  become  entangled  in  machinations  surrounding 
the  Citibank/Wanta  crisis.  In  early  January  2008,  Nicolas  Sarkozy  had  attempted  to  administer 
the  economic  receipt  of  a sum  totalling  $44  trillion  under  cover  of  the  disinformation  fog 
surrounding  the  Henry  Paulson  assassination.  The  money  was  wired  from  Citibank  (New  York) 


to  BNP  Paribas  (Paris)  and  was  partially  derived  from  stealth  trades  based  on  the  Wanta  Plan 
Funds.  This  illegal  transfer  of  funds  was  detected  and  blocked. 


Prior  to  this  attempted  transaction,  eight  BNP  Paribas  senior  management  people  had  been 
arrested  and  charged  with  banking  irregularities  connected  with  the  Citibank  scandal. 


Events  began  to  move  swiftly  in  the  USA  on  Wednesday  16th  January  2007.  More  than  one 

hundred  and  fifty  (150)  further  bankers  were  arrested.  Another  one 

thousand  five  hundred  (1500)  arrests  of  bankers  were  expected  to  follow  very 

soon.  Many  of  those  taken  away  were  from  Citibank  and  Bank  of  America.  The  USA  Banking 

Commission  orchestrated  the  arrests.  Dubai  was  providing  funds  to  the  CIA  and  the  USA  Navy 

for  expenses  associated  with  the  banker  arrest  programme. 


Embezzlement  at  Bank  of  America  had  led  to  multiple  external  audits  involving 

2400  (two  thousand  four  hundred)  pink  slips.  Strong  advice  was  being  given  by 

financial  advisors  to  customers  to  pull  all  money  out  of  Bank  of  America 

immediately;  Bank  of  America  stock  should  be  sold,  and  pensions  funds  should  be  liquidated. 

Citibank  cancelled  all  outstanding  lines  of  credit  to  its  customers. 

The  World  Court  said  tha  t Chin  a now  owned  61%  of  Citibank.  The  International 
Monetary  Fund  threatened  an  immediate  worldwide  embargo  against  China  if  the 
NESARA-related  banking  packages  were  not  sent  out  immediately. 


The  World  Court  ordered  China  to  pay  a 150%  penalty  on  a $3  trillion  sum  it  had  illegally 
sequestered.  Japan  was  actively  competing  with  China  and  Dubai  in  making  behind-the-scenes 
offers  to  buy  failing  USA  banks,  in  particular  Bank  of 

America.  Precious  metals  prices  were  about  to  be  frozen.  The  USA  stockmarket  was  expected  to 
be  closed  at  any  moment,  to  avoid  a Northern  Rock-style  run  on  banks  and  bank  stocks.  There 
was  a suggestion  that  Brussels  (Europe)  was  providing  operating  expenses  for  the  USA  Treasury. 
Public  announcements  about  all  this  were  about  to  be  made  soon,  including  disclosures  of 
treason  by  USA  Executive  Branch  officials  in  connection  with  the  9 11  planned  demolition  and 
mass  murder  at  the  World  Trade  Centre  (New  York)  in  September  2001. 

The  USA  Federal  Reserve  domestic  wire  transfer  system  was  not  working  on  the 
afternoon  of  Wednesday  16th  January  2008,  or  during  the  morning  and  early 
afternoon  of  Thursday  17th  January  2008,  and  the  telephone  at  the  Wire 
Department  of  the  Federal  Reserve  was  not  being  answered. 


The  Federal  Reserve  wire  transfer  system  was  restored  to  normal  functionality  at  3.00pm  on  the 
17th  January.  The  system  was  taken  down  again  on  Wednesday  27th  February  2008.  This  caused 
the  back-up  and  non-delivery  of  33,000  wire  transfers.  Again,  the  Federal  Reserve  Wire 
Department  telephone  was  not  being  answered  and  all  calls  were  diverted  to  voicemail. 


On  or  around  Friday  18th  January  2007,  a prominent  Roman  Catholic  called  John 
Glover  Roberts,  the  seventeenth  Chief  Jus  tice  o f the  USA,  said  that  the  NESARA  global 
prosperity  packages  would  "never  be  delivered".  Roberts  was  holding  the  packages  illegally  in 
the  vaults  of  the  USA  Supreme  Court  in  Washington  DC.  His  stance  was  thought  to  be  supported 
by  the  Vatican  in  Rome  and  by  the  Crown  Temple  in  London.  Ranged  against  him  were 
Rothschild  Europe,  Brussels  Europe,  Putin  Russia,  most  of  the  major  Chinese  power  factions, 
India,  and  more  than  one  hundred  other  national  governments. 


The  International  Monetary  Fund  (IMF)  went  to  law  against  the  USA  Supreme  Court.  The  global 
prosperity  packages  were  released  by  Roberts  and  left  the  Supreme  Court  at  10.00am  on  Sunday 
20th  January  2008. 


On  Friday  18th  January  2008,  information  emerged  from  banking  insiders  that, 
decades  ago,  the  USA  government  had  covertly  supplied  the  Chinese  government  with  a set  of 
USA  Treasury  Currency  Plates.  With  these,  the  Chinese  were  given  the  right  to  print  the  USA 
currency  themselves  (dollar  bills)  in  amounts  dependent  up  on  (an  d as  a percentage  of)  currency 
increases  printed  by  the  USA  Treasury.  The  banknote  paper  used  for  these  dollar  bills  is  75% 
percent  cotton  and  25%  percent  linen,  produced  on  Fourdrinier  papermaking  machines. 


The  Chinese  process  this  paper  into  dollar  bills  using  Intaglio  printing  presses, 

manufactured  by  KBA  Giori  (Wuerzburg,  Germany).  In  China,  in  January  2008,  there  were 

retention  centre  warehouses  filled  full  with  high-denomination  dollar 

bills,  shrink-wrapped  on  pallets,  waiting  for  distribution.  One  of  the  outlets 

for  the  Chinese-manufactured  USA  dollar  bills  is  Bureau  39  in  North  Korea.  From 

here,  the  counterfeit  dollars  are  secreted  into  Europe  through  the  Golden  Star 

Bank  in  Vienna  (Austria).  The  Executive  Branch  of  the  USA  Government  also  allows  the  USA's 

Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA)  to  manufacture  off-the-record  dollar  bills  illegally.  This  is 

done  at  a concealed  printing  facility  north  of 

Washington  DC. 


During  the  third  week  of  January  2008,  it  became  apparent  that  there  were 
serious  problems  at  the  World  Bank  in  Washington  DC.  On  Wednesday  17th  January  2008, 
Suzanne  Rich-Folsom,  Head  of  the  World  Bank's  anti-corruption  unit,  the  Department  of 
Institutional  Integrity  (INT),  resigned.  So  did  her  two  top 

deputies,  Glenn  Ware  and  Allison  Brigati.  She  and  her  colleagues  had  been  frozen  out  by  the 

World  Bank  President,  Robert  Zoellick,  who,  with  other  senior 

bureaucrats  at  the  World  Bank,  had  contrived  to  undermine  the  work  of  the  INT 

over  several  months. 


Under  the  leadership  of  Suzanne  Rich-Folsom,  the  World  Bank 
INT  had  recently  completed  a devastating  report  on  $569  million  worth  of 
corrupted  bank  projects  in  India.  An  alternative  reading  of  Rich-Folsom's 
departure  from  the  World  Bank  can  be  found  here  (16.01.08). 

Late  on  Thursday  18th  January  2008,  there  was  a bomb  scare  at  The  World  Bank. 


A bomb  threat  had  been  received  by  telephone.  As  a consequence,  all  seven  World  Bank 
buildings  in  Washington  DC,  and  all  8,000  World  Bank  workers,  were 
evacuated.  The  seven  buildings  were  then  kept  closed  for  the  following  four 
days.  It  was  the  most  effective  bomb  threat  in  human  history.  Exactly  which 
computers,  documents  and  data  were  abstracted  from  the  empty  buildings  during 
this  time,  and  by  whom,  remains  to  be  discovered.  More  information  please. 

On  Thursday  24th  January  2008,  it  was  announced  in  Washington  that  there  was  a sanitation 
problem.  The  Turd  That  Won't  Flush  had  broken  surface  again.  Paul 

Wolfowitz,  who  was  forced  to  resign  as  President  of  the  World  Bank  in  May  2007,  had  been 
found  a sinecure. 


The  USA  Department  of  State  appointed  Wolfowitz  to  be 
Chairman  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  International  Security  Advisory  Board 
(ISAB).  The  press  release  did  not  say  whether  Paul  Wolfowitz's  partner,  Shaha 
Ali  Riza,  had  been  appointed  Minuting  Secretary. 


By  the  fourth  week  of  January  2008,  the  USA  Federal  Reserve  Board  was  under 
strict  instructions  from  the  global  financial  authorities  not  to  let  the 
American  stock  market  crash  as  the  Bush  White  House  wished.  One  of  the 
Bush-Cheney  endgame  scenarios  at  this  time  was  to  crash  the  markets 
deliberately,  declare  martial  law,  and  clean  up  with  bank,  property,  land,  data 
and  gold  grabs. 


In  contradistinction,  the  Federal  Reserve  was  charged  with  the 

task  of  holding  the  markets  steady  until  the  new  Global  Banking  System  was  fully  in  place  and 
fully  funded.  In  this  connection,  on  Tuesday  22nd  January  2008,  the  Fed  announced  an 
unscheduled,  emergency  interest-rate  reduction  of 

three-quarters  of  a percentage  point,  bringing  its  key  lending  rate  down  from 

4.25%  to  3.5%.  It  was  the  most  aggressive  one-time  cut  in  more  than  two  decades,  and  brought 

semblance  of  stability  to  volatile  and  nervous  international  markets. 


A week  later,  at  a scheduled  meeting  on  Wednesday  30th  January  2008, 
the  Fed  reduced  its  lending  rate  by  a further  half  of  a percentage  point,  from 
3.5%  to  3.0%.  "The  Fed  looks  foolish.  It  seems  they're  afraid  of  the  market," 


said  David  Greenwald,  a partner  at  Scalene  Capital  Management  (California,  USA). 


What  the  Fed  did  not  know  at  the  time  it  took  its  22.01.08  decision,  was  what 

was  happening  at  Social  G®f  rale's  HQ  in  Paris.  The  French  bank  said  that  it 

had  discovered  a Nick  Leeson-style  rogue  trader.  Leeson  had  brought  about  the 

collapse  of  Barings  Bank  (UK)  in  1995.  But  at  SocGen,  the  rogue  trading  was  on  a much  larger 

scale.  A thirty  one  year-old  equity  derivatives  trader,  Jtime 

Kerviel,  was  blamed  for  losing  the  bank  ?4.9  billion  in  a fortnight.  He  was 

trading  futures  on  European  share  indices. 


In  fact,  Kerviel  lost  the  bank  about  ? 1 .5  billion;  the  SocGen  Board  themselves  lost  the  other  ?3.4 
billion  as  they  panicked  and  prematurely  unwound  Kerviel's  positions  into  a down-spiking 
market  on  Monday  21st  January  2008.  Had  they  waited  two  or  three  days  until  the  markets 
bounced  and  stabilized,  most  of  the  losses  could  have  been  avoided. 


The  SocGen  Board  was  jinxed  by  the  perception  that  th  e tota  1 value  of  Kerviel's  trading 

positions  at  that  time  (?50  billion)  was  43%  greater  than  the  market 

capitalisation  of  the  entire  bank  (?35  billion).  SocGen  Internal  Audit  and 

Compliance  had  not  spotted  this  until  it  was  too  late.  Perhaps  they  should  be 

selling  onions  in  Montmartre.  Daniel  Bouton,  the  Chairman  and  Chief  Executive  of  Social 

GMrale  was  bouncing  off  walls  trying  to  deal  with  a crisis  which  was 

beyond  his  ability  to  comprehend.  He  was  expected  to  be  discarded  by  SocGen 

within  five  or  six  months. 


Christine  Lagarde,  the  French  Finance  Minister,  was  unambiguous  in  her  view:  "Certain  internal 
control  mechanisms  at  Social  GMralc  did  not  work  and  those  that  did  were  not  always  followed 
up  with  the  appropriate  cha  nges."  Jtime  Kerviel  said:  "I  accept  my  share  of  responsibility  but  I 
will  not  be  made  a scapegoat  for  Social  GMralc." 


Separate  from  the  Kerviel  affair,  Social  GMralc  was  already  facing  a major  money-laundering 
fraud  case  in  the  courts  and  is  now  thought  likely  to  be  broken  up  or  taken  over.  Charts  of 
SocGen's  share  price  movements  can  be  found  here  and  here.  A possible  course  in  the  current 
climate  would  be  to  sell  off  SocGen's  investment  banking  division  to  someone  like  Crjj^t 
Agricole  or,  further  afield,  to  the  Qatar  Investment  Authority  which  is  developing  a predatory 
interes  t in  d 

istressed  European  banks.  There  is  some  derivative  speculation  that  Jft0me 

Kerviel  may  be  associated  with  the  Sarkozy  trading  circle  operating  in  and 

around  BNP  Paribas,  Social  GMralc  and  Banque  Saudi  Fransi.  Nicolas  Sarkozy,  the  French 

President,  visited  Qatar  and  Saudi  Arabia  in  the  middle  of  January  2008. 


Five  weeks  later,  on  Wednesday  27th  February  2008,  another  damaging  rogue  trader  was  found 
to  have  been  active  in  America.  Evan  Dooley  was  working  in  the  Memphis  office  of  MF  Global 
Commodities  Brokerage  dealing  wheat  futures.  While  the  MF  Global  Compliance  Department 
was  (apparently)  out  of  their  cubicles  and  busy  eating  a third  slice  of  pie  at  Fat  Munchie's 
Tennessee  Diner,  Dooley  took  a string  of  several  thousand  unauthorised  positions  which  cost  the 
firm  $141.5  million  to  reverse.  MF  Global  sacked  the  trader  saying  that  systems  designed  to  stop 
such  unauthorised  trading  had  failed.  Compliance  had  failed  to  notice  that  there  was  a 
mechanism  on  their  trading  s oftwar  e which  allowed  Dooley  to  stake  huge,  hazardous  bets  in  his 
personal  account  using  company  money. 


The  $141.5  million  loss  constituted  6%  of  MF  Global's  capital  and  was  more  than  four  times  the 
brokerage's  most  recent  quarterly  net  income.  MF  Global  shares  had  fallen  27%  on  the  New 
York  Stock  Exchange  by  the  end  of  Thursday  28th  February  2008. 


Charts  of  MF  Global's  recent  share  price  movements  can  be  found  here  and  here.  On  Wednesday 
23rd  January  2008,  an  attempt  was  made  at  BNP  Paribas  in  Paris  to  frustrate  the  release  of  The 
Wanta  Plan  funds.  President  Nicolas  Sarkozy  was  said  to  be  the  prime  mover  behind  this 
obstruction  of  due  process.  On  Thursday  24th  January  2008,  BNP  Paribas  was  ordered  by  the 
World  Court  to  release  a related  and  enabling  tranche  of  funds  to  the  attorney  of  one  of  the  major 
USA  trustees,  or  the  bank  and  its  assets  would  be  seized  by  the  World  Court. 


A further  delay  was  engineered  by  BNP  Paribas,  placing  the  bank  in  contempt  of  the  World 
Court.  When  this  became  known  to  the  BNP  Paribas  Board,  they  finally  caved  in,  defied  the 
wishes  of  Nicolas  Sarkozy  to  manufacture  more  retarding  frictions,  and  released  the  due  monies 
to  the  USA  trustee. 

Citibank  began  to  run  out  of  liquid  cash  in  the  middle  of  December  2007.  It 

introduced  a cap  on  the  amount  of  money  which  could  be  withdrawn  by  personal 

customers  from  its  ATMs.  Some  account  holders  in  New  York  had  their  normal  cash  withdrawal 

limits  halved  without  consultation  or  prior  notification.

The  present  research  ? being  the  continuation  of  the  historical  mission  carried  on  till  2005  under 
the  auspices  of  Rome  University  "La  Sapienza"  ? has  resumed  the  excavations  in  the 
archaeological  site  of  Jebel  Barkal,  ancient  Napata,  near  modem  Karima.  Its  working  period 
covered  the  span  between  February  11th  and  29th,  having  as  main  goal  the  complete  clearing  of 
the  building  labeled  B2400.  It  has  to  be  stressed  that  the  label  B2400  has  been  definitely  attached 
to  the  building  that  lay  near  the  modem  road,  where  in  2001  features  of  Greek  architecture 
turned  out  in  our  excavations.  It  is  therefore  displaced  in  reference  to  the  site  which  was  named 
B2400  by  Timothy  Kendall,  and  where  no  archaeological  work  has  been  hitherto  carried  out. 


Head  of  the  Mission  was  Prof.  Alessandro  Roccati,  now  belonging  to  the  University  of  Torino, 
joined  by  Prof.  Emanuele  Ciampini,  from  the  University  " Ca'  Foscari"  of  Venezia  (Venice).  The 
team  included  Dr.  Grazyna  Bakowska,  Archaeologist  from  the  University  of  Rzeszow  (Poland), 
in  charge  of  the  study  of  ceramics;  Arch.  Carlo  Cataldi  Tassoni  (Field  surveyor);  Mr.  Sergio 
Barberini  (Draughtsman);  Mr.  Giacomo  Fovera  for  photography  and  restoration.  The  appointed 
official  of  the  NCAM  was  Mr.  Mortada  Bushara  Mohammed,  as  in  the  previous  season.  Funding 
for  the  Mission  was  requested  from  the  Italian  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs,  while  the  Rector  of 
the  University  of  Torino  granted  a financial  support,  and  the  Centro  Scavi  e Ricerche 
Archeologiche  di  Torino  (CRAST)  ensured  an  administrative  backing. 

The  choice  of  the  working  place  was  due  to  the  suitable  time  and  the  need  to  achieve  a good 
result  in  a period  of  remarkable  changes.  On  the  one  side  the  town  of  Karima  has  increased  to  a 
considerable  degree  of  importance  after  the  construction  of  the  Hamdab  Dam  and  of  the  bridge; 
on  the  other  side  tremendous  rainfalls  affect  more  and  more  the  ruins,  in  spite  of  any  restorations. 
A priority  task  is  therefore  to  publish  in  the  most  complete  form  the  issue  of  fieldwork, 
especially  as  it  was  eventually  remarked  that  unrecorded  excavations  took  place  in  the  area  and 
damaged  in  addition  the  scanty  remaining  evidence. 

The  present  building  B2400  was  unknown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  accidentally  hurt  on 
several  occasions.  It  was  crossed  by  a trench  devised  for  a telephone  cable,  which  cut  its 
foundation  walls  in  North-South  direction.  In  2002  the  erection  of  an  ultimate  barrier  aimed  at 
protecting  the  archaeological  area,  but  it  happened  to  cross  a large  stretch  of  the  building,  so  that 
it  became  necessary  to  dismantle  it  this  year  in  the  part  overlaying  B2400,  in  order  to  perform  an 
exact  plan  of  the  ancient  remains.  Now  the  restoration  of  the  peripheral  wall  will  mark  clearly  its 
location  and  introduce  the  visitor  to  the  plain  under  the  Jebel. 

A check  of  measurements  of  both  entrances  to  the  East  and  North  sides,  has  shown  that  they 
were  identical  to  each  other,  and  likewise  smaller  than  the  main  one  on  the  Western  side.  This 
observation  has  removed  all  doubts  about  the  true  existence  of  an  Eastern  access,  which  was 
found  much  disturbed,  and  confirmed  the  correctness  of  last  year's  discovery  of  the  Northern 
access. 

In  order  to  restore  and  make  visible  the  perimeter  of  the  entire  square  structure,  a careful 
clearance  of  the  outer  wall  was  carried  out,  especially  of  the  red  bricks  lining  its  outer  face  and 
the  two  Northern  comers,  to  the  East  and  West,  were  recovered.  In  the  Northern  side,  between 
the  North-West  comer  and  the  access  terrace,  this  operation  led  to  the  discovery  of  two 
secondary  burials,  abutting  the  inner  mud  brick  wall  after  the  removal  of  the  outer  lining  in  red 
bricks,  which  were  used  as  a cover.  The  two  deep  graves  were  filled  with  pure  sand,  and  the 
skeletons  had  their  heads  to  the  East  and  their  face  to  the  North,  the  bodies  resting  on  the  right 
side.  The  human  remains  were  examined  by  an  Anthropologist  of  the  Polish  Mission  of  the 
Museum  of  Gdansk,  Mrs.  Aleksandra  Pudlo,  who  recognized  in  them  two  young  boys. 

This  discovery  reminds  us  of  a larger  platform  leaning  against  B1500  on  its  Eastern  side 
(Northern  half).  It  was  observed  in  1995  and  1998,  but  never  properly  excavated;  nearby  another 
secondary  burial  turned  out  in  2001,  but  with  a different  orientation.  Moreover,  in  B2400  a 
deeper  grave,  with  an  orientation  of  the  skeleton  similar  to  those  already  described,  was  detected 
on  the  Western  side  of  the  plinth,  a little  off  the  North-Western  comer,  this  time  perpendicular  to 
the  wall.  Owing  to  the  depth  of  the  grave,  we  renounced  to  excavate  it  this  season  and  to  restore 
the  red  brick  lining  of  the  wall  in  this  place.  One  more  corpse  is  probably  located  beside  the 


Northern  outer  wall  of  the  plinth,  not  far  from  the  North-East  comer.  All  these  burials  seem  to 
belong  to  a time  when  the  level  of  the  floor  had  increased  with  reference  to  the  original  one, 
eventually  after  the  destruction  of  the  different  buildings.  In  B2400  in  particular,  the  top  of  the 
graves  corresponds  approximately  with  the  surface  of  the  paved  road,  suggesting  a date  in  the 
late  antiquity.  No  objects  whatsoever  were  found  with  the  corpses,  which  were  moved  to  the 
Museum  of  Karima.  Human  bones  were  noticed  also  in  some  holes  filled  with  sand  on  the  inner 
side  of  the  (mud  brick)  wall.  It  looks  evident  that  this  part  of  the  area  was  used  at  some  time  as  a 
cemetery. 

After  this  season  we  got  some  general  understanding  of  the  layout  of  B2400  palace.  We  could 
trace  the  plan  of  its  main  foundation  walls,  reduced  everywhere  to  the  level  of  the  floor  over  the 
whole  surface.  This  latter  was  not  so  high  upon  the  ground,  rising  not  more  than  a half  meter. 
Therefore  it  cannot  be  termed  a platform,  but  rather  a higher  surface  which  was  reached  by 
means  of  small  ramps.  On  this  low  plinth  thick  walls  rose  both  the  outer  wall  and  the  inner  walls 
(average  width  1,60  m and  1,15  m)  perpendicular  to  it.  This  means  that  the  building  had  two 
storeys,  and  some  stairs  may  be  detected  at  the  rear  of  the  central  court. 

Such  an  interpretation  suits  a possible  development  of  Meroitic  palace  architecture.  On  the  one 
hand  B2400  is  not  so  much  different  from  B100,  which  was  excavated  by  Reisner  in  the  temples 
area,  and  which  seems  to  be  aligned  on  a similar  border  line.  On  the  other  hand  we  are  reminded 
of  the  palace  at  Wad  Ben  Naga,  attributed  to  Queen  Amanishakheto,  which  lay  at  floor  level  and 
had  its  entrances  directly  from  the  outside.  All  that  stresses  once  more  the  outstanding 
achievement  of  B 1500,  the  Palace  of  King  Natakamani,  erected  to  dominate  the  whole  Napatan 
landscape. 

A sounding  effected  to  the  North  of  B2400  seems  to  confirm  that  the  paved  road  overlaying  this 
building  had  its  beginning  along  with  the  Northern  access  of  B2400,  once  it  was  destroyed.  We 
suppose  that  it  might  extend  so  far  as  the  access  way  to  the  temple  of  Amun  B500,  perpendicular 
to  it.  A similar  road  is  appearing  at  the  base  of  the  slope  towards  the  Pyramids,  due  to  drainage 
of  rain  water. 

Some  excavations  were  also  undertaken  in  B2200  as  a side  work,  in  order  to  complete  the  survey 
of  the  room  holding  water  basins,  because  they  had  to  be  interrupted  at  the  end  of  the  2005 
campaign.  The  observations  allowed  to  close  the  system  of  the  walls  around  the  room  where  both 
basins  lay,  in  spite  of  a severe  destruction.  Thereafter  part  of  the  building  was  reused  as  shown 
by  the  two  ovens  on  the  South  side  of  the  wall,  and  a lot  of  pottery  for  bread.  Near  the  smaller 
basins  (South),  we  found,  in  a lower  level,  two  rooms  with  evidence  of  fire. 

A survey  of  the  decorated  potsherds  from  the  explored  Meroitic  area  is  getting  on;  while  the 
pottery  from  B2400  looks  peculiar,  the  one  from  Natakamani's  palace  (B1500)  conforms  to 
features  spread  as  far  as  B2200.  Some  nice  decorated  pottery  fragments  were  recovered  in  the 
digging,  for  example  one  with  the  motif  of  two  frogs  facing  an  ankh-sign. 

We  have  to  complain  that,  owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  modem  town,  the  area  of  B2400  is 
invaded  by  refuse;  and  we  hope  that  the  local  authorities  will  stop  this  mishabit.  During  the 
excavations  at  B2400  our  Mission  did  much  work  to  protect  the  monument  and  keep  it  visible, 
and  such  restorations  were  also  useful  to  confirm  many  details  of  the  ancient  brickwork.  At  any 
rate  it  must  be  stressed  that  the  whole  archaeological  area,  now  classed  by  UNESCO,  needs 


restorations  and  upkeep,  much  more  than  a little  Mission  like  ours  can  sustain. 

In  spite  of  its  short  period  and  heavy  financial  problems,  the  work  of  this  season  was  again 
extremely  successful,  due  to  the  richness  of  the  area  and  to  the  kind  reception  of  our  Sudanese 
hosts,  whom  we  thank  once  more.

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know"  (Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an  elder  in  a previous  life.  You  cannot  become  an 
Insangoma  unless  you  were  a master  in  a previous  life.  There  is  another  stage  even  after  that 
called  "The  Supreme  Ones"  (perfect  men).  These  would  be  equivalent  to  an  Orisha,  Netcher, 
Abosom,  Niombo,  etc.  These  are  the  people  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate.  The  priests  know  who 
is  who  because  their  rank  is  recorded  in  each  person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate  exist  in  a realm  just  outside  of  our  realm. 
These  Ancestors  are  in  a location  in  which  they  can  "see"  things  that  we  cannot  see  on  the 
ground.  Just  imagine  you  at  the  bottom  of  a valley.  You  can  only  see  so  much  because  you  are  at 
ground  level.  Well  these  ancestors  reside  at  the  top  of  the  valley.  So  they  have  a wider  view  on 
what's  coming  from  all  directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at  the  top  of  the  valley"  but  in  close  proximity  to  our 
world,  we  ask  for  their  help  in  "seeing"  what  we  can't  see.

Not  only  that,  so  they  on  the  other  side  can  speak  on  the 
community's  behalf  to  the  "council  of  elders"  who  reside  in  the  other  planes  of  existence.  They 
ask  for  guidance  and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it  where  the  spirits  are  at,  so  there  is  no  need  to 
reincarnate. 

A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris  Thompson's  Four  Moments  of  the  Sun.  You  can  get  a 
glimpse  of  what  I am  talking  about  as  he  recounts  the  Kongo's  Opening  of  the  Mouth  ceremony 
(and  yes  they  still  mummify  in  the  Kongo). 

?Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our  problems  among  the  dead:  be  our 
medium.?  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes 
the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead:  ?the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the  other  world. 
All  niombo  should  have  open  mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in  the  other  world.?  ?If  the 
open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages  of 
shared  concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up,  left  hand  down,  in  similarly 
significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is 
?the  crossroads  pose.?  ? The  niombo  gesture?also  marks  a person?s  transition  from  this  world  to 
the  next.  On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When 
you  die  you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being 
buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes  this  person  will  become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a practical  solution  to  a problem  which  is  rooted  in 
their  cosmology.  It  is  just  a ritual  that  reflects  the  Akan's  notion  of  SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and 
fetch  it.  These  mediums  (ancestors)  are  helping  us  out  on  earth  so  we  can  get  to  where  they  are  at 
on  our  long  journey  back  to  the  source  (The  Itongo).

On  behalf 
of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you 
die  you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo. 
Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes  this  person  will 
become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a practical  solution  to  a problem 
which  is  rooted  in  their  cosmology.

> All  of  what  we  talked  about  is  supported  in  the  actual 
glyphs 

themselves.  Take  for  instance  the  above  image  of  Ntr 
Khr.t.  It  is  a 

truncated  pyramid,  with  a Ntr  glyph  and  an  ostrich  feather 
glyph. 

Ntr,  in  this  instance,  means  ancestor.  What's  unique  about 
this  name 

and  glyph  (which  is  a name  of  a place  in  the  Dua.t  [-dua  is

bantu  word  which  means  "island"])  is  that  it  uses  an

I will  have  to  take  a different  interpretation  of  the  opening  of  the  mouth 
ceremony  because  of  the  philosophy  and  practice  done  throughout  the 
continent. 

The  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  doesn't  make  sense  outside  of  the 
cosmology.  All  cosmologies  are  not  the  same,  but  the  African 
cosmological  world  view  can  be  summed  up  like  this: 

"In  the  beginning,  God  in  his/her  perfection  at  some  point  realized  that  it 
was  imperfect  because  it  had  no  means  of  experiencing  itself  (no 


creation).  So  it  created  this  "Matrix"  we  call  the  universe  as  a location  to 
experience  the  potential  that  lay  dormant  in  the  Nun.  This  "energy" 
expresses  itself  in  a multitude  of  forms.  The  spark  of  energy  (Itongo)  goes 
through  a cyclic  journey  starting  at  the  lowest  forms  (gross  matter  - 
nature),  and  elevates  to  higher  forms  of  existence  (sea  creatures  > land 
animals  > human  beings)  to  journey  back  to  its  source  (the  greater 
Itongo),  only  to  start  the  journey  again. 

The  human  being  is  sent  here  to  learn  a multitude  of  lessons.  In  Ifa,  for 
instance,  you  are  to  incarnate  7 times  and  leam  12  lessons  each  time.  All 
of  your  deeds  are  collected  on  a roll  of  some  sort  (like  the  Biblical  book 
of  life).  In  the  Kongo  it  is  called  "tuzingu."  African  priesthoods  are  built 
on  the  premise  that  development  comes  in  stages.  Not  only  in  this  life, 
but  in  "life-times."  The  priesthoods  are  broken  down  into 

1 . pupils 

2.  disciples 

3.  elders 

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know"  (Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an  elder  in  a previous  life.  You 
cannot  become  an  Insangoma  unless  you  were  a master  in  a previous  life. 
There  is  another  stage  even  after  that  called  "The  Supreme  Ones"  (perfect 
men).  These  would  be  equivalent  to  an  Orisha,  Netcher,  Abosom, 
Niombo,  etc.  These  are  the  people  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate.  The 
priests  know  who  is  who  because  their  rank  is  recorded  in  each  person's 
own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate  exist  in  a realm  just 
outside  of  our  realm.  These  Ancestors  are  in  a location  in  which  they  can 
"see"  things  that  we  cannot  see  on  the  ground.  Just  imagine  you  at  the 
bottom  of  a valley.  You  can  only  see  so  much  because  you  are  at  ground 
level.  Well  these  ancestors  reside  at  the  top  of  the  valley.  So  they  have  a 
wider  view  on  what's  coming  from  all  directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at  the  top  of  the  valley"  but  in 
close  proximity  to  our  world,  we  ask  for  their  help  in  "seeing"  what  we 
can't  see.  This  is  the  philosophy  behind  divinations  and  certain  rituals. 
Unfortunately,  spirits  have  no  bodies,  therefore  no  need  for  "lungs"  or 
what  not.  So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a ritual  to  create  a 
process  to  SPEAK  to  them  from  the  other  world.  Not  only  that,  so  they  on 
the  other  side  can  speak  on  the  community's  behalf  to  the  "council  of 
elders"  who  reside  in  the  other  planes  of  existence.  They  ask  for  guidance 
and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it  where  the  spirits  are  at,  so  there  is  no  need 
to  reincarnate. 


A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris  Thompson's  Four  Moments  of  the 
Sun.  You  can  get  a glimpse  of  what  I am  talking  about  as  he  recounts  the 
Kongo's  Opening  of  the  Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes  they  still  mummify  in 
the  Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our  problems  among  the 
dead:  be  our  medium."  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips 
rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead:  "the  funeral  is 
over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the  other  world.  All  niombo  should  have  open 
mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in  the  other  world."  ?If  the  open  mouth 
of  the  niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages  of 
shared  concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up,  left  hand 
down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it  identifies 
the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the  crossroads  pose."  ? The  niombo 
gesture?also  marks  a person's  transition  from  this  world  to  the  next.  On  behalf  of 
his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die 
you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo. 
Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes  this  person  will 
become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a practical  solution  to  a problem 
which  is  rooted  in  their  cosmology.  It  is  just  a ritual  that  reflects  the 
Akan's  notion  of  SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and  fetch  it.  These  mediums 
(ancestors)  are  helping  us  out  on  earth  so  we  can  get  to  where  they  are  at 
on  our  long  journey  back  to  the  source  (The  Itongo).

I will  have  to  take  a different  interpretation  of  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony 
because  of  the  philosophy  and  practice  done  throughout  the  continent. 

The  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  doesn't  make  sense  outside  of  the 
cosmology.  All  cosmologies  are  not  the  same,  but  the  African  cosmological  world 
view  can  be  summed  up  like  this: 


"In  the  beginning,  God  in  his/her  perfection  at  some  point  realized  that  it  was 
imperfect  because  it  had  no  means  of  experiencing  itself  (no  creation).  So  it 
created  this  "Matrix"  we  call  the  universe  as  a location  to  experience  the  potential 
that  lay  dormant  in  the  Nun.  This  "energy"  expresses  itself  in  a multitude  of 
forms.  The  spark  of  energy  (Itongo)  goes  through  a cyclic  journey  starting  at  the 
lowest  forms  (gross  matter  - nature),  and  elevates  to  higher  forms  of  existence 
(sea  creatures  > land  animals  > human  beings)  to  journey  back  to  its  source  (the 
greater  Itongo),  only  to  start  the  journey  again. 

The  human  being  is  sent  here  to  leam  a multitude  of  lessons.  In  Ifa,  for  instance, 
you  are  to  incarnate  7 times  and  learn  12  lessons  each  time.  All  of  your  deeds  are 
collected  on  a roll  of  some  sort  (like  the  Biblical  book  of  life).  In  the  Kongo  it  is 
called  "tuzingu."  African  priesthoods  are  built  on  the  premise  that  development 
comes  in  stages.  Not  only  in  this  life,  but  in  "life-times."  The  priesthoods  are 
broken  down  into 

1 . pupils 

2.  disciples 

3.  elders 

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know"  (Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an  elder  in  a previous  life.  You  cannot 
become  an  Insangoma  unless  you  were  a master  in  a previous  life.  There  is 
another  stage  even  after  that  called  "The  Supreme  Ones"  (perfect  men).  These 
would  be  equivalent  to  an  Orisha,  Netcher,  Abosom,  Niombo,  etc.  These  are  the 
people  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate.  The  priests  know  who  is  who  because  their 
rank  is  recorded  in  each  person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate  exist  in  a realm  just  outside  of 
our  realm.  These  Ancestors  are  in  a location  in  which  they  can  "see"  things  that 
we  cannot  see  on  the  ground.  Just  imagine  you  at  the  bottom  of  a valley.  You  can 
only  see  so  much  because  you  are  at  ground  level.  Well  these  ancestors  reside  at 
the  top  of  the  valley.  So  they  have  a wider  view  on  what's  coming  from  all 
directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at  the  top  of  the  valley"  but  in  close 
proximity  to  our  world,  we  ask  for  their  help  in  "seeing"  what  we  can't  see.  This  is 
the  philosophy  behind  divinations  and  certain  rituals.  Unfortunately,  spirits  have 
no  bodies,  therefore  no  need  for  "lungs"  or  what  not.  So  the  opening  of  the  mouth 
ceremony  is  a ritual  to  create  a process  to  SPEAK  to  them  from  the  other  world. 
Not  only  that,  so  they  on  the  other  side  can  speak  on  the  community's  behalf  to 
the  "council  of  elders"  who  reside  in  the  other  planes  of  existence.  They  ask  for 
guidance  and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it  where  the  spirits  are  at,  so  there  is  no 
need  to  reincarnate. 


A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris  Thompson's  Four  Moments  of  the  Sun.  You 
can  get  a glimpse  of  what  I am  talking  about  as  he  recounts  the  Kongo's  Opening 
of  the  Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes  they  still  mummify  in  the  Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our  problems  among  the  dead:  be 
our  medium."  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief, 
symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead:  "the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in 
the  other  world.  All  niombo  should  have  open  mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in 
the  other  world."  If  the  open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world, 
and  tears  code  messages  of  shared  concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right 
hand  up,  left  hand  down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it 
identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the  crossroads  pose."  The  niombo 
gesturealso  marks  a person's  transition  from  this  world  to  the  next.  On  behalf  of  his 
community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die  you 
automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being  buried  in 
a niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes  this  person  will  become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a practical  solution  to  a problem  which 
is  rooted  in  their  cosmology.  It  is  just  a ritual  that  reflects  the  Akan's  notion  of 
SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and  fetch  it.  These  mediums  (ancestors)  are  helping  us  out 
on  earth  so  we  can  get  to  where  they  are  at  on  our  long  journey  back  to  the  source 
(The  Itongo).

This  ritual  deals  with  the  often  mentioned  "opening  of  the 
mouth" 

of  the  deceased  executive  officer,  the  Hh  PrTY  (Aa  Perti).

Identified  as  WSR  (Ausar,  or  "Osiris"). 

The  profane  in  the  society  are  told  that  the  opening  of  he 
mouth  of  the  deceased  is  to  allow  the  release  of  the 
deceased  Bh  and  Kh  (Ba  and  Ka).  ESOTERICALLY  the 
Opening  of  the  Mouth  represents  making  the  Knowledge  of 
the  King  Born  or  Revealed,  through  the  expression  of  his 
MIND  which  is  the  Bh,  and  his  VITAL  IMAGE  which  while  he 
was  physically  alive  is  his  waking  Consciousness  and  Self 
Styled  Image  or  Wisdom,  which  is  a culmination  of  his 
proclamations  acts  and  deeds,  thus  the  "opening  of  the 
mouth"  to  symbolically  get  and  record  the  expired  kings 
WORDS  and  EDICTS.  The  iron  from  the  Upper  and  Lower 
HPY  (Nile)  Valley  further  exhibits  the  concept  of 
SMhY  TWY  (Smai  Tawi)  or  the  Union  of  of  the  Lands, 
meaning  the  Executive  Officer  Hh  PrTY  is  also  NSW  BwYT 
(Nesu  Bait)  or  King  of  the  North  and  South.  The  tool  called 
the  Pss-kf,  PSSh-KF  or  the  Pesesh-Kef  was  a chisel  like  tool 
used  to  make  an  incescion  at  the  location  of  the  mouth  of 
the  S-Hw  (Sahu)  or  "mummy".

It  looks  like  a forked  knife,  so  each 
side  of  the  blade  was  made  from  materials  from  the  Upper 
(Southern)  and  Lower  (Northern)  HPY  or  Nile  Valley.

I will  have  to  take  a different  interpretation 
of  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony 
because  of  the  philosophy  and  practice 
done  throughout  the  continent. 

The  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  doesn't 
make  sense  outside  of  the  cosmology.  All 
cosmologies  are  not  the  same,  but  the 
African  cosmological  world  view  can  be 
summed  up  like  this: 

"In  the  beginning,  God  in  his/her  perfection 
at  some  point  realized  that  it  was  imperfect 
because  it  had  no  means  of  experiencing 
itself  (no  creation).  So  it  created  this 
"Matrix"  we  call  the  universe  as  a location 
to  experience  the  potential  that  lay  dormant 
in  the  Nun.  This  "energy"  expresses  itself  in 
a multitude  of  forms.  The  spark  of  energy 
(Itongo)  goes  through  a cyclic  journey 
starting  at  the  lowest  forms  (gross  matter  - 
nature),  and  elevates  to  higher  forms  of 
existence  (sea  creatures  > land  animals  > 
human  beings)  to  journey  back  to  its  source 
(the  greater  Itongo),  only  to  start  the 
journey  again. 


The  human  being  is  sent  here  to  learn  a 
multitude  of  lessons.  In  Ifa,  for  instance, 
you  are  to  incarnate  7 times  and  learn  12 
lessons  each  time.  All  of  your  deeds  are 
collected  on  a roll  of  some  sort  (like  the 
Biblical  book  of  life).  In  the  Kongo  it  is 
called  "tuzingu."  African  priesthoods  are 
built  on  the  premise  that  development 
comes  in  stages.  Not  only  in  this  life,  but  in 
"life-times."  The  priesthoods  are  broken 
down  into 

1.  pupils 

2.  disciples 

3.  elders 

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know" 

(Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an 
elder  in  a previous  life.  Y ou  cannot  become 
an  Insangoma  unless  you  were  a master  in  a 
previous  life.  There  is  another  stage  even 
after  that  called  "The  Supreme  Ones" 
(perfect  men).  These  would  be  equivalent  to 
an  Orisha,  Netcher,  Abosom,  Niombo,  etc. 
These  are  the  people  who  don't  have  to 
reincarnate.  The  priests  know  who  is  who 
because  their  rank  is  recorded  in  each 
person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to 
reincarnate  exist  in  a realm  just  outside  of 
our  realm.  These  Ancestors  are  in  a location 
in  which  they  can  "see"  things  that  we 
cannot  see  on  the  ground.  Just  imagine  you 
at  the  bottom  of  a valley.  You  can  only  see 
so  much  because  you  are  at  ground  level. 
Well  these  ancestors  reside  at  the  top  of  the 
valley.  So  they  have  a wider  view  on  what's 
coming  from  all  directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at 
the  top  of  the  valley"  but  in  close  proximity 
to  our  world,  we  ask  for  their  help  in 


"seeing"  what  we  can't  see.  This  is  the 
philosophy  behind  divinations  and  certain 
rituals.  Unfortunately,  spirits  have  no 
bodies,  therefore  no  need  for  "lungs"  or 
what  not.  So  the  opening  of  the  mouth 
ceremony  is  a ritual  to  create  a process  to 
SPEAK  to  them  from  the  other  world.  Not 
only  that,  so  they  on  the  other  side  can 
speak  on  the  community's  behalf  to  the 
"council  of  elders"  who  reside  in  the  other 
planes  of  existence.  They  ask  for  guidance 
and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it  where  the 
spirits  are  at,  so  there  is  no  need  to 
reincarnate. 

A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris 
Thompson's  Four  Moments  of  the  Sun.  You 
can  get  a glimpse  of  what  I am  talking 
about  as  he  recounts  the  Kongo's  Opening 
of  the  Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes  they  still 
mummify  in  the  Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and 
represent  our  problems  among  the  dead:  be  our 
medium."  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open 
mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief, 
symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead: 
"the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in 
the  other  world.  All  niombo  should  have 
open  mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in 
the  other  world."  ?If  the  open  mouth  of  the 
niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world, 
and  tears  code  messages  of  shared  concern,  the 
towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up, 
Left  hand  down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps 
the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord 
connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the  crossroads 
pose."  ? The  niombo  gesture?also  marks  a 
person's  transition  from  this  world  to  the  next. 
On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the 
heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die 
you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not 
everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being  buried  in  a 
niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes 
this  person  will  become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a 
practical  solution  to  a problem  which  is 
rooted  in  their  cosmology.  It  is  just  a ritual 
that  reflects  the  Akan's  notion  of 


SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and  fetch  it.  These 
mediums  (ancestors)  are  helping  us  out  on 
earth  so  we  can  get  to  where  they  are  at  on 
our  long  journey  back  to  the  source  (The 
Itongo).

I will  have  to  take  a different  interpretation  of  the  opening 
of  the  mouth  ceremony  because  of  the  philosophy  and 
practice  done  throughout  the  continent. 

The  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  doesn't  make  sense 
outside  of  the  cosmology.  All  cosmologies  are  not  the 
same,  but  the  African  cosmological  world  view  can  be 
summed  up  like  this: 

"In  the  beginning,  God  in  his/her  perfection  at  some  point 
realized  that  it  was  imperfect  because  it  had  no  means  of 
experiencing  itself  (no  creation).  So  it  created  this

Itongo),  only  to  start  the  journey  again. 

The  human  being  is  sent  here  to  learn  a multitude  of 
lessons.  In  Ifa,  for  instance,  you  are  to  incarnate  7 times 
and  learn  12  lessons  each  time.  All  of  your  deeds  are 
collected  on  a roll  of  some  sort  (like  the  Biblical  book  of 
life).  In  the  Kongo  it  is  called  "tuzingu."  African 
priesthoods  are  built  on  the  premise  that  development 
comes  in  stages.  Not  only  in  this  life,  but  in  "life-times." 
The  priesthoods  are  broken  down  into 

1.  pupils 

2.  disciples 

3.  elders 

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know"  (Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an  elder  in  a 
previous  life.  You  cannot  become  an  Insangoma  unless 
you  were  a master  in  a previous  life.  There  is  another  stage 
even  after  that  called  "The  Supreme  Ones"  (perfect  men). 
These  would  be  equivalent  to  an  Orisha,  Netcher, 

Abosom,  Niombo,  etc.  These  are  the  people  who  don't 
have  to  reincarnate.  The  priests  know  who  is  who  because 
their  rank  is  recorded  in  each  person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 


With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate  exist  in 
a realm  just  outside  of  our  realm.  These  Ancestors  are  in  a 
location  in  which  they  can  "see"  things  that  we  cannot  see 
on  the  ground.  Just  imagine  you  at  the  bottom  of  a valley. 
You  can  only  see  so  much  because  you  are  at  ground  level. 
Well  these  ancestors  reside  at  the  top  of  the  valley.  So  they 
have  a wider  view  on  what's  coming  from  all  directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at  the  top  of  the 
valley"  but  in  close  proximity  to  our  world,  we  ask  for 
their  help  in  "seeing"  what  we  can't  see.  This  is  the 
philosophy  behind  divinations  and  certain  rituals. 
Unfortunately,  spirits  have  no  bodies,  therefore  no  need 
for  "lungs"  or  what  not.  So  the  opening  of  the  mouth 
ceremony  is  a ritual  to  create  a process  to  SPEAK  to  them 
from  the  other  world.  Not  only  that,  so  they  on  the  other 
side  can  speak  on  the  community's  behalf  to  the  "council 
of  elders"  who  reside  in  the  other  planes  of  existence. 

They  ask  for  guidance  and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it 
where  the  spirits  are  at,  so  there  is  no  need  to  reincarnate. 

A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris  Thompson's  Four 
Moments  of  the  Sun.  You  can  get  a glimpse  of  what  I am 
talking  about  as  he  recounts  the  Kongo's  Opening  of  the 
Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes  they  still  mummify  in  the 
Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our 
problems  among  the  dead:  be  our  medium."  By  similar 
interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief, 
symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead:  "the  funeral  is 
over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the  other  world.  All  niombo 
should  have  open  mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in  the 
other  world."  ?If  the  open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings 
parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages  of  shared 
concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up,  left 
hand  down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be 
crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the 
crossroads  pose."  ? The  niombo  gesture?also  marks  a person's 
transition  from  this  world  to  the  next.  On  behalf  of  his 
community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and  the  horizon  line. 
When  you  die  you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not 
everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure 
means  the  community  believes  this  person  will  become  our 
medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a practical 
solution  to  a problem  which  is  rooted  in  their  cosmology. 


It  is  just  a ritual  that  reflects  the  Akan's  notion  of 
SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and  fetch  it.  These  mediums 
(ancestors)  are  helping  us  out  on  earth  so  we  can  get  to 
where  they  are  at  on  our  long  journey  back  to  the  source 
(The  Itongo).

March  14,  2008  — WASHINGTON  - Barack  Obama’s  pastor  has  blamed  the  United  States  for 
bringing  the  9/1 1 attacks  upon  itself  and  has  said  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  "ain't  never  been 
called  a n ,"  a review  of  his  sermons  reveals. 

The  Rev.  Jeremiah  Wright,  who  for  decades  ministered  at  Obama's  Trinity  United  Church  of 
Christ  on  the  South  Side  of  Chicago,  has  also  preached  about  the  vast  influence  of  "rich  white 
people"  and  slammed  Clinton  from  the  pulpit  for  never  having  experienced  the  suffering  of 
African-Americans. 

"Jesus  was  a poor  black  man  who  lived  in  a country  and  who  lived  in  a culture  that  was 
controlled  by  rich  white  people,"  Wright  preached  in  one  Christmas  sermon. 

"The  Romans  were  rich.  The  Romans  were  Italian,  which  means  they  were  European,  which 
means  they  were  white.  And  the  Romans  ran  everything  in  Jesus'  country." 

But  Obama  was  different,  Wright  said. 

"He  ain't  white,  he  ain't  rich,  and  he  ain't  privileged.  Hillary  fits  the  mold,"  he  said. 

"Hillary  never  had  a cab  whiz  past  her  and  not  pick  her  up  because  her  skin  was  the  wrong  color. 
Hillary  never  had  to  worry  about  being  pulled  over  in  her  car  . . . Hillary  ain't  never  been  called  a 
n ." 

Wright,  66,  who  stepped  down  from  his  post  after  36  years,  preaches  a form  of  black  liberation 
theology,  stressing  ties  to  Africa  and  ways  to  empower  Chicago's  struggling  black  community. 
He  built  his  church  flock  from  a few  dozen  to  more  than  8,000.  The  motto  displayed  on  the 
church  Web  site  reads,  "Unashamedly  black.  Unapologetically  Christian." 

Wright  has  also  referred  to  the  "US  of  KKK  A"  and,  after  9/11,  brought  up  the  US  nuclear 
bombing  of  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki,  as  well  as  US  policy  toward  the  Palestinians  and  South 
Africa,  saying  "America's  chickens  are  coming  home  to  roost." 

"Obama  has  said  repeatedly  that  personal  attacks  such  as  this  have  no  place  in  this  campaign  or 
our  politics,  whether  they're  offered  from  a platform  at  a rally  or  the  pulpit  of  a church,"  said 
Obama  spokeswoman  Jen  Psaki. 

Meanwhile,  Obama  and  Clinton  were  seen  chatting  together  on  the  Senate  floor  yesterday.

In  discussing  matters  like  this,  we  have  to  be  careful  putting  our  own  spin  to  other 
cultural  thought  processes.

I will  have  to  take  a different  interpretation  of  the  opening  of  the 
mouth  ceremony  because  of  the  philosophy  and  practice  done 
throughout  the  continent. 

The  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  doesn't  make  sense  outside  of 
the  cosmology.  All  cosmologies  are  not  the  same,  but  the  African 
cosmological  world  view  can  be  summed  up  like  this: 

"In  the  beginning,  God  in  his/her  perfection  at  some  point  realized 
that  it  was  imperfect  because  it  had  no  means  of  experiencing 
itself  (no  creation).  So  it  created  this  "Matrix"  we  call  the  universe 
as  a location  to  experience  the  potential  that  lay  dormant  in  the 
Nun.  This  "energy"  expresses  itself  in  a multitude  of  forms.  The 
spark  of  energy  (Itongo)  goes  through  a cyclic  journey  starting  at 
the  lowest  forms  (gross  matter  - nature),  and  elevates  to  higher 
forms  of  existence  (sea  creatures  > land  animals  > human  beings) 
to  journey  back  to  its  source  (the  greater  Itongo),  only  to  start  the 
journey  again. 

The  human  being  is  sent  here  to  learn  a multitude  of  lessons.  In 
Ifa,  for  instance,  you  are  to  incarnate  7 times  and  learn  12  lessons 
each  time.  All  of  your  deeds  are  collected  on  a roll  of  some  sort 
(like  the  Biblical  book  of  life).  In  the  Kongo  it  is  called  "tuzingu." 
African  priesthoods  are  built  on  the  premise  that  development 
comes  in  stages.  Not  only  in  this  life,  but  in  "life-times."  The 
priesthoods  are  broken  down  into 

1 . pupils 

2.  disciples 


3.  elders 

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know"  (Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an  elder  in  a previous 
life.  You  cannot  become  an  Insangoma  unless  you  were  a master 
in  a previous  life.  There  is  another  stage  even  after  that  called 
"The  Supreme  Ones"  (perfect  men).  These  would  be  equivalent  to 
an  Orisha,  Netcher,  Abosom,  Niombo,  etc.  These  are  the  people 
who  don't  have  to  reincarnate.  The  priests  know  who  is  who 
because  their  rank  is  recorded  in  each  person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate  exist  in  a realm 
just  outside  of  our  realm.  These  Ancestors  are  in  a location  in 
which  they  can  "see"  things  that  we  cannot  see  on  the  ground.  Just 
imagine  you  at  the  bottom  of  a valley.  You  can  only  see  so  much 
because  you  are  at  ground  level.  Well  these  ancestors  reside  at  the 
top  of  the  valley.  So  they  have  a wider  view  on  what's  coming 
from  all  directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at  the  top  of  the  valley" 
but  in  close  proximity  to  our  world,  we  ask  for  their  help  in 
"seeing"  what  we  can't  see.  This  is  the  philosophy  behind 
divinations  and  certain  rituals.  Unfortunately,  spirits  have  no 
bodies,  therefore  no  need  for  "lungs"  or  what  not.  So  the  opening 
of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a ritual  to  create  a process  to  SPEAK  to 
them  from  the  other  world.  Not  only  that,  so  they  on  the  other  side 
can  speak  on  the  community's  behalf  to  the  "council  of  elders" 
who  reside  in  the  other  planes  of  existence.  They  ask  for  guidance 
and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it  where  the  spirits  are  at,  so  there  is 
no  need  to  reincarnate. 

A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris  Thompson's  Four  Moments 
of  the  Sun.  You  can  get  a glimpse  of  what  I am  talking  about  as  he 
recounts  the  Kongo's  Opening  of  the  Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes 
they  still  mummify  in  the  Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent  our  problems 
among  the  dead:  be  our  medium."  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open 
mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes  the  leader  speaking 
to  the  dead:  "the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the  other 
world.  All  niombo  should  have  open  mouths.  This  means  there  is 
speech  in  the  other  world."  If  the  open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings 
parlance  into  the  other  world,  and  tears  code  messages  of  shared 
concern,  the  towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up,  left  hand 
down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it 
identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the  crossroads  pose." 


The  niombo  gesturealso  marks  a person's  transition  from  this  world  to 
the  next.  On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens  and 
the  horizon  line.  When  you  die  you  automatically  become  an  ancestor. 
But  not  everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure 
means  the  community  believes  this  person  will  become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a practical  solution  to  a 
problem  which  is  rooted  in  their  cosmology.  It  is  just  a ritual  that 
reflects  the  Akan's  notion  of  SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and  fetch  it. 
These  mediums  (ancestors)  are  helping  us  out  on  earth  so  we  can 
get  to  where  they  are  at  on  our  long  journey  back  to  the  source 
(The  Itongo).

In  discussing  matters  like  this,  we  have  to  be  careful  putting  our  own  spin  to 
other  cultural  thought  processes.  As  I have  advocated  many  times  on  this  forum, 
to  begin  to  understand  any  ritual,  sign  or  symbol  of  a population,  one  must  fully 
understand  the  nature  of  their  cosmology:  the  creation  of  the  universe  and  man's 
place  within  this  creation.

I think  some  references  to  the  Egyptian  text  will  clarify  for  us  the  details  of  this  discussion.  I will 
be  quoting  texts  from  Selections  of  the  Husia  written  by  Dr.  Maulana  Karenga. 

In  Chapter  1 of  the  Rau  Nu  Pert  Em  Hern,  we  find  many  references  that  the  initiate  is  well  aware 
of  the  concept  of  reincarnation.

signifies  a life  coming  to  and  end). 

To  dwell  in  the  west  is  to  reach  the  boad  of  Ausaru  (the  Dua.t).  To  be  assigned  to  the  "East"  is  to 
be  born  again  (Uhem  Ankh  - to  live  again).  Asar  Ani  on  page  106  states,  "Let  me  proceed  in 
peace  to  the  West."  We  know  that  to  the  Kmtjw  that  this  was  the  desired  place  to  be  because  Ani 
goes  on  to  request,  "And  may  I assume  whatever  form  I want  in  whatever  place  my  spirit  wishes 
to  be." 

Here  we  have  a request  to  be  a Netcher.  A Netcher  is  the  essence  of  objects  in  nature.  This,  in 
part,  is  why  African  people  speak  to  trees,  lakes,  rocks,  etc.,  because  the  belief  is  that  a once 
human  spirit  now  resides  in  one  of  those  objects,  who  in  his/her  many  life  times,  was  found 
worthy  enough  to  be  encompassed  in  the  greater  energy  of  the  universe  (orisha,  abasom,  itongo, 
netcher,  niombo).

" My  grandfather  laughed,  a gap-toothed,  cruel  laugh.  He  said,  ?Now  what  did  you  think  I 
was  doing,  you  little  Christian  rubbish?  Did  you  think  that  I was  worshipping  the  tree?  Did 
you  think  that  I thought  the  tree  was  my  God?? 

I said,  ?No,  grandfather.? 

Another  blow  flew  across  my  face  and  snapped  my  head  back. 

My  grandfather  said,  ?Listen,  I was  worshipping  the  tree.  I was  talking  to  the  tree.  I was 
sharing  my  snuff  with  the  tree,  and  I often  share  any  good  news  that  I happen  to  have  with 
the  tree.  I sing  to  it,  I praise  it,  I thank  it  and  see  the  fat  figs  that  it  produces  for  us 
because  I talk  to  the  tree  and  I believe  that  it  is  a person.  Do  you  understand?? 

I said,  ?Yes,  grandfather.? 

. . . .There  is  nothing  supernatural,  everything  is  natural." 


We  get  another  hint  at  reincarnation  when  Asar  Ani  declares: 

"I  am  Lord  of  the  heights  and  I have  made  my  nest  in  the  sky.  But  I come  down  to  earth  that  I 
may  do  away  with  my  uncleanliness. " pg  108  (emphasis  mine) 

Many  Africans  believe  that  the  sole  purpose  of  spirit  coming  to  earth  is  to  learn  how  to  become 
righteous.  Initiation,  the  priesthood,  is  a process  to  help  mankind  get  free  from  the  bodily  fetters 
that  prevent  souls  from  dwelling  in  the  ancestral  realm  (do  away  with  my  uncleanliness).

In  Dr.  Muata 
Ashby's  Rau  Nu  Pert  M Heru  (2001:  201)  he  simply  translates  it  as,  "He  judges  the  guilty,  he 
assigns  him  to  the  east,  the  righteous  to  the  West." 

They  even  have  a deity  assigned  to  this  process:  Meshekenet.  Meshkenet  is  supposed  to  be  the 
one  over  the  placement  of  the  soul  in  the  next  life.  The  whole  objective  of  the  Book  of  Coming 
Forth  is  to  help  the  LIVING  initiate  remember  what  to  say  when  he/she  DIES  and  stands  in  the 
hall  of  judgment.

I think  some  references  to  the  Egyptian  text  will  clarify  for  us  the  details  of  this  discussion.  I 
will  be  quoting  texts  from  Selections  of  the  Husia  written  by  Dr.  Maulana  Karenga. 

In  Chapter  1 of  the  Rau  Nu  Pert  Em  Heru,  we  find  many  references  that  the  initiate  is  well 
aware  of  the  concept  of  reincarnation.  They  did  not  have  a word  for  reincarnation  (to  my 
knowledge)  but  they  the  concept  is  expressed  in  the  language  as  "rising  in  the  East"  or  "Setting 
in  the  West."  These  are  in  reference  to  the  Sun's  "seeming"  rise  in  the  East  and  setting  in  the 
West.  Remember  this  same  concept  is  expressed  among  the  people  of  the  Kongo  and  as  Dr.  Fu- 
Kiau  and  Robert  Thompson  has  pointed  out,  each  human  being  is  a living  "sun"  who 
symbolically  journeys  around  their  on  Dikenga  dia  Kongo  - in  the  exact  trajectory  of  the  Sun. 
The  sun  "rises  in  the  east"  (which  is  symbolic  among  the  Bantu  as  a child  being  born)  and  "sets 
in  the  west"  (which  signifies  a life  coming  to  and  end). 

To  dwell  in  the  west  is  to  reach  the  boad  of  Ausaru  (the  Dua.t).  To  be  assigned  to  the  "East"  is 
to  be  born  again  (Uhem  Ankh  - to  live  again).

These  would  be  equivalent  to 
an  Orisha,  Netcher,  Abosom,  Niombo,  etc.  These 
are  the  people  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate.  The 
priests  know  who  is  who  because  their  rank  is 
recorded  in  each  person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to  reincarnate 
exist  in  a realm  just  outside  of  our  realm.  These 
Ancestors  are  in  a location  in  which  they  can  "see" 
things  that  we  cannot  see  on  the  ground.

A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris  Thompson's 
Four  Moments  of  the  Sun.  You  can  get  a glimpse  of 
what  I am  talking  about  as  he  recounts  the  Kongo's 
Opening  of  the  Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes  they  still 
mummify  in  the  Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and  represent 
our  problems  among  the  dead:  be  our  medium."  By 
similar  interpretation,  the  open  mouth,  with  the  lips 
rendered  in  relief,  symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to  the 
dead:  "the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in  the 
other  world.  All  niombo  should  have  open  mouths. 


This  means  there  is  speech  in  the  other  world."  If  the 

open  mouth  of  the  niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other 
world,  and  tears  code  messages  of  shared  concern,  the 
towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up,  left  hand 
down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps  the  boundary  to 
be  crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord  connecting  life  to  death; 
it  is  "the  crossroads  pose."  The  niombo  gesturealso 
marks  a person's  transition  from  this  world  to  the  next. 
On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the  heavens 
and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die  you  automatically 
become  an  ancestor.  But  not  everyone  becomes  a 
niombo.  Being  buried  in  a niombo  figure  means  the 
community  believes  this  person  will  become  our 
medium.

An  Egyptian  mummy  kept  on  display  in  a provincial  museum  for  nearly  80  years  has  been 
identified  as  a son  of  the  powerful  pharaoh  Ramesses  II. 


The  3, 000- year-old  relic  was  thought  to  have  been  a female  temple  dancer,  but  a hospital  CT 
scan  showed  features  so  reminiscent  of  the  Egyptian  royal  family  that  experts  are  90  per  cent 
sure  it  is  one  of  the  110  children 
Ramesses  is  thought  to  have  fathered. 


Tests  showed  that  the  mummy  had  a 
pronounced  over-bite  and  misaligned 
eyes,  akin  to  members  of  the  19th 
Dynasty,  and  his  facial  measurements 
were  found  to  be  almost  identical  to 
those  of  Ramesses  himself. 

Experts  believe  that  the  mummified  man 
died  in  his  thirties  between  1295  and 
1186  BC  of  a wasting  disease,  likely  to 
be  cancer. 

Chemical  analysis  also  showed  that  the  T1,e  Bolton  Museum  mumm>'  was  thouSht  for  man>' 
body  had  been  embalmed  using  years 

expensive  materials,  including  pistachio  t0  have  been  the  rcmains  of  a female  temPle  dancer 
resin  and  thyme,  the  preserve  of  priests  and  royalty.  The  story  of  the  royal  mummy  was 
uncovered  by  a team  from  York  University  who  were  filmed  carrying  out  the  tests  for  History 
Channel  series  Mummy  Forensics. 

Gillian  Mosely,  the  producer,  said:  "When  the  mummy  was  taken  away  for  analysis  we  thought 
we  were  looking  at  a female  temple  dancer,  we  certainly  didn't  expect  to  make  a significant 
discovery  like  this.  It  has  been  a very  exciting  and  ground-breaking  process. "After  conducting  a 
series  of  tests,  including  a hospital  scan,  we  are  90  per  cent  sure  he  is  a son  of  Ramesses,  and 
other  evidence  suggests  he  was  probably  also  a priest." 

The  identity  of  the  mummy,  kept  at  Bolton  Museum,  Lancs,  has  been  hidden  because 
hieroglyphics  on  its  sarcophagus  suggested  that  it  was  a female  temple  dancer. 

Historians  now  believe  his  body  was  placed  in  this  coffin  years  after  his  death  either  by  a grave 
robber  who  stole  the  original  sarcophagus,  or  it  was  hidden  by  people  hoping  to  protect  it  from 
thieves.

AIT  OURIR,  MOROCCO?From  the  day  Omar  Boutmouzzar  began  teaching  more 
than  two  decades  ago,  he  could  address  students  only  in  a language 
other  than  his  own.  A Moroccan  Berber,  Boutmouzzar  was  barred  by  law 
from  using  his  native  tongue?the  one  spoken  by  the  country's  sizable 
indigenous  population?inside  the  classroom. 


But  the  46-year-old  teacher  doesn't  have  to  hold  his  tongue  any 
longer.  Once  banned  in  schools  across  Morocco,  his  language, 
Tamazight,  is  making  a comeback  as  the  result  of  an  initiative  by  King 
Mohammed  VI  to  integrate  the  country's  widely  spoken  language,  and  its 
speakers,  into  the  education  system.  The  shift  is  part  of  a larger 
push  toward  pluralism  and  openness  by  the  44-year-old  ruler  who,  since 
taking  power  in  1999,  has  moved  away  from  some  of  the  heavy-handed 
tactics  of  his  father.  He  has  liberalized  laws  affecting  women  (such 
as  on  divorce),  forged  stronger  economic  ties  with  the  West,  and 
created  a commission  to  examine  past  human -rights  violations. 


Tamazight  is  another  aspect  of  this  trend.  Teaching  began  in  2003,  and 
by  last  year  nearly  300,000  students?native  Arabic  speakers  as  well  as 
Tamazight  speakers ?were  enrolled  in  Tamazight  courses,  according  to 
the  Ministry  of  Education.  The  payoff  has  been  broader:  The  official 
support  for  Tamazight  has  helped  fuel  a larger  revival  of  Berber 
culture  and  life  in  the  kingdom,  where  the  country's  native  people 
have  long  been  shunned,  and  sometimes  imprisoned,  for  public 
expressions  of  their  heritage.  Now,  summer  arts  festivals  are 
common-place,  Tamazight  newspapers  are  thriving,  and  a long-blocked 
translation  of  the  Koran  into  Tamazight  finally  made  it  into  print. 

"It's  a symbol  of  tolerance,"  says  Ahmed  Boukouss,  director  of  the 
national  institution  for  the  teaching  of  Tamazight,  known  by  its 
French  acronym  IRC  AM. 


Struggle.  Of  course,  the  transformations  have  been  far  from  uniform, 
and  there  are  signs  that  the  slow  pace  of  change  is  beginning  to 
alienate  Berbers  from  the  king's  initiative.  Yet  the  story  of  the 
Tamazight  project  and  the  challenges  it  has  faced  from  politicians, 
parents,  and  Berbers  is  in  many  ways  symbolic  of  the  broader  struggle 
Morocco  faces  as  it  tries  to  balance  the  competing  interests  of  a 
multicultural  country  of  almost  34  million. 


Berbers  have  long  dominated  the  population  in  North  Africa,  and  even 
today,  most  Moroccans  trace  their  roots  to  the  Berber  tribes.  Though 
most  are  Muslim,  many  Berbers  still  practice  local  festivals  and 
follow  a separate  calendar.  But  this  heritage  hasn't  always  been 
recognized  by  the  state.  After  Morocco  won  independence  in  1956,  King 
Hassan  II  embarked  on  a program  of  Arabization.  Seeking  to  solidify  a 
unified  national  identity  and  rid  the  country  of  French  colonialism, 
he  banned  Tamazight  in  schools  and  public  places.  This  forced  a whole 
generation  of  children  to  enter  school  in  a language  they  had  never 
spoken  before,  contributing  to  a higher  dropout  rate  among  Berber 
children.  Trouble  for  Tamazight-only  speakers  didn't  stop  in  the 
education  system.  Many  continued  to  face  other  difficulties 
communicating  in  hospitals  and  the  court  system,  where  Arabic  and 
French  dominate. 


The  king's  mother.  The  frustration  led  to  two  major  Berber  revolts?one 
in  1973  and  a second  a decade  later ?both  of  which  the  Moroccan 
government  suppressed.  People  who  continued  to  assert  their  identity 
were  jailed.  For  instance,  Hassan  Id  Balkassm,  a longtime  Berber 
activist  who  now  sits  on  the  United  Nations'  Permanent  Forum  on 


Indigenous  Issues,  spent  a week  behind  bars  in  1981  for  simply  hanging 
up  a sign  to  his  law  firm  in  Tamazight.  (It  was  also  in  French  and 
Arabic.) 


But  by  1994  the  Berber  movement  was  strong  enough  to  catch  the 
attention  of  Hassan  II,  who  publicly  vowed  to  integrate  the  indigenous 
tongue  into  the  education  system.  In  fact,  though,  there  was  little 
progress  until  Mohammed  VI,  whose  mother  is  Berber,  took  over.  In 
2001,  he  announced  a program  to  teach  all  schoolchildren  Tamazight  and 
bankrolled  a research  institute,  IRCAM,  to  develop  a curriculum  and 
promote  study  of  the  language. 


For  Boutmouzzar,  the  initiative  gave  him  the  chance  to  spend  three 
hours  a week  teaching  first  graders  Tamazight  at  Agadir  Naet  Lesson 
school,  located  in  a village  about  20  miles  outside  Marrakech.  Most  of 
the  school's  nearly  500  students  come  from  poor  families,  who  often 
eke  out  a living  picking  olives  or  doing  other  day  labor.  Though 
classes  are  taught  in  Arabic  and,  in  the  higher  grades,  French,  most 
students  speak  only  Tamazight  when  they  begin.  "It's  a catastrophe  the 
first  year,"  says  Moulay  Hamad,  the  school  principal. 


This  is  precisely  what  happened  to  Hind  Bari,  a 10-year-old  third 
grader  at  the  school.  Hind  was  excited  about  starting  classes  four 
years  ago,  but  the  Arabic-only  classes  quickly  curbed  her  interest. 
Her  father,  Hajib,  a construction  worker,  could  do  little  to  help 
because  he  had  no  formal  schooling,  aside  from  a yearlong  literacy 
course  for  adults.  Unable  to  keep  pace.  Hind  failed  first  grade  twice. 


Worried  about  a repeat  with  his  second  daughter,  Bari  enrolled  Fatiha, 
four  years  younger,  in  a newly  opened  preschool  near  the  family's 
home.  The  classes  exposed  Fatiha  to  Arabic,  but  she  had  an  additional 
advantage  beginning  school:  three  hours  of  classes  in  Tamazight,  her 
native  tongue.  Now,  6-year-old  Fatiha  is  on  track  to  complete  first 
grade  in  time. 


On  a recent  Friday  morning,  Fatiha  joined  22  students  during 
Boutmouzzar' s Tamazight  class,  where  students  performed  skits  and 
sang  songs  during  the  hour-long  class.  "It's  a bridge  between  the 
reality  and  the  institution,"  Boutmouzzar  says. 


But  Fatiha's  luck  may  be  short  lived.  Though  the  government  initiative 
calls  for  adding  a new  level  of  Tamazight  each  year,  the  school  in  Ait 
Ourir  has  offered  only  the  first  level  for  the  past  three  years. 


It's  a similar  problem  in  schools  across  the  country.  Many  still  have 
no  Tamazight  teachers,  and  the  Ministry  of  Education  won't  allocate 
money  to  recruit  new  ones?a  position  that  many  Berbers  see  as  a sign 
that  the  Arab-dominated  government  hasn't  fully  accepted  the 
initiative.  Textbooks  aren't  always  sent  to  rural  areas,  where  Berbers 
are  often  the  majority,  because  they  don't  sell  as  well.  Other 
promises,  such  as  plans  to  launch  an  all-Tamazight  television  station 
and  develop  university-level  programs  on  Berbers,  have  not 
materialized,  either.

It's  tempting  to  think  that  race  is  more  important  in  areas  where  there  is  little  racial  conflict. 

However,  Obama  took  43  percent  of  the  white  vote  in  Georgia.  He  won  among  all  groups  in 
Illinois  and  Hawai'i  with  the  hometown  advantage  apparently  trumping  racial  factors.

Egypt  today  is  a changing  culture,  yet,  in  some  respects  which  change  has  come,  other  things 
remain  the  same.  In  the  first  instance,  changes  are  due  to  the  economic  realities  of  the  tourist 
industry  and  the  dynamics  of  the  "exchange  rate"  for  foreign  currency.  Nevertheless,  gone  are 
the  days  when  you  could  visit  the  monuments  for  cheap.  Remember  when  it  was  20  Egyptian 
pounds  for  the  Valley  of  the  Kings?  Now  it  is  75  Egyptian  pounds.  Remember  when  it  was  20 
Egyptian  pounds  for  the  Cairo  Museum?  Now  it  is  50  Pounds!  And,  those  peoplewho  have 
waited  until  now  to  visit  will  pay  the  price,  for,  as  Dr.  ben-Jochannan  has  said:  "You  must  visit 
the  great  Hypostyle  Hall  at  Karnak  Temple  in  Luxor  six  times  before  you  begin  to  comprehend 
the  significance  and  accomplishments  of  those  ancient  Africans." 

Everywhere  one  goes,  particularly  a black  man  traveling  alone,  the  question  is  always,  "Where 
are  you  from?"  When  the  answer  is  New  York,  USA,  the  response  is  always:  "Welcome, 


America,  ah,  America  is  Number  One.'  In  one  of  the  temples  I visited  to  the  same  question  and 
reply,  one  Egyptian  said  to  me:  "America!  Welcome!  We  like  Americans,  we  don't  like  Bush!"  I 
could  only  reply,  "Many  Americans  don't  like  Bush  either."  In  the  Cairo  Museum  an  American 
woman  talking  to  an  official  said:  "It's  getting  so  we  don't  want  to  say  we're  Americans  because 
George  Bush  is  such  an  jackass.  All  he  wants  is  war." 

However,  it's  a different  story  with  the  Nubians  and  Black  Egyptians.  It's  always:  "Brother! 
Welcome  Brother.  Master  of  Karnak  Temple,  Brother  Abdul  sends  his  deepest  respect  to  the 
'Nubian  Brothers  and  sisters  in  America.'  He's  getting  up  there,  for  those  of  you  who  are  familiar 
with  this  amazing  brother,  but  he's  supervising  an  enormous  overhaul,  development  and 
beuatification  of  Karnak.  He  may  be  retiring  soon.  Brother  Shawky  also  sends  his  warmest 
regards  to  Dr.  ben-Jochannan.  The  talk  is  always,  how  Dr.  Ben  help  so  many  people.  He  would 
drop  10  Pounds  here,  25  Pounds  there.  He  was  especially  helpful  to  Daboud  Nubian  Village.  In 
every  hotel  he  used,  the  baggage  handlers,  kitchen  and  housekeeping  staff,  everyone  got  an 
envelope. 

Naturally  the  securityapparatus  in  the  temples  is  ongoing  to  protect  the  antiquities  and  the 
tourists.  Besides  the  north  face  of  Ramses  IP's  girdle  wall  at  Karnak  an  enormous  wiring  system 
is  being  installed  for  electric  potential  for  the  temple  is  being  overhauled.  Near  the  eastern  gate  a 
systematic  archaeological  dig  is  in  progress.  Elsewhere  to  the  east  and  south  of  the  Great  Lake 
and  along  the  southern  courts  as  well  as  the  temples  of  Khonsu  and  Opet,  archaeological  digs 
and  restoration  work  continues  to  make  new  revelations.  Karnak  is  still  as  busy  as  a beehive  with 
visitors  from  Europe  and  now  China,  Japan,  and  Korea.  More  important,  however,  is  the 
enormous  beuatification  taking  place  on  the  frontage  of  Karnak.  The  two  "speakies"  selling  film 
and  other  accesories  north  of  the  ticket  booth  have  been  upgraded  with  a few  new  bazaars  added. 
Beyond  or  south  of  the  new  gated  walkway  to  the  temple,  a security  corridor  separated  the  new 
esplanade  being  developed  and  beautified  to  put  Karnak's  entrance  on  a more  professional  and 
world  class  attractive  standard.  In  two  or  three  years  it  will  be  a site  to  behold.  Luxor  Temple 
still  attractys  its  visitors  and  the  best  time  to  visit  is  still  early  afternoon  when  the  sun  throws 
back  its  reflection  on  the  colonnades. 

Across  the  river  on  the  west  bank  where  you  get  the  customary  3 tombs  in  the  Valley  of  the 
Kings,  most  visitors  are  familiar  with  the  Eastrn  Valley  housing  its  65  tombs.  However,  a 
Western  Valley  has  opened  up  and  the  tombs  of  Aye,  who  succeded  Tutankhamon  and  the 
"magnificent"  Amenhotep  III,  have  been  located.  The  former  is  now  open  to  visitors  while  the 
latter  is  being  prepared  for  opening  within  the  next  year.  Naturally,  there's  no  video  in  the  Valley 
or  other  photography  in  the  tombs  Valley  of  the  Kings.  Those  earlier  visitors  who  took  photos 
years  ago  now  appreciate  those  early  opportunities. 

Medinet  Habu,  Mortuary  Temple  of  Ramses  III  retain  its  wonderfully  beuatiful  color  depictions 
recounting  the  reign  of  this,  the  last  of  the  imperial  warrior  pharaohs  of  the  New  Kingdom. 
People  should  not  be  afraid  to  take  a trip  to  Egypt  to  view  the  antiquities.  This  cultural, 
historical,  art  and  architectural  as  well  as  religious,  spiritual  and  metaphysics  and  photography 
adventure  is  well  worth  the  outlay  of  about  $3200.00  for  15  days.  The  Tourist  Police  go  to 
extraordinary  lengths  to  guarantee  security  of  visitors.  A case  in  point.  I was  part  of  a convoy  to 
visit  Abydos  a nd  Dendera.  As  i rode  in  a private  car,  the  police  were  very  excited  and 
concerned,  'we  have  an  American  with  us.'  Oftentimes  they  would  say  to  my  driver  and  guide, 
"Do  you  have  the  American?'  So  i say,  go  to  Egypt  like  Dr.  ben-Jochannan  said,  "Visit  Egypt, 
visit  Karnak  Temple's  Hypostyle  Hall  six  times",  make  the  spiritual  connection  with  the  legacy 
of  the  ancient  Africans  along  the  banks  of  the  Nile,  who  gave  the  world  so  much. 


Abydos  Temple  of  Osiris  built  by  Seti  I has  always  been  the  highpoint  of  any  trip  to  Egypt 
because  it  not  only  has  the  best  colored  illustrations  in  all  the  Nile  Valley  is  the  world's  earliest 
site  of  pilgramage  boasting  levels  of  10  temples  dating  back  5000  years.  It  is  also  the  foremost 
site  of  the  Immaculate  Conception.  THis  phenomenon,  involving  the  God  Osiris  and  the  Goddess 
Isis,  their  union  produced  Horus  or  Heru,  after  Osiris'  unfortunate  death  at  the  hands  of  his 
brother  Seth.  Even  more  important,  hwoever,  this  unique  temple  has  2 courts,  2 hypostyle  halls 
and  7 entrances  for  7 shrines  for  7 deties,  Hrous,  Isis,  Osiris,  Amon-Ra,  Ra-Horakhty,  Ptah,  and 
the  deified  Seti  I.  Ramses  II  closed  all  but  one  of  his  father  Seti's  7 entrances.  The  Abydos  Tablet 
listing  76  kings  from  Menes  to  Seti  is  also  located  here  intact  or  in  situ. 

The  Osireion  or  tomb  of  Osiris  is  also  located  here  at  Abydos.  It  is  the  only  Niule  Valley 
structure  or  tomb  completely  surrounded  by  water  and  an  underground  passage  leads  into  the 
desert.  There  are  5 convoys  in  and  out  of  Luxor  every  day.  So  the  security  police  in  arranging 
and  administering  as  well  as  operationalizing  the  safety  of  visitors  have  got  it  down  to  a science. 
They  communicate  with  elements  staioned  along  the  route  that  halt  traffic  so  the  convoy  could 
whiz  past,  real  VIP  style;  it's  a sight  to  behold. 

Well,  the  convoy  to  Edfu  and  Kom  Ombo,  again  enjoyed  the  same  VIPtreatment  in  the  drive- 
thru.  For  those  familiar,  the  new  entrance  at  Edfu  is  from  the  south  not  the  north,  in  a newly 
developed  and  orderly  plaza.  Here  carraiges,  which  bring  the  tourists  from  the  cruisers,  park  to 
await  their  passengers'  return  for  the  12-minuet  trek  back  to  the  boats.  I often  wondered  where 
the  black  people  from  America  are.  "Ever  since  Dr.  Ben  stopped  coming"  said  Shawky,  "I  have 
not  worked  with  any  Black  groups.  My  brother  Farouk  has  had  the  same  complaint.  The  few 
Black  groups  who  come  don't  give  us  the  jobs  like  Dr.  Ben  did." 

From  the  time  I started  going  to  Egypt  with  Dr.  ben-Jochannan  in  the  1980s,  he  introduced  us  to 
Shawky  and  Farouk.  These  are  the  most  authentic  Black  Egyptians,  Nubians,  who  give  a more 
correct  view  of  the  history  of  "our  ancestors"  so  we  should  support  them! 

Edfu  is  beautiful  Graeco-Roman  temple,  very  well  preserved  with  a magnificently  illustrated 
Pylon  entrance,  a Peristyle  Court  with  two  hawks  before  the  Pronaos  or  Hypostyle  hall  just 
outside  the  Pylon  where  two  also  stood.  Only  one  of  the  former  remains  intact  and  visitors  rush 
to  tkae  phtograpgs  in  front  of  it.  The  "Sphinx  of  Edfu"  is  no  longer  besdie  the  gate  but  has  been 
moved  to  the  Plaza.  Repairs  continue  in  the  "Corridor  of  Victory"  where  the  struggle  between 
Horus  and  Seth  is  vividly  depicted  with  Isis  and  other  deities  assisting  Horis,  the  avnger  of  his 
dead  father,  Osiris. 

The  Most  unusual  thing  happened  at  Kom  Ombo.  After  an  hour  at  this  temple,  the  convoy  left 
for  Aswan.  Shawky  said:  "There  is  no  need  to  go  to  Aswan  with  this  convoy,  let's  wait  until  they 
return  in  4 hours.  So  i was  alone  in  the  temple  to  raom  and  get  all  the  photos  i wanted, 
uniterrupted.  We  then  rejoined  the  convoy  on  its  return  and  headed  back  to  Luxor. 

The  Temple  of  Isis  at  Philae,  now  on  Agilka  Island,  remains  a beauty  to  behold,  a joy  to 
experience.  It  is  also  an  art  and  architectural  wonder  compelling  one  to  envision  how  its  august 
nature  could  have  withstood  all  the  challenges  of  history  and  retain  its  picturesqueness,  with  such 
stately  majesty.  The  East  Colannade,  with  its  16  frontal  columns  and  1 on  the  southern  end  and 
the  western  colonnade  with  its  32  columns  on  the  dromos;  the  Kiosk  of  Nectanebo,  the  altar  on 
the  dromos,  all  before  the  decorated  First  Pylon  with  its  two  stone  lion  sentinels,  mesmerizes  the 
visitor.  You  pass  this  portal  into  the  Coutyard  of  the  Tenple  of  Isis  proper,  with  a second  East 
Colannade  of  10  columns  facing  the  Mammisi  with  7 columns  in  front  and  7 in  rear  as  viewed 
from  the  driver.  Then  you  behold  the  Second  or  First  Pylon  proper  to  the  Temple  of  Isis, 
to  be  continued.

The  Kemer  Commission  Report  at  40:  A Real  Program  for  Change  that  is  Still 
Being  Ignored

The  1968  Kemer  Commission,  created  by  President 
Lyndon  Johnson  in  the  wake  of  the  previous  year's 
riots  in  Newark  and  Detroit,  proposed  economic 
solutions  to  the  vast  disparities  that  had  led  to  a 
nation  that  "is  moving  toward  two  societies,  one 
black,  one  white,  separate  and  unequal."  The 
commission  proposed  the  creation  of  two  million 
public  and  private  sector  jobs,  subsidized  on-the- 
job  training  for  the  chronically  unemployed,  federal 
assistance  to  all  schools  that  worked  to  end  de  facto 
segregation,  compensatory  education  programs 
serving  disadvantaged  children,  six  million  new 
and  renovated  units  of  affordable  housing,  and  - most  sweepingly  - a uniform  national  welfare 
standard  to  bring  everyone's  income  up  to  the  poverty  line.  Congress  chose  instead  to  pass  anti- 
riot legislation,  and  the  commission's  report  has  been  ignored  ever  since. 

The  Kerner  Commission  at  40:  A Real  Program  for  "Change"  that  is  Still  Being  Ignored

In  February  of  1968  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson's  Kemer 
Commission  Report  was  released.  The  Kerner  Commission  was 
created  in  response  to  the  1967  urban  Black  rebellions  in  Detroit 
and  Newark.  The  report  famously  stated:  "Our  nation  is  moving 
toward  two  societies,  one  black,  one  white,  separate  and  unequal." 

Forty  years  later,  I sat  down  in  front  of  my  laptop  to  examine  the  current  presidential  candidate's 


plans  to  deal  with  the  still  prevailing  black/white  economic  divide.  In  examining  the  four  leading 
presidential  candidates  websites  and  the  dozen  or  so  issues  each  highlight,  only  once  did  I find 
an  issue  that  incorporated  the  black/white  racial  divide.  Ironically  enough  it  was  the  "post-racial" 
presidential  candidate  Barack  Obama  who  saw  civil  rights  as  a worthy  enough  topic  for  his 
website.  Obama  highlights  the  issue  by  mentioning  income  inequality,  a rise  in  hate  crimes,  the 
suppression  of  minority  voters,  and  racial  disparities  in  the  criminal  justice  system.  Obama 
recognizes  that  the  racial  divide  still  challenges  this  nation.  The  problem  is  that  too  many 
Americans  naively  see  the  mere  fact  of  Obama's  candidacy  as  evidence  of  the  resolution  of  the 
black/white  race  divide. 

The  Kemer  Commission  report  recognized  that  the  black/white  race  divide  was  largely  an 
economic  divide  and  proposed  economic  policies  to  meet  this  social  problem.  This  policy 
prescription  included:  creating  two  million  jobs,  in  both  the  public  and  private  sector;  fully 
subsidizing  on-the-job  training  for  the  chronically  unemployed;  providing  federal  assistance  to 
all  schools  that  worked  to  end  de  facto  segregation;  offering  federal  funding  for  year-round 
compensatory  education  programs  serving  disadvantaged  children;  developing  a uniform 
national  welfare  standard  to  bring  everyone's  income  up  to  the  poverty  line;  and  building  six 
million  new  and  renovated  units  of  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income  families.

Though  the  Kerner  report  was  widely  discussed 
at  the  time  of  its  release  with  over  two  million 
copies  sold,  the  recommendations  were  at  best 
ignored.  As  the  African  American  Encyclopedia 
notes  Congress  passed  antiriot  legislation  rather 
than  the  kinds  of  social  programs  advocated  in 
the  Kerner  Report. 

Obama's  civil  rights  plan  is  much  more  modest 
than  that  of  the  Kemer  Commission.  Obama 

advocates  strengthening  civil  rights 

enforcement,  combating  employment 

discrimination,  ending  racial  profiling  and  deceptive  voting  practices,  as  well  as  some  criminal 
justice  reforms  such  as  providing  ex-offender  support  and  eliminating  sentence  disparities.  All  of 
these  are  well  and  good  but  Obama's  plan  fails  to  make  the  necessary  investment  that  could 
economically  lift  African  Americans  who  currently  earn  about  57  cents  on  every  dollar  that 
white  Americans  earn  and  only  have  about  a fifteenth  of  the  wealth  of  white  America. 

Today  America  still  stands  as  a nation  marked  by  segregated  black  and  white  societies  that 
remain  separate  and  unequal.  A 2002  US  Census  Bureau  report  titled  Beyond  Black  and  White 
states  that  African  Americans  are  still  the  most  segregated  racial  group  in  the  United  States.  It 
also  highlights  that  whites  have  the  strongest  own-race  preference  when  it  comes  to  buying  a 
home.  The  report  further  states  that  holding  other  factors  constant,  while  Asian  and  Hispanic 
composition  does  not  matter  to  Whites  buying  a home,  black  neighborhood  composition  does. 
White  Americans  dislike  of  living  in  communities  comprised  of  more  than  10%  African 
Americans  causes  a substantial  decrease  in  demand  for  African  Americans  homes  which 
correspondingly  causes  an  erosion  in  home  value.  At  the  same  time,  it  artificially  increases  the 


demand  and  value  of  homes  located  in  overwhelmingly  white  neighborhoods.  With 
homeownership  as  the  primary  source  of  wealth  for  most  Americans,  the  prejudice  of  white 
Americans  serves  to  maintain  the  current  racial  wealth  divide.

In  1968  there  was  an  understanding  that  ending 
the  black/white  race  divide  was  an  important 
challenge  to  the  nation  as  a whole  and  that  it 
would  require  massive  federal  investment. 

Today  none  of  the  presidential  candidates 
advocate  an  economic  development  plan  that 
will  heal  the  nations  centuries-old  black/white 
divide  and  only  Barack  Obama  even  highlights 
that  the  area  of  civil  rights  as  one  of  current 
national  priority.  The  report  State  of  the  Dream 
2008,  which  I helped  write,  found  that  upper- 
income  African-Americans  are  almost  twice  as 
likely  as  low  income  whites  to  have  taken  a 

subprime  loan  and  that  a third  of  black  children  or  born  into  poverty.  The  candidates  apparently 
don't  deem  these  issues  as  important  enough  to  focus  on  during  a presidential  election.  But  they 
should. 

This  year  holds  much  promise.  Our  country  may  well  elect  for  the  first  time  a woman  or  an 
African-American  to  the  presidency.  Either  scenario  would  mark  a major  milestone.  Yet  there's 
no  such  promise  in  bridging  the  continued  racial  divide.  It  would  help  all  the  presidential 
candidates  and  the  nation  as  a whole  to  look  back  at  the  40- year-old  Kerner  Commission  report 
and  see  a plan  that  could  truly  bring  forth  the  change  we  all  could  believe  in.

Peace  Divine 

I will  have  to  take  a different  interpretation 
of  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony 
because  of  the  philosophy  and  practice 
done  throughout  the  continent. 

The  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  doesn't 
make  sense  outside  of  the  cosmology.  All 
cosmologies  are  not  the  same,  but  the 
African  cosmological  world  view  can  be 
summed  up  like  this: 

"In  the  beginning,  God  in  his/her  perfection 
at  some  point  realized  that  it  was  imperfect 
because  it  had  no  means  of  experiencing 
itself  (no  creation).  So  it  created  this 
"Matrix"  we  call  the  universe  as  a location 
to  experience  the  potential  that  lay  dormant 
in  the  Nun.  This  "energy"  expresses  itself  in 
a multitude  of  forms.  The  spark  of  energy 
(Itongo)  goes  through  a cyclic  journey 
starting  at  the  lowest  forms  (gross  matter  - 
nature),  and  elevates  to  higher  forms  of 
existence  (sea  creatures  > land  animals  > 
human  beings)  to  journey  back  to  its  source 
(the  greater  Itongo),  only  to  start  the 
journey  again. 

The  human  being  is  sent  here  to  learn  a 
multitude  of  lessons.  In  Ifa,  for  instance, 
you  are  to  incarnate  7 times  and  learn  12 
lessons  each  time.  All  of  your  deeds  are 
collected  on  a roll  of  some  sort  (like  the 
Biblical  book  of  life).  In  the  Kongo  it  is 


called  "tuzingu."  African  priesthoods  are 
built  on  the  premise  that  development 
comes  in  stages.  Not  only  in  this  life,  but  in 
"life-times.  " The  priesthoods  are  broken 
down  into 

1.  pupils 

2.  disciples 

3.  elders 

4.  masters 

5.  and  "Those  who  know" 

(Insangoma) 

You  cannot  be  a master  unless  you  were  an 
elder  in  a previous  life.  You  cannot  become 
an  Insangoma  unless  you  were  a master  in  a 
previous  life.  There  is  another  stage  even 
after  that  called  "The  Supreme  Ones" 
(perfect  men).  These  would  be  equivalent  to 
an  Orisha,  Netcher,  Abosom,  Niombo,  etc. 
These  are  the  people  who  don't  have  to 
reincarnate.  The  priests  know  who  is  who 
because  their  rank  is  recorded  in  each 
person's  own  tuzingu  (roll). 

With  that  said,  those  who  don't  have  to 
reincarnate  exist  in  a realm  just  outside  of 
our  realm.  These  Ancestors  are  in  a location 
in  which  they  can  "see"  things  that  we 
cannot  see  on  the  ground.  Just  imagine  you 
at  the  bottom  of  a valley.  You  can  only  see 
so  much  because  you  are  at  ground  level. 
Well  these  ancestors  reside  at  the  top  of  the 
valley.  So  they  have  a wider  view  on  what's 
coming  from  all  directions. 

Because  these  special  ancestors  reside  "at 
the  top  of  the  valley"  but  in  close  proximity 
to  our  world,  we  ask  for  their  help  in 
"seeing"  what  we  can't  see.  This  is  the 
philosophy  behind  divinations  and  certain 
rituals.  Unfortunately,  spirits  have  no 
bodies,  therefore  no  need  for  "lungs"  or 
what  not.  So  the  opening  of  the  mouth 
ceremony  is  a ritual  to  create  a process  to 
SPEAK  to  them  from  the  other  world.  Not 


only  that,  so  they  on  the  other  side  can 
speak  on  the  community's  behalf  to  the 
"council  of  elders"  who  reside  in  the  other 
planes  of  existence.  They  ask  for  guidance 
and  pointers  on  how  to  make  it  where  the 
spirits  are  at,  so  there  is  no  need  to 
reincarnate. 

A good  book  to  read  is  Robert  Ferris 
Thompson's  Four  Moments  of  the  Sun.  You 
can  get  a glimpse  of  what  I am  talking 
about  as  he  recounts  the  Kongo's  Opening 
of  the  Mouth  ceremony  (and  yes  they  still 
mummify  in  the  Kongo). 

"Go  with  our  tears,  wet  upon  your  face,  and 
represent  our  problems  among  the  dead:  be  our 
medium."  By  similar  interpretation,  the  open 
mouth,  with  the  lips  rendered  in  relief, 
symbolizes  the  leader  speaking  to  the  dead: 
"the  funeral  is  over  and  now  he  is  talking  in 
the  other  world.  All  niombo  should  have 
open  mouths.  This  means  there  is  speech  in 
the  other  world."  ?If  the  open  mouth  of  the 
niombo  brings  parlance  into  the  other  world, 
and  tears  code  messages  of  shared  concern,  the 
towering  gesture  of  the  niombo,  right  hand  up, 
left  hand  down,  in  similarly  significant.  It  maps 
the  boundary  to  be  crossed;  it  identifies  the  cord 
connecting  life  to  death;  it  is  "the  crossroads 
pose."  ? The  niombo  gesture?also  marks  a 
person's  transition  from  this  world  to  the  next. 
On  behalf  of  his  community,  niombo  hails  the 
heavens  and  the  horizon  line.  When  you  die 
you  automatically  become  an  ancestor.  But  not 
everyone  becomes  a niombo.  Being  buried  in  a 
niombo  figure  means  the  community  believes 
this  person  will  become  our  medium. 

So  the  opening  of  the  mouth  ceremony  is  a 
practical  solution  to  a problem  which  is 
rooted  in  their  cosmology.  It  is  just  a ritual 
that  reflects  the  Akan's  notion  of 
SANKOFA,  to  go  back  and  fetch  it.  These 
mediums  (ancestors)  are  helping  us  out  on 
earth  so  we  can  get  to  where  they  are  at  on 
our  long  journey  back  to  the  source  (The 
Itongo).

Where's  the  myth?  Excerpted  from  Obama's  speech: 

Understanding  this  reality  requires  a reminder  of  how  we  arrived  at 
this  point.  As  William  Faulkner  once  wrote,  "The  past  isn't  dead  and 
buried.  In  fact,  it  isn't  even  past."  We  do  not  need  to  recite  here 
the  history  of  racial  injustice  in  this  country.  But  we  do  need  to 
remind  ourselves  that  so  many  of  the  disparities  that  exist  in  the 
African-American  community  today  can  be  directly  traced  to 
inequalities  passed  on  from  an  earlier  generation  that  suffered  under 
the  brutal  legacy  of  slavery  and  Jim  Crow. 

Segregated  schools  were,  and  are,  inferior  schools;  we  still  haven't 
fixed  them,  fifty  years  after  Brown  v.  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
inferior  education  they  provided,  then  and  now,  helps  explain  the 
pervasive  achievement  gap  between  today's  black  and  white  students. 

Legalized  discrimination  - where  blacks  were  prevented,  often  through 
violence,  from  owning  property,  or  loans  were  not  granted  to 
African-American  business  owners,  or  black  homeowners  could  not 
access  FHA  mortgages,  or  blacks  were  excluded  from  unions,  or  the 
police  force,  or  fire  departments  - meant  that  black  families  could 
not  amass  any  meaningful  wealth  to  bequeath  to  future  generations. 


That  history  helps  explain  the  wealth  and  income  gap  between  black 
and  white,  and  the  concentrated  pockets  of  poverty  that  persists  in 
so  many  of  today's  urban  and  rural  communities. 

A lack  of  economic  opportunity  among  black  men,  and  the  shame  and 
frustration  that  came  from  not  being  able  to  provide  for  one's 
family,  contributed  to  the  erosion  of  black  families  - a problem  that 
welfare  policies  for  many  years  may  have  worsened.  And  the  lack  of 
basic  services  in  so  many  urban  black  neighborhoods  - parks  for  kids 
to  play  in,  police  walking  the  beat,  regular  garbage  pick-up  and 
building  code  enforcement  - all  helped  create  a cycle  of  violence, 
blight  and  neglect  that  continue  to  haunt  us. 

This  is  the  reality  in  which  Reverend  Wright  and  other 
African-Americans  of  his  generation  grew  up.  They  came  of  age  in  the 
late  fifties  and  early  sixties,  a time  when  segregation  was  still  the 
law  of  the  land  and  opportunity  was  systematically  constricted. 

What's  remarkable  is  not  how  many  failed  in  the  face  of 
discrimination,  but  rather  how  many  men  and  women  overcame  the  odds; 
how  many  were  able  to  make  a way  out  of  no  way  for  those  like  me  who 
would  come  after  them. 

But  for  all  those  who  scratched  and  clawed  their  way  to  get  a piece 
of  the  American  Dream,  there  were  many  who  didn't  make  it  - those  who 
were  ultimately  defeated,  in  one  way  or  another,  by  discrimination. 

That  legacy  of  defeat  was  passed  on  to  future  generations  - those 
young  men  and  increasingly  young  women  who  we  see  standing  on  street 
corners  or  languishing  in  our  prisons,  without  hope  or  prospects  for 
the  future.  Even  for  those  blacks  who  did  make  it,  questions  of  race, 
and  racism,  continue  to  define  their  worldview  in  fundamental  ways.

But  they  have  helped  shape  the  political  landscape  for  at  least  a 
generation.  Anger  over  welfare  and  affirmative  action  helped  forge  the  Reagan 
Coalition.  Politicians  routinely  exploited  fears  of  crime  for  their  own  electoral  ends.  Talk 
show  hosts  and  conservative  commentators  built  entire  careers  unmasking  bogus  claims 
of  racism  while  dismissing  legitimate  discussions  of  racial  injustice  and  inequality  as 
mere  political  correctness  or  reverse  racism. 

"Just  as  black  anger  often  proved  counterproductive,  so  have  these  white  resentments 
distracted  attention  from  the  real  culprits  of  the  middle  class  squeeze  ? a corporate 
culture  rife  with  inside  dealing,  questionable  accounting  practices,  and  short-term  greed; 
a Washington  dominated  by  lobbyists  and  special  interests;  economic  policies  that  favor 
the  few  over  the  many.  And  yet,  to  wish  away  the  resentments  of  white  Americans,  to

Also 
called  Queen  Muhmusa  or  Tahtahme,  she  inspired  the  Nyabinghi  underpinnings  of 
Rastafarianism.  Nanny  of  the  Maroons  was  born  in  Ghana  , and  folk  history  says  that  she 
came  to  Jamaica  with  the  express  purpose  of  becoming  a high  priestess  and  leader  of  her 
people,  never  having  been  a slave.  She  was  an  obeah-woman  who  led  the  eastern  Maroons 
based  in  Moreton,  and  forged  an  alliance  with  another  group  led  by  Cudjoe.  (The  name 
Maroons  comes  from  the  Spanish  cimarron, meaning  "gone  back  to  the  wild.") 

The  Jamaican  Maroons  were  the  first  people  to  force  the  English  to  sign  a treaty  with 
their  subjects,  on  March  1,  1738.  The  lands  conceded  in  this  treaty  formed  a base  for  the 
Maroon's  independent  survival.  One  of  these  communities  was  named  Nannytown  after  the 
female  Ghanaian  leader.  Maroon  country  was  so  feared  by  the  English  that  it  became 
known  as  the  " Land  of  Look-Behind  ."

WOMEN  BEAT  BACK  SLAVE-CATCHERS 


In  the  summer  of  1848,  eight  or  ten  people  made  it  across  the  Ohio  river  in  their 
northward  flight  from  slavery.  The  slave  catchers  tracked  them  into  town,  but  the  bounty 
they  were  after  turned  out  to  be  elusive: 

"The  women  began  to  gather  from  adjoining  houses  until  the  Amazons  were  about  equal  to 
the  [slave-hunters]—  the  former  with  shovels,  tongs,  washboards  and  rolling  pins;  the 
latter  with  revolvers,  sword-canes  and  bowie-knives.  Finally  the  beseigers  decamped, 
leaving  the  Amazons  in  possession  of  the  field,  amid  the  jeers  and  loud  huzzahs  of  the 
crowd." 

—Report  from  The  North  Star,  an  African-American  paper  out  of  Cincinnati  , August  11, 
1848.  (For  more,  see  Dorothy  Sterling's  book  Speak  Out  In  Thunder  Tones.) 

GHANA 

"If  you  the  men  of  Ashanti  will  not  go  forward,  then  we  will.  We  the  women  will.  I shall  call 
upon  you  my  fellow  women.  We  will  fight  the  white  men.  We  will  fight  until  the  last  of  us 
falls  in  the  battlefield." 

— Ya  Asar\\e\Na,  an  Ashanti  queen  who  led  the  resistence  to  British  colonial  rule  in  Ghana  . 
She  succeeded  in  the  short  run,  but  the  Ashanti  were  heavily  outgunned. 

THE  "WAR  OF  THE  WOMEN" 

The  Aba  rebellion  in  southeastern  Nigeria  grew  out  of  a traditional  female  rite  of  the 
Igbo.  People  were  outraged  at  the  colonial  government's  plan  to  tax  women,  "the  trees 
that  bear  fruit."  In  protest,  Ibo  women  bound  their  heads  with  ferns,  painted  their  faces 
with  ash,  put  on  loincloths  and  carried  sacred  sticks  with  palm  frond  wreaths.  Thousands 
marched  on  the  District  Office,  dancing,  singing  protests,  and  demanding  the  cap  of  office 
of  the  colonial  chief  Okugo.  When  he  approached  one  woman  to  count  her  goats  and  sheep, 
she  had  retorted,  "Was  mother  counted?" 

This  protest  spread  into  a vast  regional  insurrection.  The  Ibo  women's  councils  mobilized 
demonstrations  in  three  provinces,  turning  out  over  2,000,000  protesters.  The  British 
District  Officer  at  Bende  wrote: 

"The  trouble  spread  in  the  2nd  week  of  December  to  Aba  , an  important  trading  center  on 
the  railway.  Here  there  converged  some  10,000  women,  scantily  clothed,  girdled  with  green 
leaves,  carrying  sticks.  Singing  angry  songs  against  the  chiefs  and  the  court  messengers, 


the  women  proceeded  to  attack  and  loot  the  European  trading  shops,  stores,  and  Barclay's 
Bank,  and  to  break  into  the  prison  and  release  the  prisoners." 

Elsewhere  women  protestors  burned  down  the  hated  British  "Native  Courts"  and  cut 
telegraph  wires,  throwing  officials  into  panic.  The  colonials  fired  on  the  female  protesters, 
killing  more  than  fifty  and  wounding  more.  Marches  continued  sporadically  into  1930.  These 
mass  actions  became  known  as  the  Aba  Rebellion  of  1929,  or  The  War  of  the  Women.  It 
was  one  of  the  most  significant  anti-colonial  revolts  in  Africa  of  that  day. 

Diola  women  led  similar  protests  against  French  attempts  to  exact  a tribute  from  their 
rice  harvest  in  Senegal  , an  event  dramatized  by  filmmaker  Ousmane  Sembene.

Rain  Queens  of  the  Lovedu 

Dzugudini,  a grand-daughter  of  "the  famous  ruler  Monomatapa,"  was  the  founding  Rain 
Queen  of  the  Lovedu.  Her  royal  father  was  angry  that  she  bore  a child  out  of  wedlock. 

Oral  tradition  says  her  mother  taught  her  the  art  of  rain-making  and  gave  her  rain  charms 
and  sacred  beads.  Then  she  fled  south  with  some  supporters.  They  settled  peacefully 
among  the  Sotho.  In  the  early  1800s,  a leadership  crisis  was  resolved  by  accession  of  the 
first  Mujaji,  a Rain  Queen  with  both  political  and  ceremonial  power.  Chiefs  presented  her 
with  wives.  She  had  no  military,  but  even  the  Zulu  king  Shaka  paid  her  tribute  because  of 
her  rain  power.  Her  successors  have  less  authority,  but  still  preside  over  womanhood 
initiations  and  other  important  rituals. 


SWAZI 


The  queen  is  called  by  honorific  titles  such  as  "Mother  of  the  Country"  and  Indlovukati, 
"Lady  Elephant."  She  is  a powerful  rain  maker,  guardian  of  the  royal  clan's  sacrzd  objects, 
and  addresses  the  ancestors  on  behalf  of  the  Swazi  nation.  She  has  the  power  to  give 
sanctuary  to  persons  condemned  by  the  king's  court.  Her  village  is  the  capital  of  the 
country,  where  troops  are  quartered. 

HAU  SA 

Many  powerful  queens  are  remembered  in  Hausa  tradition.  Among  the  Kotoko,  the  Gumsu 
was  the  female  heir  of  the  land,  associated  with  the  morning  star,  mother  of  all  stars.  She 
lived  in  the  southern  part  of  the  palace  and  performed  functions  associated  with  the 
south,  was  the  head  of  the  country's  women  and  played  a leading  part  in  the  seven  year 
rites  for  its  welfare.  The  Kotoko  government  was  based  on  a delicate  balance  of 
male/female,  right/left,  north/south.  Among  the  Kanuri,  the  Gumsu  retained  her  authority 
in  Muslim  times.  Diwan  records  recount  that  the  Gumsu  Fasama  became  angry  at  her  son, 
Sultan  Biri  ibn  Dunama,  for  executing  a thief,  rather  than  cutting  off  his  hands  as  the 
Koran  decreed.  "Accordingly  his  mother  put  Biri  in  prison,  and  he  submitted  to  the 
punishment  for  a whole  year.

Editor's  note:  CNN  Contributor  Roland  Martin  has  listened  to  several  of 
the  sermons  of  Rev.  Jeremiah  Wright  from  Trinity  United  Church  of  Christ 
in  Chicago.  Portions  of  the  sermons  have  been  excerpted  in  recent 
stories. 

As  this  whole  sordid  episode  regarding  the  sermons  of  the  Rev.  Jeremiah 
Wright  has  played  out  over  the  last  week,  I wanted  to  understand  what  he 
ACTUALLY  said  in  this  speech.  I've  been  saying  all  week  on  CNN  that 
context  is  important,  and  I just  wanted  to  know  what  the  heck  is  going 
on. 


I have  now  actually  listened  to  the  sermon  Rev.  Wright  gave  after 
September  11  titled,  "The  Day  of  Jerusalem's  Fall."  It  was  delivered  on 
Sept.  16,  2001. 

One  of  the  most  controversial  statements  in  this  sermon  was  when  he 
mentioned  "chickens  coming  home  to  roost."  He  was  actually  quoting 
Edward  Peck,  former  U.S.  Ambassador  to  Iraq  and  deputy  director  of 
President  Reagan's  terrorism  task  force,  who  was  speaking  on  FOX  News. 
That's  what  he  told  the  congregation.

are  coming  home  to  roost." 

"We  took  this  country  by  terror  away  from  the  Sioux,  the  Apache, 

Ankara,  the  Comanche,  the  Arapaho,  the  Navajo.  Terrorism. 

"We  took  Africans  away  from  their  country  to  build  our  way  of  ease  and 
kept  them  enslaved  and  living  in  fear.  Terrorism. 

"We  bombed  Grenada  and  killed  innocent  civilians,  babies,  non-military 
personnel. 

"We  bombed  the  black  civilian  community  of  Panama  with  stealth  bombers 
and  killed  unarmed  teenage  and  toddlers,  pregnant  mothers  and  hard 
working  fathers. 

"We  bombed  Qaddafi's  home,  and  killed  his  child.  Blessed  are  they  who 
bash  your  children's  head  against  the  rock. 

"We  bombed  Iraq.  We  killed  unarmed  civilians  trying  to  make  a living.  We 
bombed  a plant  in  Sudan  to  pay  back  for  the  attack  on  our  embassy, 
killed  hundreds  of  hard  working  people,  mothers  and  fathers  who  left 
home  to  go  that  day  not  knowing  that  they'd  never  get  back  home." 

"We  bombed  Hiroshima.  We  bombed  Nagasaki,  and  we  nuked  far  more  than 
thousands  in  New  York  and  the  Pentagon  and  we  never  batted  an  eye. 

"Kids  playing  in  the  playground.  Mothers  picking  up  children  after 
school.  Civilians,  not  soldiers,  people  just  trying  to  make  it  day  by 
day. 

"We  have  supported  state  terrorism  against  the  Palestinians  and  black 
South  Africans,  and  now  we  are  indignant  because  the  stuff  that  we  have 
done  overseas  is  now  brought  right  back  into  our  own  front  yards. 

America's  chickens  are  coming  home  to  roost. 

"Violence  begets  violence.  Hatred  begets  hatred.  And  terrorism  begets 
terrorism.  A white  ambassador  said  that  yd  11,  not  a black  militant. 

Not  a reverend  who  preaches  about  racism.  An  ambassador  whose  eyes  are 
wide  open  and  who  is  trying  to  get  us  to  wake  up  and  move  away  from  this 
dangerous  precipice  upon  which  we  are  now  poised.  The  ambassador  said 
the  people  we  have  wounded  don't  have  the  military  capability  we  have. 

But  they  do  have  individuals  who  are  willing  to  die  and  take  thousands 
with  them.  And  we  need  to  come  to  grips  with  that." 


He  went  on  to  describe  seeing  the  photos  of  the  aftermath  of  9/1 1 
because  he  was  in  Newark,  N J.,  when  the  planes  struck.  After  turning  on 
the  TV  and  seeing  the  second  plane  slam  into  one  of  the  twin  towers,  he 
spoke  passionately  about  what  if  you  never  got  a chance  to  say  hello  to 
your  family  again. 

"What  is  the  state  of  your  family?"  he  asked. 

And  then  he  told  his  congregation  that  he  loved  them  and  asked  the 
church  to  tell  each  other  they  loved  themselves. 

His  sermon  thesis: 

1.  This  is  a time  for  self-examination  of  ourselves  and  our  families. 

2.  This  is  a time  for  social  transformation  (then  he  went  on  to  say  they 
won't  put  me  on  PBS  or  national  cable  for  what  I'm  about  to  say.  Talk 
about  prophetic!) 

"We  have  got  to  change  the  way  we  have  been  doing  things  as  a society," 
he  said. 

Wright  then  said  we  can't  stop  messing  over  people  and  thinking  they 
can't  touch  us.  He  said  we  may  need  to  declare  war  on  racism,  injustice, 
and  greed,  instead  of  war  on  other  countries. 

"Maybe  we  need  to  declare  war  on  AIDS.  In  five  minutes  the  Congress 
found  $40  billion  to  rebuild  New  York  and  the  families  that  died  in 
sudden  death,  do  you  think  we  can  find  the  money  to  make  medicine 
available  for  people  who  are  dying  a slow  death?  Maybe  we  need  to 
declare  war  on  the  nation's  healthcare  system  that  leaves  the  nation's 
poor  with  no  health  coverage?  Maybe  we  need  to  declare  war  on  the 
mishandled  educational  system  and  provide  quality  education  for 
everybody,  every  citizen,  based  on  their  ability  to  learn,  not  their 
ability  to  pay.  This  is  a time  for  social  transformation." 

3.  This  is  time  to  tell  God  thank  you  for  all  that  he  has  provided  and 
that  he  gave  him  and  others  another  chance  to  do  His  will. 

By  the  way,  nowhere  in  this  sermon  did  he  said  "God  damn  America." 
I'm  not  sure  which  sermon  that  came  from. 

This  doesn't  explain  anything  away,  nor  does  it  absolve  Wright  of  using 
the  N-word,  but  what  it  does  do  is  add  an  accurate  perspective  to  this 
conversation. 

The  point  that  I have  always  made  as  a journalist  is  that  our  job  is  to 
seek  the  truth,  and  not  the  partial  truth. 


I am  also  listening  to  the  other  sermons  delivered  by  Rev.  Wright  that 
have  been  the  subject  of  controversy. 


And  let  me  be  clear:  Where  I believe  he  was  wrong  and  not  justified  in 
what  he  said  based  upon  the  facts,  I will  say  so.  But  where  the  facts 
support  his  argument,  that  will  also  be  said. 

So  stay  tuned.

LUXOR,  Egypt  (AFP)  ? Egyptian  and  European  archeologists  on  Saturday  announced  they  had 
discovered  a giant  statue  of  an  ancient  pharaonic  queen  on  the  spectacular  south  Egypt  site  of  the 
Colossi  of  Memnon. 

The  statue  represents  Queen  Tiy,  the  wife  of  18th  dynasty  Pharaoh  Amenhotep  III,  and  stands 
3.62  metres  high  (almost  12  feet). 

It  was  discovered  around  the  site  of  the  massive  Colossi  of  Memnon  twin  statues  that  command 
the  road  to  Luxor's  famed  Valley  of  the  Kings. 

Two  sphinx  representing  Tiy  and  Amenhotep  III  as  well  as  10  statues  in  black  granite  of  the  lion- 
headed goddess  Sekhmet,  who  protected  the  pharaohs,  we  also  found  by  the  archeologists  and 
presented  to  reporters  and  senior  officials. 

Culture  Minister  Faruq  Hosni  hailed  the  discovery  as  a "formidable"  entreprise  and  told  reporters 
he  expected  the  statues  to  be  erected  for  public  view  next  year. 

They  will  be  joined  by  two  15-metre-high  (50  feet)  statues,  excavated  in  recent  years,  which  will 
be  placed  100  metre  (yards)  behind  the  Colossi  of  Memnon  as  part  of  an  "open  air  museum." 
"Once  these  new  colossi  and  the  other  new  discoveries  are  put  in  place...  this  site  will  become 
one  of  the  most  important  open  air  museums  of  the  pharaonic  period,"  the  head  of  the 
archeological  team  Hourig  Sourouzian  said. 

The  Colossi  of  Memnom  are  massive  quartzite  sandstone  statues,  some  20  metres  high,  which 
used  to  guard  a temple  dedicated  to  Amenhotep  III  that  was  destroyed  in  a devastating 
earthquake  in  the  1st  century  AD. 

Over  the  centuries  the  rising  waters  of  the  Nile  River  inundated  the  rest  of  the  site. 

Archeologists  hope  to  rehabilitate  the  site  within  five  years.

Once  again  it  is  incumbent  upon  a descendant  of  Afrika  to  bring  or  rather  attempt  to  bring 
enlightenment  to  the  Western  World.  In  this  case  to  Afrikan  men  are  put  to  the  task.  Ironically 
with  the  world's  situation  as  it  is  currently  we  have  seen  this  before.  One  man  speaks  of 
militancy  and  is  unapologetically  Afrikan,  the  other  attempts  to  speak  of  unity  and  possibities  of 
justice.  The  one  man  is  in  the  line  of  the  great  Afrikan  preachers  of  revolution,  Nat  Turner  , 
Denmark  Vesey  and  Henry  Highland  Garnet.  The  other  man  is  in  the  intellectual  and  spiritual 
tradition  of  a W.E.B.  Dubois,  a Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  and  the  enigmatic  Booker  T. 
Washington.  Of  course  we  must  draw  parallels  to  Malcolm  X and  Dr.  King  in  their  times.  The 
problem  is  all  of  these  men  and  the  numerous  spoken  and  unspoken  of  women  and  men  have  had 
efforts  to  move  us  towards  liberation.  All  have  made  efforts  to  move  us  away  from  oppression. 
The  question  has  not  been  which  of  these  men  in  this  case  Rev.  Jeremiah  Wright  or  Barack 
Obama  is  right  but  more  so  a question  of  methodology.  The  only  thing  that  matters  in  pursuit  of 
freedom  then  is  the  end  result.  If  you  and  I are  traveling  to  the  bank,  if  you  choose  a northerly 


direction  and  I come  from  the  south  so  long  as  we  get  there  this  is  the  only  issue.  Rev.  Jeremiah 
Wright  has  made  scathing  commentary  on  the  condition  of  Afrikans  in  the  Americas  and  our 
relationship  with  the  European  world.  In  all  of  his  comments  that  have  been  broadcast  to  the 
world  I have  yet  to  find  out  where  he  has  been  proven  incorrect.  He  has  been  blasted  by  the  right 
wing,  and  liberal  minded  folks  for  supposed  Anti-American  comments.

There  are  a few  who  would  work 
against  the  long  term  goals  of  the  First  Continental  Congress  when  in  1774,  those  European 
Americans  wrote  that  they  should  "...wholly  discontinue  the  slave  trade".  Barack  Obama  as  a 
descendant  of  Afrika  is  seeking  the  rights  promised  as  a part  and  parcel  of  that  First  Continental 
Congress;  he  is  asking  that  he  as  a brother  of  the  descendants  of  enslaved  people  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  do  what  European  American  men  are  allowed  to  do.

The  Obama  Doctrine 

Barack  Obama  is  offering  the  most  sweeping  liberal  foreign-policy 
critique  we've  heard  from  a serious  presidential  contender  in  decades. 
But  will  voters  buy  it?

When  Sens.  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  and  Barack  Obama  met  in  California 
for  the  Jan.  31  debate,  their  back-and- forth  resembled  their  many  previous 
encounters,  with  the  Democratic  presidential  hopefuls  scrambling  for  the 
small  policy  yardage  between  them.  And  then  Obama  said  something 
about  the  Iraq  War  that  wasn't  incremental  at  all.  "I  don't  want  to  just 
end  the  war,"  he  said,  "but  I want  to  end  the  mind-set  that  got  us  into 
war  in  the  first  place." 

Until  this  point  in  the  primaries,  Clinton  and  Obama  had  sounded  very 
similar  on  this  issue.  Despite  their  differences  in  the  past  (Obama  opposed 
the  war,  while  Clinton  voted  for  it),  both  were  calling  for  major  troop 
withdrawals,  with  some  residual  force  left  behind  to  hedge  against 
catastrophe. 

But  Obama's  concise  declaration  of  intent  at  the  debate  upended  this 
assumption. 

Clinton  stumbled  to  find  a counterargument,  eventually  saying  her  vote  in 
October  2002  "was  not  authority  for  a pre-emptive  war."  Then  she  questioned 
Obama's  ability  to  lead,  saying  that  the  Democratic  nominee  must  have 
"the  necessary  credentials  and  gravitas  for  commander  in  chief." 

If  Clinton's  response  on  Iraq  sounds  familiar,  that's  because  it's 
structurally 

identical  to  the  defensive  crouch  John  Kerry  assumed  in  2004:  Voting  against 
the  war  wasn't  a mistake;  the  mistakes  were  all  George  W.  Bush's,  and 
bringing  the  war  to  a responsible  conclusion  requires  a wise  man  or  woman 
with  military  credibility.  In  that  debate,  Obama  offered  an  alternative 
path. 

Ending  the  war  is  only  the  first  step.  After  we're  out  of  Iraq,  a corrosive 
mind-set  will  still  be  infecting  the  foreign-policy  establishment  and  the 
body  politic.  That  rot  must  be  eliminated. 

Obama  is  offering  the  most  sweeping  liberal  foreign-policy  critique  we've 
heard  from  a serious  presidential  contender  in  decades.  It  cuts  to  the  heart 
of  traditional  Democratic  timidity.  "It's  time  to  reject  the  counsel  that 
says 

the  American  people  would  rather  have  someone  who  is  strong  and  wrong 
than  someone  who  is  weak  and  right,"  Obama  said  in  a January  speech. 

"It's  time  to  say  that  we  are  the  party  that  is  going  to  be  strong  and 
right." 

(The  Democrat  who  counseled  that  Americans  wanted  someone  strong 
and  wrong,  not  weak  and  right?  That  was  Bill  Clinton  in  2002.) 

But  to  understand  what  Obama  is  proposing,  it's  important  to  ask:  What, 
exactly,  is  the  mind-set  that  led  to  the  war?  What  will  it  mean  to  end  it? 

And  what  will  take  its  place? 


To  answer  these  questions,  I spoke  at  length  with  Obama's  foreign-policy 
brain  trust,  the  advisers  who  will  craft  and  implement  a new  global  strategy 
if  he  wins  the  nomination  and  the  general  election.  They  envision  a doctrine 
that  first  ends  the  politics  of  fear  and  then  moves  beyond  a hollow, 
sloganeering  "democracy  promotion"  agenda  in  favor  of  "dignity  promotion," 
to  fix  the  conditions  of  misery  that  breed  anti-Americanism  and  prevent 
liberty, 

justice,  and  prosperity  from  taking  root.  An  inextricable  part  of  that 
doctrine 

is  a relentless  and  thorough  destruction  of  al-Qaeda.  Is  this  hawkish?  Is 
this 

dovish?  It's  both  and  neither  — an  overhaul  not  just  of  our  foreign  policy 
but 

of  how  we  think  about  foreign  policy.  And  it  might  just  be  the  future  of 
American  global  leadership. 

When  considering  any  presidential  hopeful's  foreign-policy  promises,  it's 
important  to  remember  that  what  candidates  say  is,  at  best,  an  imperfect 
guide  to  their  actions  in  office.  What  proves  to  be  a more  reliable 
indicator 

of  presidential  behavior  is  a candidate's  roster  of  advisers.  (If  the  press 
had  paid  better  attention,  the  country  would  have  seen  through  Bush's 
pitch  about  a humble  foreign  policy  and  realized  that  many  of  his  advisers, 
including  Paul  Wolfowitz  and  Richard  Perle,  were  conspiracy-minded 
warmongers.)  Obama's  foreign-policy  advisers  come  from  diverse 
backgrounds.  They  are  former  aides  to  Democratic  mandarins  like 
Tom  Daschle  and  Lee  Hamilton  (Denis  McDonough  and  Ben  Rhodes, 
respectively);  veterans  of  the  Clinton  administration's  left  flank  (Tony 
Lake 

and  Susan  Rice);  a human-rights  advocate  who  helped  write  the  Army's 
and  Marine  Corps'  much-lauded  counterinsurgency  field  manual 
(Sarah  Sewall);  a retired  general  who  helped  run  the  air  war  during  the 
invasion  of  Iraq  (Scott  Gration);  and  a former  journalist  who  revolutionized 
the  study  of  U.S.  foreign  policy  (Samantha  Power).  Yet  they  form  a 
committed,  intellectually  coherent,  and  surprisingly  united  foreign-affairs 
team.  (Shortly  before  this  piece  went  to  press,  Power  resigned  from  the 
campaign  after  making  an  intemperate  remark  to  a reporter.) 

They  also  share  a formative  experience  with  each  other  and  with  Obama. 
Each  opposed  the  Iraq  War  at  a time  when  doing  so  was  derided  by  their 
colleagues,  by  journalists,  and  by  the  foreign-policy  establishment.  Each 
did  so  because  they  understood  that  the  invasion  and  occupation  ran 
counter  to  the  goal  of  destroying  al-Qaeda.  And  each  bore  the  frustration 
of  endless  lectures  on  their  lack  of  so-called  seriousness  from  those  who 
suffered  from  strategic  myopia. 


"There  is  a popular  notion  that  Democrats  have  to  try  to  appear  like 
Republicans  to  pass  some  test  on  national  security.  The  fact  that  that's 
still  the  case  after  Iraq  is  absurd,"  says  one  of  Obama's  closest  advisers. 

"So  you  break  from  that  orthodoxy  and  say  'I  don't  care  if  the  Republicans 
attack  me  because  I'm  willing  to  meet  with  the  leadership  in  Iran.  We 
haven't  for  25  years,  and  it's  not  gotten  us  anywhere.'" 

Most  of  the  members  of  Obama's  foreign-policy  team  expressed  frustration 
that  they  had  taken  a well-considered  and  seemingly  anodyne  position  on 
Iraq  and  suffered  for  it.  Obama  had  something  similar  happen  to  him  in 
the  spring  and  summer  of  2007.  He  was  attacked  from  the  left  and  the 
right  for  saying  three  things  that  should  not  have  been  controversial:  that 
if  he  had  actionable  intelligence  on  the  whereabouts  of  al-Qaeda's 
leadership 

in  Pakistan  but  no  cooperation  from  the  Pakistani  government,  he  would  take 
out  the  jihadists;  that  he  wouldn't  use  nuclear  weapons  on  terrorist 
training 

camps;  and  that  he  would  be  willing  to  meet  with  leaders  of  rogue  states  in 
his  first  year  as  president.  "No  one  [of  Obama's  critics]  had  thought 
through 

the  policy  because  that  was  the  quote-unquote  nal_jA>.  and  weak  position, 
so  they  said  it  was  a bad  position  to  take,"  recalls  Ben  Rhodes,  the  adviser 
who  writes  Obama's  foreign-policy  speeches.  "And  it  was  a seminal 
moment,  because  Obama  himself  said,  'No,  I'm  right  about  this!"' 

Instead  of  backing  down,  Obama  asked  his  foreign-policy  team  to 
double  down.  Rhodes  wrote  a speech  that  Obama  delivered  at  DePaul 
University  on  Oct.  2,  which  criticized  the  boundaries  of  acceptable 
discourse  set  by  the  same  establishment  that  backed  the  war.  "This 
election  is  about  ending  the  Iraq  War,  but  even  more  it's  about  moving 
beyond  it.  And  we're  not  going  to  be  safe  in  a world  of  unconventional 
threats  with  the  same  old  conventional  thinking  that  got  us  into  Iraq," 

Obama  said.  One  of  his  advisers,  recalling  the  fallout  from  Obama's 
comments  about  pursuing  al-Qaeda  in  Pakistan,  says,  "He  takes 
policy  positions  that  are  a break  from  both  rigid  orthodoxy  and  the 
Bush  administration.  And  everyone  says  it's  a gaffe!  That  just 
encapsulates  everything  that's  wrong  about  the  foreign-policy  debate 
in  Washington  and  in  Democratic  politics." 

The  Obama  foreign-policy  team  describes  it  as  "the  politics  of  fear," 
a phrase  most  advisers  used  unprompted  in  our  conversations.  "For 
a long  time  we've  not  seen  much  creative  thinking  from  Dems  on  national 
security,  because,  out  of  fear,  we  want  to  be  a little  different  from  the 
Republicans  but  not  too  different,  out  of  fear  of  being  labeled  weak  or 
indecisive,"  another  top  adviser  says.  Identifying  that  fear  as  the 
accelerant 


of  the  Iraq  War  mind-set  is  the  first  step  to  a new  and  innovative  foreign 
policy.  John  Kerry  was  not  able  to  argue  for  fundamental  change  in  foreign 
policy  because  he  was  consumed  by  that  very  political  fear.  Obama's 
admonition  to  Democrats  is  much  like  Pope  John  Paul  II's  to  the  Gdansk 
shipyard  strikers  — first,  be  not  afraid. 

Like  Obama,  his  defense  advisers  have  supplemented  their  American 
views  with  the  perspectives  of  outsiders.  Gen.  Scott  Gration,  a retired 
Air  Force  jet  pilot,  says  hello  to  me  over  the  phone  in  Swahili.  He  learned 
about  the  crushing  misery  of  the  world's  poor  by  growing  up  in  Congo, 
where  his  parents  were  missionaries.  After  the  violence  following 
Congolese  independence  in  1960,  Gration  had  an  experience  few 
Americans  ever  will:  He  became  a refugee.  "We  lost  everything  we 
owned,  and  what  we  took  with  us,  they  confiscated,"  he  remembers. 

Sarah  Sewall,  a Harvard  professor  and  another  of  Obama's  closest  advisers, 
also  knows  about  stepping  outside  of  her  comfort  zone.  A longtime 
human-rights  advocate  with  the  disarmament  organization,  the  Council  for 
a Livable  World,  Sewall  found  herself  in  2005  and  2006  with  an  unlikely 
partner:  Gen.  David  Petraeus.  He  and  two  colleagues  were  rewriting  the 
Army  and  Marine  field  manual  for  counterinsurgency  and  wanted  Sewall's 
input  on  how  to  create  a more  just,  humane,  and  successful  doctrine.  For 
agreeing  to  help,  she  was  attacked  by  some  on  the  left.  "Should  a 
human-rights  center  at  the  nation's  most  prestigious  university  be 
collaborating  with  the  top  U.S.  general  in  Iraq  in  designing  the 
counterinsurgency  doctrine  behind  the  current  military  surge?" 

Tom  Hayden  wrote  online  in  The  Huffington  Post. 

Sewall's  involvement  may  have  lost  her  some  influence  within  the  academic 
left,  but  she  has  become  a hero  to  the  military's  growing  circle  of 
counterinsurgency  theorist-practitioners.  "Her  impact  on  the  thinking 
about  the  war  and  the  conduct  of  the  wars  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan 
has  been  significant  and  not  without  cost,"  says  Army  Lt.  Col.  John 
Nagl,  one  of  the  counterinsurgency  community's  luminaries.  "She  has 
shown,  in  my  eyes,  great  moral  courage.  I think  Senator  Obama  is 
listening  to  someone  who  has  thought  long  and  hard  about  the  use 
of  force  and  who  understands  the  kinds  of  wars  we're  fighting  today." 

This  ability  to  see  the  world  from  different  perspectives  informs  what 
the  Obama  team  hopes  will  replace  the  Iraq  War  mind-set:  something 
they  call  dignity  promotion.  "I  don't  think  anyone  in  the  foreign-policy 
community  has  as  much  an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  dignity  as 
Obama  does,"  says  Samantha  Power,  a former  key  aide  and  author 
of  the  groundbreaking  study  of  U.S.  foreign  policy  and  genocide, 

A Problem  From  Hell.  "Dignity  is  a way  to  unite  a lot  of  different 
strands  [of  foreign-policy  thinking],"  she  says.  "If  you  start  with  that, 


it  explains  why  it's  not  enough  to  spend  $3  billion  on  refugee  camps 
in  Darfur,  because  the  way  those  people  are  living  is  not  the  way  they 
want  to  live.  It's  not  a human  way  to  live.  It's  graceless  — an  affront 
to  your  sense  of  dignity." 

During  Bush's  second  term,  a strange  disconnect  has  arisen  in  liberal 
foreign-policy  circles  in  response  to  the  president's  so-called  "freedom 
agenda."  Some  liberals,  like  Matthew  Yglesias  in  his  book  Heads  In 
The  Sand,  note  the  insincerity  of  the  administration's  stated  goal  of 
exporting  democracy.  Bush,  they  observe,  only  targets  for 
democratization  countries  that  challenge  American  hegemony.  Other 
liberal  foreign-policy  types,  such  as  Thomas  Carothers  and  Marina 
Ottaway  of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace,  insist 
the  administration  is  sincere  but  too  focused  on  elections  without 
supporting  the  civil-society  institutions  that  sustain  democracy.  Still 
others,  like  Kenneth  Roth  of  Human  Rights  Watch,  contend  that  a 
focus  on  democracy  in  the  developing  world  without  privileging  the 
protection  of  civil  and  political  rights  is  a recipe  for  a dangerous 
illiberalism. 

What's  typically  neglected  in  these  arguments  is  the  simple  insight  that 
democracy  does  not  fill  stomachs,  alleviate  malaria,  or  protect 
neighborhoods  from  marauding  bands  of  militiamen.  Democracy,  in 
other  words,  is  valuable  to  people  insofar  as  it  allows  them  first  to  meet 
their  basic  needs.  It  is  much  harder  to  provide  that  sense  of  dignity  than 
to  hold  an  election  in  Baghdad  or  Gaza  and  declare  oneself  shocked 
when  illiberal  forces  triumph.  "Look  at  why  the  baddies  win  these 
elections,"  Power  says.  "It's  because  [populations  are]  living  in  climates 
of  fear."  U.S.  policy,  she  continues,  should  be  "about  meeting  people 
where  they're  at.  Their  fears  of  going  hungry,  or  of  the  thug  on  the 
street.  That's  the  swamp  that  needs  draining.  If  we're  to  compete 
with  extremism,  we  have  to  be  able  to  provide  these  things  that 
we're  not  [providing]." 

This  is  why,  Obama's  advisers  argue,  national  security  depends  in 
large  part  on  dignity  promotion.  Without  it,  the  U.S.  will  never  be 
able  to  destroy  al-Qaeda.  Extremists  will  forever  be  able  to 
demagogue  conditions  of  misery,  making  continued  U.S.  involvement 
in  asymmetric  warfare  an  increasingly  counterproductive  exercise  — 
because  killing  one  terrorist  creates  five  more  in  his  place.  "It's  about 
attacking  pools  of  potential  terrorism  around  the  globe,"  Gration  says. 
"Look  at  Africa,  with  900  million  people,  half  of  whom  are  under  18. 
I'm  concerned  that  unless  you  start  creating  jobs  and  livelihoods  we 
will  have  real  big  problems  on  our  hands  in  ten  to  fifteen  years." 

Obama  sees  this  as  more  than  a global  charity  program;  it  is  the  anvil 


against  which  he  can  bring  down  the  hammer  on  al-Qaeda.  "He  took 
many  of  the  [counterinsurgency]  principles  — the  paradoxes,  like  how 
sometimes  you're  less  secure  the  more  force  is  used  — and  looked  at 
it  from  a more  strategic  perspective,"  Sewall  says.  "His  policies  deal 
with  root  causes  but  do  not  misconstrue  root  causes  as  a simple  fix. 

He  recognizes  that  you  need  to  pursue  a parallel  anti-terrorism  [course] 
in  its  traditional  form  along  with  this  transformed  approach  to  foreign 
policy."  Not  for  nothing  has  Obama  received  private  advice  or  public 
support  from  experts  like  former  Clinton  and  Bush  counterterrorism 
advisers  Richard  Clarke  and  Rand  Beers,  and  John  Brennan,  the  first 
chief  of  the  National  Counterterrorism  Center. 

The  Obama  foreign- affairs  brain  trust  balks  at  the  suggestion  that  what 
it's  proposing  is  radical.  "He  said  we'd  take  out  al-Qaeda's  senior 
leadership  in  the  Pakistani  tribal  areas  if  Pakistan  will  not.  That's  not, 
to  me,  a revolutionary  policy,"  Rhodes  says.  "Watching  him  get  attacked 
on  the  right  is  absurd.  You've  got  guys  who  argued  for  a massive  invasion 
and  occupation  of  a country  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  9-11  criticizing 
him  for  advocating  the  use  of  highly  targeted  force  to  kill  Osama  bin 
Laden!" 

Rhodes  is  referring,  of  course,  to  John  McCain,  the  presumptive 
Republican  presidential  nominee,  who  recently  asked  of  Obama, 

"Will  we  risk  the  confused  leadership  of  an  inexperienced  candidate 
who  once  suggested  invading  our  ally,  Pakistan?"  It's  no  secret  that 
McCain,  a war  hero  who  is  to  the  right  of  Bush  when  it  comes  to 
Iraq,  hopes  to  make  this  a foreign-policy  election.  Conventional 
wisdom  holds  this  would  give  him  an  advantage  over  Obama. 

A Feb.  28  Pew  Research  Center  poll  found  43  percent  of 
respondents  believe  Obama  is  "not  tough  enough"  on  foreign  policy. 
Thirty-nine  percent  believe  Obama's  foreign  policy  is  "just  right," 
while  47  percent  say  the  same  of  McCain. 

Even  so,  Obama's  foreign-policy  advisers  are  thrilled  at  the  prospect 
of  facing  McCain.  Had  the  GOP  nomination  gone  to  Mitt  Romney  or 
Mike  Huckabee,  politicians  who  don't  particularly  care  about  foreign 
policy,  an  Obama  victory  would  not  provide  a mandate  for  the 
sweeping  foreign- affairs  overhaul  his  campaign  proposes.  November's 
election  could  be,  for  the  first  time  in  a very  long  time,  a choice  between 
two  radically  different  visions  of  U.S.  global  engagement.  "We  want  to 
have  this  debate  with  John  McCain,"  a close  Obama  adviser  says. 
"[Obama]  will  offer  this  clear  contrast." 

Susan  Rice,  an  assistant  secretary  of  state  in  the  Clinton  administration 
and  one  of  the  few  foreign-policy-establishment  luminaries  to  sign  on 
with  Obama,  explains  what's  at  stake:  "After  eight  years  of  George  Bush, 


when  the  next  president  puts  his  or  her  hand  on  the  Bible  to  be  sworn  in, 
the  U.S.  is  going  to  get  one  brief  second  look  [from  the  world]  about 
whether  the  U.S.  truly  learned  to  change  from  its  past  mistakes,  recent 
and  historic,  and  whether  we're  again  the  kind  of  America  people  look 
to  lead  in  a constructive  fashion,  or  whether  we're  hopeless.  In  my  opinion, 
they'll  look  at  McCain  and  decide  we're  trapped  in  our  old  mistakes." 

Of  course,  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  voters  might  look  at  an  Obama-Mc 
Cain  race.  "The  important  distinction  will  be,  does  Obama  come  across 
as  saying  he  wants  to  make  a break  with  the  foreign  policy  of  the  last  seven 
years,  or  does  it  sound  like  he'll  take  foreign  policy  in  a fundamentally 
different  direction  than  that  of  the  last  twenty,  thirty,  fifty  years?"  says 
Guy 

Molyneux,  a Democratic  pollster  with  Peter  D.  Hart  Associates. 

Americans  are  eager  to  put  the  Bush  doctrine  behind  them,  Molyneux  says, 
but  there's  a danger  that  voters  will  see  Obama  as  a "young  guy  who's  less 
experienced  but  sounds  like  he's  taking  off  in  a new  direction." 


In  his  focus  on  the  importance  of  dignity  in  our  policy  toward  the 
developing  world,  Obama  sounds  quite  a bit  like  John  F.  Kennedy, 
who  knitted  together  an  argument  for  engagement  with  the  "non-aligned" 
world  and  began  the  tradition  of  development  assistance  as  a 
foreign-policy  goal.  However,  Kennedy's  basic  foreign  policy  continued 
along  the  Cold  War  lines  that  had  been  laid  down  during  the  Truman 
administration. 

Democratic  presidential  candidates  since  Kennedy  have  either 
downplayed  foreign  policy  or  simply  argued  for  more  competence  in 
its  execution,  with  two  major  exceptions:  George  McGovern  in  1972 
and  Jimmy  Carter  in  1976.  In  the  popular  imagination,  based  on  the 
"Come  home,  America"  line  from  his  nomination  acceptance  speech, 
McGovern  pivoted  from  a striking  critique  of  the  immorality  of  the 
Vietnam  War  to  an  indictment  of  U.S.  involvement  abroad.  But 
McGovern  purposefully  left  this  broad  criticism  out  of  most  of  his 
campaign.  "I  concentrated  on  Vietnam,"  McGovern  says  in  a phone 
interview,  "because  I thought  it  would  be  difficult  to  sell  a comprehensive 
rewriting  of  American  foreign  policy."  Carter  is  a more  ambiguous  case. 
In  the  wake  of  Watergate,  he  made  a full-spectrum  argument  against 
the  Washington  establishment.  Rethinking  foreign  policy  was  a part  of 
that,  and  his  aide  Hamilton  Jordan  remarked,  "If,  after  the  inauguration, 
you  find  Cy  Vance  as  secretary  of  state  and  Zbigniew  Brzezinski  as 
head  of  national  security,  then  I would  say  we  failed."  Both  men,  of 
course,  received  precisely  those  posts. 


Obama  is  doing  something  braver  with  foreign  policy  than  McGovern 
or  Carter.  Much,  of  course,  could  go  wrong.  Right-wing  demagogues 
are  already  implying  Obama  is  a Muslim  terrorist.  Conservatives  are 
using  Obama's  argument  about  the  inextricability  of  international 
prosperity  and  U.S.  national  security  to  portray  him  as  a "post- American 
globalist."  Jewish  right-wingers  in  the  U.S.  have  begun  a smear  campaign 
not  just  about  Obama,  but  also  about  Power,  as  writers  for  Commentary 
and  National  Review  have  baselessly  implied  that  she  is  an  anti-Semite. 

Expect  more  of  this  for  the  duration  of  the  primary  season,  and,  if  Obama 
wins,  beyond. 

If  he  wins  in  the  general  election,  he  will  face  a crush  of  foreign-policy 
problems  so  enormous  that  they  risk  overwhelming  even  the  most 
competent,  experienced  national- security  team.  Iraq  is,  of  course,  a 
nightmare,  and  al-Qaeda  is  not  just  sitting  still  in  its  Pakistani  safe 
haven. 

To  propose  rebooting  U.S.  foreign  policy  now  is,  to  say  the  least, 
ambitious.  Many  military  leaders  consider  Obama  an  unknown  quantity. 

At  a recent  talk,  Washington  Post  correspondent  Thomas  Ricks  said  that 
officers  and  soldiers  serving  in  Iraq  thought  that  McCain  and  Clinton 
would  both  pursue  a foreign-policy  commensurate  with  Bush's,  but 
Obama  left  them  puzzled.  Once  in  office,  Obama  might  feel  compelled 
to  turn  his  back  on  the  critique  he  makes  on  the  trail. 

But  while  the  doubts  about  Obama  contain  fair  points,  they  also,  to  a 
certain  degree,  reflect  a triumph  of  the  Iraq  War  mind-set.  Why  not 
demand  the  destruction  of  al-Qaeda?  Why  not  pursue  the  enlightened 
global  leadership  promised  by  liberal  internationalism?  Why  not  abandon 
fear?  What  is  it  we  have  to  fear,  exactly? 

"He  goes  back  to  Roosevelt,"  Power  says.  "Freedom  from  fear  and 
freedom  from  want.  What  if  we  actually  offered  that?  What  if  we 
delivered  that  in  the  developing  world?  That  would  be  a transformative 
agenda  for  us."  The  end  of  the  Iraq  War  mind-set,  it  turns  out,  may  be 
the  beginning  of  America's  reacquaintance  with  its  best  traditions.

The  earliest  known  portrayal  of  Nubian 
wrestlers  is  found  on  a wall  painting  from  the  tomb  of  Tyanen,  an  Egyptian 
officer  who  died  in  1410  B.C.  While  it  is  known  that  Egyptians  recruited  Nubian 
archers  into  their  army,  maybe  this  picture  implies  that  Nubian  wrestlers  were 
also  highly  valued  by  the  Egyptians.  "Nubian"  is  a common  term  the  Egyptians 
used  to  describe  all  brown-  and  black-skinned  people  living  to  the  south.  After 
studying  the  various  wall  paintings  depicting  Nubian  wrestlers  and  comparing 
them  to  the  myriad  tribes  in  what  is  now  modem-day  Sudan,  archaeologists, 
anthropologists,  and  historians  have  determined  that  the  Nubas  of  southern 
Kordofan  are  most  likely  the  descendants  of  the  ancient  Nubian  wrestlers. 

Ancient  Greek  wrestling  and  Nuba  wrestling  are  similar  in  stylethe  wrestlers  are 
nude  and  score  by  takedowns  (not  pinning).  These  wrestlers  can  use  their  entire 
body,  but  modern  Greco-Roman-  style  wrestlingallows  the  competitors  to  use 


only  their  upper  bodies  for  takedowns.  Nuba  wrestling,  however,  most  likely 
predates  Greek  wrestling  by  several  hundred  years  and  has  remained  essentially 
unchanged  for  millennia. 

Wrestling  is  more  than  just  a sport  to  the  Nubasit  is  a seminal  part  of  their  culture 
with  both  social  and  religious  purposes.  Boys  prepare  for  manhood  through 
wrestling  competitions.  Successful  wrestlers  achieve  a higher  status  that  follows 
them  through  life.  Wrestling  also  has  connections  with  fertility  rites,  ancestral 
worship,  and  animistic  beliefs.  It  is  so  intertwined  with  all  aspects  of  Nuba 
culture,  it  is  feared  that  if  the  Nuba  were  to  lose  wrestling,  it  might  cause  them  to 
lose  other  customs.

Hercules  arise;  is  Egypts  Herakleopolis  actually  named  from  Herakles,  and  if  so,  where  did 
Herakles  arise  first:  Egypt  or  Mesopotamia?  Would  you  help? 

ITALY  AND  HERAKLES:  Herakles,  also  known  as  Hercules,  was  a god  of  such  import  that 
the  ancient  town,  Herculaneum  in  Italy  , was  called  after  him.  Herculaneum  was  buried 
under  20  50  meters  of  ash  along  with  and  at  the  same  time  as  Pompeii . Herculaneum  was 
the  eponym  of  Herakles,  was  named  after  him  and  the  city  frescoes  of  Hercules  and  a 
temple  in  his  name  as  well.  These  are  found  in  a modern  city,  Ercolano,  which  is  its  near 
phonetic  equivalent. 

EGYPT  AND  HERAKLES?:  Poll's  is  the  Greek  term  for  city-state.  Herakleopolis  served  as 
capital  of  Egypt  for  the  9th  and  10th  Dynasty  in  the  First  Intermediate  Period.  It  is  said 
that  the  name  Herakleopolis  is  derived  from  its  most  important  god,  the  ram-headed 
Harsaphes.

Partly 
assimilated  with  Gilgamesh  as  judge  of  the  Underworld  and  with  Ninurta.  IN:  Stephanie 
Dailey,  Myths  from  Mesopotamia  Creation,  the  Flood,  Gilgamesh,  and  Others,  (Oxford 
University  Press,  Oxford,  [1989]  2000).

The  word,  attributed  to  the  late  writer  Saul  Bellow,  is  "angelization" 

? willfully  putting  someone  beyond  blame.  Angelizing  America  is  the 
common  tongue  of  all  national  politicians,  the  oath  candidates 
implicitly  take  when  running  for  president. 

It's  what  the  most  sentimental  people  on  Earth  expect.  It's  what  enables 
a country  that  committed  its  share  of  atrocities  in  the  past  and  is 
committing  more  than  its  share  of  moral  degradations  today  to  look 
itself  in  the  mirror  and  see  something  exceptional  looking  back,  rather 
than  just  another  empire  trampling  down  its  march  of  folly,  as  the  great 
historian  Barbara  Tuchman  called  it.  Angelizing  America  is  the  unspoken, 
self-evident  pledge  of  allegiance. 

Someone  didn't  tell  the  Obamas. 

First,  there  was  Michelle  Obama:  "For  the  first  time  in  my  adult  life,  I 
am  really  proud  of  my  country.  Not  just  because  Barack  is  doing  well, 
but  I think  people  are  hungry  for  change." 

Then  there  was  Barack  Obama's  spiritual  adviser,  the  fascinating 
Jeremiah  Wright  ? not  the  outright  lies  about  Wright's  black 
separatism,  which  is  bunk  (although  to  most  classically  illiberal  whites 
any  black  who  adopts  the  fervor  of  Emersonian  self-sufficiency  is 
suddenly  a separatist),  but  this,  from  a 2003  sermon:

It's  doubtful 
whether  this  country  can,  in  its  lethargy  for  social  justice  at  home  and 
its  trances  for  wars  abroad,  handle  the  truth. 

Nothing  in  what  Michelle  Obama  or  Wright  said  was  inaccurate  or 
unfamiliar.  But  it  had  rarely  been  heard  in  more  pale-faced  circles 
unfiltered  by  the  media's  angelizing  translators,  or  so  intimately 
attached  to  a man  who  could  be  elected  to  do  something  about  it. 

His  critics  have  been  reduced  to  the  odd  position  of  defending  an 
America  that  systematically  enslaved  a whole  race  for  300  years  then 
terrorized,  dehumanized  and  repressed  it  for  another  hundred  because,  as 
Parker  wrote  last  week,  "our  progress  since  the  twin  blights  of  slavery 
and  Jim  Crow  isn't  insignificant."

It's  still  not  the  country  most  of  us  knew  even  35  years  ago,  when  a 
proven  anti-Semite  and  pathological  liar  occupied  the  White  House  and 
nearly  got  away  with  his  crimes.  But  he  didn't. 

The  one  in  there  now  gets  away  with  it  every  day: 

Torture. 

Extraordinary  rendition. 

Secret  prisons. 

Guantanamo. 

Domestic  spying. 

Two  wars. 

Abu  Ghraib. 


Haditha. 

Deaths  by  the  tens  of  thousands. 

Terrorism  undermines  morality,  certainly.  A president,  however,  ought  to 
reinforce  it.  Not  this  one.  He  undermines  it  more  than  terrorism  could. 
And  that's  without  touching  on  his  domestic  devolutions  ? his 
Taliban-like  ban  on  embryonic  stem-cell  funding,  his  daily  prayers  to 
Darwinian  economics,  his  devotional  tributes  to  God,  gut  and  graft.

Kemp,  director  of  the  Amarna  Project  which  seeks  in  part  to  increase 
public  knowledge  of  Tell  el-Amarna  and  surrounding  region,  said  little 


attention  has  been  given  to  the  cemeteries  of  ordinary  ancient 
Egyptians. 

The  study  showed  that  anemia  ran  at  74  percent  among  children  and 
teenagers,  and  at  44  percent  among  adults,  Rose  said.  The  average  height 
of  men  was  159  cm  (5  feet  2 inches)  and  153  cm  among  women. 

"Adult  heights  are  used  as  a proxy  for  overall  standard  of  living,"  he 
said.  "Short  statures  reflect  a diet  deficient  in  protein. ...  People 
were  not  growing  to  their  full  potential."

The  Aztecs,  Mayans  and  ancient  Egyptians  were  three  very  different  civilizations  with  one  very 
large  similarity:  pyramids.  However,  of  these  three  ancient  cultures,  the  Egyptians  set  the 
standard  for  what  most  people  recognize  as  classic  pyramid  design:  massive  monuments  with  a 


square  base  and  four  smooth-sided  triangular  sides,  rising  to  a point.  The  Aztecs  and  Mayans 
built  their  pyramids  with  tiered  steps  and  a flat  top. 


The  ancient  Egyptians  probably  chose  that  distinctive  form  for  their  pharaohs'  tombs  because  of 
their  solar  religion,  explained  Donald  Redford,  professor  of  Classics  and  ancient  Mediterranean 
studies  at  Penn  State.  The  Egyptian  sun  god  Ra,  considered  the  father  of  all  pharaohs,  was  said  to 
have  created  himself  from  a pyramid-shaped  mound  of  earth  before  creating  all  other  gods.  The 
pyramid's  shape  is  thought  to  have  symbolized  the  sun's  rays. 

According  to  Redford,  "The  Egyptians  began  using  the  pyramid  form  shortly  after  2700  B.C., 
and  the  great  heyday  of  constructing  them  for  royalty  extended  for  about  a thousand  years,  until 
about  1700  B.C."  The  first  pyramid  was  built  by  King  Djoser  during  Egypt's  Third  Dynasty.  His 
architect,  Imohtep,  created  a step  pyramid  by  stacking  six  mastabas,  rectangular  buildings  of  the 
sort  in  which  earlier  kings  had  been  buried.  The  largest  and  most  well-known  pyramids  in  Egypt 
are  the  Pyramids  at  Giza,  including  the  Great  Pyramid  of  Giza  designed  for  Pharaoh  Khufu. 

For  centuries,  people  have  theorized  how  the  great  pyramids  were  built.  Some  have  suggested 
that  they  must  have  been  constructed  by  extraterrestrials,  while  others  believe  the  Egyptians 
possessed  a technology  that  has  been  lost  through  the  ages. 

But  the  process  of  building  pyramids,  while  complicated,  was  not  as  colossal  an  undertaking  as 
many  of  us  believe,  Redford  says.  Estimates  suggest  that  between  20,000  and  30,000  laborers 
were  needed  to  build  the  Great  Pyramid  at  Giza  in  less  than  23  years.  By  comparison,  Notre 
Dame  Cathedral  in  Paris  took  almost  200  years  to  complete. 

According  to  Redford,  pharaohs  traditionally  began  building  their  pyramids  as  soon  as  they  took 
the  throne.  The  pharaoh  would  first  establish  a committee  composed  of  an  overseer  of 
construction,  a chief  engineer  and  an  architect.  The  pyramids  were  usually  placed  on  the  western 
side  of  the  Nile  because  the  pharaoh's  soul  was  meant  to  join  with  the  sun  disc  during  its  descent 
before  continuing  with  the  sun  in  its  eternal  round.  Added  Redford,  the  two  deciding  factors 
when  choosing  a building  site  were  its  orientation  to  the  western  horizon  where  the  sun  set  and 
the  proximity  to  Memphis,  the  central  city  of  ancient  Egypt. 

The  cores  of  the  pyramids  were  often  composed  of  local  limestone,  said  Redford.  Finer  quality 
limestone  composed  the  outer  layer  of  the  pyramids,  giving  them  a white  sheen  that  could  be 
seen  from  miles  away.  The  capstone  was  usually  made  of  granite,  basalt,  or  another  very  hard 
stone  and  could  be  plated  with  gold,  silver  or  electrum,  an  alloy  of  gold  and  silver,  and  would 
also  be  highly  reflective  in  the  bright  sun. 

Said  Redford,  the  image  most  people  have  of  slaves  being  forced  to  build  the  pyramids  against 
their  will  is  incorrect.  "The  concept  of  slavery  is  a very  complicated  problem  in  ancient  Egypt," 
he  noted,  "because  the  legal  aspects  of  indentured  servitude  and  slavery  were  very  complicated." 
The  peasants  who  worked  on  the  pyramids  were  given  tax  breaks  and  were  taken  to  'pyramid 
cities'  where  they  were  given  shelter,  food  and  clothing,  he  noted. 


According  to  Redford,  ancient  Egyptian  quarrying  methods  — the  processes  for  cutting  and 
removing  stone  - are  still  being  studied.  Scholars  have  found  evidence  that  copper  chisels  were 
using  for  quarrying  sandstone  and  limestone,  for  example,  but  harder  stones  such  as  granite  and 
diorite  would  have  required  stronger  materials,  said  Redford.  Dolerite,  a hard,  black  igneous 
rock,  was  used  in  the  quarries  of  Aswan  to  remove  granite. 

During  excavation,  massive  dolerite  "pounders"  were  used  to  pulverize  the  stone  around  the  edge 
of  the  granite  block  that  needed  to  be  extracted.  According  to  Redford,  60  to  70  men  would 
pound  out  the  stone.  At  the  bottom,  they  rammed  wooden  pegs  into  slots  they  had  cut,  and  filled 
the  slots  with  water.  The  pegs  would  expand,  splitting  the  stone,  and  the  block  was  then  slid 
down  onto  a waiting  boat. 

Teams  of  oxen  or  manpower  were  used  to  drag  the  stones  on  a prepared  slipway  that  was 
lubricated  with  oil.  Said  Redford,  a scene  from  a 19th  century  B.C.  tomb  in  Middle  Egypt  depicts 
"an  alabaster  statue  20  feet  high  pulled  by  173  men  on  four  ropes  with  a man  lubricating  the 
slipway  as  the  pulling  went  on." 

Once  the  stones  were  at  the  construction  site,  ramps  were  built  to  get  them  into  place  on  the 
pyramid,  said  Redford.  These  ramps  were  made  of  mud  brick  and  coated  with  chips  of  plaster  to 
harden  the  surface.  "If  they  consistently  raised  the  ramp  course  by  course  as  the  teams  dragged 
their  blocks  up,  they  could  have  gotten  them  into  place  fairly  easily,"  he  noted.  At  least  one  such 
ramp  still  exists,  he  said. 

When  answering  to  skepticism  about  how  such  heavy  stones  could  have  been  moved  without 
machinery,  Redford  says,  "I  usually  show  the  skeptic  a picture  of  20  of  my  workers  at  an 
archaeological  dig  site  pulling  up  a two-and-a-half  ton  granite  block."  He  added,  "I  know  it's 
possible  because  I was  on  the  ropes  too."

Nevine  El-Aref  reports  on  the  reopening  of  Dendara 
Temple  and  Prime  Minister  Ahmed  Nazif  s visit  to  Luxor

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The  heat  wave  that  hit  Egypt  last  Sunday 
did  not  deter  Prime  Minister  Ahmed  Nazif 
from  going  ahead  with  his  planned  two-day 
tour  of  Luxor  to  view  the  progress  achieved 
so  far  with  the  project  to  develop  the  whole 
area,  including  the  town  itself,  into  an  open 
air  museum.  The  plans  include  more 
facilities  and  easier  access  for  tourists. 

Luxor  has  been  under  major  development 
since  2005  under  President  Hosni 
Mubarak's  programme  to  improve  services 
for  the  residents  of  Upper  Egypt  and  to 
develop  and  promote  tourist  projects,  which  will  in  turn  fuel 
the  local  economy  and  provide  job  opportunities.  Buildings 
that  encroached  on  ancient  monuments  were  cleared, 
making  way  for  excavations  that  revealed  the  full  route  of 
the  Avenue  of  Sphinxes,  once  the  royal  path  between  Luxor 
and  Karnak  temples. 

After  three  years  of  makeover,  Luxor  is  looking  more 
alluring  than  ever.  New  houses  and  shops  have  been  built  to 
replace  those  that  were  forcibly  demolished.  All  the 
buildings  along  the  Corniche  have  been  repainted  in  earth 
colours,  and  the  city's  streets  and  squares  have  been  given  a 
facelift,  including  the  planting  of  large  numbers  of  trees  and 
flowers. 

Nazif  s visit  started  with  an  inspection  of  the  road  leading  to 
and  from  Luxor  international  airport  which  has  been 
revamped  and  lined  with  trees  and  flowers.  The  prime 
minister  then  stopped  at  Karnak  Temple  to  check  on  work 
being  undertaken  on  the  temple  foreground  and  its 
surroundings.  This  project,  which  was  launched  in  May 
2006,  aims  at  protecting  the  monument  from  construction 
infringements  as  well  as  restoring  the  temple's  aesthetic 
aspect.  All  encroachment  has  been  removed  from  the 
forefront  of  the  temple  in  an  attempt  to  allow  excavation  to 
uncover  the  ancient  harbour  and  a canal  that  was  once 
connected  to  the  Nile.  According  to  ancient  maps,  the 
ancient  Egyptians  used  a canal  to  access  the  Nile  and  cross 
to  the  West  Bank  in  a position  corresponding  to 
Hatshepsut's  Deir  Al-Bahari  Temple,  which  was  built  on  the 
same  axis. 


Lollowing  three  years  of 
restoration  Dendara  Temple 
has  been  reinaugurated 
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Over  the  last  20  months,  excavations  in  front  of  the  temple 


have  uncovered  a Ptolemaic  ceremonial  bath,  a private  ramp 
built  for  Pharaoh  Taharqa  of  the  25th  Dynasty  (690-664 
BC),  a large  number  of  bronze  coins,  an  ancient  dock  and 
the  remains  of  a wall  that  once  protected  the  temples  of 
Kamak  from  the  rising  Nile  flood. 

Later  on  the  first  day  of  his  visit,  the  prime  minister  viewed 
the  progress  at  Luxor  Temple  where  shanty  houses,  bazaars 
and  rubbish  dumps  have  been  cleared  and  a small  public 
garden  opened.  The  unregulated  building  around  the  temple 
had  been  described  by  Culture  Minister  Farouk  Hosni  as  "a 
time  bomb  waiting  to  explode".  Now,  Hosni  said,  the 
clearances  had  opened  up  to  view  a small  Coptic  church  and 
the  Al-Haggag  Mosque,  providing  a new  aspect  to  the 
temple.  "Train  passengers  will  now  be  able  to  admire  the 
colossi  of  Luxor  Temple  as  soon  as  they  step  out  of  the 
station,"  Hosni  told  Al-Ahram  Weekly.  The  station  itself,  a 
major  transport  hub  in  a city  that  receives  more  than  two 
million  tourists  a year,  has  been  given  a LE20  million 
refurbishment. 

On  his  second  day  Nazif  visited  the  West  Bank,  where 
stands  a 3.62-metre  tall  statue  of  Queen  Tiy,  wife  of 
Pharaoh  Amenhotep  III  of  the  18th  Dynasty  (2388-1360 
BC).  It  was  discovered  on  the  site  of  the  massive  Colossi  of 
Memnon,  the  twin  statues  that  command  the  road  to  the 
Valley  of  the  Kings.  Two  sphinxes  representing  Tiy  and 
Amenhotep  III,  as  well  as  10  statues  in  black  granite  of  the 
lion-headed  goddess  Sekhmet,  who  protected  the  Pharaohs, 
were  also  unearthed  at  the  site. 

Sabri  Abdel-Aziz,  head  of  the  Ancient  Egyptian  Department 
at  the  Supreme  Council  of  Antiquities  (SCA),  described  the 
discovery  of  these  statues  as  "astounding".  He  told  the 
Weekly  that  the  newly-discovered  statues  would  be  re- 
erected and  placed  on  public  view  next  year.  They  will  be 
joined  by  two  15-metre-high  statues  excavated  in  recent 
years  that  will  be  placed  100  metres  behind  the  Colossi  of 
Memnon  as  part  of  an  open  air  display. 

"Once  these  new  colossi  and  the  other  new  discoveries  are 
put  in  place,  this  site  will  become  one  of  the  most  important 
open  air  museums  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  period,"  Abdel- 
Aziz  said. 


The  prime  minister  was  then  driven  north  along  the  West 


Bank  of  the  Nile,  in  the  direction  of  Qena,  to  visit  Dendara 
Temple,  a massive  pile  of  awe-inspiring  ancient  Egyptian 
and  Graeco-  Roman  architecture.  Nazif  and  a score  of 
ministers  and  top  governmental  official  gathered  for  the 
ceremonial  reinauguration  of  the  temple  following  three 
years  of  restoration. 

Over  the  ages,  Dendara  Temple,  one  of  the  best  preserved  in 
Egypt,  was  isolated  in  the  parched  desert.  The  only  tourists 
who  paid  a visit  were  making  a stop  on  the  journey  between 
Cairo  and  Luxor.  More  recently,  it  has  been  a destination 
from  the  Red  Sea  resort  of  Hurghada  or  a stop  on  a Nile 
cruise  itinerary. 

A few  years  ago  the  temple  was  closed  to  visitors,  and  its 
cafeteria  and  gift  shops  were  almost  derelict.  Now  the 
SCA's  site  management  policy  to  rescue  Egypt's 
archaeological  sites  and  make  them  more  tourist-  friendly 
has  brought  new  life  to  Dendara.  The  temple  has  been 
resurrected  not  only  as  an  ancient  temple  but  a 
comprehensive  tourist  complex  providing  visitors  with 
various  cultural  and  entertainment  facilities. 

Hosni  told  the  Weekly  that  one  of  the  main  goals  of  the 
development  project  was  to  reduce  the  number  of  visitors 
roaming  around  the  temple  chambers  and  corridors,  as  well 
as  the  time  they  spent  inside  the  temple,  by  constructing  a 
visitors'  centre  in  the  empty  space  in  front  of  the  monument, 
which  should  be  an  obligatory  stop  on  any  enthusiastic 
visitor's  itinerary.  It  has  a lecture  hall  and  a cinema  where  a 
15-minute  documentary  film  gives  an  overview  of  the 
history  of  the  temple  and  its  important  scenes  and  reliefs.  As 
at  all  visitor  centres  there  is  a small  bookshop  and  a counter 
selling  souvenirs.  In  order  to  control  the  movement  of 
tourists  and  to  protect  the  temple  reliefs,  plans  have  been  set 
in  motion  for  tour  guides  to  lecture  their  groups  outside  the 
temple  in  front  of  a three-dimensional  plan  of  the  corridors, 
the  chambers  and  the  sanctuary,  and  to  show  photographs  of 
the  most  noteworthy  scenes  on  the  temple  walls.  The  old 
wooden  kiosks  which  sold  souvenirs  have  all  been 
demolished  and  replaced  with  a dozen  smart  new  bazaars 
within  the  centre  complex. 

SCA  Secretary-General  Zahi  Hawass  says  the  new  visitor's 
path  created  at  the  complex  is  an  attempt  to  guide  tourists 
round  the  site  in  an  orderly  direction.  The  path  starts  at  the 


temple's  original  entrance  gate  and  goes  right  through  to  the 
other  side,  which  overlooks  the  Nile. 

In  collaboration  with  the  governor  of  Qena,  Hawass  added, 
the  garden  neighbouring  the  temple  was  added  to  the  site 
management  plan,  and  a restoration  laboratory  has  been 
built  along  with  extra  facilities  and  services.  An  open-air 
museum  displaying  objects  and  blocks  discovered  on  the 
site  has  also  been  set  up  within  the  area,  and  new  lighting 
and  security  systems  have  been  installed. 

The  history  of  Dendara  Temple  is  the  stuff  of  legend.  It  was 
known  in  ancient  times  as  the  Castle  of  the  Sistrum  or  Per 
Hathor  — literally  "House  of  Hathor",  the  goddess  of  love, 
joy  and  beauty.  According  to  early  inscriptions,  a structure 
was  erected  to  the  cult  of  Hathor  at  Dendara  during  the 
reign  of  the  Old-Kingdom  king  Khufu  (2547-2524  BC. 
Inscriptions  in  a later  temple  at  Dendara  also  mention  that 
King  Pepi  I of  the  Sixth  Dynasty  (2343-2297  BC) 
constructed  a temple  on  the  site.  Later  additions  and 
modifications  to  the  temple  of  Hathor  were  undertaken  by 
several  rulers  of  the  New  Kingdom  (ca.  1549-1069  BC), 
including  Tuthmosis  III,  Tuthmosis  IV  and  Amenhotep  III 
as  well  as  Ramses  II  and  III. 

The  temple  we  see  today  was  built  on  the  ruins  of  the  old 
temple  during  the  late  Ptolemaic  period.  Ptolemy  XII 
Auletes  (father  of  Cleopatra  VII),  whose  name  is  found  in 
the  crypts,  is  associated  with  the  foundation  of  the  temple. 
During  the  Late  Period  and  Graeco-Roman  period  several 
hypostyle  halls,  columns,  kiosks  and  birth  houses  were 
added  to  the  temple  area  by  Nectanebo  I,  Ptolemy  VI, 
Ptolemy  X,  and  Ptolemy  XI  as  well  as  by  the  Roman 
emperors  Augustus,  Tiberius  and  Nero. 

Among  the  most  important  and  beautiful  scenes  on  the 
temple  walls  are  those  on  the  ceiling  of  the  hypostyle  hall, 
which  still  retains  much  of  its  original  colour.  It  is  decorated 
with  a chart  of  the  heavens,  including  zodiac  signs  and  a 
depiction  of  Nut,  the  goddess  who  swallowed  the  sun  disk 
in  the  evening  and  gave  birth  to  it  again  at  dawn.  The  inner 
hypostyle  hall,  known  as  the  "hall  of  appearances",  is 
decorated  with  scenes  that  show  the  Pharaoh  in  foundation 
ceremonies  related  to  the  temple's  construction.

I his  article  at  Gerald-Massey.org  regarding  Massey's  analyses  of  Egyptian  religion  ( http://qerald- 
massev.orq.uk/massev/cmc  nile  qenesis.htm),  Dr.  Charles  Finch  makes  the  following  comment  in  a 
paragraph  about  a third  of  the  way  down  the  page: 

Massey  proceeded  to  show  the  connection  between  the  Egyptian  astro-mythical  types  and  all  the 
important  Old  Testament  patriarchs.  However,  there  really  was  an  exodus  from  Egypt;  in  fact,  there  were 
at  least  two  (possibly  three)  alluded  to  in  historical  testimony,  but,  according  to  Massey,  none  of  them  had 
anything  to  do  with  a foreign  race  of  shepherds  enslaved  for  more  than  400  years  in  Egypt  then  led  out  of 
it  by  a messianic  prophet.  The  latter  years  of  Egypts  18th  dynasty  (14th  century  BC)  witnessed 
unprecedented  religious  ferment  as  indicated  by  the  so-called  Amarna  Heresy,  launched  by  Amenhotep 
IV,  better  known  as  Akhenaton.  This  period  of  religious  upheaval  saw  the  patriarchal  status  quo 
represented  by  Amon-Ra  shaken  to  its  foundation  by  the  upsurge  of  the  Sethian  solar  deity  Aton  the  sole 
and  exclusive  god  championed  first  by  Queen  Tiye,  wife  of  Amenhotep  III,  then  more  vigorously  by  her 
son  Akhenaton.  Though  solar,  by  virtue  of  his  Sethian  character,  Aton  represented  the  ancient 
Mother-and-Son  religious  system  dating  back  to  pre-dynastic  times.  In  the  end,  the  Atonian  religion 
was  overthrown  and  Amon-Ra  restored,  leading  in  the  ensuing  120  years  to  one,  possibly  two,  exodes 
out  of  Egypt  by  religious  dissenters  who  had  retained  their  allegiance  to  Mother-worship. 

I'm  particularly  interested  in  the  text  I've  bolded  above. 

Could  members  of  this  list  give  me  references  or  more  information  on  sources  that  clearly  connect 
Akhenaton's  Solar  Aton  with  predynastic  religious  formulations.  I see  this  idea  -of  the  Aten  religion  being 
more  in  line  with  predynastic  conceptions-  mentioned  in  passing  in  books  on  Akhenaten  such  as 
Hornung's  Akhenaten  and  the  Religion  of  Light,  but  I'd  appreciate  more  informative  references  or  info 
shedding  light  into  this.

Around  40-30kya  we  see  another  exit  of  Africans  to  Eurasia  which  replaced  the  Neanderthal 
group  in  Europe  and  the  Middle  East.

Around  15-10kya  we  see  the  expansion  of  the  pygmy  people.  These  folk  are  know  in  the  ancient 
text  as  the  Anu. 


The  Anu  founded  the  first  civilizations  in  Egypt  and  Mesopotamia. 


Around  6-5kya  a new  group  of  Africans  came  on  the  scene.  These  Africans  were  taller  than 
either  the  Bushman  or  pygmies.  They  formerly  lived  in  the  Highland  regions  of  Middle  Africa. 
Around  4000  BC  they  began  to  migrate  down  from  the  Saharan  highland  and  replaced  the 
pygmies  or  seed  people  in  Egypt,  Mesopotamia  and  Eurasians.  It  is  these  Proto-Saharan  people 
who  created  Sumer,  Xia  and  Elam.  One  the  earliest  Proto-Saharans  was  Narmar  who  united 
Egypt  which  had  been  founded  by  the  Anu  people.  You  can  see  Narmar  leading  the  Anu  on  the 
Narmar  pallete. 


These  Proto-Saharan  people  were  the  dominate  people  in  East  Asia,  until  the  raise  of  the 
Zhou/Han  people.  Many  Proto-Saharans  ( especially  the  Proto-Dravidians  and  Proto-Mande) 
migrated  from  Iran  into  Central  and  Northern  Asia.  The  northern  Chinese  African  tribes  were 


called:  li  min,  Yueh  and  Qiang. 


The  Northern  Proto-Saharan  people  founded  the  Xia  and  Shang  civilizations.  They  also 
contributed  to  the  rise  of  the  early  semi-pastoral-agricultural  societies  that  dominated  much  of 
East  Asia  after  2000  BC. 


Another  group  of  Africans  carrying  a megalithic  culture  left  East  Africa  be  sea  settle  South 
China  and  many  Islands  in  the  Pacific  and  Indian  Oceans.  Islands  that  in  most  cases  had  been 
previously  settled  by  the  Anu  or  pygmy  people. 

These  Southern  Chinese  Africans  were  called  Yi  people.  The  Yi  Blacks  are  noted  by  their  great 
naval  and  ship  building  ability.  The  southern  Chinese  was  the  first  Proto-Saharan  group  of 
Africans  to  settle  China.  They  spread  throughout  China  for  a time  establishing  settlements  at 
sites  near  rivers.

50  meters  of 
ash  along  with  and  at  the  same  time  as  Pompeii . Herculaneum  was 
the  eponym  of  Herakles,  was  named  after  him  and  the  city  frescoes 
of  Hercules  and  a temple  in  his  name  as  well.  These  are  found  in  a 
modern  city,  Ercolano,  which  is  its  near  phonetic  equivalent.

Akhenaten,  who  ruled  Egypt  between  1379  and  1362  BC,  built  and  lived  in  Tell  el-Amarna  in 
central  Egypt  for  15  years.

Studies  on  the  remains  of  ordinary  ancient  Egyptians  in  a cemetery  in  Tell  el-Amarna  showed 
that  many  of  them  suffered  from  anemia,  fractured  bones,  stunted  growth  and  high  juvenile 
mortality  rates,  according  to  professors  Barry  Kemp  and  Gerome  Rose,  who  led  the  research. 

Rose,  a professor  of  anthropology  in  the  University  of  Arkansas  in  the  United  States,  said  adults 
buried  in  the  cemetery  were  probably  brought  there  from  other  parts  of  Egypt. 

"This  means  that  we  have  a period  of  deprivation  in  Egypt  prior  to  the  Amarna  phase,"  he  told  an 
audience  of  archaeologists  and  Egyptologists  in  Cairo  on  Thursday  evening. 

"So  maybe  things  were  not  so  good  for  the  average  Egyptian  and  maybe  Akhenaten  said  we  have 
to  change  to  make  things  better,"  he  said. 

Kemp,  director  of  the  Amama  Project  which  seeks  in  part  to  increase  public  knowledge  of  Tell 
el-Amarna  and  surrounding  region,  said  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  cemeteries  of 
ordinary  ancient  Egyptians. 

"A  very  large  number  of  ordinary  cemeteries  have  been  excavated  but  just  for  the  objects  and 
very  little  attention  has  been  paid  for  the  human  remain,"  he  told  Reuters. 

"The  idea  of  treating  the  human  remains  ...  to  study  the  overall  health  of  the  population  is 
relatively  new." 


Paintings  in  the  tombs  of  the  nobles  show  an  abundance  of  offerings,  but  the  remains  of  ordinary 
people  tell  a different  story. 

Rose  displayed  pictures  showing  spinal  injuries  among  teenagers,  probably  because  of  accidents 
during  construction  work  to  build  the  city. 

The  study  showed  that  anemia  ran  at  74  percent  among  children  and  teenagers,  and  at  44  percent 
among  adults,  Rose  said.  The  average  height  of  men  was  159  cm  (5  feet  2 inches)  and  153  cm 
among  women. 

"Adult  heights  are  used  as  a proxy  for  overall  standard  of  living,"  he  said.  "Short  statures  reflect 
a diet  deficient  in  protein.  ...  People  were  not  growing  to  their  full  potential." 

Kemp  said  he  believed  further  excavations  in  Tell  el-Amarna  would  "firm-up"  the  conclusions  of 
his  team. 

"We  are  seeing  a more  realistic  picture  of  what  life  was  like,"  he  told  Reuters.  "It  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  intentions  of  Akhenaten,  which  may  have  been  good  and  paternal  toward  his  people."

The  Aztecs,  Mayans  and  ancient  Egyptians  were  three  very  different  civilizations  with  one  very 
large  similarity:  pyramids.  However,  of  these  three  ancient  cultures,  the  Egyptians  set  the 
standard  for  what  most  people  recognize  as  classic  pyramid  design:  massive  monuments  with  a 
square  base  and  four  smooth-sided  triangular  sides,  rising  to  a point.  The  Aztecs  and  Mayans 
built  their  pyramids  with  tiered  steps  and  a flat  top. 

The  ancient  Egyptians  probably  chose  that  distinctive  form  for  their  pharaohs'  tombs  because  of 
their  solar  religion,  explained  Donald  Redford,  professor  of  Classics  and  ancient  Mediterranean 
studies  at  Penn  State.  The  Egyptian  sun  god  Ra,  considered  the  father  of  all  pharaohs,  was  said  to 
have  created  himself  from  a pyramid-shaped  mound  of  earth  before  creating  all  other  gods.  The 
pyramid's  shape  is  thought  to  have  symbolized  the  sun's  rays. 

According  to  Redford,  "The  Egyptians  began  using  the  pyramid  form  shortly  after  2700  B.C., 
and  the  great  heyday  of  constructing  them  for  royalty  extended  for  about  a thousand  years,  until 
about  1700  B.C."  The  first  pyramid  was  built  by  King  Djoser  during  Egypt's  Third  Dynasty.  His 
architect,  Imohtep,  created  a step  pyramid  by  stacking  six  mastabas,  rectangular  buildings  of  the 
sort  in  which  earlier  kings  had  been  buried.  The  largest  and  most  well-known  pyramids  in  Egypt 
are  the  Pyramids  at  Giza,  including  the  Great  Pyramid  of  Giza  designed  for  Pharaoh  Khufu. 

For  centuries,  people  have  theorized  how  the  great  pyramids  were  built.  Some  have  suggested 
that  they  must  have  been  constructed  by  extraterrestrials,  while  others  believe  the  Egyptians 
possessed  a technology  that  has  been  lost  through  the  ages. 

But  the  process  of  building  pyramids,  while  complicated,  was  not  as  colossal  an  undertaking  as 
many  of  us  believe,  Redford  says.  Estimates  suggest  that  between  20,000  and  30,000  laborers 
were  needed  to  build  the  Great  Pyramid  at  Giza  in  less  than  23  years.  By  comparison,  Notre 
Dame  Cathedral  in  Paris  took  almost  200  years  to  complete. 

According  to  Redford,  pharaohs  traditionally  began  building  their  pyramids  as  soon  as  they  took 
the  throne.  The  pharaoh  would  first  establish  a committee  composed  of  an  overseer  of 
construction,  a chief  engineer  and  an  architect.  The  pyramids  were  usually  placed  on  the  western 
side  of  the  Nile  because  the  pharaoh's  soul  was  meant  to  join  with  the  sun  disc  during  its  descent 
before  continuing  with  the  sun  in  its  eternal  round.  Added  Redford,  the  two  deciding  factors 
when  choosing  a building  site  were  its  orientation  to  the  western  horizon  where  the  sun  set  and 
the  proximity  to  Memphis,  the  central  city  of  ancient  Egypt. 

The  cores  of  the  pyramids  were  often  composed  of  local  limestone,  said  Redford.  Finer  quality 
limestone  composed  the  outer  layer  of  the  pyramids,  giving  them  a white  sheen  that  could  be 
seen  from  miles  away.  The  capstone  was  usually  made  of  granite,  basalt,  or  another  very  hard 
stone  and  could  be  plated  with  gold,  silver  or  electrum,  an  alloy  of  gold  and  silver,  and  would 
also  be  highly  reflective  in  the  bright  sun. 

Said  Redford,  the  image  most  people  have  of  slaves  being  forced  to  build  the  pyramids  against 
their  will  is  incorrect.  "The  concept  of  slavery  is  a very  complicated  problem  in  ancient  Egypt," 
he  noted,  "because  the  legal  aspects  of  indentured  servitude  and  slavery  were  very  complicated." 


The  peasants  who  worked  on  the  pyramids  were  given  tax  breaks  and  were  taken  to  'pyramid 
cities'  where  they  were  given  shelter,  food  and  clothing,  he  noted. 

According  to  Redford,  ancient  Egyptian  quarrying  methods  — the  processes  for  cutting  and 
removing  stone  — are  still  being  studied.  Scholars  have  found  evidence  that  copper  chisels  were 
using  for  quarrying  sandstone  and  limestone,  for  example,  but  harder  stones  such  as  granite  and 
diorite  would  have  required  stronger  materials,  said  Redford.  Dolerite,  a hard,  black  igneous 
rock,  was  used  in  the  quarries  of  Aswan  to  remove  granite. 

During  excavation,  massive  dolerite  "pounders"  were  used  to  pulverize  the  stone  around  the  edge 
of  the  granite  block  that  needed  to  be  extracted.  According  to  Redford,  60  to  70  men  would 
pound  out  the  stone.  At  the  bottom,  they  rammed  wooden  pegs  into  slots  they  had  cut,  and  filled 
the  slots  with  water.  The  pegs  would  expand,  splitting  the  stone,  and  the  block  was  then  slid 
down  onto  a waiting  boat. 

Teams  of  oxen  or  manpower  were  used  to  drag  the  stones  on  a prepared  slipway  that  was 
lubricated  with  oil.  Said  Redford,  a scene  from  a 19th  century  B.C.  tomb  in  Middle  Egypt  depicts 
"an  alabaster  statue  20  feet  high  pulled  by  173  men  on  four  ropes  with  a man  lubricating  the 
slipway  as  the  pulling  went  on." 

Once  the  stones  were  at  the  construction  site,  ramps  were  built  to  get  them  into  place  on  the 
pyramid,  said  Redford.  These  ramps  were  made  of  mud  brick  and  coated  with  chips  of  plaster  to 
harden  the  surface.  "If  they  consistently  raised  the  ramp  course  by  course  as  the  teams  dragged 
their  blocks  up,  they  could  have  gotten  them  into  place  fairly  easily,"  he  noted.  At  least  one  such 
ramp  still  exists,  he  said. 

When  answering  to  skepticism  about  how  such  heavy  stones  could  have  been  moved  without 
machinery,  Redford  says,  "I  usually  show  the  skeptic  a picture  of  20  of  my  workers  at  an 
archaeological  dig  site  pulling  up  a two-and-a-half  ton  granite  block."  He  added,  "I  know  it's 
possible  because  I was  on  the  ropes  too."

Passionate  speakers  and  supportive  neighbors  gathered  at  the  Oberia  Dempsey  Center  on 
West  127th  Street  to  hear  a panel  of  local  activists  and  store  owners,  as  well  as 
Councilman  Tony  Avella  (D-Queens).  Panelists  encouraged  Harlem  residents  to  lobby  city 
politicians  against  the  rezoning  proposal  and  to  unite  to  retake  "the  Mecca  of  Black 
Culture." 

The  City  Council  Land  Use  Committee  will  hold  a hearing  on  Tuesday  morning  to  address 
the  rezoning  plan  before  the  council  votes  on  it  on  April  16.  The  city  proposal  ?which 
would  provide  for  the  construction  of  high-rise  luxury  condos  and  commercial  buildings 
on  the  neighborhood's  central  thoroughfare?has  elicited  widespread  disapproval  and 
outrage  from  the  surrounding  community.  Neighbors  have  expressed  concern  that  the 
high  cost  of  rent  will  displace  them  from  their  homes  and  businesses  while  destroying 
Harlem's  historic  culture. 

"The  most  important  part  is  the  holocaust  we're  having  in  Harlem.  This  is  takeover,  theft, 
highway  robbery,"  said  Sikhulu  Shange,  owner  of  the  Harlem  Record  Shack  on  125th 
Street,  to  a responsive  audience. 

Shange  said  that  he  felt  change  was  not  needed  and  would  only  be  harmful  to  the  area. 

"You  have  enough  clothes  anyway,"  he  said,  protesting  the  potential  influx  of  retail 
developments. 

Rezoning  opponents  protested  that  Harlem  belongs  to  its  residents,  some  of  whom  have 
lived  there  for  75  years.  "This  city  is  not  made  up  [of]  real  estate  developments.  It's  made 
up  of  people,"  Avella  said,  prompting  loud  applause  and  shouts  of  "Free  the  people." 

Avella,  who  officially  announced  his  candidacy  for  mayor  Sunday,  was  blunt  in  his  address 
and  admitted  that  he  was  not  optimistic  that  opponents  would  be  able  to  successfully 
thwart  the  rezoning. 

In  an  atmosphere  full  of  anger  toward  New  York  City  Mayor  Michael  Bloomberg, 
Congressman  Charles  Rangel,  and  State  Senator  Bill  Perkins,  the  issue  of  race  took  center 
stage.  Speakers  said  that  the  successes  of  the  civil  rights  movement,  the  solidarity 
brought  about  by  slavery  and  its  aftermath,  and  a common  African  heritage  illustrated  the 
potential  for  resistance. 

"We'd  still  be  in  chains  if  we  didn't  have  that  strength,"  said  event  organizer  Brenda 
Stokely,  who  urged  a "bad-ass  united  front"  to  reclaim  locals'  basic  rights  to  decent 
housing  and  a say  in  the  rezoning  process. 


Despite  a standing  ovation  after  Stokeley's  speech,  racially-charged  comments  by  a 
member  of  the  New  Black  Panther  Party  elicited  some  objections. 

The  speaker  disdained  "Chinese  men"  as  "the  new  Jews  of  Africa"  and  termed  the  city  as 
"Jew  York  City,"  a place  run  by  "so-called  Jews."  According  to  the  New  Black  Panther,  the 
rezoning  signifies  a removal  of  the  neighborhood  from  its  people's  hands,  similar  to 
Manhattan  "being  taken  by  white  men  from  our  indigenous  brothers  and  sisters."  One 
audience  member  voiced  that  such  comments  were  anti-Semitic  and  irrelevant. 

Reactions  by  attendees  after  the  event  suggested  that  some  of  the  racial  tension  derived 
from  what  they  saw  as  a misrepresentation  and  lack  of  respect  from  their  local  politicians. 
Robert  Greene,  a Harlem  resident  who  said  that  current  gentrification  efforts  are  shocking 
because  of  the  relative  lack  of  activity  over  the  past  40  years,  blamed  Bloomberg,  Rangel, 
and  former  mayor  David  Dinkins. 

Attendees  also  hinted  that  they  felt  betrayed  by  local  black  politicians  and  booed  upon 
hearing  Councilmember  Inez  Dickens'  name. 

Speakers  said  that  politicians  should  expect  masses  of  protesters  at  Tuesday's  City  Hall 
hearing. 

"Development  in  the  community  is  not  happening  for  the  sake  of  life  in  Harlem,"  said 
Sharifa  Rhodes-Pitts,  author  of  the  forthcoming  book  Harlem  is  Nowhere.  Rhodes-Pitts, 
who  will  testify  Tuesday,  expressed  worry  about  Harlem's  future:  "We  don't  want  its  black 
identity  to  become  a museum  piece."

There  is  no  monolithic  Black  group.  But  at  various  times  in  history  there  was  a 
Black  group  that  was  predominant.  For  example,  the  earliest  Black  groups, 
associated  with  the  first  exit  of  homo  sapien  sapiens  around  60kya  were  similar 
to  the  Australian  type. 


Here  is  an  Australian 


Around  40-30kya  we  see  another  exit  of  Africans  to  Eurasia  which  replaced  the 
Neanderthal  group  in  Europe  and  the  Middle  East.  These  Blacks  are  associated 
with  the  Bushman  people.  This  Black  population  is  associated  with  the  Grimaldi 
civilization  of  Europe.  Sometimes  they  are  called  Cro-Magnon  in  the  literature.

As  I mentioned  earlier  the  Bushman  created  much  of  the  early  civilization  of 
Eurasia.  They  left  us  numerous  figurines  showing  their  type.

Around  15-10kya  we  see  the  expansion  of  the  pygmy  people.  These  folk  are 
know  in  the  ancient  text  as  the  Anu. 


The  Anu  founded  the  first  civilizations  in  Egypt  and  Mesopotamia. 


Around  6-5kya  a new  group  of  Africans  came  on  the  scene.  These  Africans  were 
taller  than  either  the  Bushman  or  pygmies.  They  formerly  lived  in  the  Highland 
regions  of  Middle  Africa.  Around  4000  BC  they  began  to  migrate  down  from  the 
Saharan  highland  and  replaced  the  pygmies  or  seed  people  in  Egypt, 
Mesopotamia  and  Eurasians.  It  is  these  Proto-Saharan  people  who  created 
Sumer,  Xia  and  Elam.  One  the  earliest  Proto-Saharans  was  Narmar  who  united 
Egypt  which  had  been  founded  by  the  Anu  people.  You  can  see  Narmar  leading 
the  Anu  on  the  Narmar  pallete. 


These  Proto-Saharan  people  were  the  dominate  people  in  East  Asia,  until  the 
raise  of  the  Zhou/Han  people.  Many  Proto-Saharans  ( especially  the  Proto- 
Dravidians  and  Proto-Mande)  migrated  from  Iran  into  Central  and  Northern  Asia. 
The  northern  Chinese  African  tribes  were  called:  li  min,  Yueh  and  Qiang. 

The  Northern  Proto-Saharan  people  founded  the  Xia  and  Shang  civilizations. 
They  also  contributed  to  the  rise  of  the  early  semi-pastoral-  agricultural  societies 
that  dominated  much  of  East  Asia  after  2000  BC. 


Another  group  of  Africans  carrying  a megalithic  culture  left  East  Africa  be  sea 
settle  South  China  and  many  Islands  in  the  Pacific  and  Indian  Oceans.  Islands 
that  in  most  cases  had  been  previously  settled  by  the  Anu  or  pygmy  people. 

These  Southern  Chinese  Africans  were  called  Yi  people.  The  Yi  Blacks  are  noted 
by  their  great  naval  and  ship  building  ability.  The  southern  Chinese  was  the  first 
Proto-Saharan  group  of  Africans  to  settle  China.  They  spread  throughout  China 
for  a time  establishing  settlements  at  sites  near  rivers.

The  Han  drove  these  Africans  off  the  mainland.  Carrying  the  lapita  culture  these 
Africans  began  to  settle  the  Pacific  Islands.  Many  of  the  Islands  were  already 
heavily  occupied  by  the  earlier  Australian  and  African  settlers  of  these  Islands  so 
most  of  the  new  populations  from  East  and  Southeast  Asia  settled  along  the 
coastal  areas  expecially  in  Near  Oceania.

As  noted  above  the  Fijians  look  more  like  contemporary  Africans  than  either  the 
Australians,  San  or  Pygmies.  The  Fijians  look  like  contemporary  Africans, 
because  they  are  decendants  of  African  who  settle  the  Pacific,  who  introduced 
African  place-names  and  culture. 

In  summary  there  is  no  monolithic  African  population.  There  is  a Black  variety 
of  humanity,  which  looked  different  from  one  another?that  ruled  supreme  for  a 
period  of  time  as  discussed  above.  The  look  of  the  Fijians  make  it  clear  that  most 
of  them  are  not  descendants  of  the  original  Australian  settlers  of  the  Pacific.

I his  article  at  Gerald-Massey.org  regarding  Massey's  analyses  of  Egyptian  religion  ( 
http://qerald-massev.orq.uk/massev/cmc  nile  qenesis.htm),  Dr.  Charles  Finch  makes  the 
following  comment  in  a paragraph  about  a third  of  the  way  down  the  page: 

Massey  proceeded  to  show  the  connection  between  the  Egyptian  astro-mythical  types 
and  all  the  important  Old  Testament  patriarchs.  However,  there  really  was  an  exodus 
from  Egypt;  in  fact,  there  were  at  least  two  (possibly  three)  alluded  to  in  historical 
testimony,  but,  according  to  Massey,  none  of  them  had  anything  to  do  with  a foreign  race 
of  shepherds  enslaved  for  more  than  400  years  in  Egypt  then  led  out  of  it  by  a messianic 
prophet.  The  latter  years  of  Egypt's  18th  dynasty  (14th  century  BC)  witnessed 
unprecedented  religious  ferment  as  indicated  by  the  so-called  'Amarna  Heresy,'  launched 
by  Amenhotep  IV,  better  known  as  Akhenaton.  This  period  of  religious  upheaval  saw  the 
patriarchal  status  quo  represented  by  Amon-Ra  shaken  to  its  foundation  by  the  upsurge 
of  the  Sethian  solar  deity  Aton  the  sole  and  exclusive  god  championed  first  by  Queen 
Tiye,  wife  of  Amenhotep  III,  then  more  vigorously  by  her  son  Akhenaton.  Though  solar, 
by  virtue  of  his  Sethian  character,  Aton  represented  the  ancient  Mother-and-Son 
religious  system  dating  back  to  pre-dynastic  times.  In  the  end,  the  Atonian  religion 
was  overthrown  and  Amon-Ra  restored,  leading  in  the  ensuing  120  years  to  one,  possibly 
two,  exodes  out  of  Egypt  by  religious  dissenters  who  had  retained  their  allegiance  to 
Mother-worship.

When  America  Can't  Handle  the  Truth 
by  Pierre  Tristam 

The  word,  attributed  to  the  late  writer  Saul  Bellow,  is  "angelization" 
willfully  putting  someone  beyond  blame.  Angelizing  America  is  the 
common  tongue  of  all  national  politicians,  the  oath  candidates 
implicitly  take  when  running  for  president. 

It's  what  the  most  sentimental  people  on  Earth  expect.  It's  what  enables 
a country  that  committed  its  share  of  atrocities  in  the  past  and  is 
committing  more  than  its  share  of  moral  degradations  today  to  look 
itself  in  the  mirror  and  see  something  exceptional  looking  back,  rather 
than  just  another  empire  trampling  down  its  march  of  folly,  as  the  great 
historian  Barbara  Tuchman  called  it.  Angelizing  America  is  the  unspoken, 
self-evident  pledge  of  allegiance. 

Someone  didn't  tell  the  Obamas. 

First,  there  was  Michelle  Obama:  "For  the  first  time  in  my  adult  life,  I 
am  really  proud  of  my  country.  Not  just  because  Barack  is  doing  well, 
but  I think  people  are  hungry  for  change." 

Then  there  was  Barack  Obama's  spiritual  adviser,  the  fascinating 
Jeremiah  Wright  not  the  outright  lies  about  Wright's  black 
separatism,  which  is  bunk  (although  to  most  classically  illiberal  whites 
any  black  who  adopts  the  fervor  of  Emersonian  self-sufficiency  is 
suddenly  a separatist),  but  this,  from  a 2003  sermon: 


The  government  gives  (blacks)  the  drugs,  builds  bigger  prisons,  passes 


a three-strike  law  and  then  wants  us  to  sing  'God  Bless  America.' 

No,  no,  no,  God  damn  America,  that's  in  the  Bible  for  killing  innocent 
people.  God  damn  America  for  treating  our  citizens  as  less  than  human. 
God  damn  America  for  as  long  as  she  acts  like  she  is  God  and  she  is 
supreme." 

Then  there  was  Obama  himself,  insolently  ripping  the  halo  off  the 
romanticized  iconography  of  race  in  America  and  returning  the  matter  to 
the  reality  of  a job  undone.  That  he  did  so  in  a 37-minute  speech  more 
powerfully  essential  than  anything  the  incumbent  nullity  has  managed  in 
seven  years  was  bound  to  inflame  those  commentators 
Shelby  Steele,  William  Kristol,  Kathleen  Parker,  any  lips  that  move 
at  the  Fox  network 

who've  been  outdoing  themselves  to  dig  up  hollowness  at  Obama's 
core. 

What  they're  digging  up  instead  is  his  disarming  arsenal,  an  ability  to 
face  up  to  national  blights  without,  like  Wright,  stopping  at  the 
diagnosis. 

Obama  offers  a path  to  conciliation.  The  path  begins  with  a willfulness 
exactly  opposite  angelization.  It  begins  more  along  the  lines  of  where  a 
truth  commission  might  begin.  That's  Obama's  problem.  It's  doubtful 
whether  this  country  can,  in  its  lethargy  for  social  justice  at  home  and 
its  trances  for  wars  abroad,  handle  the  truth. 

Nothing  in  what  Michelle  Obama  or  Wright  said  was  inaccurate  or 
unfamiliar.  But  it  had  rarely  been  heard  in  more  pale-faced  circles 
unfiltered  by  the  media's  angelizing  translators,  or  so  intimately 
attached  to  a man  who  could  be  elected  to  do  something  about  it. 

His  critics  have  been  reduced  to  the  odd  position  of  defending  an 
America  that  systematically  enslaved  a whole  race  for  300  years  then 
terrorized,  dehumanized  and  repressed  it  for  another  hundred  because,  as 
Parker  wrote  last  week,  "our  progress  since  the  twin  blights  of  slavery 
and  Jim  Crow  isn't  insignificant.  " 

Insignificant?  No.  But  the  double-negative  leaves  that  other  elephant

There  is  no  monolithic  Black  group.  But  at  various  times 
in  history  there  was  a Black  group  that  was  predominant. 

For  example,  the  earliest  Black  groups,  associated  with  the 
first  exit  of  homo  sapien  sapiens  around  60kya  were 
similar  to  the  Australian  type. 

Here  is  an  Australian 


Around  40-30kya  we  see  another  exit  of  Africans  to 
Eurasia  which  replaced  the  Neanderthal  group  in  Europe 
and  the  Middle  East.  These  Blacks  are  associated  with  the 
Bushman  people.  This  Black  population  is  associated  with 
the  Grimaldi  civilization  of  Europe.  Sometimes  they  are 
called  Cro-Magnon  in  the  literature.

As  I mentioned  earlier  the  Bushman  created  much  of  the 
early  civilization  of  Eurasia.

Around  15-10kya  we  see  the  expansion  of  the  pygmy 
people.  These  folk  are  know  in  the  ancient  text  as  the  Anu. 


The  Anu  founded  the  first  civilizations  in  Egypt  and 
Mesopotamia. 


Around  6-5kya  a new  group  of  Africans  came  on  the 
scene.  These  Africans  were  taller  than  either  the  Bushman 
or  pygmies.  They  formerly  lived  in  the  Highland  regions 
of  Middle  Africa.  Around  4000  BC  they  began  to  migrate 
down  from  the  Saharan  highland  and  replaced  the  pygmies 
or  seed  people  in  Egypt,  Mesopotamia  and  Eurasians.  It  is 
these  Proto-Saharan  people  who  created  Sumer,  Xia  and 
Elam.  One  the  earliest  Proto-Saharans  was  Narmar  who 
united  Egypt  which  had  been  founded  by  the  Anu  people. 
You  can  see  Narmar  leading  the  Anu  on  the  Narmar 
pallete. 


These  Proto-Saharan  people  were  the  dominate  people  in 
East  Asia,  until  the  raise  of  the  Zhou/Han  people.  Many 
Proto-Saharans  ( especially  the  Proto-Dravidians  and 
Proto-Mande)  migrated  from  Iran  into  Central  and 
Northern  Asia.  The  northern  Chinese  African  tribes  were 
called:  li  min,  Yueh  and  Qiang. 

The  Northern  Proto-Saharan  people  founded  the  Xia  and 


Shang  civilizations.  They  also  contributed  to  the  rise  of  the 
early  semi-pastoral-  agricultural  societies  that  dominated 
much  of  East  Asia  after  2000  BC. 


Another  group  of  Africans  carrying  a megalithic  culture 
left  East  Africa  be  sea  settle  South  China  and  many  Islands 
in  the  Pacific  and  Indian  Oceans.  Islands  that  in  most  cases 
had  been  previously  settled  by  the  Anu  or  pygmy  people. 

These  Southern  Chinese  Africans  were  called  Yi  people. 
The  Yi  Blacks  are  noted  by  their  great  naval  and  ship 
building  ability.  The  southern  Chinese  was  the  first  Proto-

I his  article  at  Gerald-Massey.  org  regarding  Massey's  analyses  of  Egyptian 
religion  ( http://qerald-massev.orq.uk/massev/cmc  nile  qenesis.htm),  Dr. 
Charles  Finch  makes  the  following  comment  in  a paragraph  about  a third  of  the 
way  down  the  page: 

Massey  proceeded  to  show  the  connection  between  the  Egyptian  astro-mythical 
types  and  all  the  important  Old  Testament  patriarchs.  However,  there  really  was 
an  exodus  from  Egypt;  in  fact,  there  were  at  least  two  (possibly  three)  alluded  to 
in  historical  testimony,  but,  according  to  Massey,  none  of  them  had  anything  to 
do  with  a foreign  race  of  shepherds  enslaved  for  more  than  400  years  in  Egypt 
then  led  out  of  it  by  a messianic  prophet.  The  latter  years  of  Egypt's  18th 
dynasty  (14th  century  BC)  witnessed  unprecedented  religious  ferment  as 
indicated  by  the  so-called  'Amarna  Heresy,'  launched  by  Amenhotep  IV,  better 
known  as  Akhenaton.  This  period  of  religious  upheaval  saw  the  patriarchal 
status  quo  represented  by  Amon-Fta  shaken  to  its  foundation  by  the  upsurge  of 
the  Sethian  solar  deity  Aton  ? the  sole  and  exclusive  god  ? championed  first  by 
Queen  Tiye,  wife  of  Amenhotep  III,  then  more  vigorously  by  her  son  Akhenaton. 
Though  solar,  by  virtue  of  his  Sethian  character,  Aton  represented  the 
ancient  Mother-and-Son  religious  system  dating  back  to  pre-dynastic 
times.  In  the  end,  the  Atonian  religion  was  overthrown  and  Amon-Ra  restored, 
leading  in  the  ensuing  1 20  years  to  one,  possibly  two,  exodes  out  of  Egypt  by 
religious  dissenters  who  had  retained  their  allegiance  to  Mother-worship. 

I'm  particularly  interested  in  the  text  I've  bolded  above. 

Could  members  of  this  list  give  me  references  or  more  information  on  sources 
that  clearly  connect  Akhenaton’s  Solar  Aton  with  predynastic  religious 
formulations.  I see  this  idea  -of  the  Aten  religion  being  more  in  line  with 
predynastic  conceptions-  mentioned  in  passing  in  books  on  Akhenaten  such  as 
Hornung’s  Akhenaten  and  the  Religion  of  Light,  but  I'd  appreciate  more 
informative  references  or  info  shedding  light  into  this.

We  should  distinguish  what  is  meant  by  patriarchy  here. 

In  many  so-called  patriarchal  societies,  women  have  no  inheritance  or 
property  rights.  Even  in  the  early  U.S.,  women  did  not  have  property 
rights.  It  was  generally  the  states  that  first  granted  them  such 
rights.  That  was  not  the  case  in  Egypt. 

I'm  posting  a good  list  of  women's  rights  in  Ancient  Egypt  from  a new 
age  site  but  with  what  still  looks  like  good  info  from  my  experience 
on  the  subject:

WOMEN'S  LEGAL  RIGHTS: 

The  Egyptian  woman's  rights  extended  to  all  the  legally  defined  areas 
of  society.  From  the  bulk  of  the  legal  documents,  we  know  that  women 
could  manage  and  dispose  of  private  property,  including:  land, 
portable  goods,  servants,  slaves,  livestock,  and  money  (when  it 
existed),  as  well  as  financial  instruments  (i.e.,  endowments  and 
annuities).  A woman  could  administer  all  her  property  independently 
and  according  to  her  free  will.  She  could  conclude  any  kind  of  legal 
settlement.  She  could  appear  as  a contracting  partner  in  a marriage 
contract  or  a divorce  contract;  she  could  execute  testaments;  she 
could  free  slaves;  she  could  make  adoptions.  She  was  entitled  to  sue 
at  law.  It  is  highly  significant  that  a woman  in  Egypt  could  do  all  of 
the  above  and  initiate  litigation  in  court  freely  without  the  need  of 
a male  representative.  This  amount  of  freedom  was  at  variance  with 
that  of  the  Greek  woman  who  required  a designated  male,  called  a 
kourios,  to  represent  or  stand  for  her  in  all  legal  contracts  and 
proceedings.  This  male  was  her  husband,  father  or  brother. 

WOMEN'S  PROPERTY  RIGHTS: 

There  were  several  ways  for  an  Egyptian  woman  to  acquire  possessions 
and  real  property.  Most  frequently,  she  received  it  as  gifts  or  as  an 
inheritance  from  her  parents  or  husband,  or  else,  she  received  it 
through  purchases— with  goods  which  she  earned  either  through 
employment,  or  which  she  borrowed.  Under  Egyptian  property  law,  a 
woman  had  claim  to  one-third  of  all  the  community  property  in  her 
marriage,  i.e.  the  property  which  accrued  to  her  husband  and  her  only 
after  they  were  married.  When  a woman  brought  her  own  private  property 


to  a marriage  (e.g.,  as  a dowry),  this  apparently  remained  hers, 
although  the  husband  often  had  the  free  use  of  it.  However,  in  the 
event  of  divorce  her  property  had  to  be  returned  to  her,  in  addition 
to  any  divorce  settlement  that  might  be  stipulated  in  the  original 
marriage  contract. 

A wife  was  entitled  to  inherit  one-third  of  that  community  property  on 
the  death  of  her  husband,  while  the  other  two-thirds  was  divided  among 
the  children,  followed  up  by  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  deceased. 

To  circumvent  this  possibility  and  to  enable  life  to  receive  either  a 
larger  part  of  the  share,  or  to  allow  her  to  dispose  of  all  the 
property,  a husband  could  do  several  things: 

1)  In  the  Middle  Kingdom,  he  could  draw  up  an  imyt-pr,  a "house 
document,"  which  was  a legal  unilateral  deed  for  donating  property.  As 
a living  will,  it  was  made  and  perhaps  executed  while  the  husband  was 
still  alive.  In  this  will,  the  husband  would  assign  to  his  wife  what 

he  wished  of  his  own  private  property,  i.e.,  what  he  acquired  before 
his  marriage.  An  example  of  this  is  the  imyt-pr  of  Wah  from  el-Lahun. 

2)  If  there  were  no  children,  and  the  husband  did  not  wish  his 
brothers  and  sisters  to  receive  two-thirds  of  the  community  property, 
he  could  legally  adopt  his  wife  as  his  child  and  heir  and  bequeath  all 
the  property  to  her.  Even  if  he  had  other  children,  he  could  still 
adopt  his  wife,  so  that,  as  his  one  of  his  legal  offspring,  she  would 
receive  some  of  the  two-thirds  share,  in  addition  to  her  normal 
one-third  share  of  the  community  property. 

A woman  was  free  to  bequeath  property  from  her  husband  to  her  children 
or  even  to  her  own  brothers  and  sisters  (unless  there  was  some 
stipulation  against  such  in  her  husband's  will).  One  papyrus  tells  us 
how  a childless  woman,  who  after  she  inherited  her  husband's  estate, 
raised  the  three  illegitimate  children  who  were  born  to  him  and  their 
female  household  slave  (such  liaisons  were  fairly  common  in  the 
Egyptian  household  and  seem  to  have  borne  no  social  stigma).  She  then 
married  the  eldest  illegitimate  step-daughter  to  her  younger  brother, 
whom  she  adopted  as  her  son,  that  they  might  receive  the  entire 
inheritance. 

A woman  could  also  freely  disinherit  children  of  her  private  property, 
i.e.,  the  property  she  brought  to  her  marriage  or  her  share  of  the 
community  property.  She  could  selectively  bequeath  that  property  to 
certain  children  and  not  to  others.  Such  action  is  recorded  in  the 
Will  of  Naunakht. 


WOMEN  IN  CONTRACTS: 


Women  in  Egypt  were  consistently  concluding  contracts,  including: 
marriage  and  divorce  settlements,  engagements  of  wet-nurses,  purchases 
of  property,  even  arrangements  for  self-enslavement.  Self-enslavement 
in  Egypt  was  actually  a form  of  indentured  servitude.  Although 
self-enslavement  appears  to  have  been  illegal  in  Egypt,  it  was 
practiced  by  both  men  and  women.  To  get  around  the  illegality,  the 
servitude  was  stipulated  only  for  a limited  number  of  years,  although 
it  was  usually  said  to  be  "99  years." 

Under  self-enslavement,  women  often  technically  received  a salary  for 
their  labor.  Two  reasons  for  which  a woman  might  be  forced  into  such 
an  arrangement  are: 

(1)  as  payment  to  a creditor  to  satisfy  bad  debts; 

(2)  to  be  assured  of  one's  provisions  and  financial  security,  for 
which  a person  might  even  pay  a monthly  fee,  as  though  they  were 
receiving  a service.  However,  this  fee  would  equal  the  salary  that  the 
provider  had  to  pay  for  her  labor;  thus,  no  "money"  would  be 
exchanged.  Since  this  service  was  a legal  institution,  then  a contract 
was  drawn  up  stipulating  the  conditions  and  the  responsibilities  of 
the  involved  parties. 

In  executing  such  an  arrangement,  a woman  could  also  include  her 
children  and  grandchildren,  alive  or  unborn.  One  such  contract  of  a 
woman  who  bound  herself  to  the  temple  of  Saknebtynis  states: 

The  female  servant  (so  & so)  has  said  before  my  master,  Saknebtynis, 
the  great  god,  'I  am  your  servant,  together  with  my  children  and  my 
children's  children.  I shall  not  be  free  in  your  precinct  forever  and 
ever.  You  will  protect  me;  you  will  keep  me  safe;  you  will  guard  me. 
You  will  keep  me  sound;  you  will  protect  me  from  every  demon,  and  I 
will  pay  you  1-1/4  kita  of  copper  . . . until  the  completion  of  99 
years,  and  I will  give  it  to  your  priests  monthly.' 

If  such  women  married  male  "slaves,"  the  status  of  their  children 
depended  on  the  provisions  of  their  contracts  with  their  owners. 

WOMEN  BEFORE  THE  BAR: 

Egyptian  women  had  the  right  to  bring  lawsuits  against  anyone  in  open 
court,  and  there  was  no  gender-based  bias  against  them,  and  we  have 
many  cases  of  women  winning  their  claims.  A good  example  of  this  fact 
is  found  in  the  Inscription  of  Mes.  This  inscription  is  the  actual 
court  record  of  a long  and  drawn-  out  private  land  dispute  which 
occurred  in  the  New  Kingdom.  Significantly,  the  inscription  shows 


usfour  things:  (1)  women  could  manage  property,  and  they  could  inherit 
trusteeship  of  property;  (2)  women  could  institute  litigation  (and 
appeal  to  the  court  of  the  vizier);  (3)  women  were  awarded  legal 
decisions  (and  had  decisions  reversed  on  appeal);  (4)  women  acted  as 
witnesses  before  a court  of  law. 

However,  based  upon  the  Hermopolis  Law  Code  of  the  third  century  B.C., 
the  freedom  of  women  to  share  easily  with  their  male  relatives  in  the 
inheritance  of  landed  property  was  perhaps  restricted  somewhat. 
According  to  the  provisions  of  theHermopolis  Law  Code,  where  an 
executor  existed,  the  estate  of  the  deceased  was  divided  up  into  a 
number  of  parcels  equal  to  the  number  of  children  of  the  deceased, 
both  alive  and  dead.  Thereafter,  each  male  child  (or  that  child's 
heirs),  in  order  of  birth,  took  his  pick  of  the  parcels.  Only  when  the 
males  were  finished  choosing,  were  the  female  children  permitted  to 
choose  their  parcels  (in  chronological  order).  The  male  executor  was 
permitted  to  claim  for  himself  parcels  of  any  children  and  heirs  who 
predeceased  the  father  without  issue.  Female  executors  were  designated 
when  there  were  no  sons  to  function  as  such.  However,  the  code  is 
specific  that— unlike  male  executors— they  could  not  claim  the  parcels 
of  any  dead  children. 

Still,  it  is  not  appropriate  to  compare  the  provisions  of  the 
Hermopolis  Law  Code  to  the  Inscription  of  Mes,  since  the  latter 
pertains  to  the  inheritance  of  an  office,  i.e.,  a trusteeship  of  land, 
and  not  to  the  land  itself.  Indeed,  the  system  of  dividing  the  estate 
described  in  the  1 aw  code— or  something  similar  to  it-  -might  have 
existed  at  least  as  early  as  the  New  Kingdom,  since  the  Instructions 
of  Any  contains  the  passage,  "Do  not  say,  'My  grandfather  has  a house. 

An  enduring  house,  it  is  called'  (i.e.,  don't  brag  of  any  future 
inheritance),  for  when  you  take  your  share  with  your  brothers,  your 
portion  may  only  be  a storehouse." 

FEMALE  LITERACY: 

It  is  uncertain,  generally,  how  literate  the  Egyptian  woman  was  in  any 
period.  Baines  and  Eyre  suggest  very  low  figures  for  the  percentage  of 
the  literate  in  the  Egypt  population,  i.e.,  only  about  1%  in  the  Old 
Kingdom  (i.e.,  1 in  20  or  30  males).  Other  Egyptologists  would  dispute 
these  estimates,  seeing  instead  an  amount  at  about  5-10%  of  the 
population.  In  any  event,  it  is  certain  that  the  rate  of  literacy  of 
Egyptian  women  was  well  behind  that  of  men  from  the  Old  Kingdom 
through  the  Late  Period. 

Lower  class  women,  certainly  were  illiterate;  middle  class  women  and 
the  wives  of  professional  men,  perhaps  less  so.  The  upper  class 


probably  had  a higher  rate  of  literate  women.  In  the  Old  and  Middle 
Kingdoms,  middle  and  upper  class  women  are  occasionally  found  in  the 
textual  and  archaeological  record  with  administrative  titles  that  are 
indicative  of  a literate  ability.  In  the  New  Kingdom  the  frequency  at 
which  these  titles  occur  declines  significantly,  suggesting  an  erosion 
in  the  rate  of  female  literacy  at  that  time  (let  alone  the  freedom  to 
engage  in  an  occupation).  However,  in  a small  number  of  tomb 
representations  of  the  New  Kingdom,  certain  noblewomen  are  associated 
with  scribal  palettes,  suggesting  a literate  ability.  Women  are  also 
recorded  as  the  senders  and  recipients  of  a small  number  of  letters  in 
Egypt  (5  out  of  353).  However,  in  these  cases  we  cannot  be  certain 
that  they  personally  penned  or  read  these  letters,  rather  than 
employed  the  services  of  professional  scribes. 

Many  royal  princesses  at  court  had  private  tutors,  and  most  likely, 
these  tutors  taught  them  to  read  and  write.  Royal  women  of  the 
Eighteenth  Dynasty  probably  were  regularly  trained,  since  many  were 
functioning  leaders.  Since  royal  princesses  would  have  been  educated, 
it  then  seems  likely  that  the  daughters  of  the  royal  courtiers  were 
similarly  educated.  In  the  inscriptions,  we  occasionally  do  find 
titles  of  female  scribes  among  the  middle  class  from  the  Middle 
Kingdom  on,  especially  after  the  Twenty-  sixth  Dynasty,  when  the  rate 
of  literacy  increased  throughout  the  country.  The  only  example  of  a 
female  physician  in  Egypt  occurs  in  the  Old  Kingdom.  Scribal 
instruction  was  a necessary  first  step  toward  medical  training. 

WOMEN  IN  PUBLIC: 

The  Egyptian  woman  in  general  was  free  to  go  about  in  public;  she 
worked  out  in  the  fields  and  in  estate  workshops.  Certainly,  she  did 
not  wear  a veil,  which  is  first  documented  among  the  ancient  Assyrians 
(perhaps  reflecting  a tradition  of  the  ancient  Semitic-  speaking 
people  of  the  Syrian  and  Arabian  Deserts).  However,  it  was  perhaps 
unsafe  for  an  Egyptian  woman  to  venture  far  from  her  town  alone. 

Ramesses  III  boasts  in  one  inscription,  "I  enabled  the  woman  of  Egypt 
to  go  her  own  way,  her  journeys  being  extended  where  she  wanted, 
without  any  person  assaulting  her  on  the  road."  A different  view  of 
the  traveling  women  is  found  in  the  Instructions  of  Any,  "Be  on  your 
guard  against  a woman  from  abroad,  who  is  not  known  in  town,  do  not 
have  sex  with  her."  So  by  custom,  there  might  have  been  a reputation 
of  impiousness  or  looseness  associated  with  a woman  traveling  alone  in 
Egypt. 

Despite  the  legal  freedom  of  women  to  travel  about,  folk  custom  or 
tradition  may  have  discouraged  that.  So,  e.g.,  earlier  in  the  Old 


Kingdom,  Ptahhotep  would  write,  "If  you  desire  to  make  a friendship 
last  in  a house  to  which  you  have  access  to  its  master  as  a brother  or 
friend  in  any  place  where  you  might  enter,  beware  of  approaching  the 
women.  It  does  not  go  well  with  a place  where  that  is  done." 

However,  the  theme  of  this  passage  might  actually  refer  to  violating 
personal  trust  and  not  the  accessibility  of  women,  per  se.  However, 
mores  and  values  apparently  changed  by  the  New  Kingdom.  The  love 
poetry  of  that  era,  as  well  as  certain  letters,  are  quite  frank  about 
the  public  accessibility  and  freedom  of  women. 

WOMEN'S  OCCUPATIONS: 

In  general,  the  work  of  the  upper  and  middle  class  woman  was  limited 
to  the  home  and  the  family.  This  was  not  due  to  an  inferior  legal 
status,  but  was  probably  a consequence  of  her  customary  role  as  mother 
and  bearer  of  children,  as  well  as  the  public  role  of  the  Egyptian 
husbands  and  sons  who  functioned  as  the  executors  of  the  mortuary 
cults  of  their  deceased  parents.  It  was  the  traditional  role  of  the 
good  son  to  bury  his  parents,  support  their  funerary  cult,  to  bring 
offerings  regularly  to  the  tombs,  and  to  recite  the  offering  formula. 
Because  women  are  not  regularly  depicted  doing  this  in  Egyptian  art, 
they  probably  did  not  often  assume  this  role.  When  a man  died  without 
a surviving  son  to  preserve  his  name  and  present  offerings,  then  it 
was  his  brother  who  was  often  depicted  in  the  art  doing  so.  Perhaps 
because  it  was  the  males  who  were  regularly  entrusted  with  this 
important  religious  task,  that  they  held  the  primary  position  in 
public  life. 

As  far  as  occupations  go,  in  the  textual  sources  upper  class  woman  are 
occasionally  described  as  holding  an  office,  and  thus  they  might  have 
executed  real  jobs.  Clearly,  though,  this  phenomenon  was  more 
prevalent  in  the  Old  Kingdom  than  in  later  periods  (perhaps  due  to  the 
lower  population  at  that  time).  In  Wente's  publication  of  Egyptian 
letters,  he  notes  that  of  353  letters  known  from  Egypt,  only  13 
provide  evidence  of  women  functioning  with  varying  degrees  of 
administrative  authority. 

On  of  the  most  exalted  administrative  titles  of  any  woman  who  was  not 
a queen  was  held  by  a non-royal  women  named  Nebet  during  the  Sixth 
Dynasty,  who  was  entitled,  "Vizier,  Judge  and  Magistrate."  She  was  the 
wife  of  the  nomarch  of  Coptos  and  grandmother  of  King  Pepi  I. 

However,  it  is  possible  that  the  title  was  merely  honorific  and 
granted  to  her  posthumously.  Through  the  length  of  Egyptian  history, 
we  see  many  titles  of  women  which  seem  to  reflect  real  administrative 


authority,  including  one  woman  entitled,  "Second  Prophet  (i.e.  High 
Priest)  of  Amun"  at  the  temple  of  Karnak,  which  was,  otherwise,  a male 
office.  Women  could  and  did  hold  male  administrative  positions  in 
Egypt.  However,  such  cases  are  few,  and  thus  appear  to  be  the 
exceptions  to  tradition.  Given  the  relative  scarcity  of  such,  they 
might  reflect  extraordinary  individuals  in  unusual  circumstances. 

Women  functioned  as  leaders,  e.g.,  kings,  dowager  queens  and  regents, 
even  as  usurpers  of  rightful  heirs,  who  were  either  their  step-sons  or 
nephews.  We  find  women  as  nobility  and  landed  gentry  managing  both 
large  and  small  estates,  e.g.,  the  lady  Tchat  who  started  as  overseer 
of  a nomarch's  household  with  a son  of  middling  status;  married  the 
nomarch;  was  elevated,  and  her  son  was  also  raised  in  status.  Women 
functioned  as  middle  class  housekeepers,  servants,  fieldhands,  and  all 
manner  of  skilled  workers  inside  the  household  and  in  estate -workshops. 

Women  could  also  be  national  heroines  in  Egypt.  Extraordinary  cases 
include:  Queen  Ahhotep  of  the  early  Eighteenth  Dynasty.  She  was 
renowned  for  saving  Egypt  during  the  wars  of  liberation  against  the 
Hyksos,  and  she  was  praised  for  rallying  the  Egyptian  troops  and 
crushing  rebellion  in  Upper  Egypt  at  a critical  juncture  of  Egyptian 
history.  In  doing  so,  she  received  Egypt's  highest  military  decoration 
at  least  three  times,  the  Order  of  the  Fly.  Queen  Hatshepsut,  as  a 
ruling  king,  was  actually  described  as  going  on  military  campaign  in 
Nubia.  Eyewitness  reports  actually  placed  her  on  the  battlefield 
weighing  booty  and  receiving  the  homage  of  defeated  rebels. 

WOMEN  AND  CRIME: 

These  ordinary  and  extraordinary  roles  are  not  the  only  ones  in  which 
we  see  Egyptian  women  cast  in  ancient  Egypt.  We  also  see  Egyptian 
women  as  the  victims  of  crime  (and  rape);  also  as  the  perpetrators  of 
crime,  as  adulteresses  and  even  as  convicts. 

Women  criminals  certainly  existed,  although  they  do  not  appear 
frequently  in  the  historical  record.  A woman  named  Nesmut  was 
implicated  in  a series  of  robberies  of  the  royal  tombs  in  the  Valley 
of  the  Kings  during  the  Twentieth  Dynasty.  Examples  of  women  convicts 
are  also  known. 

According  to  one  Brooklyn  Museum  papyrus  from  the  Middle  Kingdom, 
woman  was  incarcerated  at  the  prison  at  Thebes  because  she  fled  her 
district  to  dodge  the  corvee  service  on  a royal  estate.  Most  of  the 
concubines  and  lesser  wives  involved  in  the  harim  conspiracy  against 
Ramesses  III  were  convicted  and  had  their  noses  and  ears  cut  off, 
while  others  were  invited  to  commit  suicide.  Another  woman  is 


indicated  among  the  lists  of  prisoners  from  a prison  at  el-Lahun. 

However,  of  the  prison  lists  we  have,  the  percentage  of  women's  names 
is  very  small  compared  to  those  of  men,  and  this  fact  may  be  significant. 

MARRIAGE 

Marrige  was  a very  important  part  af  ancient  Egyptian  society.  Some 
people  say  it  was  almost  a duty  to  get  married.  Husbands  could  marry 
more  than  one  wife,  and  people  of  close  relations  (first  cousins, 
brothers  and  sisters,  ect.)  could  also  wed  one  another.  For  the  most 
part,  however,  incest  was  frowned  upon,  except  in  the  royal  family, 
where  incest  was  used  to  safeguard  the  dynastic  succession. 

There  was  no  age  limit  as  to  when  people  could  be  married,  but 
generally  a girl  did  not  get  married  until  she  had  begun  to  menstruate 
at  about  the  age  of  14.  Some  documents  state  that  girls  may  have  been 
married  at  the  age  of  eight  or  nine,  and  a mummy  of  an  eleven  year-old 
wife  has  also  been  found.  Marriage  required  no  religious  or  legal 
ceremony.  There  were  no  special  bridal  clothes,  no  exchange  of  rings, 
no  change  of  names  to  indicate  marriage,  and  no  word  meaning  wedding. 

A girl  became  universally  acknowledged  as  a wife  after  she  physically 
left  the  protection  of  her  father's  house  and  entered  her  new  home. 

The  new  husband  in  no  way  became  the  new  wife's  legal  guardian.  The 
wife  kept  her  independence,  and  still  kept  control  her  own  assets. 
Although  the  husband  usually  controlled  any  joint  property  obtained 
during  the  marriage  it  was  acknowledged  that  a share  of  this  belonged 
to  the  wife;  if  and  when  the  marriage  ended,  she  could  collect  he 
share.  If  the  husband  died  while  married,  the  wife  got  one-third  of 
her  husband's  property,  re-marriage  after  widowhood  was  very  common, 
and  some  grave  sites  indicate  three  or  four  marriages  between  one  person. 

Divorce  was  a private  matter,  and  for  the  most  part,  the  government 
did  not  interfere,  unless  upon  the  request  of  the  "divorcees".  Almost 
any  excuse  could  be  used  to  end  a marriage,  and  an  alliance  could  be 
terminated  at  will.  Anyone  who  had  drawn  up  a marriage  contract  would 
have  to  honor  those  terms,  and  those  who  hadn't  could,  if  they  wished, 
could  invest  in  a legal  document.  Legal  cases,  however,  were  very 
unusual;  most  marriages  ended  with  the  wife  moving  back  to  the 
matrimonial  home,  returning  to  her  family,  therefore  setting  both 
parties  free  to  marry  again. 

The  more  intimate  parts  of  married  life  were  very  important  to  the 
Egyptians.  They  saw  life  as  a cycle  of  birth,  death,  and  rebirth.  Much 
of  their  theology  was  based  on  the  "cycle -principal".  Sexual 
intercourse  was  a very  important  part  of  this  cycle,  and  the  Egyptians 


were  not  modest  about  sex,  like  today's  society.  The  Egyptians,  unlike 
us,  were  not  concerned  with  the  spiritual  part  of  the  afterlife,  but 
rather  about  potency  and  fertility.  Consequently,  false  penises  were 
put  on  the  mummified  bodies  of  men,  and  artificial  nipples  were  put  on 
the  mummified  bodies  of  women.  Both  of  these  were  designed  to  be  fully 
functional  in  the  afterlife. 

Pregnancy  was  very  important  to  ancient  Egyptian  women.  A fertile 
woman  was  a successful  woman.  By  becoming  pregnant,  women  gained  the 
respect  of  society,  approval  from  their  husbands,  and  the  admiration 
of  their  less-fortunate  sisters  and  sterile  friends.  Men  needed  to 
prove  their  "manliness"  by  fathering  as  many  children  as  the  possibly 
could,  and  babies  were  seen  as  a reason  for  boasting. 

Although  the  mechanism  of  menstruation  was  not  fully  understood  the 
significance  of  missing  periods  was  clear,  and  many  Egyptian  women 
were  able  to  determine  if  the  were  pregnant  or  not.  If  women  were  not 
sure,  they  could  go  to  a doctor,  who  would  perform  a detailed 
examination  of  the  woman's  breasts  eyes,  and  skin.  If  a woman  was 
sterile,  and  could  not  produce  babies,  many  men  solved  this  problem  by 
divorcing  them.  But  this  treatment  was  harsh,  and  for  the  most  part, 
frowned  upon.  A more  publicly-accepted  way  of  solving  the  problem  of 
sterility  was  adoption,  and  due  to  the  short  life  expectancy  and  high 
birth  rate,  there  was  always  a supply  of  orphaned  children. 

A mother  named  her  child  immediately  following  birth,  thereby  making 
sure  the  child  would  have  a name  in  the  afterlife  in  the  unfortunate 
case  of  a miscarriage.  The  Egyptians  feared  the  "second-death"  even 
more  than  the  first  one.  The  second-death  was  the  complete 
obliteration  of  all  earthly  memory,  which  is  why  names  were  so 
important  to  the  Egyptians.  Spells  were  painted  on  the  coffin  of  the 
deceased  to  ensure  nobody  would  forget  him  or  her.  Many  people  say  the 
Egyptian  time  was  a good  time  to  live.  It  seems  that  it  was,  at  least, 
a nice  place  for  women  to  live.  It  was  filled  with  equality  for  them, 
and  gave  them  some  basic  rights  that  today's  society  is  lacking.

The  image  on  the  heads  of  the  Nubians  are  the  standard  feathers  from  the  southern  region. 
Nubians  are  often  shown  with  double  plumes  or  sometimes  ostrich  feathers,  but  these  images  are 
another  common  feather  shown  when  Nubians  are  represented  as  a group.  It  is  also  worth  noting 
that  there  would  certainly  be  other  groups  of  captives  shown  in  addition  to  the  Nubians  because 
it  is  stated  that  the  statue  was  found  "intact."  Thus,  the  photographer  or  publicationdecided  not  to 
show  the  other  captive  groups,  such  as  Libyans  and  Syrians,  etc.

If  you  posted  an  image  it  did  not  show  up.  The  Karamojong  headdress  from  Uganda  usually  has 
several  feathers  in  the  headdress  as  opposed  to  the  Nubian  images  from  Sudan  with  onlyone 
feather  shown.  As  you  know,  the  southeast  Africa  region  is  vast  and  there  are  hundreds  of 
cultural  variations.  The  ancient  Nubian  and  Kushites  used  the  ostrich  feather  to  indicatea  very 
high  status  (as  was  the  case  in  Kemet),  and  on  the  other  hand  the  feather  in  question  was  shown 
as  a more  general  indication  of  a Nubian  headdress.  I am  sure  that  the  feather  in  question  also 
represented  a certain  status  within  Nubian  society.  Nevertheless, the  two  different  feathers  are 
shown  in  the  famous  Tomb  of  Huy  scene,  and  because  this  scene  is  painted  it  is  much  easier  to 
see  the  details,  whereas  these  subtle  details  are  not  seen  in  the  relief  carvings  on  the  Queen  Tiye 
statue. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  featherimage  in  question  is  the  same  as  the  painted  images  of  this 
feather  in  other  scenes,  and  it  is  distinct  in  appearance  and  function  from  the  ostrich  feather.  The 
feather  in  question  only  looks  different  in  this  scene  because  of  the  granite  surface  which  prevent 
details  from  being  shown.  For  example,  here  are  these  twofeathers  from  the  same  painted  scene:

CAIRO,  Egypt  (AP)  - Each  day,  14-year-old  Ali  Abdel-Nasser  works  at  a 
brick  factory  on  the  outskirts  of  Cairo,  loading  a donkey  cart  with  new 
bricks  to  be  taken  to  a nearby  furnace  to  dry.  He  has  worked  at  the  plant 
almost  every  day  since  age  10,  when  his  father  died. 

Responsible  for  a family  of  seven,  the  boy  is  bitter  that  even  the  donkeys  at 
the  factory  get  more  time  off  than  he  does. 

"The  owners  of  the  factory  give  the  animals  two  days  off,"  Ali  said.  "But  I 
cannot  afford  to  rest.  If  I did,  nobody  is  going  to  bring  bread  for  my 
family." 

As  Egypt  struggles  with  rising  food  prices  and  inflation,  the  plight  of 
poverty-stricken  child  workers  like  Ali  and  the  lack  of  protections  for  them

The  country's  parliament  is  looking  into  measures  to  comply  with  international  conventions  to 
protect  children  from  ill-treatment  and  hazardous  employment,  such  as  with  chemicals  and 
pesticides.  But  as  food  prices  grow,  the  incidence  of  children  working  is  almost  certain  to  grow 
as  large  and  poor  families  struggle  to  cope,  aid  groups  and  experts  say. 

More  than  20  percent  of  Egypt's  76  million  people  live  below  the  poverty  line,  according  to  the 
World  Bank.  The  government  subsidizes  some  food  and  other  staples  but  has  struggled  to  keep 
up  with  demand  for  subsidized  bread  and  other  foods  as  world  wheat  and  other  food  prices  have 
skyrocketed. 

Hundreds  of  children  are  thought  to  work  at  the  string  of  almost  200  small  brick  factories  in  the 
Arab  Jbour  area,  about  30  miles  south  of  Cairo,  said  Salah  Waheeb,  who  works  for  a British 
charity  that  looks  after  animals  at  the  factories,  called  Brooke  Hospital  for  Animals. 

The  children  earn  an  average  of  about  $4.50  a day  to  load  donkey  carts  to  carry  the  new,  wet 
bricks  first  to  a drying  area  and  then  to  a furnace.

Several  of  the  child  workers  in  the  area,  interviewed  by  an  Associated  Press  reporter  on  a recent 
trip,  said  they  had  sometimes  been  beaten  with  wooden  switches  by  foremen  at  the  factories,  if 
the  foremen  thought  the  children  were  going  too  slowly  in  their 
work. 

No  foremen  would  agree  to  be  interviewed.  But  human  rights 
groups  and  outside  experts  say  conditions  for  working  children 
can  vary  greatly  across  Egypt  - from  factories  that  provide 
meals  and  some  basic  schooling,  to  those  that  work  children 
long  hours,  often  in  scorching  heat,  and  abuse  or  beat  them. 

Countrywide  statistics  on  the  number  of  working  children  are  almost  impossible  to  gather. 

"It's  hard  to  get  data,  and  the  given  ones  do  not  usually  separate  between  working  children  and 
street  children  in  Egypt,"  said  Siham  Ibraheem,  the  head  of  the  Tofoulti  Organization,  a local 
charity  that  looks  after  street  children. 

"This  is  a catastrophic  issue  that  the  government  and  all  the  public  and  international 
organizations  must  look  at  with  serious  concerns,"  he  said. 

The  government  has  no  official  statistics  on  how  many  children  work  at  factories  or  other  jobs 
nationwide.  But  its  latest  statistics  set  the  number  of  street  children  between  ages  6 and  17  at 
about  1.5  million. 

In  large  cities  like  Cairo,  it  is  common  to  see  children  as  young 
as  age  5 dodging  cars  to  try  to  sell  gum,  flowers,  tissue  paper  or 
trinkets  to  cars  waiting  at  red  lights.  Many  of  those  working 
children,  in  contrast  with  the  factory  child  workers,  have  no 
families  or  have  run  away  and  live  on  the  streets. 

An  official  at  the  National  Center  for  Criminal  and  Social 
Research  said  the  country  has  fewer  than  30  public  shelters  for  street  children  or  other  poor 
children  and  about  160  private  shelters. 

Police  often  arrest  those  trying  to  sell  on  the  streets  if  they  are  considered  vulnerable  to 
delinquency  and  put  them  in  shelters,  where  they  often  run  away  again.  The  official  spoke  on 
condition  of  anonymity  because  he  was  not  authorized  to  speak  to  the  press. 

Nine-year-old  Abdel  Moti  exemplifies  the  reasons  why  some  very  young  children  in  Egypt  end 
up  working. 

Abdel,  the  youngest  child  seen  working  at  one  brick  factory  near  Arab  Jbour,  said  he  has  worked 
at  the  plant  since  age  8,  driving  a donkey  cart  each  day.  He  earns  about  $3.60  a day  to  help  his 
mother,  who  works  as  a house  maid.  Often  the  money  the  boy  makes  goes  to  pay  for  medicines 
for  his  paralyzed  father. 

Abdel  said  he  has  no  regrets  about  leaving  school  to  work,  because  this  way  he  can  earn  money.

Greetings  Ferg, 

If  you  posted  an  image  it  did  not  show  up.  The  Karamojong  headdress  from 
Uganda  usually  has  several  feathers  in  the  headdress  as  opposed  to  the  Nubian 
images  from  Sudan  with  onlyone  feather  shown.  As  you  know,  the  southeast 
Africa  region  is  vast  and  there  are  hundreds  of  cultural  variations.  The  ancient 
Nubian  and  Kushites  used  the  ostrich  feather  to  indicatea  very  high  status  (as  was 
the  case  in  Kemet),  and  on  the  other  hand  the  feather  in  question  was  shown  as  a 
more  general  indication  of  a Nubian  headdress.  I am  sure  that  the  feather  in 
question  also  represented  a certain  status  within  Nubian  society.  Nevertheless, the 
two  different  feathers  are  shown  in  the  famous  Tomb  of  Huy  scene,  and  because 
this  scene  is  painted  it  is  much  easier  to  see  the  details,  whereas  these  subtle 
details  are  not  seen  in  the  relief  carvings  on  the  Queen  Tiye  statue. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  featherimage  in  question  is  the  same  as  the  painted 
images  of  this  feather  in  other  scenes,  and  it  is  distinct  in  appearance  and 
function  from  the  ostrich  feather.  The  feather  in  question  only  looks  different  in 
this  scene  because  of  the  granite  surface  which  prevent  details  from  being  shown.

White  former  farmers  threaten  blacks  with  eviction 
Herald  Reporters 

AN  increasing  number  of  white  former  commercial  farmers  are  reportedly 
threatening  resettled  black  farmers  throughout  the  country  with  eviction 
from 

their  farms  or  face  the  wrath  of  an  anticipated  "incoming  MDC  government". 

In  Chiredzi,  white  former  sugarcane  farmers  and  conservancy  operators 
have  reportedly  returned  in  their  droves,  threatening  to  repossess  their 
plots  in  anticipation  of  an  MDC  victory.  This  has  raised  fears  and 
apprehension  among  a host  of  newly-resettled  farmers  who  benefited 
under  the  Zanu-PF  Government's  land  reform  programme. 

Some  of  the  sugarcane  farmers  who  spoke  to  The  Herald  yesterday 
expressed  concern  over  incidents  of  white  former  farmers  in  Mkwasine, 

Hippo  Valley  and  Triangle  who  were  threatening  to  return  to  plots 
they  previously  owned. 


The  newly-resettled  farmers  said  the  white  former  farmers  were 
allegedly  camped  at  Malilangwe  Conservancy  on  the  outskirts  of 
Chiredzi  town  where  they  have  been  staying  since  the  run-up  to 
harmonised  elections. 

Zimbabwe  Sugar  Milling  Industry  Workers'  Union  secretary-general 
Cde  Admore  Hwarare  last  night  warned  the  white  former  farmers 
against  any  attempts  to  repossess  land  in  Chiredzi,  saying  that  such 
moves  would  be  fiercely  resisted. 

"Let  no  one  fool  himself  or  herself  that  they  can  repossess  land  in 
Chiredzi  because  we  are  going  to  resist  that.  The  land  was  allocated 
to  us  by  the  Government  and  we  have  got  security  forces  who  are 
prepared  to  defend  the  right  to  our  land. 

"Let  it  be  known  that  there  is  nothing  like  that  going  to  happen  in  the 
Lowveld  as  we  are  prepared  to  defend  ourselves,"  said  Cde  Hwarare. 

White  former  commercial  farmers  in  the  Lowveld  have  been  resisting 
the  land  reform  programme  where  they  had  maintained  a stranglehold 
in  the  multi-billion-dollar  sugar  industry. 

In  Mashonaland  East,  the  Morgan  Tsvangirai-led  MDC  faction's 
proposed  Agriculture  Minister  and  newly-elected  House  of 
Assembly  representative  for  Marondera  Central,  Mr  Ian  Kay, 
reportedly  told  workers  at  his  former  Chipesa  Farm  that  he 
would  soon  be  repossessing  the  farm  that  was  acquired  by  the 
State  at  the  height  of  the  Land  Reform  Programme. 

While  Mr  Kay  could  not  be  reached  for  comment  yesterday,  workers 
at  the  farm  said  that  he  had  told  them  that  he  would  be  demanding  to 
be  paid  rent  for  the  past  seven  years  since  his  eviction  from  the  property. 

Yesterday  morning,  a rifle- wielding  Mr  Thomas  Beattie  is  said  to 
have  gone  to  Cde  Bright  Matonga's  farm  in  Chegutu  with  a gang 
of  five  or  six  men  and  told  workers  that  he  would  soon  be 
"reclaiming  his  land". 

Mr  Beattie  only  left  when  farm  workers  organised  themselves  and 
made  it  clear  that  they  would  not  tolerate  his  presence  on  the 
property. 

Cde  Matonga,  a ruling  Zanu-PF  MP  and  Deputy  Minister  of 
Information  and  Publicity  in  the  last  Cabinet,  confirmed  the  incident. 


Reports  of  white  former  commercial  farmers  threatening  new  owners 
with  eviction  started  emerging  early  this  week  following  reports  that  the 
MDC  was  likely  to  win  the  harmonised  elections. 

Such  cases  have  been  reported  at  Paarl,  Impofu  and  Bougainvillea 
farms  in  Mashonaland  West  as  well  as  in  Norton  where  the  former 
farmers  were  seen  taking  pictures  at  various  farms. 

Speaking  at  a Press  briefing  yesterday,  Zimbabwe  National  Liberation 
War  Veterans'  Association  chairman  Cde  Jabulani  Sibanda  said:  "We 
have  received  reports  from  villages  and  farms  that  there  are  white  former 
farmers  moving  around  the  country  threatening  to  invade  the  farms. 

"This  is  a second  invasion  after  the  first  one  in  1890  (but)  then  the 
whites  had  some  guns  and  we  only  had  spears. 

"If  these  elections  result  in  an  invasion  of  the  country  instead  of  a fight 
for  parliamentary  seats,  then  these  people  must  know  that  there  are 
other  freedoms  outside  democracy,"  he  said. 

Cde  Sibanda  said  Zimbabweans  had  a right  to  their  land,  minerals, 
natural  resources  and  if  need  be  their  freedom  to  choose  their  leaders. 

"Under  these  conditions,  we  do  order  those  involved  in  sanctions, 
supporting  and  funding  the  invasion  of  our  land  to  know  that  we  have 
the  capacity,  strength  and,  far  and  foremost,  willingness  and 
determination  to  defend  our  revolution  and  sovereignty,"  he  said. 

The  war  veterans'  leader  said  although  Zimbabwe  had  had  free,  fair 
and  credible  elections,  the  process  was  done  under  the  pressure  of 
sanctions  to  reverse  the  gains  of  independence. 

"The  West  has  organised  and  imposed  illegal  sanctions  against 
Zimbabwe  and  we  want  to  tell  people  to  ignore  activities  of  Europe 
in  supporting  the  opposition  and  employing  sanctions  to  weaken 
the  party,  Government  and  revolution,"  he  said. 

"Our  country  was  taken  away  in  1890,  we  fought  a protracted  struggle 
to  recover  it  and  the  process  is  still  on.  We  gained  political  independence 
in  1980,  got  our  land  after  2000,  but  we  have  not  yet  reclaimed  our 
minerals  and  natural  resources. 

"The  fight  for  freedom  is  still  on  until  everything  is  recovered  for  our 
people." 


Cde  Sibanda  said  the  war  veterans  are  still  solidly  behind  President  Mugabe. 


"This  is  a battle  between  revolutionaries  and  counter-revolutionaries, 

Zimbabwean  people  represented  by  President  Mugabe  and  foreign 
interests  through  the  MDC  and  we  will  continue  supporting  him,"  he 
said.  However,  the  MDC-Tsvangirai  party  said  it  had  no  intentions 
of  reversing  the  gains  of  the  liberation  struggle  by  handing  back  farms 
to  white  former  commercial  farmers. 

Reacting  to  the  reports  that  some  white  ex-farmers  had  threatened  to 
repossess  farms  in  the  event  of  a Morgan  Tsvangirai  victory,  opposition 
spokesperson  Mr  Nelson  Chamisa  said  they  would  not  undermine  the 
agrarian  reform.

For 
example,  in  Kush,  Nubia,  and  Kemet  the  ostrich  feather  is  associated  primarily  with  goddesses

No  problem.  Yes  the  inclination  of  the  feather  isdifferent  than  the  norm. 

I am  convinced  that  a larger  issue  here  is  the  ongoing  Eurocentric  propaganda  to  show  the 
southern  Kushite  and  Nubian  groups  as  simply  enemies  and  captives  of  the  people  of  Kemet.

I wonder  if  they  were  also  being  practical  with  it  as  well?  In  the  picture  it  looks  like  the  men  are 
moving,  running  to  be  exact.  Could  it  simply  be  the  feathers  are  moving  in  the  direction  of  the 
force  of  the  wind? 

Another  thing  that  strikes  me  about  this  image,  and  this  is  just  a hypothesis,  is  of  course  the  use 
of  ostrich  feathers  (if  it  is  indeed  so),  but  only  one.  From  my  dealings  with  Nubian  people  along 
the  Hpy,  they  say  that  the  ostrich  feather  symbolizes  being  able  to  "see"  fully.  To  understand  this 
one  has  to  understand  the  basic  cosmology  of  African  people. 

Symbolically,  life  is  broken  down  into  phases  in  African  cosmologies  (usually  4)  and  is 
represented  by  a circle  (which  is  broken  down  into  4 sections).  The  circle  represents  all  that  can 
be  learned  by  the  human  being,  or  experienced  in  their  life-time.  This  graphic  circle  represents 
360  degrees.  For  the  priesthoods  that  go  by  this  model  in  Africa,  with  each  successful  advance 
through  the  demarcations,  the  more  degrees  you  are  awarded  (just  like  in  Freemasonry). 

Technically  you  can  only  reach  359  degrees  during  your  life-time,  the  last  degree  is  the  degree  of 
death.  You  find  this  logic  all  over  Africa.  It  is  expressed  in  the  Ta-Merrian  63/64  eye  of  Heru 
and  in  Ifa  for  the  255/256  odus  (as  well  as  the  Dogon  265/266  signs  of  Amma).  Since  we  exist  in 
this  form,  we  are  existing  in  a realm  of  division.  Only  when  we  die  do  we  go  back  to  the  oneness 
of  the  creative  energy.  An  ostrich  feather  is  used  because  an  ostrich  can  turn  its  head  "360" 
degrees;  so  it  is  a metaphor  of  being  able  to  "see"  what  others  cannot  see  (the  whole  point  of 
initiation)  and  completion/oneness. 

If  I am  not  mistaken,  only  NTR's,  dead  kings  or  chief  high  priests  wore  double  plumed 
headdresses.  I wonder  if  the  same  logic  that  governs  Ifa  has  traces  in  Ta-Meri.  To  say  that  you 
have  1 hand  in  Ifa  means  you  are  a general  practitioner  (a  beginner),  but  to  have  two  hands  in  Ifa 
means  you  are  a priest  (double  ostrich  feathers). 

Could  the  1 or  2 feathers  show  a ranking  in  the  priesthood?  If  so,  then  I would  have  to  agree  that 
the  feathers  are  associated  with  initiation  (as  from  my  experience  it  is  in  modern  societies).

I have  had  a fair  amount  of  success  by  posting  at  the  website  using  Rich-Text  (beta)  option  in  the  Post  mode. 
However,  the  point  you  bring  up  concerning  artistic  protocol  is  an  issue  I have  been  thinking  about  for  a while. 

I recall  seeing  some  time  back  a photo  of  an  Egyptian  artist's  pallette  or  sketch  board  (it  was  on  this  forum,  I 
believe).  Much  has  been  stated  in  writings  about  Egyptian  art  and  artistic  representation  that  the  iconography  that  we 
see  left  by  the  artists  is  not  a true  likeness  of  said  pharoah  or  queen.  My  feeling  is  that  this  likely  has  some  validity. 
However,  I believe  this  is  due  to  the  Kemetans  artistic  or  scientific  adherence  to  balance  and  form.  The  sketch  pad 
mentioned  was  divided  into  geometric  sections  upon  which  the  artist  would  draw  the  image.  The  consequence  of 
this  practice  would  ultimately  produce  an  image  rather  perfectly  proportioned  - according  to  the  science  of  geometry 
- shall  we  say. 

This,  to  me,  has  implications  in  the  way  we  see  and  interpret  these  images.  Instead  of  the  more  rounded  natural 
images  of  the  Afrakan  phenotype  we  see  a more  angular  imagery;  one  that  many  would  interpret  as  more  anglo-  than 
Afro.  The  consequence  is  that,  as  we  see,  whites  and  a significant  portion  of  blacks  are  mislead  into  thinking  that 
these  drawings  due  to  their  angular  representation  are  of  caucasoids.  The  general  and  consistent  exception  is  the 
statuary  representations.

I am  surprised  the  images  of  the  Karamojong  headdress  did  not  carry  through.  Here  it  is  again,  fingers 
crossed!  together  with  the  latest  find  as  a comparison.  Hope  this  time  it  arrives.  I agree  with  your  analysis 
that  the  Karamojong  headdress  from  Uganda  have  several  feathers,  as  opposed  to  the  Nubian  images 
which  have  a single  feather.  However  the  Karamojong  headdress  gives  one  a good  working  model  for 
future  references  on  how  these  headdresses  were  made  and  worn.  All  the  feathers  in  the  Huy  tomb 
appear  to  be  worn  upright  so  why  should  the  feathers  in  the  latest  find  be  pointing  backwards?  A possible 
explanation  as  to  why  this  is  the  case  is  that  the  Ancient  Egyptians  did  their  drawings  in  rectungular 
strips,  not  all,  and  in  keeping  with  their  strict  proportions  could  not  violate  the  dimension  of  the  strip,  and 
so  had  to  give  the  feathers  a backward  slant,  instead  of  pointing  them  upwards  as  in  the  Huy  tomb.  Doing 
it  this  way,  the  images  would  be  contained  within  the  strip  and  would  not  violate  the  space  above  as  may 
be  seen  in  the  latest  find.

Greetings  Ferg, 

If  you  posted  an  image  it  did  not  show  up.  The  Karamojong  headdress  from  Uganda 
usually  has  several  feathers  in  the  headdress  as  opposed  to  the  Nubian  images  from 
Sudan  with  only  one  feather  shown.  As  you  know,  the  southeast  Africa  region  is  vast  and 
there  are  hundreds  of  cultural  variations.  The  ancient  Nubian  and  Kushites  used  the 
ostrich  feather  to  indicate  a very  high  status  (as  was  the  case  in  Kemet),  and  on  the 
other  hand  the  feather  in  question  was  shown  as  a more  general  indication  of  a Nubian 
headdress.  I am  sure  that  the  feather  in  question  also  represented  a certain  status  within 
Nubian  society.  Nevertheless,  the  two  different  feathers  are  shown  in  the  famous  Tomb 
of  Huy  scene,  and  because  this  scene  is  painted  it  is  much  easier  to  see  the  details, 
whereas  these  subtle  details  are  not  seen  in  the  relief  carvings  on  the  Queen  Tiye  statue. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  feather  image  in  question  is  the  same  as  the  painted 
images  of  this  feather  in  other  scenes,  and  it  is  distinct  in  appearance  and  function  from 
the  ostrich  feather.  The  feather  in  question  only  looks  different  in  this  scene  because  of 
the  granite  surface  which  prevent  details  from  being  shown.  For  example,  here  are  these 
two  feathers  from  the  same  painted  scene:

Barack  Obama  is  offering  the  most  sweeping  liberal  foreign-policy 
critique  we've  heard  from  a serious  presidential  contender  in  decades. 

But  will  voters  buy  it?

When  Sens.  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  and  Barack  Obama  met  in  California 
for  the  Jan.  31  debate,  their  back-and-forth  resembled  their  many 
previous 

encounters,  with  the  Democratic  presidential  hopefuls  scrambling  for  the 
small  policy  yardage  between  them.  And  then  Obama  said  something 
about  the  Iraq  War  that  wasn't  incremental  at  all.  "I  don't  want  to  just 
end  the  war,"  he  said,  "but  I want  to  end  the  mind-set  that  got  us  into 
war  in  the  first  place." 

Until  this  point  in  the  primaries,  Clinton  and  Obama  had  sounded  very 
similar  on  this  issue.  Despite  their  differences  in  the  past  (Obama 
opposed 

the  war,  while  Clinton  voted  for  it),  both  were  calling  for  major  troop 
withdrawals,  with  some  residual  force  left  behind  to  hedge  against 
catastrophe. 

But  Obama's  concise  declaration  of  intent  at  the  debate  upended  this 
assumption. 

Clinton  stumbled  to  find  a counterargument,  eventually  saying  her  vote 
in 

October  2002  "was  not  authority  for  a pre-emptive  war."  Then  she 
questioned 

Obama's  ability  to  lead,  saying  that  the  Democratic  nominee  must  have 
"the  necessary  credentials  and  gravitas  for  commander  in  chief." 

If  Clinton's  response  on  Iraq  sounds  familiar,  that's  because  it's 
structurally 

identical  to  the  defensive  crouch  John  Kerry  assumed  in  2004:  Voting 
against 

the  war  wasn't  a mistake;  the  mistakes  were  all  George  W.  Bush's,  and 
bringing  the  war  to  a responsible  conclusion  requires  a wise  man  or 
woman 

with  military  credibility.  In  that  debate,  Obama  offered  an  alternative 
path. 


Ending  the  war  is  only  the  first  step.  After  we're  out  of  Iraq,  a 
corrosive 

mind-set  will  still  be  infecting  the  foreign-policy  establishment  and 
the 

body  politic.  That  rot  must  be  eliminated. 

Obama  is  offering  the  most  sweeping  liberal  foreign-policy  critique 
we've 

heard  from  a serious  presidential  contender  in  decades.  It  cuts  to  the 
heart 

of  traditional  Democratic  timidity.  "It's  time  to  reject  the  counsel 

that 

says 

the  American  people  would  rather  have  someone  who  is  strong  and  wrong 
than  someone  who  is  weak  and  right,"  Obama  said  in  a January  speech. 
"It's  time  to  say  that  we  are  the  party  that  is  going  to  be  strong  and 
right." 

(The  Democrat  who  counseled  that  Americans  wanted  someone  strong 
and  wrong,  not  weak  and  right?  That  was  Bill  Clinton  in  2002.) 

But  to  understand  what  Obama  is  proposing,  it's  important  to  ask:  What, 
exactly,  is  the  mind-set  that  led  to  the  war?  What  will  it  mean  to  end 
it? 

And  what  will  take  its  place? 

To  answer  these  questions,  I spoke  at  length  with  Obama's  foreign-policy 
brain  trust,  the  advisers  who  will  craft  and  implement  a new  global 
strategy 

if  he  wins  the  nomination  and  the  general  election.  They  envision  a 
doctrine 

that  first  ends  the  politics  of  fear  and  then  moves  beyond  a hollow, 
sloganeering  "democracy  promotion"  agenda  in  favor  of  "dignity 
promotion," 

to  fix  the  conditions  of  misery  that  breed  anti-Americanism  and  prevent 
liberty, 

justice,  and  prosperity  from  taking  root.  An  inextricable  part  of  that 
doctrine 

is  a relentless  and  thorough  destruction  of  al-Qaeda.  Is  this  hawkish? 

Is 

this 

dovish?  It's  both  and  neither  — an  overhaul  not  just  of  our  foreign 

policy 

but 

of  how  we  think  about  foreign  policy.  And  it  might  just  be  the  future  of 
American  global  leadership. 


When  considering  any  presidential  hopeful's  foreign-policy  promises, 
it's 

important  to  remember  that  what  candidates  say  is,  at  best,  an  imperfect 
guide  to  their  actions  in  office.  What  proves  to  be  a more  reliable 
indicator 

of  presidential  behavior  is  a candidate's  roster  of  advisers.  (If  the 
press 

had  paid  better  attention,  the  country  would  have  seen  through  Bush's 
pitch  about  a humble  foreign  policy  and  realized  that  many  of  his 
advisers, 

including  Paul  Wolfowitz  and  Richard  Perle,  were  conspiracy-minded 
warmongers.)  Obama's  foreign-policy  advisers  come  from  diverse 
backgrounds.  They  are  former  aides  to  Democratic  mandarins  like 
Tom  Daschle  and  Lee  Hamilton  (Denis  McDonough  and  Ben  Rhodes, 
respectively);  veterans  of  the  Clinton  administration's  left  flank  (Tony 
Lake 

and  Susan  Rice);  a human-rights  advocate  who  helped  write  the  Army's 
and  Marine  Corps'  much-lauded  counterinsurgency  field  manual 
(Sarah  Sewall);  a retired  general  who  helped  run  the  air  war  during  the 
invasion  of  Iraq  (Scott  Gration);  and  a former  journalist  who 
revolutionized 

the  study  of  U.S.  foreign  policy  (Samantha  Power).  Yet  they  form  a 
committed,  intellectually  coherent,  and  surprisingly  united 
foreign-affairs 

team.  (Shortly  before  this  piece  went  to  press,  Power  resigned  from  the 
campaign  after  making  an  intemperate  remark  to  a reporter.) 

They  also  share  a formative  experience  with  each  other  and  with  Obama. 
Each  opposed  the  Iraq  War  at  a time  when  doing  so  was  derided  by  their 
colleagues,  by  journalists,  and  by  the  foreign-policy  establishment. 

Each 

did  so  because  they  understood  that  the  invasion  and  occupation  ran 
counter  to  the  goal  of  destroying  al-Qaeda.  And  each  bore  the 
frustration 

of  endless  lectures  on  their  lack  of  so-called  seriousness  from  those 
who 

suffered  from  strategic  myopia. 

"There  is  a popular  notion  that  Democrats  have  to  try  to  appear  like 
Republicans  to  pass  some  test  on  national  security.  The  fact  that  that's 
still  the  case  after  Iraq  is  absurd,"  says  one  of  Obama's  closest 
advisers. 

"So  you  break  from  that  orthodoxy  and  say  'I  don't  care  if  the 
Republicans 

attack  me  because  I'm  willing  to  meet  with  the  leadership  in  Iran.  We 
haven't  for  25  years,  and  it's  not  gotten  us  anywhere.'" 


Most  of  the  members  of  Obama's  foreign-policy  team  expressed  frustration 
that  they  had  taken  a well-considered  and  seemingly  anodyne  position  on 
Iraq  and  suffered  for  it.  Obama  had  something  similar  happen  to  him  in 
the  spring  and  summer  of  2007.  He  was  attacked  from  the  left  and  the 
right  for  saying  three  things  that  should  not  have  been  controversial: 
that 

if  he  had  actionable  intelligence  on  the  whereabouts  of  al-Qaeda's 
leadership 

in  Pakistan  but  no  cooperation  from  the  Pakistani  government,  he  would 
take 

out  the  jihadists;  that  he  wouldn't  use  nuclear  weapons  on  terrorist 
training 

camps;  and  that  he  would  be  willing  to  meet  with  leaders  of  rogue  states 
in 

his  first  year  as  president.  "No  one  [of  Obama's  critics]  had  thought 
through 

the  policy  because  that  was  the  quote-unquote  nal_jA>.  and  weak  position, 
so  they  said  it  was  a bad  position  to  take,"  recalls  Ben  Rhodes,  the 
adviser 

who  writes  Obama's  foreign-policy  speeches.  "And  it  was  a seminal 
moment,  because  Obama  himself  said,  'No,  I'm  right  about  this!"' 

Instead  of  backing  down,  Obama  asked  his  foreign-policy  team  to 
double  down.  Rhodes  wrote  a speech  that  Obama  delivered  at  DePaul 
University  on  Oct.  2,  which  criticized  the  boundaries  of  acceptable 
discourse  set  by  the  same  establishment  that  backed  the  war.  "This 
election  is  about  ending  the  Iraq  War,  but  even  more  it's  about  moving 
beyond  it.  And  we're  not  going  to  be  safe  in  a world  of  unconventional 
threats  with  the  same  old  conventional  thinking  that  got  us  into  Iraq," 
Obama  said.  One  of  his  advisers,  recalling  the  fallout  from  Obama's 
comments  about  pursuing  al-Qaeda  in  Pakistan,  says,  "He  takes 
policy  positions  that  are  a break  from  both  rigid  orthodoxy  and  the 
Bush  administration.  And  everyone  says  it's  a gaffe!  That  just 
encapsulates  everything  that's  wrong  about  the  foreign-policy  debate 
in  Washington  and  in  Democratic  politics." 

The  Obama  foreign-policy  team  describes  it  as  "the  politics  of  fear," 
a phrase  most  advisers  used  unprompted  in  our  conversations.  "For 
a long  time  we've  not  seen  much  creative  thinking  from  Dems  on  national 
security,  because,  out  of  fear,  we  want  to  be  a little  different  from 
the 

Republicans  but  not  too  different,  out  of  fear  of  being  labeled  weak  or 
indecisive,"  another  top  adviser  says.  Identifying  that  fear  as  the 
accelerant 

of  the  Iraq  War  mind-set  is  the  first  step  to  a new  and  innovative 


foreign 

policy.  John  Kerry  was  not  able  to  argue  for  fundamental  change  in 
foreign 

policy  because  he  was  consumed  by  that  very  political  fear.  Obama's 
admonition  to  Democrats  is  much  like  Pope  John  Paul  II's  to  the  Gdansk 
shipyard  strikers  — first,  be  not  afraid. 

Like  Obama,  his  defense  advisers  have  supplemented  their  American 
views  with  the  perspectives  of  outsiders.  Gen.  Scott  Gration,  a retired 
Air  Force  jet  pilot,  says  hello  to  me  over  the  phone  in  Swahili.  He 
learned 

about  the  crushing  misery  of  the  world's  poor  by  growing  up  in  Congo, 
where  his  parents  were  missionaries.  After  the  violence  following 
Congolese  independence  in  1960,  Gration  had  an  experience  few 
Americans  ever  will:  He  became  a refugee.  "We  lost  everything  we 
owned,  and  what  we  took  with  us,  they  confiscated,"  he  remembers. 

Sarah  Sewall,  a Harvard  professor  and  another  of  Obama's  closest 
advisers, 

also  knows  about  stepping  outside  of  her  comfort  zone.  A longtime 
human-rights  advocate  with  the  disarmament  organization,  the  Council  for 
a Livable  World,  Sewall  found  herself  in  2005  and  2006  with  an  unlikely 
partner:  Gen.  David  Petraeus.  He  and  two  colleagues  were  rewriting  the 
Army  and  Marine  field  manual  for  counterinsurgency  and  wanted  Sewall's 
input  on  how  to  create  a more  just,  humane,  and  successful  doctrine.  For 
agreeing  to  help,  she  was  attacked  by  some  on  the  left.  "Should  a 
human-rights  center  at  the  nation's  most  prestigious  university  be 
collaborating  with  the  top  U.S.  general  in  Iraq  in  designing  the 
counterinsurgency  doctrine  behind  the  current  military  surge?" 

Tom  Hayden  wrote  online  in  The  Huffington  Post. 

Sewall's  involvement  may  have  lost  her  some  influence  within  the 
academic 

left,  but  she  has  become  a hero  to  the  military's  growing  circle  of 
counterinsurgency  theorist-practitioners.  "Her  impact  on  the  thinking 
about  the  war  and  the  conduct  of  the  wars  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan 
has  been  significant  and  not  without  cost,"  says  Army  Lt.  Col.  John 
Nagl,  one  of  the  counterinsurgency  community's  luminaries.  "She  has 
shown,  in  my  eyes,  great  moral  courage.  I think  Senator  Obama  is 
listening  to  someone  who  has  thought  long  and  hard  about  the  use 
of  force  and  who  understands  the  kinds  of  wars  we're  fighting  today." 

This  ability  to  see  the  world  from  different  perspectives  informs  what 
the  Obama  team  hopes  will  replace  the  Iraq  War  mind-set:  something 
they  call  dignity  promotion.  "I  don't  think  anyone  in  the  foreign-policy 
community  has  as  much  an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  dignity  as 


Obama  does,"  says  Samantha  Power,  a former  key  aide  and  author 
of  the  groundbreaking  study  of  U.S.  foreign  policy  and  genocide, 

A Problem  From  Hell.  "Dignity  is  a way  to  unite  a lot  of  different 
strands  [of  foreign-policy  thinking],"  she  says.  "If  you  start  with 
that, 

it  explains  why  it's  not  enough  to  spend  $3  billion  on  refugee  camps 
in  Darfur,  because  the  way  those  people  are  living  is  not  the  way  they 
want  to  live.  It's  not  a human  way  to  live.  It's  graceless  — an  affront 
to  your  sense  of  dignity." 

During  Bush's  second  term,  a strange  disconnect  has  arisen  in  liberal 
foreign-policy  circles  in  response  to  the  president's  so-called  "freedom 
agenda."  Some  liberals,  like  Matthew  Yglesias  in  his  book  Heads  In 
The  Sand,  note  the  insincerity  of  the  administration's  stated  goal  of 
exporting  democracy.  Bush,  they  observe,  only  targets  for 
democratization  countries  that  challenge  American  hegemony.  Other 
liberal  foreign-policy  types,  such  as  Thomas  Carothers  and  Marina 
Ottaway  of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace,  insist 
the  administration  is  sincere  but  too  focused  on  elections  without 
supporting  the  civil-society  institutions  that  sustain  democracy.  Still 
others,  like  Kenneth  Roth  of  Human  Rights  Watch,  contend  that  a 
focus  on  democracy  in  the  developing  world  without  privileging  the 
protection  of  civil  and  political  rights  is  a recipe  for  a dangerous 
illiberalism. 

What's  typically  neglected  in  these  arguments  is  the  simple  insight  that 
democracy  does  not  fill  stomachs,  alleviate  malaria,  or  protect 
neighborhoods  from  marauding  bands  of  militiamen.  Democracy,  in 
other  words,  is  valuable  to  people  insofar  as  it  allows  them  first  to 
meet 

their  basic  needs.  It  is  much  harder  to  provide  that  sense  of  dignity 
than 

to  hold  an  election  in  Baghdad  or  Gaza  and  declare  oneself  shocked 
when  illiberal  forces  triumph.  "Look  at  why  the  baddies  win  these 
elections,"  Power  says.  "It's  because  [populations  are]  living  in 
climates 

of  fear."  U.S.  policy,  she  continues,  should  be  "about  meeting  people 
where  they're  at.  Their  fears  of  going  hungry,  or  of  the  thug  on  the 
street.  That's  the  swamp  that  needs  draining.  If  we're  to  compete 
with  extremism,  we  have  to  be  able  to  provide  these  things  that 
we're  not  [providing]." 

This  is  why,  Obama's  advisers  argue,  national  security  depends  in 
large  part  on  dignity  promotion.  Without  it,  the  U.S.  will  never  be 
able  to  destroy  al-Qaeda.  Extremists  will  forever  be  able  to 
demagogue  conditions  of  misery,  making  continued  U.S.  involvement 


in  asymmetric  warfare  an  increasingly  counterproductive  exercise  — 
because  killing  one  terrorist  creates  five  more  in  his  place.  "It's 
about 

attacking  pools  of  potential  terrorism  around  the  globe,"  Gration  says. 
"Look  at  Africa,  with  900  million  people,  half  of  whom  are  under  18. 

I'm  concerned  that  unless  you  start  creating  jobs  and  livelihoods  we 
will  have  real  big  problems  on  our  hands  in  ten  to  fifteen  years." 

Obama  sees  this  as  more  than  a global  charity  program;  it  is  the  anvil 
against  which  he  can  bring  down  the  hammer  on  al-Qaeda.  "He  took 
many  of  the  [counterinsurgency]  principles  — the  paradoxes,  like  how 
sometimes  you're  less  secure  the  more  force  is  used  — and  looked  at 
it  from  a more  strategic  perspective,"  Sewall  says.  "His  policies  deal 
with  root  causes  but  do  not  misconstrue  root  causes  as  a simple  fix. 

He  recognizes  that  you  need  to  pursue  a parallel  anti-terrorism  [course] 
in  its  traditional  form  along  with  this  transformed  approach  to  foreign 
policy."  Not  for  nothing  has  Obama  received  private  advice  or  public 
support  from  experts  like  former  Clinton  and  Bush  counterterrorism 
advisers  Richard  Clarke  and  Rand  Beers,  and  John  Brennan,  the  first 
chief  of  the  National  Counterterrorism  Center. 

The  Obama  foreign- affairs  brain  trust  balks  at  the  suggestion  that  what 
it's  proposing  is  radical.  "He  said  we'd  take  out  al-Qaeda's  senior 
leadership  in  the  Pakistani  tribal  areas  if  Pakistan  will  not.  That's 
not, 

to  me,  a revolutionary  policy,"  Rhodes  says.  "Watching  him  get  attacked 
on  the  right  is  absurd.  You've  got  guys  who  argued  for  a massive 
invasion 

and  occupation  of  a country  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  9-11  criticizing 
him  for  advocating  the  use  of  highly  targeted  force  to  kill  Osama  bin 
Laden!" 

Rhodes  is  referring,  of  course,  to  John  McCain,  the  presumptive 
Republican  presidential  nominee,  who  recently  asked  of  Obama, 

"Will  we  risk  the  confused  leadership  of  an  inexperienced  candidate 
who  once  suggested  invading  our  ally,  Pakistan?"  It's  no  secret  that 
McCain,  a war  hero  who  is  to  the  right  of  Bush  when  it  comes  to 
Iraq,  hopes  to  make  this  a foreign-policy  election.  Conventional 
wisdom  holds  this  would  give  him  an  advantage  over  Obama. 

A Feb.  28  Pew  Research  Center  poll  found  43  percent  of 
respondents  believe  Obama  is  "not  tough  enough"  on  foreign  policy. 
Thirty-nine  percent  believe  Obama's  foreign  policy  is  "just  right," 
while  47  percent  say  the  same  of  McCain. 

Even  so,  Obama's  foreign-policy  advisers  are  thrilled  at  the  prospect 
of  facing  McCain.  Had  the  GOP  nomination  gone  to  Mitt  Romney  or 


Mike  Huckabee,  politicians  who  don't  particularly  care  about  foreign 
policy,  an  Obama  victory  would  not  provide  a mandate  for  the 
sweeping  foreign- affairs  overhaul  his  campaign  proposes.  November's 
election  could  be,  for  the  first  time  in  a very  long  time,  a choice 
between 

two  radically  different  visions  of  U.S.  global  engagement.  "We  want  to 
have  this  debate  with  John  McCain,"  a close  Obama  adviser  says. 

"[Obama]  will  offer  this  clear  contrast." 

Susan  Rice,  an  assistant  secretary  of  state  in  the  Clinton 
administration 

and  one  of  the  few  foreign-policy-establishment  luminaries  to  sign  on 
with  Obama,  explains  what's  at  stake:  "After  eight  years  of  George  Bush, 
when  the  next  president  puts  his  or  her  hand  on  the  Bible  to  be  sworn 
in, 

the  U.S.  is  going  to  get  one  brief  second  look  [from  the  world]  about 
whether  the  U.S.  truly  learned  to  change  from  its  past  mistakes,  recent 
and  historic,  and  whether  we're  again  the  kind  of  America  people  look 
to  lead  in  a constructive  fashion,  or  whether  we're  hopeless.  In  my 
opinion, 

they'll  look  at  McCain  and  decide  we're  trapped  in  our  old  mistakes." 

Of  course,  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  voters  might  look  at  an  Obama-Mc 
Cain  race.  "The  important  distinction  will  be,  does  Obama  come  across 
as  saying  he  wants  to  make  a break  with  the  foreign  policy  of  the  last 
seven 

years,  or  does  it  sound  like  he'll  take  foreign  policy  in  a 
fundamentally 

different  direction  than  that  of  the  last  twenty,  thirty,  fifty  years?" 

says 

Guy 

Molyneux,  a Democratic  pollster  with  Peter  D.  Hart  Associates. 

Americans  are  eager  to  put  the  Bush  doctrine  behind  them,  Molyneux  says, 
but  there's  a danger  that  voters  will  see  Obama  as  a "young  guy  who's 
less 

experienced  but  sounds  like  he's  taking  off  in  a new  direction." 

*** 

In  his  focus  on  the  importance  of  dignity  in  our  policy  toward  the 
developing  world,  Obama  sounds  quite  a bit  like  John  F.  Kennedy, 
who  knitted  together  an  argument  for  engagement  with  the  "non-aligned" 
world  and  began  the  tradition  of  development  assistance  as  a 
foreign-policy  goal.  However,  Kennedy's  basic  foreign  policy  continued 
along  the  Cold  War  lines  that  had  been  laid  down  during  the  Truman 
administration. 


Democratic  presidential  candidates  since  Kennedy  have  either 
downplayed  foreign  policy  or  simply  argued  for  more  competence  in 
its  execution,  with  two  major  exceptions:  George  McGovern  in  1972 
and  Jimmy  Carter  in  1976.  In  the  popular  imagination,  based  on  the 
"Come  home,  America"  line  from  his  nomination  acceptance  speech, 
McGovern  pivoted  from  a striking  critique  of  the  immorality  of  the 
Vietnam  War  to  an  indictment  of  U.S.  involvement  abroad.  But 
McGovern  purposefully  left  this  broad  criticism  out  of  most  of  his 
campaign.  "I  concentrated  on  Vietnam,"  McGovern  says  in  a phone 
interview,  "because  I thought  it  would  be  difficult  to  sell  a 
comprehensive 

rewriting  of  American  foreign  policy."  Carter  is  a more  ambiguous  case. 
In  the  wake  of  Watergate,  he  made  a full-spectrum  argument  against 
the  Washington  establishment.  Rethinking  foreign  policy  was  a part  of 
that,  and  his  aide  Hamilton  Jordan  remarked,  "If,  after  the 
inauguration, 

you  find  Cy  Vance  as  secretary  of  state  and  Zbigniew  Brzezinski  as 
head  of  national  security,  then  I would  say  we  failed."  Both  men,  of 
course,  received  precisely  those  posts. 

Obama  is  doing  something  braver  with  foreign  policy  than  McGovern 
or  Carter.  Much,  of  course,  could  go  wrong.  Right-wing  demagogues 
are  already  implying  Obama  is  a Muslim  terrorist.  Conservatives  are 
using  Obama's  argument  about  the  inextricability  of  international 
prosperity  and  U.S.  national  security  to  portray  him  as  a "post- American 
globalist."  Jewish  right-wingers  in  the  U.S.  have  begun  a smear  campaign 
not  just  about  Obama,  but  also  about  Power,  as  writers  for  Commentary 
and  National  Review  have  baselessly  implied  that  she  is  an  anti-Semite. 
Expect  more  of  this  for  the  duration  of  the  primary  season,  and,  if 
Obama 
wins,  beyond. 

If  he  wins  in  the  general  election,  he  will  face  a crush  of 
foreign-policy 

problems  so  enormous  that  they  risk  overwhelming  even  the  most 
competent,  experienced  national- security  team.  Iraq  is,  of  course,  a 
nightmare,  and  al-Qaeda  is  not  just  sitting  still  in  its  Pakistani  safe 
haven. 

To  propose  rebooting  U.S.  foreign  policy  now  is,  to  say  the  least, 
ambitious.  Many  military  leaders  consider  Obama  an  unknown  quantity. 
At  a recent  talk,  Washington  Post  correspondent  Thomas  Ricks  said  that 
officers  and  soldiers  serving  in  Iraq  thought  that  McCain  and  Clinton 
would  both  pursue  a foreign-policy  commensurate  with  Bush's,  but 
Obama  left  them  puzzled.  Once  in  office,  Obama  might  feel  compelled 
to  turn  his  back  on  the  critique  he  makes  on  the  trail. 


But  while  the  doubts  about  Obama  contain  fair  points,  they  also,  to  a 
certain  degree,  reflect  a triumph  of  the  Iraq  War  mind-set.  Why  not 
demand  the  destruction  of  al-Qaeda?  Why  not  pursue  the  enlightened 
global  leadership  promised  by  liberal  internationalism?  Why  not  abandon 
fear?  What  is  it  we  have  to  fear,  exactly? 

"He  goes  back  to  Roosevelt,"  Power  says.  "Freedom  from  fear  and 
freedom  from  want.  What  if  we  actually  offered  that?  What  if  we 
delivered  that  in  the  developing  world?  That  would  be  a transformative 
agenda  for  us."  The  end  of  the  Iraq  War  mind-set,  it  turns  out,  may  be 
the  beginning  of  America's  reacquaintance  with  its  best  traditions.

White  former  farmers  threaten  blacks  with  eviction 
Herald  Reporters 


AN  increasing  number  of  white  former  commercial  farmers  are 


reportedly 

threatening  resettled  black  farmers  throughout  the  country  with  eviction 
from 

their  farms  or  face  the  wrath  of  an  anticipated  "incoming  MDC 
government". 

In  Chiredzi,  white  former  sugarcane  farmers  and  conservancy  operators 
have  reportedly  returned  in  their  droves,  threatening  to  repossess  their 
plots  in  anticipation  of  an  MDC  victory.  This  has  raised  fears  and 
apprehension  among  a host  of  newly-resettled  farmers  who  benefited 
under  the  Zanu-PF  Government's  land  reform  programme. 

Some  of  the  sugarcane  farmers  who  spoke  to  The  Herald  yesterday 
expressed  concern  over  incidents  of  white  former  farmers  in  Mkwasine, 
Hippo  Valley  and  Triangle  who  were  threatening  to  return  to  plots 
they  previously  owned. 

The  newly-resettled  farmers  said  the  white  former  farmers  were 
allegedly  camped  at  Malilangwe  Conservancy  on  the  outskirts  of 
Chiredzi  town  where  they  have  been  staying  since  the  run-up  to 
harmonised  elections. 

Zimbabwe  Sugar  Milling  Industry  Workers'  Union  secretary-general 
Cde  Admore  Hwarare  last  night  warned  the  white  former  farmers 
against  any  attempts  to  repossess  land  in  Chiredzi,  saying  that  such 
moves  would  be  fiercely  resisted. 

"Let  no  one  fool  himself  or  herself  that  they  can  repossess  land  in 
Chiredzi  because  we  are  going  to  resist  that.  The  land  was  allocated 
to  us  by  the  Government  and  we  have  got  security  forces  who  are 
prepared  to  defend  the  right  to  our  land. 

"Let  it  be  known  that  there  is  nothing  like  that  going  to  happen  in  the 
Lowveld  as  we  are  prepared  to  defend  ourselves,"  said  Cde  Hwarare. 

White  former  commercial  farmers  in  the  Lowveld  have  been  resisting 
the  land  reform  programme  where  they  had  maintained  a stranglehold 
in  the  multi-billion-  dollar  sugar  industry. 

In  Mashonaland  East,  the  Morgan  Tsvangirai-led  MDC  faction's 
proposed  Agriculture  Minister  and  newly-elected  House  of 
Assembly  representative  for  Marondera  Central,  Mr  Ian  Kay, 
reportedly  told  workers  at  his  former  Chipesa  Farm  that  he 
would  soon  be  repossessing  the  farm  that  was  acquired  by  the 
State  at  the  height  of  the  Land  Reform  Programme. 

While  Mr  Kay  could  not  be  reached  for  comment  yesterday,  workers 


at  the  farm  said  that  he  had  told  them  that  he  would  be  demanding  to 
be  paid  rent  for  the  past  seven  years  since  his  eviction  from  the  property. 

Yesterday  morning,  a rifle- wielding  Mr  Thomas  Beattie  is  said  to 
have  gone  to  Cde  Bright  Matonga's  farm  in  Chegutu  with  a gang 
of  five  or  six  men  and  told  workers  that  he  would  soon  be 
"reclaiming  his  land". 

Mr  Beattie  only  left  when  farm  workers  organised  themselves  and 
made  it  clear  that  they  would  not  tolerate  his  presence  on  the 
property. 

Cde  Matonga,  a ruling  Zanu-PF  MP  and  Deputy  Minister  of 
Information  and  Publicity  in  the  last  Cabinet,  confirmed  the  incident. 

Reports  of  white  former  commercial  farmers  threatening  new  owners 
with  eviction  started  emerging  early  this  week  following  reports  that  the 
MDC  was  likely  to  win  the  harmonised  elections. 

Such  cases  have  been  reported  at  Paarl,  Impofu  and  Bougainvillea 
farms  in  Mashonaland  West  as  well  as  in  Norton  where  the  former 
farmers  were  seen  taking  pictures  at  various  farms. 

Speaking  at  a Press  briefing  yesterday,  Zimbabwe  National  Liberation 
War  Veterans'  Association  chairman  Cde  Jabulani  Sibanda  said:  "We 
have  received  reports  from  villages  and  farms  that  there  are  white  former 
farmers  moving  around  the  country  threatening  to  invade  the  farms. 

"This  is  a second  invasion  after  the  first  one  in  1890  (but)  then  the 
whites  had  some  guns  and  we  only  had  spears. 

"If  these  elections  result  in  an  invasion  of  the  country  instead  of  a fight 
for  parliamentary  seats,  then  these  people  must  know  that  there  are 
other  freedoms  outside  democracy,"  he  said. 

Cde  Sibanda  said  Zimbabweans  had  a right  to  their  land,  minerals, 
natural  resources  and  if  need  be  their  freedom  to  choose  their  leaders. 

"Under  these  conditions,  we  do  order  those  involved  in  sanctions, 
supporting  and  funding  the  invasion  of  our  land  to  know  that  we  have 
the  capacity,  strength  and,  far  and  foremost,  willingness  and 
determination  to  defend  our  revolution  and  sovereignty,  " he  said. 

The  war  veterans'  leader  said  although  Zimbabwe  had  had  free,  fair 
and  credible  elections,  the  process  was  done  under  the  pressure  of 
sanctions  to  reverse  the  gains  of  independence. 


"The  West  has  organised  and  imposed  illegal  sanctions  against 
Zimbabwe  and  we  want  to  tell  people  to  ignore  activities  of  Europe 
in  supporting  the  opposition  and  employing  sanctions  to  weaken 
the  party,  Government  and  revolution,"  he  said. 

"Our  country  was  taken  away  in  1890,  we  fought  a protracted  struggle 
to  recover  it  and  the  process  is  still  on.  We  gained  political  independence 
in  1980,  got  our  land  after  2000,  but  we  have  not  yet  reclaimed  our 
minerals  and  natural  resources. 

"The  fight  for  freedom  is  still  on  until  everything  is  recovered  for  our 
people." 

Cde  Sibanda  said  the  war  veterans  are  still  solidly  behind  President 
Mugabe. 

"This  is  a battle  between  revolutionaries  and  counter-revolutiona  ries, 
Zimbabwean  people  represented  by  President  Mugabe  and  foreign 
interests  through  the  MDC  and  we  will  continue  supporting  him,"  he 
said.

If  I may  break  in.  I was  a student  at  London  University  at  the  time  of  the  Lancaster  House 
Confrence,  which  were  Britain's  pre-independence  negotiantions,  involving  Joshua  Nkomo, 
Mugabe  and  the  various  parties.  Lord  Carrington  was  the  head  of  the  British  side,  Secretary  of 
State  for  foreign  and  Commonwealth  affairs,  and  Margaret  Thatcher  was  the  Conservative  Prime 


Minister  of  Britain  at  the  time.  Carrigton  did  not  comprehensively  address  the  land  issue  at  the 
time  and  this  is  a cornerstone  of  the  modern  problem.  Britain  made  a promise  to  deal  financially 
with  the  land  issue  by  way  of  paid  compensation  to  the  farmers.  There  was  also  an  element  of 
not  raising  the  issue  for  a decade  and  the  constituion  as  designed  would  remain  in  place  for  a 
specified  period.  At  the  time,  also  recall  that  the  struggle  against  Apartheid  and  the  support  of  the 
front  line  states,  Zimbabwe  included,  played  into  the  equation.  I got  some  direct  insight  into  the 
situation  a couple  years  ago  when  a college  friend  of  mine,  who  went  to  South  Africa  to 
supervise  South  Africans  in  higher  education,  also  visited  Zimbabwe  and  he,  a black  person, 
made  certain  observations  that  I respect  as  true.  So,  fast  forward  to  today's  situation  and  how  I 
see  it:- 

1 . Britain  did  not  act  honourably  in  keeping  its  side  of  the  independence  bargain  about  settling 
the  land  issue. 

2.  Mugabe  has  a point,  but  dirty  politics  creeps  in.  My  friend's  observation  was  that  the  whites 
had  been  effective  commercial  farmers.  The  taking  of  the  land  by  Mugabe  was  not  merely  a 
historical  redress  of  returning  the  land  to  the  Africans.  He  described  to  me  seeing  a few  of  these 
massive  farms  and  described  first  hand  how  some  western  trained  urban  political  supporters  were 
given  the  farms  as  very  large  tracts  of  land  and  at  points  peasants  were  given  some  land. 

Consider  a scenario  of  a political  supporter  being  in  charge  of  the  farm,  but  himself  not  being  a 
farmer.  Add  to  that  fact  external  western  hostility,  but  do  not  leave  out  internal  cronyism,  and 
then  view  the  consequential  non-productivity  of  the  farms.  This  point,  I believe,  describes  the 
reality  on  the  ground  today. 

3.  While  external  western  pressure  on  Mugabe  is  a factor  in  Zimbabewe's  current  crisis,  at 
certain  points  Mugabe  has  played  politics  in  a way  that  a)  did  not  set  the  scene  for  continued 
agricultural  productivity  b)  genuine  land  re-distribution  to  Africans  untainted  by  political 
favourtism  and  c)  pursuit  of  non-tribal  inclusiveness  among  Africans  in  Zimbabwe. 

The  end  game  is  that  a large  section  of  Zimbabweans  are  faced  with  hyper-inflation,  non- 
productivity on  huge  farms  that  should  be  the  bread-basket  for  Southern  Africa  and  policies 
under  Mugabe  that  are  not  now  either  politically  or  economically  viable. 

In  conclusion,  clearly  viable  policies  that  empower  the  majority  black  polulation,  keep  the  farms 
productive,  and  work  within  a political  framework  where  the  voice  and  wishes  of  the  people  can 
be  seen  to  be  respected  without  violence  and  intimidation  must  be  the  challenge  for  whoever 
comes  out  victor  in  the  current  Zimbabwean  elections. 

Merely  rushing  to  judgment  that  Mugabe  is  all  wrong  and  that  the  ways  in  which  the  farms  were 
dealt  with  reposes  all  blame  on  the  external  forces,  misses  a lot  of  the  truth  that  reside  in  the 
details  of  the  dynamics  that  did  in  fact  start  historically  with  Cecil  Rhodes  conquest  of  the  land 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whites.  But,  today  the  reality  of  the  land  having  to  remain  productive  for  the 
empowerment  of  all  Zimbabweans  is  an  economic  reality  that  cannot  be  ignored. 

I trust  that  I have  been  balanced,  realistic  and  fair  in  all  that  I have  said  in  reply.

They  should  have  some  requirements  before  turning  land  over  to  new

with  experience  at  farming  or  suitable  education  can  be  put  on  a fast 
track  for  land  redistribution. 

Someone  living  in  a slum  with  no  farming  experience  and  education  just 
can't  be  given  important  farm  land  without  preparation.  In  many  cases 
that  may  end  up  in  what  was  once  productive  land  becoming 
non-productive  or  even  in  the  land  getting  damaged  soil-wise.  The 
government  should  also  provide  support  and  guidelines  for  new  farmers 
once  they  get  their  land. 

Land  distribution  though  in  the  short  run  is  highly  unlikely  to 
compete  with  corporate  farming.  On  the  other  hand,  better 
distribution  of  wealth  is  important  for  the  consumer-based  economy. 

South  Africa  is  facing  the  same  problem  with  very  slow  land 
redistribution.  Obviously  it  doesn't  pay  to  just  destroy  productive 
white-owned  farms,  but  moving  to  slow  popular  dissent.

Does  the  adoption  of  the  name  necessarily  mean  that  the  city  had  to  be  a colony  of  the  Egyptians 
or  Greeks?  Or  could  it  have  been  founded  by  initiates  in  the  Egyptian  system? 

From  my  limited  understanding  of  this  subject  Herakleopolis  is  the  city  in  which  Harsaphes  was 
the  primary  deity  (20th  Nome  of  Upper  Egypt): 

Behold,  his  majesty  commanded  to  dispatch  me  to  Hammamat,  to  bring  a 
monument,  which  his  majesty  commanded  to  make  for  Harsaphes  (Hr-S.f),  lord  of 
Heracleopolis 

J.  H.  Breasted,  Reign  of  Senus ret  III 
Ancient  Records  of  Egypt,  Part  One,  675 


And  he  was  the  lord  of  Heliopolis  as  well: 
a chapel  presented  before  Harsaphes,  lord  of  Heliopolis 


J.  H.  Breasted,  Reign  of  Osorkon  I 
Ancient  Records  of  Egypt,  Part  Four,  733 


As  far  as  Herakles  being  an  import  into  Egypt  from  Mesopotamia,  I don't  think  so.  To  me  it 
looks  like  a play  on  Het-Heru.  Herakles  means  "glory  of  Hera."  Hera  was  the  wife/sister  of  Zeus. 
The  reason  I say  it  may  be  a play  on  Heru/het-heru  is  because  the  cow  is  sacred  to  her.  Both 
HeRa  and  HeRu  have  similar  phonetics  and  the  cognates  match  (cvcv)  - /hr/.  HeRa  is  possibly 
connected  with  "hora"  (season).  HeRa  was  the  Greek  goddess  of  marriage. 

Another  way  of  saying  season  is  saying  "time"  and  we  know  HeRu  on  some  level  represents 
time.  This  is  a stretch,  but  HeRa  could  also  be  a metaphor  in  a cosmological  myth  only 
understood  by  initiates  to  represent  the  right  time  to  plant.  As  marriage  in  old  times  (like  in  the 
Biblical  days)  came  about  when  you  had  sex.  Sex  is  used  metaphorically  in  farming:  this  is  why 
we  call  it  "husbandry." 

So  if  she  is  the  goddess  of  marriage,  then  possibly  for  initiates,  she  is  the  goddess  of  knowing 
when  to  plant  certain  crops  as  she  could  possibly  be  connected  to  seasons  (hora). 

Remember  also  that  she  was  the  deity  of  the  following  7 places:  Thebes,  Heliopolis, 
Aphroditopolis,  Sinai,  Momemphis,  Herakleopolis,  and  Reset.  So  this  is  why  I think  that  it  is 
not  an  import,  but  a corruption  of  Het-Heru.

THE  QUESTIONS:  Rephrasing  the  questions:  1)  Is  Herakleopolis  in  Egypt  an  eponym  of 
Herakles?  2)  If  Herakleopolis  is  an  eponym  of  Herakles,  did  Egypt  inherit  the  god  and 
myth  from  Mesopotamia  or  vice  versa?  3)  would  Herculaneum  in  Italy  have  been  colonized 
from  Egypt  and  or  colonized  from  Greece  ? and  4)  Why  would  it  be  said  that  Herakleopolis 
is  named  from  Harsaphes  if  its  name  is  derived  from  Herakles  (if  it  is  derived  from 
Herakles?).

Someone  living  in  a slum  with  no  farming  experience  and  education  just 
can't  be  given  important  farm  land  without  preparation.  In  many  cases 
that  may  end  up  in  what  was  once  productive  land  becoming 
non-productive  or  even  in  the  land  getting  damaged  soil- wise.  The 
government  should  also  provide  support  and  guidelines  for  new  farmers 
once  they  get  their  land. 

Land  distribution  though  in  the  short  run  is  highly  unlikely  to 
compete  with  corporate  farming.  On  the  other  hand,  better 
distribution  of  wealth  is  important  for  the  consumer-based  economy. 

South  Africa  is  facing  the  same  problem  with  very  slow  land 
redistribution.  Obviously  it  doesn't  pay  to  just  destroy  productive 
white-owned  farms,  but  moving  to  slow  popular  dissent.

Our  great  grandfathers  called  it  Ta-Seti,  Land  of  the  Bow.  They 
were  referring  to  the  area  south  of  the  First  Cataract  at  Aswan,  and 
the  reason  behind  the  name  was  the  unparalleled  skill  its 
inhabitants  demonstrated  when  using  the  bow  as  a method  of  arm. 
Those  excellent  bowmen  were  actually  the  Kushites. 

At  first,  Egyptians,  as  back  as  the  First  Dynasty,  would  send 
expeditions  to  the  area  in  pursuit  of  slaves  as  well  as  the 
exploration  of  new  sites  where  copper  and  gold  could  be  mined. 
Egyptian  influence  grew  and  by  the  Middle  Kingdom,  a series  of 
strongholds  and  fortresses  controlled  the  Nile  at  the  Second 


the  Northern  Cemetery  in 
Meroe,  where  more  than  30 
pyramids  are  in  site 


Cataract.  Their  influence  over  the  area  grew  further  through  the  New  Kingdom;  Pharaoh 
Tuthmoses  III  marched  as  far  south  as  the  Fifth  Cataract.  But  change  is  a question  of  time,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  New  Kingdom,  Kush  began  to  rise. 

Historians  have  universally  agreed  that  King  Alara  unified  Upper  Nubia  around  780  BC, 
declaring  Napata  (near  Jabal  Barrkal,  Karima,  North  Sudan)  the  capital.  The  job  was  completed 
by  his  successor  King  Kashata  when  Lower  Nubia  joined  the  crown.  Nubia  had  been  united  and 
Kashata  claimed  for  himself  the  title  Pharaoh.  But  that  was  not  the  end  of  it;  following  suit  was 
Pharaoh  Piye,  better  known  in  history  as  Pharaoh  Piankhy,  conqueror  of  Thebes  and  founder  of 
Egypt's  25th  Dynasty,  the  dynasty  of  the  Black  Pharaohs. 

Lasting  for  a little  less  than  100  years,  the  25th  Dynasty  had  five  Pharaohs  claiming  the  throne, 
the  most  famous  being  Pharaoh  Taharqa.  Leaving  numerous  monuments  both  in  Egypt  and 
Sudan,  one  of  his  most  famous  deeds  was  the  restoration  and  building  efforts  in  Karnak  Temple, 
notes  the  Lirst  Court  of  Amun.  Being  the  heroic  war  veteran  he  was,  the  Kushite  Kingdom 
expanded  as  far  as  the  borders  of  Libya  and  Palestine.  Unfortunately  for  him,  the  Assyrians  were 
rising  exponentially  and  in  no  time  they  stormed  Egypt,  forcing  Taharqa  to  flee  Thebes  and  seek 
shelter  in  Napata. 

The  period  that  followed  was  draped  in  a shroud  of  mystery,  up  until  the  third  century  BC  when 
King  Arkamani  moved  the  capital  from  Napata  further  south  to  Meroe  (midway  between 
Khartoum  and  Atbara).  History  has  taught  us  that  behind  each  move  there  is  a story  and  this  one 
is  no  different.  Kushite  holy  priests  used  to  hold  unlimited  power,  to  the  extent  that  they  were 
authoritative  enough  to  declare,  through  claimed  divine  intervention,  that  the  king's  reign  should 
come  to  an  end  and  he  would  have  to  take  his  own  life,  a practice  better  known  as  Ritual  Death. 
When  they  approached  King  Arkamani  with  such  a story,  the  king  simply  killed  them,  banned 
the  ritual  and  moved  the  capital.  The  transfer  of  the  Kushite  Kingdom's  capital  indicates  a move 
from  the  dependency  on  Egypt  as  a base  for  culture  and  a step  towards  being  a more  indigenous 
civilisation.  It  also  paved  the  way  for  the  introduction  of  worshipping  local  deities  as  opposed  to 
adapting  Egyptian  ones.  Later  in  history,  local  god  Apedemak  was  moved  up  the  scale  to  an 
equal  level  with  Amun  and  the  use  of  hieroglyphics  as  a functional  language  was  abandoned,  to 
be  replaced  with  Meroitic  script.  Whether  the  move  to  Meroe  could  be  seen  as  the  birth  of  the 
new  Kingdom  of  Meroe  or  rather  an  extension  under  the  flag  "Meroitic  Period  of  the  Kushite 
Kingdom"  is  widely  debated. 

Flourishing  for  six  centuries  to  follow,  the  third  century  AD  marked  the  beginning  of  the  decline. 
The  Romans,  who  were  in  control  of  Egypt  at  the  time,  were  also  declining  and  that 
automatically  translated  in  downsized  trade  between  the  two  kingdoms,  an  element  that 
backboned  the  Kushite  economy.  On  the  other  side,  southeast  of  Meroe,  the  Kingdom  of  Aksum, 
modem-day  Ethiopia,  was  growing  in  power.  In  350  AD,  Auxmite  King  Ezna  dealt  the  final 
blow  to  his  neighbours,  capturing  Meroe.  The  Kushite  Civilisation  will  eternally  rest  in  peace. 

A number  of  major  sites  dot  the  Sudanese  map  of  great  Kushite  and  Meroitic  archaeological 
sites.  Following  the  tarmac  road  that  connects  Khartoum  to  Atbara,  one  drives  for  no  more  than 
two  or  three  hours  before  reaching  Musawwarat  Es  Sufra.  Musawwarat  is  an  Arabic  word  that 
translates  to  depictions.  Es  Sufra  begs  two  theories  behind  the  naming.  One  school  of  thought 


believes  it  is  an  adaptation  of  Es  Safra  The  Yellow  as  most  of  the  remaining  ruins  are  actually 
yellowish  in  colour.  Alternatively,  Es  Sufra  means  The  Dinning  Table , an  association  to  a table- 
like mountain  located  at  a short  distance.  Regardless  of  the  naming  and  its  origin,  Musawwarat 
Es  Sufra  is  the  largest  temple  complex  dating  back  to  the  Meroitic  Period.  It  consists  of  two  main 
parts  — the  Great  Enclosure  and  the  Lion  Temple.  The  Great  Enclosure  is  a vast  structure 
consisting  of  low  walls,  a colonnade,  two  reservoirs  and  two  inclined  long  ramps.  The  purpose 
this  enclosure  had  served  is  vague,  with  a handful  of  theories  on  the  table.  One  proposes  that  it 
had  been  an  elephant  training  camp.  In  addition  to  the  two  ramps  that  might  have  been  used  for 
the  big  animals  to  go  up  and  down,  and  also  in  addition  to  the  elephants'  statues  that  can  be 
found  in  the  vicinity,  the  greatest  collection  of  elephant  carvings  I have  seen  in  Sudan  is  in  the 
Great  Complex.  On  the  other  hand,  the  nearby  Lion  Temple  might  have  been  a place  of 
pilgrimage  and  pilgrims  used  to  be  housed  in  the  Great  Complex.  This  is  backed  by  ancient 
graffiti  and  carvings  depicting  Apedemak.  A human  body  with  a lion  head,  Apedemak  was  the 
most  widely  worshipped  local  deity  throughout  the  entire  Kushite  Kingdom.  Built  by  King 
Amekhamani  around  230  BC,  the  Lion  Temple  in  Musawwarat  Es  Sufra  is  one  of  the  most  well 
preserved  sites  in  Sudan.  It  was  elegantly  restored  by  the  Humboldt  University  in  Berlin  in  the 
1960s. 

The  other  well  preserved  lion  temple  in  Sudan  is  located  at  Naqa,  and  it  is  the  most  beautiful, 
eccentric  and  unique  temple  I have  ever  seen  in  my  travels.  The  distinctively  brown  in  colour 
temple  was  built  by  King  Natakamani.  Known  for  his  passion  for  arts,  Natakamani  left  a number 
of  buildings  and  temples.  The  front  of  this  Lion  Temple  depicts  the  king  and  his  wife  Amanitore 
in  separate  scenes,  holding  their  enemies  by  the  hair  while  ready  to  deal  a crushing  blow.  On  the 
sides  there  are  carvings  of  the  royal  couple  in  front  of  a group  of  deities,  headed  by  Apedemak 
and  followed  by  a number  of  Egyptian  ones.  One  of  the  unique  attributes  of  this  temple  is  the 
depiction  on  the  temple's  pylon.  It  pictures  Apedemak  in  rare  form,  still  a human  body  with  a 
lion  head,  yet  his  lower  torso  is  pictured  as  a snake  emerging  from  a lotus  flower.  Indeed  the 
bases  for  Kushite  architecture  style  have  been  affected  by  Egyptian  civilisation,  but  since  the 
sunset  of  the  25th  Dynasty  and  later  the  move  from  Napata  to  Meroe,  Kushite  iconography  has 
been  significantly  influenced  by  indigenous  factors.  Take  the  example  of  Queen  Amanitore, 
where  her  African  features  are  very  clear  — broad  shoulders,  round  head  and  apparently  chunky 
body.  To  the  contrary  of  their  northern  neighbours,  the  queen  in  her  victory  relief  appears  to  be 
the  same  size  as  King  Natakamani,  a breakaway  from  the  Egyptian  style  and  speculation  that  the 
king  and  queen  might  have  played  equal  roles.  At  the  rear  wall  of  the  temple  there  is  a relief  of 
Apedemak  picturing  him  in  the  centre  while  receiving  offerings  from  the  king  and  queen  on 
either  side.  He  appears  triple  headed  and  double  armed.  When  you  see  it,  the  Indian  goddess 
Shiva  would  probably  be  the  first  thing  that  comes  to  mind.  Have  the  Kushites  been  influenced 
by  far  away  India?  May  be,  though  history  states  that  commercial  ties  between  the  two  nations 
through  the  Red  Sea  Port  of  Adulis  (near  Massawa  in  Eritrea)  have  never  been  concretely 
confirmed. 

Right  next  to  the  Lion  Temple  is  an  unidentified  edifice  known  as  the  Kiosk,  reflecting  an 
amalgam  of  different  cultures.  Kushite,  Egyptian,  along  with  Roman,  have  all  left  a distinctive 
mark  on  its  architecture.  A stroll  away  from  the  Lion  Temple  is  another  temple  built  by  King 
Natakamani,  this  time  dedicated  to  the  Egyptian  god  Amun.  As  you  might  have  noticed,  most  of 
the  Kushite  kings'  names  end  with  the  syllable  "amani"  while  the  majority  of  the  queens'  start 


with  it.  "Amani"  is  a linguistic  derivative  from  Amun,  an  indication  of  how  widely  the  Egyptian 
deity  was  respected  and  worshipped  in  Kush.  Built  in  the  last  century  AD,  the  Temple  of  Amun 
in  Naqa  follows  the  same  overall  structure  of  other  Amun  temples,  mainly  Jabal  Barrkal  in 
Sudan  and  Kamak  in  Egypt.  The  carving  of  the  rams  in  Sudan  has  a distinct  style  when 
compared  to  those  in  Karnak. 

They  loom  from  a distance,  a congregation  of  pyramids  on  both  sides  of  the  road,  a living  history 
that  bears  witness  to  the  greatness  of  the  Kushite  Civilisation;  these  are  the  Pyramids  of  Meroe, 
made  up  of  three  groups  — western,  southern  and  northern.  The  northern  is  the  best  preserved, 
containing  more  than  30  pyramids.  Though  inspirationally  Egyptian,  there  are  differences.  The 
Pyramids  of  Meroe  are  much  smaller  in  size  when  compared  to  those  in  Giza,  with  the  largest 
being  just  under  30  metres  in  height.  Another  difference  is  the  location  of  the  tomb.  Contrary  to 
the  Egyptian  style,  the  Kushites  had  their  deceased  buried  in  tombs  underneath  the  pyramid,  not 
inside  it,  with  the  majority  of  the  pyramids  having  a funerary  chamber  in  front  and  facing 
eastward.  After  the  first  few  minutes  you  spend  in  Meroe  you  notice  that  most  of  the  pyramids 
have  a chopped-off  top,  and  that  has  a story.  An  Italian  treasure  hunter  by  the  name  of  Guiseppe 
Ferlini  was  convinced  there  was  gold.  So  in  1834  and  after  concurrence  of  the  ruling  Turco- 
Egyptians,  he  started  the  shameful  destruction.  To  the  surprise  of  everybody,  including 
historians,  he  hit  the  jackpot,  striking  gold  in  his  first  attempt  at  Pyramid  Six,  that  of  Queen 
Amani shakheto.  That  encouraged  him  to  go  further  with  the  mayhem.  But  it  yielded  no  gold;  just 
smashed  pyramids  and  an  ugly  mark  in  the  book  of  history. 

Another  very  important  site  is  that  of  Jabal  Barkkal,  where  Egyptian  Pharaoh  Tuthmoses  III  built 
the  first  Temple  of  Amun  in  Sudan  around  the  15th  century  BC.  It  was  later  expanded  by  the 
prominent  Ramses  II,  turning  the  site  into  a major  centre  for  the  cult  of  Amun.  Right  next  to  it  is 
another  monument,  the  Temple  of  Mut.  Built  to  the  order  of  Taharqa,  and  dedicated  to  Mut,  the 
Egyptian  Sky  goddess  and  bride  of  Amun,  the  temple  is  engraved  into  Jabal  Barkkal  itself.  Very 
interesting  scenery  is  that  of  the  two  temples  from  the  top  of  the  mountain.  Make  sure  to  do  the 
easy  climb  in  the  morning  so  you  have  the  light  at  the  right  angle  for  your  souvenir  photograph. 
Also  on  the  western  side  of  Jabal  Barkkal  lies  a small  royal  cemetery  of  20  pyramids  at  the 
mountain's  foot.  For  a period  of  time,  Kushites  would  bury  their  royals  at  Napata  before  shifting 
to  Meroe. 

Not  far  from  Jabbal  Barkkal  there  are  two  more  sites  worth  visiting.  The  Pyramids  of  Nuri  where 
Taharqa  is  buried  in  the  largest  of  its  pyramids.  When  it  was  excavated  in  1917  archaeologist 
George  Reisner  uncovered  a cache  of  over  1,000  small  statues  of  the  late  king.  Finally  a visit  to 
the  Tombs  of  Al-Kurru  is  a must-do  before  wrapping  up  your  visit  to  the  land  of  the  Black 
Pharaohs.  Only  two  tombs  are  opened  to  visitors,  that  of  King  Tanwetamani,  Taharqa's  successor 
and  nephew,  and  that  of  Tanwetamani's  mother  Qalhata.  Both  include  fabulous  paintings  that 
enjoy  a great  level  of  preservation. 

The  sites  listed  are  the  crSJ  de  la  cr|§  of  what  Sudan  elusively  engulfs.  They  are  the  major  sites, 
but  with  tourism  in  Sudan  still  in  its  infancy,  don't  be  surprised  to  see  a handful  of  visitors  at  the 
Pyramids  of  Meroe  or  perhaps  you  may  end  up  being  the  only  visitor  in  the  Tombs  of  Al-Kurru. 
Sudan's  tourism  potential  is  also  impacted  by  a lack  of  infrastructure.  To  give  you  an  idea,  in  the 
entire  Northern  State,  there  is  only  one  bridge  crossing  the  Nile,  that  which  was  recently 


constructed  in  Karima.  Alternately,  one  is  left  with  no  option  but  to  cross  by  ferry.  It  is  virgin,  it 
is  amazing,  it  is  rich  in  history,  its  people  are  one  of  the  most  hospitable  on  earth,  it  is  laidback 
and  relaxing,  it  has  a massively  huge  potential  for  growth.  It  is  that  incredible  giant  to  be 
discovered...  The  Sudan.

I have  had  a fair  amount  of  success  by  posting  at  the  website  using  Rich-Text  (beta)  option  in  the  Post  mode. 
However,  the  point  you  bring  up  concerning  artistic  protocol  is  an  issue  I have  been  thinking  about  for  a while. 

I recall  seeing  some  time  back  a photo  of  an  Egyptian  artist's  pallette  or  sketch  board  (it  was  on  this  forum,  I 
believe).  Much  has  been  stated  in  writings  about  Egyptian  art  and  artistic  representation  that  the  iconography  that  we 
see  left  by  the  artists  is  not  a true  likeness  of  said  pharoah  or  queen.  My  feeling  is  that  this  likely  has  some  validity. 
However,  I believe  this  is  due  to  the  Kemetans  artistic  or  scientific  adherence  to  balance  and  form.  The  sketch  pad 
mentioned  was  divided  into  geometric  sections  upon  which  the  artist  would  draw  the  image.  The  consequence  of 
this  practice  would  ultimately  produce  an  image  rather  perfectly  proportioned  - according  to  the  science  of  geometry 
- shall  we  say. 

This,  to  me,  has  implications  in  the  way  we  see  and  interpret  these  images.  Instead  of  the  more  rounded  natural 
images  of  the  Afrakan  phenotype  we  see  a more  angular  imagery;  one  that  many  would  interpret  as  more  anglo-  than 
Afro.

I am  surprised  the  images  of  the  Karamojong  headdress  did  not  carry  through.  Here  it  is  again,  fingers 
crossed!  together  with  the  latest  find  as  a comparison.  Hope  this  time  it  arrives.  I agree  with  your  analysis 
that  the  Karamojong  headdress  from  Uganda  have  several  feathers,  as  opposed  to  the  Nubian  images 
which  have  a single  feather.  However  the  Karamojong  headdress  gives  one  a good  working  model  for 
future  references  on  how  these  headdresses  were  made  and  worn.  All  the  feathers  in  the  Huy  tomb 
appear  to  be  worn  upright  so  why  should  the  feathers  in  the  latest  find  be  pointing  backwards?  A possible 
explanation  as  to  why  this  is  the  case  is  that  the  Ancient  Egyptians  did  their  drawings  in  rectungular 
strips,  not  all,  and  in  keeping  with  their  strict  proportions  could  not  violate  the  dimension  of  the  strip,  and 
so  had  to  give  the  feathers  a backward  slant,  instead  of  pointing  them  upwards  as  in  the  Huy  tomb.  Doing 
it  this  way,  the  images  would  be  contained  within  the  strip  and  would  not  violate  the  space  above  as  may 
be  seen  in  the  latest  find.

Greetings  Ferg, 

If  you  posted  an  image  it  did  not  show  up.  The  Karamojong  headdress  from  Uganda 
usually  has  several  feathers  in  the  headdress  as  opposed  to  the  Nubian  images  from 
Sudan  with  only  one  feather  shown.  As  you  know,  the  southeast  Africa  region  is  vast  and 
there  are  hundreds  of  cultural  variations.  The  ancient  Nubian  and  Kushites  used  the 
ostrich  feather  to  indicate  a very  high  status  (as  was  the  case  in  Kemet),  and  on  the 
other  hand  the  feather  in  question  was  shown  as  a more  general  indication  of  a Nubian 
headdress.  I am  sure  that  the  feather  in  question  also  represented  a certain  status  within 
Nubian  society.  Nevertheless,  the  two  different  feathers  are  shown  in  the  famous  Tomb 
of  Huy  scene,  and  because  this  scene  is  painted  it  is  much  easier  to  see  the  details, 
whereas  these  subtle  details  are  not  seen  in  the  relief  carvings  on  the  Queen  Tiye  statue. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  feather  image  in  question  is  the  same  as  the  painted 
images  of  this  feather  in  other  scenes,  and  it  is  distinct  in  appearance  and  function  from 
the  ostrich  feather.  The  feather  in  question  only  looks  different  in  this  scene  because  of 
the  granite  surface  which  prevent  details  from  being  shown.  For  example,  here  are  these 
two  feathers  from  the  same  painted  scene:

Western  intervention  against  Robert  Mugabe's  'evil  regime'  put  Zimbabwe  into 
an  economic  straitjacket  and  disempowered  its  people. 

'We've  beaten  Mugabe',  said  a frontpage  headline  in  the  London  Evening 
Standard  yesterday.  Only  there  were  no  quote  marks  around  the  words  'We've 
beaten  Mugabe',  which  made  it  difficult  to  tell  if  the  paper  was  reporting 
the  thoughts  of  Morgan  Tsvangirai's  Movement  for  Democratic  Change  (MDC) 
upon  its  electoral  victory  over  Robert  Mugabe's  Zanu-PF  Party,  or  its  own 
back-slapping  relish  at  the  thought  that  its  journalism  may  have  played  a 
part  in  toppling  Mugabe.  Indeed,  'We've  beaten  Mugabe'  could  be  the  slogan 
of  political  and  media  operators  in  Britain  and  elsewhere  in  the  West,  who 
like  to  fantasise  that  Mugabe  is  'Africa's  Hitler',  that  his  Zimbabwe  was 
'more  evil  than,  for  example,  China  and  Saudi  Arabia',  and  that  it  is  up  to 
the  West  to  'put  pressure  on  Zimbabwe  to  change'  (1). 

The  media  reports  about  Zimbabwe's  elections  present  them  as  a clash  between 
the  'evil'  Mugabe  and  the  'heroic'  Tsvangirai,  an  electoral  battle  for 
Zimbabwe's  soul.  Mugabe  is  depicted  as  having  brought  Zimbabwe  to  its  knees, 
causing  widespread  poverty  and  enforcing  terror  and  repression,  and 
Tsvangirai  is  discussed  as  the  harbinger  of  a dignified  'revolution'  against 
Mugabeism  (2).  This  is  a fantasy.  It  ignores  the  key  role  played  by  Western 
governments  and  financial  institutions  in  using  sanctions,  tough  diplomacy 
and  the  proxy  interventionists  of  the  South  Africa  government  and  the 
African  Union  to  isolate  and  harry  Zimbabwe  over  the  past  decade.  Such 
self-serving  external  meddling  has  contributed  to  Zimbabwe's  economic 
crisis  - and  it  has  dangerously  distorted  the  political  dynamics  inside 
Zimbabwe  and  elsewhere  in  the  south  of  Africa. 

Over  the  past  10  years,  American  and  European  governments  cynically 
transformed  Mugabe's  Zimbabwe  into  the  West's  whipping  boy  in  Africa,  the 
state  they  love  to  hate,  a country  against  which  they  can  enforce  tough 
sanctions  to  demonstrate  their  seriousness  about  standing  up  to  'evil'.  The 


West  has  imposed  economic  sanctions  on  Zimbabwe,  warned  off  foreign 
investors,  denied  Zimbabwean  officials  the  right  to  travel  freely  around  the 
world,  demonised  Mugabe  as  an  'evil  dictator',  discussed  the  idea  of 
military  action  against  Zimbabwe,  and  used  moral  and  financial  blackmail  to 
cajole  South  Africa's  president  Thabo  Mbeki  to  'deal  with'  Mugabe  (3). 

Objectively,  this  singling  out  of  Mugabe's  regime  as  the  'worst  government 
on  Earth,  the  most  brutal,  destructive,  lawless  government'  made  little 
sense  (4).  No  doubt  Mugabe  is  a nasty  piece  of  work,  but  then  so  are  some  of 
the  government  heads  that  the  West  is  more  than  happy  to  work  with.  Indeed, 
one  could  argue  that,  over  the  past  decade,  there  was  more  choice  and 
openness  in  Mugabe's  Zimbabwe  than  there  was  in  Rwanda  and  Uganda,  both 
close  political  allies  of  America  and  Britain.  No,  Zimbabwe  was  labelled  the 
demon  of  Africa,  not  in  response  to  events  on  the  ground  in  Zimbabwe  itself, 
but  in  response  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  governments  in  the  West  looking 
for  a purposeful  mission  in  international  affairs. 

Western  meddling  pushed  Zimbabwe  to  the  precipice.  Yet  listening  to  the 
discussion  of  the  elections,  you  could  be  forgiven  for  thinking  that  the 
country  had  suffered  from  a sudden,  inexplicable  case  of  Spontaneous 
National  Combustion.  The  economic  crisis  is  depicted  as  a peculiar 
phenomenon  on  a continent  where  there  has  mostly  been  economic  growth  in 
recent  years.  Where  most  of  Africa's  economies  have  been  growing  at  a rate 
of  between  five  and  six  per  cent  recently,  Zimbabwe  is  the  only  African 
country  that  had  a negative  GDP  in  2007/2008.  It  is  reported  that  the 
Zimbabwean  economy  has  shrunk  by  more  than  a third  since  1999,  a 'decline 
worse  than  in  major  African  civil  wars',  says  one  newspaper  (5).  Apparently 
there's  an  unemployment  rate  of  around  80  per  cent,  and  inflation  is  running 
at  100,586  per  cent  (6).  Yet  the  only  explanation  given  for  this  economic 
nosedive  is  Mugabe's  seizure  of  colonial-era,  white-owned  commercial  farms 
eight  years  ago.  As  the  UK  Guardian  says:  'The  economic  crisis  is  largely 
blamed  on  the  seizure  of  white-owned  farms  that  began  in  2000,  disrupting 
the  agriculture -based  economy.'  (7)  It  is  true  that  foreign  exchange 
earnings  from  these  former  white-owned  farms  have  plummeted,  causing  major 
economic  problems;  but  there  is  more  to  Zimbabwe  than  tobacco  and  the  other 
cash  crops  once  produced  by  the  white  farmers. 

A key  driver  of  Zimbabwe's  economic  crisis  has  been  the  West's  attempts  to 
bring  down  Mugabe  by  turning  the  financial  levers.  Relentlessly,  the 
American  and  British  governments,  and  the  European  Union,  economically 
punished  Mugabe's  Zimbabwe  for  what  they  considered  to  be  its  political 
disobedience.  In  November  1998,  the  International  Monetary  Fund  (IMF) 
implemented  undeclared  sanctions  against  Zimbabwe,  by  warning  off  potential 
investors,  freezing  loans  and  refusing  to  negotiate  with  Zimbabwean 
officials  on  the  issue  of  debt.  In  September  1999,  the  IMF  suspended  its 
support  for  economic  adjustment  and  reform  in  Zimbabwe.  In  October  1999,  the 


International  Development  Association,  a multilateral  development  bank, 
suspended  all  structural  adjustment  loans  and  credits  to  Zimbabwe;  in  May 
2000  it  suspended  all  other  forms  of  new  lending  (8). 

In  December  2001,  the  US  passed  the  Zimbabwe  Democracy  and  Economic  Recovery 

Act,  which  decreed  that  Mugabe  could  restore  relations  with  international 

financial  institutions  only  if  he  agreed  to  conditions  on  Zimbabwe's  rule  of 

law,  the  presence  of  its  troops  in  the  Congo,  and  the  conduct  of  its 

internal  elections.  The  American  law  also  instructed  all  US  members  of 

international  financial  institutions  to  oppose  and  vote  against  any 

extension  of  loans,  credits  or  guarantees  to  Zimbabwe.  In  2002,  then  British 

foreign  secretary  Jack  Straw  declared  that  Britain  would  'oppose  any  access 

by  Zimbabwe  to  international  financial  institutions'.  Also  in  2002,  British 

officials  threatened  to  withdraw  financial  assistance  to  other  countries  in 

southern  Africa  unless  they,  too,  imposed  sanctions  against  Zimbabwe.  This 

led  Benjamin  Mkapa,  then  president  of  Tanzania,  to  complain  that  African 

members  of  the  British  Commonwealth  were  enduring  'a  bombardment  for  an 

alliance  against  Mugabe'  (9).  The  European  Union  imposed  'smart'  sanctions 

against  Zimbabwe,  refusing  to  allocate  visas  for  travel  in  EU  countries  to 

Mugabe  and  his  officials  and  freezing  all  of  their  economic  assets  in  Europe 

(10).  In  the  early  and  mid-2000s,  both  the  World  Bank  and  the  IMF  tried  to 

dissuade  states  and  institutions  from  extending  financial  credit  to 

Zimbabwe.  A Zimbabwean  official  claimed  that:  'Our  contacts  in  various 

countries  have  indicated  that  these  institutions  are  using  all  sorts  of 

tactics  to  cow  all  those  who  are  keen  to  assist  Zimbabwe.'  (11) 

The  economic  punishment  of  'evil  Mugabe'  by  powerful  Western  forces  had  a 
massive  impact  on  Zimbabwe.  According  to  one  critical  observer,  Gregory 
Elich,  author  of  Strange  Liberators:  Militarism,  Mayhem  and  the  Pursuit  of 
Profit,  'Western  financial  restrictions  made  it  nearly  impossible  for 
Zimbabwe  to  engage  in  normal  international  trade'.  And  'for  a nation  that 
had  to  import  100  per  cent  of  its  oil,  40  per  cent  of  its  electricity  and 
most  of  its  spare  parts,  Zimbabwe  was  highly  vulnerable  to  being  cut  off 
from  access  to  foreign  exchange'.  Elich  argues  that  the  impact  of  Western 
restrictions  on  trading  and  crediting  with  Zimbabwe  was  'immediate  and  dire' 

: 'The  supply  of  oil  fell  sharply,  and  periodically  ran  out  entirely.  It 
became  increasingly  difficult  to  muster  the  foreign  currency  to  maintain  an 
adequate  level  of  imported  electricity,  and  the  nation  was  frequently  beset 
by  blackouts.  The  shortage  of  oil  and  electricity  in  turn  severely  hobbled 
industrial  production,  as  did  the  inability  to  import  raw  materials  and 
spare  parts.  Business  after  business  closed  down  and  the  unemployment  rate 
soared...'  (12) 

Alongside  turning  the  screws  on  Zimbabwe's  economy,  the  West  interfered 
politically  in  an  attempt  to  undermine  Mugabe's  government.  America's 
Zimbabwe  Democracy  and  Economic  Recovery  Act  of  2001  authorised  President 


George  W Bush  to  fund  'opposition  media'  as  well  as  'democracy  and 
governance  programmes'  inside  Zimbabwe.  In  April  last  year,  the  US  State 
Department  confirmed  for  the  first  time  that  the  US  had  sponsored  'events' 
in  Zimbabwe  aimed  at  'discrediting'  Mugabe  (13).  It  is  reported  that  the 
opposition  party  MDC  also  received  financial  backing  and  political  direction 
from  Britain,  Germany,  Holland,  Denmark  and  the  US. 

A small  number  of  political  observers  in  the  West  have  questioned  the  wisdom 
of  Western  interference  in  Zimbabwe's  internal  affairs.  When  America  passed 
its  Zimbabwe  Act,  US  congresswoman  Cynthia  McKinney  asked  during  a debate 
the  House  of  Representatives  why  US  officials  were  enforcing 
politically-motivated  sanctions  against  a mostly  democratic  country: 

'Zimbabwe  is  Africa's  second-longest  stable  democracy.  It  is  multi-party.  It 
had  elections  last  year  [in  2001]  where  the  opposition  [the  MDC]  won  over  50 
seats  in  parliament.  It  has  an  opposition  press  which  vigorously  criticises 
the  government  and  governing  party.  It  has  an  independent  judiciary  which 
issues  decisions  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  governing  party.'  (14) 

Indeed,  one  of  the  ostensible  reasons  why  America  passed  the  Act  was  to 
protest  against  the  presence  of  Zimbabwean  troops  in  the  Congo.  Yet,  in 
2001,  both  Uganda  and  Rwanda  also  had  troops  in  the  Congo;  and  neither 
Uganda  nor  Rwanda  allowed  opposition  political  parties  or  a free  press.  Yet 
both  were  allies  of  America,  and  received  considerable  economic  backing  from 
the  US. 

Mugabe  was  no  doubt  a rotten  ruler;  his  party  certainly  used  pressure  and 
even  force  in  order  to  secure  victory  in  general  elections  in  the  late  1990s 
and  the  2000s.  Yet  that  is  not  why  he  was  singled  out  as  a 'tyrant'  and  an 
'African  Hitler'.  It  was  political  considerations  in  the  West  that  elevated 
Mugabe  to  that  position  and  transformed  Zimbabwe  into  a pariah  state. 

Western  governments  despised  what  they  considered  to  be  Mugabe's  cheek,  in 
particular  his  temerity  in  daring  to  seize  white  farms,  to  interfere  in  the 
Congo  without  a green  light  from  the  US,  and  his  frequent  denunciations  of 
Western  colonialism.  Indeed,  since  the  defeat  of  the  white  rulers  of 
Rhodesia  in  1980,  Mugabe  lived  off  his  reputation  as  a brave  warrior  against 
Western  arrogance  in  Africa.  It  was  colonialism  and  imperialist  intervention 
that  gave  him  his  base  of  support,  which  has  always  been  a substantial  one, 
despite,  or  perhaps  because  of,  international  hostility  against  Zimbabwe.  As 
the  African  commentator  Barrie  Collins  has  argued:  'Since  the  end  of  the 
Cold  War,  the  USA  and  the  UK  have  got  used  to  a high  degree  of  compliance  on 
the  part  of  African  governments  - and  they  are  no  longer  prepared  to 
tolerate  those,  like  Zimbabwe,  that  insist  on  doing  things  their  own  way.' 

(15) 

Bashing  Zimbabwe  played  a dual  role  for  Western  officials  and  commentators. 

It  allowed  those  of  a conservative  stripe  to  defend  the  historic  reputation 
of  colonialism  by  comparing  it  favourably  with  the  rule  of  individuals  like 


Mugabe.  Eton-educated  British  observers  loathed  Mugabe  because  they 
considered  him  a symbol  of  African  cockiness,  who  had  humiliated  Ian  Smith 
(the  white  minority  ruler  of  a self-declared  'independent'  Rhodesia  from 
1965  to  1979)  before  the  eyes  of  the  world.  Attacking  Mugabe's  rule  became  a 
way  of  rehabilitating  the  image  of  old-fashioned,  British-tinged 
colonialism.  At  the  same  time,  one-time  anti-colonialist  radicals  - 
including  most  notably  the  gay  rights  activist  Peter  Tatchell  in  the  UK  - 
focused  their  political  energies  on  opposing  Mugabe,  describing  him  as 
intolerant  and  not  sufficiently  respectful  of  minority  rights.  At  a time 
when  political  radicalism  is  on  the  wane  in  the  West,  some  activists  sought 
to  recover  their  old  campaigning  spirit  by  taking  potshots  at  the  easy 
target  of  a beleaguered  African  state.  Indeed,  radicals  often  led  the  charge 
for  tougher  economic  and  political  punishment  of  Zimbabwe  - and  frequently, 
they  got  what  they  asked  for. 

From  the  late  1990s  to  today,  Zimbabwe  became  the  West's  favoured  punchbag 
in  the  'Dark  Continent'.  Yet  Western  governments  have  chosen  striking  forms 
of  intervention.  Instead  of  militarily  and  directly  intervening  in 
Zimbabwean  affairs  - despite  loud  demands  from  the  colonialist/radical 
alliance  that  they  should  do  so  - governments  in  the  West  pursued  a more 
hands-off  form  of  meddling  in  Mugabe's  regime.  They  used  sanctions  and 
economic  blackmail;  they  funded  opposition  parties  and  'events';  and  most 
revealingly  they  put  pressure  on  South  Africa,  Tanzania  and  other  nearby 
states  to  use  their  muscle  to  try  to  push  Mugabe  from  power.  This  was 
effectively  'blacked-up  imperialism',  an  attempt  by  Western  powers  nervous 
about  being  seen  smashing  their  way  into  Africa  to  use  local  proxies  to  do 
their  dirty  work  for  them.  To  their  credit,  many  African  officials  refused 
to  play  the  game.  The  African  Union  turned  down  Western  suggestions  to  send 
forces  to  Zimbabwe  in  2005,  arguing  that  'it  is  not  proper  for  the  AU 
commission  to  start  running  the  internal  affairs  of  members'  states'.  Though 
South  Africa's  Mbeki  has  become  involved  in  Zimbabwean  politics,  he  has 
also,  to  the  irritation  of  Western  observers,  insisted  that  the  future  of 
Zimbabwe  'has  never  been  a South  African  responsibility'  (16). 

Zimbabwe  captures  both  the  West's  sense  of  caution  in  international  affairs 
and  also  its  inexorable  drive  to  interfere  wherever  and  however  it  can.  As 
the  former  British  foreign  secretary  Margaret  Beckett  argued,  Britain  cannot 
be  seen  explicitly  interfering  in  Zimbabwe  because  we  are  'the  old  colonial 
power'  - yet  at  the  same  time  Britain  apparently  has  a 'responsibility'  to 
spread  democracy  around  the  world  (17).  The  end  result  of  this  schizophrenic 
approach  to  African  affairs  and  international  affairs  more  broadly  - a 
political  defensiveness  combined  with  a desire  to  do  something  seemingly 
purposeful  and  proper  - is  an  unpredictable,  ravenous,  behind-the-scenes 
form  of  meddling  in  other  countries'  affairs,  a kind  of  'cowardly 
colonialism'.  And  it  can  have  dire  consequences  for  people  in  the  third 
world. 


On  the  basis  of  little  more  than  the  fact  that  they  needed  a focus  for  their 
international  pretensions,  Western  governments  have  put  Zimbabwe  into  an 
economic  straitjacket  and  warped  its  internal  political  process.  If  the 
sanctions,  blackmail  and  withdrawal  of  trade  have  helped  to  push  Zimbabwe's 
economy  into  freefall,  then  the  relentless  backdoor  political  interventions 
have  disempowered  the  people  of  Zimbabwe.  The  dynamic  of  Western 
intervention  caused  Mugabe  to  become  more  entrenched  and  paranoid  about 
outsiders  - and  it  encouraged  the  MDC  to  look  to  Western  officials  and 
radicals  for  their  favour  and  flattery  rather  than  to  build  a meaningful 
grassroots  movement  inside  Zimbabwe.  Indeed,  for  all  the  talk  of  a 
'revolution'  in  Zimbabwe,  both  during  minor  street  protests  last  year  and 
during  the  elections  this  week,  many  people  actually  seem  quite  resigned 
about  Zimbabwe's  fate.  As  one  report  recently  said:  '[T]he  opposition  hasn't 
been  able  to  mobilise  tens  of  thousands  of  people.'  (18)  Lots  of  the  current 
news  coverage  continually  shows  Zimbabweans  queuing  up  for  hours  to  buy  a 
newspaper  for  a few  thousand  dollars  so  that  they  can  read  about  the 
elections.  This  footage  is  supposed  to  show  how  bad  inflation  has  become  in 
Zimbabwe,  but  it  also  reveals  something  else:  that  the  West's  attempted 
strangulation  of  Mugabe's  regime  reduced  the  people  of  Zimbabwe  to  observers 
rather  than  masters  of  their  fate,  who  look  to  the  front  pages  of  newspapers 
to  find  out  what  might  happen  next  in  their  country.

Act  of  war 

Overall,  this  Act  - which  the  Americans  would  otherwise  consider  "an  act  of 
war"  if  some  other  foreign  country  passed  it  against  them  - has  effectively 
condemned  13  million  Africans  in  Zimbabwe  to  severe  economic  suffering  over 
the  past  six  years,  as  the  country  is  unable  to  borrow  or  get  any  credit  or 
debt  cancellation  on  the  international  markets. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  Uganda  and  Rwanda  sent  their  troops  to 


fight  in  Congo  against  the  legitimate  government  in  that  country  and  stayed 
for  eight  years  causing  untold  hardships  to  Congo,  America  passed  no  such 
punitive  law  to  sanction  them. 

Rather  Zimbabwe,  which  was  invited  by  the  legitimate  government  of  Congo  to 
help  repel  invadets  attacking  the  country,  "rendered  itself  ineligible," 
according  to  the  US  Congress,  "to  participate  in  [World  Bank  and  IMF] 
programmes"  because  of  "the  costly  deployment  of  troops  to  DRCongo". 

Yet,  even  as  Uganda  and  Rwanda  increased  their  deployment  of  troops,  and 
succeeded  in  reducing  Congo  to  its  knees  in  eight  years  of  a devastating 
war,  they  still  enjoyed  massive  Western  economic,  political  and  moral 
support.  The  real  motivation  for  S.494,  which  was  neatly  summed  up  by  the 
Congressional  Budget  Office  (CBO),  was  simply  "economic  sanctions"  against 
Zimbabwe  for  daring  to  embark  on  land  reform  which  negatively  impacted  on 
white  commercial  farmers  in  the  country. 

On  12  July  2001,  the  Senate  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  ordered  the  CBO 
to  prepare  a cost  estimates  for  implementing  S.494.  In  the  preamble  to  the 
estimates,  the  CBO  said: 

"S.494  would  support  a transition  to  democracy  and  promote  economic  recovery 
in  Zimbabwe  through  a set  of  incentives  and  sanctions.  The  bill  would 
require  the  United  States  to  oppose  lending  by  international  financial 
institutions  to,  or  debt  relief  for,  Zimbabwe  until  the  [US]  president 
certifies  to  the  Congress  that  certain  conditions  are  satisfied...

It  is 
possible  that  the  pre-Indo-European  population  of  Iran  effectively  an  eastern  extension  of  the 
great  civilizations  of  Mesopotamia  may  have  reached  sufficient  population  densities  to  have 
swamped  any  genetic  contribution  from  a small  number  of  immigrating  Indo-Iranians.  If  so,  this 
may  have  been  a case  of  language  replacement  through  the  "elite-dominance"  model.

Remember  the  Zulu  say  they  migrated  south  from  the  Kongo  (some  say  from 
the  Nile  Valley  ),  so  they  at  one  time  were  in  proximity.  The  following  is  taken  from  P.G.

That  portion  of  the  Mind  which 
shows  as  Life-force  and  other  forms  of 
what  we  call  Energy. 

4.  The  Animal  Mind  ( Utiwesilo ). 

The  planes  of  Mind  which  manifest 
as  passions,  emotions,  and  instincts. 

5.  Human  Mind  ( Utiwomuntu ) 

The  planes  of  Mind  which  manifest 

as  human  consciousness,  Intellect,  higher 
emotions,  etc. 

6.  Spiritual  Mind  ( Utiwetongo ). 

The  higher  planes  manifesting 
Spiritual  Consciousness. 

7.  Itongo. 

The  Ray,  or  spark  of  Universal  Spirit 
which  informs  all  lower  manifestations.

the  above  relief.  Bowen  at  the  beginning  of  the  article  states  (concerning  their  cosmology): 

We  teach  that  he  has  a body;  that 
within  that  body  is  a soul;  and  within  the 
soul  is  a spark  or  portion  of  something 
we  call  Itongo,  which  the  Common  Man 
interprets  as  the  Universal  Spirit  of  the 
Tribe. 


So  Itongo  is  the  source  and  the  individual  sparks  of  life  in  all  things.  This  is  what  you  see  in  the 
relief  above  as  the  /Itn/  (Aten,  Itongo)  is  giving  its  life  source  (rays)  to  creation.  As  we  know  in 
many  African  societies,  the  source  is  represented  by  the  sun. 

This  to  me  is  not  chance  coincidence.  As  we  can  see,  as  has  been  previously  argued,  what  we  see 
expressed  in  ancient  Egyptian  religion,  art  and  philosophy  is  an  amalgamation  of  various  African 
concepts  that  were  introduced  at  various  times  in  its  history.  I think  Akhenaten  represents  a 
Bantu  period  in  rulership,  which  ushered  in  a new  priesthood.

Before  the  changes  were  implemented  last  fall,  bribes  flowed  freely  and  goods  passed  through 
unsearched  and  without  duties  being  paid.  That  deprived  the  government  of  money  and  helped 
make  Haiti  a major  transshipment  point  for  Colombian  cocaine  destined  for  the  United  States. 
The  international  community  has  encouraged  Haiti's  customs  reform  efforts,  with  the  U.S. 
government  helping  fund  port  security  and  U.N.  peacekeepers  stepping  up  anti-smuggling 
patrols  along  the  coast  and  Dominican  border. 

But  new  requirements  for  licenses  and  manifests  in  triplicate  have  overwhelmed  poorly  trained 
workers  and  the  country's  archaic,  handwritten  customs  system. 

Unlike  U.S.  ports,  where  less  than  5 percent  of  containers  were  scanned  last  year  and  only  a 
fraction  of  those  opened  up  and  inspected,  Haitian  cargo  handlers  said  each  container  at  Cap- 


Haitien  must  now  be  completely  emptied  and  inspected.  Customs  chief  Jean-Jacques  Valentin 
said  that  policy  was  Haiti's  own  decision. 

Frustrated  by  the  new  procedures  and  demanding  higher  pay,  striking  workers  shut  down  the  port 
at  Cap-Haitien  for  20  days  in  December.  Graffiti  denouncing  the  port's  director  still  mars  its 
buildings. 

And  despite  the  reforms,  some  say  the  bribes  are  continuing. 

Jean-Paul  Michaud,  a Canadian,  said  he  sailed  to  the  capital  of  Port-au-Prince  late  last  year 
carrying  60  pounds  of  donated  clothing  and  medicine  ? and  that  port  authorities  demanded 
$10,000  in  "customs  fees"  ? code  for  a bribe  to  make  the  fees  disappear.

Good  work  as  always.  I?ve  come  to  a similar  conclusion  as  far  as  the  word  Aten, 
but  from  a different  vantage  point.  My  entry  came  way  of  the  Zulu  cosmology.  In 
Budges  Hieroglyphic  Dictionary  (p.  cxxii,  15a)  the  vertical  reed  symbol  is 
rendered  /i /.  I know  vowels  are  passive  and  can  be  switched.  However  I think  it 
is  more  so  in  line  with  the  Zulu  concept  of  ?Itongo.?  The  Kmtw  and  the  Bantu

What  we  see  expressed  symbolically  in  the  Nile  Valley  has  been  a part  of  Zulu 
oral  tradition  and  their  cosmology.

That  portion  of  the  Mind  which 


shows  as  Life-force  and  other  forms  of 
what  we  call  Energy. 

4.  The  Animal  Mind  ( Utiwesilo ). 

The  planes  of  Mind  which  manifest 
as  passions,  emotions,  and  instincts. 

5.  Human  Mind  ( Utiwomuntu ) 

The  planes  of  Mind  which  manifest 

as  human  consciousness,  Intellect,  higher 
emotions,  etc. 

6.  Spiritual  Mind  ( Utiwetongo ). 

The  higher  planes  manifesting 
Spiritual  Consciousness. 

7.  Itongo. 

The  Ray,  or  spark  of  Universal  Spirit 
which  informs  all  lower  manifestations. 

After  reading  this  I can?t  help  but  think  of  the  famous  scene  of  Akhenaten  and 
lis  wife  receiving  life  from  the  rays  of  Aten  (itongo). 


think  the  cosmology  of  Zulu  gives  a better  explanation  of  what  the  Egyptians 
are  conveying  in  the  above  relief.  Bowen  at  the  beginning  of  the  article  states 
(concerning  their  cosmology): 

We  teach  that  he  has  a body;  that 
within  that  body  is  a soul;  and  within  the 
soul  is  a spark  or  portion  of  something 
we  call  Itongo,  which  the  Common  Man 
interprets  as  the  Universal  Spirit  of  the 
Tribe.

Our  great  grandfathers  called  it  Ta-Seti,  Land  of  the  Bow.  They  were 
referring  to  the  area  south  of  the  First  Cataract  at  Aswan,  and  the 
reason  behind  the  name  was  the  unparalleled  skill  its  inhabitants 
demonstrated  when  using  the  bow  as  a method  of  arm.  Those  excellent 
bowmen  were  actually  the  Kushites. 

At  first,  Egyptians,  as  back  as  the  First  Dynasty,  would  send 
expeditions  to  the  area  in  pursuit  of  slaves  as  well  as  the  exploration 
of  new  sites  where  copper  and  gold  could  be  mined.  Egyptian  influence 
grew  and  by  the  Middle  Kingdom,  a series  of  strongholds  and  fortresses 
controlled  the  Nile  at  the  Second  Cataract.  Their  influence  over  the 
area  grew  further  through  the  New  Kingdom;  Pharaoh  Tuthmoses  III  marched 
as  far  south  as  the  Fifth  Cataract.  But  change  is  a question  of  time, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  New  Kingdom,  Kush  began  to  rise. 

Historians  have  universally  agreed  that  King  Alara  unified  Upper  Nubia 
around  780  BC,  declaring  Napata  (near  Jabal  Barrkal,  Karima,  North 
Sudan)  the  capital.  The  job  was  completed  by  his  successor  King  Kashata 
when  Lower  Nubia  joined  the  crown.  Nubia  had  been  united  and  Kashata 
claimed  for  himself  the  title  Pharaoh.  But  that  was  not  the  end  of  it; 
following  suit  was  Pharaoh  Piye,  better  known  in  history  as  Pharaoh 
Piankhy,  conqueror  of  Thebes  and  founder  of  Egypt's  25th  Dynasty,  the 


dynasty  of  the  Black  Pharaohs. 


Lasting  for  a little  less  than  100  years,  the  25th  Dynasty  had  five 
Pharaohs  claiming  the  throne,  the  most  famous  being  Pharaoh  Taharqa. 
Leaving  numerous  monuments  both  in  Egypt  and  Sudan,  one  of  his  most 
famous  deeds  was  the  restoration  and  building  efforts  in  Kamak  Temple, 
notes  the  First  Court  of  Amun.  Being  the  heroic  war  veteran  he  was,  the 
Kushite  Kingdom  expanded  as  far  as  the  borders  of  Libya  and  Palestine. 
Unfortunately  for  him,  the  Assyrians  were  rising  exponentially  and  in  no 
time  they  stormed  Egypt,  forcing  Taharqa  to  flee  Thebes  and  seek  shelter 
in  Napata. 

The  period  that  followed  was  draped  in  a shroud  of  mystery,  up  until  the 
third  century  BC  when  King  Arkamani  moved  the  capital  from  Napata 
further  south  to  Meroe  (midway  between  Khartoum  and  Atbara).  History  has 
taught  us  that  behind  each  move  there  is  a story  and  this  one  is  no 
different.  Kushite  holy  priests  used  to  hold  unlimited  power,  to  the 
extent  that  they  were  authoritative  enough  to  declare,  through  claimed 
divine  intervention,  that  the  king's  reign  should  come  to  an  end  and  he 
would  have  to  take  his  own  life,  a practice  better  known  as  Ritual 
Death.  When  they  approached  King  Arkamani  with  such  a story,  the  king 
simply  killed  them,  banned  the  ritual  and  moved  the  capital.  The 
transfer  of  the  Kushite  Kingdom's  capital  indicates  a move  from  the 
dependency  on  Egypt  as  a base  for  culture  and  a step  towards  being  a 
more  indigenous  civilisation.  It  also  paved  the  way  for  the  introduction 
of  worshipping  local  deities  as  opposed  to  adapting  Egyptian  ones.  Later 
in  history,  local  god  Apedemak  was  moved  up  the  scale  to  an  equal  level 
with  Amun  and  the  use  of  hieroglyphics  as  a functional  language  was 
abandoned,  to  be  replaced  with  Meroitic  script.  Whether  the  move  to 
Meroe  could  be  seen  as  the  birth  of  the  new  Kingdom  of  Meroe  or  rather 
an  extension  under  the  flag  "Meroitic  Period  of  the  Kushite  Kingdom"  is 
widely  debated. 

Flourishing  for  six  centuries  to  follow,  the  third  century  AD  marked  the 
beginning  of  the  decline.  The  Romans,  who  were  in  control  of  Egypt  at 
the  time,  were  also  declining  and  that  automatically  translated  in 
downsized  trade  between  the  two  kingdoms,  an  element  that  backboned  the 
Kushite  economy.  On  the  other  side,  southeast  of  Meroe,  the  Kingdom  of 
Aksum,  modern-day  Ethiopia,  was  growing  in  power.  In  350  AD,  Auxmite 
King  Ezna  dealt  the  final  blow  to  his  neighbours,  capturing  Meroe.  The 
Kushite  Civilisation  will  eternally  rest  in  peace. 

A number  of  major  sites  dot  the  Sudanese  map  of  great  Kushite  and 
Meroitic  archaeological  sites.  Following  the  tarmac  road  that  connects 
Khartoum  to  Atbara,  one  drives  for  no  more  than  two  or  three  hours 
before  reaching  Musawwarat  Es  Sufra.  Musawwarat  is  an  Arabic  word  that 


translates  to  depictions.  Es  Sufra  begs  two  theories  behind  the  naming. 

One  school  of  thought  believes  it  is  an  adaptation  of  Es  Safra  The 
Yellow  as  most  of  the  remaining  ruins  are  actually  yellowish  in  colour. 
Alternatively,  Es  Sufra  means  The  Dinning  Table,  an  association  to  a 
table-like  mountain  located  at  a short  distance.  Regardless  of  the 
naming  and  its  origin,  Musawwarat  Es  Sufra  is  the  largest  temple  complex 
dating  back  to  the  Meroitic  Period.  It  consists  of  two  main  parts  — the 
Great  Enclosure  and  the  Lion  Temple.  The  Great  Enclosure  is  a vast 
structure  consisting  of  low  walls,  a colonnade,  two  reservoirs  and  two 
inclined  long  ramps.  The  purpose  this  enclosure  had  served  is  vague, 
with  a handful  of  theories  on  the  table.  One  proposes  that  it  had  been 
an  elephant  training  camp.  In  addition  to  the  two  ramps  that  might  have 
been  used  for  the  big  animals  to  go  up  and  down,  and  also  in  addition  to 
the  elephants'  statues  that  can  be  found  in  the  vicinity,  the  greatest 
collection  of  elephant  carvings  I have  seen  in  Sudan  is  in  the  Great 
Complex.  On  the  other  hand,  the  nearby  Lion  Temple  might  have  been  a 
place  of  pilgrimage  and  pilgrims  used  to  be  housed  in  the  Great  Complex. 

This  is  backed  by  ancient  graffiti  and  carvings  depicting  Apedemak.  A 
human  body  with  a lion  head,  Apedemak  was  the  most  widely  worshipped 
local  deity  throughout  the  entire  Kushite  Kingdom.  Built  by  King 
Amekhamani  around  230  BC,  the  Lion  Temple  in  Musawwarat  Es  Sufra  is  one 
of  the  most  well  preserved  sites  in  Sudan.  It  was  elegantly  restored  by 
the  Humboldt  University  in  Berlin  in  the  1960s. 

The  other  well  preserved  lion  temple  in  Sudan  is  located  at  Naqa,  and  it 
is  the  most  beautiful,  eccentric  and  unique  temple  I have  ever  seen  in 
my  travels.  The  distinctively  brown  in  colour  temple  was  built  by  King 
Natakamani.  Known  for  his  passion  for  arts,  Natakamani  left  a number  of 
buildings  and  temples.  The  front  of  this  Lion  Temple  depicts  the  king 
and  his  wife  Amanitore  in  separate  scenes,  holding  their  enemies  by  the 
hair  while  ready  to  deal  a crushing  blow.  On  the  sides  there  are 
carvings  of  the  royal  couple  in  front  of  a group  of  deities,  headed  by 
Apedemak  and  followed  by  a number  of  Egyptian  ones.  One  of  the  unique 
attributes  of  this  temple  is  the  depiction  on  the  temple's  pylon.  It 
pictures  Apedemak  in  rare  form,  still  a human  body  with  a lion  head,  yet 
his  lower  torso  is  pictured  as  a snake  emerging  from  a lotus  flower. 

Indeed  the  bases  for  Kushite  architecture  style  have  been  affected  by 
Egyptian  civilisation,  but  since  the  sunset  of  the  25th  Dynasty  and 
later  the  move  from  Napata  to  Meroe,  Kushite  iconography  has  been 
significantly  influenced  by  indigenous  factors.  Take  the  example  of 
Queen  Amanitore,  where  her  African  features  are  very  clear  — broad 
shoulders,  round  head  and  apparently  chunky  body.  To  the  contrary  of 
their  northern  neighbours,  the  queen  in  her  victory  relief  appears  to  be 
the  same  size  as  King  Natakamani,  a breakaway  from  the  Egyptian  style 
and  speculation  that  the  king  and  queen  might  have  played  equal  roles. 

At  the  rear  wall  of  the  temple  there  is  a relief  of  Apedemak  picturing 


him  in  the  centre  while  receiving  offerings  from  the  king  and  queen  on 
either  side.  He  appears  triple  headed  and  double  armed.  When  you  see  it, 
the  Indian  goddess  Shiva  would  probably  be  the  first  thing  that  comes  to 
mind.  Have  the  Kushites  been  influenced  by  far  away  India?  May  be, 
though  history  states  that  commercial  ties  between  the  two  nations 
through  the  Red  Sea  Port  of  Adulis  (near  Massawa  in  Eritrea)  have  never 
been  concretely  confirmed. 

Right  next  to  the  Lion  Temple  is  an  unidentified  edifice  known  as  the 
Kiosk,  reflecting  an  amalgam  of  different  cultures.  Kushite,  Egyptian, 
along  with  Roman,  have  all  left  a distinctive  mark  on  its  architecture. 

A stroll  away  from  the  Lion  Temple  is  another  temple  built  by  King 
Natakamani,  this  time  dedicated  to  the  Egyptian  god  Amun.  As  you  might 
have  noticed,  most  of  the  Kushite  kings'  names  end  with  the  syllable 
"amani"  while  the  majority  of  the  queens'  start  with  it.  "Amani"  is  a 
linguistic  derivative  from  Amun,  an  indication  of  how  widely  the 
Egyptian  deity  was  respected  and  worshipped  in  Kush.  Built  in  the  last 
century  AD,  the  Temple  of  Amun  in  Naqa  follows  the  same  overall 
structure  of  other  Amun  temples,  mainly  Jabal  Barrkal  in  Sudan  and 
Kamak  in  Egypt.  The  carving  of  the  rams  in  Sudan  has  a distinct  style 
when  compared  to  those  in  Karnak. 

They  loom  from  a distance,  a congregation  of  pyramids  on  both  sides  of 
the  road,  a living  history  that  bears  witness  to  the  greatness  of  the 
Kushite  Civilisation;  these  are  the  Pyramids  of  Meroe,  made  up  of  three 
groups  — western,  southern  and  northern.  The  northern  is  the  best 
preserved,  containing  more  than  30  pyramids.  Though  inspirationally 
Egyptian,  there  are  differences.  The  Pyramids  of  Meroe  are  much  smaller 
in  size  when  compared  to  those  in  Giza,  with  the  largest  being  just 
under  30  metres  in  height.  Another  difference  is  the  location  of  the 
tomb.  Contrary  to  the  Egyptian  style,  the  Kushites  had  their  deceased 
buried  in  tombs  underneath  the  pyramid,  not  inside  it,  with  the  majority 
of  the  pyramids  having  a funerary  chamber  in  front  and  facing  eastward. 
After  the  first  few  minutes  you  spend  in  Meroe  you  notice  that  most  of 
the  pyramids  have  a chopped-off  top,  and  that  has  a story.  An  Italian 
treasure  hunter  by  the  name  of  Guiseppe  Ferlini  was  convinced  there  was 
gold.  So  in  1834  and  after  concurrence  of  the  ruling  Turco-Egyptians,  he 
started  the  shameful  destruction.  To  the  surprise  of  everybody, 
including  historians,  he  hit  the  jackpot,  striking  gold  in  his  first 
attempt  at  Pyramid  Six,  that  of  Queen  Amanishakheto.  That  encouraged  him 
to  go  further  with  the  mayhem.  But  it  yielded  no  gold;  just  smashed 
pyramids  and  an  ugly  mark  in  the  book  of  history. 

Another  very  important  site  is  that  of  Jabal  Barkkal,  where  Egyptian 
Pharaoh  Tuthmoses  III  built  the  first  Temple  of  Amun  in  Sudan  around  the 
15th  century  BC.  It  was  later  expanded  by  the  prominent  Ramses  II, 


turning  the  site  into  a major  centre  for  the  cult  of  Amun.  Right  next  to 
it  is  another  monument,  the  Temple  of  Mut.  Built  to  the  order  of 
Taharqa,  and  dedicated  to  Mut,  the  Egyptian  Sky  goddess  and  bride  of 
Amun,  the  temple  is  engraved  into  Jabal  Barkkal  itself.  Very  interesting 
scenery  is  that  of  the  two  temples  from  the  top  of  the  mountain.  Make 
sure  to  do  the  easy  climb  in  the  morning  so  you  have  the  light  at  the 
right  angle  for  your  souvenir  photograph.  Also  on  the  western  side  of 
Jabal  Barkkal  lies  a small  royal  cemetery  of  20  pyramids  at  the 
mountain's  foot.  For  a period  of  time,  Kushites  would  bury  their  royals 
at  Napata  before  shifting  to  Meroe. 

Not  far  from  Jabbal  Barkkal  there  are  two  more  sites  worth  visiting.  The 
Pyramids  of  Nuri  where  Taharqa  is  buried  in  the  largest  of  its  pyramids. 
When  it  was  excavated  in  1917  archaeologist  George  Reisner  uncovered  a 
cache  of  over  1,000  small  statues  of  the  late  king.  Finally  a visit  to 
the  Tombs  of  Al-Kurru  is  a must-do  before  wrapping  up  your  visit  to  the 
land  of  the  Black  Pharaohs.  Only  two  tombs  are  opened  to  visitors,  that 
of  King  Tanwetamani,  Taharqa's  successor  and  nephew,  and  that  of 
Tanwetamani's  mother  Qalhata.  Both  include  fabulous  paintings  that  enjoy 
a great  level  of  preservation. 

The  sites  listed  are  the  crff  de  la  crf§  of  what  Sudan  elusively 
engulfs.  They  are  the  major  sites,  but  with  tourism  in  Sudan  still  in 
its  infancy,  don't  be  surprised  to  see  a handful  of  visitors  at  the 
Pyramids  of  Meroe  or  perhaps  you  may  end  up  being  the  only  visitor  in 
the  Tombs  of  Al-Kurru.  Sudan's  tourism  potential  is  also  impacted  by  a 
lack  of  infrastructure.  To  give  you  an  idea,  in  the  entire  Northern 
State,  there  is  only  one  bridge  crossing  the  Nile,  that  which  was 
recently  constructed  in  Karima.  Alternately,  one  is  left  with  no  option 
but  to  cross  by  ferry.  It  is  virgin,  it  is  amazing,  it  is  rich  in 
history,  its  people  are  one  of  the  most  hospitable  on  earth,  it  is 
laidback  and  relaxing,  it  has  a massively  huge  potential  for  growth.  It 
is  that  incredible  giant  to  be  discovered...  The  Sudan. 
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Hutuapo  Asar.

When  speaking  of  Itongo,  Itongo  is  the  SOURCE  (supreme  creative  essence)  and 
the  SPARK  (individual  souls/spirits)  of  the  universe  all  at  the  same  time.  It's  no 
different  from  taking  a bucket  of  water  out  of  the  ocean.  It  is  still  "ocean"  but  at  a 
smaller  concentration.  It  is  still  all  of  the  same  substances  of  the  ocean  - just 
doesn't  have  the  collective  power  of  an  ocean.  So  Itongo  is  the  creator  and 
creation  at  the  same  time.

Here  is  a quotation  I am  trying  to  get  to  grips  with. 

"Theltongo  (Universal  Spirit)  is  ALL  that  ever  was,  is,  or  ever  shall  be, 
conceivable  or  inconceivable.  The  Itongo  is  ALL  things,  all  things  are  of  IT;  but 
the  sum  of  all  things  is  not  the  Itongo.  The  Itongo  is  ALL  the  power  there  is,  all 
power  is  of  it;  but  all  power,  perceivable  or  conceivable,  is  not  the  Itongo. 
Theltongo  is  ALL  the  wisdom  there  is,  all  wisdom  is  of  IT;  but  all  wisdom 
conceivable  is  not  the  Itongo.  ALL  substance,  ALL  power,  ALL  wisdom  is  of  IT, 
and  IT  is  in  them  and  manifest  through  them,  but  IT  is  also  above  them  and 
beyond  them,  eternally  unmanifest"  . 


To  me  this  is  kind  of  easy  to  grasp.  In  its  most  basic  essence  it  is  saying  that  the 
Itongo  is  all  that  exist,  but  is  beyond  what  exist  because  the  Itongo  is  infinite. 
Infinity  has  no  limits  or  boundaries.  The  human  mind  can't  grasp  infinity,  so  for 
us  to  comprehend  remotely  what  that  means,  we  simply  say  "all  that  exist." 

But  the  Itongo  includes  all  that  doesn't  exist  (has  form).  For  African  people, 
whatever  they  call  the  "source,"  it  is  any  and  every  concept  you  can  imagine  (and 
what  you  can't  imagine).  So  all  is  the  source  (Amen,  Itongo,  Odudua,  Nyami, 
etc.).  When  it  says  the  Itongo  is  all  things,  and  all  things  are  of  it,  but  the  totality 
is  not  the  Itongo,  it  is  again  referring  to  concept  of  limits  (creation)  and  infinity 
(the  creator).  Creation  is  inside  infinity. 

Think  of  all  of  the  I-Kami  cosmologies.  The  Nun  (primordial  matter  - infinity) 
had  to  create  Ptah  (or  Ta)  in  order  for  creation  to  exist.  Ptah/Ta  means  place, 
land,  location,  or  expansion.  Ta  backwards  is  /at/  and  /at/  means  "moment"  or  in 
other  words  "time."  So  you  have  here,  4000  years  before  Einstein,  the  concept  of 
Space-Time  interwoven  into  the  "myth."  What  the  cosmology  is  suggesting  is 
that  the  creator  is  so  vast  (infinite)  that  in  order  to  create,  it  had  to  create  space 
and  limits  in  order  for  creation  to  exist.  So  the  "universe"  is  surrounded  by 
infinity. 

The  human  mind  can  vaguely  comprehend  the  limits,  but  we  can't  comprehend 
infinity.  For  if  we  could,  we  would  be  in  "totality"  the  Itongo.  The  SUM  of  all 
things  is  still  in  the  realm  of  limits.  Itongo  is  beyond  all  limits  and  that's  why  all 
things  is  not  the  Itongo. 

The  sun  is  simply  used  as  a metaphor  because  the  early  Africans  knew  that  all 
life  is  because  the  sun  exist  and  everything  revolves  around  the  sun.

If  you  were  descended  from  slaves,  would  you  want  to  trace  your 
ancestral  roots  back  to  the  very  soil  where  your  forefathers  had  toiled 
for  generations?  And  if  you  did,  how  do  you  think  you'd  feel  if  you  not 
only  found  the  plantation  but  the  kin  of  the  white  slave  owners  still 
living  there? 

This  was  precisely  the  project  undertaken  by  David  Wilson,  a 28  year-old 
journalist  from  Newark,  NJ  when  he  ventured  to  Caswell  County,  North 
Carolina,  which  was  where  his  great-grandfather  was  bom  in  1883. 
Concerned  about  what  sort  of  reception  he  might  get,  given  the  subject 
of  his  daring  research,  he  took  along  a white  cinematographer,  Daniel 
Woolsey,  who  recorded  his  every  encounter  on  videotape. 

The  upshot  of  their  efforts  is  Meeting  David  Wilson,  a fascinating 


documentary  which  starkly  contrasts  the  divergent  fortunes  of  the 
descendants  of  slaves  with  that  of  the  heirs  of  those  same  slaves' 
masters.  Upon  his  arrival  in  the  South,  Wilson  paid  a visit  to  the  local 
genealogist,  and  discovered,  lo  and  behold,  that  the  Wilson  Estate  was 
in  the  hands  of  a white  man  also  named  David  Wilson. 

With  a combination  of  determination  and  trepidation,  the  black  David 
Wilson  approached  his  white  namesake  for  an  interview  and  a tour  of  the 
property.  What  ensues  is  an  emotional-draining  experience  during  which 
tough  questions  are  posed  and  honest  answers  given  about  reparations, 
history  and  America's  legacy  while  some  personal  skeletons  are  pulled 
out  of  a centuries-old  closet. 

After  the  Davids  awkwardly  erase  the  color  line  between  them,  they 
actually  bond  and  opt  to  throw  a family  reunion.  This  is  easier  said 
than  done,  for  we  see  one  of  black  David's  sisters  say,  "I'm  already 
angry  enough,  I don't  need  to  go  down  there  and  see  somebody  who  owned 
my  family."  Whites  prove  to  be  equally  reluctant,  such  as  the  guy  who 
concedes,  "If  I done  you  wrong,  I wouldn't  want  to  meet  you." 

Yet,  in  the  end,  over  fifty  African-American  Wilsons  do  travel  to 
Carolina  and  undergo  a purification  process,  commiserating  with  their 
Caucasian  counterparts  on  the  plantation  where  interacting  as  equals  was 
once  unthinkable.  The  film  also  features  DNA  tests  to  determine  whether 
the  Davids  are  blood  related,  plus  a trip  to  Ghana  in  search  of  African 
relations. 

A heartwrenching  bio-pic  likely  to  inspire  countless  similar  sojourns.

Time  runs  out  for  Mugabe 
Patrick  Wilmot 
Thursday,  April  10,  2008 


Robert  Mugabe  began  his  political  life  as  a freedom  fighter,  a guerrilla  leader  whose 
successful  struggle  against  the  racists  of  the  so-called  Rhodesia  gave  him  the  right  to  be 
called  the  father  of  his  nation.  To  celebrate  this  momentous  event,  Bob  Marley  sang  at  the 
independence  of  Zimbabwe  where  he  is  still  remembered  after  28  years.  The  qualities 
which  people  most  admired  in  Mugabe  were  his  intelligence,  humility,  and  asceticism. 

In  the  brutal  prisons  of  Ian  Smith,  Mugabe  gained  several  degrees  by  correspondence  courses,  a 
feat  beyond  the  ability  of  most  of  his  countrymen  and  women  outside.  He  dressed  modestly,  ate 
the  food  of  the  people,  and  lived  in  a house  that  did  not  alienate  the  people  with  its  gratuitous 
luxury.  He  applied  his  intelligence  to  organising  his  society  so  the  people  who  were  deprived  by 
the  racist  inheritors  of  British  colonialism  could  receive  education,  health  care,  and  economic 
opportunities. 

Twenty-eight  years  after  Independence  Mugabe  is  not  even  a shadow  of  the  man  he  was  in  1980. 
People  all  over  Africa  and  the  diaspora,  who  once  worshipped  his  talents  and  modesty,  now 
regard  him  with  contempt.  He  now  lives  in  a 25-bedroom  mansion  on  44  acres  in  an  expensive 
suburb,  which  allegedly  cost  8 million.  People  who  have  been  inside  speak  of  marble,  granite, 
ornate  chandeliers,  expensive  furniture.  His  tailored  suits  now  make  him  look  like  a playboy. 

Mugabe's  intelligence  became  a liability  when  he  started  to  believe  that  he  was  the  brightest  man 
in  existence,  without  whom  his  country  could  not  function.  Instead  of  using  it  to  make  the  lives 
of  his  people  better,  he  sent  out  tanks  and  cannon  to  silence  them.  When  his  hungry  people  tried 
to  replace  him,  he  rigged  elections  as  shamelessly  as  his  counterparts  in  Nigeria  and  Kenya.  With 
his  complete  disregard  for  human  life  he  was  even  more  ruthless  than  Babangida,  Abacha, 
Obasanjo  and  Kibaki. 

One  of  the  virtues  of  intelligence  is  the  ability  to  analyse  action  in  order  to  assess  its 
effectiveness  in  achieving  goals.  When  intelligence  degenerates  into  seeking  enemies  and 
rewarding  sycophants  it  becomes  a weapon  against  oneself. 

The  people  of  Zimbabwe  fought  a war  to  liberate  the  land  which  had  been  conquered  by 
Europeans.  But  when  ZANU  raised  the  issue  of  reform  in  the  Lancaster  House  talks,  the 
Americans  and  British  said  that  land  should  not  be  taken  from  whites  and  given  to  blacks,  but  be 
bought  at  market  prices  if  the  whites  were  willing.  Since  the  guerrillas  had  no  money,  Kissinger 
and  Thatcher  promised  to  provide  funds. 

The  Anglo-Americans  who  had  been  the  strongest  opponents  of  Mugabe,  however,  broke  their 
promise  because  they  saw  nothing  wrong  with  Europeans  owning  most  of  the  fertile  land.  They 
had  supported  Vorster  and  Smith,  thought  Apartheid  brilliant,  and  thought  Mandela  and  all  the 
other  "communists"  should  hang.  Even  worse,  Mugabe  did  nothing  to  force  the  Anglo- 
Americans  to  fulfil  their  pledges. 

For  almost  two  decades  the  people  were  deprived  of  the  land  which  they  had  fought  to  liberate. 
Mugabe  did  not  seize  European-owned  land  until  he  was  politically  cornered  by  opponents  who 
tried  to  articulate  the  needs  of  the  people.  And  when  he  did,  it  was  a disaster.  Instead  of  resettling 
farmers  on  the  millions  of  hectares  of  unused  land,  he  seized  working  farms  which  were  the 
backbone  of  the  agricultural  economy.  And  instead  of  giving  the  land  to  people  who  could  work 


it,  he  gave  it  to  family  and  cronies  in  politics,  business,  the  military  and  security  forces  who 
abandoned  it. 

Economic  mismanagement  meant  that  funds  from  the  rich  minerals  of  the  country  were  not 
invested  in  education,  health,  roads,  industry  or  public  housing.  People  had  to  queue  for  bread  in 
a land  which  once  fed  its  neighbours.  Put  perhaps  nothing  exemplified  Mugabe's  failure  more 
starkly  than  the  100,000  per  cent  inflation  which  forced  poor  Zimbabweans  to  queue  to  buy  food 
with  millions  of  dollars  which  weighed  more. 

Mugabe's  condemnation  of  the  Anglo-Americans  as  the  source  of  his  problems  is  so  crude  that  it 
lacks  credibility.  It  is  true  that  Britain  created  the  murderous  colonial  system  which  made 
Europeans  gods  and  Africans  sub-humans  on  their  own  continent.  But  this  did  not  prevent  South 
Africans  or  even  Kenyans  from  letting  some  of  its  people  enjoy  a better  life.  South  African 
leaders  made  errors  but  the  racists  cannot  snicker,  as  Ian  Smith  did,  that  Mandela  and  Mbeki  had 
destroyed  their  country. 

If  Mugabe  were  as  intelligent  as  he  thinks  he  is,  he  should  accept  the  will  of  the  people  and  step 
down.  But  when  an  intelligent  man  refuses  to  use  his  brains,  he's  the  biggest  fool  of  all.

It  may  be  possible  to  harvest  pond  scum  and  other  algae  to  produce 
biodiesel.

The 
Itongo  is  ALL  the  wisdom  there  is,  all  wisdom  is  of  IT;  but  all  wisdom 
conceivable  is  not  the  Itongo.  ALL  substance,  ALL  power,  ALL  wisdom  is  of 
IT,  and  IT  is  in  them  and  manifest  through  them,  but  IT  is  also  above  them  and 
and  beyond  them,  eternally  unmanifest" .

The 
only  question  is  how  long  it  is  going  to  take,  and  how 
much  resistance  and  game  playing  there  is  going  to  be 
from  the  west. 


And  on  this  issue,  and  Iraq,  I am  extremely  disappointed 
in  Tony  Blair,  who  is  otherwise  a very  gifted  politician. 

And  who  managed  to  keep  Britain  from  going  Conservative 
for  over  a decade  now.  But  on  his  lack  of  intelligence  and 
foresight  with  regards  to  Zimbabwe  he  really  dropped  the 
ball  - although  any  Labour  politician  is  preferrable  over 
any  Conservative. 

> Mugabe's  intelligence  became  a liability  when  he  started 

> to  believe  that  he  was  the  brightest  man  in  existence, 

> without  whom  his  country  could  not  function. 

Saddam  probably  thought  something  similar.  And  he 
even  turned  out  to  be  right. 

If  the  MDC  is  going  to  turn  back  land  reform,  by 
evicting  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Africans  from  their 
land,  they  are  setting  the  scene  for  a civil  war,  which 
is  going  to  make  the  present  economy  look  like  paradise. 

A bit  like  Iraq  under  dictatorship,  versus  Iraqi  under 
anarchy. 

> Economic  mismanagement  meant  that  funds  from  the 

> rich  minerals  of  the  country  were  not  invested  in 

> education,  health,  roads,  industry  or  public  housing. 

> People  had  to  queue  for  bread  in  a land  which  once 

> fed  its  neighbours. 

These  are  not  the  effect  of  'economic  mismanagement' , 
but  of  sanctions,  which  created  an  instant  absence  of 
foreign  currency  in  the  country.  And  when  oil  has  to 
be  imported  and  paid  for  in  US  dollars  as  it  has  throughout 
the  world...  Imagine  running  an  economy  without  oil. 

That  is  the  cause  of  hyperinflation  in  Zimbabwe,  not 
'economic  mismanagement' . 

Economic  sanctions  are  most  clearly  embodies 
(but  not  limited  to)  the  US  senate  bill  S.494,  sponsored 
by  Bill  Frist,  called  the  Zimbabwe  Democracy  and  Economic 
Recovery  Act  of  2001,  which  prohibited:

European  Bank  for  Reconstruction  and  Development,  and  the 
Multilateral  Investment  Guaranty  Agency.

The  land  programme  had  two  components:  There  was  an  "Al"  model  for 
small  farmers  to  decongest  the  overcrowded  rural  areas  where  the 
Rhodesians  had  pushed  the  blacks  after  taking  their  land.  And  there  was 
an  "A2"  model  for  "landless  Africans  who  wanted  to  embark  on  serious 
commercial  farming". 

The  "Al"  is  now  virtually  completed  with  a 100%  uptake  in  all  10  provinces. 

Government  figures  show  a total  of  210,520  families  having  been  resettled 
on  3,159  farms  totalling  7.43  million  hectares. 

The  "A2"  remains  incomplete  due  to  "many  problems"  (President  Mugabe's 
words).  As  he  explained  at  the  Central  Committee  meeting  on  12  December, 

"the  A2  was  and  remains  the  phase  most  feared  by  white  commercial  farmers 
in  that  it  aims  to  grow  competition  within  the  commercial  farming  sector. 

Consequently,  it  has  triggered  the  fiercest  resistance  from  organised 
white-landed  interest." 

As  the  year  ended,  the  A2  was  still  struggling,  with  just  over  50%  uptake. 

A total  of  100,351  people  initially  applied  for  plots  under  this  scheme, 

54,592  of  them  were  finally  accepted  as  A2  holders,  while  45,759  who 
could  not  quite  make  the  grade  were  pushed  back  into  the  Al  model. 

Later,  a further  30,000  applications  were  received. 

In  the  end,  28,665  plots  were  demarcated  under  the  A2  model,  but  by  November 
only  14,730  plots  had  been  taken  up  by  applicants,  leaving  13,935  still 
vacant, 
a good  50%. 

The  "many  problems"  dogging  the  A2  programme,  include  conflicts  between 
applicants  newly  allocated  land  and  those  already  occupying  the  land,  which 
have  prevented  some  new  farmers  from  taking  up  their  plots.

To  me  this  is  kind  of  easy  to  grasp.  In  its  most  basic  essence  it  is  saying  that  the  Itongo 
is  all  that  exist,  but  is  beyond  what  exist  because  the  Itongo  is  infinite.

History  of  humanity  hidden  beneath  northern  Cypriot  shores 

CamgD  □ adventures  in  diving  began  when  he  was  a 4- year-old.  He  performed  his  first  dive 
when  he  was  15  and  made  many  other  dives  in  the  waters  of  Turkey  and  northern  Cyprus  later  in 
his  life.  He  continued  to  search  for  the  unknown  under  international  waters  as  well.  But  it  was 
the  waters  of  northern  Cyprus  that  attracted  him  the  most.  "North  Cyprus  is  very  rich  in  terms  of 
underwater  archaeology.  An  unbelievable  treasure  of  sunken  cities,  ships,  amphorae,  and 
sculptures  is  hidden  beneath  the  shores  of  North  Cyprus." 

CamgD  Dounded  the  Nautilus  Diving  School,  the  only  diving  school  in  northern  Cyprus,  five 
years  ago.  It  is  the  only  dive  center  to  be  awarded  a grant  bythe  United  Nations  Development 
Programme  and  Officefor  Project  Services  (UNDP-UNOPS). 

Behind  a curtain  of  secrecy 

CamgD  Dound,  by  chance,  the  invaluable  anchor  that  belonged  to  an  erstwhile  pharaoh.  "One 
day,  nine  years  ago,  I was  trying  to  discover  diving  spots  in  Kyrenia,  a mile  offshore."  Exploring 
at  a depth  of  20  meters,  an  object  caught  his  eye.  After  a few  minutes,  CamgiJ  Decided  that  it 
was  just  an  illusion  and  surfaced. 

Last  year,  CamgD  Dade  another  dive  at  a spot  near  the  location  where  he  had  made  that  dive  nine 
years  earlier.  It  was  during  that  dive  that  he  found  the  stone  anchor.  When  he  moved  it  slightly, 
he  saw  some  hieroglyphics  on  its  back  surface. 


"I  immediately  recognized  the  hieroglyphics.  I was  running  low  on  air.  That's  why  I had  to 
surface,"  he  said.  A second  dive  to  further  examine  the  anchor  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  a few 
other  historic  artifacts  located  close  to  the  anchor.  He  went  on  a third  dive  with  students  from  the 
North  Cyprus  Campus  of  the  Middle  East  Technical  University  to  conduct  scanning  and 
inventory  studies.  A fourth  dive  was  undertaken  with  a professional  team,  led  by  underwater 
archaeologist  Enver  Grsoy,  during  which  the  coordinates  of  the  site  were  recorded  and 
photographs  were  taken.  CamgD  aid  all  the  studies  were  undertaken  under  the  supervision  of 
northern  Cyprus'  Office  of  Historical  Monuments. 

Coordinates  not  revealed 

The  anchor  with  the  hieroglyphics  was  then  sent  to  the  British  Museum  to  decipher  the 
hieroglyphics.  "After  an  initial  examination,  some  of  the  hieroglyphics  were  decoded.  The 
inscriptions  included  information  about  the  pharaoh's  Cyprus  expedition,"  said  CamgD  □ 

What  that  discovery  could  fully  yield  is  unclear  for  now  as  examinations  on  the  ancient  anchor 
have  not  yet  been  completed.  "Studies  have  focused  on  the  question  of  why  the  pharaoh 
conducted  expeditions  into  the  waters  off  Cyprus.  Currently,  we  don't  have  adequate 
information,  but  experts  have  determined  that  this  ancient  anchor  has  no  equal  in  all  the  world," 
said  Camg  □ □ 

Funds  insufficient  for  underwater  archaeology 

CamgO  Daid  underwater  archaeology  is  an  evolving  field,  both  in  Turkey  and  northern  Cyprus. 
"But  funds  are  insufficient.  There  is  a great  need  for  financial  support."  Cyprus'  waters  are 
available  for  diving  throughout  the  year.  The  water  temperature  ranges  between  16  and  20 
degrees  centigrade  while  diving  depths  range  between  30  and  40  meters.  CamgD  Dlso  produces 
underwater  documentaries.  Two  years  ago,  together  with  Turkish  state  broadcaster,  TRT,  he 
prepared  a documentary  called  "Blue  Depths  of  Green  Island"  about  northern  Cyprus'  underwater 
life  and  diversity  of  fish.

Not 
a fun  read,  I must  add,  which  may  be  the  reason  Sen.  Hillary  Clinton, 
or  her  people,  and  most  of  the  press,  did  not  read  or  understand  its 
25  dense  pages. 

ADVERTISEMENT 

Sen.  Barack  Obama,  or  his  people,  obviously  studied  the  thing,  and 
that  is  the  reason  he  will  probably  be  his  party's  nominee  for 
president  of  the  United  States. 

The  document,  adopted  by  the  Democratic  National  Committee  on  Aug.  19, 

2006,  is  filled  with  the  kind  of  fairness  rhetoric  the  party  has  been 
spouting  for  at  least  40  years.  Samples: 

"State  Democratic  Parties  shall  ensure  that  district  lines  used  in  the 
delegate  selection  process  are  not  gerrymandered  to  discriminate 
against  African  Americans,  Hispanics,  Native  Americans,  Asian/Pacific 
Americans  or  women." 

"Each  state  affirmative  action  program  shall  include  outreach 
provisions  to  encourage  the  participation  and  representation  of 
persons  of  low  and  moderate  income,  and  a specific  plan  to  help  defray 
expenses  of  those  delegates  otherwise  unable  to  participate  in  the 
national  convention." 

That's  nice.  More  important  is  the  fine  print: 

"Seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of  each  state's  base  delegation  shall  be 
elected  at  the  congressional  district  level  or  smaller  ... 

"Delegates  shall  be  allocated  in  a fashion  that  fairly  reflects  the 
expressed  presidential  preference  or  uncommitted  status  of  the  primary 
voters  or,  if  there  is  no  binding  primary,  the  convention  and/or 


caucus  participants." 

In  other  words,  using  terms  of  political  art,  the  Democrats  have 
rejected  "winner-take-all"  elections  in  favor  of  "proportional 
representation."  The  best  example  of  that  is  what  happened  in  Texas: 
Clinton  won  50.9  percent  of  the  overall  vote  to  47.4  percent  for 
Obama.  But  because  of  the  way  the  votes  were  divided  by  counties, 
Obama  won  99  delegates  to  94  for  Clinton. 

Understanding  the  rule,  the  Obama  campaign  campaigned  everywhere,  in 
primary  elections  and  caucuses  in  even  the  smallest  states.  Two  weeks 
before  the  Delaware  election,  polls  showed  Clinton  ahead  by  10  percent 
or  more.  Obama  campaigned  there,  Clinton  did  not,  and  he  won  the  state 
by  2 percentage  points.  More  important,  he  won  nine  delegates  to  her 
six. 

The  same  thing  happened  in  small  state  after  state,  which  is  why  Obama 
is  ahead  in  the  delegate  count.  If  states  still  had  winner-take-all 
primaries,  Clinton,  who  won  more  votes  in  California,  New  York  and 
Texas,  would  have  easily  won  the  nomination.  But  again,  she  had  not 
read  the  rules  and  Obama  had. 

There  was  a myth  at  the  center  of  the  Clinton  campaign,  the  idea  that 
she  and  her  husband,  the  former  president,  had  a nationwide 
organization  ready  to  knock  on  every  door  in  America.  Not  so.  The 
Clintons  had  many  friends,  but  no  organization.  Bill  and  Hillary  were 
always  top-down,  media  candidates.  Obama's  manager,  David  Axelrod,  a 
former  Chicago  Tribune  reporter,  did  build  a national 
knock-on-any-door  campaign,  an  old-fashioned  Chicago-style  campaign  — 
and  it  worked. 

It  is  hard  not  to  feel  sorry  for  Hillary  Clinton.  She  expected  her 
campaign  to  be  a walkover,  and  there  she  was  like  a deer  in  the 
headlights  when  the  Obama  Express  came  roaring  down  the  tracks.  She 
was  in  the  wrong  place  at  the  wrong  time. 

This  is  not  a new  thing  in  presidential  politics.  In  my  experience, 
the  new  guys,  new  managers,  usually  win.  And  Axelrod  was  the  new  guy, 
as  Karl  Rove  was  the  new  guy  in  2000,  and  before  him  there  was  James 
Carville  and  George  Stephanopoulos,  Lee  Atwater,  Hamilton  Jordan  and 
Jody  Powell. 

The  new  guys  win  because  they  have  to  learn  the  rules  from  scratch. 

The  old  guys  play  by  old  rules,  run  the  same  old  campaigns  that  worked 
before  — and  it  is  often  too  late  for  them  when  they  realize  the  game 
has  changed.  Poor  Hillary  and  her  strategist  Mark  Penn  just  didn't  get 
it.

CT  (computed  tomography)  scans  are  the  cause  of  up  to  2 per  cent  of  all  cancers.  The 
effect  could  be  far  worse  among  children,  who  are  more  sensitive  to  irradiation. 


The  scans,  which  seem  to  especially  cause  cancers  of  the  lungs  and  colon,  produce  a 
radiation  dose  similar  to  that  of  the  atom  bombs  that  were  dropped  over  Hiroshima  and 
Nagasaki  in  1945. 

Each  scan  produces  a radiation  dose  of  around  15  mSv  in  an  adult,  and  30  mSv  in  a 
newborn  child,  and  as  standard  treatment  is  for  two  to  three  scans,  the  overall  dose 
reaches  45  mSv.  Survivors  of  Nagasaki  and  Hiroshima  were  exposed  to  doses  slightly 
below  50  mSv. 

Around  1 1 per  cent  of  all  CT  scans  are  carried  out  on  children  to  determine  if  they  have 
appendicitis,  and  researchers  fear  that,  even  if  they  do  not  develop  cancer  immediately, 
they  are  still  at  greater  risk  as  adults  as  their  radiation  load  continues  to  increase. 

In  the  US  alone,  62  million  scans  are  performed  every  year,  mainly  to  check  on  seizures, 
chronic  headaches  and  trauma,  an  extraordinary  increase  since  1980  when  just  3 million 
scans  were  performed. 

Researchers  from  Columbia  University  Medical  Center  in  New  York  base  their  cancer 
estimates  on  radiation  exposure  from  survivors  of  the  atomic  bomb  blasts,  and  from  a 
major  study  into  the  health  of  400,000  workers  in  the  nuclear  industry. 

They  also  reckon  that  up  to  a third  of  all  CT  scans  are  unnecessary  or  could  be  replaced 
by  safer  technology  such  as  ultrasound. 

If  that?s  so,  it  means  that  20  million  adults  and  1 million  children  are  unnecessarily 
irradiated  every  year  in  the  US  ? and  also  being  exposed  to  the  risk  of  cancer.

Along  with  superstars  like  Harrison  Ford,  Cate  Blanchett,  and 
Shia  LaBeouf,  the  newest  Indiana  Jones  movie  promises  to 
showcase  one  of  the  most  enigmatic  classes  of  artifacts  known  to 
archaeologists,  crystal  skulls  that  first  surfaced  in  the  19th  century 
and  that  specialists  attributed  to  various  " ancient  Mesoamerican  " 
cultures.  In  this  article,  Smithsonian  anthropologist  Jane 
MacLaren  Walsh  shares  her  own  adventures  analyzing  the 


artifacts  that  inspired  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Crystal  Skull  (in  theaters  May  22),  and  details  her  efforts  tracking 
down  a mysterious  "obtainer  of  rare  antiquities  " who  may  have 
held  the  key  to  the  origin  of  these  exotic  objects.

A letter  accompanying  the  30-pound,  10-inch-high  artifact  suggested  it  was  of 
Aztec  origin.

Sixteen  years  ago,  a heavy  package  addressed  to  the  nonexistent  "Smithsonian 
Inst.  Curator,  MezoAmerican  Museum,  Washington,  D.C."  was  delivered  to  the 
National  Museum  of  American  History.  It  was  accompanied  by  an  unsigned  letter 
stating:  "This  Aztec  crystal  skull,  purported  to  be  part  of  the  Porfirio  D 
collection,  was  purchased  in  Mexico  in  I960....  I am  offering  it  to  the  Smithsonian 
without  consideration."  Richard  Ahlbom,  then  curator  of  the  Hispanic-American 
collections,  knew  of  my  expertise  in  Mexican  archaeology  and  called  me  to  ask 
whether  I knew  anything  about  the  object— an  eerie,  milky-white  crystal  skull 
considerably  larger  than  a human  head. 

I told  him  I knew  of  a life-sized  crystal  skull  on  display  at  the  British  Museum, 
and  had  seen  a smaller  version  the  Smithsonian  had  once  exhibited  as  a fake. 

After  we  spent  a few  minutes  puzzling  over  the  meaning  and  significance  of  this 
unusual  artifact,  he  asked  whether  the  department  of  anthropology  would  be 
interested  in  accepting  it  for  the  national  collections.  I said  yes  without  hesitation. 
If  the  skull  turned  out  to  be  a genuine  pre-Columbian  Mesoamerican  artifact,  such 
a rare  object  should  definitely  become  part  of  the  national  collections. 

I couldn't  have  imagined  then  that  this  unsolicited  donation  would  open  an 
entirely  new  avenue  of  research  for  me.  In  the  years  since  the  package  arrived,  my 
investigation  of  this  single  skull  has  led  me  to  research  the  history  of  pre- 
Columbian  collections  in  museums  around  the  world,  and  I have  collaborated 
with  a broad  range  of  international  scientists  and  museum  curators  who  have  also 
crossed  paths  with  crystal  skulls.  Studying  these  artifacts  has  prompted  new 
research  into  pre-Columbian  lapidary  (or  stone-working)  technology,  particularly 
the  carving  of  hard  stones  like  jadeite  and  quartz. 

Crystal  skulls  have  undergone  serious  scholarly  scrutiny,  but  they  also  excite  the 
popular  imagination  because  they  seem  so  mysterious.  Theories  about  their 
origins  abound.  Some  believe  the  skulls  are  the  handiwork  of  the  Maya  or  Aztecs, 
but  they  have  also  become  the  subject  of  constant  discussion  on  occult  websites. 


Some  insist  that  they  originated  on  a sunken  continent  or  in  a far-away  galaxy. 
And  now  they  are  poised  to  become  archaeological  superstars  thanks  to  our 
celluloid  colleague  Indiana  Jones,  who  will  tackle  the  subject  of  our  research  in 
Indiana  Jones  and  the  Kingdom  of  the  Crystal  Skull.  Details  about  the  movie's 
plot  are  being  closely  guarded  by  the  film's  producers  as  I write  this,  but  the 
Internet  rumor  mill  has  it  that  the  crystal  skull  of  the  title  is  the  creation  of  aliens.

These  exotic  carvings  are  usually  attributed  to  pre-Columbian  Mesoamerican 
cultures,  but  not  a single  crystal  skull  in  a museum  collection  comes  from  a 
documented  excavation,  and  they  have  little  stylistic  or  technical  relationship  with 
any  genuine  pre-Columbian  depictions  of  skulls,  which  are  an  important  motif  in 
Mesoamerican  iconography. 

They  are  intensely  loved  today  by  a large  coterie  of  aging  hippies  and  New  Age 
devotees,  but  what  is  the  truth  behind  the  crystal  skulls?  Where  did  they  come 
from,  and  why  were  they  made? 

Museums  began  collecting  rock-crystal  skulls  during  the  second  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  when  no  scientific  archaeological  excavations  had  been 
undertaken  in  Mexico  and  knowledge  of  real  pre-Columbian  artifacts  was  scarce. 
It  was  also  a period  that  saw  a burgeoning  industry  in  faking  pre-Columbian 
objects.  When  Smithsonian  archaeologist  W.  H.  Holmes  visited  Mexico  City  in 
1884,  he  saw  "relic  shops"  on  every  comer  filled  with  fake  ceramic  vessels, 
whistles,  and  figurines.  Two  years  later,  Holmes  warned  about  the  abundance  of 
fake  pre-Columbian  artifacts  in  museum  collections  in  an  article  for  the  journal 
Science  titled  "The  Trade  in  Spurious  Mexican  Antiquities."

The  first  Mexican  crystal  skulls  made  their  debut  just  before  the  1863  French 
intervention,  when  Louis  Napoleon's  army  invaded  the  country  and  installed 
Maximilian  von  Hapsburg  of  Austria  as  emperor.  Usually  they  are  small,  not 
taller  than  1.5  inches.  The  earliest  specimen  seems  to  be  a British  Museum  crystal 


skull  about  an  inch  high  that  may  have  been  acquired  in  1856  by  British  banker 
Henry  Christy. 

Two  other  examples  were  exhibited  in  1867  at  the  Exposition  Universelle  in  Paris 
as  part  of  the  collection  of  EugiJL  Boban,  perhaps  the  most  mysterious  figure  in 
the  history  of  the  crystal  skulls.  A Frenchman  who  served  as  the  official 
"archaeologist"  of  the  Mexican  court  of  Maximilian,  Boban  was  also  a member  of 
the  French  Scientific  Commission  in  Mexico,  whose  work  the  Paris  Exposition 
was  designed  to  highlight.  (The  exhibition  was  not  entirely  successful  in 
showcasing  Louis  Napoleon's  second  empire,  since  its  opening  coincided  with  the 
execution  of  Maximilian  by  the  forces  of  Mexican  president  Benito  Ju  Dz.) 

One  small  crystal  skull  was  purchased  in  1874  for  28  pesos  by  Mexico  City's 
national  museum  from  the  Mexican  collector  Luis  Costantino,  and  another  for  30 
pesos  in  1880.  In  1886,  the  Smithsonian  bought  a small  crystal  skull,  this  one 
from  the  collection  of  Augustin  Fischer,  who  had  been  Emperor  Maximilian's 
secretary  in  Mexico.  But  it  disappeared  mysteriously  from  the  collection  some 
time  after  1973.  It  had  been  on  display  in  an  exhibit  of  archaeological  fakes  after 
William  Foshag,  a Smithsonian  mineralogist,  realized  in  the  1950s  that  it  had 
been  carved  with  a modern  lapidary  wheel. 


In  1886,  the  Smithsonian  acquired  a crystal  skull  that  may  have  been  a pre-

These  small  objects  represent  the  "first  generation"  of  crystal  skulls,  and  they  are 
all  drilled  through  from  top  to  bottom.  The  drill  holes  may  in  fact  be  pre- 
Columbian  in  origin,  and  the  skulls  may  have  been  simple  Mesoamerican  quartz 
crystal  beads,  later  re-carved  for  the  European  market  as  little  mementos  mori,  or 
objects  meant  to  remind  their  owners  of  the  eventuality  of  death. 

In  my  research  into  the  provenance  of  crystal  skulls,  I kept  encountering  Boban's 
name.  He  arrived  in  Mexico  in  his  teens  and  spent  an  idyllic  youth  conducting  his 
own  archaeological  expeditions  and  collecting  exotic  birds.  Boban  fell  in  love 
with  Mexican  culture— becoming  fluent  in  Spanish  and  Nahuatl,  the  Aztec 
language— and  began  to  make  his  living  selling  archaeological  artifacts  and  natural 
history  specimens  through  a family  business  in  Mexico  City. 

After  returning  to  France,  he  opened  an  antiquities  shop  in  Paris  in  the  1870s  and 
sold  a large  part  of  his  original  Mexican  archaeological  collection  to  Alphonse 
Pinart,  a French  explorer  and  ethnographer.  In  1878,  Pinart  donated  the  collection, 
which  included  three  crystal  skulls,  to  the  Trocadero,  the  precursor  of  the 


Musffide  l'Homme.  Boban  had  acquired  the  third  skull  in  the  Pinart  collection 
sometime  after  his  return  to  Paris;  it  is  several  times  larger  than  any  of  the  others 
from  this  early  period,  measuring  about  4 inches  high.  This  skull,  now  in  the 
Musffidu  Quai  Branly,  has  a large  hole  drilled  vertically  through  its  center.  There 
is  a comparable,  though  smaller,  skull  (about  2.5  inches  high)  in  a private 
collection.  It  serves  as  the  base  for  a crucifix;  the  somewhat  larger  Quai  Branly 
skull  may  have  had  a similar  use. 


Macabre  Obsession 

The  19th  century  was  a period  of  keen  fascination  with  skulls  and  skeletons  in 
Europe.  During  the  reign  of  Louis  Napoleon  (1852-1870),  French  artists  created 
stereoscopic  photographs,  called  Diableries,  of  miniature  dioramas  of  skeletons  at 
dress  balls,  libraries  (below),  conferences  with  the  devil,  and  in  amorous  trysts. 
Wicked  lampoons  of  corruption  at  Napoleon's  court,  they  illustrate  how  popular 
skeletal  imagery  was  when  the  first  crystal  skulls  made  their  appearance.

A second-generation  skull— life-size  and  without  a vertical  hole— first  appeared  in 
1881  in  the  Paris  shop  of  none  other  than  Boban.  This  skull  is  just  under  6 inches 
high.  The  description  in  the  catalogue  he  published  provided  no  findspot  for  the 
object  and  it  is  listed  separately  from  his  Mexican  antiquities.  Boban  called  it  a 
"masterpiece"  of  lapidary  technology,  and  noted  that  it  was  "unique  in  the  world." 

Despite  being  one  of  a kind,  the  skull  failed  to  sell,  so  when  Boban  returned  to 
Mexico  City  in  1885,  after  a 16-year  absence,  he  took  it  with  him.  He  exhibited  it 
alongside  a collection  of  actual  human  skulls  in  his  shop,  which  he  dubbed  the 
"Museo  Cientifico."  According  to  local  gossip,  Boban  tried  to  sell  it  to  Mexico's 
national  museum  as  an  Aztec  artifact,  in  partnership  with  Leopoldo  Batres,  whose 
official  government  title  was  protector  of  pre-Hispanic  monuments.  But  the 
museum's  curator  assumed  the  skull  was  a glass  fake  and  refused  to  purchase  it. 
Then  Batres  denounced  Boban  as  a fraud  and  accused  him  of  smuggling 
antiquities. 

In  July  1886,  the  French  antiquarian  moved  his  museum  business  and  collection 
to  New  York  City  and  later  held  an  auction  of  several  thousand  archaeological 
artifacts,  colonial  Mexican  manuscripts,  and  a large  library  of  books.  Tiffany  & 
Co.  bought  the  crystal  skull  at  this  auction  for  $950.  A decade  later,  Tiffany's  sold 
it  to  the  British  Museum  for  the  original  purchase  price.  Interestingly,  Boban's 
1886  catalogue  for  the  New  York  auction  lists  yet  another  crystal  skull.  Of  the 
smaller  variety,  it  is  described  as  being  from  the  "Valley  of  Mexico"  and  is  listed 
with  a crystal  hand,  which  is  described  as  Aztec.  Neither  of  these  objects  can  now 
be  accounted  for. 


A third  generation  of  skulls  appeared  some  time  before  1934,  when  Sidney 
Bumey,  a London  art  dealer,  purchased  a crystal  skull  of  proportions  almost 
identical  to  the  specimen  the  British  Museum  bought  from  Tiffany's.  There  is  no 
information  about  where  he  got  it,  but  it  is  very  nearly  a replica  of  the  British 
Museum  skull— almost  exactly  the  same  shape,  but  with  more  detailed  modeling 
of  the  eyes  and  the  teeth.  It  also  has  a separate  mandible,  which  puts  it  in  a class 
by  itself.  In  1943,  it  was  sold  at  Sotheby's  in  London  to  Frederick  Arthur  (Mike) 
Mitchell-Hedges,  a well-to-do  English  deep-sea  fisherman,  explorer,  and  yarn- 
spinner  extraordinaire. 

Since  the  1954  publication  of  Mitchell-Hedges's  memoir,  Danger  My  Ally , this 
third-generation,  twentieth-century  skull  has  acquired  a Maya  origin,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  fantastic,  Indiana  .Tones-like  tall  tales.  His  adopted  daughter,  Anna 
Mitchell-Hedges,  who  died  last  year  at  the  age  of  100,  cared  for  it  for  60  years, 
occasionally  exhibiting  the  skull  privately  for  a fee.  It  is  currently  in  the 
possession  of  her  widower,  but  10  nieces  and  nephews  have  also  laid  claim  to  it. 
Known  as  the  Skull  of  Doom,  the  Skull  of  Love,  or  simply  the  Mitchell-Hedges 
Skull,  it  is  said  to  emit  blue  lights  from  its  eyes,  and  has  reputedly  crashed 
computer  hard  drives. 


__  The  Mitchell-Hedges  skull,  top,  and  the  British  Museum  skull 
were  the  subject  of  a series  of  1936  articles  in  which  British 

Museum  curator  Adrian  Digby  and  physical  anthropologist  G. 

-.g5S:a|  M.  Morant  debated  whether  the  two  were  based  on  the  same 
original  skull,  which  Digby  posited  was  perhaps  revered  as  a 
Mesoamerican  "death  god." 


Although  nearly  all  of  the  crystal  skulls  have  at  times  been  identified  as  Aztec, 
Toltec,  Mixtec,  or  occasionally  Maya,  they  do  not  reflect  the  artistic  or  stylistic 
characteristics  of  any  of  these  cultures.  The  Aztec  and  Toltec  versions  of  death 
heads  were  nearly  always  carved  in  basalt,  occasionally  were  covered  with  stucco, 
and  were  probably  all  painted.  They  were  usually  either  attached  to  walls  or 
altars,  or  depicted  in  bas  reliefs  of  deities  as  ornaments  worn  on  belts.  They  are 
comparatively  crudely  carved,  but  are  more  naturalistic  than  the  crystal  skulls, 
particularly  in  the  depiction  of  the  teeth.  The  Mixtec  occasionally  fabricated 
skulls  in  gold,  but  these  representations  are  more  precisely  described  as  skull-like 
faces  with  intact  eyes,  noses,  and  ears.  The  Maya  also  carved  skulls,  but  in  relief 
on  limestone.  Often  these  skulls,  depicted  in  profile,  represent  days  of  their 
calendars. 

French  and  other  European  buyers  imagined  they  were  buying  skillful  pre- 
Columbian  carvings,  partially  convinced  perhaps  by  their  own  fascinated  horror 
with  Aztec  human  sacrifice.  But  the  Aztecs  didn't  hang  crystal  skulls  around  their 
necks.  Instead,  they  displayed  the  skulls  of  sacrificial  victims  on  racks,  impaling 
them  horizontally  through  the  sides  (the  parietal-temporal  region),  not  vertically. 


I believe  that  all  of  the  smaller  crystal  skulls  that  constitute  the  first  generation  of 
fakes  were  made  in  Mexico  around  the  time  they  were  sold,  between  1856  and 
1880.  This  24-year  period  may  represent  the  output  of  a single  artisan,  or  perhaps 
a single  workshop.  The  larger  1878  Paris  skull  seems  to  be  some  sort  of 
transitional  piece,  as  it  follows  the  vertical  drilling  of  the  smaller  pieces,  but  its 
size  precludes  it  being  a bead,  or  being  worn  in  any  way.  This  skull  now  resides  in 
the  basement  laboratories  of  the  Louvre,  and  the  MusHtdu  Quai  Branly  has  begun 
a program  of  scientific  testing  on  the  piece  that  will  include  advanced  elemental 
analysis  techniques  like  particle  induced  X-ray  emission  and  Raman 
spectroscopy,  so  we  may  know  more  about  its  material  and  age  in  the  near  future. 


South  American  Idol? 

In  the  opening  scenes  of  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark  (1981),  Indiana  Jones  is  hot  on 
the  trail  of  an  extremely  valuable  golden  idol  created  by  an  unidentified  ancient 
South  American  culture.  The  goddess's  image,  which  Jones  deftly  snatches  from 
an  altar  (setting  off  a series  of  booby  traps  that  culminate  with  an  enormous 
boulder  nearly  crushing  our  hero),  is  of  a woman  in  the  act  of  giving  birth.  The 
golden  figure  was  modeled  on  a purportedly  Aztec  greenstone  carving  called 
Tlazolteotl,  considered  to  be  a masterpiece  by  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Museum  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

In  my  research  into  the  object's  acquisition  history,  I discovered  that  a Chinese 
dealer  in  Paris  sold  the  figure  in  1883  to  a famous  French  mineralogist,  Augustin 
Damour.  His  friend,  Eugene  Boban,  advised  Damour  on  the  purchase.  In 
examining  the  artifact's  iconography,  I found  that  the  birthing  position  is 
unknown  in  documented  pre-Columbian  artifacts  or  depictions  in  codices.  I have 
also  used  scanning  electron  microscopy  to  analyze  the  manufacture  of  the  idol  and 
have  found  there  is  ample  evidence  of  the  use  of  modem  rotary  cutting  tools  on 
the  object's  surface.  In  my  opinion,  the  Tlazolteotl  idol,  like  the  crystal  skulls,  is  a 
nineteenth-century  fake. 

The  1878  Paris  skull  and  the  Boban-Tiffany-British  Museum  skull  that  appeared 
in  1881  are  perhaps  nineteenth-century  European  inventions.  There  is  no  direct  tie 
to  Mexico  for  either  of  these  two  larger  skulls,  except  through  Boban;  they  simply 
appear  in  Paris  long  after  his  initial  return  from  Mexico  in  1869.  The  Mitchell- 
Hedges  skull,  which  appears  after  1934,  is  a veritable  copy  of  the  British  Museum 
skull,  with  stylistic  and  technical  flourishes  that  only  an  accomplished  faker 
would  devise.  In  fact,  in  1936  British  Museum  scholar  Adrian  Digby  first  raised 
the  possibility  that  the  Mitchell-Hedges  skull  could  be  a copy  of  the  British 
Museum  skull  since  it  showed  "a  perverted  ingenuity  such  as  one  would  expect  to 
find  in  a forger."  However,  Digby,  then  a young  curator,  did  not  suggest  it  was  a 
modem  forgery  and  also  dismissed  the  possibility  that  his  museum's  own  crystal 


skull  was  a fraud,  as  early  twentieth-century  microscopic  examination  did  not 
reveal  the  presence  of  modern  tool  marks. 


The  skull  that  arrived  at  the  Smithsonian  16  years  ago  represents  yet  another 
generation  of  these  hoaxes.  According  to  its  anonymous  donor,  it  was  purchased 
in  Mexico  in  1960,  and  its  size  perhaps  reflects  the  exuberance  of  the  time.  In 
comparison  with  the  original  nineteenth-century  skulls,  the  Smithsonian  skull  is 
enormous;  at  31  pounds  and  nearly  10  inches  high,  it  dwarfs  all  others.  I believe  it 
was  probably  manufactured  in  Mexico  shortly  before  it  was  sold.  (The  skull  is 
now  part  of  the  Smithsonian's  national  collections  and  even  has  its  own  catalogue 
number:  409954.  At  the  moment  it  is  stored  in  a locked  cabinet  in  my  office.) 

There  are  now  fifth-  and  probably  sixth-generation  skulls,  and  I have  been  asked 
to  examine  quite  a number  of  them.  Collectors  have  brought  me  skulls 
purportedly  from  Mexico,  Guatemala,  Brazil,  and  even  Tibet.  Some  of  these 
"crystal"  skulls  have  turned  out  to  be  glass;  a few  are  made  of  resin. 

British  Museum  scientist  Margaret  Sax  and  I examined  the  British  Museum  and 
Smithsonian  skulls  under  light  and  scanning  electron  microscope  and 
conclusively  determined  that  they  were  carved  with  relatively  modem  lapidary 
equipment,  which  were  unavailable  to  pre-Columbian  Mesoamerican  carvers.  (A 
preliminary  report  on  our  research  is  on  the  British  Museum  website, 
www.britishmuseum.ac.uk/compass).  So  why  have  crystal  skulls  had  such  a long 
and  successful  run,  and  why  do  some  museums  continue  to  exhibit  them,  despite 
their  lack  of  archaeological  context  and  obvious  iconographic,  stylistic,  and 
technical  problems?  Though  the  British  Museum  exhibits  its  skulls  as  examples  of 
fakes,  others  still  offer  them  up  as  the  genuine  article.  Mexico's  national  museum, 
for  example,  identifies  its  skulls  as  the  work  of  Aztec  and  Mixtec  artisans. 

Perhaps  it  is  because,  like  the  Indiana  Jones  movies,  these  macabre  objects  are 
reliable  crowd-pleasers. 

Impressed  by  their  technical  excellence  and  gleaming  polish,  generations  of 
museum  curators  and  private  collectors  have  been  taken  in  by  these  objects.  But 
they  are  too  good  to  be  true.  If  we  consider  that  pre-Columbian  lapidaries  used 
stone,  bone,  wooden,  and  possibly  copper  tools  with  abrasive  sand  to  carve  stone, 
crystal  skulls  are  much  too  perfectly  carved  and  highly  polished  to  be  believed. 

Ultimately,  the  truth  behind  the  skulls  may  have  gone  to  the  grave  with  Boban,  a 
masterful  dealer  of  many  thousands  of  pre-Columbian  artifacts— including  at  least 
five  different  crystal  skulls— now  safely  ensconced  in  museums  worldwide.  He 
managed  to  confound  a great  many  people  for  a very  long  time  and  has  left  an 
intriguing  legacy,  one  that  continues  to  puzzle  us  a century  after  his  death.  Boban 
confidently  sold  museums  and  private  collectors  some  of  the  most  intriguing 
fakes  known,  and  perhaps  many  more  yet  to  be  recognized.  It  sounds  like  a great 
premise  for  a movie.

Yank  a country's  water  supply.  Stage  a military  coup.  SWS  will  tell  you  what  happens  next. 

"The  idea  is  to  generate  alternative  futures  with  outcomes  based  on  interactions  between  multiple 
sides,"  said  Purdue  University  professor  Alok  Chaturvedi,  co-author  of  the  SWS  concept  paper. 

Chaturvedi  directs  Purdue's  laboratories  for  Synthetic  Environment  for  Analysis  and 
Simulations,  or  SEAS  - the  platform  underlying  SWS.  Chaturvedi  also  makes  a commercial 
version  of  SEAS  available  through  his  company,  Simulex,  Inc. 

SEAS  users  can  visualise  the  nodes  and  scenarios  in  text  boxes  and  graphs,  or  as  icons  set 
against  geographical  maps. 

Corporations  can  use  SEAS  to  test  the  market  for  new  products,  said  Chaturvedi.  Simulex  lists 
the  pharmaceutical  giant  Eli  Uilly  and  defense  contractor  Lockheed  Martin  among  its 
private  sector  clients. 

The  US  government  appears  to  be  Simulex's  number  one  customer,  however.  And  Chaturvedi 
has  received  millions  of  dollars  in  grants  from  the  military  and  the  National  Science  Foundation 
to  develop  SEAS. 

Chaturvedi  is  now  pitching  SWS  to  DARPA  and  discussing  it  with  officials  at  the  US 


Department  of  Homeland  Security,  where  he  said  the  idea  has  been  well  received,  despite  the 
thorny  privacy  issues  for  US  citizens. 

In  fact.  Homeland  Security  and  the  Defense  Department  are  already  using  SEAS  to  simulate 
crises  on  the  US  mainland. 

The  Joint  Innovation  and  Experimentation  Directorate  of  the  US  Joint  Forces  Command 
(JFCOM-J9)  in  April  began  working  with  Homeland  Security  and  multinational  forces  over 
"Noble  Resolve  07",  a homeland  defense  experiment. 

SEAS  (as  will  SWS)  provides  figures  for  specific  economic  sectors,  and  helps  military,  intel  and 
marketing  people  visualize  their  global  connections.

JFCOM-J9  completed  another  test  of  SEAS  last  year.  Called  Urban  Resolve,  the  experiment 
projected  warfare  scenarios  for  Baghdad  in  2015,  eight  years  from  now. 

JFCOM-9  is  now  capable  of  running  real-time  simulations  for  up  to  62  nations,  including  Iraq, 
Afghanistan,  and  China.  The  simulations  gobble  up  breaking  news,  census  data,  economic 
indicators,  and  climactic  events  in  the  real  world,  along  with  proprietary  information  such  as 
military  intelligence. 

Military  and  intel  officials  can  introduce  fictitious  agents  into  the  simulations  (such  as  a spike  in 
unemployment,  for  example)  to  gauge  their  destabilising  effects  on  a population. 

Officials  can  also  "inject  an  earthquake  or  a tsunami  and  observe  their  impacts  (on  a society)", 
Chaturvedi  added. 

Jim  Blank,  modelling  and  simulation  division  chief  at  JFCOM-J9,  declined  to  discuss  the 
specific  routines  military  commanders  are  running  in  the  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  computer  models. 
He  did  say  SEAS  might  help  officers  determine  where  to  position  snipers  in  a city  square,  or  to 
envision  scenarios  that  might  emerge  from  widespread  civil  unrest. 

SEAS  helps  commanders  consider  the  multitude  of  variables  and  outcomes  possible  in  urban 
warfare,  said  Blank. 

"Future  wars  will  be  asymetric  in  nature.  They  will  be  more  non-kinetic,  with  the  center  of 
gravity  being  a population." 

The  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  computer  models  are  the  most  highly  developed  and  complex  of  the  62 
available  to  JFCOM-J9.  Each  has  about  five  million  individual  nodes  representing  things  such  as 
hospitals,  mosques,  pipelines,  and  people. 

The  other  SEAS  models  are  far  less  detailed,  encompassing  only  a few  thousand  nodes 
altogether,  Blank  said. 


Feeding  a whole-Earth  simulation  will  be  a colossal  challenge. 


"(SWS)  is  a hungry  beast,"  Blank  said.  "A  lot  of  data  will  be  required  to  make  this  thing  even 
credible." 

Alok  Chaturvedi  wants  SWS  to  match  every  person  on  the  planet,  one-to-one. 

Right  now,  the  62  simulated  nations  in  SEAS  depict  humans  as  composites,  at  a 100-to-l 
ratio. 

One  organisation  has  achieved  a one-to-one  level  of  granularity  for  its  simulations,  according  to 
Chaturvedi:  the  US  Army,  which  is  using  SEAS  to  identify  potential  recruits. 

Chaturvedi  insists  his  goal  for  SWS  is  to  have  a depersonalised  likeness  for  each  individual, 
rather  than  an  immediately  identifiable  duplicate.  If  your  town  census  records  your 
birthdate,  job  title,  and  whether  you  own  a dog,  SWS  will  generate  what  Chaturvedi  calls  a 
"like  someone"  with  the  same  stats,  but  not  the  same  name.

LUXOR,  Egypt  (AFP)  - Towering  like  sentries  above  the  necropolis  of  Ancient  Thebes  in 
southern  Egypt,  the  world-famous  Colossi  of  Memnon  will  see  their  number  double  from  two  to 
four  from  next  year. 


The  painstaking  work  of  12  archaeologists  and  hundreds  of  workers  is  about  to  redefine  the 
way  visitors  see  and  understand  this  mysterious  site  that  has  cast  its  spell  over  travellers  for 
more  than  2,000  years. 


"It  will  be  sensational,  that's  for  sure!"  Hourig  Sourouzian,  the  project's  enthusiastic  director, 
enthused  to  AFP. 

Next  year  two  giant  statues  of  the  pharaoh  Amenhotep  III  will  begin  to  rise  again,  just  a hundred 
metres  (328  feet)  behind  his  two  existing  colossi  that  mark  the  entrance  to  the  temple. 

Another  two  statues,  still  half-buried,  will  also  be  returned  to  their  former  upright  position  in  the 
years  to  come. 

Rising  from  green  fields,  the  two  18-metre-  (59-feet-)  high  stone  giants  seem  to  be  watching  over 
roads  leading  to  the  temples  and  pharaonic  tombs  built  in  the  valleys  and  ochre  mountains  of 
Luxor's  west  bank. 

The  statues  are  all  that  remains  of  the  funerary  temple  of  1 8th  dynasty  Amenhotep  who  ruled 
from  1391  to  1353  BC.  He  was  the  father  of  the  iconoclastic  pharaoh  Akhenaton. 

Rises  in  the  water  level  of  the  River  Nile,  pillaging  of  the  stone  by  other  pharaohs  and  a 27  BC 
earthquake  all  took  their  toll  of  the  temple  at  Kom  el-Hitan  whose  builders  meant  it  to  last  a 
million  years. 


But  when  what  is  left  of  the  site  began  to  suffer  10  years  ago  because  of  encroachment  from 
irrigation  works  in  neighbouring  fields,  renowned  Armenian  archaeologist  Sourouzian  decided  to 
save  it. 

She  worked  with  her  husband  Rainer  Stadelmann,  former  director  of  the  German  Archaeological 
Institute  who  was  responsible  for  creating  the  site's  first  photogrammetric  pictures  — three- 
dimensional  maps  made  from  two-dimensional  pictures. 

Emergency  measures  were  set  in  place  at  the  site  and  enforced  by  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Antiquities. 

In  1998  and  2004,  the  Luxor  temple  was  listed  as  one  of  the  world's  100  most  endangered  sites 
by  the  World  Monuments  Fund,  an  international  NGO  based  in  New  York,  and  funding  was 
provided  to  help  save  it. 

French  Egyptologist  Alain  Fouquet  created  the  Association  of  the  Friends  of  the  Colossi  of 
Memnon,  which  was  generously  funded  by  Monique  Hennessy  from  the  famous  cognac  family. 

Ursula  Lewenton's  Forderverein  Memnon  also  made  an  important  contribution. 

"From  this  moment  onwards,  everything  became  possible",  Sourouzian  said. 

Annual  excavations  on  the  site  began  to  bear  fruit  under  the  labours  of  an  international  team  of 
experts  and  250  Egyptian  workers. 


The  team  discovered  pieces  of  four  giant  Amenhotep  statues,  two  sphinxes,  84  statues  of  the  war 
goddess  Sekhmet  depicted  as  a lioness,  and  a stele  whose  150  fragments  were  spread  across  a 
site  which  has  to  be  constantly  drained. 

It  is  planned  that  five  years  from  now  the  statues  of  Sekhmet  the  lion-headed  goddess  will  stand 
again. 

The  tenth  annual  dig,  which  ends  this  month,  has  already  unearthed  a 3.62-metre-  (11.9  feet-)  tall 
statue  of  Tiya,  Amenhotep's  wife. 

"She  has  an  extraordinary  beauty",  Sourouzian  said. 

When  the  two  15-metre  red  quartz  colossi  of  Amenhotep  become  upright  again  in  2009  Tiya's 
statue  will  once  again  stand  next  to  those  of  her  spouse. 

The  two  other  giant  statues  that  have  been  uncovered  are  not  yet  ready  to  reclaim  their  place 
alongside  the  others,  however.  They  are  made  of  alabaster  and  extremely  rare  because  of  the 
material's  fragility. 

Unlike  other  neighbouring  funerary  temples  such  as  the  Ramasseum,  dedicated  to  Ramses  II,  and 
Ramses  Ill's  temple  at  Medinat  Habu,  "we  will  be  able  to  admire  the  temple's  content,  not  only 
its  skeleton,"  said  Sourouzian. 

But  is  it  right  to  try  restoring  such  a site  to  its  former  splendour?  For  Sourouzian  there  is  no 
question  about  it. 

"We  didn't  invent  anything.  We  just  put  something  that  was  about  to  disappear  for  ever  back  in 
its  original  place.  A living  temple  lay  here,  not  just  the  colossi."

Artefacts  immersed  in  the  Nile  at  Aswan  and  a 19th- 
Dynasty  funerary  collection  in  Luxor  are  the  most  recent 
discoveries  in  Egypt,  as  Nevine  El-Aref  reports 
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It  is  surely  in  the  quiet  and  relaxing  city  of 
Aswan  that  the  Nile  is  at  its  most  beautiful. 

The  river  flows  through  an  amber  desert, 
past  granite  rocks  and  round  emerald 
islands  smothered  in  palm  groves  and 
tropical  plants.  This  peaceful  scene, 
however,  was  disturbed  last  week  by 
archaeologists  shouting  and  yelling  at  one 
another  from  their  moored  yacht  while  they 
carried  out  the  delicate  task  of  hoisting  a 
decorative  object  from  the  bed  of  the  river 
where  it  had  lain  for  more  than  2,500  years. 

It  was  one  of  several  newly-found  artefacts 
that  sank  beneath  the  ripples  of  the  shifting 
Nile  off  the  shore  beside  the  Old  Cataract 
Hotel,  across  the  river  from  the  legendary 
Elephantine  Island  where  relics  remain  of 
stone  temples  dating  from  various  eras  in 
the  history  of  ancient  Egypt,  along  with  the 
Roman  Nilometre. 

"Look  what  our  young  Egyptian  archaeologist-  divers  have 
found  on  the  Nile  bed,"  Zahi  Haw  ass,  secretary-general  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Antiquities  (SCA),  told  Al-Ahram 
Weekly.  "The  Nile  is  revealing  its  secrets.  The  four- month- 
long underwater  survey  is  finally  yielding  its  fruits." 

Forty  metres  beneath  the  surface  the  divers  discovered  a 
complete  portico  of  the  temple  of  Khnum;  two  huge, 
unidentified  columns;  and  four  pollards  from  the  Coptic  era. 
Hawass  said  these  pieces  would  remain  on  the  river  bed  as 
they  were  too  heavy  to  be  lifted  out  the  water.  Early  studies 
show  that  the  pollards  may  be  part  of  a Christian  church  that 
may  have  once  been  located  in  the  area  but  for  unknown 
reasons  was  demolished  or  destroyed.  Several  26th-Dynasty 
decorative  pieces,  along  with  Roman  amphora  and  a 
collection  of  clay  vessels,  have  been  also  found  and 
removed  from  the  Nile  bed  so  they  can  be  restored  and 
placed  on  display. 

Hawass  said  the  idea  of  searching  for  monuments  at  the 
Nile  bed  came  to  him  some  years  ago  when  he  noticed  the 
importance  of  the  Nile  and  how  it  was  the  life  vein  for  the 
ancient  Egyptians,  especially  during  the  pyramid-building 
era  when  huge  blocks  and  statues  were  transported  to  the

Aswan,  city  of  granite  and  home  to  four  large  granite 
quarries,  was  the  hub  of  sculptures  and  sculpting  through 
the  long  span  of  Egypt's  history.  During  the  Old  Kingdom, 
the  ancient  Egyptians  cut  blocks  for  the  Giza  Pyramids.  In 
the  New  Kingdom,  obelisks,  chapels  and  statues  were 
transported  down  the  Nile  to  be  installed  in  temples  in 
Luxor,  especially  the  Karnak  and  Luxor  temples. 

"Ancient  Egyptians  are  like  all  human  beings:  they  can  be 
accurate  or  imprecise,"  Hawass  commented.  "Therefore  we 
can  expect  that  when  these  items  were  transported  along  the 
Nile  they  suffered  accidents,  which  may  have  meant  they 
sank  and  disappeared  under  the  water  to  lie  on  the  river  bed. 
Now  it  is  our  turn  to  explore  the  area  and  unearth  Egypt's 
sunken  treasure,  not  only  in  the  Mediterranean  but  in  the 
Nile  as  well." 

Hawass  relates  that  during  the  last  century  several  accidents 
took  place  that  led  to  the  loss  of  certain  objects,  such  as  the 
two  small  obelisks  found  by  the  French  archaeologist 
Auguste  Mariette  in  Dar  Abul-  Naga  on  Luxor's  West  Bank, 
which  fell  into  the  water  while  being  carried  over  to  the  east 
bank.  The  obelisks  were  known  to  have  fallen  only  10 
metres  from  Karnak  Temple.  During  the  upcoming 
archaeological  season,  which  will  start  in  early  September, 
Egyptian  archaeologist-divers  will  start  surveying  the  part 
of  the  Nile  that  lies  between  Aswan  and  Luxor,  which  of 
course  holds  a number  of  obelisks  and  life  size  statues. 

Another  important  discovery  has  been  made  at  the  Valley  of 
the  Kings  on  the  West  Bank  at  Luxor.  Egyptian  excavators 
cleaning  the  corridor  of  Pharaoh  Seti  I's  tomb  unearthed  a 
quartzite  ushabti  (human  representation)  figure  and  the 
cartouche  of  Pharaoh  Seti  I,  the  second  ruler  of  the  19th 
Dynasty  (1314-1304  BC). 

Hawass  said  the  team  that  made  the  discovery  was  the  first 
Egyptian  mission  ever  to  work  in  the  Valley  of  the  Kings, 
where  excavations  were  monopolised  by  foreigners  for  two 
centuries.  He  further  stated  that  a number  of  clay  vessels 
were  also  unearthed,  along  with  fragments  of  the  tomb's 
wall  paintings  that  may  have  become  dislodged  and  fallen 
off  after  its  discovery. 


During  the  process  to  clean  the  corridor  the  length  of  the 
corridor  was  measured  and  found  to  be  136  metres,  not  the 
100  metres  recorded  in  the  original  report  of  the  tomb's 
discoverer,  Giovanni  Battista  Belzoni. 

Tarek  El- A wadi,  deputy  field  director  of  the  mission,  told 
the  Weekly  that  geological  studies  revealed  the  corridor  was 
not  carved  inside  the  tomb  as  one  single  piece  but  was 
formed  of  separate  parts,  each  with  its  own  architectural 
features  as  if  it  were  a gate  leading  towards  the  afterlife.  El- 
Awadi  added  that  tools  used  by  the  famous  19th-century 
tomb  robber  Abdel-Rassul  and  his  family  were  found  in  the 
dust.  Among  these  were  a tea  caddy,  cigarette  packets  and  a 
manasha  (a  cane  with  a horse's  tail  for  flies).  "These  objects 
have  been  collected  and  cleaned  so  they  can  be  put  on 
display  at  Beit  Al-Gouma  in  Gourna,"  El-Awadi  said.

"[This  is]  the  largest  tomb  and  this  is  longest  tunnel  that's  ever  found  in  any  place  in  the  Valley 
of  the  Kings,"  said  Zahi  Hawass,  secretary  general  of  Egypt's  Supreme  Council  of  Antiquities 
(SCA). 

"And  we  still  did  not  find  its  end  until  now,"  said  Hawass,  who  is  also  a National  Geographic 
Explorer- In-Residence.  (The  National  Geographic  Society  owns  National  Geographic  News.) 

Uncovering  new  parts  of  previously  discovered  tombs  is  rare,  although  not  unprecedented. 

In  1995,  for  example,  U.S.  archaeologist  Kent  Weeks  opened  the  KV5  tomb  that  housed  the  sons 
of  Ramses  II?the  son  of  Seti  I?and  found  that  it  too  was  larger  than  expected,  with  multiple 
passageways  and  more  than  a hundred  small  chambers. 

The  tomb  of  Seti  I,  who  ruled  Egypt  from  1313  to  1292  B.C.  at  the  apex  of  its  artistic 
accomplishments,  is  impressive  not  only  for  its  size  but  also  for  the  breadth  of  art  on  its  walls, 
experts  say.  But  its  size  could  be  expanded  even  farther  by  future  expeditions. 

"The  ancient  Egyptians  never  built  something  without  a plan,  without  an  aim  or  a target  to  do 
this,  so  I think  this  tunnel  [in  the  tomb  of  Seti  I]  will  lead  to  something  important,"  said  Mansour 
Boraik,  director  of  Luxor  Antiquities. 

Washed  Away 

Archaeologists  also  found  clay  vessels,  fragments  of  the  tomb's  painted  wall  reliefs,  and  a 
quartzite  ushabti  figure?a  funerary  statue?during  their  search  for  artifacts  and  efforts  to  clear 
debris. 


These  objects  could  have  washed  into  the  tunnel  during  floods  starting  from  the  21st  dynasty, 
between  1090  and  945  B.C.,  according  to  archaeologist  W.  Raymond  Johnson,  director  of  the 
Epigraphic  Survey  of  the  Oriental  Institute  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

Pharaohs  from  the  21st  dynasty  onward  quarried  the  tombs  of  their  predecessors  for  their  own 
royal  burials,  he  pointed  out.

Berkshire  Museum  puts  a face  on  its  mummy

PITTSFIELD  ? The  mummy  has  returned.  And  he  has  new  tales  to  tell. 


One  of  the  county's  most  beloved  relics  ? the  nearly  2,300-year-old  corpse  of  the  ancient  priest 
Pahat  ? is  back  on  view  at  the  Berkshire  Museum's  recently  reopened  Ancient  Civilizations 
gallery. 

But  now,  thanks  to  modern  forensic  science  and  technology,  specialists  have  been  able  to  put 
flesh  to  his  bones,  creating  a three-dimensional  reconstruction  of  Pahat's  head. 

Further  research  has  also  revealed  that  Pahat  had  a son,  who  now  rests  less  than  two  hours  away. 

"I  can't  even  begin  to  tell  you  how  many  kids  come  up  to  me  and  ask  if  it's  a real  mummy.  Adults 
too,"  said  Leanne  Hayden,  collections  manager  for  the  museum.  She  said  the  new  findings  help 
add  a living  dimension  to  the  exhibit. 

"A  lot  of  people  have  a hard  time  imagining  being  alive  that  long  ago.  So  this  is  just  great.  I'm 
thrilled,"  she  said. 

The  facial  reconstruction  of  the  mummy  reveals  an  older,  clean-  shaven  male  who  actually, 
according  to  Hayden,  "looks  very  Caucasian." 

"You  never  know  what  you're  going  to  get,"  she  said. 

The  manager  added  that  the  museum  purposely  chose  not  to

have  the  forensic  sculptor  add  skin  pigment  or  eye  color  because  there's  no  true  way  of  knowing 
the  specifics. 

The  developments  on  Pahat  are  the  result  of  a nationwide  forensics  project  known  as  the 
Akhmim  Mummy  Studies  Consortium  (AMSC). 

Last  June,  Jonathan  Elias  of  the  AMSC  directed  a team  that  helped  prepare  the  mummy  for  a CT 
scan  ? a typical  process  in  "mummy  forensics." 

Conducted  at  Berkshire  Medical  Center,  Pahat's  scan  ? a complex,  high-tech  X-ray  imaging 
process  ? was  then  used  to  collect  and  analyze  forensic  data  and  to  replicate  his  face  and 
reconstruct  his  life. 

According  to  Hayden,  new  information  about  the  museum's  mummy  is  coming  in  from 
researchers  regularly.  Slightly  contradicting  the  gallery's  new  exhibit  information  banners,  Pahat 
is  believed  to  have  lived  to  an  age  between  50  and  55;  his  bones  and  teeth  date  back  to  between 
230  and  250  B.C. 


Pahat  lived  in  the  ancient  Egyptian  town  Ipu,  now  known  as  Akhmim.  Located  about  300  miles 
south  of  Cairo,  the  site  contains  a vast  necropolis  from  which  dozens  of  mummies  were  taken 
and  sold  during  the  1880s. 

Over  the  course  of  their  research,  the  AMSC  discovered  that  a mummy  at  Vassar  College  in 
Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  was  Pahat's  son,  Shep-(en)-min. 

Like  his  father  and  grandfather,  Shep-(en)-min  was  also  a priest,  all  of  whom  served  the  temple 
icon  of  Min,  a local  and  Egyptian  god  of  harvest  and  fertility. 

Researchers  determined  this  relationship  by  reading  the  hieroglyphs  on  the  mummies'  nearly 
identical  coffins. 

Both  father  and  son  lived  during  the  Ptolemic  period.  But  the  younger  appeared  to  have  died  at 
the  age  of  30;  a severely  broken  thigh  bone  is  the  only  evidence  of  injury. 

Pahat's  own  death  is  still  a mystery.  He  has  some  broken  bones  that  occurred  post-mortem,  likely 
from  grave  robbers,  but  only  signs  of  arthritis  otherwise. 

Since  2001,  the  consortium  has  scanned  18  mummies  to  better  understand  the  ancient  population 
of  Akhmim,  known  as  one  of  Egypt's  great  cities  centuries  ago.  Pahat  himself  was  previously 
scanned  in  1984.  Museum  collections  manager  Leanne  Hayden  said  the  AMSC  has  expressed 
interest  in  scanning  the  mummy  again. 

"I'm  not  ready  for  that  yet,"  she  said,  referring  to  the  meticulous  preparation  process  and  the 
fragility  of  the  ancient  body. 

Hayden  said  she  is  looking  forward  to  more  updates  on  Pahat  and  his  son.  She  hopes  the  current 
exhibit  will  expand  to  at  least  contain  both  CT  images  of  Pahat  and  his  son  and  more  detailed 
biographies. 

"It  will  be  a good  opening  for  discussion,"  she  said.

Berkshire  Museum  puts  a face  on  its  mummy

PITTSFIELD  The  mummy  has  returned.  And  he  has  new  tales  to  tell. 

One  of  the  county's  most  beloved  relics  the  nearly  2,300-year-old  corpse  of  the  ancient  priest 
Pahat  is  back  on  view  at  the  Berkshire  Museum's  recently  reopened  Ancient  Civilizations 
gallery. 

But  now,  thanks  to  modern  forensic  science  and  technology,  specialists  have  been  able  to  put 
flesh  to  his  bones,  creating  a three-dimensional  reconstruction  of  Pahat's  head. 


Further  research  has  also  revealed  that  Pahat  had  a son,  who  now  rests  less  than  two  hours  away. 


"I  can't  even  begin  to  tell  you  how  many  kids  come  up  to  me  and  ask  if  it's  a real  mummy.  Adults 
too,"  said  Leanne  Hayden,  collections  manager  for  the  museum.  She  said  the  new  findings  help 
add  a living  dimension  to  the  exhibit. 

"A  lot  of  people  have  a hard  time  imagining  being  alive  that  long  ago.  So  this  is  just  great.  I'm 
thrilled,"  she  said.

Slightly  contradicting  the  gallery's  new  exhibit  information  banners,  Pahat 
is  believed  to  have  lived  to  an  age  between  50  and  55;  his  bones  and  teeth  date  back  to  between 
230  and  250  B.C. 

Pahat  lived  in  the  ancient  Egyptian  town  Ipu,  now  known  as  Akhmim.  Located  about  300  miles 
south  of  Cairo,  the  site  contains  a vast  necropolis  from  which  dozens  of  mummies  were  taken 
and  sold  during  the  1880s. 

Over  the  course  of  their  research,  the  AMSC  discovered  that  a mummy  at  Vassar  College  in 
Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  was  Pahat's  son,  Shep-(en)-min. 

Like  his  father  and  grandfather,  Shep-(en)-min  was  also  a priest,  all  of  whom  served  the  temple 
icon  of  Min,  a local  and  Egyptian  god  of  harvest  and  fertility. 


Researchers  determined  this  relationship  by  reading  the  hieroglyphs  on  the  mummies'  nearly 
identical  coffins. 

Both  father  and  son  lived  during  the  Ptolemic  period.  But  the  younger  appeared  to  have  died  at 
the  age  of  30;  a severely  broken  thigh  bone  is  the  only  evidence  of  injury. 

Pahat's  own  death  is  still  a mystery.  He  has  some  broken  bones  that  occurred  post-mortem,  likely 
from  grave  robbers,  but  only  signs  of  arthritis  otherwise. 

Since  2001,  the  consortium  has  scanned  18  mummies  to  better  understand  the  ancient  population 
of  Akhmim,  known  as  one  of  Egypt's  great  cities  centuries  ago.  Pahat  himself  was  previously 
scanned  in  1984.  Museum  collections  manager  Leanne  Hayden  said  the  AMSC  has  expressed 
interest  in  scanning  the  mummy  again. 

"I'm  not  ready  for  that  yet,"  she  said,  referring  to  the  meticulous  preparation  process  and  the 
fragility  of  the  ancient  body.

Weekend  Edition  Sunday,  April  20,  2008  In  Egypt's  ancient  city  of  Alexandria,  waves  from  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  send  foam  crashing  over  the  sea  wall  and  onto  hundreds  of  concrete  barriers 
built  to  protect  the  city  from  the  rising  waters. 

The  crumbling  barriers  of  Alexandria's  Eastern  Harbor,  however,  are  no  match  for  a sea  that 
scientists  say  will  rise  between  one  and  three  feet  by  the  end  of  this  century.  They  predict  that 
rural  towns  and  urban  areas  along  Egypt's  northern  coast  will  be  flooded,  turning  millions  of 
people  into  environmental  refugees  and  threatening  some  of  the  country's  ancient  landmarks. 

A City  Slowly  Submerges 

Fishing  boats  and  pleasure  crafts  dot  the  water  off  the  Eastern  Harbor,  hiding  the  jetties, 
buildings  and  sculptures  from  past  civilizations  that  lie  just  beneath  the  surface.  More  than  2,000 
years  ago,  the  Macedonian  conqueror  Alexander  the  Great  established  Alexandria  as  his  capital. 
The  city  played  host  to  a cast  of  historical  heavyweights:  the  Ptolemies,  Julius  Caesar,  Cleopatra 
and  Marc  Antony.  Many  of  the  places  they  walked  are  now  under  water  ? the  result  of 
earthquakes  and  the  natural  settling  of  the  land. 

In  1994,  a team  of  underwater  archeologists  discovered  what  they  believe  to  be  the  remains  of 
the  Pharos  Lighthouse,  one  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  ancient  world.  The  tower,  which  was 
more  than  350  feet  high,  guided  ships  into  Alexandria's  Harbor  with  a beacon  of  fire.  Emad 
Khalil,  an  underwater  archeologist  at  the  University  of  Southhampton  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
says  the  antiquities  that  are  still  above  ground  may  one  day  suffer  the  lighthouse's  fate. 

"One  of  the  ? issues  we  are  facing  is  not  just  the  sea  level  rising,  but  the  violence  in  the  sea  and 
the  waves  affecting  the  corniche,  the  wall  surrounding  the  Eastern  Harbor,"  Khalil  says. 

Salt's  Corrosive  Creep 

Alexandria's  residents  might  not  notice  the  change,  but  rural  farmers  say  they're  already  living 
with  the  consequences  as  salty  water  from  the  rising  Mediterranean  pushes  into  the  fertile  Nile 


Delta  and  contaminates  the  groundwater  used  to  irrigate  crops.  Just  a few  miles  from  the  city's 
port,  Khamiesa  Abdelsalam  Tuto  says  the  sand  that  covers  the  trunks  of  her  family's  date  palms 
and  tomato  plants  is  quickly  being  replaced  by  salt. 

Her  father,  Seid  Abdelsalam  Tuto,  is  78  and  began  farming  when  he  was  8 years  old.  He  began 
noticing  the  salt  in  the  1930s,  but  he  says  it's  getting  worse.  To  counter  the  salt's  corrosive 
effects,  more  sand  must  be  trucked  in  and  laid  on  top,  leaving  his  family  with  hard  choices,  he 
says. 

"It's  very  expensive,  and  we  have  to  either  harvest  or  eat.  And  we  have  to  eat,"  says  Khamiesa. 
"We  are  barely  breaking  even  right  now  ? everything  is  on  credit,  so  we  grow  our  vegetables. 
Sometimes  it's  a bad  harvest,  sometimes  it's  good,  but  we  can  barely  make  it." 

A Delta  Erodes 

Just  up  the  road  from  the  farm  is  the  small  town  of  Rosetta,  site  of  the  inscribed  ancient  stone 
that  helped  experts  decipher  hieroglyphics  and  tell  the  story  of  early  Egyptian  civilizations.  In 
Rosetta,  the  Mediterranean  meets  the  western  branch  of  the  Nile  River. 

The  western  branch  is  the  color  of  root  beer  ? dirty  with  bits  of  trash  that  bob  on  the  surface  and 
collect  on  banks.  Toward  the  Mediterranean,  abandoned  buildings  line  the  shore.  New 
construction  is  scarce  because  builders  fear  the  land  could  soon  be  underwater. 

Salah  Soliman,  a professor  at  the  Department  of  Pesticide  Chemistry  and  Toxicology  at 
Alexandria  University,  says  the  Nile  used  to  add  soil  to  Egypt  every  year.  But  the  Aswan  High 
Dam,  built  in  1970,  has  prevented  the  river  from  depositing  sediments,  Soliman  says.  Erosion, 
combined  with  the  rising  sea  level,  sends  saltwater  under  the  rich,  fertile  soil  south  of  the  Nile 
Delta.  When  the  water  evaporates,  the  salt  remains,  making  it  almost  impossible  to  grow  crops. 

"Now  with  climate  change,  we  are  losing  what  we  have  gained  over  the  last  many  thousand 
years,"  Soliman  says.  "Water  is  coming  from  the  sea  toward  the  southern  part  of  the  delta  and 
affecting  vegetation  and  farmers." 

Preferring  to  be  Pessimistic 

The  Egyptian  government  is  preparing  a strategy  to  adapt  to  the  threat.  It  is  considering 
proposals  such  as  relocating  the  population,  introducing  genetically  modified  crops  and  building 
barriers  to  protect  the  lowlands. 

Egypt's  Minister  of  State  for  Environmental  Affairs,  Maged  George,  predicts  that  by  the  year 
2020,  the  effects  of  global  warming  will  threaten  about  15  percent  of  the  land  in  the  Nile  Delta. 
But  getting  Egyptians  to  focus  on  that  problem  is  hard,  says  Elsayed  Sabry  Mansour,  the 
minister's  adviser  on  climate  change. 


"Public  awareness  is  difficult  because  the  problem  of  climate  change  is  that  the  impacts  are  not 
instantaneous  ? they  come  later  on,"  Mansour  says.  "Sometimes  we  are  accused  that  we  are 
pessimistic,  but  I prefer  to  be  pessimistic." 

Soliman's  20- year-old  son,  Kareem,  says  he's  worried  that  other  countries  aren't  doing  their  part 
to  curb  climate  change  by  reducing  their  greenhouse  gas  emissions.  Though  Egypt  ratified  the 
Kyoto  Protocol  in  1999,  much  larger  emitters  ? including  the  United  States  ? didn't  follow  suit. 
The  younger  Soliman  says  it's  unfair  that  Egypt,  which  contributes  only  0.5  percent  of  global 
greenhouse  emissions,  will  be  disproportionately  affected  by  climate  change. 

"I  was  tricked  at  first  because  when  I see  the  traffic  jams  in  Egypt  and  see  the  black  clouds,  I 
think  that  we  have  contributed  a lot.  But ...  we  have  too  little  contribution,"  Kareem  Soliman 
says.  "At  the  same  time,  we  are  facing  the  big  problems  and  challenges  in  the  future." 

Preparing  for  the  Worst 

On  the  International  Coastal  Highway,  time  is  already  running  out.  The  highway  runs  from  Port 
Sayyed  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Nile  Delta  through  Alexandria,  and  then  continues  west  to 
Libya,  Tunisia,  Algeria  and  Morocco  in  northern  Africa. 

A major  commercial  artery,  the  highway  has  an  endless  stream  of  huge  trucks  carrying  goods 
back  and  forth  through  several  countries.  Originally,  the  highway  was  built  at  about  sea  level,  but 
Salah  Soliman  of  Alexandria  University  says  most  of  the  areas  along  the  delta  will  be  covered 
with  water  in  10  years  or  less. 

Much  of  the  land  surrounding  the  highway  was  once  planted  with  wheat,  but  signs  of  the  crop 
are  scarce  because  salt  and  salt-resistant  weeds  have  slowly  inundated  the  soil.  Although 
scientists  are  looking  for  ways  to  protect  the  wheat,  Soliman  says,  progress  can't  come  soon 
enough. 

"There  is  a crisis  of  bread  in  this  country.  ...  And  we  have  to  be  prepared  for  the  worst  to  come," 
Soliman  says.

Excerpts  from  the  Report: 

INTRODUCTION 

In  August  2007,  I visited  the  Sudan  for  two  weeks  to  conduct  field  research  near  the  Merowe 
Dam  area  in  the  countrys  northern  region.  My  mission  was  a mini-research  survey  to  record  and 
document  the  archaeological  sites  and  villages  that  will  be  flooded  when  the  dam  is  completed  in 
the  upcoming  months.  The  Merowe  Dam  is  being  constructed  near  the  Fourth  Cataract  and,  once 
completed  in  2008,  will  inundate  one  of  the  most  significant  archaeological  regions  in  the  world. 
This  area  was  an  extension  of  one  of  the  important  political  centers  of  the  powerful  ancient 
African  civilization  of  Kush  , and  it  was  part  of  an  extensive  trading  network  and  centralized 
kingship  4,500  years  ago.  My  other  goal  of  this  Sudanese  tour  was  to  visit  the  major  temple  and 
pyramid  sites,  from  the  capital  area  of  Khartoum  down  to  the  northern  region  of  Merowe  .[1]  I 
was  joined  by  my  Sudanese  colleague,  Sarwat,  who  came  from  Germany  to  give  me  invaluable 
assistance  with  negotiating  domestic  transportation,  obtaining  the  required  entry  permits,  and 
meeting  with  government  officials.  Sarwats  in-depth  knowledge  of  Sudanese  culture  and  his 
government  contacts  were  keys  to  my  productive  tour. 

MEROWE  DAM  PROJECT 

The  Merowe  Dam  (also  called  the  Hamdab  Dam)  is  a $1.7  billion  project  and  it  is  the  largest 
dam  project  ever  constructed  in  the  Sudan  . The  official  goal  of  this  project  is  to  create  1250 
megawatts  of  hydroelectricity  for  the  country  and  thereby  almost  double  the  nations  energy 
output.  The  project  is  near  completion  and  will  create  a 170  kilometer  (108  mile)  long  lake,  and 
displace  an  estimated  70,000  people.  Also,  recent  research  surveys  suggest  that  there  are  literally 
thousands  of  new  archaeological  sites  that  have  not  been  investigated,  and  unfortunately  the  vast 
majority  of  them  will  be  submerged  under  the  new  lake  before  there  will  be  any  major 
excavations  or  recording  of  the  artifacts.  ... 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  SALVAGE  EFFORT 

The  engineering  work  on  the  Merowe  Dam  began  in  June  2003,  but  before  this  time  the 
Sudanese  government  had  already  made  an  international  appeal  to  all  experts  and  institutions 
specialized  in  archaeology,  history,  ethnology,  preservation  and  related  fields  to  contribute  to  the 
rescue  of  sites  endangered  by  the  construction  of  the  dam.  The  appeal  was  made  by  Hassan 
Idriss,  Director  General  of  the  National  Corporation  for  Antiquities  & Museums  (NCAM).  Idriss 
indicated  in  his  appeal  that  under  a 1999  antiquities  ordinance  that  the  incentive  for  the 
participating  institutions  would  be  the  right  to  own  a representative  portion  of  the  artifacts 
discovered. [3]  In  cooperation  with  NCAMs  effort  of  saving  the  Merowe  area  sites  and  artifacts  is 
the  Sudanese  government  Merowe  Dam  Project  / Dams  Implementation  Unit.  [4] 


This  government  appeal  for  the  rescuing  of  a piece  of  mans  cultural  heritage  was  responded  to  by 
archaeological  teams  from  Poland  , Britain  , France  , Germany  , Italy  , Hungary  , and  the  United 
States  . Among  the  principle  archaeological  missions  are  the  British  Museum  Sudan 
Archaeological  Research  Society  (SARS),  University  of  Chicago  Oriental  Institute,  Humboldt 
University  Nubian  Expedition  ( Germany  ),  French  Archaeological  Section,  and  the  Gdansk 
Archaeological  Museum  Expedition  ( Poland  ).  ... 

Unfortunately,  although  these  finds  are  critical  to  the  total  reassessment  of  the  influence  and 
extent  of  the  kingdom  of  Kush  , the  vast  majority  of  the  sites  in  this  region  will  never  be 
excavated  or  seriously  examined  before  the  area  is  permanently  flooded  with  the  completion  of 
the  dam. 

There  is  a race  by  the  various  archaeological  missions  to  excavate  and  save  the  artifacts  at  these 
sites,  but  the  quantity  of  newly  discovered  sites  are  too  numerous  to  even  scratch  the  surface.  For 
example,  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  salvage  operations  has  been  conducted  by  groups  under 
the  Gdansk  Archaeological  Museum  in  Poland  , which  identified  and  surveyed  an  amazing  711 
new  ancient  sites  in  2003  alone.  In  September  2006,  the  Telegraph  newspaper  ( London  ) 
reported  more  evidence  of  these  newly  found  archaeological  sites.  Previously  we  thought  the 
fourth  cataract  was  something  of  a backwater  it  is  wrong  to  say  so,  said  lulie  Anderson  of  the 
British  Museum  s Department  of  Ancient  Egypt  and  Sudan  . But  in  the  last  year  alone  700  brand 
new  sites  have  been  discovered  an  indication  of  the  untapped  riches  that  exist.  Although  Sudan  is 
the  largest  country  in  Africa  it  has  often  been  in  the  shadow  of  Egypt  . The  fourth  cataract  is 
changing  that  perception.  It  is  exciting,  as  everything  we  find  is  brand  new. [8]  Actually,  there 
have  been  archeological  teams  in  the  Fourth  Cataract  region  since  the  mid-1990s,  and  the 
surveys  indicate  that  there  may  be  as  many  as  2,500  archaeological  sites  that  have  to  be 
investigated  in  the  area,  but  it  is  clear  that  only  a tiny  percentage  of  these  sites  will  ever  be 
excavated. 

MY  VISIT  BEHIND  THE  DAM 

In  visiting  the  several  archaeological  sites  behind  the  dam  that  will  be  flooded,  I learned  how 
difficult  is  to  get  to  this  remote  region.  There  are  no  roads  outside  of  small  towns  in  the  area  such 
as  Karima,  and  thus  travel  to  this  flood  zone  behind  the  dam  must  be  by  truck  through  the  desert, 
and  this  takes  at  least  90  minutes  even  with  the  most  experienced  drivers.  Sarwat  and  I had  two 
days  of  major  challenges  in  our  effort  to  visit  the  sites  and  villages  behind  the  Merowe  Dam. 

On  the  first  day  (August  6),  we  left  the  town  of  Karima  with  our  driver  and  two  local  men  from  a 
nearby  village  (five  of  us  in  all),  and  we  were  headed  to  sites  such  as  Hosh  el-Geruf  and  ed- 
Doma,  among  others.  The  two  local  men  were  with  us  to  help  give  directions  to  the  villages  and 
to  introduce  us  to  the  Manasir  people,  because  we  were  told  that  it  would  not  be  safe  for  us  to 
visit  them  without  calling  ahead  and  having  security  provided.  These  men  told  us  that  the 
Manasir  were  very  aggressive,  as  they  had  already  kicked  out  archaeological  teams  and 
prevented  the  Oriental  Institute  archaeologists  from  working  in  their  area,  because  the  local 
Manasir  people  oppose  the  dam  and  they  feel  that  the  archaeologists  are  part  of  reason  for  the 
dam  being  constructed.  We  were  also  told  that  some  Manasir  men  were  caught  with  explosives 
in  a failed  attempt  to  blow  up  the  dam.  ... 
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Excerpts  from  the  Report: 

INTRODUCTION 

There  is  much  confusion  about  race  and  ethnicity  in  the  Sudan  , and  thus  I was  very  surprised  in 
my  recent  August  2007  visit  to  this  country  to  find  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  Sudanese  people 
are  thoroughly  Africoid  in  appearance,  including  people  in  the  northern  Arab  areas.  My  Sudan 
visit  was  to  conduct  a research  survey  in  the  4th  Cataract  area  because  in  this  region  the  Merowe 
Dam  will  flood  a 100-mile  long  zone  in  2008  and  thereby  destroy  thousands  of  archaeological 
sites  and  displace  70,000  people  in  this  northern  area  of  Sudan.*  It  is  obvious  that  the  phenotype 
(physical  appearance)  of  the  vast  majority  of  northern  Sudanese  is  fundamentally  African  or 
Black,  yet  they  are  often  described  by  the  Western  media  (and  by  those  who  repeat  this 
information)  as  Arabs.  The  ethnic  and  racial  identity  in  the  Sudan  is  obscured  by  media-driven 
stereotypes  of  Sudanese  Arabs  in  the  north  and  west  against  black  Africans  in  the  southern  and 
western  regions.  The  fact  is  that  very  few  Sudanese  would  be  considered  Arab  in  the  United 
States  or  Britain  , and  this  was  one  of  the  most  surprising  findings  of  my  research  tour.  I have 
traveled  throughout  neighboring  Egypt  for  the  past  18  years,  and  because  of  the  media  hype  I 
incorrectly  assumed  that  much  of  the  Sudan  s population  would  be  very  similar  to  Egypt  s Arab 
population,  particularly  in  the  northern  region.  For  two  weeks  while  I was  in  the  capital  area  of 
Khartoum  (the  countrys  most  populated  region)  and  the  Northern  State  and  Nile  State  I saw  tens 
of  thousands  of  people,  but  I did  not  see  very  many  Arab  people  that  we  hear  so  much  about  in 
the  Western  press.  What  I saw  and  recorded  was  completely  contrary  to  my  expectations.  The 
Sudanese  population  is  overwhelmingly  African,  and  it  is  plain  to  see  that  even  those  northern 
groups  that  have  an  Afro-Arab  mixture  in  their  family  are  predominantly  African.  The  strict 
racialized  models  of  the  Arab  versus  African  dichotomy  are  false,  yet  these  models  are  widely 
used  in  popular  interpretations,  even  by  progressive  writers. 

The  basic  question  is  if  the  Sudanese  are  overwhelmingly  Africoid  by  any  American  or  British 
standards,  then  how  is  it  that  many  of  the  northern  people  and  the  top  government  officials  are 
often  labeled  as  Arabl  This  brief  report  will  address  this  question  and  also  provide  visual  images 
to  support  my  comments,  because  the  standard  in  primary  research  is  that  documentation  beats 
conversation.  ... 

ARAB  IDENTITY 


The  precise  meaning  of  the  term  Arab  is  nomad  or  Bedouin,  and  in  a strict  sense  the  term  refers 
to  nomadic  people.  Unfortunately,  this  term  Arab  is  now  used  for  nomadic  people  in  the  country 
even  if  their  physical  appearance  is  clearly  African.  Thus,  many  people  in  America  and  Britain 
call  everyone  in  the  Sudan  who  is  a Muslim,  speaks  Arabic,  or  who  is  nomadic  an  Arab.  This  is 
why  the  war  in  the  Darfur  region  is  misunderstood  by  people  in  the  West  as  a conflict  between 
Sudan  s Arab  government  in  Khartoum  aiding  the  Arab  Janjaweed  against  the  black  Africans. 
However,  the  fact  is  that  most  of  the  Sudanese  top-ranking  government  officials  are  totally 
African  in  appearance,  and  the  Janjaweed  are  an  Afro-Arab  mixture  that  are  Muslim  and  live  a 
nomadic  Arab  lifestyle.  Thus,  the  Janjaweed  are  Arab  in  the  sense  that  they  are  a nomadic  group, 
and  not  so  much  by  their  racial  characteristics,  which  remain  largely  African.  This  practice  of 
applying  the  sweeping  term  Arab  to  describe  the  racial  identity  of  all  members  of  the  Janjaweed 
and  other  Sudanese  groups  has  little  basis  in  fact.  When  northern  Sudanese  use  the  term  Arab 
they  are  referring  to  the  persons  orientation  towards  recognizing  their  (real  or  imaginary)  Arab 
ancestry,  preferring  to  speak  Arabic  as  their  mother  language,  and  being  interested  mainly  in 
Islamic  history,  customs,  and  laws,  and  they  are  not  referring  to  the  persons  racial  identity.... 

If  one  wanted  to  do  so,  it  would  be  correct  to  call  the  Afro-Arab  Janjaweed  and  some  northern 
Sudanese  groups  Arabized  Africans,  but  referring  to  them  as  simply  Arabs  (in  the  Western  use  of 
this  term)  is  total  nonsense.  If  this  same  standard  was  applied  to  the  U.S.  that  any  mixture 
(cultural  or  racial)  means  that  a person  is  deemed  non-Black,  then  there  would  be  few  Black 
people  in  America  . This  would  be  the  case  because  of  the  well-known  intermixture  with  Native 
Americans  and  Europeans,  and  the  self-proclaimed  Christian  identity  of  most  African 
Americans.  In  fact,  most  Black  people  in  America  consider  themselves  American  and  do  not 
accept  being  labeled  African,  and  they  are  more  committed  to  their  Christian  identity  than  to  an 
African  heritage.  Thus,  the  contradiction  is  obvious.  On  the  one  hand,  most  Western  writers 
claim  anyone  with  one  drop  of  Black  blood  in  America  is  Black,  yet  these  same  writers  quickly 
label  any  Sudanese  people  (including  those  who  are  without  question  black  Africans)  as  Arab  if 
they  adopt  any  aspect  of  Arab  culture. 

ARABIZATION 

...Below  are  some  visual  examples  of  the  common  mislabeling  of  African  people  as  Arabs  in  the 
Sudanese  government,  Darfur,  the  northern  region,  and  in  Khartoum  . These  images  speak  for 
themselves  and  should  cause  sincere  people  to  change  their  understanding  and  commentary 
about  Africans  fighting  against  so-called  Arabs  in  the  Sudan  .... 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  most  of  the  top  government  officials  are  black  African  this  does 
not  excuse  any  of  their  war  crimes  (by  aiding  the  Janjaweed  militia)  against  the  Fur,  Zaghawa 
and  other  black  African  groups  in  Darfur  of  which  some  of  them  have  been  accused.  ...

Let  me  say  this  first.  Ifa  has  its  general  practice  for  the  public.  They  call  it  "having  one  hand  in 


Ifa."  If  you  are  to  be  a priest  in  the  system,  then  you  would  need  to  have  "both  hands  in  Ifa."  If 
you  were  to  choose  the  path  of  Ifa,  and  actually  got  high  enough  to  learn  some  things,  I can 
guarantee  you  a "nifty"  surprise  as  it  relates  to  ancient  Ta-Merri.  What  you  have  to  understand  is 
that  the  ancient  priesthood  of  Km.t  was  not  a singular  priesthood.  It  was  MANY  priesthoods 
from  various  different  ethnic  groups  across  the  continent  and  the  world.  The  grand  "lodge"  was 
located  in  Ta-Merri.  That's  where  they  met. 

To  answer,  if  I can,  your  earlier  questions,  I should  say  this  first.  There  are: 

• Known  Knowns  - Things  we  know  we  know 

• Known  UNknowns  - things  that  we  know  we  do  not  know,  and 

• Unknown  Unknowns  - things  that  we  don't  know  that  we  don't  know 

Anything  dealing  with  death  (for  the  majority  of  humanity)  resides  in  the  realm  of  the  Known 
unknowns.  We  are  aware  of  death,  but  don't  KNOW  death  or  what  comes  after.  This  is  the 
Yoruba  255/256  odus  or  the  Egyptian  63/64  eye  of  heru  philosophy.  This  same  philosophy  is 
expressed  in  the  Kongo  as  359/360  (degrees  of  knowledge).  You  only  KNOW  through 
experience. 

With  that  said,  you  won't  know  what's  on  the  other  side  until  you  die.  Period.  We  can  guess  and 
think  of  elaborate  cosmologies,  but  you  don't  KNOW.  (That  is  for  the  layman  - that  will  change 
if  you  are  initiated). 

Again,  the  Rau  Nw  Prt  M Hrw  is  a book  for  initiates  - period.  You  can't  use  it  like  a Bible.  It  is 
not  a Bible.  Anyone  attempting  to  use  it  as  such  doesn't  understand.  You  have  to  be  initiated. 

African  education  (what  we  in  the  west  call  spirituality  or  religion)  deals  with  these  three  things: 

• Moral  Character 

• Health  (biology) 

• Science 

It  is  all  a "science"  to  the  priests  and  it  is  a complete  interpenetration  of  the 

• Empirical 

• Theoretical  and 

• Symbolic 

These  methods  are  taught  over  a life  time  (the  average  40  years).  Remember  Pathagoras  studied 
22  years  in  Egypt.  Aristotle  12  or  14.  Graule  had  to  study  16  years  among  the  Dogon  before 
anything  of  real  value  was  parted  to  him.  So  don't  expect  that  because  you  read  a book  that  you 
have  some  information. 

Most  sacred  (secret)  societies  has  layman  knowlege  and  initiated  knowledge.  Even  Jesus  of 
Nazereth  abided  by  this  schema  with  the  disciples: 


Matthew  13:10-15And  the  disciples  came  and  said  to  Him,  ?Why  do  You  speak  to  them 
in  parables??  He  answered  and  said  to  them,  ?Because  it  has  been  given  to  you  to  know 
the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  to  them  it  has  not  been  given.  For  whoever 
has,  to  him  more  will  be  given,  and  he  will  have  abundance;  but  whoever  does  not  have, 
even  what  he  has  will  be  taken  away  from  him.  Therefore  I speak  to  them  in  parables, 
because  seeing  they  do  not  see,  and  hearing  they  do  not  hear,  nor  do  they  understand. 
And  in  them  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah  is  fulfilled,  which  says: 

This  is  another  discussion,  but  even  the  Bible  is  not  for  the  layman.  The  Bible  is  a book  for 
initiates.  So  those  thinking  that  because  they  read  the  Bible  that  they  "got  it"  are  dead  wrong. 
That's  just  how  the  education  system  was  back  in  the  day. 

It's  a cultural  thing,  and  until  you  understand  African  Culture(s),  you  won't  understand  Km.t.  So 
my  advice  to  you  is  to  hold  off  on  trying  to  make  applicable  Km.t  until  you  first  understand  what 
is  out  now.

This  is  just  how  it  is  and  it  makes  it  difficult  for  modem  researchers  to  accurately  penetrate  the 
philosophy  and  culture  of  a people.  It  seems  that  most  cultural  anthropologists  associate  the 
norms  and  beliefs  of  the  general  population  with  that  of  the  priest  class.  They  may  not  always  be 
the  same  thing.  And  what  further  complicates  things  is  that  priests  are  the  regulators  of  culture  in 


most  societies.  So  the  general  population  may  never  know  "why"  they  do  what  they  do  other 
than  it  was  done  before  they  were  born. 

Now  what  we  have  to  do  is  to  disassociate  the  mythical  aspect  of  a "priest"  when  discussing 
these  matters.  In  modern  times  professors,  government  officials,  scientists,  and  doctors  would  be 
"priests."  We  just  don't  call  them  that  today  (mainly  because  their  isn't  a shared  spiritual 
cosmology). 

In  E.  Franklin  Frazier's  The  Negro  Church  In  America , he  mentions  that  the  style  of  preaching, 
so  characteristic  of  the  Black  church,  came  about  because  the  slave  masters  sought  the  slaves 
who  could  sing  the  best  and  entertain  them  so  their  minds  would  not  be  focused  on  freedom.  This 
is  how  the  preaching  style,  where  you  see  preachers  singing  the  sermons  and  go  "a  huh"  and  "ha" 
came  into  being. 

This  is  not  characteristic  amongst  west  African  nations.  Although  singing,  dancing  and  the  like  is 
a part  of  general  spiritual  practices,  the  manner  expressed  in  modern  churches  is  African- 
American.  But  the  public  doesn't  know  this  and  just  goes  along  with  the  stylings  of  the  Black 
preacher. 

I have  mentioned  this  before,  and  I will  say  it  here  again,  African  spiritual  concepts  at  minimum 
usually  have  3 levels  of  interpretation.  What  the  general  population  gets  is  first  level 
interpretation.  The  other  two  are  only  given  after  initiation.  Initiation  last  until  one  is  an  elder.  A 
matter  of  fact,  your  age  doesn't  make  you  an  elder  in  a lot  of  African  societies  (the  Dagara  for 
example).  You  have  to  be  initiated  into  an  elder  and  that's  where  a lot  of  the  real  secrets  lie. 

I guess  the  larger  question  is  should  some  information  be  made  public?  Should  the  knowledge  of 
the  splitting  of  atoms  never  been  published?  I see  why  one  had  to  wait  until  elderhood  to  leam 
such  information.

What,  though,  was  the  cause  for  the  first  written  codes  of  Ur  Nammu?  Consider  again  that 
African  society  was  based  on  oral  codes  and  carried  on  tradition  and  history  orally.  In  this 
society,  written  law  is  worthless.  In  fact,  one  story  has  it  that  in  the  time  of  Thoth  some  great 
leaders  opposed  writing  as  they  said  it  would  weaken  the  mind  of  their  people  trained  to  keep 
fine  and  profuse  details  in  memory  alone. 

I believe  it  was  the  intrusion  of  Steppe  society  and  peoples  into  ancient  African  societies  that 
compelled  men  like  Ur  Nammu  and  Hammurabi  to  institute  law.  And  at  the  time  of  so-called 
Moses  when  Semites  were  still  black  Africans,  the  same  reasoning  applied.  These  laws  were 
written  for  those  who  were  unfamiliar  with  and  unaccepting  of  the  African  way  of  life  witnessed 
by  the  fact  that  Africans  were  enslaved  and  had  genocide  committed  against  them  time  and  again 
by  those  nomads  who  moved  in  to  stay.

For  a large  part  of  its  history  the  early  human  race  was  split  into  two  separate  species,  and  was  so 
small  that  it  likely  verged  on  extinction,  an  Israeli-led  genetic  study  has  shown. 

The  research  shows  that  two  separate  populations  may  have  formed  in  the  East  and  South  of 
Africa,  and  perhaps  dropped  to  as  few  as  2,000. 

The  study  also  demonstrates  that  DNA  samples  from  people  alive  today  - and  not  only  studies  of 
bones,  archeological  evidence  and  wall  drawings  - can  be  used  to  determine  how  the  human  race 
evolved. 

The  analysis  - just  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Human  Genetics  and  led  by  Dr.  Doron 
Behar  at  Rambam  Medical  Center's  laboratory  of  molecular  medicine  in  Haifa  and  Dr.  Saharon 
Rosset  of  IBM's  T.J.  Watson  Research  Center  in  New  York  and  Tel  Aviv  University  - is  said  to 
be  the  most  extensive  survey  to  date  of  African  mitochondrial  DNA  handed  down  by  mothers 
since  the  beginning  of  the  human  race. 

"The  migrations  60,000  years  ago  that  led  modern  humans  on  their  epic  journeys  to  populate  the 
world  have  been  the  primary  focus  of  anthropological  genetic  research,  but  relatively  little  is 
known  about  the  demographic  history  of  our  species  over  the  previous  140,000  years  in  Africa," 


Behar  said.  "The  new  study  returned  the  focus  to  Africa,  and  in  doing  so  refines  our 
understanding  of  early  modern  Homo  sapiens  history." 

"This  study  illustrates  the  extraordinary  power  of  genetics  to  reveal  insights  into  some  of  the  key 
events  in  our  species?  history.  Tiny  bands  of  early  humans,  forced  apart  by  harsh  environmental 
conditions,  coming  back  from  the  brink  to  reunite  and  populate  the  world.  It  was  truly  an  epic 
drama,  written  in  our  DNA,"  said  Dr.  Spencer  Wells,  a National  Geographic  explorer-in- 
residence and  director  of  the  Genographic  Project. 

For  the  article  called  "The  Dawn  of  Human  Matrilineal  Diversity,"  the  researchers  used  blood  or 
cheek  epithelial  cell  samples  stored  in  labs  around  the  world  - that  included  mitochondrial  DNA 

- from  some  600  people  who  originated  in  Africa.  The  researchers  put  a special  focus  on  the 
Himla  Soodyall  indigenous  people,  who  number  in  the  thousands  to  tens  of  thousands  and  whose 
native  language  consists  of  clicks. 

Various  studies  in  other  disciplines  showed  these  people  had  many  things  in  common,  including 
their  features  and  the  fact  that  they  were  hunter-gatherers  rather  than  farmers. 

The  600  unrelated  participants,  including  38  Himla  Soodyall  and  people  from  all  of  North  Africa 

- including  Chad,  Egypt,  Guinea-Bissau,  Cameroon,  Morocco,  Tunisia  and  even  Israeli  Jews, 
Beduin  and  Druse  - gave  their  informed  consent  for  taking  part  in  the  research. 

The  researchers'  analyses  of  the  extensive  genotyped  data  provided  surprising  insights  into  the 
early  demographic  history  of  human  populations  before  they  moved  out  of  Africa.  Research 
shows  that  early  human  populations  were  small  and  isolated  both  geographically  and  socially 
from  each  other  for  tens  of  thousands  of  years. 

"Our  aim  was  to  document  if  these  people  descend  from  the  oldest  in  the  human  species.  It 
seems  that  their  ancestors  split  off  from  other  Africans  between  90,000  and  150,000  years  ago 
and  were  isolated  due  to  topographical  and  other  reasons,"  Behar  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  on 
Thursday.  "Small  groups  of  hunter-gatherers  looked  for  a good  place  to  live  in  a difficult 
environment." 

Recent  paleoclimatological  data  suggest  that  eastern  Africa  went  through  a series  of  massive 
droughts  between  90,000  and  135,000  years  ago.  It  is  possible,  the  researchers  suggest,  that  this 
climatological  shift  contributed  to  the  population  splits.  What  is  surprising  is  the  length  of  time 
the  populations  were  separate  - as  much  as  half  of  our  entire  history  as  a species. 

The  genetic  split  in  Africa  resulted  in  distinct  populations  that  lived  in  isolation  for  as  much  as 
100,000  years,  the  scientists  say.  At  the  time  of  the  split  - some  150,000  years  ago  - our  species, 
Homo  sapiens , was  still  confined  to  the  African  continent. 

On  one  side  of  this  divide  were  the  mitochondrial  lineages  now  found  predominantly  in  East  and 
West  Africa,  and  all  maternal  lineages  found  outside  Africa. 


On  the  other  side  of  the  divide  are  lineages  predominantly  found  in  the  Khoi  and  San  (Khoisan) 
hunter-gatherer  people  of  southern  Africa. 

This  could  have  been  caused  by  arid  conditions  driving  a wedge  between  humans  in  eastern  and 
southern  Africa. 

It  would  be  the  longest  period  for  which  modem  human  populations  have  been  isolated  from  one 
another. 

The  isolated  African  groups  started  to  meet  up  again  with  each  other  about  40,000  years  ago, 
during  the  African  Late  Stone  Age,  and  then  grew  in  numbers  and  moved  to  an  expanding  area. 
Many  archeologists  believe  this  era  heralded  the  beginning  of  fully  modern  human  behavior, 
including  abstract  thought  and  complex  spoken  language. 

Other  researchers  have  hypothesized  that  during  the  initial  isolation,  about  70,000  years  ago, 
Homo  sapiens  was  almost  wiped  out,  with  the  world  population  numbering  as  low  as  2,000 
people.  But  they  banded  together  and  survived. 

The  researchers  were  members  of  the  Genographic  Project  launched  in  2005  by  National 
Geographic  and  IBM,  with  field  research  supported  by  the  Waitt  Family  Foundation  and 
laboratory  research  supported  by  Applied  Biosystems.  The  aim  was  to  use  genetics  as  a tool  to 
address  anthropological  questions  on  a global  scale.  A consortium  of  10  regional  scientific  teams 
took  DNA  samples  and  analyzed  them  in  their  respective  regions. 

Mitochondrial  DNA,  inherited  down  the  maternal  line,  was  used  to  discover  the  age  of  the 
famous  "mitochondrial  Eve"  in  1987,  said  Behar.  This  work  has  since  been  extended  to  show 
unequivocally  that  the  most  recent  common  female  ancestor  of  everyone  alive  today  was  an 
African  woman  who  lived  in  the  past  200,000  years.  Paleontology  provides  corroborating 
evidence  that  our  species  originated  in  Africa  approximately  200,000  years  ago. 

"We  see  strong  evidence  of  ancient  population  splits 

beginning  as  early  as  150,000  years  ago,  probably  giving  rise  to  separate  populations  localized  to 
eastern  and  southern  Africa,"  Behar  said.

Its 
outstanding  Eurasian  haplogroup  U3  frequency  (39%)  and  its  south-Saharan  Africa 
lineages  (19%)  are  the  highest  in  the  Middle  East.  On  the  contrary,  the  lack  ((preHV)l) 
or  comparatively  low  frequency  (J  and  T)  of  Neolithic  lineages  is  also  striking.  Although 
strong  drift  by  geographic  isolation  could  explain  the  anomalous  mtDNA  pool  of  the 
Dead  Sea  sample,  the  fact  that  its  mtDNA  lineage  composition  mirrors,  in  geographic 
origin  and  haplogroup  frequencies,  its  Y-chromosome  pool,  points  to  founder  effect  as 
the  main  cause.  Ancestral  Ml  lineages  detected  in  Jordan  that  have  affinities  with  those 
recently  found  in  Northwest  but  not  East  Africa  question  the  African  origin  of  the  Ml 
haplogroup.  Conclusion:  Results  are  in  agreement  with  an  old  human  settlement  in  the 
Jordan  region.  However,  in  spite  of  the  attested  migratory  spreads,  genetically  divergent 
populations,  such  as  that  of  the  Dead  Sea,  still  exist  in  the  area.

Humans  diverged  into  separate  populations  for  100,000  years 

Ancient  humans  started  down  the  path  of  evolving  into  two  separate 
species  before  merging  back  into  a single  population,  a genetic  study 
suggests. 

The  genetic  split  in  Africa  resulted  in  distinct  populations  that 
lived  in  isolation  for  as  much  as  100,000  years,  the  scientists  say. 

This  could  have  been  caused  by  arid  conditions  driving  a wedge 
between  humans  in  eastern  and  southern  Africa. 

Details  have  been  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Human 
Genetics. 

It  would  be  the  longest  period  for  which  modem  human  populations 
have  been  isolated  from  one  another. 

But  other  scientists  said  it  was  still  too  early  to  reconstruct  a 
meaningful  picture  of  humankind's  early  history  in  Africa.  They  argue 
that  other  scenarios  could  also  account  for  the  data. 

At  the  time  of  the  split  - some  150,000  years  ago  - our  species,  Homo 
sapiens,  was  still  confined  to  the  African  continent.

The  results  have  come  from  the  Genographic  Project,  a major  effort  to 
track  human  migrations  through  DNA. 

The  latest  conclusions  are  based  on  analysis  of  mitochondrial  DNA  in 
present-day  African  populations.  This  type  of  DNA  is  the  genetic 
material  stored  in  mitochondria  - the  "powerhouses"  of  cells. 

It  is  passed  down  from  a mother  to  her  offspring,  providing  a unique 
record  of  maternal  inheritance. 

"We  don't  know  how  long  it  takes  for  hominids  to  fission  off  into 
separate  species,  but  clearly  they  were  separated  for  a very  long 
time,"  said  Dr  Spencer  Wells,  director  of  the  Genographic  Project. 

"They  came  back  together  again  during  the  Late  Stone  Age  - driven  by 
population  expansion." 

Family  tree 

Although  present-day  people  carry  a signature  of  the  ancient  split  in 
their  DNA,  today's  Africans  are  part  of  a single  population. 

The  researchers  compiled  a "family  tree"  of  different  mitochondrial 
DNA  groupings  found  in  Africa. 

A major  split  occurred  near  the  root  of  the  tree  as  early  as  150,000 
years  ago. 

On  one  side  of  this  divide  are  the  mitochondrial  lineages  now  found 
predominantly  in  East  and  West  Africa,  and  all  maternal  lineages 
found  outside  Africa. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  divide  are  lineages  predominantly  found  in 
the  Khoi  and  San  (Khoisan)  hunter-gatherer  people  of  southern  Africa. 

Many  African  populations  today  harbour  a mixture  of  both. 

Although  there  is  very  deep  divergence  in  the  mitochondrial 
lineages,  that  can  be  different  from  inferring  when  the  populations 
diverged  from  one  another

The  scientists  say  the  most  likely  scenario  is  that  two  populations 
went  their  separate  ways  early  in  our  evolutionary  history. 


This  gave  rise  to  separate  human  communities  localised  to  eastern  and 
southern  Africa  that  evolved  in  isolation  for  between  50,000  and 
100,000  years. 

This  divergence  could  have  been  related  to  climate  change:  recent 
studies  of  ancient  climate  data  suggest  that  eastern  Africa  went 
through  a series  of  massive  droughts  between  135,000-90,000  years 
ago. 

Lead  author  Doron  Behar,  from  the  Rambam  Medical  Center  in  Israel 
commented:  "It  is  possible  the  harsh  environment  and  changing  climate 
made  populations  migrate  to  other  places  in  order  to  have  a better 
chance  of  survival. 

"Some  of  them  found  places  where  they  could  and  - perhaps  - some 
didn't.  More  than  that  we  cannot  say." 

Back  together 

Dr  Wells  told  BBC  News:  "Once  this  population  reached  southern 
Africa,  it  was  cut  off  from  the  eastern  African  population  by  these 
drought  events  which  were  on  the  route  between  them." 

Modern  humans  are  often  presumed  to  have  originated  in  East  Africa 
and  then  spread  out  to  populate  other  areas.  But  the  data  could 
equally  support  an  origin  in  southern  Africa  followed  by  a migration 
to  East  and  West  Africa. 

The  genetic  data  show  that  populations  came  back  together  as  a 
single,  pan- African  population  about  40,000  years  ago. 

This  renewed  contact  appears  to  coincide  with  the  development  of  more 
advanced  stone  tool  technology  and  may  have  been  helped  by  more 
favourable  environmental  conditions. 

"[The  mixing]  was  two-way  to  a certain  extent,  but  the  majority  of 
mitochondrial  lineages  seem  to  have  come  from  north-eastern  Africa 
down  to  the  south,"  said  Spencer  Wells. 

But  other  scientists  said  different  scenarios  could  explain  the  data. 

Dr  Sarah  Tishkoff,  an  expert  on  African  population  genetics  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  said  the  Khoisan  might  once  have  carried 
many  more  of  the  presumed  "East  African"  lineages  but  that  these 
could  have  been  lost  over  time. 


"Although  there  is  very  deep  divergence  in  the  mitochondrial 
lineages,  that  can  be  different  from  inferring  when  the  populations 
diverged  from  one  another  and  there  can  be  many  demographic  scenarios 
to  account  for  it,"  she  told  BBC  News. 

She  added:  "As  a general  rule  of  thumb,  when  mitochondrial  genetic 
lineages  split,  it  will  usually  precede  the  population  split.  It  can 
often  be  difficult  to  infer  from  one  to  the  other." 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania  researcher  stressed  it  was  not 
possible  to  pinpoint  where  in  Africa  the  populations  had  once  lived  - 
complicating  the  process  of  reconstructing  scenarios  from  genetic 
data. 

The  Genographic  Project's  findings  are  also  consistent  with  the  idea  - 
held  for  some  years  now  - that  modern  humans  had  a close  brush  with 
extinction  in  the  evolutionary  past. 

The  number  of  early  humans  may  have  shrunk  as  low  as  2,000  before 
numbers  began  to  expand  again  in  the  Late  Stone  Age.

Many  of  Egypt's  most  famous  monuments,  such  as  the  Sphinx  and  Cheops  pyramid  at  Giza, 
contain  hundreds  of  thousands  of  marine  fossils,  according  to  a new  study. 

Most  of  the  fossils  are  intact  and  preserved  in  the  monument  walls,  giving  clues  to  how  the 
monuments  were  built. 


The  authors  suggest  the  stones  that  make  up  the  Giza  plateau,  Fayum  and  Abydos  monuments 
must  have  been  carved  out  of  natural  stone  as  they  reveal  what  chunks  of  the  sea  floor  must  have 
looked  like  over  4000  years  ago,  when  the  buildings  were  erected. 

"The  observed  random  emplacement  and  strictly  homogenous  distribution  of  the  fossil  shells 
within  the  whole  rock  is  in  harmony  with  their  initial  in  situ  setting  in  a fluidal  sea  bottom 
environment,"  write  Professor  Ioannis  Liritzis  and  his  colleagues  from  the  University  of  the 
Aegean  and  the  University  of  Athens. 

The  researchers  analysed  the  mineralogy,  as  well  as  the  chemical  makeup  and  structure,  of  small 
material  samples  chiselled  from  the  Sphinx  Temple;  the  Osirion  Shaft;  the  Valley  Temple;  the 
Cheops,  Khefren  and  Menkaure  pyramids  at  Giza;  Osirion  at  Abydos;  the  Temple  of  Seti  I at 
Abydos;  and  Qasr  el-Sagha  at  Fayum. 

X-ray  diffraction  and  radioactivity  measurements,  which  can  penetrate  solid  materials  to  help 
illuminate  their  composition,  were  carried  out. 

Granite,  sandstone,  limestone 

The  analysis  determined  the  primary  building  materials  were  pinky  granites,  black  and  white 
granites,  sandstones  and  various  types  of  limestones. 

The  latter  contained  numerous  shell  fossils  of  the  genus  Nummulites,  simple  marine  organisms 
whose  name  means  'little  coins'. 

"[At  Cheops  alone  they  constituted]  a proportion  of  up  to  40%  of  the  whole  building  stone  rock," 
the  researchers  write  in  the  latest  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Cultural  Heritage . 

Nummulites  that  lived  during  the  Eocene  period  around  55.8-33.9  million  years  ago  are  most 
commonly  found  in  Egyptian  limestone. 

Fossils  have  also  been  unearthed  at  other  sites,  such  as  in  Turkey  and  throughout  the 
Mediterranean. 

When  nummulites  are  bisected  horizontally  they  appears  as  a perfect  spiral.  Since  they  were 
common  in  ancient  Egypt,  it's  believed  the  shells  were  used  as  coins,  perhaps  explaining  their 
name. 

Fossils  of  their  ancient  marine  relatives  - sand  dollars,  starfish  and  sea  urchins  - were  also 
detected  in  the  Egyptian  limestone. 

Intact  fossils  throughout  the  stone 

The  fossils  are  largely  undamaged  and  are  distributed  in  a random  manner  within  the  stone,  in 
accordance  with  their  typical  distribution  at  sea  floors. 


So,  Liritzis  and  his  team  argue  that  the  large  building  stones  used  to  construct  the  monuments 
must  have  been  carved  out  of  natural  stone  instead  of  cast  in  moulds. 

To  further  their  argument,  the  scientists  say  the  x-ray  patterns  detect  no  presence  of  lime,  which 
would  be  expected  along  with  the  salt  natron,  which  would  indicate  cast  materials. 

They  also  point  out  there  are  no  references  of  moulds,  buckets  or  other  casting  tools  in  early 
Egyptian  paintings,  sculptures  or  texts. 

Carved  or  cast? 

Joseph  Davidovits,  professor  and  director  of  France's  Geopolymer  Institute,  formulated  the 
theory  that  natural  limestone  was  cast  like  concrete  to  build  the  pyramids. 

Davidovits  says  that  Liritzis  and  his  team  "should  have  taken  into  account  the  scientific  analysis" 
he  and  other  researchers  conducted  before  backing  the  carved-not-cast  hypothesis. 

Robert  Temple,  co-director  of  the  Project  for  Historical  Dating  and  a visiting  research  fellow  at 
universities  in  the  US,  Egypt  and  Greece,  has  also  studied  Egypt's  monuments. 

He  agrees  with  Davidovits  about  the  casting. 

"There  is  no  evidence  known  that  suggests  the  ancient  Egyptians  had  cranes,"  he  says.  "Without 
cranes,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  they  could  have  lifted  giant  stones,  some  as  heavy  as  200 
tonnes." 

Temple,  however,  agrees  about  the  importance  of  the  fossils. 

"Egyptian  pyramid  blocks  of  limestone  tend  to  contain  fossil  shells  and  nummulites,  often  huge 
quantities  of  them,  many  of  them  intact,  and  many  of  them  of  surprisingly  large  size,"  he  says. 

"Frankly,  not  many  people  pay  attention  to  the  shells,  which  I have  always  thought  was  a shame. 
'Seashells  in  the  desert'  - a good  story."

For  more  than  a century  ago, 
Charles  Darwin  predicted  in  his  book,  "The  Origin  of  Species"  (1859)  "the  evolutionary 
theory  would  one  day  provide  a new  foundation  for  the  science  of  psychology."  The 
truth  in  his  words  where  realized  when  propaganda  techniques  were  first  codified  and 
applied  in  a scientific  manner  by  journalist  Walter  Lippman  and  psychologist  Edward 
Bernays  (nephew  of  Sigmund  Freud)  early  in  the  20th  century.  During  World  War  I, 
Lippman  and  Bernays  were  hired  by  then  United  States  President,  Woodrow  Wilson,  to 
participate  in  the  Creel  Commission,  the  mission  of  which  was  to  sway  popular  opinion 
in  favor  of  entering  the  war,  on  the  side  of  Britain  . The  war  propaganda  campaign  of 
Lippman  and  Bernays  produced  such  an  intense  anti-German  hysteria  as  to 
permanently  impress  America  ?s  governmental  elites  with  the  potential  of  large-scale 
propaganda  to  control  public  opinion.  Edward  Bernays  coined  the  terms  "group  mind" 
and  "engineering  consent",  important  concepts  in  practical  propaganda  work..  Bernays 
said  in  his  1928  book  Propaganda,  that;  "The  conscious  and  intelligent  manipulation  of 
the  organized  habits  and  opinions  of  the  masses  is  an  important  element  in  democratic 
society.  Those  who  manipulate  this  unseen  mechanism  of  society  constitute  an  invisible 
government  which  is  the  true  ruling  power  of  our  country.  The  current  public  relations 
industry  is  a direct  outgrowth  of  Lippman's  and  Bernays'  work  and  is  still  used 
extensively  by  the  United  States  government. 

The  techniques  increased  in  their  sophistication  over  time  as  modern  advances  in 
the  understanding  of  the  genetics  of  social  behavior  ushered  in  Sociobiology;  a 
controversial  new  science  of  the  biological  study  of  social  behavior  of  humans.  Since 
the  1950's,  U.S.  experimental  psychologists  and  Cognitive  scientists  have  developed 
ideas  about  the  unconscious  mental  process  that  proposes  that  most  of  our  mental 
processes  happen  outside  of  our  awareness  suggesting  that  the  ability  to  control  the 
behavior  of  people  around  us  subconsciously  is  now  a distinct  possibility.  Moreover, 
over  the  past  five  decades,  human  sociobiology  has  transformed  into  an  evolutionary 
psychology  that  has  gained  science  the  means  and  ability  to  control  and,  therefore, 
predict  the  actions  and  feelings  of  individuals  or  groups  merely  by  the  messages 
conveyed  against  them.  According  to  this  controversial  use  of  psychology,  the  human 


mind  is  the  most  extraordinary  part  of  the  human  body,  and  there  seems  to  be  little 
doubt,  wrote  biologist  David  Barash,  "that  the  unconscious  is  real  and  that  in  certain 
obscure  ways  the  forces  of  culture  are  all-powerful  in  shaping  human  behavior. 
Advances  in  these  studies  resulted  in  governments  using  psychology  as  a weapon  for 
maintaining  White  dominance. 

This  effectiveness  of  the  usage  of  the  psychology  of  deceit  to  profoundly 
influenced  and  control  individuals  and  mass  groups  was  made  obvious  as  a result  of 
one  of  the  most  infamous  mistakes  in  history.  It  happened  on  Oct.  30,  1938,  when 
millions  of  Americans  tuned  in  to  a popular  radio  program  that  featured  a plays  directed 
by,  andstarring,  Orson  Welles.  The  performance  that  evening  was  an  adaptation  of  the 
science  fiction  novel  The  War  of  the  Worlds,  about  a Martian  invasion  of  the  earth.  But 
in  adapting  the  book  for  a radio  play,  Welles  made  an  important  change:  under  his 
direction  the  play  was  written  and  performed  so  it  would  sound  like  a news  broadcast 
about  an  invasion  from  Mars,  a technique  that,  presumably,  was  intended  to  heighten 
the  dramatic  effect.News  of  the  panicwas  conveyed  as  a via  genuine  news  report.

Several  years  the  popular  stand  up  comedian  Chris  Rock,  while 
performingduring  an  HBO  special,  told  a joke  that  resonated  with  much  of 
BlackAmerica.  He  said  (paraphrasing)  that"  Blacks  are  always 
complainingthat  our  problem  is  caused  by  how  we  are  are  portrayed  in  the 
media,  but  that  it's  notthe  mediahe's  worried  abouts  its  that  N**gr  behind 
him  while  he's  at  the  ATM  machine." 

This  joke  was  well  received  with  much  laughter,  particular  because 
most  Blacks  themselves  agrees  with  it.  More  than  beingfunny  those 
laughter's  and  perceptions  were  profoundly  sad. 

Because  the  truth  is  that  the  United  States  Government  does  use 
the  media  to  carrying  out  many  its  social-engineering  agendas.  One  of  the 
most  powerful  ways  that  the  U.S.  government  manipulates,  and  shapes 
the  minds  and  collective  consciousness  of  the  mass  of  the  public  is 
through  itsmanymedia  outlets. 

TheUnited  States  federal  government  deliberately  portrays  its  Black 
population  in  a deplorable  manner.  The  ultimate  goal  of  this  psychology  of 


deceit  is  to  socially  engineer  a consensual  environment  that  facilitates  the 
easier  exploitation  and  suppression  of  Black  America  by  engendering  a 
shift  of  victimization  that  changes  the  root  problem  of  racism  in  America  to 
be  due  to  Blacks  behavior  rather  than  Whites  proclivity  for  racism. 
Therefore  insinuates  that  America  would  be  a better  society  as  a whole  if 
African  Americans  were  gone.  Thus  engendering  increasingly  prejudiced 
distorted  perceptions  and  acrimonious  beliefs  about  African  Americans: 
that  tranquilizes  efforts  on  their  behalf,  makes  the  nation  and  the  entire 
world  insensitive  to  their  plight,  lessens  pressure  for  social  change  on  their 
behalf  and  makes  any  serious  criticism  of  White  racism  almost  impossible. 
When  contempt  of  Blacks  is  made  to  appear  to  be  justifiable,  it  is  the  most 
fiercest  and  effective  type  of  racism  because  its  witnesses,  bystanders, 
and  even  world  audiences  will  sit  by  idly  allowing  African  Americans  to 
be  brutally  mistreated  disproportionately  incarcerated  under  the  belief 
that  it  is  justified.]  This  campaign  successfully  stripped  African  Americans 
of  the  national  and  international  support  that  was  acquired  during  the 
1960's  civil  rights  struggles.  This  anti  Black  governmental  campaign  of 
psychological  warfare  also  creates  a false  justification  for  the  legal 
systems  mistreatment  of  African  Americans  wherein  they  are 
disproportionately  incarcerated,  given  stiffer  sentences,  and  are  more 
likely  than  other  racial  groups  to  be  treated  brutally,  beaten,  and  fired 
upon  by  police  officers  while  they  are  unarmed.  Moreover,  some  studies 
have  shown  that  this  shift  of  victimization  now  reflects  increasingly 
acrimonious  beliefs  and  prejudiced  perceptions  about  and  against  African 
Americans  that  are  arguably  stronger  today  than  they  were  after 
emancipation. 

This  concept  of  the  U.S  government  using  psychology  as  a weapon 
to  influence  and  control  its  Black  population  is  not  at  all  ridiculous.  For 
more  than  a century  ago,  Charles  Darwin  predicted  in  his  book,  "The 
Origin  of  Species"  (1 859)  "the  evolutionary  theory  would  one  day  provide 
a new  foundation  for  the  science  of  psychology."  The  truth  in  his  words 
where  realized  when  propaganda  techniques  were  first  codified  and 
applied  in  a scientific  manner  by  journalist  Walter  Lippman  and 
psychologist  Edward  Bernays  (nephew  of  Sigmund  Freud)  early  in  the 
20th  century.  During  World  War  I,  Lippman  and  Bernays  were  hired  by 
then  United  States  President,  Woodrow  Wilson,  to  participate  in  the  Creel 
Commission,  the  mission  of  which  was  to  sway  popular  opinion  in  favor  of 
entering  the  war,  on  the  side  of  Britain.  The  war  propaganda  campaign  of 
Lippman  and  Bernays  produced  such  an  intense  anti-German  hysteria  as 
to  permanently  impress  Americas  governmental  elites  with  the  potential  of 
large-scale  propaganda  to  control  public  opinion.  Edward  Bernays  coined 
the  terms  "group  mind"  and  "engineering  consent",  important  concepts  in 
practical  propaganda  work..  Bernays  said  in  his  1928  book  Propaganda, 
that;  "The  conscious  and  intelligent  manipulation  of  the  organized  habits 
and  opinions  of  the  masses  is  an  important  element  in  democratic  society. 
Those  who  manipulate  this  unseen  mechanism  of  society  constitute  an 


invisible  government  which  is  the  true  ruling  power  of  our  country.  The 
current  public  relations  industry  is  a direct  outgrowth  of  Lippman's  and 
Bernays'  work  and  is  still  used  extensively  by  the  United  States 
government. 

The  techniques  increased  in  their  sophistication  over  time  as 
modern  advances  in  the  understanding  of  the  genetics  of  social  behavior 
ushered  in  Sociobiology;  a controversial  new  science  of  the  biological 
study  of  social  behavior  of  humans.  Since  the  1950's,  U.S.  experimental 
psychologists  and  Cognitive  scientists  have  developed  ideas  about  the 
unconscious  mental  process  that  proposes  that  most  of  our  mental 
processes  happen  outside  of  our  awareness  suggesting  that  the  ability  to 
control  the  behavior  of  people  around  us  subconsciously  is  now  a distinct 
possibility.  Moreover,  over  the  past  five  decades,  human  sociobiology  has 
transformed  into  an  evolutionary  psychology  that  has  gained  science  the 
means  and  ability  to  control  and,  therefore,  predict  the  actions  and 
feelings  of  individuals  or  groups  merely  by  the  messages  conveyed 
against  them.  According  to  this  controversial  use  of  psychology,  the 
human  mind  is  the  most  extraordinary  part  of  the  human  body,  and  there 
seems  to  be  little  doubt,  wrote  biologist  David  Barash,  "that  the 
unconscious  is  real  and  that  in  certain  obscure  ways  the  forces  of  culture 
are  all-powerful  in  shaping  human  behavior.  Advances  in  these  studies 
resulted  in  governments  using  psychology  as  a weapon  for  maintaining 
White  dominance. 

This  effectiveness  of  the  usage  of  the  psychology  of  deceit  to 
profoundly  influenced  and  control  individuals  and  mass  groups  was  made 
obvious  as  a result  of  one  of  the  most  infamous  mistakes  in  history.  It 
happened  on  Oct.  30,  1 938,  when  millions  of  Americans  tuned  in  to  a 
popular  radio  program  that  featured  a plays  directed  by,  andstarring, 

Orson  Welles.  The  performance  that  evening  was  an  adaptation  of  the 
science  fiction  novel  The  War  of  the  Worlds,  about  a Martian  invasion  of 
the  earth.  But  in  adapting  the  book  for  a radio  play,  Welles  made  an 
important  change:  under  his  direction  the  play  was  written  and  performed 
so  it  would  sound  like  a news  broadcast  about  an  invasion  from  Mars,  a 
technique  that,  presumably,  was  intended  to  heighten  the  dramatic 
effect.News  of  the  panicwas  conveyed  as  a via  genuine  news  report.  As 
the  audiencelistened  to  this  simulation  of  news  broadcast,  created  with 
voice  acting  and  sound  effects,  a portion  of  the  audience  concluded  that  it 
was  hearing  an  actual  news  account  of  an  invasion  from  Mars.  This 
quickly  generated  immense  scare.  People  packed  the  roads,  hid  in  cellars, 
loaded  guns,  fought  among  themselves,  even  wrapped  their  heads  in  wet 
towels  as  protection  from  Martian  poison  gas,  in  an  attempt  to  defend 
themselves  against  aliens,  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  they  were  acting  out 
the  role  of  the  panic-stricken  public  that  actually  belonged  in  a radio  play. 
These  people  listening  to  the  false  broadcast  were  taken  in  by  the  totally 
false  accounts  and  became  confused,  disarray  and  distrusting  of  their 
neighbors  even  resulting  in  immense  violence.  This  example  proves 


anddemonstrated  more  potently  than  any  argument,  that  beyond  a 
question  of  a doubt,  the  enormous  effectiveness  of  media  at  affecting 
masses  of  people. 

Furthermore,  according  to  researcher  Mack  White,  Psychologist  Dr. 
Hadley  Cantril  conducted  a study  of  the  effects  of  the  broadcast  and 
published  his  findings  in  a book,  The  Invasion  from  Mars:  A Study  in  the 
Psychology  of  Panic,  1939.  This  study  explored  the  power  of  broadcast 
media,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the  suggestibility  of  human  beings  under 
the  influence  of  fear.  Dr.  Cantril  was  affiliated  with  Princeton  University's 
Radio  Research  Project,  which  was  funded  in  1937  by  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation.  Also  affiliated  with  the  Project  was  Council  on  Foreign 
Relations  (CFR)  member  and  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  (CBS) 
executive  Frank  Stanton,  whose  network  had  broadcast  the  program. 
Stanton  would  later  go  on  to  head  the  news  division  of  CBS,  and  in  time 
would  become  president  of  the  network,  as  well  as  chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  RAND  Corporation,  the  influential  think  tank  which  has  done 
groundbreaking  research  on,  among  other  things,  mass  brainwashing. 

Two  years  later,  with  Rockefeller  Foundation  money,  Cantril  established 
the  Office  of  Public  Opinion  Research  (OPOR),  also  at  Princeton.  Among 
the  studies  conducted  by  the  OPOR  was  an  analysis  of  the  effectiveness 
of  "psycho-political  operations"  (propaganda,  in  plain  English)  of  the  Office 
of  Strategic  Services  (OSS),  the  forerunner  of  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  (CIA).  Then,  during  World  War  II,  Cantril  and  Rockefeller  money 
assisted  CFR  member  and  CBS  reporter  Edward  R.  Murrow  in  setting  up 
the  Princeton  Listening  Center,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  study  Nazi 
radio  propaganda  with  the  object  of  applying  Nazi  techniques  to  OSS 
propaganda.  Out  of  this  project  came  a new  government  agency,  the 
Foreign  Broadcast  Intelligence  Service  (FBIS).  The  FBIS  eventually 
became  the  United  States  Information  Agency  (USIA),  which  is  the 
propaganda  arm  of  the  National  Security  Council.  Thus,  by  the  end  of  the 
1940s,  the  basic  research  had  been  done  and  the  propaganda  apparatus 
of  the  national  security  state  had  been  fully  established. 

Given  the  preceding  noted  history  of  the  1938  radio  broadcast  and 
the  many  following  studies  of  using  mass  communications  and 
propaganda  tomanipulate  the  public  that  was  funded  by  white  societal 
elites,  then  clearly  connecting  these  dots  should  made  be  rather  easy.  The 
objective  of  the  United  States  government  has  always  been  to  maintain  its 
White  dominance  over  its  Black  population,  and  clearly,  psychological 
warfare  meets  this  need.  It  was  the  logical  choicebecause  it  covertly 
provides  the  U.S.  Governmentthe  ability  to  both  influence  the  national 
climate  and  engender  personal  psychological  feelings  among  itsBIack 
population  that  meet  the  U.S  government  objectives  of  maintaining  its 
white  dominance.  Furthermore,  history  overwhelmingly  demonstrates  that 
the  White  races  innate  proclivity  for  racism,  control,  and  dominance  is 
much  too  deeply  ingrained  for  them  to  just  merely  give  up  their  practices 
of  implementing  suppressive  methods  over  its  African  American 


population. The  records  of  history  show  that  the  reincarnation  of 
suppressive  methods  into  forms  more  acceptable  to  the  changing  times  is 
a common  practice  of  the  United  States  government  as  seen  after  the 
abolishment  of  slavery  wherein  its  methods  of  using  racist,  oppressive 
treatment  of  its  Black  population  was  reincarnated  into  Jim  Crow  laws. 

And  let  us  not  forget  the  many  sorts  of  devious  strategies  and  methods 
used  to  prevent  Blacks  from  becoming  registered  voters.  The  historic  and 
demonstrative  evidence  overwhelmingly  reflects  the  reality  that  the  U.S. 
government  does  manifest  a proclivity  for  reinventing  devious  methods  to 
suppress  its  Black  population.  This  proclivity  has  led  to  the  U.S. 
Government  now  using  its  proven  method  of  psychological  operations  to 
control  the  advancement  and  growth  of  its  Black  population.  It  was  the 
next  logical  choice  for  it  provides  the  Government  the  benefit  of  the 
appearance  of  conducting  humanitarian  efforts  to  help  its  Black 
community  while  covertly  seeking  only  to  maintain  its  White  dominance. 

While  this  may  still  sound,  for  many,  as  being  incredibly  ridiculous, 
unbelievable  or  even  a bit  like  bad  science  fiction,  however  psychological 
Warfare  is  a real  and  well-proven  method  of  warfarethat  exceeds  the 
territorial  limits  of  conventional  warfare  to  penetrate  the  proposed  target 
and  it  is  commonly  used  by  the  U.S.  Government.  In  fact,  the  U.S. 
Governments  usage  of  psychological  warfare  has  been  ongoing 
throughout  the  entire  combat  operation  in  Iraq  from  the  initial  battle  thru 
the  so-called  rebuilding  of  Iraq.  The  United  States  Military  dropped 
propaganda  leaflets  on  Iraq  and  planted  favorable  stories  about  the  new 
Iraq  in  the  Baghdad  press,  radio,  and  television  media  and,  under  the 
guise  of  merely  removing  all  mentions  of  Saddam  Hussein  from  the 
Baghdad  grades  school  educational  curricula,  rewrote  the  Iraq  schools 
curriculum  to  be  more  favorable  in  its  depiction  of  westerners/Whites. 
Moreover,  its  methods  of  rewriting  the  Iraq  schools  curriculum  to  one  of  in 
which  educates  Iraqi  students  to  now  revere  westerners/Whites,  and  using 
the  Iraqi  national  media  to  perpetuate  propaganda  and  misinformation  to 
facilitate  their  easier  exploitation  and  suppression,  are  remarkably 
consistent  with  the  current  social  conditions  and  experiences  of  African 
Americans.

(1859)  "the  evolutionary  theory  would  one  day  provide  a new  foundation  for  the 
science  of  psychology."  The  truth  in  his  words  where  realized  when  propaganda 
techniques  were  first  codified  and  applied  in  a scientific  manner  by  journalist 
Walter  Lippman  and  psychologist  Edward  Bernays  (nephew  of  Sigmund  Freud) 
early  in  the  20th  century.  During  World  War  I,  Lippman  and  Bernays  were  hired 
by  then  United  States  President,  Woodrow  Wilson,  to  participate  in  the  Creel 
Commission,  the  mission  of  which  was  to  sway  popular  opinion  in  favor  of 
entering  the  war,  on  the  side  of  Britain.  The  war  propaganda  campaign  of 
Lippman  and  Bernays  produced  such  an  intense  anti-German  hysteria  as  to 
permanently  impress  America?s  governmental  elites  with  the  potential  of  large- 
scale  propaganda  to  control  public  opinion.  Edward  Bernays  coined  the  terms 
"group  mind"  and  "engineering  consent",  important  concepts  in  practical 
propaganda  work..  Bernays  said  in  his  1928  book  Propaganda,  that;  "The 
conscious  and  intelligent  manipulation  of  the  organized  habits  and  opinions  of 
the  masses  is  an  important  element  in  democratic  society.  Those  who 
manipulate  this  unseen  mechanism  of  society  constitute  an  invisible  government 
which  is  the  true  ruling  power  of  our  country.  The  current  public  relations 


industry  is  a direct  outgrowth  of  Lippman's  and  Bernays'  work  and  is  still  used 
extensively  by  the  United  States  government. 

The  techniques  increased  in  their  sophistication  over  time  as  modern 
advances  in  the  understanding  of  the  genetics  of  social  behavior  ushered  in 
Sociobiology;  a controversial  new  science  of  the  biological  study  of  social 
behavior  of  humans.

As  the 
audiencelistened  to  this  simulation  of  news  broadcast,  created  with  voice  acting 
and  sound  effects,  a portion  of  the  audience  concluded  that  it  was  hearing  an 
actual  news  account  of  an  invasion  from  Mars.  This  quickly  generated  immense 
scare.  People  packed  the  roads,  hid  in  cellars,  loaded  guns,  fought  among 
themselves,  even  wrapped  their  heads  in  wet  towels  as  protection  from  Martian 
poison  gas,  in  an  attempt  to  defend  themselves  against  aliens,  oblivious  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  acting  out  the  role  of  the  panic-stricken  public  that  actually 
belonged  in  a radio  play.

The  truth  in  his  words  where  realized  when  propaganda 
techniques  were  first  codified  and  applied  in  a scientific  manner  by  journalist 
Walter  Lippman  and  psychologist  Edward  Bernays  (nephew  of  Sigmund  Freud) 
early  in  the  20th  century.  During  World  War  I,  Lippman  and  Bernays  were  hired 
by  then  United  States  President,  Woodrow  Wilson,  to  participate  in  the  Creel 
Commission,  the  mission  of  which  was  to  sway  popular  opinion  in  favor  of 
entering  the  war,  on  the  side  of  Britain.  The  war  propaganda  campaign  of 
Lippman  and  Bernays  produced  such  an  intense  anti-German  hysteria  as  to 
permanently  impress  America?s  governmental  elites  with  the  potential  of  large- 
scale  propaganda  to  control  public  opinion.  Edward  Bernays  coined  the  terms 
"group  mind"  and  "engineering  consent",  important  concepts  in  practical 
propaganda  work..  Bernays  said  in  his  1928  book  Propaganda,  that;  "The 
conscious  and  intelligent  manipulation  of  the  organized  habits  and  opinions  of 
the  masses  is  an  important  element  in  democratic  society.  Those  who 
manipulate  this  unseen  mechanism  of  society  constitute  an  invisible  government 
which  is  the  true  ruling  power  of  our  country.  The  current  public  relations 
industry  is  a direct  outgrowth  of  Lippman's  and  Bernays'  work  and  is  still  used 
extensively  by  the  United  States  government. 

The  techniques  increased  in  their  sophistication  over  time  as  modern 
advances  in  the  understanding  of  the  genetics  of  social  behavior  ushered  in 
Sociobiology;  a controversial  new  science  of  the  biological  study  of  social 
behavior  of  humans.  Since  the  1950's,  U.S.  experimental  psychologists  and 
Cognitive  scientists  have  developed  ideas  about  the  unconscious  mental 
process  that  proposes  that  most  of  our  mental  processes  happen  outside  of  our 
awareness  suggesting  that  the  ability  to  control  the  behavior  of  people  around 
us  subconsciously  is  now  a distinct  possibility.  Moreover,  over  the  past  five 
decades,  human  sociobiology  has  transformed  into  an  evolutionary  psychology 
that  has  gained  science  the  means  and  ability  to  control  and,  therefore,  predict 
the  actions  and  feelings  of  individuals  or  groups  merely  by  the  messages 
conveyed  against  them.  According  to  this  controversial  use  of  psychology,  the 
human  mind  is  the  most  extraordinary  part  of  the  human  body,  and  there  seems 
to  be  little  doubt,  wrote  biologist  David  Barash,  "that  the  unconscious  is  real  and 
that  in  certain  obscure  ways  the  forces  of  culture  are  all-powerful  in  shaping 
human  behavior.  Advances  in  these  studies  resulted  in  governments  using 
psychology  as  a weapon  for  maintaining  White  dominance. 

This  effectiveness  of  the  usage  of  the  psychology  of  deceit  to  profoundly 
influenced  and  control  individuals  and  mass  groups  was  made  obvious  as  a 
result  of  one  of  the  most  infamous  mistakes  in  history.  It  happened  on  Oct.  30, 
1938,  when  millions  of  Americans  tuned  in  to  a popular  radio  program  that 


featured  a plays  directed  by,  andstarring,  Orson  Welles.  The  performance  that 
evening  was  an  adaptation  of  the  science  fiction  novel  The  War  of  the  Worlds, 
about  a Martian  invasion  of  the  earth.  But  in  adapting  the  book  for  a radio  play, 
Weiles  made  an  important  change:  under  his  direction  the  play  was  written  and 
performed  so  it  would  sound  like  a news  broadcast  about  an  invasion  from  Mars, 
a technique  that,  presumably,  was  intended  to  heighten  the  dramatic 
effect.News  of  the  panicwas  conveyed  as  a via  genuine  news  report.  As  the 
audienceiistened  to  this  simulation  of  news  broadcast,  created  with  voice  acting 
and  sound  effects,  a portion  of  the  audience  concluded  that  it  was  hearing  an 
actual  news  account  of  an  invasion  from  Mars.  This  quickly  generated  immense 
scare.  People  packed  the  roads,  hid  in  cellars,  loaded  guns,  fought  among 
themselves,  even  wrapped  their  heads  in  wet  towels  as  protection  from  Martian 
poison  gas,  in  an  attempt  to  defend  themselves  against  aliens,  oblivious  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  acting  out  the  role  of  the  panic-stricken  public  that  actually 
belonged  in  a radio  play.  These  people  listening  to  the  false  broadcast  were 
taken  in  by  the  totally  false  accounts  and  became  confused,  disarray  and 
distrusting  of  their  neighbors  even  resulting  in  immense  violence.  This  example 
proves  anddemonstrated  more  potently  than  any  argument,  that  beyond  a 
question  of  a doubt,  the  enormous  effectiveness  of  media  at  affecting  masses  of 
people. 

Furthermore,  according  to  researcher  Mack  White,  Psychologist  Dr. 

Hadley  Cantrii  conducted  a study  of  the  effects  of  the  broadcast  and  published 
his  findings  in  a book,  The  Invasion  from  Mars:  A Study  in  the  Psychology  of 
Panic,  1939.  This  study  explored  the  power  of  broadcast  media,  particularly  as  it 
relates  to  the  suggestibility  of  human  beings  under  the  influence  of  fear.  Dr. 
Cantrii  was  affiliated  with  Princeton  University's  Radio  Research  Project,  which 
was  funded  in  1937  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation.  Also  affiliated  with  the 
Project  was  Council  on  Foreign  Relations  (CFR)  member  and  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System  (CBS)  executive  Frank  Stanton,  whose  network  had 
broadcast  the  program.  Stanton  would  later  go  on  to  head  the  news  division  of 
CBS,  and  in  time  would  become  president  of  the  network,  as  well  as  chairman  of 
the  board  of  the  RAND  Corporation,  the  influential  think  tank  which  has  done 
groundbreaking  research  on,  among  other  things,  mass  brainwashing.  Two 
years  later,  with  Rockefeller  Foundation  money,  Cantrii  established  the  Office  of 
Public  Opinion  Research  (OPOR),  also  at  Princeton.  Among  the  studies 
conducted  by  the  OPOR  was  an  analysis  of  the  effectiveness  of  "psycho-political 
operations"  (propaganda,  in  plain  English)  of  the  Office  of  Strategic  Services 
(OSS),  the  forerunner  of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA).  Then,  during 
World  War  II,  Cantrii  and  Rockefeller  money  assisted  CFR  member  and  CBS 
reporter  Edward  R.  Murrow  in  setting  up  the  Princeton  Listening  Center,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  study  Nazi  radio  propaganda  with  the  object  of  applying 
Nazi  techniques  to  OSS  propaganda.  Out  of  this  project  came  a new 
government  agency,  the  Foreign  Broadcast  Intelligence  Service  (FBIS).  The 
FBIS  eventually  became  the  United  States  Information  Agency  (USIA),  which  is 
the  propaganda  arm  of  the  National  Security  Council.  Thus,  by  the  end  of  the 


1940s,  the  basic  research  had  been  done  and  the  propaganda  apparatus  of  the 
national  security  state  had  been  fully  established. 

Given  the  preceding  noted  history  of  the  1938  radio  broadcast  and  the 
many  following  studies  of  using  mass  communications  and  propaganda 
tomanipulate  the  public  that  was  funded  by  white  societal  elites,  then  clearly 
connecting  these  dots  should  made  be  rather  easy.  The  objective  of  the  United 
States  government  has  always  been  to  maintain  its  White  dominance  over  its 
Black  population,  and  clearly,  psychological  warfare  meets  this  need.  It  was  the 
logical  choice?because  it  covertly  provides  the  U.S.  Governmentthe  ability  to 
both  influence  the  national  climate  and  engender  personal  psychological 
feelings  among  itsBIack  population  that  meet  the  U.S  government  objectives  of 
maintaining  its  white  dominance.  Furthermore,  history  overwhelmingly 
demonstrates  that  the  White  race?s  innate  proclivity  for  racism,  control,  and 
dominance  is  much  too  deeply  ingrained  for  them  to  just  merely  give  up  their 
practices  of  implementing  suppressive  methods  over  its  African  American 
population.The  records  of  history  show  that  the  reincarnation  of  suppressive 
methods  into  forms  more  acceptable  to  the  changing  times  is  a common  practice 
of  the  United  States  government  as  seen  after  the  abolishment  of  slavery 
wherein  its  methods  of  using  racist,  oppressive  treatment  of  its  Black  population 
was  reincarnated  into  Jim  Crow  laws.

n October  1995  the  Egyptian  Antiquities  Organisation  finally  decided  to  refurbish  the  old 
parking  lot  east  of  the  Sphinx.  While  clearing  the  area  in  front  of  the  Sphinx  and  the  Valley 


Temple,  a 'lucky  turn  of  the  spade'  from  one  of  the  labourers  unearthed  part  of  an  ancient 
complex  of  underground  galleries  and  pathways.  Hearing  of  this  providential  discovery,  Graham 
Hancock  and  I planned  a short  trip  to  Egypt  to  see  for  ourselves  what  was  going  on.  John 
Anthony  West  also  was  on  his  way  there,  and  so  we  decided  to  meet  directly  at  Giza.  When  we 
arrived  there  we  found  the  place  swarming  with  activity. 

Several  gangs  of  labourers  and  masons  were  digging  and  clearing  the  area  in  front  of  the 
Sphinx  and  its  temples.  By  a stroke  of  good  fortune  the  Egyptian  authorities  had  not  yet 
cordoned  this  area,  so  we  asked  one  of  the  inspectors  in  charge  if  we  could  take  a closer  look.  It 
was  a little  difficult  to  tell  what  exactly  was  happening  here.  No  one  seemed  to  be  sure.  It  looked 


as  if  part  of  the  area  had  already  been  excavated  some  years  ago  but  then,  for  reasons  unknown, 
it  was  covered  up  again. 

This  was  evident  by  the  botches  of  modern  mortar  and  iron  bars  that  were  left  embedded  in  the 
ceiling  of  the  ancient  pathways,  probably  in  an  attempt  to  underpin  or  reinforce  the  relics.  An 
inspector  standing  by  seemed  to  think  that  these  modem-day  additions  were  made  either  when 
Egyptologist  Selim  Hassan  was  clearing  the  area  for  the  Egyptian  Antiquity  Organisation  in  the 
1930s  or,  perhaps,  later  in  the  1950s  when  the  Sons  Et  Lumieres  open-air  theatre  was  constructed 
nearby.  But  why  the  vestiges  were  covered  up  again,  and  why  and  how  they  came  to  be  forgotten 
remains  a mystery. 

These  vestiges  consisted  of  a major  artery  cut  into  the  natural  bedrock  (some  10  feet  wide  and 
200  feet  long  from  north  to  south)  which  runs  in  front  of  the  Valley  Temple  and  the  Sphinx.  This 
artery  is  itself  intersected  by  two  paved  pathways  coming  from  the  Valley  Temple  and  going  due 
east  -much  like  two  small  roads  bridge  over  a straight  motorway.  These  pathways  very  oddly  dip 
at  their  eastern  end  and  then  vanished  into  the  ground.  We  also  noticed  a very  curious  manhole 
set  in  the  main  artery  at  the  point  where  it  intersects  the  southern  pathway.  It's  lid,  which  is  made 
from  a single  piece  of  limestone,  is  broken  at  one  corner  and  through  it  we  could  see  water 
flowing  (mixed  with  the  sewage  from  the  nearby  village)  and  heading  towards  the  Sphinx  and 
the  Valley  Temple. 

The  whole  complex  was  obviously  very  ancient  and  almost  certainly  contemporary  with  the 
Sphinx.  But  what  could  its  function  be?  And  what  was  the  purpose  of  the  underground 
waterway?  According  to  a prominent  Ancient  Egyptian  myth,  the  legendary  gates  of  the 
Afterworld  were  guarded  by  two  gigantic  lions  or  sphinxes  called  Aker.  In  New  Kingdom  tomb 
drawings  the  aker-sphinx  of  the  eastern  gate  sits  proud  with  its  hind  parts  in  a hollow. 

Underneath  it  can  be  seen  an  curious  underground  stream  or  duct.  Behind  the  lion  towers  a huge 
mound  or  pyramid  and  under  it  is  found  a large,  oval  chamber  which  appears  to  be  hermetically 
sealed. 

In  this  mysterious  chamber  it  said  to  be  some  lofty  secret,  no  doubt  from  the  'gods'  who 
ruled  the  land  of  Egypt  during  the  remote  epoch  of  Zep  Tepi  -'The  First  Time'.  This  strange 


chamber  was  called  the  'House  of  Sokar'  in  Rostau.  The  resemblance  with  the  Sphinx  complex  at 
Giza  is  uncanny.  Giza  in  ancient  time  was  also  called  Rostau,  and  Sokar  (a  hawk-headed  deity) 
was  identified  to  Osiris.  Odd  coincidences?  Perhaps. 

Or  will  astronomy  make  'a  lucky  turn  of  the  spade'  that  will  convert  this  supposedly  cosmic  myth 
into  an  historical  reality?  Stay  tuned.

That  is  why  dung 
beetles  were  placed  on  each  side  of  the  mercy  seat  (throne).

Couple  of  notes  on  the  sphinx. 


The  Great  Sphinx  apparently  has  more  of  a dog's  rather  than  a lion's  body.  The  haunches  do  not 
protrude  above  the  back  like  that  of  a lion  and  the  chest  is  flat.  This  is  true  of  most  sphinxes. 
Although  Egyptian  sphinxes  are  male,  the  tails  usually  does  not  have  the  lion's  pom-pom  or  ruft 
at  the  end.  However,  the  paws  of  sphinxes  are  arguably  those  of  a lion  or  cat.  It  appears  to  be  one 
of  Egypt's  composite  creatures. 

In  Greece,  the  sphinx  is  female  with  female  breasts  and  wings,  and  the  body  is  much  more 
clearly  that  of  a dog,  although  the  feet  are  sometimes  bird-like. 

Greek  Sphinxes 


Ancient  Greek  texts  use  the  word  kuon  (dog)  for  the  Sphinx  (Sophocles,  Ashkylos,  possibly 
Homer)  and  Hesiod  says  the  Sphinx's  half-brother  is  Cereberos,  the  dog  guardian  of  the 
underworld. 

Now  take  a look  at  sphinxes  from  Assyria  and  Persia.  Sometimes  a small  knob  is  visible  at  the 
end  of  a tail  somewhat  suggestive  of  a lion  but  the  body  is  more  dog-like.

The  boat  funery  culture 
uncovered  at  Abydos  shows  the  height  of  this  practice.  In  fact  the 
very  base  that  each  pyramid  sits  upon  is  called  a "tebah".  Tebah  must 
have  meant  the  platform/boat/arc  (probably  woven  like  basket)  that  a 
body  was  placed  to  send  to  hereafter.  There  was  a seat  on  this  tebah 
called  "mercy  seat".

Archaeologists  have  unearthed  objects  in  Phoenicia  and  Canaan  from 

the  period  of  the  Late  Bronze  Age  (1540-1200  B.C.)  showing  kings  and 


rulers  seated  on  thrones  whose  side  arms  consist  of  winged  four- 
legged beasts,  possessing  a lion's  body  and  a human  head.  They  are 
known  in  Egyptian  art  as  Sphinxes.  Today's  scholars  thus  understand 
that  the  Mercy  Seat  was  a winged  Sphinx  throne  modeled  after  Late 
Bronze  Age  thrones  found  in  Phoenicia  and  Canaan. 


The  late  Professor  Albright  on  the  Cherubim  : 


"Today  we  think  of  a cherub  as  a tiny  winged  boy,  following  the 
tradition  of  Renaissance  artists.  This  conception  was  directly 
borrowed  from  pictures  of  Graeco-Roman  "loves"  or  Erotes,  familiar  to 
us  from  excavations  of  Pompeii.  The  actual  appearance  of  the  cherubim 
of  the  Old  Testament  was  actually  forgotten  before  the  time  of 
Christ,  and  Josephus  (first  century  A.D.)  says  that  "no  one  can  tell 
what  they  were  like." 


Since  the  veil  of  the  Tabernacle  was  decorated  with  embroidered 
cherubim,  the  walls  and  the  religious  objects  of  Solomon's  temple 
lavishly  adorned  with  them,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  identify  them  in 
contemporary  Syro-Palestinan  art.  The  account  of  of  the  Ark  of  the 
Covenant  shows  that  only  a creature  with  wings  can  be  considered.  If, 
therefore,  we  study  all  known  representations  of  animals  and  hybrid 
creatures,  partly  animal,  we  find  one  which  is  more  common  than  any 
other  winged  creature,  so  much  so  that  its  identification  with  the 
cherub  is  certain:  that  is  the  winged  sphinx  or  winged  lion  with 
human  head.  In  Egypt  the  wingless  sphinx  and  the  griffin  appear;  in 
Babylonia  and  Assyria  the  winged  bull  with  a human  head  prevails;  but 
in  Syria  and  Palestine  it  is  the  winged  sphinx  which  is  dominant  in 
art  and  religious  symbolism. 


The  God  of  Israel  was  often  designated  as  "He  who  sitteth  (on)  the 
cherubim"  (1  Samuel  4:4,  etc.).  The  conception  underlying  this 
designation  is  well  illustrated  by  representations  of  a king  seated 
in  a throne  supported  on  each  side  by  cherubim,  which  have  been  found 
at  Byblus,  Hamath  and  Megiddo,  all  dating  between  1200  and  800  B.C. 
One  shows  King  Hiram  of  Byblus  (period  of  the  Judges)  seated  upon  his 
cherub  throne.  Pottery  incense  altars  found  at  Taanach  and  Megiddo 
are  archaeological  parallels  to  the  wheeled  lavers  ("bases")  of 


Solomon's  temple,  which  were  decorated  with  lions  and  cherubs, 
according  to  1 Kings  7:36. 


The  primary  function  of  the  cherub  in  Israelite  religious  symbolism 
is  illustrated  by  two  biblical  passages.  A very  ancient  hymn,  found 
twice  in  the  Bible,  has  the  words,  "And  He  rode  upon  a cherub  and  did 
fly"  (1  Samuel  22:11;  Psalm  18:11);  the  second  is  Ezekiel  10:20.  The 
conception  of  the  deity  as  standing  or  enthroned  on  an  animal  or 
hybrid  creature  was  exceedingly  common  in  the  ancient  Near  East,  but 
it  was  most  common  in  Syria  and  Northern  Mesopotamia  between  2000  and 
700  B.C.  In  Babylonia  the  figure  of  a diety  is  replaced  in  certain 
cases  by  a winged  shrine  and  later  by  a thunderbolt.  So,  in  Israelite 
symbolism  between  1300  and  900  B.C.,  the  invisible  Glory  (Jehovah) 
was  conceived  as  enthroned  upon  the  golden  cherubim  or  standing  on  a 
golden  bull."  (pp. 95-97.  William  Foxwell  Albright.  "What  Were  the 
Cherubim  ?"  G.  Ernest  Wright  & David  Noel  Freedman.  Editors.  The 
Biblical  Archaeologist  Reader.  Chicago.  Quadrangle  Books.  1961  [a 
selection  of  articles  from  The  Biblical  Archaeologist  magazine]) 


The  Bible  noted  that  the  Cherubim's  wings  were  "extended,"  and  this 
is  a feature  of  the  Late  Bronze  Age  thrones.  The  winged  sphinxes' 
wings  extend  to  become  side  arms,  so  that  the  god  seated  on  the 
throne,  can  be  said  to  be  enveloped  by  the  Cherubim's  wings-  perhaps 
this  feature  explains  the  statement  made  of  the  King  of  Tyre  in 
Phoenica,  and  the  allusion  to  a "covering  Cherub"  ? Phoenician 
Cherubim  thrones  exist  in  stone  as  bas-reliefs  and  as  three- 
dimensional  thrones  as  late  as  the  3rd  century  B.C.  Phoenician  art 
portrays  gods  and  goddesses  seated  in  these  thrones  in  bas-reliefs, 
seals,  and  three-dimensional  forms. 


The  origins  of  the  winged  Sphinx  has  been  identified  as  Egypt,  and 
the  period  of  the  4th  Dynasty.  The  most  famous  sphinx  is  that  of 
Giza,  which  guards  the  pyramids.  Egyptian,  Phoenician  and  Canaanite 
art  rendered  sphinxes/cherubim  in  male  and  female  forms.  Males  bore  a 
beard,  females  were  beardless  and  at  times  with  a row  of  breasts  on 
the  underside  of  their  body  (like  a female  lion).  The  Egyptians 
almost  always  rendered  "winged"  Sphinxes  as  having  their  wings  lying 
flat  against  the  back,  whereas  the  Phoenician  and  Canaanite  versions 


have  the  wings  extended  and  fully  open. 


For  the  Late  Bronze  Age  period  we  have  representations  of  Pharaohs  on 
winged  sphinx  thrones.  These  creatures  tended  to  represent  "The 
Living  God"  -Pharaoh-  annihilating  Egypt's  enemies,  trampling  upon 
fallen  warriors  in  battle  scenes  made  in  bas-relief.  I note  that 
Israel  carried  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  into  battle  as  a palladium  to 
insure  victory  against  the  Philistines.  On  other  occasions  the  winged 
sphinxes  are  shown  in  a three-dimensional  form,  striding  at  the  side 
of  Pharaoh's  throne,  some  times  with  a striding  three-dimensional 
lion  below  them. 


I suspect  with  other  scholars  that  the  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  "the 
Living  God"  (Pharaoh)  were  introduced  to  Phoenicia,  Canaan  and  Syria 
via  Egypt's  having  made  this  area  part  of  her  Asiatic  Empire  under 
the  New  Kingdom  (ca.  1560-1140  B.C.).  Perhaps  the  Phoenicians  took 
the  lead  in  transforming  the  Egyptian  winged  sphinx  thrones  into 
cherubim  thrones  by  portraying  the  wings  as  extended  rather  than  flat 
against  the  back  (the  Bible  appears  to  be  quite  emphatic  on  this 
point,  that  the  wings  of  the  cherubim  are  "extended"). 


The  Bible  describes  the  Mercy  Seat  atop  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  as 
possessing  two  cherubs  who  "face  each  other"  with  their  wings 
extended.  This  statement  has  led  to  some  confusion  in  modern  artistic 
attempts  to  render  the  Mercy  Seat.  I recall  one  rendering  that  had 
two  winged  sphinxes  facing  each  other.  This  of  course  appears  to 
contradict  the  biblical  description  of  the  cherubim  as  being  the 
sides  of  the  seat.  This  rendering  has  God  envisioned  as  hovering  in 
the  space  between  the  two  winged  sphinxes. 


My  investigations  into  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  the  Phoenicians  and 
Canaanites  has  failed  to  find  an  example  of  the  faces  of  the 
sphinxes  "facing  each  other"  as  described  in  the  Bible.  Yet,  in 
Ancient  Near  Eastern  art  forms,  winged  sphinxes  with  wings  extended 
are  frequently  encountered  with  their  heads  "turned  to  one  side", 
instead  of  looking  straight  ahead.  In  my  rendering  of  God's  Mercy 
Seat  atop  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant,  I have  employed  this  observation 
of  heads  turned  to  one  side  and  have  attempted  to  reconcile  Holy 


Writ's  description  with  the  archaeological  evidence. 


We  learn  from  the  Bible  that  with  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  in  587  B.C. 
and  the  destruction  of  the  Temple,  that  the  last  notice  is  made  of 
the  Ark  of  the  Covenant.  We  are  informed  that  the  Babylonians  took 
all  the  treasure  with  them.  The  Ark  was  not  among  the  items  returned 
to  the  Jews  upon  their  return  by  Cyrus  ca.  538  B.C.  Evidently  it  was 
never  remade  and  with  the  passage  of  time,  the  forms  of  the  Cherubim 
came  to  be  forgotten. 


What  is  most  distressing  is  Ezekiel's  description  of  the  Cherubim-  it 
is  not  supported  by  the  archaeological  evidence  of  the  winged  sphinx 
thrones  of  the  Late  Bronze  and  Iron  Ages.  Being  a prophet,  he  should 
have  known  the  true  form  of  these  creatures.  I have  posited  elsewhere 
that  Ezekiel  may  possess  redactions  as  late  as  164  B.C.  or  even  80 
A.D.(he  knows  Daniel  which  is  dated  ca.  164  B.C.  by  some  Secular 
Scholars),  and  that  the  description  of  the  Cherubim  is  of  these  later 
periods,  written  up  for  an  audience  curious  to  know  what  a cherub 
looked  like-  as  noted  by  Josephus  who  said  no  one  knew  their  form  in 
his  days. 


In  the  Garden  of  Eden  story  Cherubim  are  described  as  guarding  or 
barring  the  way  to  the  the  Tree  of  Life.  Two  winged  sphinxes  appear 
frequently  in  Phoenician  art  forms  in  association  with  a sacred  tree, 
flanking  either  side  of  it.  They  also  appear  in  Assyrian  art  forms 
with  a sacred  tree-  in  one  case  a winged  sphinx  attacks  a sword- 
wielding  winged  genii  approaching  the  tree.  A bas-relief  from  South 
Arabia,  the  Yemen,  where  some  Jewish  traditions  place  the  Garden  of 
Eden,  shows  two  winged  sphinxes  flanking  the  sacred  tree  with  palm- 
trees  in  the  background  (Palm-trees  and  Cherubim  being  portrayed  in 
the  Temple  of  Solomon). 


The  word  Cherub  is  believed  to  be  derived  from  karibu, 
meaning  "intercessor"  in  Mesopotamian  texts,  who  is  commonly 


portrayed  in  art  as  a sphinx,  griffin,  or  winged  human  creature  (Vol. 

1.  p.  131.  T.  H.  Gaster.  "Cherubim  and  Seraphim."  George  A.  Buttrick. 
Editor.  The  Interpreter's  Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  Abingdon  Press. 
Nashville.  1962) 


Another  deriviation  for  the  word  Cherub  : 


"The  word  cherub  (cherubim  is  the  Hebrew  masculine  plural)  is  a word 
borrowed  from  the  Assyrian  kirubu,  from  kar  , "to  be  near",  hence 
it  means  near  ones,  familiars,  personal  servants,  bodyguards, 
courtiers.  It  was  commonly  used  of  those  heavenly  spirits,  who 
closely  surrounded  the  Majesty  of  God  and  paid  Him  intimate  service." 
("Cherubim."  The  Catholic  Encyclopedia,  cf. 
http://www.newadvent.org/cathen/03646c.htm ) 


2 Samuel  22:1 1 and  Psalm  18: 10  portray  God  riding  upon  a cherub,  and 
an  allusion  is  made  that  the  Cherub's  moving  wings  are  the  source  of 
the  earth's  winds. 


God  is  described  as  riding  upon  a Cherub  (2  Samuel  22:11  RSV)  : 


"He  flew  on  the  back  of  a Cherub;  he  swooped  down  on  the  wings  of  the 
wind." 


The  ancients  understood  that  wind  was  caused  by  the  beating  wings  of 
mythical  beasts.  In  a Mesopotamian  myth  Adapa  uttered  a curse 
breaking  the  wing  of  the  South  Wind,  stopping  sea  breezes  reaching 
Lower  Mesopotamia  (from  the  Persian  Gulf). 


A cylinder  seal  ca.  8/7th  century  B.C.  shows  gods  or  genii  riding 
upon  the  backs  of  Cherubim  who  in  turn  are  associated  with  a Sacred 
Tree. 


King  David  drew  up  plans  for  a golden  chariot  to  be  drawn  by  the 
Cherubim  for  the  Temple  of  Solomon  (1  Chron  28:18).  Such  a motif 
appears  in  Phoenician  art  of  the  8th  century  B.C. 


Ancient  Near  Eastern  art  forms  do  not  show  gods  or  goddesses  riding 
on  mythical  beasts  as  a rider  would  be  astride  a horse's  back. 

Instead  they  are  either  in  a throne  which  is  borne  by  a striding 
beast,  or  they  stand  upon  the  striding  beast's  back.  So  Yahweh-Elohim 
probably  was  envisioned  as  either  sitting  in  a throne  which  was  upon 
the  back  of  a winged  sphinx  or  else  he  was  standing  upon  a winged 
sphinx's  back.

Mattfeld  Proposal  for  the  Mercy  Seat  (Side  View)  (Front  View).  I have 
noted  that  Cherubim/Winged  Sphinxes  are  shown  at  times  with  turned 
heads  or  faces,  and  have  employed  this  concept  in  my  rendering  of  the 
Mercy  Seat,  having  the  Cherubim  "facing  each  other". 


The  Egyptian  Winged  Sphinx  thrones  of  Pharaohs  Amenhotep  III  and 
Thuthmoses  IV,  probable  prototypes  behind  Late  Bronze  Age  (1560-1200 
B.C.)  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  Phoenicia,  Canaan  and  Israel.  The 
Egyptians  also  had  portable  thrones  for  Pharaoh  with  striding  winged 
sphinxes  at  the  sides,  rather  like  Yahweh-Elohim's  "portable"  throne, 
called  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant.  Romer,  a Professional  Egyptologist, 
who  has  excavated  a number  of  sites  in  Egypt,  is  of  the  understanding 
that  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  is  borrowing  from  the  Egyptian  portable 
thrones  used  for  Egyptian  gods  and  Pharaoh. 


Romer : 


"As  Jehovah  and  his  people  wandered  in  Sinai,  he  still  had  to  be 
understood  by  his  chosen  people... the  Israelites  made  him  a carrying 
chair,  the  Ark,  adapted  from  the  designs  of  the  chairs  that  carried 
Egyptian  gods  and  Pharaohs."  (p.61.

Mettinger  shows  the  Egyptian  god  Amun-Re,  in  a carrying  chair  of 
a "box-like  nature,"  like  the  Ark,  with  two  Sphinxes  striding  on 
either  side  (mainstream  scholarship  understanding  the  Hebrew  Cherubim 
are  Sphinxes)  atop  the  backs  of  two  striding  Lions.  These  images  are 
from  bronze  plaques  from  Memphis,  ca.  the  6th  centry  BCE  (cf.  figures 
2.10-11.  p.  52.  Tryggve  N.D.  Mettinger.  No  Graven  Image  ? Israelite 
Aniconsim  in  Its  Ancient  Near  Eastern  Context.  [Coniectanea  Biblica, 
Old  Testament  Series  42],  Almqvist  & Wiksell  International. 


Stockholm,  Sweden.  1995.  ISBN  91-22-01664-3,  pbk).  Mettinger  also 
explores  the  Winged  Sphinx  thrones  of  the  Phoenician  gods  as  possible 
exemplars  of  Yahweh's  Mercy  Seat  (cf.  figures  5.8-10.  pp.102-103. 
Mettinger  1995). 


Phoenician  winged  sphinx  thrones,  probably  influenced  Canaanite 
thrones  which  in  turn  influenced  Israel's  Mercy  Seat  atop  the  Ark  of 
the  Covenant.  Romer  in  speaking  of  the  winged  sphinx  throne  found 
engraved  upon  an  ivory  from  Late  Bronze  Age  Megiddo,  noted  that  the 
throne  possessed  "Egyptianizing"  features.  Please  click  here  for  some 
15  different  scarabs  (seals)  of  breath-taking  Phoenician  manufacture 
showing  kings  or  deities  seated  on  winged  sphinx  thrones  (most  are  of 
the  Persian  and  Hellenistic  periods,  the  6th- 1 st  centuries  B.C.).

Cherubim  thrones  appear  on  Phoenician  seals, and  scarabs,  bas-reliefs 
in  stone,  and  as  three-dimensional  stone  thrones  down  to  the  2nd 
century  B.C.  Gods  and  goddesses  apear  in  these  thrones,  both  Egyptian 
and  Phoenician.  Solomon's  Temple  had  colossal  Cherubim  made  of  wood, 
covered  in  gold  for  the  Holy  of  Holies.

Couple  of  notes  on  the  sphinx. 

The  Great  Sphinx  apparently  has  more  of  a dog's  rather  than  a lion's  body.  The  haunches  do  not 
protrude  above  the  back  like  that  of  a lion  and  the  chest  is  flat.  This  is  true  of  most  sphinxes. 
Although  Egyptian  sphinxes  are  male,  the  tails  usually  does  not  have  the  lion's  pom-pom  or  ruft 
at  the  end.  However,  the  paws  of  sphinxes  are  arguably  those  of  a lion  or  cat.  It  appears  to  be 
one  of  Egypt's  composite  creatures. 

In  Greece,  the  sphinx  is  female  with  female  breasts  and  wings,  and  the  body  is  much  more 
clearly  that  of  a dog,  although  the  feet  are  sometimes  bird-like. 


Greek  Sphinxes 


Ancient  Greek  texts  use  the  word  kuon  (dog)  for  the  Sphinx  (Sophocles,  Ashkylos,  possibly 
Homer)  and  Hesiod  says  the  Sphinx's  half-brother  is  Cereberos,  the  dog  guardian  of  the 
underworld. 

Now  take  a look  at  sphinxes  from  Assyria  and  Persia.  Sometimes  a small  knob  is  visible  at  the 
end  of  a tail  somewhat  suggestive  of  a lion  but  the  body  is  more  dog-like.

I appreciate  your  post.  Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  send  this  great  information  to  me.  Since  I am  not 
a very  good  writer  it  is  difficult  to  make  my  point  clear.  I am  speaking  of  the  cherubim  that  Moses  brought 
back  from  Egypt  during  Exodus.  I agree  later  cherubim  were  depicted  as  bird/lion/man  creature  which 
was  probably  derived  from  sphinx.  And  since  Soloman's  temple  was  designed  by  Phoenicians,  many 
motifs  were  borrowed  from  Phoenicians  (such  as  double  columns)  and  bird/lion/man  creature  is  one  of 
them.  But  I am  trying  to  return  to  the  most  ancient  renderings.  I also  agree  that  the  scolarly  consensus  is 
bird/lion/man  creature.  But  I don't  agree  with  all  these  scholars.  That  may  be  very  cheeky  of  me  but  then 
there  are  a lot  of  things  I am  not  in  agreement.

TBH.  It  is  the  boat  Noah  built,  it  is  the  arc  of  the  covenant  and  it 
is  also  the  root  of  the  word  Thebes.  Tebah  could  be  referring  to 
shape  of  arc,  ability  to  float  or  coffin.  But  what  was  original 
meaning?  When  Moses  left  Egypt  he  had  a mitsvah  to  take  Joseph's 
coffin  with  them.  Joseph's  coffin  was  found  IN  THE  NILE.  This  implies 
a water  burial.  Many  ancient  peoples  had  water  burials  or  burials  at 
sea.  It  usually  entails  ceremoniously  placing  the  body  in  a boat  and 
either  sending  it  adrift  or  lighting  it  on  fire.  And  we  see  that  pre- 
dynastic  Egypt  had  a boat  burial  culture.  The  boat  funery  culture 
uncovered  at  Abydos  shows  the  height  of  this  practice.  In  fact  the 
very  base  that  each  pyramid  sits  upon  is  called  a "tebah".  Tebah  must 
have  meant  the  platform/boat/  arc  (probably  woven  like  basket)  that  a 
body  was  placed  to  send  to  hereafter.  There  was  a seat  on  this  tebah 
called  "mercy  seat".

Archaeologists  have  unearthed  objects  in  Phoenicia  and  Canaan  from 
the  period  of  the  Late  Bronze  Age  (1540-1200  B.C.)  showing  kings  and 
rulers  seated  on  thrones  whose  side  arms  consist  of  winged  four- 
legged beasts,  possessing  a lion's  body  and  a human  head.  They  are 
known  in  Egyptian  art  as  Sphinxes.  Today's  scholars  thus  understand 
that  the  Mercy  Seat  was  a winged  Sphinx  throne  modeled  after  Late 
Bronze  Age  thrones  found  in  Phoenicia  and  Canaan. 

The  late  Professor  Albright  on  the  Cherubim  : 


"Today  we  think  of  a cherub  as  a tiny  winged  boy,  following  the 
tradition  of  Renaissance  artists.  This  conception  was  directly 
borrowed  from  pictures  of  Graeco-Roman  "loves"  or  Erotes,  familiar  to 
us  from  excavations  of  Pompeii.  The  actual  appearance  of  the  cherubim 
of  the  Old  Testament  was  actually  forgotten  before  the  time  of 
Christ,  and  Josephus  (first  century  A.D.)  says  that  "no  one  can  tell 
what  they  were  like." 

Since  the  veil  of  the  Tabernacle  was  decorated  with  embroidered 
cherubim,  the  walls  and  the  religious  objects  of  Solomon's  temple 
lavishly  adorned  with  them,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  identify  them  in 
contemporary  Syro-Palestinan  art.  The  account  of  of  the  Ark  of  the 
Covenant  shows  that  only  a creature  with  wings  can  be  considered.  If, 
therefore,  we  study  all  known  representations  of  animals  and  hybrid 
creatures,  partly  animal,  we  find  one  which  is  more  common  than  any 
other  winged  creature,  so  much  so  that  its  identification  with  the 
cherub  is  certain:  that  is  the  winged  sphinx  or  winged  lion  with 
human  head.  In  Egypt  the  wingless  sphinx  and  the  griffin  appear;  in 
Babylonia  and  Assyria  the  winged  bull  with  a human  head  prevails;  but 
in  Syria  and  Palestine  it  is  the  winged  sphinx  which  is  dominant  in 
art  and  religious  symbolism. 

The  God  of  Israel  was  often  designated  as  "He  who  sitteth  (on)  the 
cherubim"  (1  Samuel  4:4,  etc.).  The  conception  underlying  this 
designation  is  well  illustrated  by  representations  of  a king  seated 
in  a throne  supported  on  each  side  by  cherubim,  which  have  been  found 
at  Byblus,  Hamath  and  Megiddo,  all  dating  between  1200  and  800  B.C. 

One  shows  King  Hiram  of  Byblus  (period  of  the  Judges)  seated  upon  his 
cherub  throne.  Pottery  incense  altars  found  at  Taanach  and  Megiddo 
are  archaeological  parallels  to  the  wheeled  lavers  ("bases")  of 
Solomon's  temple,  which  were  decorated  with  lions  and  cherubs, 
according  to  1 Kings  7:36. 

The  primary  function  of  the  cherub  in  Israelite  religious  symbolism 
is  illustrated  by  two  biblical  passages.  A very  ancient  hymn,  found 
twice  in  the  Bible,  has  the  words,  "And  He  rode  upon  a cherub  and  did 
fly"  (1  Samuel  22:11;  Psalm  18:11);  the  second  is  Ezekiel  10:20.  The 
conception  of  the  deity  as  standing  or  enthroned  on  an  animal  or 
hybrid  creature  was  exceedingly  common  in  the  ancient  Near  East,  but 
it  was  most  common  in  Syria  and  Northern  Mesopotamia  between  2000  and 
700  B.C.  In  Babylonia  the  figure  of  a diety  is  replaced  in  certain 
cases  by  a winged  shrine  and  later  by  a thunderbolt.  So,  in  Israelite 
symbolism  between  1300  and  900  B.C.,  the  invisible  Glory  (Jehovah) 
was  conceived  as  enthroned  upon  the  golden  cherubim  or  standing  on  a 
golden  bull."  (pp. 95-97.  William  Foxwell  Albright.  "What  Were  the 


Cherubim  ?"  G.  Ernest  Wright  & David  Noel  Freedman.  Editors.  The 
Biblical  Archaeologist  Reader.  Chicago.  Quadrangle  Books.  1961  [a 
selection  of  articles  from  The  Biblical  Archaeologist  magazine]) 

The  Bible  noted  that  the  Cherubim's  wings  were  "extended,"  and  this 
is  a feature  of  the  Late  Bronze  Age  thrones.  The  winged  sphinxes' 
wings  extend  to  become  side  arms,  so  that  the  god  seated  on  the 
throne,  can  be  said  to  be  enveloped  by  the  Cherubim's  wings-  perhaps 
this  feature  explains  the  statement  made  of  the  King  of  Tyre  in 
Phoenica,  and  the  allusion  to  a "covering  Cherub"  ? Phoenician 
Cherubim  thrones  exist  in  stone  as  bas-reliefs  and  as  three- 
dimensional  thrones  as  late  as  the  3rd  century  B.C.  Phoenician  art 
portrays  gods  and  goddesses  seated  in  these  thrones  in  bas-reliefs, 
seals,  and  three-dimensional  forms. 

The  origins  of  the  winged  Sphinx  has  been  identified  as  Egypt,  and 
the  period  of  the  4th  Dynasty.  The  most  famous  sphinx  is  that  of 
Giza,  which  guards  the  pyramids.  Egyptian,  Phoenician  and  Canaanite 
art  rendered  sphinxes/cherubim  in  male  and  female  forms.  Males  bore  a 
beard,  females  were  beardless  and  at  times  with  a row  of  breasts  on 
the  underside  of  their  body  (like  a female  lion).  The  Egyptians 
almost  always  rendered  "winged"  Sphinxes  as  having  their  wings  lying 
flat  against  the  back,  whereas  the  Phoenician  and  Canaanite  versions 
have  the  wings  extended  and  fully  open. 

For  the  Late  Bronze  Age  period  we  have  representations  of  Pharaohs  on 
winged  sphinx  thrones.  These  creatures  tended  to  represent  "The 
Living  God"  -Pharaoh-  annihilating  Egypt's  enemies,  trampling  upon 
fallen  warriors  in  battle  scenes  made  in  bas-relief.  I note  that 
Israel  carried  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  into  battle  as  a palladium  to 
insure  victory  against  the  Philistines.  On  other  occasions  the  winged 
sphinxes  are  shown  in  a three-dimensional  form,  striding  at  the  side 
of  Pharaoh's  throne,  some  times  with  a striding  three-dimensional 
lion  below  them. 

I suspect  with  other  scholars  that  the  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  "the 
Living  God"  (Pharaoh)  were  introduced  to  Phoenicia,  Canaan  and  Syria 
via  Egypt's  having  made  this  area  part  of  her  Asiatic  Empire  under 
the  New  Kingdom  (ca.  1560-1140  B.C.).  Perhaps  the  Phoenicians  took 
the  lead  in  transforming  the  Egyptian  winged  sphinx  thrones  into 
cherubim  thrones  by  portraying  the  wings  as  extended  rather  than  flat 
against  the  back  (the  Bible  appears  to  be  quite  emphatic  on  this 
point,  that  the  wings  of  the  cherubim  are  "extended"). 

The  Bible  describes  the  Mercy  Seat  atop  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  as 
possessing  two  cherubs  who  "face  each  other"  with  their  wings 


extended.  This  statement  has  led  to  some  confusion  in  modern  artistic 
attempts  to  render  the  Mercy  Seat.  I recall  one  rendering  that  had 
two  winged  sphinxes  facing  each  other.  This  of  course  appears  to 
contradict  the  biblical  description  of  the  cherubim  as  being  the 
sides  of  the  seat.  This  rendering  has  God  envisioned  as  hovering  in 
the  space  between  the  two  winged  sphinxes. 

My  investigations  into  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  the  Phoenicians  and 
Canaanites  has  failed  to  find  an  example  of  the  faces  of  the 
sphinxes  "facing  each  other"  as  described  in  the  Bible.  Yet,  in 
Ancient  Near  Eastern  art  forms,  winged  sphinxes  with  wings  extended 
are  frequently  encountered  with  their  heads  "turned  to  one  side", 
instead  of  looking  straight  ahead.  In  my  rendering  of  God's  Mercy 
Seat  atop  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant,  I have  employed  this  observation 
of  heads  turned  to  one  side  and  have  attempted  to  reconcile  Holy 
Writ's  description  with  the  archaeological  evidence. 

We  learn  from  the  Bible  that  with  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  in  587  B.C. 
and  the  destruction  of  the  Temple,  that  the  last  notice  is  made  of 
the  Ark  of  the  Covenant.  We  are  informed  that  the  Babylonians  took 
all  the  treasure  with  them.  The  Ark  was  not  among  the  items  returned 
to  the  Jews  upon  their  return  by  Cyrus  ca.  538  B.C.  Evidently  it  was 
never  remade  and  with  the  passage  of  time,  the  forms  of  the  Cherubim 
came  to  be  forgotten. 

What  is  most  distressing  is  Ezekiel's  description  of  the  Cherubim-  it 
is  not  supported  by  the  archaeological  evidence  of  the  winged  sphinx 
thrones  of  the  Late  Bronze  and  Iron  Ages.  Being  a prophet,  he  should 
have  known  the  true  form  of  these  creatures.  I have  posited  elsewhere 
that  Ezekiel  may  possess  redactions  as  late  as  164  B.C.  or  even  80 
A.D.(he  knows  Daniel  which  is  dated  ca.  164  B.C.  by  some  Secular 
Scholars),  and  that  the  description  of  the  Cherubim  is  of  these  later 
periods,  written  up  for  an  audience  curious  to  know  what  a cherub 
looked  like-  as  noted  by  Josephus  who  said  no  one  knew  their  form  in 
his  days. 

In  the  Garden  of  Eden  story  Cherubim  are  described  as  guarding  or 
barring  the  way  to  the  the  Tree  of  Life.  Two  winged  sphinxes  appear 
frequently  in  Phoenician  art  forms  in  association  with  a sacred  tree, 
flanking  either  side  of  it.  They  also  appear  in  Assyrian  art  forms 
with  a sacred  tree-  in  one  case  a winged  sphinx  attacks  a sword- 
wielding  winged  genii  approaching  the  tree.  A bas-relief  from  South 
Arabia,  the  Yemen,  where  some  Jewish  traditions  place  the  Garden  of 
Eden,  shows  two  winged  sphinxes  flanking  the  sacred  tree  with  palm- 
trees  in  the  background  (Palm-trees  and  Cherubim  being  portrayed  in 
the  Temple  of  Solomon). 


The  word  Cherub  is  believed  to  be  derived  from  karibu, 
meaning  "intercessor"  in  Mesopotamian  texts,  who  is  commonly 
portrayed  in  art  as  a sphinx,  griffin,  or  winged  human  creature  (Vol. 

1.  p.  131.  T.  H.  Gaster.  "Cherubim  and  Seraphim."  George  A.  Buttrick. 
Editor.  The  Interpreter' s Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  Abingdon  Press. 
Nashville.  1962) 

Another  deriviation  for  the  word  Cherub  : 

"The  word  cherub  (cherubim  is  the  Hebrew  masculine  plural)  is  a word 
borrowed  from  the  Assyrian  kirubu,  from  karD,  "to  be  near",  hence 
it  means  near  ones,  familiars,  personal  servants,  bodyguards, 
courtiers.  It  was  commonly  used  of  those  heavenly  spirits,  who 
closely  surrounded  the  Majesty  of  God  and  paid  Him  intimate  service." 
("Cherubim."  The  Catholic  Encyclopedia,  cf. 
http://www.newadven  t.org/cathen/  03646c.htm ) 

2 Samuel  22:11  and  Psalm  18:10  portray  God  riding  upon  a cherub,  and 
an  allusion  is  made  that  the  Cherub's  moving  wings  are  the  source  of 
the  earth's  winds. 

God  is  described  as  riding  upon  a Cherub  (2  Samuel  22:11  RSV)  : 

"He  flew  on  the  back  of  a Cherub;  he  swooped  down  on  the  wings  of  the 
wind." 

The  ancients  understood  that  wind  was  caused  by  the  beating  wings  of 
mythical  beasts.  In  a Mesopotamian  myth  Adapa  uttered  a curse 
breaking  the  wing  of  the  South  Wind,  stopping  sea  breezes  reaching 
Lower  Mesopotamia  (from  the  Persian  Gulf). 

A cylinder  seal  ca.  8/7th  century  B.C.  shows  gods  or  genii  riding 
upon  the  backs  of  Cherubim  who  in  turn  are  associated  with  a Sacred 
Tree. 

King  David  drew  up  plans  for  a golden  chariot  to  be  drawn  by  the 
Cherubim  for  the  Temple  of  Solomon  (1  Chron  28: 18).  Such  a motif 
appears  in  Phoenician  art  of  the  8th  century  B.C. 

Ancient  Near  Eastern  art  forms  do  not  show  gods  or  goddesses  riding 
on  mythical  beasts  as  a rider  would  be  astride  a horse's  back. 

Instead  they  are  either  in  a throne  which  is  borne  by  a striding 
beast,  or  they  stand  upon  the  striding  beast's  back.  So  Yahweh-Elohim 
probably  was  envisioned  as  either  sitting  in  a throne  which  was  upon 
the  back  of  a winged  sphinx  or  else  he  was  standing  upon  a winged 


sphinx's  back.

The  Egyptian  Winged  Sphinx  thrones  of  Pharaohs  Amenhotep  HI  and 
Thuthmoses  IV,  probable  prototypes  behind  Late  Bronze  Age  (1560-1200 
B.C.)  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  Phoenicia,  Canaan  and  Israel.  The 
Egyptians  also  had  portable  thrones  for  Pharaoh  with  striding  winged 
sphinxes  at  the  sides,  rather  like  Yahweh-Elohim' s "portable"  throne, 
called  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant.  Romer,  a Professional  Egyptologist, 
who  has  excavated  a number  of  sites  in  Egypt,  is  of  the  understanding 
that  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  is  borrowing  from  the  Egyptian  portable 
thrones  used  for  Egyptian  gods  and  Pharaoh. 

Romer : 

"As  Jehovah  and  his  people  wandered  in  Sinai,  he  still  had  to  be 
understood  by  his  chosen  people. ...the  Israelites  made  him  a carrying 
chair,  the  Ark,  adapted  from  the  designs  of  the  chairs  that  carried 
Egyptian  gods  and  Pharaohs."  (p.61.  John  Romer.  Testament,  The  Bible 
and  History.

Mettinger  shows  the  Egyptian  god  Amun-Re,  in  a carrying  chair  of 
a "box-like  nature,"  like  the  Ark,  with  two  Sphinxes  striding  on 
either  side  (mainstream  scholarship  understanding  the  Hebrew  Cherubim 


are  Sphinxes)  atop  the  backs  of  two  striding  Lions.  These  images  are 
from  bronze  plaques  from  Memphis,  ca.  the  6th  centry  BCE  (cf.  figures 
2.10-11.  p.  52.  Tryggve  N.D.  Mettinger..  No  Graven  Image  ? Israelite 
Aniconsim  in  Its  Ancient  Near  Eastern  Context.  [Coniectanea  Biblica, 

Old  Testament  Series  42],  Almqvist  & Wiksell  International. 

Stockholm,  Sweden.  1995.  ISBN  91-22-01664-  3,  pbk)..  Mettinger  also 
explores  the  Winged  Sphinx  thrones  of  the  Phoenician  gods  as  possible 
exemplars  of  Yahweh's  Mercy  Seat  (cf.  figures  5.8-10.  pp.  102-103. 
Mettinger  1995). 

Phoenician  winged  sphinx  thrones,  probably  influenced  Canaanite 
thrones  which  in  turn  influenced  Israel's  Mercy  Seat  atop  the  Ark  of 
the  Covenant.  Romer  in  speaking  of  the  winged  sphinx  throne  found 
engraved  upon  an  ivory  from  Late  Bronze  Age  Megiddo,  noted  that  the 
throne  possessed  "Egyptianizing"  features.

Throughout  the  utterances  we  have  analyzed  thus  far,  incense  has  been  attributed  to  the  Eye(s)  of 
HRW  or  the  WDJT  (Udjat).  In  this  sense,  the  ZRW  of  Upper  and  Lower  or  Southern  and  Lower 
HPY  / Nile  represents  the  resin,  South  and  North  representing  the  HRW  and  ST,  or  the  King  vs. 
Loreigners.  Unification  of  South  and  North  represents  diplomacy.  Resin  is  a gel  or  syrup  like 
hydrocarbon  secretion  of  many  plants  from  which  the  incense  is  made  of.  The  ShYK  or  shik  of 
WSR  represents  fermentation,  since  one  of  the  primary  duties  of  people  in  the  industry  of  WSR 
is  agriculture,  grain  production,  bread  making  and  alcohol  brewing.  In  this  case  the  alcohol  of  the 
society  was  a beer  made  of  barley,  and  the  agent  for  the  production  of  the  beer  was  yeast  from 
fermentation  of  the  barley  grain  or  bread.  So  a fermented  bread  or  beer  was  used  as  the 
"SHyK/shik"  in  this  instance.  The  word  MNW  or  menu  means  stable  and  was  used  as  an 
adjective  for  objects  and  vessels  made  of  special  stone.  The  milk  in  the  jug  symbolized  HRW  or 
the  Child  who  is  the  CREAM,  and  the  empty  jar  symbolizes  WST  who  is  the  VESSEL  through 
which  the  CREAM  came  through  and  left.  Milk  from  the  breast  of  the  MALE  HRW  in  this 
instance  is  SYMBOLIC  to  the  living  heir  or  King  HRW  making  a commitment  to  give  his  Life 
of  Cream  in  the  service  of  perpetuating  the  legacy  of  his  parents  and  ancestors,  WSR  and  WST. 
In  this  segment  of  utterances,  we  have  the  representations  of  Man,  Woman  and  Child,  in  the 
various  artifacts  of  WSR,  WST  and  HRW.  Man  for  agriculture,  Woman  for  hospitality  (vessels, 
homemaker),  and  Child  for  nutrition  and  prosperity  (cream/milk).  The  white  and  black  pots  of 
HRW,  called  the  HhTS  (hathes)  represent  the  contrasts  of  day  and  night,  or  light  and  dark,  in  the 
realms  of  the  day  form  of  the  Sun  RH,  and  the  night  form  of  light  reflected  of  the  Moon, 
DjHWTY  (Djehuty).  Possession  of  these  polar  opposites  instills  in  the  initiate  or  those  observing 
the  initiate  and  or  actual  funeral,  a value  of  being  the  All  Eye  Seeing;  meaning  being  aware,  and 
acknowledging  that  awareness  while  awake  or  at  rest,  and  to  show  that  a Successful  Man  through 
his  resources,  the  extensions  of  his  Self,  can  maintain  tabs  or  be  in  the  state  of  "knowing  every 
square  inch"  of  his  realm,  day  and  night,  and  know  how  to  synthesize  or  breakdown  elements  in 
his  Kingdom  to  promote  the  kingdoms  growth  and  stability.

I appreciate  your  post.  Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  send  this  great 
information  to  me.  Since  I am  not  a very  good  writer  it  is  difficult  to  make  my 
point  clear.  I am  speaking  of  the  cherubim  that  Moses  brought  back  from  Egypt 
during  Exodus.  I agree  later  cherubim  were  depicted  as  bird/lion/man  creature 
which  was  probably  derived  from  sphinx.  And  since  Soloman's  temple  was 
designed  by  Phoenicians,  many  motifs  were  borrowed  from  Phoenicians  (such 
as  double  columns)  and  bird/lion/man  creature  is  one  of  them.  But  I am  trying  to 
return  to  the  most  ancient  renderings.  I also  agree  that  the  scolarly  consensus  is 
bird/lion/man  creature.  But  I don't  agree  with  all  these  scholars.  That  may  be 
very  cheeky  of  me  but  then  there  are  a lot  of  things  I am  not  in  agreement.  I truly 
appreciate  this  forum  as  an  outlet  for  my  radical  ideas  and  the  very  polite  and 
responses  I have  received.

This  implies 
a water  burial.  Many  ancient  peoples  had  water  burials  or  burials  at 
sea.  It  usually  entails  ceremoniously  placing  the  body  in  a boat  and 
either  sending  it  adrift  or  lighting  it  on  fire.  And  we  see  that  pre- 
dynastic  Egypt  had  a boat  burial  culture.  The  boat  funery  culture 
uncovered  at  Abydos  shows  the  height  of  this  practice.  In  fact  the 

very  base  that  each  pyramid  sits  upon  is  called  a "tebah".  Tebah  must 
have  meant  the  platform/boat/  arc  (probably  woven  like  basket)  that  a 
body  was  placed  to  send  to  hereafter.  There  was  a seat  on  this  tebah 
called  "mercy  seat". 

> This  corresponds  to  the  throne  of  ISIS  which  had  scarabs  on  each 
side.

Archaeologists  have  unearthed  objects  in  Phoenicia  and  Canaan  from 
the  period  of  the  Late  Bronze  Age  (1540-1200  B.C.)  showing  kings  and 
rulers  seated  on  thrones  whose  side  arms  consist  of  winged  four- 
legged beasts,  possessing  a lion's  body  and  a human  head.  They  are 
known  in  Egyptian  art  as  Sphinxes.  Today's  scholars  thus  understand 
that  the  Mercy  Seat  was  a winged  Sphinx  throne  modeled  after  Late 
Bronze  Age  thrones  found  in  Phoenicia  and  Canaan. 

The  late  Professor  Albright  on  the  Cherubim  : 

"Today  we  think  of  a cherub  as  a tiny  winged  boy,  following  the 
tradition  of  Renaissance  artists.  This  conception  was  directly 
borrowed  from  pictures  of  Graeco-Roman  "loves"  or  Erotes,  familiar  to 
us  from  excavations  of  Pompeii.  The  actual  appearance  of  the  cherubim 
of  the  Old  Testament  was  actually  forgotten  before  the  time  of 
Christ,  and  Josephus  (first  century  A.D.)  says  that  "no  one  can  tell 
what  they  were  like." 

Since  the  veil  of  the  Tabernacle  was  decorated  with  embroidered 
cherubim,  the  walls  and  the  religious  objects  of  Solomon's  temple 
lavishly  adorned  with  them,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  identify  them  in 
contemporary  Syro-Palestinan  art.  The  account  of  of  the  Ark  of  the 
Covenant  shows  that  only  a creature  with  wings  can  be  considered.  If, 
therefore,  we  study  all  known  representations  of  animals  and  hybrid 
creatures,  partly  animal,  we  find  one  which  is  more  common  than  any 
other  winged  creature,  so  much  so  that  its  identification  with  the 
cherub  is  certain:  that  is  the  winged  sphinx  or  winged  lion  with 
human  head.  In  Egypt  the  wingless  sphinx  and  the  griffin  appear;  in 
Babylonia  and  Assyria  the  winged  bull  with  a human  head  prevails;  but 
in  Syria  and  Palestine  it  is  the  winged  sphinx  which  is  dominant  in 
art  and  rehgious  symbolism. 

The  God  of  Israel  was  often  designated  as  "He  who  sitteth  (on)  the 
cherubim"  (1  Samuel  4:4,  etc.).  The  conception  underlying  this 
designation  is  well  illustrated  by  representations  of  a king  seated 
in  a throne  supported  on  each  side  by  cherubim,  which  have  been  found 
at  Byblus,  Hamath  and  Megiddo,  all  dating  between  1200  and  800  B.C. 
One  shows  King  Hiram  of  Byblus  (period  of  the  Judges)  seated  upon  his 
cherub  throne.  Pottery  incense  altars  found  at  Taanach  and  Megiddo 


are  archaeological  parallels  to  the  wheeled  lavers  ("bases")  of 
Solomon's  temple,  which  were  decorated  with  lions  and  cherubs, 
according  to  1 Kings  7:36. 

The  primary  function  of  the  cherub  in  Israelite  religious  symbolism 
is  illustrated  by  two  biblical  passages.  A very  ancient  hymn,  found 
twice  in  the  Bible,  has  the  words,  "And  He  rode  upon  a cherub  and  did 
fly"  (1  Samuel  22:11;  Psalm  18:11);  the  second  is  Ezekiel  10:20.  The 
conception  of  the  deity  as  standing  or  enthroned  on  an  animal  or 
hybrid  creature  was  exceedingly  common  in  the  ancient  Near  East,  but 
it  was  most  common  in  Syria  and  Northern  Mesopotamia  between  2000 
and 

700  B.C.  In  Babylonia  the  figure  of  a diety  is  replaced  in  certain 
cases  by  a winged  shrine  and  later  by  a thunderbolt.  So,  in  Israelite 
symbolism  between  1300  and  900  B.C.,  the  invisible  Glory  (Jehovah) 
was  conceived  as  enthroned  upon  the  golden  cherubim  or  standing  on  a 
golden  bull."  (pp. 95-97.  William  Foxwell  Albright.  "What  Were  the 
Cherubim  ?"  G.  Ernest  Wright  & David  Noel  Freedman.  Editors.  The 
Biblical  Archaeologist  Reader.  Chicago.  Quadrangle  Books.  1961  [a 
selection  of  articles  from  The  Biblical  Archaeologist  magazine]) 

The  Bible  noted  that  the  Cherubim's  wings  were  "extended,"  and  this 
is  a feature  of  the  Late  Bronze  Age  thrones.  The  winged  sphinxes' 
wings  extend  to  become  side  arms,  so  that  the  god  seated  on  the 
throne,  can  be  said  to  be  enveloped  by  the  Cherubim's  wings-  perhaps 
this  feature  explains  the  statement  made  of  the  King  of  Tyre  in 
Phoenica,  and  the  allusion  to  a "covering  Cherub"  ? Phoenician 
Cherubim  thrones  exist  in  stone  as  bas-reliefs  and  as  three- 
dimensional  thrones  as  late  as  the  3rd  century  B.C.  Phoenician  art 
portrays  gods  and  goddesses  seated  in  these  thrones  in  bas-reliefs, 
seals,  and  three-dimensional  forms. 

The  origins  of  the  winged  Sphinx  has  been  identified  as  Egypt,  and 
the  period  of  the  4th  Dynasty.  The  most  famous  sphinx  is  that  of 
Giza,  which  guards  the  pyramids.  Egyptian,  Phoenician  and  Canaanite 
art  rendered  sphinxes/cherubim  in  male  and  female  forms.  Males  bore  a 
beard,  females  were  beardless  and  at  times  with  a row  of  breasts  on 
the  underside  of  their  body  (like  a female  lion).  The  Egyptians 
almost  always  rendered  "winged"  Sphinxes  as  having  their  wings  lying 
flat  against  the  back,  whereas  the  Phoenician  and  Canaanite  versions 
have  the  wings  extended  and  fully  open. 

For  the  Late  Bronze  Age  period  we  have  representations  of  Pharaohs  on 
winged  sphinx  thrones.  These  creatures  tended  to  represent  "The 
Living  God"  -Pharaoh-  annihilating  Egypt's  enemies,  trampling  upon 
fallen  warriors  in  battle  scenes  made  in  bas-relief.  I note  that 


Israel  carried  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  into  battle  as  a palladium  to 
insure  victory  against  the  Philistines.  On  other  occasions  the  winged 
sphinxes  are  shown  in  a three-dimensional  form,  striding  at  the  side 
of  Pharaoh's  throne,  some  times  with  a striding  three-dimensional 
lion  below  them. 

I suspect  with  other  scholars  that  the  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  "the 
Living  God"  (Pharaoh)  were  introduced  to  Phoenicia,  Canaan  and  Syria 
via  Egypt's  having  made  this  area  part  of  her  Asiatic  Empire  under 
the  New  Kingdom  (ca.  1560-1140  B.C.).  Perhaps  the  Phoenicians  took 
the  lead  in  transforming  the  Egyptian  winged  sphinx  thrones  into 
cherubim  thrones  by  portraying  the  wings  as  extended  rather  than  flat 
against  the  back  (the  Bible  appears  to  be  quite  emphatic  on  this 
point,  that  the  wings  of  the  cherubim  are  "extended"). 

The  Bible  describes  the  Mercy  Seat  atop  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  as 
possessing  two  cherubs  who  "face  each  other"  with  their  wings 
extended.  This  statement  has  led  to  some  confusion  in  modern  artistic 
attempts  to  render  the  Mercy  Seat.  I recall  one  rendering  that  had 
two  winged  sphinxes  facing  each  other.  This  of  course  appears  to 
contradict  the  biblical  description  of  the  cherubim  as  being  the 
sides  of  the  seat.  This  rendering  has  God  envisioned  as  hovering  in 
the  space  between  the  two  winged  sphinxes. 

My  investigations  into  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  the  Phoenicians  and 
Canaanites  has  failed  to  find  an  example  of  the  faces  of  the 
sphinxes  "facing  each  other"  as  described  in  the  Bible.  Yet,  in 
Ancient  Near  Eastern  art  forms,  winged  sphinxes  with  wings  extended 
are  frequently  encountered  with  their  heads  "turned  to  one  side", 
instead  of  looking  straight  ahead.  In  my  rendering  of  God's  Mercy 
Seat  atop  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant,  I have  employed  this  observation 
of  heads  turned  to  one  side  and  have  attempted  to  reconcile  Holy 
Writ's  description  with  the  archaeological  evidence. 

We  learn  from  the  Bible  that  with  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  in  587  B.C. 
and  the  destruction  of  the  Temple,  that  the  last  notice  is  made  of 
the  Ark  of  the  Covenant.  We  are  informed  that  the  Babylonians  took 
all  the  treasure  with  them.  The  Ark  was  not  among  the  items  returned 
to  the  Jews  upon  their  return  by  Cyrus  ca.  538  B.C.  Evidently  it  was 
never  remade  and  with  the  passage  of  time,  the  forms  of  the  Cherubim 
came  to  be  forgotten. 

What  is  most  distressing  is  Ezekiel's  description  of  the  Cherubim-  it 
is  not  supported  by  the  archaeological  evidence  of  the  winged  sphinx 
thrones  of  the  Late  Bronze  and  Iron  Ages.  Being  a prophet,  he  should 
have  known  the  true  form  of  these  creatures.  I have  posited  elsewhere 


that  Ezekiel  may  possess  redactions  as  late  as  164  B.C.  or  even  80 
A.D.(he  knows  Daniel  which  is  dated  ca.  164  B.C.  by  some  Secular 
Scholars),  and  that  the  description  of  the  Cherubim  is  of  these  later 
periods,  written  up  for  an  audience  curious  to  know  what  a cherub 
looked  like-  as  noted  by  Josephus  who  said  no  one  knew  their  form  in 
his  days. 

In  the  Garden  of  Eden  story  Cherubim  are  described  as  guarding  or 
barring  the  way  to  the  the  Tree  of  Life.  Two  winged  sphinxes  appear 
frequently  in  Phoenician  art  forms  in  association  with  a sacred  tree, 
flanking  either  side  of  it.  They  also  appear  in  Assyrian  art  forms 
with  a sacred  tree-  in  one  case  a winged  sphinx  attacks  a sword- 
wielding  winged  genii  approaching  the  tree.  A bas-relief  from  South 
Arabia,  the  Yemen,  where  some  Jewish  traditions  place  the  Garden  of 
Eden,  shows  two  winged  sphinxes  flanking  the  sacred  tree  with  palm- 
trees  in  the  background  (Palm-trees  and  Cherubim  being  portrayed  in 
the  Temple  of  Solomon). 

The  word  Cherub  is  believed  to  be  derived  from  karibu, 
meaning  "intercessor"  in  Mesopotamian  texts,  who  is  commonly 
portrayed  in  art  as  a sphinx,  griffin,  or  winged  human  creature  (Vol. 

1.  p.  131.  T.  H.  Gaster.  "Cherubim  and  Seraphim."  George  A.  Buttrick. 
Editor.  The  Interpreter' s Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  Abingdon  Press. 
Nashville.  1962) 

Another  deriviation  for  the  word  Cherub  : 

"The  word  cherub  (cherubim  is  the  Hebrew  masculine  plural)  is  a word 
borrowed  from  the  Assyrian  kirubu,  from  karQ,  "to  be  near",  hence 
it  means  near  ones,  familiars,  personal  servants,  bodyguards, 
courtiers.  It  was  commonly  used  of  those  heavenly  spirits,  who 
closely  surrounded  the  Majesty  of  God  and  paid  Him  intimate  service." 
("Cherubim."  The  Catholic  Encyclopedia,  cf. 
http://www.newadven  t.org/cathen/  03646c.htm ) 

2 Samuel  22:11  and  Psalm  18:10  portray  God  riding  upon  a cherub,  and 
an  allusion  is  made  that  the  Cherub's  moving  wings  are  the  source  of 
the  earth's  winds. 

God  is  described  as  riding  upon  a Cherub  (2  Samuel  22:11  RSV)  : 

"He  flew  on  the  back  of  a Cherub;  he  swooped  down  on  the  wings  of  the 
wind." 

The  ancients  understood  that  wind  was  caused  by  the  beating  wings  of 
mythical  beasts.  In  a Mesopotamian  myth  Adapa  uttered  a curse 


breaking  the  wing  of  the  South  Wind,  stopping  sea  breezes  reaching 
Lower  Mesopotamia  (from  the  Persian  Gulf). 

A cylinder  seal  ca.  8/7th  century  B.C.  shows  gods  or  genii  riding 
upon  the  backs  of  Cherubim  who  in  turn  are  associated  with  a Sacred 
Tree. 

King  David  drew  up  plans  for  a golden  chariot  to  be  drawn  by  the 
Cherubim  for  the  Temple  of  Solomon  (1  Chron  28:18).  Such  a motif 
appears  in  Phoenician  art  of  the  8th  century  B.C. 

Ancient  Near  Eastern  art  forms  do  not  show  gods  or  goddesses  riding 
on  mythical  beasts  as  a rider  would  be  astride  a horse's  back. 

Instead  they  are  either  in  a throne  which  is  borne  by  a striding 
beast,  or  they  stand  upon  the  striding  beast's  back.  So  Yahweh-Elohim 
probably  was  envisioned  as  either  sitting  in  a throne  which  was  upon 
the  back  of  a winged  sphinx  or  else  he  was  standing  upon  a winged 
sphinx's  back.

I have 
noted  that  Cherubim/Winged  Sphinxes  are  shown  at  times  with  turned 
heads  or  faces,  and  have  employed  this  concept  in  my  rendering  of  the 
Mercy  Seat,  having  the  Cherubim  "facing  each  other". 

The  Egyptian  Winged  Sphinx  thrones  of  Pharaohs  Amenhotep  III  and 
Thuthmoses  IV,  probable  prototypes  behind  Late  Bronze  Age  (1560-1200 
B.C.)  winged  sphinx  thrones  of  Phoenicia,  Canaan  and  Israel.  The 


Egyptians  also  had  portable  thrones  for  Pharaoh  with  striding  winged 
sphinxes  at  the  sides,  rather  like  Yahweh-Elohim' s "portable"  throne, 
called  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant.  Romer,  a Professional  Egyptologist, 
who  has  excavated  a number  of  sites  in  Egypt,  is  of  the  understanding 
that  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  is  borrowing  from  the  Egyptian  portable 
thrones  used  for  Egyptian  gods  and  Pharaoh.

Mettinger  shows  the  Egyptian  god  Amun-Re,  in  a carrying  chair  of 
a "box-like  nature,"  like  the  Ark,  with  two  Sphinxes  striding  on 
either  side  (mainstream  scholarship  understanding  the  Hebrew  Cherubim 
are  Sphinxes)  atop  the  backs  of  two  striding  Lions.

While  a 
healthy  discussion  on  the  concepts  of  race  and  racism  is  considered  good  by  the  author,  this 
writer  doesn?t  see  the  discussion  as  fruitful  because  we  are  not  delving  into  the  root  of  the 
problem:  the  incompatibility  of  African  and  Euro-American  culture.  Dr.  Wright  in  a recent 
speech  in  front  of  the  Detroit  NAACP  made  the  comment,  ?Dr.  Jones,  in  his  book,  God  in  the 
ghetto , argues  quite  accurately  that  one's  theology,  how  I see  God,  determines  one's 
anthropology,  how  I see  humans,  and  one's  anthropology  then  determines  one's  sociology,  how  I 
order  my  society.? 

The  author  agrees  with  this  statement  but  would  like  to  word  it  a little  differently  to  make  a 
stronger  point.  Instead  of  saying  ?God,?  the  term  ?cosmology?  will  replace  it.  Cosmology  deals 
with  the  study  of  how  the  universe  came  into  being,  but  more  importantly  humanity?s  role  in  that 
creation.  This  can  include  the  concept  of  God  but  purposely  injects  man?s  possible  purpose  into 
the  discussion.  Therefore,  ?One?s  cosmology  determines  one?s  anthropology  and  one?s 
anthropology  determines  one?s  social  policy. ? Said  differently,  how  you  see  your  relationship  to 
your  fellow  man  and  the  environment  (what  you  think  your  purpose  is),  determines  how  you 
engage  your  fellow  human  beings  and  the  environment. 


The  general  African  cosmological  world-view,  if  it  is  possible  to  summarize  such  a thing, 
basically  states  that  God  in  its  perfection,  at  one  moment,  realized  it  was  imperfect  because  it  had 
no  way  to  experience  itself.  Realizing  this  it  created  this  Matrix  (the  universe)  so  it  could  have 
experiences.  God  is  all  and  nothing  exists  outside  of  it.  Therefore,  all  that  ?is?  simply  is  an 
expression  of  the  ?A11?  having  experiences  as  the  objects  we  see  in  the  universe.

This  fosters  a 
sense  of  respect  for  the  fellow  man  and  natural  objects  because,  in  their  mind,  there  is  no 
separation.  This  general  cosmological  world-view  is  shared  amongst  the  early  East  Asian 
cultures  and  the  Native  ?American?  cultures  as  well.  Although  this  world-view  can?t  be 
articulated  by  most  African-Americans,  this  is  the  essential  paradigm  in  which  traditional 
African  villages  operate.  The  remnant  of  this  philosophy  is  still  present  in  modem 
African/ American  culture. 

This  is  not  the  case  when  it  comes  to  the  predominant  cosmology  that  developed  in  Europe. 

Their  cosmology  sees  creation  as  an  act  to  show  the  mere  might  of  the  creator.  Humans  are 
created  to  serve  the  Supreme  Being.  Human  beings  have  dominion  over  the  earth.  The  concept  of 
a ?chosen  people?  was  established  to  be  an  example  to  the  rest  of  humanity,  and  it  developed  out 
of  this  construct  as  well. 

According  to  African  wisdom  all  human  beings  are  here  for  a purpose  and  it  is  up  to  each  and 
everyone  one  of  us  to  fulfill  our  individual  purpose  and  through  community,  help  each  other 
fulfill  a larger  purpose  for  humanity.  If  one  culture  comes  across  another  culture  that  does  not 
share  the  same  basic  cosmology,  conflict  is  inevitable.  You  cannot  understand  any  culture 
without  first  understanding  its  cosmology.  It  is  because  of  this  lack  of  understanding  each 
other?s  world  view  that  we  are  having  problems  communicating  in  this  presidential  race 
(African-Americans  and  European- Americans).  What  further  complicates  matters,  in  the  case  of 
Reverend  Wright?s  speeches,  is  that  you  have  non  academicians  (or  studied  persons)  attempting 
to  engage  in  an  academic  debate.  Furthermore,  our  two  different  time  orientations  (and 
cosmologies)  are  causing  us  to  have  different  perspectives  on  race,  this  presidential  campaign, 
and  what  are  the  core  issues  plaguing  America  as  a country.  This  essay  will  attempt  to  address, 
in  the  author?s  opinion,  why  most  European  Americans  just  don?t  seem  to  ?get  it.?

A freshman  English  major  cannot  hold  a serious  debate  with 
a Ph.D.  in  Physics  about  the  merits  and  accuracy  of  the  God  Almighty  Grand  Unified  Field 
Theorem  (GAGUT)  calculations  developed  by  Dr.  Gabriel  Oyibo.  The  freshman  English  major 
has  not  studied  enough,  even  given  an  introductory  course,  to  formulate  a well  informed  opinion. 
In  many  ways  this  is  what?s  happening  in  the  main  stream  media  today  (CNN,  FOX,  MSNBC, 
and  various  print  media)  concerning  the  points  addressed  by  Dr.  Reverend  Jeremiah  Wright.  Dr. 
Wright  is  not  being  challenged  on  the  accuracy  of  his  comments  (as  you  would  in  an  academic

What  you  have  are  non-historians,  people  who  have  not  read  anything  outside  of  what?s  in  the 
New  York  Times,  trying  to  critique  issues  they  have  not  studied.  Because  they  know  little  to 
nothing  about  the  issues  raised,  all  they  can  do  is  engage  in  ad-hominem  attacks  on  Wright?s 
character  (another  thing  they  know  nothing  about).  The  American  main  stream  media  suffers 
from  a well  known  disease  called  intellectual  laziness.  Instead  of  laboring  to  do  the  work,  sifting 
through  primary  resources  and  doing  a critical  systems  analysis  on  the  data,  most  Americans 
base  their  opinions  on  thought  experiments  and  media  sound  bytes. 

The  issues  raised  by  Dr.  Wright,  to  name  a few,  are:  The  effects  of  America?s  foreign  policy  and 
its  past  relationships  which  directly  affect  us  today;  The  United  State?s  sponsorship  and  training 
of  A1  Qaeda  and  weapons  supplied  to  Saddam  Hussein;  America?s  own  apartheid  practices 
against  its  African-American  citizens;  America?s  genocidal  campaign  against  the  aboriginal 
Indians  native  to  this  continent;  America?s  role  in  the  Trans  Atlantic  Slave  Holocaust;  The  origin 
of  AIDS;  and  the  recent  attack  on  Black  culture  and  the  Black  church  tradition. 

We  have  yet  to  witness  any  discussion  on  the  merits  or  details  of  the  above  raised  issues.  This  is 
to  be  expected  as  these  commentators  do  not  have  a reference  to  begin  such  discussions:  they 
have  not  studied.  For  the  majority  of  learned  Americans,  Dr.  Wright?s  comments  were  right  and 
exact.  They  had  no  problem  with  his  views  what-so-ever  because  they  know  the  history.  The 
only  people  who  have  a problem  with  his  comments  are  the  ones  who  have  not  studied.  The 
author  challenges  the  reader  to  challenge  the  news  media  to  address,  academically,  the  subjects 
raised  by  Dr.  Wright  so  we  can  stop  wasting  time  on  meaningless  topics.  The  one  shaky  subject 
in  which  Dr.  Wright  might  have  difficulty  making  a sound  argument  concerns  his  statement  on 
the  origins  of  the  AIDS  virus  as  the  result  of  the  American  government.  He  might  have  a better 
argument  addressing  it  from  THIS  standpoint  (Origin  of  AIDS.com). 

Time-Orientation:  A Cultural  Dichotomy 

Critical  to  this  discourse  are  the  approaches  to  how  time  is  conceptualized  by  African  and 
European  people  (in  general).  One?s  orientation  determines  one?s  reference  for  assessing 
normality.  Time  conceptions  are  critical  in  that  they  determine  which  events  are  most  significant 
(Akbar,2004).  This  ties  into  one?s  cosmology  and  as  Akbar  notes  that: 

Most  importantly  time  becomes  that  which  maintains  the  cadence  of  people?s  lives.  It  determines  their  rate  and 
intensity  of  activity  as  well  as  their  priorities  about  life.  Their  motivations  and  orientations  are  determined  through  the 
cadence  established  by  their  time  orientation.  Time  is  such  a powerfully  subjective  factor  that  people  seldom  consider 
that  their  time  orientation  is  actually  idiosyncratic.  (Akbar  2004:  69). 

A full  treaty  of  a culture?s  Time- Orientation  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  article  and  the  author 
encourages  you  to  read  Dr.  Naim  Akbar?s  Akbar:  Papers  in  African  Psychology  and  Dr.  John  S. 
Mbiti?s  African  Religion  and  Philosophy,  for  a deeper  discussion  on  the  matter. 

The  Euro- American  conceptualization  of  time  is  essentially  futuristic.  It  is  a linear  series  of 
events  and  very  little  value  is  placed  on  the  past  as  it  relates  to  the  present.  Their  rhythm  as  a 
consequence  is  exceedingly  urgent  and  pressured.  As  Akbar  notes,  the  objectives  of  their  studies 
are  focused  on  the  goal  of  prediction  and  control.  The  concepts,  instruments  and  methods  are 
ones  that  are  geared  towards  future  outcomes  as  opposed  to  the  enhancement  of  the  present  or 
elaboration  of  the  past. 

From  the  African  perspective,  time  orientation  is  primarily  past  and  present.  For  African  people 
across  the  globe,  to  understand  current  behaviors  one  needs  only  to  understand  the  history  of 


phenomena.  Time  is  a cyclical  series  of  events  in  the  African  world  view.  The  past  was  focused 
upon  as  the  source  of  instruction  because  ?the  direction  of  one?s  life  system  was  from  the  present 
dimension  backward  to  the  past  dimension?  (Nobles,  1980). 

For  the  people,  time  itself  was  simply  a composition  of  past  events.  Very  little  concern  was  given  to  time  in  and  of 
itself.  It  existed,  but  the  African  time  concept  was  (is)  very  elastic ?Time  was  reckoned  by  phenomena.  (Nobles,  1980) 

As  concerns  the  miscommunication  of  needs  and  this  presidential  race  between  African  and 
Euro- Americans,  the  failure  to  communicate  is  directly  linked  to  how  we  conceptualize  time. 
Most  African  people  who  engage  in  a discussion  with  European  people  about  the  relevance  of 
correcting  the  wrongs  of  times  past  are  often  met  with  resistance  because  American  culture 
cannot  contemplate  the  fact  that  what  is  happening  now  is  directly  attributed  to  what  happened 
before. 

You  will  often  hear,  ?why  should  we  be  worried  about  that?  That  happened  so  long  ago.?  You 
will  hear  that  often  when  we  discuss  reparations  for  the  slave  holocaust  and  Jim  Crow.  European 
Americans  honestly  feel  that  they  are  in  power  because  they  ?worked  hard?  and  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  200  years  of  free  labor  that  gave  the  United  States  its  wealth.  White  Americans 
honestly  feel  that  A1  Qaeda  attacked  the  World  Trade  center  because  they  don?t  like  Democracy: 
that  this  had  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  US  turning  its  backs  on  A1  Qaeda  after  Operation 
Cyclone.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  our  financial  support  for  the  Israeli  take  over  of  Palestinian 
land  (view  The  Kingdom  movie  intro). 

We  have  a serious  time  disorientation  problem  here  in  the  United  States.  You  can?t  move 
forward  unless  you  address  and  correct  the  ills  of  the  past.  Otherwise  you  will  find  yourself  in  a 
self  perpetuating  loop  in  which  growth  and  development  becomes  stagnate.  This  is  brilliantly 
articulated  by  London  economist  Margot  Light  in  her  paper  The  Response  to  1 1.9  and  the 
Lessons  of  History.  This  cultural  paradigm  is  directly  responsible  for  why  some  European 
Americans  do  not  ?get?  what  Jeremiah  Wright  has  being  saying  in  his  speeches.  They  have  not 
studied  and/or  their  concept  of  time  is  deficient.

How  can  we  work  together  if  you  do  not  see  each  other  as  one  and  the  same?  If  you  see  each 
other  as  one  and  the  same,  then  their  struggle  becomes  your  struggle.  If  you  truly  understand  the 
oneness  of  humanity,  then  you  truly  understand  the  concept  of  the  Butterfly  Effect  and  how  the 
?sensitivity  dependency  on  initial  conditions?  plays  out  in  the  social  ?atmosphere.? 

We  as  Black/African  people  understand  the  fundamental  law  of  nature  that  states  energy  cannot 
be  created  or  destroyed,  it  can  only  change  form.  So  what  we  seek  is  balance  and  to  put  things  in 
balance,  we  must  correct  the  problems  of  the  past  in  order  to  have  a more  prosperous  future.

Because  they  know  little  to 
nothing  about  the  issues  raised,  all  they  can  do  is  engage  in  ad-hominem  attacks  on  Wright?s 
character  (another  thing  they  know  nothing  about).  The  American  main  stream  media  suffers 
from  a well  known  disease  called  intellectual  laziness.  Instead  of  laboring  to  do  the  work,  sifting 
through  primary  resources  and  doing  a critical  systems  analysis  on  the  data,  most  Americans 
base  their  opinions  on  thought  experiments  and  media  sound  bytes. 

The  issues  raised  by  Dr.  Wright,  to  name  a few,  are:  The  effects  of  America?s  foreign  policy  and 
its  past  relationships  which  directly  affect  us  today;  The  United  State?s  sponsorship  and  training 
of  A1  Qaeda  and  weapons  supplied  to  Saddam  Hussein;  America?s  own  apartheid  practices 
against  its  African-American  citizens;  America?s  genocidal  campaign  against  the  aboriginal 


Indians  native  to  this  continent;  America?s  role  in  the  Trans  Atlantic  Slave  Holocaust;  The  origin 
of  AIDS;  and  the  recent  attack  on  Black  culture  and  the  Black  church  tradition. 

We  have  yet  to  witness  any  discussion  on  the  merits  or  details  of  the  above  raised  issues.  This  is 
to  be  expected  as  these  commentators  do  not  have  a reference  to  begin  such  discussions:  they 
have  not  studied.  For  the  majority  of  learned  Americans,  Dr.  Wright?s  comments  were  right  and 
exact.  They  had  no  problem  with  his  views  what-so-ever  because  they  know  the  history.  The 
only  people  who  have  a problem  with  his  comments  are  the  ones  who  have  not  studied.  The 
author  challenges  the  reader  to  challenge  the  news  media  to  address,  academically,  the  subjects 
raised  by  Dr.  Wright  so  we  can  stop  wasting  time  on  meaningless  topics.  The  one  shaky  subject 
in  which  Dr.  Wright  might  have  difficulty  making  a sound  argument  concerns  his  statement  on 
the  origins  of  the  AIDS  virus  as  the  result  of  the  American  government.  He  might  have  a better 
argument  addressing  it  from  THIS  standpoint  (Origin  of  AIDS.com). 

Time-Orientation:  A Cultural  Dichotomy 

Critical  to  this  discourse  are  the  approaches  to  how  time  is  conceptualized  by  African  and 
European  people  (in  general).  One?s  orientation  determines  one?s  reference  for  assessing 
normality.  Time  conceptions  are  critical  in  that  they  determine  which  events  are  most  significant 
(Akbar,2004).  This  ties  into  one?s  cosmology  and  as  Akbar  notes  that: 

Most  importantly  time  becomes  that  which  maintains  the  cadence  of  people?s  lives.  It  determines  their  rate  and 
intensity  of  activity  as  well  as  their  priorities  about  life.  Their  motivations  and  orientations  are  determined  through  the 
cadence  established  by  their  time  orientation.  Time  is  such  a powerfully  subjective  factor  that  people  seldom  consider 
that  their  time  orientation  is  actually  idiosyncratic.  (Akbar  2004:  69). 

A full  treaty  of  a culture?s  Time- Orientation  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  article  and  the  author 
encourages  you  to  read  Dr.  Naim  Akbar?s  Akbar:  Papers  in  African  Psychology  and  Dr.  John  S. 
Mbiti?s  African  Religion  and  Philosophy,  for  a deeper  discussion  on  the  matter. 

The  Euro- American  conceptualization  of  time  is  essentially  futuristic.  It  is  a linear  series  of 
events  and  very  little  value  is  placed  on  the  past  as  it  relates  to  the  present.  Their  rhythm  as  a 
consequence  is  exceedingly  urgent  and  pressured.  As  Akbar  notes,  the  objectives  of  their  studies 
are  focused  on  the  goal  of  prediction  and  control.  The  concepts,  instruments  and  methods  are 
ones  that  are  geared  towards  future  outcomes  as  opposed  to  the  enhancement  of  the  present  or 
elaboration  of  the  past. 

From  the  African  perspective,  time  orientation  is  primarily  past  and  present.  For  African  people 
across  the  globe,  to  understand  current  behaviors  one  needs  only  to  understand  the  history  of 
phenomena.  Time  is  a cyclical  series  of  events  in  the  African  world  view.  The  past  was  focused 
upon  as  the  source  of  instruction  because  ?the  direction  of  one?s  life  system  was  from  the  present 
dimension  backward  to  the  past  dimension?  (Nobles,  1980). 

For  the  people,  time  itself  was  simply  a composition  of  past  events.  Very  little  concern  was  given  to  time  in  and  of 
itself.  It  existed,  but  the  African  time  concept  was  (is)  very  elastic ?Time  was  reckoned  by  phenomena.  (Nobles,  1980) 

As  concerns  the  miscommunication  of  needs  and  this  presidential  race  between  African  and 
Euro- Americans,  the  failure  to  communicate  is  directly  linked  to  how  we  conceptualize  time. 
Most  African  people  who  engage  in  a discussion  with  European  people  about  the  relevance  of 
correcting  the  wrongs  of  times  past  are  often  met  with  resistance  because  American  culture 
cannot  contemplate  the  fact  that  what  is  happening  now  is  directly  attributed  to  what  happened 
before. 

You  will  often  hear,  ?why  should  we  be  worried  about  that?  That  happened  so  long  ago.?  You 
will  hear  that  often  when  we  discuss  reparations  for  the  slave  holocaust  and  Jim  Crow.  European 


Americans  honestly  feel  that  they  are  in  power  because  they  ?worked  hard?  and  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  200  years  of  free  labor  that  gave  the  United  States  its  wealth.  White  Americans 
honestly  feel  that  A1  Qaeda  attacked  the  World  Trade  center  because  they  don?t  like  Democracy: 
that  this  had  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  US  turning  its  backs  on  A1  Qaeda  after  Operation 
Cyclone.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  our  financial  support  for  the  Israeli  take  over  of  Palestinian 
land  (view  The  Kingdom  movie  intro). 

We  have  a serious  time  disorientation  problem  here  in  the  United  States.  You  can?t  move 
forward  unless  you  address  and  correct  the  ills  of  the  past.  Otherwise  you  will  find  yourself  in  a 
self  perpetuating  loop  in  which  growth  and  development  becomes  stagnate.  This  is  brilliantly 
articulated  by  London  economist  Margot  Light  in  her  paper  The  Response  to  11 ,9  and  the 
Lessons  of  History.  This  cultural  paradigm  is  directly  responsible  for  why  some  European 
Americans  do  not  ?get?  what  Jeremiah  Wright  has  being  saying  in  his  speeches.  They  have  not 
studied  and/or  their  concept  of  time  is  deficient.  For  a more  recent  example  of  cognitive

Conclusion 

Currently  we  are  failing  to  communicate  our  perspective  and  scholarship  because  we  are 
attempting  to  have  debates  with  individuals  who  are  not  our  equals  on  the  subject  matter.  If  you 
walk  up  to  an  intelligent  man  and  an  ignorant  man  in  a debate,  there?s  no  way  to  tell  the  who?s 
who.  The  underlying  issue  is  culture:  how  we  see  the  world  and  how  we  express  our  world-view. 
Remember,  ?Your  cosmology  determines  your  anthropology.  Your  anthropology  determines 
your  social  policy. ? Unless  we  get  on  the  same  mental  plane  and  agree  on  a central  cosmology, 
our  energy  will  be  spent  on  futile  efforts  to  make  real  change  in  this  country.  You  can?t  develop 
solutions  with  a people  who  view  themselves  as  separate  from  nature  and  the  rest  of  humanity. 
How  can  we  work  together  if  you  do  not  see  each  other  as  one  and  the  same?  If  you  see  each 
other  as  one  and  the  same,  then  their  struggle  becomes  your  struggle.  If  you  truly  understand  the 
oneness  of  humanity,  then  you  truly  understand  the  concept  of  the  Butterfly  Effect  and  how  the 
?sensitivity  dependency  on  initial  conditions?  plays  out  in  the  social  ?atmosphere.? 

We  as  Black/African  people  understand  the  fundamental  law  of  nature  that  states  energy  cannot 
be  created  or  destroyed,  it  can  only  change  form.  So  what  we  seek  is  balance  and  to  put  things  in 
balance,  we  must  correct  the  problems  of  the  past  in  order  to  have  a more  prosperous  future. 
Otherwise  that  same  energy  will  manifest  itself  in  a different  form  with  greater  intensity.  We 
cannot  correct  the  problems  of  the  past  unless  we  have  an  accurate  account  of  history  to  know 
where  the  changes  need  to  be  made.  This  is  the  discussion  we  need  to  be  having  and  those  in  the 
news  media  need  to  take  more  time  to  study  instead  of  analyzing  sound  bytes,  taking  issues  out 
of  context.  That  is  unethical  and  a poor  method  of  journalism.  They  should  probably  do  a weekly 
show  instead  of  an  hourly  show  so  they  have  time  to  study  that  which  they  are  reporting.  And  the 
few  Americans  of  European  descent  who  do  ?get  it?  need  to  find  their  way  into  positions  of 
power  so  their  voice  can  be  heard.

Today,  in  carrying  out  many  of  its  social-engineering  agendas,  the  United  States 
Government  now  conducts  planned  campaigns  of  extensive  strategic  psychological 
operations  through  the  national  media  to  influence  and  direct  the  perception  and 
climate  of  the  nation  towards  its  governmental  objectives.

With  time,  the  group  receiving  the  negative 
messages,  being  unable  to  refute  or  to  confirm  these  derogatory  messages  and 
deficiencies  will  grow  weary  and  paranoid  of  the  negative  messages  and  will  eventually 
comes  to  accept  these  negative  assessments  of  themselves.  The  perception  created  by 
the  taunting  now  unconsciously  influences  how  the  taunted  group  perceives 
themselves,  subsequently  causing  them  to  become  distrustful  of  themselves,  doubting 
themselves,  hating  themselves  and,  eventually,  fighting  among  themselves.  The 


taunted  group  may  even  become  so  besieged  by  deep  feelings  of  inadequacy  that  they 
may  even  jump  into  the  sea  and  attempt  to  swim  towards  the  taunting  ship  now  believing 
it  to  be  superior  to  their  own  boat  even  if  their  own  ship  was  in  fact  better. 

Within  a real  life  setting  this  mortifying  psychological  manipulation  is  precisely 
what  is  being  done  to  African  Americans  through  an  immense  campaign  of  false 
derogatory  misinformation  and  false  negative  media  reports  and  statistics  that  are 
created  by  U.S.  governmental  agencies  and  then  leaked  to  its  collaborators  in  the  news 
media,  which  either  knowingly  or  unknowingly  carry  the  stories  as  their  own.  These  false 
information  about  African  Americans  is  then  disseminated  unrelentingly  everywhere;  it  is 
deliberately  perpetuated  through  news  releases  in  magazine  articles,  radio,  television, 
press  releases,  documentaries,  and  false  census  reports  perpetuating  and  framing  the 
myth  of  Whites?  racial,  moral,  and  ethical  superiority  over  its  Black  population. 

However,  the  weapon  is  not  in  how  the  message  is  carried,  but  is  instead  within  the 
messages  that  it  carries  and  how  these  messages  affect  the  targeted  recipients. 

The  constant  relentless  bombardment  with  deplorably  negative  images  of 
themselves  that  of  which  African  Americans  are  so  inundated  with  throughout  the  media 
is  a very  carefully  and  deliberately  designed  psychological  conditioning  program.  It  is 
designed  to  subject  African  Americans  to  seeing,  through  a controllednational  media, 
only  the  worst  in  themselves--  while  insinuating  that  they  admire,  respect,  and  trust  only 
Whites  This  unrelenting  daily  assault  on  the  Black  psycheis  designed  to  corrupt  African 
Americans?  sense  of  racialunity  and  cohesion,  mold  the  character  of  self-hatred,  and 
engender  self-doubt,  self-loathing,  and  distrust  among  their  group.

And  while  many  Black  Americans  have  successfully 
navigated  through  the  psychology  mortifying  mine  field  and  have  gone  on  to  lead 
successful,  productive  lives,  but  for  far  too  many  African  Americans  this  immense 
devaluation  can  seem  inescapable  and  tragically,  over  time,  many  begin  to  accept 
subconsciously  and  painfully  the  negative  portrayals  of  themselves.  Many  also  become 
discouraged  by  the  acceptance  that  their  society  is  also  preconditioned  to  see  the  worst  in 
them  and  that,  therefore,  if  they  were  ever  to  gain  acceptance,  if  it  is  to  be  won  at  all,  that 
success  would  be  hard  won  and  likely  to  manifest  negative  internalized  psychological 
pain  and  distress  within  many  African  Americans  that  can  take  many  forms.  In  fact,  this 
governmental  mortifying  psychological  warfare  against  African  Americans  may  be  the 
most  aggravating,  if  not  core,  factor  of  the  national  phenomenon  of  self  hatred;  loss  of 
educational  aspirations;  loss  of  unity,  cohesion  and  racial  pride;  and  fragile  psyches  of 
many  African  Americans  today.  Moreover,  this  type  of  psychological  manipulation 
program  has  been  proven  very  effective  in  rapidly  destroying  a group?s  ethical  and 
moral  values  and  cultural  norms  with  regard  to  violence,  brutality,  and  even  murder.  All 
people  are  products  of  cultural  conditions  and  their  worldviews  operate  outside  of  their 
level  of  consciousness.  Therefore,  no  group  can  be  preconditioned  to  see  only  the 
worst  in  themselves  and  not  exhibit  some  degree  of  negative  psychological  impact. 

This  psychological  conditioning  program  also  significantly  influences  society  as  a 
whole.  Its  ultimate  goal  is  to  foster  a consensual  national  setting  of  where  in  which 
Blacks  are  more  easily  divided,  exploited  and  ultimately  suppressed.  The  constant, 
relentless  bombardment  with  deplorably  negative  imagery  of  Black  Americans  , which 
the  general  population  is  inundated  with  throughout  the  media  is  not  only  fraudulently 
inaccurate  but  is  being  actually  done  to  engender  a shift  of  victimization  that  changes 
the  root  problem  of  racism  in  America  to  be  due  to  Black?s  behavior  rather  than 
White?s  proclivity  for  racism.

When  contempt  of  Blacks  is  made  to  appear  to  be  justifiable,  it  is  the  most 
fiercest  and  effective  type  of  racism  because  its  witnesses,  bystanders,  and  even 
world  audiences  will  sit  by  idly  allowing  African  Americans  to  be  brutally  mistreated 
disproportionately  incarcerated  under  the  belief  that  it  is  justified.]  It  also  affects 
attitudes  that  when  enacted  through  governmental  policies,  laws,  and  other  legislation 
actions,  serve  to  ensure  that  African  Americans  will  not  advance.  Its  effects  are 
manifested  in  ideas,  education,  governmental  policies,  economic  stratification,  social 
segregation,  housing  markets,  hiring  and  promotion  practices,  psychological  issues,  and 
minority  access  to  a variety  of  social  services  and  opportunity.  This  campaign 
successfully  stripped  African  Americans  of  the  national  and  international  support  that 
was  acquired  during  the  1960's  civil  rights  struggles.  This  anti  Black  governmental 
campaign  of  psychological  warfare  also  creates  a false  justification  for  the  legal 
system?s  mistreatment  of  African  Americans  wherein  they  are  disproportionately 
incarcerated,  given  stiffer  sentences,  and  are  more  likely  than  other  racial  groups  to  be 
treated  brutally,  beaten,  and  fired  upon  by  police  officers  while  they  are  unarmed. 
Moreover,  some  studies  have  shown  that  this  shift  of  victimization  now  reflects 
increasingly  acrimonious  beliefs  and  prejudiced  perceptions  about  and  against  African 
Americans  that  are  arguably  stronger  today  than  they  were  after  emancipation. 

This  concept  of  the  U.S  government  using  psychology  as  a weapon  to  influence 
and  control  its  Black  population  is  not  at  all  ridiculous.  This  system  of  applied 
psychological  conditioning  is  indeed  directly  derived  from  those  mind-conditioning 
programs  and  systems  developed  by  the  federal  government.  These  systems  were 
already  perfected  by  members  of  the  U.S.  military  and  were  then  turned  over  to  the 
intelligence  sectors  for  other  applications.  The  intelligence  sector,  in  turn,  deliberately 


and  successfully  undertook  to  have  this  same  kind  of  highly  negative,  destructive  and 
effective  conditioning  applied  to  targeted  group  and  society  as  a whole. 

Furthermore,  more  than  a century  ago,  Charles  Darwin  predicted  in  his  book, 

"The  Origin  of  Species"  (1859)  "the  evolutionary  theory  would  one  day  provide  a new 
foundation  for  the  science  of  psychology."  The  truth  in  his  words  where  realized  when 
the  science  of  psychology,  through  the  methods  of  propaganda  techniques  was  codified 
and  applied  in  a scientific  manner  by  journalist  Walter  Lippman  and  psychologist 
Edward  Bernays  (nephew  of  Sigmund  Freud)  early  in  the  20th  century.  During  World 
War  I,  Lippman  and  Bernays  were  hired  by  then  United  States  President,  Woodrow 
Wilson,  to  participate  in  the  Creel  Commission,  the  mission  of  which  was  to  sway 
popular  opinion  in  favor  of  entering  the  war,  on  the  side  of  Britain  . The  war  propaganda 
campaign  of  Lippman  and  Bernays  produced  such  an  intense  anti-German  hysteria  as 
to  permanently  impress  America  ?s  governmental  elites  with  the  potential  of  large-scale 
propaganda  to  control  public  opinion.  Edward  Bernays  coined  the  terms  "group  mind" 
and  "engineering  consent",  important  concepts  in  practical  propaganda  work..  Bernays 
said  in  his  1928  book  Propaganda,  that;  "The  conscious  and  intelligent  manipulation  of 
the  organized  habits  and  opinions  of  the  masses  is  an  important  element  in  democratic 
society.  Those  who  manipulate  this  unseen  mechanism  of  society  constitute  an  invisible 
government  which  is  the  true  ruling  power  of  our  country.  The  current  public  relations 
industry  is  a direct  outgrowth  of  Lippman's  and  Bernays'  work  and  is  still  used 
extensively  by  the  United  States  government. 

Over  time  the  techniques  increased  in  their  sophistication  as  modern  advances  in 
the  understanding  of  the  genetics  of  social  behavior  ushered  in  Sociobiology;  a 
controversial  new  science  of  the  biological  study  of  social  behavior  of  humans.  Since 
the  1950's,  U.S.  experimental  psychologists  and  Cognitive  scientists  have  developed 
ideas  about  the  unconscious  mental  process  that  proposes  that  most  of  our  mental 
processes  happen  outside  of  our  awareness  suggesting  that  the  ability  to  control  the 
behavior  of  people  around  us  subconsciously  is  now  a distinct  possibility.  Moreover, 
over  the  past  five  decades,  human  sociobiology  has  transformed  into  an  evolutionary 
psychology  that  has  gained  science  the  means  and  ability  to  control  and,  therefore, 
predict  the  actions  and  feelings  of  individuals  or  groups  merely  by  the  messages 


conveyed  against  them.  According  to  this  controversial  use  of  psychology,  the  human 
mind  is  the  most  extraordinary  part  of  the  human  body,  and  there  seems  to  be  little 
doubt,  wrote  biologist  David  Barash,  "that  the  unconscious  is  real  and  that  in  certain 
obscure  ways  the  forces  of  culture  are  all-powerful  in  shaping  human  behavior. 
Advances  in  these  studies  resulted  in  governments  using  psychology  as  a weapon  for 
maintaining  White  dominance. 

This  effectiveness  of  the  usage  of  the  psychology  of  deceit  to  profoundly 
influenced  and  control  individuals  and  mass  groups  was  made  obvious  as  a result  of 
one  of  the  most  infamous  mistakes  in  history.  It  happened  on  Oct.  30,  1938,  when 
millions  of  Americans  tuned  in  to  a popular  radio  program  that  featured  a plays  directed 
by,  andstarring,  Orson  Welles.  The  performance  that  evening  was  an  adaptation  of  the 
science  fiction  novel  The  War  of  the  Worlds,  about  a Martian  invasion  of  the  earth.  But 
in  adapting  the  book  for  a radio  play,  Welles  made  an  important  change:  under  his 
direction  the  play  was  written  and  performed  so  it  would  sound  like  a news  broadcast 
about  an  invasion  from  Mars,  a technique  that,  presumably,  was  intended  to  heighten 
the  dramatic  effect.News  of  the  panicwas  conveyed  as  a via  genuine  news  report.  As 
the  audiencelistened  to  this  simulation  of  news  broadcast,  created  with  voice  acting  and 
sound  effects,  a portion  of  the  audience  concluded  that  it  was  hearing  an  actual  news 
account  of  an  invasion  from  Mars.  This  quickly  generated  immense  scare.  People 
packed  the  roads,  hid  in  cellars,  loaded  guns,  fought  among  themselves,  even  wrapped 
their  heads  in  wet  towels  as  protection  from  Martian  poison  gas,  in  an  attempt  to  defend 
themselves  against  aliens,  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  they  were  acting  out  the  role  of  the 
panic-stricken  public  that  actually  belonged  in  a radio  play.  These  people  listening  to  the 
false  broadcast  were  taken  in  by  the  totally  false  accounts  and  became  confused, 
disarray  and  distrusting  of  their  neighbors  even  resulting  in  immense  violence.  This 
example  proves  anddemonstrated  more  potently  than  any  argument,  that  beyond  a 
question  of  a doubt,  the  enormous  effectiveness  of  the  media  at  affecting  masses  of 
people. 

Furthermore,  according  to  researcher  Mack  White,  Psychologist  Dr.  Hadley 
Cantril  conducted  a study  of  the  effects  of  the  broadcast  and  published  his  findings  in  a 
book,  The  Invasion  from  Mars:  A Study  in  the  Psychology  of  Panic,  (1939).  This  study 


explored  the  power  of  broadcast  media,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the  suggestibility  of 
human  beings  under  the  influence  of  fear.  Dr.  Cantril  was  affiliated  with  Princeton 
University 's  Radio  Research  Project,  which  was  funded  in  1937  by  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation.  Also  affiliated  with  the  Project  was  Council  on  Foreign  Relations  (CFR) 
member  and  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  (CBS)  executive  Frank  Stanton,  whose 
network  had  broadcast  the  program.  Stanton  would  later  go  on  to  head  the  news 
division  of  CBS,  and  in  time  would  become  president  of  the  network,  as  well  as 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the  RAND  Corporation,  the  influential  think  tank  which  has 
done  groundbreaking  research  on,  among  other  things,  mass  brainwashing.  Two  years 
later,  with  Rockefeller  Foundation  money,  Cantril  established  the  Office  of  Public 
Opinion  Research  (OPOR),  also  at  Princeton  . Among  the  studies  conducted  by  the 
OPOR  was  an  analysis  of  the  effectiveness  of  "psycho-political  operations" 

(propaganda,  in  plain  English)  of  the  Office  of  Strategic  Services  (OSS),  the  forerunner 
of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA).  Then,  during  World  War  II,  Cantril  and 
Rockefeller  money  assisted  CFR  member  and  CBS  reporter  Edward  R.  Murrow  in 
setting  up  the  Princeton  Listening  Center , the  purpose  of  which  was  to  study  Nazi  radio 
propaganda  with  the  object  of  applying  Nazi  techniques  to  OSS  propaganda.  Out  of  this 
project  came  a new  government  agency,  the  Foreign  Broadcast  Intelligence  Service 
(FBIS).  The  FBIS  eventually  became  the  United  States  Information  Agency  (USIA), 
which  is  the  propaganda  arm  of  the  National  Security  Council.  Thus,  by  the  end  of  the 
1940s,  the  basic  research  had  been  done  and  the  propaganda  apparatus  of  the  national 
security  state  had  been  fully  established. 

Given  the  preceded  noted  history  and  facts,  clearly  then  connecting  these  dots 
should  be  made  rather  easy.  Furthermore,  the  objective  of  the  United  States 
government  has  always  been  to  maintain  its  White  dominance  over  its  Black  population, 
and  clearly,  psychological  warfare  meets  this  need.  It  was  the  logical  choice?because  it 
covertly  provides  the  U.S.  Governmentthe  ability  to  both  influence  the  national  climate 
and  engender  personal  psychological  feelings  among  itsBIack  population  that  meet  the 
U.S  government  objectives  of  maintaining  its  white  dominance.  Furthermore,  history 
overwhelmingly  demonstrates  that  the  White  race?s  innate  proclivity  for  racism,  control, 
and  dominance  is  much  too  deeply  ingrained  for  them  to  just  merely  give  up  their 


practices  of  implementing  suppressive  methods  over  its  African  American 
population. The  records  of  history  show  that  the  reincarnation  of  suppressive  methods 
into  forms  more  acceptable  to  the  changing  times  is  a common  practice  of  the  United 
States  government  as  seen  after  the  abolishment  of  slavery  wherein  its  methods  of 
using  racist,  oppressive  treatment  of  its  Black  population  was  reincarnated  into  Jim 
Crow  laws.  And  let  us  not  forget  the  many  sorts  of  devious  strategies  and  methods  used 
to  prevent  Blacks  from  becoming  registered  voters.  The  historic  and  demonstrative 
evidence  overwhelmingly  reflects  the  reality  that  the  U.S.  government  does  manifest  a 
proclivity  for  reinventing  devious  methods  to  suppress  its  Black  population.  This 
proclivity  has  led  to  the  U.S.  Government  now  using  its  proven  method  of  psychological 
operations  to  control  the  advancement  and  growth  of  its  Black  population.
